GOVERNOR'S   MESSAGE 


Gmtleraen  of  the  General  Assembly : 

In  compliance  with  the  duty  imposed  by  the  Constitution  I 
am  pleased  to  give  you  information  touching  the  condition  of 
the  State,  and  to  recommend  such  measures  as  to  me  seem  to 
be  expedient. 

The  past  two  years  have  been  a  period  of  unusual  prosperity 
to  the  agricultural,  manufacturing  and  business  interests  of  the 
State,  and  the  people  of  Indiana  have  cause  to  be  thankful  for 
the  many  favors  bestowed  upon  them  by  a  kind  and  beneficent 
Providence.

FAILURE  TO  MAKE  APPROPRIATIOiN'S. 

The  last  General  Assembly  failed  to  pass  the  general  appro- 
priation bill  for  the  support  of  the  State  and  its  institutions,  or 
to  provide  for  the  completion  of  the  State  House,  the  three  ad- 
ditional Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  the  Institution  for  Feeble- 
Minded  Youth,  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home,  and 
the  Soldiers'  Monument.  At  first  it  seemed  as  though  the  fail- 
ure to  enact  such  legislation  would  leave  the  State  in  a  finan- 
cial condition  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  meet  the  current 
expenses  of  the  State  and  the  additional  obligations  which  the 
State  had   incurred  by  so  many  public  improvements,  or  to 


complete  any  of  the  new  institutions ;  but,  contrary  to  the 
most  sanguine  expectation,  nearly  all  the  obligations  of  the 
State  have  been  met.  The  interest  on  the  public  debt  paid 
under  provisions  of  the  act  of  1852 ;  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors' 
Orphans'  Home  at  Knightstown  rebuilt;  the  land  for  the  In- 
stitution for  Feeble-Miuded  Youth  at  Fort  Wayne  purchased 
and  the  construction  of  the  building  commenced  ;  the  Hospital 
for  Insane  at  Logansport  completed,  equipped  and  opened  for 
reception  of  patients  :  the  Hospitals  at  Evansville  and  Rich- 
mond completed  ready  for  equipment  and  furnishing. 

STATE  FIXAXCES. 

This  is  a  subject  that  should  always  receive  the  fullest  in- 
vestigation and  consideration  in  order  that  an  intelligent 
understanding  may  be  had  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
State  and  a  wise  and  well-directed  fiscal  policy  pursued.  The 
present  law  fixing  the  tax  levy  for  general  purposes  at  twelve 
cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  in  value  of  taxable  property 
has  been  in  force  twelve  years  without  change.  At  the  time 
such  levy  was  fixed  it  was  only  deemed  sufiicient  to  meet  the 
usual  and  ordinary  expenses  of  the  State  and  its  institutions. 
During  that  period  the  population  of  the  State  has  greatly  in- 
creased, which  has  made  necessary  the  enlargement  and  im- 
provement of  the  institutions  existing  at  the  time  of  the  pass- 
age of  the  law,  and  the  construction  of  new  buildings  for  addi- 
tional needed  institutions,  thereby  increasing  the  ordinary  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  administration  of  the  State  government. 

Of  the  improvements  made  and  the  new  buildings  constructed, 
together  with  the  respective  cost  of  the  same,  the  following  may 
be  enumerated  as  the  most  important : 

The  Female  Department  of  the  Indiana  Hospital  for  the  In- 
sane, at  Indianapolis,  $722,000.  The  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 
at  Indianapolis,  §70,500.00  The  three  Additional  Hospitals 
for  the  Insane,  respectively  located  near  Richmond,  Evansville 
and  Logansport,  §1,113,002.58.  The  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Or- 
phans' Home,  near  Knightstown,  §95,796.43.  On  the  partial 
construction  and  furnishings  of  the  Indiana  School  for  Feeble- 
Minded  Youth,  §18,228.17.  The  State  House,  in  addition  to 
the  State  House  tax  and  loan,  §200,000.  Indiana  State  Uni- 
versity, at  Bloomington,  §43,000.00.  Purdue  University,  at 
Lafayette,  §12,500.00. 
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It  is  suggested  that  the  State  can  not  establish  new  institu- 
tions, and  construct  extensive  and  elaborate  buildings  for  the 
same,  without  increasing  the  tax  levy  or  borrowing  the  neces- 
sary means. 

By  reference  to  the  statement  of  the  public  debt,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  interest  on  the  foreign  debt  is  only  $79,375,  while  the 
interest  on  the  domestic  debt  is  $258,486.99,  nearly  the  whole 
of  which,  to-wit :  $234,280.99,  is  the  interest  on  the  six  per  cent. 
School  Fund  Bonds,  issued  in  1867,  1868,  1871  and  1873.  The 
annual  interest  on  the  domestic  debt  equals  about  one-fifth  ot 
the  entire  revenue  of  the  State  for  general  purposes,  while  the 
total  annual  interest  paid  equals  about  one-fourth  of  the  reve- 
nue. Of  the  total  amount  of  annual  interest  paid  by  the  State, 
less  than  one-fourth  is  on  the  foreign  debt,  on  which  the  average 
rate  of  interest,  deducting  premiums  received,  is  less  than  three 
per  cent.,  and  over  three-fourths  is  on  the  domestic  debt,  on 
which  the  rate  of  interest  is  six  per  cent. 

From  this  condition  of  affairs  it  will  appear  that  upon  the 
domestic  debt,  which  the  State  in  fact  owes  to  herself,  she  is 
paying  six  per  cent,  interest  per  annum,  while  on  the  other 
hand,  when  the  State  has  sought  competition,  she  has  been  able 
to  procure  money  at  less  than  one-  half  that  rate.  The  credit  of  the 
State  has  so  improved  during  the  last  few  years  that  she  has  been 
able  to  negotiate  loans  by  selling  her  bonds  bearing  three  per 
cent,  interest,  at  a  premium  that  reduced  the  rate  of  interest  be- 
low three  per  cent.,  placing  the  credit  of  the  State  nearly  on  a 
par  with  that  of  the  Federal  Government,  and  as  high,  if  not 
higher,  than  that  of  any  other  State  in  the  Union.  Considering 
the  excellent  financial  standing  of  the  State,  I  have  no  hesitancy 
in  recommending  that  said  School  Fund  Bonds,  amounting  in 
the  aggregate  to  $3,904,783.22,  be  paid  and  discharged,  and  the 
money  distributed  to  the  counties  in  the  manner  heretofore 
provided  by  law  for  the  distribution  of  school  funds,  and  that 
the  same  be  loaned  in  the  manner  now  provided,  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent,  interest  per  annum.  This  would  not  reduce  the 
revenues  to  the  School  Fund,  and  would  furnish  a  large  amount 
of  money  to  be  loaned  to  the  people  at  a  fair  rate  of  interest. 
The  borrower  would  then  pay  the  interest  on  the  School  Fund 
instead  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  State,  and  the  State  save  on  ac- 
count of  interest,  $117,143.50  each  year,  a  sum  greater  than  the 
entire  expenses  of  a  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 
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For  the  purpose  of  making  payment  of  said  bonds,  a  loan 
should  be  authorized  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  three  per 
cent,  per  annum,  which,  in  my  judgment,  could  be  negotiated 
at  a  premium. 

For  the  final  extinguishment  of  the  State  debt,  a  tax  of  two 
cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  should  be  levied  and  col- 
lected, which  tax  when  collected  should  constitute  a  public 
debt  sinking  fund,  to  be  applied  in  payment  of  the  public 
debt  under  such  directions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.  Said 
tax  would  only  take  the  place  of  the  State  House  tax  of  two 
cents,  which  has  now  been  discontinued.

STATE  HOUSE. 

By  the  authority  of  an  act  approved  March  14,  1877,  the 
Governor  was  authorized  to  appoint  four  State  House  Com- 
missioners who,  together  with  the  Governor,  should  constitute 
the  Board  of  State  House  Commissioners.  The  duty  imposed 
upon  the  board  to  build  a  new  State  House  has  been  fully  per- 
formed, and  they  will  ask  to  be  discharged  and  released  from 
any  further  obligation  upon  their  respective  bonds.  The 
board  has  deemed  it  prudent  to  continue  in  charge  of  the 
building  until  the  General  Assembly  shall  have  made  some 
provision  by  law  for  its  acceptance,  care  and  custody. 

The  final  report  of  the  board  will  give  you  full  information 
as  to  the  acts  of  the  board  from  the  time  of  its  organization 
to  the  time  of  the  completion  of  their  work,  including  a  de- 
tailed statement  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  board  in  the 
execution  of  the  duties  enjoined  upon  them  by  law. 

The  building  has  been  fully  completed  within  the  original 
specified  limit  of  two  million  dollars  ;  has  been  carefully  and 
substantially  constructed,  and  is  in  keeping  with  the  dignity 
and  standing  of  the  State. 

ADDITIONAL  HOSPITALS  FOR  THE  mSANE. 

My  immediate  predecessor,  on  the  28th  day  of  March,  1883, 
appointed  DeForest  Skinner,  of  Porter  County,  Joseph  R. 
Gray,  of  Hamilton  County,  John  C.  Robinson,  of  Owen  County, 
and  William  Grose,  of  Henry  County  to  constitute  a  Board 
of  Commissioners  to  superintend  the  construction  and  equip- 
ment of  three  hospitals  for  the  insane. 
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The  Board  as  thus  constituted  was  continued  by  me  and 
has  so  remained  to  the  present  time,  with  two  exceptions.  On 
the  25th  day  of  October,  1886,  William  Grose  resigned  and 
Eugene  H.  Bundy,  of  Henry  County,  was  appointed  to  fill 
the  vacancy,  and  on  the  6th  day  of  December,  1887,  John 
C.  Robinson  resigned,  and  Edward  P.  Richardson,  of  Pike 
Oounty,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  hospitals,  for 
convenience  of  reference,  have  been  designated  as  follows : 
At  Logansport,  The  Northern  Indiana  Hospital  for  the  Insane  ; 
at  Evansville,  The  Southern  Indiana  Hospital  for  the  Insane ; 
and  at  Richmond,  the  Eastern  Indiana  Hospital  for  the  Insane. 

The  Board  has  been  delayed  in  its  work  by  the  failure  of  the 
last  General  Assembly  to  provide  the  necessary  funds.  The 
total  amount  appropriated  in  1883  was  $600,000,  and  in  1885, 
^563,800 — in  all,  $1,168,800 — which  appropriations  have  been 
practically  exhausted  for  some  time.  The  sum  remaining 
available  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1888,  was  $5,000.00, 
and  nothing  further  can  be  done  until  additional  appropriations 
are  made  for  the  progress  of  the  work.  The  Commissioners, 
in  the  construction  of  the  hospitals,  have  kept  in  view  the 
needs  of  the  future,  and  have  constructed  each  institution  in 
such  a  manner  that  increased  capacity  can  be  obtained  at  a 
very  low  cost  per  capita.  The  Board  estimates  that  the  follow- 
ing sums  will  be  required  for  the  full  completion,  and  equip- 
ment, of  the  several  hospitals : 

The  Northern  Hospital : $15,000  00 

The  Southern  Hospital : 80,000  00 

The  Eastern  Hospital 70,000  00 

It  is  a  source  of  congratulation,  however,  that  the  Board  has 
been  able  to  complete  the  construction  of  each  of  the  hospi- 
tals, but  on  account  of  insufiicient  appropriations  has  been 
prevented  from  equipping  any  of  the  institutions,  except 
the  Northern  Hospital.  This  hospital  was  fully  equipped 
and  made  ready  for  occupancy,  rules  were  adopted  for  the 
admission  of  patients,  and,  on  the  26th  day  of  June,  1888,  a 
proclamation  was  issued  by  me  announcing  that  said  hospital 
was  completed  and  equipped,  and  would  be  ready  to  receive 
patients  on  and  after  the  1st  day  of  July,  1888.  The  hospital 
was  placed  in  charge  of  Dr.  Joseph  G.  Rogers,  as  Medical  Su- 
perintendent, with   an  organized  corps  of   assistants.     Up  to 
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the  Ist  day  oT  November  there  had  been  admitted  189  men  and 
120  women,  in  all  309,  of  which  number  8  men  have  died,  and 
5  men  and  4  women  have  been  discharged,  leaving  on  the  Slst 
day  of  October,  1888,  176  men  and  116  women,  in  all  292. 

On  the  31st  day  of  December,  1888,  there  were  in  the  insti- 
tution 188  men  and  140  women,  total  328.  The  estimated  ca- 
pacity of  the  hospital  is  366,  but  400  could  be  accommodated. 

The  Superintendent  in  his  report  to  the  board  says  that 
"  most  of  the  patients  admitted  came  from  the  county  poor 
houses  and  jails  ;  others  from  private  charge.  A  majority  of 
these  came  with  a  history  of  violent  tendencies  and  Ulthy 
habits.  A  large  number  had  been  confined  in  cells,  and  many 
had  been  in  a  state  of  nudity  for  long  periods." 

He  further  says  that  he  notes  "a  marked  improvement  in 
this  rather  hopeless  class;  nearly  all  have  learned  habits  of 
relative  neatness  and  decency,  subordination  to  regulations  has 
largely  been  substituted  for  unruly  violence  of  language  and 
action  ;  many  have  been  taught  or  induced  to  assist  voluntarily 
and  regularly  in  the  work  of  the  institution,  both  indoors  and 
on  the  farm,  garden  and  grounds." 

Upon  information  received  from  many  counties  it  is  esti- 
mated that  no  less  than  800  insane  and  idiotic  people  are  in 
need  of  the  care  and  treatment  that  can  only  be  given  in  an 
institution  organized  for  such  purpose.  I  need  not  urge  the 
necessity  of  an  early  completion  of  the  hospitals  in  order  that 
these  poor  unfortunates  may  have  proper  care  and  medical 
treatment. 

In  order  to  add  to  the  symmetry  of  the  grounds  of  the  North- 
ern Hospital,  to  make  more  convenient  the  access  to  the  same, 
and  prevent  the  construction  of  any  objectionable  building  in 
front  of  the  women's  department  of  the  hospital  buildings,  the 
board  recommends  that  it  be  authorized  to  purchase  a  tract  of 
ten  acres,  now  vacant  and  lying  at  the  northeast  corner  of  the 
present  tract,  at  a  cost  of  three  thousand  dollars.  The  board 
can  not  make  the  purchase  without  additional  authority,  and  I 
would  recommend  that  it  be  granted  and  the  necessary  appro- 
priation made. 
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INDIANA  SOLDIERS'  AND  SAILORS'  ORPHANS' 

HOME. 

The  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  and  the  Institution  for  Feeble 
Minded  Children  were,  on  the  21st  day  of  July,  1886,  destroyed 
by  iire,  and  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding  and  enlarging  the 
Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home,  and  entirely  separating  the  inmates 
of  the  Home  from  the  feeble  minded  children,  the  General  As- 
sembly, by  an  act  approved  February  15,  1887,  directed  that 
there  should  be  established  and  maintained  an  institution  at 
and  upon  the  property  owned  by  the  State,  near  Knightstown, 
in  Rush  County,  to  be  known  as  the  Indiana  Soldiers'  and 
Sailors'  Orphans'  Home,  and  made  the  following  appropria- 
tions : 

For  the  purchase  of  land  |6,000  00 

For  completion  of  main  building 65,000  00 

For  school  house  and  chapel 25,000  00 

For  shops,  machinery,  etc  20,000  00

The  main  building,  the  chapel  and  school-house,  and  the  in- 
dustrial building,  have  been  completed  and  are  occupied.  They 
seem  to  be  well  adapted  for  the  purposes  intended.  They  are 
heated  by  steam,  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  industrial 
building,  are  lighted  by  electricity.  Two  natural  gas  wells  on 
the  Home  farm  supply  all  the  fuel  for  the  institution,  and  the 
necessary  light  for  the  industrial  building. 

The  rooms  are  well  lighted  and  ventilated.  The  school- 
rooms are  admirable,  and  presided  over  by  an  efficient  corps  of 
teachers.  There  are  many  industries  in  successful  operation, 
and  good  government  seems  to  prevail  throughout  the  Home. 
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The  Trustees  and  Superintendent  are  entitled  to  commenda- 
tion for  the  faithful  manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  the 
trusts  confided  to  their  care. 

The  Trustees  report  that  the  number  in  the  Home  at  the 
close  of  the  last  fiscal  year  was  three  hundred  and  forty  ;  that 
no  more  children  can  be  received  unless  the  capacity  of  the  in- 
stitution is  increased ;  that  one  hundred  applications  have  re- 
ceived favorable  action,  and  that  number  would  be  doubled 
were  it  known  that  the  children  could  be  received. 

For  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  institution  to  about  six 
hundred,  and  providing  for  the  present  needs,  the  Trustees  ask 
additional  appropriations  as  follows : 

To  build  six  cottages $27,000  00 

To  enlarge  dining-room ,. 6,000  00 

To  build  hospital .* 4,000  00 

Total $37,000  00 

For  detailed  information  you  are  referred  to  the  report  of  the 
Trustees,  which  I  commend  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

SOLDIERS'  AND  SAILORS'  MONUMENT. 

The  State  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Monumental  Commission, 
appointed  in  accordance  with  the  law  passed  by  the  last  Legis- 
lature, organized  on  the  28th  day  of  June,  1887.  On  the  27th 
day  of  January,  1888,  it  adopted  a  design  for  a  monument  fur- 
nished by  Bruno  Schmitz,  of  Berlin,  Prussia,  which  is  now  in 
process  of  construction,  the  central  foundation  having  been 
laid  the  past  season  at  a  cost  of  $31,685.11,  and  advertisement 
having  been  made  to  let  the  work  of  building  the  superstruc- 
ture on  the  30th  day  of  the  present  month.  It  is  expected  that 
it  will  require  two  years  to  erect  this  superstructure,  and  the 
addition  of  the  ornamental  work  will  occupy  at  least  one  more 
year.  It  is  the  hope  of  all  concerned  to  make  this  monument 
the  pride  of  the  State,  since  it  will  commemorate  the  most  he- 
roic epoch  in  our  history,  and  serve  to  excite  a  patriotic  devo- 
tion to  the  country  and  its  laws.  The  report  of  the  commis- 
sion, embracing  its  work  in  detail  until  the  close  of  the  past 
year,  will  be  laid  before  you. 
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INDIANA  SCHOOL  FOR  FEEBLE-MINDED  YOUTH. 

In  my  last  biennial  message  I  recommended  a  separation  of 
the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  from  the  Institution  for  Feeble- 
Minded  Children.  In  accordance  with  such  recommendation 
the  last  General  Assembly  passed  an  act  to  establish  and  main- 
tain the  Indiana  School  for  Feeble-minded  Youth  as  a  separate 
instiiution,  and  located  the  same  at  or  near  Fort  Wayne,  Allen 
County.  The  law  provided  that  said  institution  should  be 
maua,2;ed  by  a  board  of  three  trustees;  that  one  member  shall 
be  a  woman  and  that  the  other  two  members  shall  be  voters  of 
this  State  and  not  adherents  of  the  same  political  party,  but 
each  shall  be  an  adherent  of  one  of  the  two  political  parties 
casting  the  greatest  number  of  votes  at  the  general  election 
next  preceding  his  appointment. 

In  compliance  with  the  law  I  appointed  on  the  18th  day  of 
March,  1887,  Edward  A.  K.  Hackett,  of  Allen  County  ;  Abner 
H.  Shafl'er,  of  Huntington  County,  and  Mary  T.  Wilson,  of 
Marion  County,  to  constitute  such  Board  of  Trustees  of  said 
institution. 

The  destruction  by  fire  of  the  buildings  near  Knightstown, 
on  July  21,  1886,  necessitated  the  securing  of  a  new  location 
for  the  feeble-minded  children  during  the  construction  of  a 
building  at  Fort  Wayne.  They  were  temporarily  cared  for  at 
Knightstown  until  May  1,  1887,  when  they  were  transferred  to 
the  Eastern  Indiana  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Richmond, 
which  has  been  used  as  temporary  quarters  by  the  School  up  to 
the  present  time.  The  Trustees  report  that  they  have  pur- 
chased near  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne  lands  for  the  School, 
adopted  plans  for  buildings  whose  capacity,  when  completed, 
will  be  about  four  hundred,  and  contracted  for  the  erection  of 
the  main  building  at  a  cost  of  §37,027.05.  Out  of  the  appro- 
priation for  land,  new  buildings  and  furnishing  and  equiping 
the  same,  they  have  expended  as  follows  :  $10,000  for  land, 
§7,487.93  for  furnishings,  and  §740.54  for  architects.  Adding 
to  the  sums  expended  the  contract  price  of  the  main  building, 
the  appropriation  will  be  exceeded  §5,255.22,  for  which  amount 
the  Trustees  ask  an  additional  appropriation.  They  also  ask 
an  additional  appropriation  of  §193,300  necessary  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  buildings  according  to  the  plans  adopted,  and 
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also  an  increase  of  the  per  capita  appropriation  for  current  ex- 
penses, to  all  of  which  I  invite  your  careful  consideration. 

The  superintendent  reports  that  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  ending  October  31,  1888,  there  were  239  inmates,  which  is 
an  increase  of  179  from  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  law, 
and  of  134  from  the  31st  day  of  October,  1887. 

The  School  is  under  excellent  discipline,  and  the  ofiiceis  and 
teachers  seem  to  be  well  adapted  to  the  work  of  their  several 
departments.  A  number  of  industries  are  being  taught,  aad  it 
is  with  pleasure  that  I  express  my  approval  of  the  present  man- 
agement of  the  institution.  \ 

BENEVOLENT  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  Hospital  for  the  Insane  has  fifteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
six  inmates,  which  is  an  increase  of  thirteen  over  the  number 
remaining  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  The  aver- 
age for  the  year  has  been  fifteen  hundred  and  twenty-four,  and 
the  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  $170.  Of  the  whole  number 
treated,  three  hundred  and  twelve  were  discharged  recovered, 
and  one  hundred  and  twelve  improved.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
asks  for  appropriations  for  the  construction  of  a  laundry,  green 
house,  electric  light  plant,  and  improvements  of  the  steam 
heating  apparatus. 

The  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb 
has  an  enrolled  attendance  of  three  hundred  and  eighteen, 
which  number  would  be  largely  increased  if  the  present  capac- 
ity were  not  limited  to  three  hundred.  The  Trustees  earnestly 
recommend  many  improvements  for  enlarging  the  institution, 
in  order  that  its  efiiciency  may  be  improved  and  ample  provision 
made  for  all  the  children  who  are  deaf  and  dumb,  and  thereby 
denied  the  advantages  of  the  common  schools. 

The  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind  has  enrolled 
one  hundred  and  forty-four  pupils,  of  which  seventy-seven  are 
males  and  sixty-seven  females. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  urge  the  necessity  of  additions  to  the 
present  building,  which  was  constructed  more  than  forty  years 
ago,  and  is  insufficient  to  accommodate  all  who  should  have 
the  advantages  of  the  institution. 

I  would  ask  your  special  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  sev- 
eral institutions,  and  recommend  a  careful  consideration  of  the 
suggestions  and  recommendations  therein  contained. 
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PENAL  ANi)  REFORMATORY  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  Reform  School  for  Boys  has  demonstrated  its  usefulness 
and  fully  proven  itself  worthy  of  the  fostering  care  of  the 
State.  Its  wise,  prudent  and  efficient  management  has  secured 
the  best  results  attainable  in  an  institution  of  that  character 
and  deservedly  placed  it  foremost  among  the  reformatory  insti- 
tutions of  the  country. 

There  have  been  admitted  to  the  institution  since  the  open- 
ing, on  January  1,  1868,  twenty-seven  hundred  and  ninety-five 
boys,  of  which  number  four  hundred  and  sixty-two  remain. 

The  Reformatory  Institution  for  Women  and  Girls  is  in  ex- 
cellent condition  and  under  good  management.  The  number 
in  the  penal  department  is  fifty-live,  and  in  the  reformatory 
department  one  hundred  and  thirty-three,  a  small  increase  in 
each  department  over  the  number  at  the  close  of  the  preceding 
fiscal  year. 

The  officers  of  the  respective  institutions,  in  their  reports, 
make  urgent  requests  for  appropriations  for  needed  improve- 
ments, and  submit  many  valuable  suggestions  relating  to  their 
work. 

I  commend  them  to  your  attention  for  an  early  consideration. 

PENAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  number  of  prisoners  at  the  Southern  Prison  is  five  hun- 
dred and  thirty-nine,  and  in  the  Northern  Prison  seven  hun- 
dred and  two.  The  general  health  in  each  prison  is  good,  and 
the  same  may  be  said  of  their  respective  sanitary  conditions. 
The  Southern  Prison  has  been  well  managed,  many  needed  re- 
pairs made,  and  for  the  first  time  since  its  establishment  has 
been  self-sustaining. 

The  Northern  Prison  is  in  excellent  condition  and  makes  its 
usual  showing  of  good  management  and  an  excess  of  receipts 
over  the  expenditures  for  maintenance. 

It  is  respectfully  submitted  that  it  would  be  proper  to  inves- 
tigate the  propriety  of  allowing  an  increase  in  the  salary  of  the 
wardens.  Their  duties  are  many  and  of  great  responsibility, 
and  it  has  now  been  over  thirty  years  since  the  present  limit 
was  fixed.

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PRISON  REFORM. 

Under  this  head  I  can  but  substantially  say  what  I  said  two 
years  ago:  "The  Constitution  of  the  State  provides  that  'the 
penal  code  shall  be  founded  on  the  principles  of  reformation 
and  not  of  vindictive  justice;  that  cruel  and  unusual  punish- 
ments shall  not  be  inflicted  ;  that  all  penalties  shall  be  propor- 
tioned to  th©  nature  of  the  offense/  yet  our  penal  system  and 
penal  code,  and  especially  the  manner  in  which  the  latter  is- 
administered,  could  hardly  be  further  from  a  compliance  with 
those  wise  and  humane  provisions  of  our  Constitution.  ISTearly 
every  day  our  courts  are  sentencing  to  the  penitentiary  young 
men  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  in  many  instances  their 
first  offense,  and  in  many  cases  the  offense  a  technical  one. 
Hundreds  are  sent  to  the  penitentiary  by  courts  and  juries 
merely  for  the  purpose  of  saving  the  county  from  the  expense 
of  a  jail  sentence,  which  would  have  been  ample  punishment 
for  the  crime  committed,  thereby  blasting  their  characters  for- 
ever, and  increasing  the  number  of  the  criminal  class,  as  well 
as  inflicting  a  punishment  in  violation  of  the  above  provisions 
of  our  Constitution.  Two-thirds  of  the  prisoners  in  our  State 
Prisons  are  under  thirty  years  of  age.  To  expect  to  reform 
this  class  of  prisoners  by  a  forced  association  with  hardened 
and  confirmed  criminals,  murderers,  thieves  and  counterfeiters 
would  be  to  reason  that  evil  associations  do  not  contaminate  or 
corrupt.  Those  who  have  had  experience  in  the  management 
of  prisons,  and  also  those  who  have  given  careful  attention  ta 
the  impress  made  upon  the  character  of  the  young  convict, 
testify  to  the  hurtful  influence  of  the  aggregate  prison  system, 
and  the  almost  impossibility  of  effecting  a  reformation;  for 
however  excellent  the  character  of  the  young  convict  may  have 
been  prior  to  his  conviction,  or  however  real  his  intentions- 
may  be  to  reform  while  a  prisoner,  yet  when  discharged,  he 
finds  that  the  world  does  not  look  kindly  on  an  ex-penitentiary 
convict.  It  is  with  great  difficulty  he  obtains  honorable  em- 
ployment, and  finds  still  greater  difficulty  in  gaining  admission 
to  good  society.  The  ignominy  of  the  ex-penitentiary  convict 
follows  him  like  a  destroying  angel,  wherever  he  may  go.  An 
administration  of  criminal  justice  that  visits  on  the  young  and 
first  offender  such  a  terrible  punishment  for  a  slight  offense^ 
a  punishment  that    ends  only  with  death  and  deprives  him. 
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from  obtaining  honorable  employment  and  the  association  of 
reputable  persons,  is  a  disgrace  to  Christian  civilization,  a 
mockery  of  the  administration  of  justice,  and  a  sad  commentary 
upon  statemanship.  During  my  term  I  have  commuted  the 
prison  sentences  of  forty  boys  to  commitment  to  the  Reform 
School.  The  Board  of  Control  in  their  report  say  that  only 
four  of  said  boys  have  shown  themselves  unworthy  of  executive 
clemency.  If  the  State  was  not,  at  this  time,  so  burdened  with 
the  expense  of  the  construction  of  so  many  new  buildings,  I 
would  earnestly  recommend  the  establishment  of  an  institution 
to  be  called  by  some  such  name  as  an  'Industrial  School,'  for 
the  confinement  of  young  convicts  and  of  those  guilty  of  their 
first  oflfense,  whose  former  character  had  been  good,  in  order 
that  they  might  have  at  least  one  chance  to  return  to  the  path 
of  rectitude  and  to  the  favorable  recognition  of  their  fellow- 
men." 

EXECUTIVE  CLEMENCY. 

The  number  of  pardons,  paroles,  commutations  and  remis- 
sions granted,  will  be  submitted  in  a  separate  report,  at  an 
early  day  in  the  session.  Applications  for  executive  clemency 
have  been  so  numerous  that  I  have  not  found  it  possible  and  con- 
sistent with  my  other  duties  to  give  attention  and  consideration 
to  as  many  cases  as  are,  perhaps,  entitled  to  some  action.  I  have 
granted  but  few  pardons.  ^N'early  all  the  prisoners  released 
from  confinement  by  me  have  been  by  a  conditional  parole, 
subject  to  revocation  at  any  time,  and  granted  only  after  the 
fullest  investigation.  In  reviewing  my  acts  of  clemency  I  find 
no  cause  for  regret,  except  in  three  cases,  in  which  I  was  com- 
pelled to  remand  the  persons  released  to  prison  for  violating 
the  conditions  of  their  paroles. 

EDUCATION. 

The  full  and  comprehensive  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  will  exhibit  the  present  condition  of  the 
common  schools  and  their  steady  progress  toward  the  noble 
aims  and  high  expectations  of  the  founders  of  the  system, 
which  has  placed  Indiana  in  the  forefront  in  educational  mat- 
ters. 
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STATE  UNIVERSITY. 

The  institution  is  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  its  growth 
for  several  years  has  been  rapid  and  splendid.  During  the  past 
four  years  the  attendance  has  more  than  doubled,  and  the 
quarters,  which  were  supposed  to  be  adequate  to  meet  the 
wants  of  the  University,  have  been  outgrown.  The  Trustees 
are  confronted  with  the  necessity  of  providing  additional  room, 
which  they  think  can  be  supplied  by  the  construction  of  a 
library  building  and  the  removal  thereto  of  the  library.  They 
will  ask  aid  from  the  State  for  that  purpose,  and  their  report 
will  furnish  detailed  information  in  relation  to  the  matter. 

STATE  ]!^ORMAL  SCHOOL. 

Since  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  the  State  has- 
suffered  a  great  loss,  in  the  destruction  by  fire,  on  the  9th  day 
of  April,  1888,  of  the  State  Normal  School  building,  at  the  city 
of  Terre  Haute,  together  with  its  library  apparatus  and  furni- 
ture— the  entire  loss  estimated  at  about  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  Since  the  fire  the  School  has  been  quartered  in  the 
Terre  Haute  High  School  building,  the  city  of  Terre  Haute 
having  specially  fitted  up  one-half  of  the  building  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  has  generously  given  the  Normal  School  the  occu- 
pancy of  the  same  free  of  rent.  The  city  has  also  advanced  ta 
the  School  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  order  that  the 
Trustees  might  commence  at  once  the  reconstruction  of  the 
building.  The  Trustees  estimate  that  it  will  take  seventy 
thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  fifty  thousand  dollars  ad- 
vanced by  Terre  Haute,  to  complete  the  building  according  to 
the  plans  adopted,  and  $15,000  for  the  construction  of  the 
boiler-house  and  the  heating  apparatus.  It  is  needless  for  me 
to  state  the  importance  to  Indiana  of  maintaining  the  State 
Normal  School.  Its  necessity  as  a  part  of  our  educational  sys- 
tem can  only  be  measured  by  the  importance  of  having  capable 
and  intelligent  teachers  thoroughly  prepared  in  the  best  ap- 
proved methods  of  teaching  in  our  common  schools.  Its 
proper  maintenance  is  within  the  spirit  of  that  provision  of 
the  Constitution  which  declares  knowledge  and  learning  gen- 
erally diffused  essential  to  the  preservation  of  free  government. 

The  Trustees,  President  and  officers  are   entitled  to  special 
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credit  for  the  energy  and  faithfalness  displayed  by  them  in 
continuing  the  School  under  trying  difficulties  occasioned  by 
the  destruction  of  the  building,  and  I  commend  to  you  a  care- 
ful and  favorable  consideration  of  their  report. 

PURDUE  UNIVERSITY. 

Under  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  agri- 
cultural experiment  stations  in  connection  with  the  colleges 
established  in  the  several  States  under  the  provisions  of  an  act 
approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  of 
the  acts  supplementary  thereto,"  approved  March  2,  1887,  fif- 
teen thousand  dollars  is  annually  appropriated  to  each  of  such 
stations.     Section  9  of  said  act  reads  as  follows  : 

Sec.  9.  That  the  grants  of  moneys  authorized  by  this  act 
are  made  subject  to  the  legislative  assent  of  the  several  States 
and  Territories  to  the  purposes  of  said  grants:  Provided,  That 
payments  of  such  installments  of  the  appropriation  herein  made 
as  shall  become  due  to  any  State  before  the  adjournment  of  the 
regular  session  of  its  Legislature  meeting  next  after  the  pass- 
age of  this  act  shall  be  made  upon  the  assent  of  the  Governor 
thereof,  duly  certified  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

On  the  10th  day  of  December,  1887,  I  accepted  the  grant  for 
and  on  behalf  of  Purdue  University,  our  State  Agricultural 
College,  and  the  acceptance  must  be  confirmed  by  the  Legisla- 
ture in  order  to  make  it  continuously  efiective  on  and  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  present  session.  I  therefore  recommend 
that  the  General  Assembly  assent  to  such  grant  in  proper  form. 

All  our  State  educational  institutions,  except  Purdue  Uni- 
versity, are  supported  in  part  by  continuous  and  permanent  ap- 
propriations, and  the  failure  of  the  last  General  Assembly  to 
pass  the  general  appropriation  bill  deprived  Purdue  University 
of  a  part  of  its  usual  and  necessary  revenues.  The  University 
has  won  its  way  to  the  frout  rank  of  technical  schools  and  is 
deserving  of  permanent  support. 

STATE  BOARD  OF  AGRICULTURE. 

The  State  Board  of  Agriculture  has  done  its  full  share  in 
promoting  the  agricultural  interests  by  the  splendid  exhibition 
at  the  State  Fair  of  the  agricultural  products  of  the  State,  and 
showing  the  great  improvements  in  live  stock  and  machinery. 
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The  published  annual  reports,  containing  practical  informa- 
tion from  successful  farmers  are  highly  appreciated  by  the  agri- 
cultural community,  and  the  demand  is  largely  in  excess  of 
the  supply.  The  museum  of  agricultural  products  bids  fair  to 
be  very  useful  in  showing  the  resources  of  the  State. 

The  addition  of  twenty  acres  to  the  Fair  Grounds  required 
an  outlay  of  ^15,000  for  improvements,  while  the  wet  weather 
during  the  Fair  shortened  the  receipts  about  $9,000.  The 
Board,  being  a  State  institution,  and  devoted  to  the  most  im- 
portant interest  of  the  State,  on  which  all  other  interests  are 
dependent,  in  fact,  the  foundation  of  all  prosperity,  I  would 
recommend  liberal  aid  to  assist  them  in  the  good  work. 

STATE  LIBRARY. 

The  State  Librarian  has  submitted  an  excellent  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  Library,  in  which  report  many  valuable  sug- 
gestions are  made  for  its  improvement  and  better  support. 

The  Library  contains  over  twenty-five  thousand  volumes.  It 
is  not  what  it  ought  to  be  or  what  it  could  be  made  if  its  ad- 
vantages were  fully  appreciated  and  proper  provision  made  for 
its  support. 

THE  PUBLIC  PRINTING,  BINDING  AND  STATIONERY. 

The  public  printing  act  of  1885  is  not  clear  as  to  the  number 
of  reports  which  are  authorized  to  be  printed.  The  law  should 
be  amended  so  as  to  provide  specifically  what  reports  the  doc- 
umentary journal  should  contain,  the  number  to  be  bound 
therein,  the  number  to  be  printed  in  addition  thereto  for  the 
various  institutions  of  the  State,  and  requiring  many  of  the 
reports  now  published  annually  to  be  published  biennially.  A 
specific  amount  should  be  appropriated  for  each  officer  or  de- 
partment, as  the  present  law  fixes  no  limit  as  to  the  amount  of 
printing  any  officer  may  order. 

BUREAU  OF  STATISTICS. 

I  invite  your  careful  attention  to  the  growing  importance  of 
the  industries  of  the  State,  and  the  urgent  need  of  collecting 
statistical  information  in  relation  to  the  interests  of  the  labor- 
ing classes,  and  recommend  that  liberal  provision  be  made  for 
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the  statistical  department  to  carry  on  the  work  now  in  progress 
and  to  enlarge  the  field  of  inquiry  so  as  to  include  the  collec- 
tion of  labor  statistics.  "While  the  reports  of  the  department 
are  invaluable  as  showing  the  advancement  of  the  State  from 
year  to  year,  their  value  may  be  increased  largely  by  the  enact- 
ment of  a  law  requiring  returns  from  officers  of  political,  mu- 
nicipal and  other  corporations  to  questions  submitted  by  the 
Bureau. 

STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

The  reports  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  continue  to  fur- 
nish interesting  and  instructive  information  in  relation  to  mat- 
ters afl'ecting  the  public  health,  and  have  proven  the  wisdom 
of  the  establishment  of  such  a  department.  The  Board  sub- 
mits many  recommendations,  for  which  I  ask  a  careful  consid- 
eration. 

STATE  GEOLOGIST. 

The  report  of  the  State  Geologist  for  the  two  fiscal  years 
ending  October  31, 1888,  has  been  submitted,  and  contains  val- 
uable information  relating  to  the  mineral  resources  of  the 
State,  and  especially  in  relation  to  the  recent  discovery  of 
natural  gas.  You  will  find  the  same  worthy  of  a  careful  ex- 
amination. 

MINES  AND  MINERS. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  excellent  report  of  the  Mine 
Inspector.  It  contains  the  estimated  coal  production  for  the 
year  ending  December  31 ;  the  number,  location  and  descrip- 
tion of  the  mines ;  the  names  and  address  of  the  owners ;  the 
capital  invested  and  the  number  of  persons  employed.  The 
Inspector  makes  many  valuable  suggestions  in  relation  to 
needed  legislation,  to  which  I  hope  you  will  not  fail  to  give 
careful  consideration,  and  enact  such  legislation  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  protect  the  health  and  safety  of  those  employed  in  the 
mines. 

INSPECTION  OF  OILS. 

The  report  of  the  Inspector  shows  that  during  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  there  were  inspected  179,870  barrels  of  illu- 
minating oils,  an  increase  of  6,800  over  last  year,  and  that  there 
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was  no  loss  of  life  or  property  caused  by  the  explosion  of  coal 
oil.  I  ur^e  special  attention  to  that  portion  of  the  report  which 
recommends  additional  legislation  regulating  the  quality  of  illu- 
minating oils  and  mode  of  inspection. 

BOILER  INSPECTOR. 

At  a  Convention  of  Official  Boiler  Inspectors  and  Engineer 
Examiners,  held  at  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  Nov.  20  and  21,  1888,  some 
highly  interesting  statistics  were  presented.  It  was  shown 
thereby  that  during  the  last  fifteen  years  over  4,000  lives  were 
lost  and  4,700  persons  seriously  injured,  through  boiler  explo- 
sions, while  the  property  destroyed  amounted  to  many  millions. 
I  renew  the  recommendation  made  in  my  message  to  the  last 
General  Assembly,  to  enact  a  law  creating  the  office  of  Boiler 
Inspector,  and  defining  his  duties. 

THE  STATE  MILITIA. 

The  military  force  of  the  State  consists  of  three  regiments 
of  infantry  and  one  regiment  of  artillery.  The  first  regiment 
of  infantry  is  composed  of  twelve  companies,  commanded  by 
Colonel  W.  D.  Ewing;  the  second  regiment  of  eleven  compa- 
nies, commanded  by  Colonel  N.  R.  Ruckle,  and  the  third  regi- 
ment of  twelve  companies  commanded  by  Colonel  I.  E.  Kirk. 
The  first  regiment  of  artillery  is  composed  of  seven  companies, 
commanded  by  Colonel  C.  G.  Conn.  The  entire  force  is  well 
armed  and  in  effective  condition,  and  for  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  State  uniformed  in  the  undress  United  States 
regulation.  Adjutant  General  George  W.  Koontz  has  been 
very  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  position. 
Since  the  removal  of  the  Adjutant  General's  office  into  the 
State  House  he  has  classified  the  muster-in  and  muster-out 
rolls,  company  histories,  and  other  miscellaneous  matter,  which 
made  necessary  the  employment  of  some  additional  clerical 
help.  The  numerous  applications  by  the  war  department  and 
pension  claimants  for  certified  copies  of  the  records  has  greatly 
increased  the  work  of  the  office.  There  were  issued  during 
the  present  incumbency  of  the  Adjutant  General  6,814  cer- 
tificates, and  10,629  official  letters  written. 
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WHITE  CAPS. 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  outrages  upon  the  personal 
rights  of  citizens  were  committed  in  one  or  two  counties  of  the 
State,  by  persons  banded  together  under  the  name  of  "White 
Caps/' 

They  excited  such  terror  by  their  unlawful  practices  that  for 
a  time  no  evidence  could  be  procured  implicating  any  person 
engaged  in  such  outrages. 

Evidence  was,  however,  finally  procured  against  the  principal 
participants,  who  were  indicted  and  their  trial  set  for  December 
24,  1888.  The  defendants  have  taken  a  change  of  venue  and 
the  time  of  trial  is  now  fixed  for  March  26.  Additional  evi- 
.dence  has  been  obtained  which  will  lead  to  the  indictment  of 
several  others,  and  some  who  would  have  been  arrested  have 
fled  from  the  State.  The  lawlessness  has  been  completely  sup- 
pressed. 

Intimations  have  been  given  by  persons  implicated  that  they 
desired  to  arrange  with  the  State ;  agreeing  that  no  further 
outrages  would  be  committed  if  prosecutions  on  the  part  of  the 
State  would  cease.  I  felt  that  the  State  could  not  aflbrd  to 
compromise  with  persons  guilty  of  such  oflenses,  and  have  in- 
structed the  authorities  and  the  counsel  employed  by  the  State 
to  prosecute  all  against  whom  evidence  can  be  obtained  to  the 
full  extent  of  the  law. 

LIVE  STOCK. 

In  my  inaugural  address  and  in  my  message  to  the  last  Gen- 
eral Assembly  I  called  attention  to  the  importance  of  protecting 
the  live  stock  of  the  State  from  contagious  or  infectious  dis- 
eases. The  legislatures  of  nearly  all  the  Western  States  have 
enacted  laws  creating  a  board  of  live  stock  commissioners, 
clothed  with  authority  to  regulate  the  importation  of  live  stock 
infected  with  contagious  disease,  and  to  establish  quarantine 
regulations,  and  making  it  the  duty  of  all  persons  owning  or 
having  in  charge  animals  infected  with  contagious  disease  to 
report  the  satoe  to  the  board  of  live  stock  commissioners.  I 
earnestly  recommend  legislation  upon  the  subject. 
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ELECTIO]^  REFORM. 

I  earnestly  invite  your  attention  to  the  imperative  necessity 
for  a  revision  of  the  election  laws,  so  as  to  guard  more  effect- 
ually the  exercise  of  the  elective  franchise  and  secure  to  the 
people  fair  and  honest  elections.  It  is  manifest  that  the  public 
faith  in  the  purity  of  our  elections  has  become  shaken,  and  the 
feeling  is  wide  spread  that  the  decision  at  the  ballot  box  no 
longer  reflects  the  honest  judgment  of  a  majority  of  the  voters. 
It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  ballot  box  is  the  superstructure 
upon  which  is  built  our  representative  form  of  government,  and 
in  our  ability  to  maintain  its  purity  lies  the  only  hope  of  the 
perpetuity  of  our  free  institutions. 

You  can  render  the  State  no  more  exalted  service  than  to. 
frame  and  enact  such  laws  that  will,  so  far  as  legislation  can 
accomplish,  prevent  the  corrupt  use  of  money,  preserve  the 
secrecy  of  the  ballot,  secure  pure  elections  and  punish  by  the 
severest  penalties  all  who  may  be  guilty  of  committing  fraud 
upon  the  ballot  box,  of  bribing  or  attempting  to  bribe  any 
elector,  or  of  corrupting  in  any  manner  the  suffrages  of  the 
people.  The  ballot  should  be  printed  by  the  State  and  pro- 
cured by  the  voter  only  at  the  polling  place  under  such  restric- 
tions as  will  give  every  voter  the  opportunity  to  select  and 
vote  the  ticket  of  his  choice  without  interference  by  others,  and 
congregating  and  electioneering  about  the  polling  place  should 
be  strictly  prohibited.  The  law  should  be  so  framed  as  to  ex- 
clude all  surveillance  over  the  voter  while  casting  his  ballot. 

Any  voter  who  actually  moves  out  of  his  precinct  and  de- 
sires to  continue  his  residence  and  right  to  vote  therein  should 
be  required  at  the  time  of  moving  to  file  with  some  ofiicer  des- 
ignated by  law  his  sworn  statement  that  it  is  his  intention  to 
continue  his  residence  in  such  precinct.  And  the  voter  now 
residing  out  of  the  precinct  in  which  he  claims  the  right  to 
vote  should  be  required,  within  a  given  time,  to  file  a  similar 
statement.  The  sworn  statement  should  be  annually  renewed, 
and  every  renewal  should  be  filed  at  least  six  months  prior  to 
the  occurrence  of  any  general  election,  and  contain  the  state- 
ment that  he  has  not,  since  moving  out  of  the  precinct,  exer- 
cised the  right  of  suffrage  elsewhere. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  election  precincts  contain  not 
over  two  hundred  voters,  and  when  after  any  election  it  shall 
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appear  that  more  than  that  number  of  votes  have  been  polled 
in  any  precinct,  it  be  made  the  duty  of  the  County  Commission- 
ers, at  their  next  regular  session,  to  reorganize  the  precincts  so 
as  to  reduce  the  number  of  voters  within  the  limit  prescribed 
by  law. 

I  feel  that  I  can  not  too  strongly  urge  upon  you  the  import- 
ance of  giving  the  matter  earnest  and  early  consideration,  in 
order  that  legislation  upon  the  subject  may  not  be  defeated  by 
the  constitutional  expiration  of  the  session. 

COIsrSTITUTIGNAL  AMENDMENTS. 

At  this  session  it  will  be  appropriate  for  you  to  propose  and 
agree  to  such  amendments  to  the  Constitution  as  your  wisdom 
may  suggest  or  experience  has  shown  to  be  necessary.  The 
present  instrument,  which  was  adopted  nearly  forty  years  ago, 
has  not  been  changed  except  on  two  occasions. 

"While  it  is  advisable,  and  in  some  cases  necessary,  that  some 
of  its  provisions  should  be  amended,  it  is  not  believed  that  a 
necessity  exists  for  a  constitutional  convention. 

Every  proper  amendment  can  be  effected  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  the  Constitution,  at  a  small  expense  to  the  people  and 
without  presenting  the  opportunity  of  unsettling  a  system  of 
government  well  understood  and  tested  by  long  service. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Constitution  be  so  amended 
that  all  State  and  county  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  for  a 
,  term  of  four  years,  to  commence  on  a  fixed  day,  and  with,  per- 
haps, a  few  exceptions,  be  ineligible  to  hold  the  same  more 
than  four  years  in  any  period  of  eight  years.  No  good  reason 
seems  to  exist  why  the  term  of  certain  officers  should  be  lim- 
ited to  two  years,  while  others  whose  duties  and  responsibili- 
ties are  no  greater  should  have  a  term  of  four  years.  It  is  my 
opinion  that  two  years  is  too  short  a  period  for  any  officer  to 
acquire  that  knowledge  of  the  duties  of  his  office  necessary  to 
enable  him  to  discharge  the  same  with  the  degree  of  efficiency 
expected  by  the  public.  There  has  always  been  manifested  a 
willingness  to  continue  a  faithful  official  four  years  in  office; 
but  at  the  same  time  a  strong  public  sentiment  seems  to  pre- 
vail against  electing  an  administrative  officer  for  a  longer 
period. 

All  temptation  should  be,  as  far  as  possible,  removed  from 
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every  officer  to  use  his  office  or  neglect  his  duties  to  secure  a 
re-election,  and  thereby  allow  such  officer  to  devote  strictly  his 
time  to  the  duties  thereof  and  render  the  most  efficient  public 
service.  The  designation  of  a  fixed  day  on  which  terms  should 
begin  would  secure  uniformity.  In  the  case  of  State  officers 
it  has  frequently  occurred,  and  may  occur  again,  that  new 
State  officers  have  come  into  possession  of  their  respective 
offices  during  the  first  days  of  the  legislative  session,  and  having 
had  no  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  their  duties,  are 
not  competent  and  qualified  by  experience  to  speak  in  relation 
to  matters  which  concern  their  offices  and  the  public  welfare. 

The  sources  of  public  information  should  be  the  very  best. 
If  the  terms  of  State  officers  commenced  on  the  first  day  of 
^pril  succeeding  their  election,  the  General  Assembly  would 
have  the  advantage  of  the  counsel  and  assistance  of  the  offi- 
cials, who  could  give  intelligent  and  valuable  information  in  re- 
lation to  the  business  of  their  respective  departments  of  the 
government. 

The  terms  of  county  officials  should  commence  on  the  first 
day  of  January  succeeding  their  election. 

Our  State  elections  should  be  determined  upon  State  issues 
and  be  as  far  removed  as  possible  from  national  questions,  and 
I  would  recommend  that  all  State  and  county  elective  officers 
be  chosen  at  the  general  election  occurring  between  the  Presi- 
dential elections. 

In  order  that  amendments  to  the  Constitution  may  be  prop- 
erly framed,  receive  the  consideration  they  deserve  and  have 
their  passage  facilitated,  I  would  suggest  that  you  appoint  a 
joint  committee  on  constitutional  amendments. 

SWAMP  LANDS. 

The  acts  of  Congress  passed  September  28,  1850,  and  March 
3,  1857,  granting  to  the  several  States  swamp  and  overfiowed 
lands  gave  to  the  States  all  the  legal  subdivisions  of  the  lists 
and  plats  of  said  lands,  the  greater  part  of  which  was  wet  and 
unfit  for  cultivation.  It  has  been  thought  for  many  years  that 
Indiana  did  not  receive  all  the  lands  to  which  she  was  entitled 
under  the  provisions  of  said  acts.  The  State  at  one  time, 
through  its  agents,  attempted  to  show,  by  examination  and 
oral  testimony,  that  a  large  quantity  of  land  sold  by  the  gen- 
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eral  government  should  have  gone  to  the  State  by  virtue  of 
said  acts.  The  procedure  was  abandoned  on  account  of  the 
great  expense  that  it  would  incur  and  of  the  almost  impossibil- 
ity of  obtaining  such  evidence.  On  September  20,  1885,  I  ap- 
pointed William  A.  Meloy,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  counsel  and 
agent  for  the  State,  to  assert,  prosecute  and  adjust  before  the 
land  department  of  the  general  government  the  rights  and 
claims  of  the  State  to  any  and  all  lands  and  indemnity  land 
claims  arising  under  and  by  virtue  of  said  acts,  and  authorized 
him  to  adjust  the  claims  of  the  State  on  the  basis  of  the  evi- 
dence contained  in  the  field  notes  and  plats  of  survey  remain- 
ing of  record  and  on  file  in  the  land  department,  and  such 
other  evidence  as  he  might  be  able  to  present ;  he  to  receive 
from  the  State,  as  compensation,  ten  per  cent,  of  all  indemnity 
recovered,  but  to  have  no  authority  to  receive  or  receipt  for 
any  indemnity  allowed.  His  appointment  and  contract  for  com- 
pensation were  made  subject  to  ratification  by  the  Legislature. 
Mr.  Meloy  has  been  diligent  and  successful,  and  succeeded 
in  having  allowed  the  State,  in  May,  1886,  $10,405.71 ;  in 
March,  1888,  $6,996.10,  which  amounts  have  been  paid  into  the 
State  Treasury  and  credited  to  the  Swamp  Land  Fund.  Mr. 
Meloy  reports  that  further  indemnity  of  upwards  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars  can  be  recovered,  but  on  account  of  the  cleri- 
cal expense  that  must  be  incurred  in  securing  the  necessary 
evidence  for  the  presentation  of  the  claims  he  has  been  pre- 
vented from  prosecuting  the  work,  and  that  ten  per  cent,  of 
the  amount  recovered  is  not  a  suflnlcient  compensation  for  his 
services.  Mr.  Meloy  has  not  received  any  compensation  for 
the  amounts  recovered  for  the  State,  and  I  now  concur  in  his 
opinion  that  ten  per  cent,  is  not  a  sufficient  compensation. 

GREEN  RIVER  ISLAE'D. 

There  has  existed  for  many  years  a  controversy  between 
Kentucky  and  Indiana  in  relation  to  the  boundary  line  be- 
tween the  States  at  what  is  known  as  Green  River  Island  on. 
the  Ohio  River.  Collisions  between  the  citizens  residing  on 
and  adjacent  to  the  island  have  been  frequently  imminent, 
growing  out  of  disputes  as  to  the  location  of  the  boundary  line. 
The  courts  of  both  States  have  at  times  taken  jurisdiction  over 
the  territory  in  controversy,  thereby  creating  confusion  and 
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bad  feeling  between  the  land  owners.  Several  of  my  pre- 
decessors attempted  to  effect  a  settlement  of  the  controversy,, 
but  without  success.  Upon  examination  of  the  question  I  be- 
came convinced  that  the  only  proper  and  legal  mode  of  settling 
the  controversy  was  by  suit  in  chancery  in  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court,  and  in  accordance  with  the  statute  passed  Feb- 
ruary 25th,  1887,  authorizing  and  directing  the  Governor  "to- 
institute  and  prosecute  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  or  other  proper  tribunal,  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  a  suit  in  chancery  or  other  appropriate 
proceeding,  against  the  State  of  Kentucky,  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  and  settling  the  boundary  of  the  State  of  Indiana,, 
with  relation  to  Green  River  Island,  and  to  determine  and  put 
at  rest  the  questions  which  now  exist  as  to  whether  said  island 
is  within  the  boundary  and  jurisdiction  of  the  State  of  Indiana 
or  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,"  and  appropriating  $5,000  "to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor  to  defray  the 
expenses,  including  reasonable  attorney's  fees  of  such  litiga- 
tion." I  employed  as  counsel  the  firm  of  McDonald  &  Butler 
(now  McBonald,  Butler  &  Snow),  and  caused  a  suit  in  chancery 
to  be  brought  in  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  in  the  name 
of  the  State  of  Indiana  against  the  State  of  Kentucky,  on  the 
8th  day  of  August,  1887,  to  determine  the  boundary  between, 
the  States  at  and  near  Green  River  Island.  To  the  bill  of  the 
State  of  Indiana  the  State  of  Kentucky  has  filed  a  cross-billy 
claiming  the  boundary  between  the  States  to  be  such  as  to  in- 
clude within  the  boundary  of  Kentucky  both  the  so-called 
Green  River  Island  and  a  tract  of  land  north  of  it — the  latter  be- 
ing claimed  as  an  accretion  to  the  island.  In  this  suit  the  testi- 
mony has  been  taken,  and  the  case  will  be  ready  for  submission 
to  the  court  within  the  next  three  months.  The  testimony  in 
behalf  of  the  State  of  Indiana  has  been  largely  directed  to  prove 
that  the  Green  River  Island,  so-called,  has  never,  since  1781, 
when  the  deed  of  session  of  the  ISTorthwestesn  Territory  was 
executed,  been  a  true  island,  since  it  has  not  been  surrounded 
with  water,  except  for  a  small  portion  of  the  year,  when  the 
water  in  the  Ohio  River  was  near  its  highest  point. 

There  has  also  been  considerable  testimony  presented  in  be- 
half of  this  State  tending  to  show  the  existence  of  a  dispute 
regarding  this  so-called  Island  ever  since  the  cession  of  the 
Northwestern  Territory.     The  facts  regarding  the  line  run  by 
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the  Commissiouers  in  1875  have  also  been  fully  presented  in 
the  evidence. 

The  evidence  taken  in  behalf  of  this  State,  it  is  believed, 
covers  every  material  fact  in  its  favor,  and  the  facts  proved 
tend  strongly  to  sustain  its  claims.  It  is  now  confidently  ex- 
pected that  the  Supreme  Court  will  settle  this  troublesome 
question  in  favor  of  the  State  of  Indiana, 

It  may  be  that  the  present  appropriation  is  not  sufficient  to 
pay  the  expenses  of  the  suit  and  adequately  compensate  coun- 
sel. If,  upon  a  proper  showing,  you  find  the  same  to  be  insuf- 
ficient, it  should  be  increased. 

COi^CLUSION. 

My  term  as  Chief  Executive  of  the  State  will  soon  expire. 
In  surrendering  the  important  trust  confided  to  my  care  by  a 
generous  people,  I  can  say  that  it  has  been  my  constant  en- 
deavor to  administer  it  with  strict  impartiality  toward  all,  and 
in  such  manner  as  I  believed  would  best  subserve  the  in- 
terest of  the  State  and  promote  the  welfare  of  the  people. 

Trusting  that  your  relations  may  be  agreeable  and  pleasant, 
I  invoke  the  assistance  and  direction  of  the  Divine  Ruler  in 
your  deliberations,  and  ask  his  blessings  upon  us  as  a  people 
and  a  State. 
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Inaugural  Address. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  : 

la  conformity  with  the  direction  of  our  Constitution  and  the 
custom  which  has  prevailed  since  the  organization  of  our  State 
government,  it  has  become  my  duty  to  give  you  such  informa- 
tion as  I  may  deem  necessary  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the 
State,  and  to  recommend  such  measures  of  legislation  as  I  may 
judge  to  be  expedieut. 

In  our  late  National  and  State  elections,  we  have  passed 
through  a  political  ordeal  of  the  most  intense  and  exciting 
character ;  one  which  might  have  endangered  the  perpetuity 
of  other  forms  of  government,  but  we  have  passed  through  it 
peaceably  under  all  the  excitement.  Slowly,  but  surely,  we 
are  convincing  the  world  that  man  is  capable  of  self-govern- 
ment, and  it  is  only  necessary  that  we  should  follow  in  the 
footsteps  of  our  fathers,  and  emulate  their  prudence,  forbear- 
ance, economy,  and  patriotism  to  insure  the  perpetuity  of  our 
free  institutions.  Let  us  labor  earnestly  and  honestly  for  the 
consummation  of  that  great  end. 

THE    PURITY    OF    THE    BALLOT-BOX. 

As  the  government  rests  upon  the  will  of  the  people,  every 
means  should  be  taken  to  accurately  and  honestly  ascertain  the 
evidence  of  that  will.  The  elective  franchise,  through  the 
medium  of  a  free  and  fair  ballot  and  full  count,  is  believed  to 
be  the  best  mode  of  reaching  that  end,  and  should  be  care- 
fully guarded.  In  the  late  election  charges  of  fraud  and  cor- 
ruption have  been  freely  made  by  the  contending  parties,  and, 
while  we  are  not  authorized  to  sit  in  judgment  as  to  the  par- 
ticular   acts  or  cases,  we  can  not  shut  our  eyes  to  the  facts. 


There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  ballot  has  been  polluted, 
not  only  in  this  State,  but  in  many  of  the  other  States  of  the 
Union,  and  in  both  political  parties,  until,  in  the  eyes  of  many 
respectable  men,  it  seems  to  be  no  longer  regarded  as  a  crime. 
This  can  not  continue  and  increase  if  we  hope  to  perpetuate 
our  free  institutions.  If  it  does,  a  moneyed  aristocracy  will 
soon  control  the  destinies  of  our  Nation,  and  that  liberty 
which  we  now  so  highly  prize  will  be  lost  to  us  forever.  The 
demagogue,  who  would  buy  the  vote  of  his  poor  and  needy 
neighbor,  is  far  more  corrupt  and  vile  than  his  victim,  and  will 
only  wait  his  chance  to  sell  the  liberties  of  his  country  for  a 
higher  price.  As  a  rule,  he  who  buys  a  vote  will  sell  his  own. 
For  the  purpose  of  correcting  to  some  extent  the  evils  which 
now  exist,  I  would  recommend  that  our  election  laws  be  re- 
vised, in  order  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  all  frauds  and 
bribery.  I  would  call  your  attention  particularly  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  necessity  of  legislation  in  regard  to  several 
matters  not  embraced  in  our  election  laws. 

1.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly,  under  the  ninety- 
fifth  section  of  our  Constitution,  "  to  provide  for  the  registra- 
tion of  all  persons  entitled  to  vote."  This  amendment  hasr 
been  in  force  since  March  14, 1881,  but  no  law  has  yet  been  en- 
acted, and  the  Constitution  has  been  disregarded. 

I  recommend  that  provision  be  made  for  a  full  and  fair  regis- 
tration of  all  legal  voters,  where  the  rights  of  each  elector  can 
be  investigated  before  the  day  of  election.  Any  person  who 
shall  hire  or  prevent  any  elector  from  being  duly  registered 
should  be  subjected  to  fine  and  imprisonment. 

2.  Limit  the  number  of  electors  to  each  election  precinct, 
so  as  not  to  exceed  three  hundred  voters. 

3.  Provide  that  every  precinct  shall  be  surrounded  and,pro- 
tected  by  some  kind  of  barrier  or  guard-rails,  which  will  pre- 
vent all  persons,  except  the  person  voting,  from  approaching 
nearer  than  forty  or  fifty  feet  from  the  inspectors,  judges,  and 
clerks  of  the  election,  and  make  the  infraction  of  this  rule  a 
misdemeanor,  punishable  by  fine. 

4.  Provide  that  the  buying,  or  offering  to  buy,  the  vote  of 
any  elector,  directly  or  indirectly,  or  by  any  subterfuge  or 
evasion,  or  pretense,  or  by  hiring  any  person  to  work  for  the 
election  of  any  candidate  at  the  polls,  shall  be  criminal,  with 


penalty  of  disfranchisement  for  life  to  the  briber  and  the 
bribed,  and  for  a  second  offense,  after  conviction,  let  the  penalty 
be  not  less  than  two  years  in  the  State  prison.  Men  who  will 
thus  pollute  and  corrupt  the  ballot,  are  not  worthy  of  exercis- 
ing the  elective  franchise,  and  should  never  be  trusted. 

I  suggest  that  it  might  be  policy  to  exempt  witnesses  from 
punishment  in  bribery  cases  in  which  they  may  be  implicated. 
It  will  be  almost  impossible  to  convict  the  guilty  briber  with- 
out such  exemption. 

5.  Alake  it  unlawful  and  criminal  for  any  political  conven- 
tion or  committee  to  demand,  exact  or  receive  any  assessment 
or  contribution  from  any  candidate  for  office,  and  provide  the 
penalty  of  disfranchisement  for  life  to  the  member  or  members 
of  such  convention  or  committee  who  may  demand  or  attempt 
to  enforce  such  assessment  or  contribution.  'No  office  should 
be  placed  beyond  the  reach  of  the  poorest  man  in  the  State. 
ISTominatious  now  are  said  to  have  their  price,  like  the  Roman 
purple  of  ancient  days,  and  it  is  our  duty,  if  possible,  to  put  an 
end  to  such  corruption. 

6.  Make  it  unlawful,  with  heavy  fine  and  imprisonment,  for 
any  person  to  challenge  a  legal  voter  at  the  polls.  Let  the 
challenger  beware,  and,  as  he  imputes  an  attempted  crime 
against  the  elector  who  offers  to  vote,  let  him,  before  he  makes 
the  challenge,  be  assured  that  he  himself  is  not  the  criminal. 
Many  legal  voters  have  been  driven  from  the  polls  by  unjusti- 
fiable and  illegal  challenges.  The  challenge  at  the  polls  is  one 
of  the  most  successful  devices  of  the  bully  and  "  bulldozer," 
and  should  be  prohibited  under  a  penalty. 

As  auxiliary  to  the  proposed  amendments,  I  would  suggest 
that  a  separate  act  be  passed,  requiring  every  officer  elected  in 
the  State  to  take  an  additional  oath  of  office  to  the  oath  now  pre- 
scribed by  law,  declaring  that  he  has  not  directly  or  indirectly 
given,  promised,  advanced,  or  paid  any  money,  or  given  or 
conveyed  any  other  article  of  value  to  any  person  or  persons  to 
aid,  assist,  or  procure  his  election  or  appointment;  and  provid- 
ing that  should  such  oath  be  false,  that  the  convicted  offender 
shall  be  disfranchised  and  rendered  incapable  of  holding  any 
office  of  profit  or  trust  under  the  State,  and  shall  also  be 
answerable  to  the  criminal  laws  of  the  State  for  perjury. 


Senators  and  Representatives,  let  me  most  earnestly  urge 
upon  you  the  protection  of  the  ballot-box,  which  is  the  ark  of 
the  covenant  of  our  free  institutions. 


LIQUOR    LAWS. 


Obsolete  laws  and  statutes  which  are  so  far  in  advance  of  the 
age,  or  so  far  behind  it,  as  to  be  wholly  disobeyed  and  disre- 
garded, should  without  the  least  hesitation  be  repealed.  Laws 
which  are  never  enforced  are  like  dead  wood  upon  a  living 
tree — they  are  not  only  useless,  but  tend  to  weaken  and  bring 
our  statutes  in  to  disrepute  and  contempt.  Our  people  should 
realize  that  every  act  of  the  General  Assembly  has  been  made 
to  be  enforced,  and  not  paraded  on  our  statutes  as  a  threat 
which  will  never  be  executed. 

There  are  now  laws  in  our  statutes  which  come  within  the 
purview  of  these  observations.  Our  present  laws  in  regard  to 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  are  disregarded  in  many  parts 
of  the  State.  In  some  localities  large  numbers  of  the  people 
are  decidedly  opposed  to  the  licensing  of  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating liquors,  while  in  others  no  prohibitory  law  could  be  en- 
forced. It  seems  to  me  it  would  be  wise  to  so  frame  our  laws 
as  to  meet  both  conditions.  I  believe  a  local  option  law  for  the 
sale  or  prohibition  of  ardent  spirits  would  be  constitutional, 
and  that  it  would  be  wise  to  permit  the  people  to  choose  which 
system  they  would  prefer  in  each  county,  city,  or  incorporated 
town  in  the  State.  Our  institutions  are  founded  upon  the  dem- 
ocratic theory  that  a  majority  should  rule,  and  I  submit  that 
the  question  of  local  option  should  be  left  to  the  voice  of  the 
people,  and  that  all  laws  passed  for  the  purpose  of  regulating 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  should  be  rigidly  enforced.  I 
recommend  that  the  license  to  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  such 
liquors  should  not  be  less  than  $200,  nor  more  than  $1,000,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners. 


MONOPOLIES,  TRUSTS,  AND    COMBINES. 

All  monopolies,  trusts,  and  combines,  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  increasing  the  price  or  cost  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  should 
be  declared  unlawful.  The  adulteration  of  articles  of  food  in 
common  use  should  be  forbidden  under  penalties,  and  the  sales 
made  unlawful,  so  that  the  courts  would  refuse  to  enforce  them. 
The  mixture  of  coffee  with  chicory;  sugar  with  glucose;  but- 
ter with  oleomargarine,  lard,  tallow  and  oils;  and  the  admix- 
ture of  coal  oil,  benzine,  paraffine,  and  other  adulterating  arti- 
cles, should  be  prohibited,  and  the  sales  forbidden,  unless  the 
relative  quantity  of  each  article  composing  the  compound  is 
clearly  stated  by  the  vender.  Such  sales  have  been  condemned, 
and  in  many  instances  punished  by  the  civilized  nations  of  the 
world  for  centuries  past.  The  currents  of  commerce  are  now 
running  deeply  in  the  channels  of  deception  and  fraud,  and 
should  be  checked  by  every  means  in  our  power. 


ROADS    AND    HIGHWAYS. 

The  construction  of  gravel  or  macadamized  roads  between 
the  cities,  towns,  villages  and  commercial  centers  of  the  State 
is  of  the  very  greatest  importance.  In  every  year  many  of  the 
main  thoroughfares  are  mud-locked,  so  that  it  becomes  almost 
impossible  to  pass  over  them  with  an  empty  vehicle.  Such  ob- 
structions are  not  only  an  inconvenience  to  the  public,  but  are 
oftentimes  the  cause  of  great  loss  to  our  farmers,  as  they  can 
not  convey  their  produce  to  market  in  a  proper  manner  at  the 
most  convenient  and  profitable  times.  With  our  river  and  rail- 
road systems,  which  may  be  regarded  as  the  great  arteries  of 
travel  and  transit,  good  county  roads  would  act  as  the  veins, 
which  would  give  to  the  great  body  of  commerce  the  most 
healthy  action.  In  the  States  and  counties  where  such  roads 
have  been  constructed  farms  are  worth  much  more  than  better 
lands  in  this  State,  where  the  rich  clay  soil  and  change  of  sea- 
sons often  render  our  roads  nearly  impassable.  The  revenue  to 
be  derived  from  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  and  ardent 


spirits,  aud  for  dog-tax,  might  be  very  properly  used  for  the 
construction  of  such  roads.  Large  sums  of  money  which  are 
now,  under  our  present  road  system,  expended  and  wasted, 
might  be  of  great  benefit  if  the  roads  could  be  worked  under 
some  general  supervisor  who  understood  practical  engineering. 
Bridges,  culverts,  ditches  and  embankments  are  constructed  ia 
many  localities  at  great  cost,  which  are  almost  worthless,  and 
even  the  earth  roads  are  worked  in  many  instances,  exhausting 
the  road  tax,  without  much  practical  benefit.  It  might  be 
worthy  of  your  consideration  whether  convict  labor,  instead  of 
competing  with  our  mechanical  industries,  could  not  be  utilized 
in  the  construction  of  gravel  and  macadamized  roads. 

I  believe  it  can  be  safely  said  that  the  farming  lands  of  this' 
State,  with  good  roads,  passable  at  all  seasons,  would  be  wortk 
at  least  twenty  per  cent,  more  than  their  present  value. 


COMMON    SCHOOLS. 

The  enormous  amount  annually  paid  for  school  books  has 
created  great  dissatisfaction  throughout  the  State.  Some  plan, 
if  possible,  should  be  adopted  by  which  the  price  of  such  books 
could  be  brought  within  a  reasonable  limit.  On  an  average  the 
cost  to  each  pupil  could  be  safely  stated  to  reach  |3  per  annum. 
Our  average  daily  attendance  of  pupils  in  1888  was  408,775. 
This  would  show  an  outlay  by  parents  and  guardians  for  that 
year  amounting  to  $1,226,325. 

Two  plans  have  been  adopted  by  the  different  States  to  curb 
such  vast  expenditure  for  text-books: 

1.  The  publication  of  books  by  the  State. 

2.  Free  text-books  bought  by  the  State  or  school  districts 
and  loaned  to  the  pupils. 

The  first  method  has  been  condemned  as  impracticable  aud 
costly,  while  the  second,  where  it  has  been  tried,  has  received 
the  highest  commendation  of  State  Superintendents  and  pro- 
fessional teachers.  By  this  free  text-book  system  the  cost  of 
books  for  each  pupil  in  Michigan  is  estimated  at  fifty  cents  per 
annum;  in  Maine  twenty-six  and  three-fourths  cents;  in  Ver- 
mont about  thirty-three  cents;  in  Wisconsin  not  one-third  of 
former  cost. 
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The  arguments  made  in  favor  of  free  text-books  mav  be 
stated  as  follows  : 

The  cost  is  greatly  below  that  of  any  other  method  yet 
adopted. 

More  prompt  attendance  and  regularity  of  pupils. 

It  makes  the  schools  free  indeed,  and  equalizes  the  children 
of  the  rich  and  poor,  as  all  are  supplied  alike. 

It  teaches  pupils  the  responsibility  and  care  of  property,  and 
enables  them  to  obtain  a  better  education. 

The  amounts  overpaid  by  parents  and  guardians  under  our 
present  system  would  greatly  exceed  the  taxes  which  would 
have  to  be  levied  to  purchase  all  the  books  required  in  our 
schools  under  the  free  text-book  system.  The  people  would 
be  the  gainers  over  the  taxation  by  more  than  twice  the  sum 
required  to  purchase  all  the  books  under  the  proposed  system, 
and  could  well  afford  to  pay  the  additional  tax  which  would  be 
required  for  that  purpose. 

The  cities  of  Kew  York  and  Philadelphia,  and  the  States  of 
Massachusetts,  Wisconsin,  Michigan,  Iowa,  Maine  and  Vermont 
have  adopted  or  tried  this  system.  In  New  York  city  it  has 
been  practically  tried  for  forty  years,  and  in  Philadelphia  for 
seventy  years.  Taking  a  high  average  under  this  system,  say 
40  cents  per  pupil,  the  entire  cost  in  Indiana  for  the  year  1888 
would  only  have  amounted  to  $163,510,  as  against  the  probable 
cost  of  §1,226,325,  which  would  give  an  actual  annual  gain  to 
the  people  of  this  State  of  $1,062,815,  or  $2.60  to  every  pupil. 
If  the  system  should  cost,  on  the  average,  $1.00  per  pupil,  it 
would  still  leave  a  gain  to  the  parent  and  guardian  for  that 
year  of  $817,550.  With  free  text-books  a  great  burden  would 
be  taken  from  the  poor,  who  are  often  unable  to  spare  the 
amount  required  to  purchase  their  books  at  the  very  exorbitant 
prices  they  are  now  compelled  to  pay,  or  leave  their  children 
uneducated.  Experts  and  booksellers  inform  me  that  the 
prices  paid  for  school  books  in  this  State  yield  from  300  to  600 
per  cent,  above  the  actual  cost  of  production.  Something 
should  be  done  to  reduce  the  cost  to  a  reasonable  price,  and  lift 
from  the  parents  and  guardians  these  very  heavy  burdens. 

The  expenses  of  our  common  school  system  should  be  greatly 
curtailed  in  the  future,  as  nearly  every  county  in  the  State  is 
provided  with  excellent  school  houses,  at  this  time  numbering 
9,882.     Our  school  property,  independent  of  all  funds,  may  be 
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estimated  at  nearly  $15,000,000.  This  condition,  with  the  ever 
increasing  fund  derived  from  fines  and  forfeitures,  will,  it  is 
believed,  admit  of  the  income  from  the  license  on  the  sale  of 
ardent  spirits,  and  from  the  dog-tax,  being  transferred  and 
profitably  used  by  the  State  for  gravel  and  macadamized  roads. 

I  commend  the  subject  to  your  deliberate  and  mature  consid- 
eration, and  I  will  heartily  co-operate  in  any  measures  which 
may  lessen  the  present  exorbitant  prices. 

Some  confusion  and  inequality  has  arisen  in  reporting  the 
number  of  pupils  in  each  county.  As  the  distribution  of  funds 
depends  upon  the  number  thus  reported,  I  would  suggest  that 
each  superintendent  or  teacher  in  reporting  said  numbers,  be 
required  to  give  the  name  of  each  pupil  who  has  attended 
during  that  period,  and  in  no  case  count  the  name  more  than 
once. 


SUPREME    COURT. 

Our  Constitution  provides  that  "justice  shall  be  administered 
freely,  and  without  purchase;  completely,  and  without  denial; 
speedily  and  without  delay."  Under  existing  laws,  this  high- 
sounding  provision  is  an  empty  boast.  Many  cases  are  now 
pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  which  were  filed  more  than  five 
years  ago,  and  it  is  to  be  feared  that  some  have  been  appealed 
to  that  Court  for  the  sole  purpose  of  delay.  This  delay  arises 
from  no  fault  of  the  Judges  of  the  Court,  but  from  their  ina- 
bility to  fully  investigate  the  numerous  cases  which  are  brought 
before  them.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  multiplication  of  Judges 
in  the  Supreme  Court  would  tend  to  the  furtherance  of  justice. 
No  case  should  be  passed  upon  without  the  full  consideration 
of  every  judge  upon  the  bench.  This  would  be  impossible  if 
the  number  of  Judges  should  be  greatly  increased,  and  I  can 
conceive  of  only  two  methods  by  which  the  present  evil  can  be 
avoided. 

First.  The  creation  of  intermediate  Appellate  Courts  with 
exclusive  jurisdiction  within  certain  limits,  or 

Second.     By  assistance  being  liberally  given  to  each  Judge. 

If  each  Judge  could  have  as  his  assistant  a  man  learned  in 
the  law,  who  could  read  the  records,  examine  the  authorities, 
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and  make  notes  and  report  to  the  Judge,  the  labor  would  be 
greatly  lessened,  and  at  every  term  more  than  twice  the  num- 
ber of  cases  could  be  easily  disposed  of.  Many  cases,  which 
are  now  taken  to  the  Court  merely  for  delay,  could  be  quickly 
acted  upon,  and  others  could  be  brought  rapidly  forward.  The 
services  of  such  men  could  not  be  had  without  liberal  salaries, 
and  care  should  be  observed  in  making  the  selection. 

While  either  mode  would  be  a  decided  improvement  on  our 
present  inefficient  system,  I  incline  to  the  opinion  that  inter- 
mediate Appellate  Courts  would  prove  the  most  satisfactory. 
No  reasonable  expense  should  be  considered  if  the  evil  can  be 
overcome  by  legislation. 


BENEVOLENT    INSTITUTIONS. 

For  the  sake  of  humanity  I  most  earnestly  recommend  that 
such  laws  be  passed  at  this  session  as  will  command  the  best 
talent  of  our  State  to  control  our  benevolent  institutions,  and 
that  they  be  placed  beyond  the  reach  of  all  partisan  coutroL 
It  is  a  shame  that  such  institutions  should  be  the  source  of  gain 
or  political  power  to  any  party. 


PROGRESS    OF    THE    STATES. 

Since  1865  the  United  States  has  arisen  from  the  wreck  and 
ruin  of  the  most  terrible  war  to  be  found  in  the  pages  of 
history,  and  has  rushed  with  the  strides  of  a  giant  to  the  front 
rank  of  the  proud  nations  of  the  earth.  To-day,  in  all  that 
constitutes  true  power,  wealth  and  greatness,  our  nation  is 
without  a  peer.  It  has  been  estimated  by  Mr.  M.  Mulhall,  F. 
S.  S.,  author  of  the  "Progress  of  the  World,"  in  his  address 
before  the  British  Association  at  Bath,  England,  that  in  every 
one  of  the  three  sources  of  power — man,  horse  and  steam — the 
United  States  exceeds  the  leading  nations  of  Europe. 

These  working  powers  of  the  United  States,  the  great 
sources  of  invention,  production  and  wealth,  in  round  numbers 
are  three  times  as  great  as  those  of  France,  two  and  one-half 
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times  as  great  as  those  of  Germany,  and  one  and  two-thirds  as 
great  as  those  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland.  Our  growth  is  only  begun,  and  the  increase  of  in- 
dustry, energy  and  wealth  goes  on  unabated  and  with  accumu- 
lating force.  Our  census  in  1890  will  probably  show  a  popu- 
lation of  66,000,000,  and  an  aggregated  wealth  in  value  un- 
known to  any  nation  of  ancient  or  modern  days. 

In  the  great  Sisterhood,  the  State  of  Indiana  is  not  sur- 
passed, if  equalled,  in  natural  advantages  by  any  other  State 
in  the  Union.  Within  its  area  it  contains  a  very  large  average 
of  rich  agricultural  lands,  with  a  most  congenial  climate. 
With  its  rivers  and  railroads  it  has  an  easy  and  rapid  access  to 
the  principal  markets,  and  its  broad  fields  of  coal,  natural  gas 
and  minerals,  will  soon  develop  manufactories  with  which  few 
other  localities  will  be  able  to  compete.  God,  in  His  mercy, 
has  showered  His  blessings  on  the  State,  and  with  humility  and 
gratitude,  we  should  labor  to  develop  our  great  resources. 
Much  can  be  done  by  legislation,  and  the  voice  of  the  people 
of  Indiana  has  called  upon  you  to  perform  that  noble  and  im- 
portant duty.

WALTER  S.  HURT. 


PARDON  GRANTED  FEBRUARY  18,  1887. 

Deci.sion  :  By  the  Governor.  This  is  an  application  for  the  pardon  of 
Walter  S.  Hurt,  who  was  sentenued  on  the  29th  day  of  February,  1884,  by  the 
Vanderburgh  Circuit  Court,  upon  conviction  of  grand  larceny,  to  imprisonment  in 
the  State  Prison  South  for  a  period  of  four  years. 

The  prisoner's  term  expires  April  29,  1887,  and  the  physician  and  chaplain  of 
the  prison  certify  to  me  that  he  is  dying  with  consumption,  and  recommend  hi.s 
immediate  releai>e.

PARDON  GRANTED  APRIL  27,  1888. 


Decision  :     By  the  Governor.     This  is  an  application  for  the  pardon  of  Marr 

Ann  Longnecker,  who  was  sentenced  on  the  20th  day  of  May,  1865,  at  the 

term,  1865,  of  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  upon  conviction  of  murder,  to 
imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  South  for  the  period  of  her  natural  life. 

Upon  the  opening  of  the  Female  Reformatory  she  was  transferred  to  the  same 
on  the  8th  day  of  October,  1873.  The  application  has  been  pending  since  the  17th 
day  of  April,  1873.  The  judge  before  whom  the  case  was  tried  says  that  "  there 
were,  from  the  evidence,  grounds  which  miglit  well  have  warranted  a  doubt  in  the 
mind  of  the  jury  of  the  defendant's  guilt." 

In  addition  to  many  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  of  this  city,  all  the  man- 
agers and  the  superintendent  of  the  Reformatory  recommend  her  pardon.  She  is 
now  in  her  sixty-ninth  year,  and  has  passed  nearly  twenty-three  years  in  prison.

Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  This  is  an  application  for  the  pardon  of 
Thomas  R.  Rainey,  who  was  sentenced  on  the  3d  day  of  March,  1882,  at  the  Feb- 
ruary term,  1882,  of  the  Knox  Circuit  Court,  upon  a  conviction  of  manslaughter, 
to  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  South  for  a  period  of  twenty-one  years. 

The  prisoner  was  indicted  for  the  killing  of  Thomas  Wright,  at  Loogootee,  on 
the  27th  day  of  January,  1881 ;  was  tried  in  Martin  County,  found  guilty  of  man- 
slaughter, and  his  punishment  fixed  at  twenty-one  years  in  the  penitentiary.  A 
new  trial  was  granted  by  the  Judge,  and  a  change  of  venue  t3,ken  to  Knox  County, 
where  his  case  was  again  tried  and  the  same  punishment  assessed.  The  defendant 
made  no  further  defense  in  his  case  for  want  of  means.  He  has  always  borne  the 
reputation  of  a  quiet  and  peaceably  disposed  citizen,  rather  timid  and  cowardly 
than  quarrelsome  and  dangerous,  which  was  the  reputation  of  the  deceased.  At 
the  time  of  the  homicide  the  deceased  was  intoxicated  and  followed  the  prisoner, 
attacking  him  with  a  dangerous  weapon. 

It  is  urged  that  the  killing  was  justifiable  and  secured  wholly  on  circumstantial 
evidence.  The  application  has  been  pending  since  March  3,  1882,  and  not  a  word 
of  opposition  has  been  made  known.  The  pardon  is  recommended  by  the  Judge, 
jurymen,  Congressman  of  the  District,  and  by  the  county  officers,  and  many  ex- 
county  officers  and  other  reputable  citizens  of  Martin,  Daviess  and  Knox  Counties : 
the  greater  number  of  whom  have  known  the  prisoner  nearly  all  his  life  time. 
The  prisoner's  prison  conduct  has  been  excellent.  His  aged  mother  and  his  two 
little  children  need  his  support  and  direction. 

The  pardon  is  granted.

PARDON  GRANTED  FEBRr'ARY  14,  1887.

PARDONED  FEBRUARY  18, 1887. 

Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  This  is  an  application  for  the  pardon  of 
•Charles  Taylor,  who  was  sentenced  on  the  22d  day  of  December,  1886,  at  the  De- 
cember term,  1886,  of  the  Mar^ihall  Circuit  Court,  upon  a  conviction  of  man- 
slaughter, to  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  North  for  a  period  of  two  years. 
On  December  28,  1886,  the  sentence  was  reprieved  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  in 
order  to  examine  into  its  merits,  and  on  January  19th,  1887,  the  sentence  was  again 
reprieved  until  the  1st  day  of  March,  1887. 

The  prisoner  was  charged  with  the  killing,  on  July  31,  1886,  at  Lake  Maxin- 
kuckee,  of  one  Abraham.  Leslie,  and  is  now  confined  in  the  County  Jail.  The 
facts  in  connection  with  the  killing  were  fully  investigated  by  the  Coroner,  but  he 
refused  to  hold  him.  He  was  arrested,  and,  after  a  preliminary  examination  be- 
fore a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  was  discharged.  Subsequently  he  was  indicted,  and, 
upon  hearing  of  the  fact,  he  did  not  wait  to  be  arrested,  but  voluntarily  came  from 
his  home  in  Terre  Haute  and  surrendered  himself  in  court.  He  testified  in  his  own 
behalf  and  denied  being  engaged  in  the  fight  in  Vv-hich  Leslie  was  killed. 


It  seems  there  were  two  fights  at  the  Lake  on  said  day,  about  the  same  time,, 
and  only  a  few  feet  apart,  and  from  the  evidence  I  am  satisfied  that  the  witnesses 
have  become  confused  as  to  the  persons  engaged  in  the  two  fights.  The  general  ex- 
pression of  the  public  in  said  county  is  that  he  is  innocent.  He  is  fifty-four  years 
of  age  and  has  never  had  any  trouble  in  his  life.  He  has  lived  in  Terre  Haute 
twenty-five  years,  and  during  that  time  has  always  sustained  a  good  character  as  a 
peaceable  and  law  abiding  man.  He  has  for  many  years  been  in  the  employ  of 
the  T.  H.  &  I.  Ry.  Co.  as  conductor.  He  has  a  wife  and  five  children  dependent 
upon  him  for  support.  After  investigating  the  merits  of  the  case  for  nearly  two 
months,  I  am  induced  to  pardon  the  prisoner  upon  condition  that  he  will  be  of 
good  conduct  and  keep  the  peace. 

The  pardon  is  accordingly  granted.

PARDON  GRANTED  MARCH  22,  1887. 


Decision:  By  the  Governor.  This  is  an  application  for  the  pardon  of  Milford

1886,  of  the  Vermillion  Circuit  Court,  upon  a  conviction  of  grand  larceny  to  im- 
prisonment in  the  State  Prison  South  for  a  period  of  two  and  one-half  years.

It  has  been  strongly  urged  that  if  guilty  at  all  he  has  been  suflSciently  j)un- 
ished,  and  that  a  wife  and  several  children  are  now  in  need  of  his  care  and  assist- 
ance.    I  think  he  should  be  pardoned  upon  condition  that  he  be  of  good  conduct.

HENRY  C.  DOOLITTLE. 


PARDON  GRANTED  MAY  20,  1887 


Decision  :  By  the  Governor.     This  is  an  application  for  the  pardon  of  Henry 

C.  Doolittle,  who  was  sentenced  on  the  day  of ,  1883,  at  the  April 

term,  1883,  of  the  Fayette  Circuit  Court,  upon  a  conviction  of  assault  and  bat- 
tery with  intent  to  murder,  to  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  South  for  a  term 
of  fourteen  years. 

The  prisoner's  wife  was  the  injured  party,  and  from  the  circumstances  it  is 
impossible  to  believe  he  intended  to  kill  her.  Owing  to  the  extravagant  desires  of 
both,  and  his  improvident  habits,  he  had  not  prospered,  and  a  separation  followed 
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He  was  seeking  an  interview  with  her,  which  she  sought  to  evade.  Angered  by 
the  manner  of  her  reply,  he  struck  her  in  the  face  with  a  small  rattan  cane.  The 
injury  from  the  strike  was  slight,  but  in  attempting  to  get  away  from  him  she  re- 
ceived injuries  in  a  fall  from  which  she  became  for  a  while  unsconscious.  He  was 
an  entire  stranger  in  Connersville,  but  his  wife  was  among  her  relatives  and  friends 
and  was  well  known.  He  was  not  arrested  until  about  thirty  days  afterward,  when 
voluntarily  returning  to  the  city.  He  regarded  the  charge  lightly,  and  making 
little  eii'ort  in  defense,  received  the  extreme  limit  of  the  law.  It  is  evident  the  sen- 
timent of  the  community  prejudiced  his  case.  The  judge  and  prosecuting  attor- 
ney pronounce  the  sentence  too  severe,  and  say  he  has  been  amply  punished.  He 
was  probably  not  guilty  of  more  than  an  assault  and  battery,  and  should  now  be  par- 
doned on  condition  that  he  be  of  good  conduct  and  not  violate  the  law. 
The  pardon  is  accordingly  granted.

Decision:  By  the  Governor.  This  is  an  application  for  the  pardon  of 
Lind.say  G.  Kearns,  wlio  was  sentenced  on  the  17th  of  September,  1887,  at  the 
.\ugnst  term,  1887,  of  the  Jackson  Circuit  Court,  ui)on  a  C(jnviclion  of  grand  lar- 
ceny, to  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  South  for  a  period  of  three  years. 

The  prisoner  was  arrested,  tried  and  convicted  with  John  Parker,  alias  John 
P.  Quinn,  and  John  Forbes,  alias  John  D.  Snearly,  for  the  larceny  of  $3,000  fronj 
Zachariah  Deputy  in  said  county  on  June  17,  1887.  After  their  sentence,  three 
persons,  CharUs  Stewart,  Ed.  Kice  and  George  Mason,  alias  Punch  Mason,  were 
charged  with  the  same  otl'ense,  and,  on  September  22,  1887,  I  issued  a  requisition 
upon  the  Governor  of  Michigan  for  their  arrest  and  return  to  this  State.  Aftei- 
their  trial,  in  which  the  jury  disagreed,  they  gave  money  bail  in  the  sum  of  $1,000 
each,  which  has  since  been  forfeited. 

The  Judge,  who  presided  at  both  trials,  says  that  had  the  evidence  given  on  the 
latter  trial  been  before  him  in  the  former  trial,  he  would  have  promptly  granted  a 
new  trial,  and  now  recommends  a  pardon.  Each  of  the  defendants  in  the  former 
trial  attempted  to  prove  an  alibi,  but  they  failed  to  satisfy  the  jury.  As  to  Kearns, 
I  am  satisfied  he  was  not  in  the  State  at  the  time  the  crime  Avas  committed,  but  was 
in  the  State  of  Missouri.  He  has  heretofore  borne  a  good  reputation.  During  the 
last  ten  years  he  resided  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  was  formerly  a  resident  of  th  is 
State  in  which  he  held  several  responsible  positions. 

I  was  personally  acquainted  with  his  father,  who  was  a  highly  respectable  man 
and  was  at  one  time  a  professor  of  a  literary  college  at  Merom,  in  Sullivan  County. 
His  pardon  is  urgently  recommended  on  the  ground  of  his  innocence,  by  citizens 
of  the  highest  standing,  who  have  carefully  investigated  the  case,  and  many  of 
whom  heard  the  evidence  on  the  trial  of  each  case.  My  own  examination  of  the 
case  has  convinced  me  that  lie  is  innocent.  His  prison  record  is  good,  and  he 
should  be  discharged  on  the  usual  condition  that  he  be  of  good  conduct  and  not 
violate  the  law. 

The  pardon  is  accordingly  granted.

PARDON   GRANTED  AUGUST  7,  1888.

The  Judge  before  whom  the  case  was  tried  recommends  a  pardon,  and  so  do 
his  neighbors.     The  jurymen  are  dead  or  have  left  the  country.     The  prisoner  has 
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now  been  under  confinement  nearly  twenty-five  years,  and  during  over  half  that 
time  has  been  in  the  prison  hospital.  He  entered  the  prison  a  young  man  twenty- 
eight  years  old,  stout,  hearty  and  robust,  and  is  now  an  old  man,  broken  down,  de- 
crepit and  palsied.  His  prison  conduct  has  been  excellent,  and  his  release  is 
recommended  by  the  prison  officials.  He  should  ))e  discharged  on  condition  that 
he  be  of  good  conduct,  refrain  from  intoxication,  and  not  violate  the  law. 

The  pardon  is  accordingly  granted.

Public  good  no  longer  requires  his 
confinement,  and  he  should  be  discharged  on  condition  that  he  be  of  good  conduct 
and  not  violate  the  law.

The  pris- 
oner has  now  been  confined  in  the  State  prison  nearly  twelve  years,  and,  Avith  the 
doubt  in  his  favor,  he  should  be  discharged  on  condition  that  he  refrain  from  in- 
toxication, be  of  good  conduct  and  not  violate  the  law.

JAMES    H.    BOCK, 

PAROLE   GRANTED  MARCH  11,  1887. 

Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  This  is  an  application  for  the  pardon  of  James 
H.  Bock,  who  was  sentenced  on  the  11th  day  of  March,  1886,  at  the  January  term, 
1886,  of  the  Criminal  Court  of  Marion  County,  upon  a  conviction  of  grand  larceny, 
to  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  North  for  a  period  of  three  years. 

The  pardon  is  recommended  by  the  -Judge,  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  other 
citizens.  The  prisoner  was  a  resident  of  Indianapolis  and  engaged  to  a  young 
Jady,  whose  parents  objected  to  his  attentions,  and  had  arranged  to  send  her  to 
Chicago.

He  was  not  defended  by  any  one  except  the  attor- 
ney employed  by  the  county  to  defend  paupers,  who  advised  him  to  plead  guilty, 
which  he  did.  He  never  offered  to  sell  the  property  to  any  one.  He  has  lieen  a 
constant  snfi'erer  for  years  from  neuralgia  of  the  brain,  which  has  weakened  his 
mind  and  often  completely  incapacitated  him  for  work.  He  has  borne  a  good 
character  as  an  honest,  hard  working  young  man,  and  has,  before  the  present 
charge,  never  been  arrested  for  any  crime.  I  think  he  has  been  sufficiently  pun- 
ished, and  am  satisfied  that  he  should  be  paroled,  on  condition  ihat  he  keep  the 
peace,  be  of  good  conduct  and  refrain  from  intoxication.

C.  Elliott,  who  was  sentenced  on  the  22d  day  of  October,  1885,  at  the  October  term, 
1885,  of  the  Howard  Circuit  Court,  upon  a  conviction  of  blackmail,  to  imprieon- 
ment  in  the  State  Prison  Nortli  for  a  period  of  two  years. 

He  has  now  served  about  eighteen  months  in  prison,  an'd  the  petition  requesting 
his  pardon  is  numerously  signed  by  the  best  citizens  of  Kokomo,  his  home.  The 
prisoner  is  very  anxious  to  reform  himself,  and  the  petitioners  all  testify  that  they 
never  knew  him  to  be  guilty  or  accused  of  any  other  oflTense.  His  health  has  been 
considerably  impaired,  and  for  a  great  portion  of  his  term  he  has  been  confined  in 
the  hospital  of  the  prison.  I  believe  he  ouglit  to  have  a  chance  for  reformation. 
It  is  insisted  that  he  has  been  adequately  punished,  and  a  promise  has  been  signed 
by  many  citizens  agreeing  to  report  any  unfavorable  conduct  on  his  part. 

I  have  concluded  to  parole  him  upon  condition  that  he  shall  be  of  good  con- 
duct, keep  the  peace,  and  refrain  from  intoxication. 

The  parole  is  accordingly  granted.

PAROLE  GRANTED  MARCH  25,  1887. 

Decision:  By  the  Governor.  This  is  an  application  for  the  pardon  of  John 
Hensley,  who  was  sentenced  on  the  21st  day  of  March,  1886,  at  the  January  term, 
1886,  of  the  Criminal  Court  of  Marion  County,  upon  a  conviction  of  grand  larceny, 
to  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  North  for  a  period  of  two  years.

Under  all  the  circumstances,  he  should  be  paroled  upon  the  conditions  that  he 
be  of  good  conduct,  keep  the  peace,  refrain  from  intoxication,  and  not  engage  in 
the  traffic  of  intoxicating  liquors.

I  feel  justified  in  paroling  him  upon  condition  that  he  shall  be 
of  good  conduct,  keep  the  peace,  refrain  from  intoxication  and  shall  not  mistreat 
his  family.  ^

PAROLE  GRANTED  APRIL  13,  1887. 

Deiisiox  :  By  the  Governor.  This  is  an  applica(ion  for  the  pardon  of  James 
B.  Duddiug,  who  was  sentenced  on  the  15th  day  of  January,  1S85,  at  the  December 
term,  1SS4,  of  tlie  Ilnncock  Circuit  Court,  upon  a  conviction  of  rape,  to  imprison- 
ment iu  the  State  I'rison  South  for  a  period  of  five  years. 

The  evidence  submitted  on  the  trial  was  contradictory  and  unsatisfactory,  and 
many  intelligent  and  reputable  persons  who  heard  it,  have  voluntarily  stated  that 
the  prisoner  was  not  guilty  of  the  crime  charged.  The  prosecuting  witness  said 
nothing  about  the  matter  until  tAvelve  or  fourteen  days  afterward,  when  confronted 
by  hor  mother  with  the  rumors  she  had  heard.  The  attorneys  engaged  in  the  pros- 
ecution and  defense  agree  in  recommending  a  pardon.  Ten  of  the  jurymen  join  in 
the  same  request ;  one  of  the  remaining  two  being  dead,  and  the  other  indicted  for 
perjury  in  answering  questions  touching  his  qualifications  to  sit  as  a  juror.  All 
the  county  otticers,  the  officers  of  the  city  of  Greenfield,  and  of  the  township  in 
which  the  city  is  situated,  recommend  that  the  application  be  granted. 

The  prisoner  is  of  excellent  parentage,  and,  before  the  present  charge,  bore  a 
good  reputation.  He  is  a  young  farmer  boy,  and  was  never  before  charged  with 
any  crime.  Public  sentiment  favors  his  discharge  on  the  ground  that  he  has  been 
amply  punished.  He  should  be,  at  least,  paroled  on  condition  that  he  refrain  from 
intoxication  and  be  of  good  conduct.

He  was  a  young 
man  of  a  quiet,  inoffensive  and  peaceable  disposition,  and  certainly  never  intended 
to  kill  the  deceased.  There  was  no  showing  of  any  premeditation,  and  the  weapon 
used  was  not  necessarily  a  dangerous  one.  There  had  been  several  homicides  in 
the  county  and  the  accused  were  acquitted,  which  fact  caused  great  excitement  and 
strongly  tended  to  prejudice  the  prisoner's  case. 

The  many  strong  recommendations  presented  from  the  best  citizens  of  Morgan 
County  show  that  he  has  been  amply  punished.  His  confinement  has  broken  his 
health  and  developed  the  first  stages  of  consumption.  It  is  a  proper  case  for  a 
parole  on  condition  that  he  refrain  from  intoxication,  be  of  good  conduct  and  not 
violate  the  law.  ,

to  the  physicians. 

Executive  clemency  has  been  earnestly  urged  by  prison  and  county  officials, 
jurymen,  and  a  large  number  of  the  most  respectable  citizens  of  Lagrange  County. 
He  has  now  served  about  sixteen  years,  and  the  ends  of  justice  will  be  subserved 
by  his  parole  on  condition  that  he  be  of  good  conduct  and  keep  the  peace.

glary. Bachtell  received  his  sentence  upon  a  plea  of  guilty,  but  Bissott,  who  did 
the  shooting,  was  tried  before  a  jury  and  received  a  similar  sentence.  During  the 
trial  Bachtell  testified,  relating  all  the  facts  of  the  killing,  and  it  was  mainly  upon 
his  evidence  that  Bissott  was  convicted.  During  the  official  term  of  Governor 
James  D.  Williams,  Bissott  was  released  for  a  period  of  six  months  on  account  of 
ill  health,  and  after  his  release  he  fled  from  justice  and  has  never  been  returned  to 
prison. 

This  application  has  been  urged  continuously  for  nearly  ten  years,  and  the 
pardon  has  been  recommended  by  the  Judge,  Prosecuting  Attorney,  county  officials 
and  many  hundreds  of  the  leading  and  most  highly  respected  citizens  of  Lawrence 
county.  Owing  to  his  previous  habits  he  should  be  paroled  on  condition  that  he 
be  of  good  conduct,  refrain  from  intoxication  and  not  violate  the  law. 

The  parole  is  accordingly  granted.

He  has  always  been  known  as  an  honest  and  industrious  me- 
chanic, was  never,  prior  to  this  case,  charged  with  any  offense,  and  in  this  case 
sought  to  avoid  the  deceased  and  his  friends  to  prevent  any  trouble. 

His  pardon  is  recommended  by  all  the  jury  now  living,  all  the  county  officials, 
many  of  the  leading  business  men  of  the  city  of  South  Bend,  and  several  hundred 
citizens  of  the  county,  on  the  ground  that  he  has  been  long  since  sufficiently  pun- 
ished, if  guilty  of  any  crime.  He  has  now  been  in  prison  over  eight  years,  and  it 
is  deemed  proper  to  parole  him  on  condition  that  he  refrain  from  intoxication  and 
be  of  good  conduct.

His  mother  is  a 
widow,  in  declining  years,  and  that  he  may  go  home  to  assist  in  her  support,  a 
parole,  on  condition  that  he  refrain  from  intoxication  and  be  of  good  conduct, 
will  best  serve  the  interests  of  justice.

His  fam- 
ily, a  wife  and  two  Small  children,  is  entitled  to  his  support,  and  he  ought  to  be 
paroled  on  condition  that  he  refrain  from  intoxication,  be  of  good  conduct  and  not 
violate  the  law.

He  has  always  lived  in  said  county,  and  among  his  neighbors 
and  acquaintances  has  always  borne  a  good  reputation  as  a  moral,  peaceable  and 
industrious  citizen.  There  were  doubts  about  his  guilt,  and  the  Judge  who  tried 
the  case  offered  to  grant  a  new  trial.  No  personal  injury  was  inflicted.  The  costs 
in  the  case  amount  to  $135.45. 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  case,  I  have  decided  to  remit  the  fine,  ex- 
cept the  sum  of  $50.00. 

Nine-tenths  of  the  fine  is  remitted.

SECOND  BIENNIAL  REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  STATE.

To  the  Honorable  Isaac  P.  Gray, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

Sir — I  herewith  respectfully  submit  the  Biennial  Report  of 
the  business  of  this  office,  embracing  the  period  from  the  1st 
day  of  November,  1886,  to  the  31st  day  of  October,  1888,  in- 
cluding the  Attorney  General's  Report  of  Fines  and  Forfeit- 
ures, together  with  tabulated  statement  of  the  vote  of  Indiana, 
at  the  November  election,  1888,  for  Presidential  Electors,  State 
officers,  Congressmen  and  Legislative  and  Judicial  officers  of 
the  State. 

I  also  submit,  herewith,  report  of  Hon.  Charles  A.  Book- 
waiter,  Clerk  of  the  Bureau  of  Public  Printing,  Binding  and 
Stationery.  Mr.  Bookwalter  has  been  a  competent  and  oblig- 
ing official,  and  has  performed  the  duties  pertaining  to  his  of- 
fice with  commendable  promptness  and  ability,  and  rare  fidelity 
to  the  interests  of  the  State,  as  will  more  fully  appear  from  a 
careful  perusal  of  his  report. 

Since  the  submission  of  the  last  biennial  report  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  this  office  has  been  moved  from  the  old  State 
building  to  the  more  commodious,  safe  and  convenient  quarters 
in  the  new  State  House.  The  books,  papers  and  public  docu- 
ments of  all  kinds  pertaining  to  this  office,  have  been  re-ar- 
ranged in  as  orderly  a  manner  as  possible,  until  some  provision 
shall  be  made  by  the  General  Assembly,  for  the  more  thorough 
indexing  and  arrangement  of  certain  important  public  records 
herein. 


INDEXING  LAWS,  1871  TO  1887. 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  no  index  is 
found  in  this  office  of  enrolled  Acts  of  the  G-eneral  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Indiana,  since  1871,  excepting  the  last  General 
Assembly  (1887).  Frequent  reference  is  made  to  these  Acts, 
copies  thereof  are  often  required  by  attorneys  and  parties  for 
use  in  the  courts  of  this  and  other  States,  and  there  is  no 
method  of  finding  an  act  on  any  given  subject,  except  by  an 
examination  of  the  Enrolled  Acts  of  the  particular  session  re- 
ferred to,  ppge  by  page.  I  therefore  recommend  for  your  con- 
sideration, that  some  provision  should  be  made  by  the  General 
Assembly  for  the  indexing  of  these  laws,  such  as  has  been  kept 
in  this  office  prior  to  1871,  for  the  convenience  of  the  general 
public. 

LAWS,  1801  TO  1839. 

The  original  Enrolled  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  In- 
diana, both  State  and  Territorial,  from  the  year  1801  to  1839 
inclusive,  are  filed  in  this  office  in  manuscript  form  in  tin  boxes. 
They  are  unbound  and  many  of  them  being  more  than  eighty 
years  old,  are  crumbling  and  falling  to  pieces,  being  now  almost 
illegible.  These  documents  are  of  great  value  to  the  State, 
and  some  provision  should  be  made  for  their  copying,  indexing 
and  binding,  for  their  preservation. 

NOTARIES    PUBLIC. 

Frequent  calls  are  made  upon  this  office  for  certificates  of  of- 
ficial character  and  qualifications  of  !N"otarie8  Public,  resident 
in  this  State,  for  use  in  other  States  and  Territories  where  their 
official  acts  are  called  in  question.  As  the  law  now  stands,  the 
only  evidence  in  this  office  of  the  official  character  or  qualifica- 
tions of  a  l!^otary  Public,  is  his  application  and  Judge's  certifi- 
cate, and  the  record  of  his  official  commission.  JSTo  evidence  is 
filed  in  this  office  of  his  compliance  with  the  law  in  the  filing 
of  his  official  bond  and  oath  of  office  with  the  County  Clerk. 
I  respectfully  suggest  that  for  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the 
public,  as  well  as  of  the  officer  himself,  the  law  should  be  so 
amended  as  to  provide  for  the  filing  of  such  bond  and  oath  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  else  the  filing  in  this 


office  of  the  Clerk's  certificate  of  the  fact  of  such  compliance 
with  the  law  in  his  office.  As  the  law  is  now  framed,  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  is  never  safe  in  certifying  that  a  Notary  Pub- 
lic is  duly  qualified,  etc.,  and  yet  a  refusal  so  to  certify  often 
works  great  inconvenience  and  hardship. 

RAILROAD    MAPS    AND    PROFILES. 

•  The  law  requiring  railroad  companies  to  file  maps  and  pro- 
files in  this  office  has  been  complied  with  in  but  few  instances. 
Such  maps  and  profiles  are  of  great  value  in  determining  the 
boundaries  of  the  right  of  way  of  such  railroads,  and  are  very 
frequently  called  tor  by  land-owners  through  whose  property 
such  railroads  pass,  for  use  in  the  courts.  The  law,  as  now 
constituted,  is  a  dead  letter,  no  penalty  being  attached  to  its 
non-fulfillment,  and  it  ought  to  be  amended. 

RAILROAD  corporations'  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

Section  3918,  Revised  Statutes  1881,  requiring  railroad  cor- 
porations to  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  an 
annual  report  of  their  doings,  under  oath,  seems  seldom  to 
have  been  complied  with.  But  few  of  such  reports  have  been 
filed  in  this  office  during  the  past  two  years,  and  as  no  penalty 
attaches  for  a  failure  to  comply  with  such  law  it  is  a  dead  let- 
ter. Such  reports,  if  faithfully  made,  would  be  of  considerable 
value  to  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  as  well  as  to  the  gen- 
eral public.  I  would  recommend  that  this  law  be  so  amended 
that  it  may  be  enforced. 

REVISED    STATUTES. 

A  large  number  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Indiana,  revision 
of  1881,  still  remain  in  this  office  unsold.  The  price  for  which 
they  must  be  sold,  under  existing  laws,  is  double  the  original 
cost  of  the  book  to  the  State.  Non-resident  firms  have  lately 
completed  a  new  edition  of  this  statute,  with  the  Acts  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana  for  the  years  1883, 
1885  and  1887,  with  foot  notes  added,  and  are  selling  this  book 
for  a  less  amount  than  the  Secretary  of  State  is  authorized  by 
law  to  sell  the  State's  revision  of  1881.     I,  therefore,  suggest 


that  the  price  of  the  books  now  on  hand  in  this  office  be  re- 
duced to  $1.75  per  volume.  A  new  revision  of  the  laws  will 
soon  be  necessary,  and  in  order  to  dispose  of  the  books  on 
hand  the  price  must  be  reduced. 

ELECTORAL    CANVASS. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  sections  4771  and  4776,  Revised 
Statutes  of  Indiana,  1881,  pertaining  to  the  canvass  of  the 
vote  for  Presidential  electors,  should  be  so  amended  as  to  re- 
quire the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  in  each  county  in  the 
State  to  make  the  certificate  of  votes  for  Presidential  electors 
in  such  county  required  in  section  4771,  in  duplicate,  forward- 
ing immediately  one  duplicate  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
delivering  the  other  duplicate,  as  now  required  by  law,  to  the 
proper  marshal,  to  be  by  him  convejied  to  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  requiring  the  Secretary  of  State,  immediately  upon 
the  receipt  of  the  certificate  of  the  vote  from  the  County  Clerk, 
to  tabulate  and  spread  the  same  upon  the  records  in  his  office. 
This  being  done,  upon  the  meeting  of  the  marshals,  Governor 
and  Secretary  of  State  for  the  canvassing  of  such  vote,  it  would 
only  be  necessary  to  compare  the  vote  upon  the  records  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  with  the  duplicate  delivered  to  the  marshal, 
thereby  insuring  safety  and  convenience,  and  reducing  the  time 
necessary  to  make  such  canvass  to  a  few  hours,  whereas  now 
two  or  three  days  are  required,  and  the  cost  of  such  canvass  to 
the  State  is  much  greater  than  under  the  plan  suggested.  The 
making  of  such  certificates  of  vote  in  duplicate  would  also  in- 
sure against  mistakes  and  clerical  errors,  and  greatly  expedite 
business  in  this  office. 

I  make  these  suggestions  pertaining  to  the  business  of  this 
office  with  the  hope  that  they  may  meet  with  your  approval, 
and  through  you  may  be  called  to  the  attention  of  the  next 
General  Assembly.

Whereas,  The  Divine  Ruler  of  our  destinies,  in  His  infinite 
wisdom,  has  been  pleased  to  bestow  upon  us  His  munificent 
blessings  for  another  year,  and  that  to  Him  we  are  indebted 
for  the  freedom  and  independence  of  our  government; 

And,  whereas,  it  is  our  duty  to  remember  with  gratitude  His 
many  gracious  acts,  to  acknowledge  our  complete  reliance  upon 
Him  for  our  prosperity  as  a  people  and  enlightenment  as  a  na- 
tion, and  to  ask  His  continued  favor  and  guidance;  and, 

Whereas,  In  accordance  with  a  long-established  custom, 
the  President  of  the  United  States  has  designated  and  set  apart 
the  25th  day  of  the  present  month  as  a  day  of  National  Thanks- 
giving ; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Isaac  P.  Gray,  Governor  of  the  State  of

Whereas,  The  said  Board  of  Commissioners  has  deemed  it 
proper  to  prescribe  certain  reasonable  rules  for  the  admission 
of  patients,  which  rules  have  been  submitted  to  me  and  by  me 
approved : 

Therefore,  I,  Isaac  P.  Gray,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana, 
in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  facts,  and  in  pursuance  to  the 
requirement  of  the  said  Act,  do  hereby  make  proclamation  that 
the  Northern  Indiana  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  located  near 
Logansport,  in  the  county  of  Cass,  is  completed  and  will  be 
ready  to  receive  patients  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  1888, 
under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  receivings 
treatment  and  discharge  of  patients,  as  far  as  practicable,  now 
in  force  in  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  near  Indianapolis,  and 
also  the  said  rules  prescribed  by  the  said  Board  of  Commission- 
ers and  by  me  this  day  approved,  which  said  rules  are  in  the 
words  and  figures  following  : 

1.  The  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  near  Logansport,  shall  be 
known  as  the  Northern  Indiana  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 
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2.  The  Clerk  of  any  Circuit  Court  in  the  State  may,  on  and 
after  the  first  day  of  July,  1888,  make  application  to  the  Medi- 
cal Superintendent  of  the  Northern  Indiana  Hospital  for  the 
Insane,  for  the  admission  to  said  Hospital  of  an}'  insane  citizen 
of  the  county,  pursuant  to  the  proceedings  and  in  tlie  manner 
prescribed  by  law  for  the  committal  of  insane  persons  to  a  hos- 
pital for  the  insane:  Provided^  That  in  proceedings  to  re- commit 
any  person  who  has  ever  been  adjudged  insane  according  to 
the  law  within  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  has,  after  admission 
to  any  hospital  for  the  insane,  been  formerly  discharged,  but 
who  has  never  been  admitted  to  the  Northern  Indiana  Hospital 
for  the  Insane,  a  transcript  of  the  record  of  the  original  inquest 
and  of  all  intermediate  proceedings,  together  with  a  full  history 
of  the  insane  person,  from  the  date  of  the  original  inquest  to 
that  of  the  aforesaid  application,  shall  accompany  the  applica- 
tion. 

3.  Any  proceedings  authorized  by  law,  or  usage  consistent 
therewith,  in  relation  to  an  insane  person  after  commital  to  the 
Indiana  Hospital  for  Insane,  at  Indianapolis,  may  be  instituted 
in  relation  to  any  insane  person,  after  committal  to  the  North- 
ern Indiana  Hospital  for  the  Insane. 

4.  The  said  Medical  Superintendent  shall  carefully  consider 
every  such  application,  and  shall  use  all  available  means  to 
secure  full  information  as  to  the  conditions  and  environments 
of  the  insane  person,  including,  if  actually  deemed  necessary, 
a  special  visit  to  investigate  the  case;  and,  thereupon,  he  shall 
proceed  in  the  manner  and  within  the  limitation  prescribed  by 
law,  to  accept  or  reject  said  application  :  Provided,  That  in  case 
applications  be  made  for  the  admission  of  more  insane  persons 
than  can  be  accommodated,  cases  shall  be  preferred  in  the  fol- 
lowing order,  environments  being  duly  considered : 

First.     Cases  of  acute  insanity,  original  or  recurrent. 

Second.  Cases  of  chronic  insanity,  dangerous  to  themselves 
or  to  the  community. 

Third.  Cases  of  chronic  insanity,  harmless,  but  requiring 
special  medical  and  custodial  care  on  account  of  mental  disease. 

Fourth.  Cases  of  chronic  insanity,  harmless,  and  re(|uiring 
special  custodial  care  only. 

9— Sec. 
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Provided  further,  That  insane  persons  who  may  bedependent, 
but  who  are  harmless  and  who  are  competent  to  care  for  their 
personal  wants  under  ordinary  direction,  control  and  assistance, 
shall  not  be  admitted.

WITNESSETH,  That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  after  a  full

AUDITOR'S   REPORT. 


SUGGESTIONS   TO   THE   LEGISLATURE. 


Taxation  of  Sleeping  Cars  and  Fast  Freight  Lines. 

The  sleeping  car  companies,  whose  sleeping  cars  were  being 
hauled  on  the  railroads  within  the  State  of  Indiana,  refused  to 
file  statement  and  pay  tax  as  provided  in  Section  6355,  R.  S. 
188L  At  the  suggestion  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  I 
directed  the  Attorney  General  to  bring  suit  against  the  Wood- 
ruff Sleeping  &  Parlor  Coach  Company  in  the  State  courts,  in 
order  to  test  the  validity  of  this  section  of  the  law.  The  case 
was  decided  against  the  State  in  the  lower  court  and  was  taken 
to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  which  sustained  the  action 
of  the  lower  court. 

The  rolling  stock  of  the  fast  freight  lines  is  not  listed  for 
taxation  to  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  by  any  of  the  rail- 
roads, I  would  suggest  that  the  Legislature  enact  a  law  by  the 
provisions  of  which  sleeping  and  parlor  car  companies  and  fast 
freight  lines,  doing  business  within  the  borders  of  Indiana, 
may  be  properly  taxed. 

Insurance. 

The  Insurance  Law^s  of  Indiana,  Section  3766,  R.  S.,  admit 
insurance  companies  of  other  nations  with  a  capital  stock  of 
$100,000.  I  would  suggest  that  this  section  be  amended  so  as 
to  jequire  such  companies  to  have  a  capital  stock  of  §200,000, 
the  same  as  domestic  companies.  Injustice  to  the  companies 
of  this  country,  it  seems  that  the  law  ought  to  be  so  amended. 


State  Lands. 
I  quote  from  the  report  of  the  Auditor  of  State  for  1886 : 

Act  of  1883. 

The  act  of  1883  directing  and  prescribing  the  manner  of  sale 
of  lands  belongiDg-to  the  State,  whilel  inteniied  to  be  general 
in  its  efi'ect,  is  so  worded  as  to  leave  a  doubt  as  to  the  authority 
of  the  Auditor  of  Sta-te  to  sell  certain  of  the  classes  of  lands 
therein  described,  to  which  the  State  acquired  title  after  its 
passage,  and  I  suggest  that  it  be  so  amended  as  to  remove  all 
doubt  of  sufch  authority.  In  this  connection  I  would  also  sug- 
gest that  county  auditors  be  required  to  report  a  list  of  lands 
forfeited  to  the  State  for  non-payment  of  taxes  within  a  given 
time  after  its  forfeiture.  This  office  has  no  means  by  which  to 
proctire  such  information.  As  much  land  is  thus  acquired  each 
year,  and  while  the  title  is  in  the  State  it  pays  no  taxes,  it 
'would  be  in  the  interest  of  the  State  to  dispose  of  it  as  rapidly 
as  possible,  that  it  may  be  made  to  bear  its  share  of  taxation. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  two  tracts  of  land  owned 
by  the  State  that  should  be  sold.  One  is  known  as  the  Mc- 
Caslin  Farm,  situated  about  five  miles  west  of  Indianapolis. 
It  was  purchased  by  the  Legislature  some  years  ago  as  a  site 
for  the  Reform  School  for  Boys;  but  afterward  the  School  was 
located  near  Plainfield.  The  tract  contains  one  hundred  acres. 
The  other  is  known  as  the  "Ferry  Landing,"  situated  in  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  on  White  lliver,  containing  between  four  and 
five  acres.  These  two  pieces  of  land  were  ordered  appraised  and 
sold  by  a  special  act  of  the  Legislature,  March  11, 1875.  They 
were  appraised  according  to  law  and  failed  to  sell,  and  are  still 
held  by  the  State.  These  lands  can  not  be  sold,  unless  by  a 
special  act,  as  suggested  above,  the  Auditor  of  State  be  author- 
ized to  again  appraise  and  sell  them. 

State  Debt. 

The  condition  of  the  State  debt  is  fully  shown  in  this  report. 
During  the  last  two  fiscal  years  the  debt  has  been  increased  by 
two  temporary  interest  loans  of  $340,000  each,  bearing  date  of 
April  1,  1887  ($340,000);  April  2,  1888  ($340,000),  fqr  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  the  interest  of  the  State's  indebtedness.     By 


reference  to  the  State  debt  statement  it  will  be  seen  that 
000  of  3^  per  cent,  registered  bonds,  temporary  loan,  March, 
1885,  fall  due  March  1,  1895,  but  are  payable  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  State  at  any  time  after  March  1, 1800.  This  loan  might  be 
refunded  at  a  less  per  cent.,  and  provisions  might  be  made  by 
the  Legislature  to  take  up  and  refund  it  at  a  lower  rate. 

The  three  per  cent,  registered  bonds'  temporary  interest  loan 
of  April  1,  1887,  to  the  amount  of  $340,000,  fall  due  April  1, 
1892,  but  are  payable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  State  after  April  1, 
1889.  The  three  per  cent,  registered  bonds'  temporary  interest 
loan  of  April  2,  1888,  of  $340,000,  fall  due  April  1,  1893,  but 
are  payable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  State  after  April  1,  1889. 

State  Prison  IS'ortu. 

The  appropriation  for  the  State  Prison  l!^orth  becomes  ex- 
hausted before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  expenses  for 
several  months  of  the  liscal  year  are  paid  by  drawing  on  the 
appropriation  for  the  succeeding  year.  These  facts  are  not  ap- 
parent from  the  statement  printed  with  this  report.  I  would 
recommend  that  the  appropriation  for  the  Prison  North  be  in- 
creased from  $85,000  to  $100,000  per  year.  The  prison  is  more 
than  self-sustaining. 

State  Prison  South. 

The  State  Prison  South  had  quite  a  considerable  debt  hang- 
ing over  it  before  the  present  Warden  took  charge  of  it,  and 
the  appropriation  does  not  permit  the  payment  of  old  claims 
held  against  the  prison.  A  sufficient  appropriation  should  be 
made  for  the  payment  of  these  old  claims.  The  annual  appro- 
priation of  $80,000  per  year  for  the  maintenance  of  the  prison 
is  sufficient. 

Additional  IIospitals  for  tue  Insane. 

Three  additional  hospitals  for  the  insane  have  been  located 
and  erected  at  Richmond,  Logansport  and  Evansville.  The 
buildings  are  completed,  and  the  hospital  at  Logansport  has 
been  furnished,  and  has  been  receiving  patients  for  some  months 
under  the  management  of  Dr.  Joseph  G.  Rodgers  as  Superin- 
tendent. 
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Provisions  for  the  furnishing  of  the  hospitals  at  Bichmond 
and  Evansville,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  these  hospitals  for 
the  years  1889,  1890  and  1891,  should  be  made.  In  the  estimate 
of  expenditures  I  have  obtained  the  best  information  possible 
as  to  the  amount  necessary  to  furnish  and  maintain  these 
hospitals  from  the  Commissioners.  The  hospital  at  Logansport 
was  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  March  7,  1883.     Section  11  is  as  follows: 

"The  necessary  expenses  of  said  hospital,  and  the  control 
and  management  thereof,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treas- 
ury under  such  regulations  and  restrictions  as  may  be  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  and,  as  far  as  practicable,. in 
conformity  with  the  practices  and  usages  of  the  present  hos- 
pitals for  the  insane." 

Acting  under  this  law  the  Commissioners  furnished  the  Hos- 
pital at  Logansport,  and  are  maintaining  it  for  the  reception 
of  patients. 

The  State  Office  Building. 

The  building  on  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Tennessee 
streets,  which  was  occupied  prior  to  the  completion  of  the  new 
State  House  by  the  State  officers,  was  vacated  upon  the  com- 
pletion and  furnishing  of  the  offices  in  the  new  State  House. 
After  the  building  was  vacated,  as  many  of  the  rooms  as  would 
rent  were  rented,  and  as  far  as  possible  they  were  rented  with 
the  furniture  and  furnishings  in  them.  The  Legislature  should 
take  some  steps  towards  selling  the  furniture  and  selling  or 
leasing  the  building  and  grounds.

The  Appropriation  and  Estimates. 

The  general  appropriation  bill,  fixing  and  limiting  the  ex- 
penditures of  oflicers,  departments,  bureaus  and  institutions, 
having  failed  to  pass  the  last  General  Assembly,  it  became 
necessary  that  the  public  expenses  should  be  provided  for  un- 
der the  general  statutory  provisions,  which  was  accordingly 
done. 

A  comparison  of  the  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  just 
ended  with  the  year  ending  October  31,  1887,  will  disclose  the 
fact  that  although  large  sums  have'  been  disbursed  from  the 
Treasury  for  the  construction  of  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors' 
Orphans'  Home,  $70,998.83,  School  for  Feeble-Minded  Youth, 
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furfiifurc,  §8,228.17,  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Monument,  $7,608.64, 
additional  hospitals  for  the  insane,  $144,726.07,  and  for  the 
raaiytenance  of  Northern  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  located  at 
Logansport,  which  was  opened  July  1,  1888,  $32,163.89,  and 
a  large  increase  in  the  maintenance  over  last  year  of  the  Sol- 
diers' and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home  and  School  for  the  Feeble- 
Minded  Youth,  that  the  expenditures  from  the  General  Fund 
for  the  present  year  is  $2,719.51  less  than  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  October  31,  1887,  showing  that  with  no  limitation 
placed  upon  the  expenditures  for  the  past  year,  the  expenses  of 
the  State  have  been  kept  within  the  allowances  made  by  the 
general  appropriations  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1887. 


Immediate  Appropriations.

LAND  DEPARTMENT. 


LZIND  DEPARTMENT, 


A  report  of  tho  transactions  of  the  Land  Department  of  this 
office,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  matters  of  record,  is  herewith 
submitted.  However,  it  covers  but  a  small  portion  of  its  work. 
Hundreds  of  inquiries  are  received  each  year  seeking  informa- 
tion as  to  the  original  entry  of  particular  tracts  of  land,  re- 
questing certified  copies  of  such  entries  and  copies  of  the  rec- 
ords of  patents  to  land  sold  by  the  State. 

It  is  in  this  manner  that  the  Department  is  most  useful  to  the 
people  of  the  State,  and  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature  in  con- 
centrating the  land  records  of  the  State,  which,  previous  to 
1877,  were  scattered  about  the  various  offices,  into  one  depart- 
ment demonstrated. 

The  records  of  the  old  Board  of  Sinking:  Fund  Commission- 
ers  are  also  under  the  care  of  this  department.  The  examina- 
tion of  the  books,  which  were  kept  with  but  little  system,  and 
the  execution  of  releases  of  mortgages  made  to  that  Board  to 
secure  loans  from  the  Sinking  Fund,  requires  much  labor  and 
time. 

The  records  of  this  Department  are  in  a  deplorable  condition. 
Many  of  them  should  be  recopied,  others  rebound,  and  the  cer- 
tificates of  purchase  and  other  papers  refiled  and  properly  in- 
dexed. The  interest  of  every  land-owner  in  the  State  demands 
the  careful  preservation  of  these  records,  as  in  many  counties 
records  of  original  entries  are  missing,  and  in  others  they  are 
full  of  errors. 

A  complete  list  of  land  belonging  to  the  State  and  remain- 
ing unsold  so  far  as  they  have  been  reported  to  this  office,  is 

9 — AuD.  Kep. 
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also  given.  It  will  be  seen  that  most  of  the  land  donated  to 
the  State  under  the  various  grants  from  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  have  been  disposed  of,  and  the  title  to  but  little 
land  remains,  and  that  has  mostly  been  acquired  under  forfeit- 
ures to  the  College  Fund. 

I  have  also  added  a  list  of  the  lands  held  by  the  State  on 
which  are  erected  public  buildings  and  institutions  showing  the 
description  of  the  same,  the  date  when  conveyed,  names  of 
grantors  and  consideration  paid.  Also  a  list  of  the  lands  in  the 
city  of  Indianapolis  reserved  from  sale  by  the  Constitution  or 
by  law.  Except  in  few  cases  the  deeds  for  these  lands  are  not 
in  custody  of  this  office  as  the  law  requires,  and  I  have  had  to 
depend  on  outside  sources  for  the  descriptions  given.  It  is 
intended  to  correct  any  errors  that  may  exist  in  the  above 
descriptions,  and  also  give  an  estimated  value  of  the  improve- 
ments thereon  in  time  for  submission  in  my  report  next  year. 


Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  Patents. 

There  still  remain  in  this  office  a  large  number  of  patents, 
conveying  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  lands.  The  law  directs  that 
these  be  recorded  in  the  county  where  the  land  is  situate,  and 
until  this  is  done  there  will  be  a  defect  in  the  title  to  these 
lands.  Patents,  some  issued  by  the  State  as  early  as  1832,  and 
others  by  the  trustees  of  the  canal  as  late  as  1876,  are  here  for 
lands  in  Allen,  Benton,  Carroll,  Cass,  Clay,  Crawford,  Daviess, 
Dubois,  Fulton,  Gibson,  Greene,  Huntington,  Jasper,  Knox, 
Kosciusko,  Lake,  Lawrence,  Marshall,  Martin,  Miami,  Monroe, 
E"ewton,  iToble,  Orange,  Owen,  Parke,  Perry,  Pike,  Posey, 
Pulaski,  Putnam,  Spencer,  Sullivan,  Vanderburgh,  Vermillion, 
Wabash,  Warrick,  White  and  Whitley  counties.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  owners  of  canal  lands  in  the  counties  named,  who  have 
not  yet  obtained  their  patents,  and  had  them  recorded,  will  do 
so  at  once,  in  order  that  their  title  may  be  made  perfect. 

Sales  of  Land. 

Considerable  of  the  land  directed  to  be  sold  by  the  Acts  of 
March  7,  1883,  and  March  11,  1875,  has  failed  to  sell  by  reason 
of  the  appraisement  being  too  high.      As   it   is  questionable 
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whether  the  Auditor  of  State  has  the  authority  to  order  a  re- 
appraisement  under  these  laws,  it  is  suggested  that  they  be  so 
amended  as  to  give  him  such  power.  As  it  is  now,  the  land  is 
paying  no  taxes  and  does  not  bring  any  revenue  to  the  State. 
As  most  of  this  land  was  forfeited  to  the  College  Fund,  that 
fund  is  losing  the  interest  that  would  be  earned  could  the  lauds 
be  sold  and  proceeds  loaned. 

Unpatented  Lands. 

Below  will  be  found  a  list  of  swamp  and  university  lands  re- 
maining unpatented.  While  the  records  of  this  office  show  the 
sale  of  a  few  of  these  tracts,  I  am  satisfied  that  had  the  depart- 
ment the  m%ans  of  prosecuting  an  inquiry  into  the  condition  of 
title  to  these  lands,  most  of  it  will  be  found  to  still  belong  to 
the  State,  although  it  was  not  so  reported  under  the  act  of  1883. 
In  many  cases  where  the  State  has  sold  the  land  I  think  it  will 
be  found  that  the  purchasers  have  failed  to  complete  their  pay- 
ments, and  the  title  has  thus  reverted  to  the  State. 
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LANDS  HELD  BY  THE  STATE  BY  DEEDS. 


Marion   County. 

The  east  half  of  the  strip  of  land  lying  south  of  the  cross-cut  of  the  Central 
Canal,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  more  particularly  described  as  follows,  to-wit : 
Commencing  at  the  junction  of  Market  and  West  street,  and  running  thence  west 
on  the  line  of  Market  street  to  the  western  boundary  of  the  land  known  on  the  plat 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  as  "  the  reservation  ;  "  thence  north  to  the  southern  base 
of  the  embankment  of  said  canal;  thence  east  along  said  canal  embankment  to 
"West  street;  thence  south  to  Market  street,  the  place  of  beginning.  The  title  to 
this  tract  of  land  was  held  to  be  in  the  State  in  the  suit  of  the  State  of  Indiana  vs. 
The  Water  Works  Company  of  Indianapolis,  by  a  decree  of  the  Hendricks  Circuit 
Court,  rendered  at  the  January  term,  1879. 

This  tract  is  held  by  the  Indianapolis  Benevolent  Society  under  a  lease  exe- 
cuted by  M.  D.  Manson,  Auditor  of  State,  April  1,  1880.  The  existing  laws  do  not 
authorize  its  sale. 

All  that  portion  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  one  (1),  in  township  fifteen 
(15)  north,  range  two  (2)  east,  contained  in  the  following  boundaries,  beginning 
in  the  Eockville  road,  at  the  southwest  corner  of  said  quarter  section,  running 
thence  north  forty  (40;  chains  and  twenty-five  (25)  links  to  the  center  of  said  sec- 
tion;  thence  east  along  the  north  line  of  said  quarter  section  twtnty-one  (21) 
chains  and  forty-five  (45)  links;  thence  south  twenty  (20)  chains;  thence  east  six 
(6)  chains  an^  seventy-five  (75)  links;  thence  south  twenty  (20)  chains  and  twen- 
ty-five (25)  links  to  the  south  line  of  said  section ;  thence  west  along  said  south 
line  in  said  Eockville  road  twenty- eight  (28)  chains  and  twenty  (20)  links  to  the 
place  of  beginning,  containing  one  hundred  acres,  more  or  less. 

This  tract  was  originally  purchased  as  the  site  of  the  House  of  Refuge.  When 
the  location  of  that  Institution  was  removed  to  near  Plainfield  the  land  was  sold 
to  William  J.  McCaslin,  who  failed  to  make  payment  therefor,  and  the  title  to  the 
same  was  in  continuous  litigation  until  affirmed  to  be  in  the  State  by  decision  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  rendered  at  the  November  term,  1884.  This  tract  was  di- 
rected to  be  sold  by  the  act  of  March  11,  1875,  and  was  appraised  under  the 
provisions  of  that  act  at  $100  per  acre ;  but  no  one  has  ever  offered  sufficient  to 
permit  the  sale. 

Lot  1,  on  west  side  of  White  River,  opposite  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  imme- 
diately south  of  the  National  Road,  known  as  the  Ferry  Landing.     Appraised 

at  $3,800. 

^Porter  County. 

West  half  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  section  5,  township  36  north,  range  & 
west. 

*This  tract  was  conveyed  to  the  State  by  the  Fort  Wayne  &  Chicago  Railroad 
Company  July  5,  1861,  the  deed  excepting  the  right  of  way  of  the  Michigan  Cen- 
tral and  New  Albany  &  Salem  Railroad  through  the  tract.  The  land  was  pur- 
chased to  be  used  as  a  brick-yard  during  the  construction  of  the  Northern  Prison. 
It  would  bring  a  fair  price  if  the  Legislature  Avould  authorize  its  sale.

tConveyed  to  the  State  by  Daniel  A.  Farley  to  indemnify  the  State  against 
losses  to  the  Swamp  Land  Fund  and  the  University  Land  Fund,  whicli  losses,  to 
the  amount  of  two  thousand  dollars,  had  occurred  through  defalcations  made  by 
said  Farley  while  Treasurer  of  Pulaski  County. 

These  tracts  were  appraised  at  $8  per  acre. 

All  the  above  described  tracts  were  appraised  and  oflfered  for  sale  under  the 
authority  of  an  act  approved  March  11,  1875,  but  found  no  purchasers. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  State  holds  title  to  the  following  described 
premises,  whicli  have  not  been  appraised  or  offered  for  sale: 

Lots  242  and  243,  in  E.  J.  Peck's  subdivision  of  the  south  part  of  out  lot  134, 
in  the  city  of  Indianapolis.  Conveyed  to  the  State  by  E.  J.  Peck  and  wife  in  con- 
sideration of  $40,  and  with  this  provision :  "  Said  lots  to  be  used  as  a  place  of  burial 
for  the  dead,  and  for  no  other  use  whatever,  and  if  otherwise  used,  then  to  be  for- 
feited to  the  original  proprietors,  their  heirs  or  assigns." 

The  west  half  of  the  northeast  quarter  of  section  26,  township  22,  north,  range 
7,  west  (except  4^  acres  in  the  southea«t  corTier\  situated  in  Fountain  County. 

This  tract  was  mortgaged  March  18,  1839,  by  Talman  Tripp,  to  secure  the 
payment  of  a  loan  of  $500  from  the  Indianapolis  fund,  under  the  authority  of  an 
act  supplemental  to  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  State  House,'"  approved 
February  2,  18SS.  It  was  forfeited  and  bid  in  by  the  State  June  20,  1840.  On 
January  9,  1841,  it  was  sold  on  credit  to  W.  S.  Palmer,  by  whom  it  was  likewise 
forfeited,  and  the  State  bid  it  in  again  November  11,  1843,  since  which  time  it  has 
belonged  to  the  State. 

This  tract  could  be  sold  at  a  fair  price  if  the  Legislature  would  authorize  such 
a  sale  to  be  made.

Below  is  given  a  list  of  the  lands  upon  which  are  erected  the 
various  public  buildings  and  institutions  of  the  State,  or  are 
reserved  from  sale  by  the  Constitution. 

State  House  Grounds. 

Squares  48  and  53  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis.  Square  53 
was  reserved  for  a  State  House  Building  when  the  city  was  laid 
out.  When  the  new  State  Capitol  was  authorized  to  be  built, 
the  State  acquired  title  to  the  north  half  of  square  48  by  grant 
from  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  and  by  purchase  from  W.  P.  and 
E.  P.  Gallup;  the  south  half  of  said  square  having  been  re- 
served from  sale. 

State  Buildings. 

Lot  1,  in  square  68,  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  upon  which 
is  located  the  building  formerly  used  for  State  offices.  The 
lot  was  reserved  by  the  State  for  a  Treasury  Building,  but  in 
1869  the  present  building  was  erected  thereon,  and  in  1877  the 
addition  to  the  south  end  was  built. 

Insane  Hospital. 

The  southwest  quarter  of  section  4,  in  township  15,  north  of 
range  3  east,  containing  160  acres  in  Marion  county,  conveyed 
to  the  State  by  Nathaniel  Bolton  and  wife  August  29,  1845 ; 
consideration,  $5,300.  Samuel  Goldsberry  and  wife  executed  a 
quit  claim  deed  to  the  same  tract  on  the  same  day.  Upon  this 
ground  is  located  the  Insane  Hospital  west  of  the  city  of  Indi- 
anapolis. 
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Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum  and  Female  Reformatory. 

The  west  half  of  the  northeast  quarter,  section  7,  in  township 
15,  north  range  4  east,  conveyed  to  the  State  by  John  L.  Moth- 
ershead  and  wife,  May  13,  1846 ;  consideration,  $2,725.  Also, 
all  that  part  of  the  west  half  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  section 
6,  in  township  15  north,  range  4  east,  which  lies  south  of  the 
National  road,  and  which  is  bounded  as  follows:  Commencing 
at  the  southeast  corner  of  said  half  quarter  section  of  land  and 
running  thence  north  to  the  National  road,  thence  along  said 
National  road  to  the  west  line  of  said  half  quarter  section  of 
land,  thence  south  to  the  southwest  corner  of  said  half  quarter 
section  of  land,  and  thence  east  to  the  place  of  beginning,  con- 
taining 4  acres  ;  conveyed  to  the  State  by  Isaac  N.  Phipps  and 
wife  and  John  B.  Phipps  and  wife.  May  13,  1846;  considera- 
tion, $275.  Upon  this  tract  is  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum. 
The  State  also  purchased  for  the  use  of  that  institution,  the  fol- 
lowing described  tract  of  land  :  All  that  portion  of  the  west 
half  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  6,  in  township  15  north, 
of  range  4  east,  not  heretofore  deeded  to  the  State  of  Indiana 
or  to  William  Willard,  the  same  being  36  acres,  more  or  less, 
oif  the  east  side  of  said  tract  of  land  lying  north  of  the  south 
line  of  National  road  (which  said  roads  runs  through  the  same), 
and  which  is  bounded  as  follows,  viz.:  Commencing  at  the 
northeast  corner  of  said  half  quarter  section  of  land,  running 
thence  west  39  rods,  more  or  less,  to  the  land  of  said  William 
Willard,  thence  south  to  the  south  side  of  said  National  road, 
thence  eastwardly  along  the  south  line  of  said  road  to  the  east 
line  of  said  half  quarter  section  of  land,  and  thence  north  to  the 
place  of  beginning;  conveyed  to  the  State  by  Isaac  N.  Phipps 
and  wife  and  John  B.  Phipps  and  wife,  February  19,  1850  ;  con- 
sideration, $3,000.  The  north  half  of  this  last  described  tract 
of  land  was  donated  to  the  State  for  the  Female  Reformatory, 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum,  and  was  selected 
by  the  Governor  for  that  purpose  under  the  authority  of  the 
act  authorizing  the  construction  of  that  institution,  and  said 
Reformatory  was  built  thereon. 
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Institute  for  the  Blind. 

Out-lots  5  and  36,  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  conveyed  to  the 
State  by  William  Spering  and  wife  and  Lewis  Laforgue,  Feb- 
ruary 26,  1847 ;  consideration,  $5,000.  The  Institute  for  the 
Blind  was  erected  upon  out-lot  5,  and  the  barn  and  boiler  house 
of  the  instituion  stands  on  the  south  end  of  out-lot  36. 

Reform  School  for  Boys.  » 

The  sputheast  quarter  of  section  34,  township  15  north,  range 
1  east,  excepting  about  one-fourth  of  an  acre,  it  being  that  part 
of  said  tract  which  lies  east  of  the  Mooresville  pike,  containing 
159|  acres,  conveyed  to  the  State  by  Robert  R.  Downard  and 
wife,  June  14,  1867 ;  consideration,  $12,800.  Also,  all  that  part 
of  section  34,  township  15  north,  range  1  east,  lying  west  of  the 
main /White  Lick  creek,  containing  sixty-one  and  thirty-two 
one-hundredth  acres,  except  about  three-fourths  of  an  acre  of 
said  tract  lying  north  of  the  National  road,  containing  57  acres  ; 
conveyed  to  the  State  by  John  Lawrence  and  wife,  June  14, 
1867 ;  consideration,  $8,500 ;  all  in  Hendricks  county. 

Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home. 

Beginning  at  the  northeast  corner  of  the  northwest  quarter 
of  section  10,  township  15  north,  range  9  east ;  thence  due 
south  along  the  east  side  of  said  quarter  160  rods  to  the  center 
corner  of  said  section,  thence  due  west  63  rods  to  the  center 
of  the  pike,  thence  north  30°  west  along  said  pike  58  rods  and

STATE  BANKS  OF  INDIANA 


Hon.  Bruce  Carr, 

Auditor  of  State: 

Herewith  is  presented  the  report  of  the  Examiner  of  the 
State  Banks  of  Indiana,  together  with  tabular  statement  of 
their  condition.  It  is  suggested  that  there  be  printed  with  the 
report  the  law  for  the  organization  and  government  of  State 
banks  for  information  of  those  who  are  interested. 

The  State  banks  of  Indiana  are  in  excellent  condition,  as  is 
shown  by  the  statements  filed  herewith,  setting  forth  fully  their 
assets,  resources  and  liabilities. 

There  have  been  organized  and  put  in  operation  in  Indiana 
five  new  State  banks  since  ray  last  report,  October  31,  1887,  as 
follows : 

The  Ripley  County  Bank,  at  Osgood,  capital $25,000 

The  Farmers'  and  Citizens'  Bank,  Farmland,  capital ..  27,750 

Citizens'  Bank,  Michigan  City,  capital 25,750 

Citizens'  State  Bank,  Rensselaer,  capital 30,000 

Citizens'  State  Bank,  Boswell,  capital 21,500 

Total $130,000 

There  are  four  other  new  banks  organized,  and  will  com- 
mence business  in  the  near  future. 

One  at  Knightstown  will  open  the  first  of  November. 

One  at  Bluffton  will  be  ready  for  business  probably  by  De- 
cember 1,  1888. 

One  at  Covington  is  organized  and  about  ready  to  commence 
business. 

One  at  Kewanna  will  be  ready  for  business  in  the  near  future. 
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It  is  very  evident  that  the  State  banking  system  is  becoming 
very  popular.  "When  these  are  all  in  operation  there  will  be 
more  than  forty.  The  Citizens'  Bank  of  llope  retired  from 
the  State  system  to  form  a  private  bank  last  year. 

The  business  of  banking  is  unlike  any  other,  especially  the 
receiving  of  deposits.  "When  purchases  are  made  in  the  store 
or  market,  a  fair  consideration  is  received  for  the  money  in- 
vested, but  when  money  is  deposited  in  a  bank  only  an  ac- 
knowledgment of  debt  is  given,  and  its  value  depends  upon  the 
financial  condition  of  the  institution  making  it. 

The  banker  deals  with  all  classes  of  citizens  and  has  made 
himself  a  necessity  in  every  community  where  any  considerable 
amount  of  business  is  done.  He  is  almost  as  necessary  to  the 
farmer  as  to  the  merchant.  He  is  sought  by  all  who  have  by 
frugality  saved  some  of  their  earnings,  as  one  who  offers  a  se- 
cure depository  for  that  which  they  have  provided  against  a 
rainy  day,  and  the  trader  who  uses  the  banker  as  his  business 
clerk. 

The  national  banking  system  is  popular  because  its  currency 
is  so  well  secured  that  its  redemption  is  almost  beyond  ques- 
tion, but  the  same  security  is  not  guaranteed  to  the  depositor, 
though  under  no  other  system  has  he  been  so  well  secured. 
This  security  to  depositors  by  the  national  bank  system  is 
mainly  through  official  examinations.  In  the  first  place  under 
the  National  Bank  Act,  it  is  provided  that  a  certain  amount  of 
capital  stock  must  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  before  an  associa- 
tion can  commence  banking  business,  and  it  is  also  provided  that 
a  further  amount  shall  be  set  aside  each  year  to  a  surplus  fund, 
which  together  with  the  capital  stock,  is  sacredly  pledged  to 
pay  the  debts  of  the  bank,  and  the  law  provides  against  its  im- 
pairment by  ample  restrictions.  In  addition  to  this  there  is  a 
personal  liability  of  the  stockholders  to  an  amount  in  addition 
equal  to  their  capital  stock. 

A  State  law  similar  to  the  l^ational  Bank  law  was  enacted 
some  fifteen  years  ago,  and  about  forty  banks  in  the  State  have 
been  organized  under  it.  They  have  been  uniformly  success- 
ful, and  no  failures  have  yet  occurred,  and  the  depositors  have 
been  paid  in  full. 

These  banks,  as  a  rule,  are  doing  a  good  business  and  pros- 
pering as  well  as  any  other  class  of  banks  in  the  State. 
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The  provisions  for  official  examination  under  the  State  law 
are  the  same  as  those  under  the  National  banking  law.  It 
would  be  well  to  make  the  word  "State"  a  part  of  the  name 
of  every  bank  doing  business  under  our  statutes,  thus  indi- 
cating that  it  has  been  organized  under  the  State  law  and  is 
subject  to  the  official  examination  which  it  provides.

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Savings  Banks. 

Herewith  is  submitted  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  each 
of  the  savings  banks  of  the  State  at  the  close  of  business  Oc- 
tober 31,  1888.  During  the  past  year  the  Peoples'  Savings 
Bank,  of  South  Bend,  has  wound  up  its  afiairs  and  retired 
from  business.  Every  depositor  was  paid  in  full  and  no  loss 
resulted  to  any  one.  The  reason  for  closing  the  bank  was  its 
failure  to  do  a  profitable  business.  While  it  was  honestly  and 
economieally  managed,  for  some  cause  it  failed  to  secure  the 
confidence  of  the  people.  Its  deposits  were  small,  and  conse- 
quently its  earning  capacity  limited. 

The  remaining  banks  are  in  a  prosperous  condition  and  their 
assets  in  good  shape.  But  very  little  paper  is  held  that  is 
not  good.  In  a  few  instances  there  has  been  a  laxity  in  com- 
pelling a  renewal  or  the  payment  of  overdue  paper,  but  the 
officers  have  promised  that  there  shall  be  no  more  delay  in 
closing  up  these  matters.  It  is  bad  policy  to  fail  to  enforce  the 
collection  of  paper  past  due,  that  is  collectible,  and  is  apt  to 
subject  the  trustees  to  charges  of  favoritism. 

As  now  managed,  carefully,  judiciously  and  successfully,  these 
institutions  are  of  great  advantage  to  the  communities  in  which 
they  are  located.  However,  the  trust  of  managing  these  insti- 
tutions is  one  of  great  responsibility,  requiring  a  high  order  of 
business  judgment  and  a  knowledge  of  the  value  of  securities. 
The  trustees  who  are  fitted  to  manage  these  banks  usually  have 
other  business  to  occupy  their  attention,  and  the  care  and  man- 
agement of  these  institutions  impose  additional  burdens  upon 
them,  while  the  compensation  permitted  by  the  Savings  Bank 
Act  is  merely  nominal.  As  it  requires  persons  well  qualified  to 
conduct  these  trusts,  they  should  be  adequately  compensated. 
This  portion  of  the  law  should  receive  the  consideration  of  the 
legislature.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  law  should  be  so 
amended  that  these  banks  shall  have  stock  equal  to  ten  per 
cent,  of  the  deposits,  the  stockholders  to  manage  the  institu- 
tions, and  the  stock  to  be  held  as  additional  security  to  the  de- 
positors to  protect  them  against  insecure  investments  of  their 
deposits.  This  would  give  the  managers  of  the  banks  a  direct 
interest  and  greater  responsibility  in  the  management,  and  the 
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dividends  on  the  stock  would  be  some  compensation  for  their 
services.  This  is  the  Iowa  law  on  the  subject,  and  it  has  oper- 
ated successfully. 

Another  matter  that  is  worthy  the  attention  of  the  legisla- 
ture is  the  disposition  of  the  surplus  fund.  These  reserved 
earnings  certainly  belong  to  the  depositors,  but  the  question 
arises,  how  are  they  to  be  distributed,  if  any  of  the  banks  should 
be  wound  up,  as  they  have  been  contributed  by  depositors  for 
many  years,  many  of  whom  have  ceased  to  be  so.  And  the 
amount  of  the  surplus  should  have  a  fixed  limit.  Under  the 
law  as  it  now  stands  a  surplus  equal  to  ten  per  cent,  of  the  de- 
posits must  be  accumulated,  but  the  trustees  may  increase  it  to 
twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  deposits. 

The  deposits  of  the  five  banks  now  doing  business  in  the 
State  aggregate  the  sum  of  $2,776,119.46,  an  increase  over  last 
year  of  $130,149.37.  The  surplus  fund  now  reaches  $195,693  00, 
an  increase  during  the  year  of  $13,134.67.  The  number  of  de- 
positors is  now  11,606,  against  11,205  a  year  ago.  There  is  cash 
on  hand,  or  in  bank  subject  to  call,  $406,596.70.

Any  number  of  per- 
sons, not  less  than  five,  may  form  themselves  into  a  corporation, 
as  a  bank  of  discount  and  deposit,  with  such  rights  and  pow- 
ers as  are  named  in  this  act,  by  complying  with  the  following 
requirements:  They  shall  unite  in  articles  of  association  set- 
ting forth — 

First.     The  name  assumed  by  such  association. 

Second.  The  place  where  it  is  to  be  located  and  its  opera- 
tions as  a  bank  of  discount  and  deposit  are  to  be  carried  on 
and  its  business  conducted,  designating  the  county,  and  city  or 
town. 

Ihird.  The  amount  of  its  capital  stock ;  which  shall  not  be 
less  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  which  shall  be  di- 
vided into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

Fourth.  The  names  and  places  of  residence  of  the  sharehold- 
ers, and  the  number  of  shares  held  by  each. 

Fifth.  The  n'umber  of  directors  of  the  association,  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  three. 

The  articles  of  association  shall  be  signed  by  the  shareholders. 
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2685.  Directors.  2.  After  the  articles  of  association  are 
completed  and  signed  by  the  shareholders  representing  the 
amount  of  the  capital  stock  designated  therein,  said  share- 
holders may  proceed  to  the  election  of  the  number  of  directors 
named  in  said  articles  of  association  by  ballot ;  who  shall  serve 
one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
And  the  directors  so  elected  shall,  before  entering  upon  their 
duties,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will  faithfully  and 
honestl}^  discharge  their  duties  as  such. 

2686.  President  and  Cashier.  3.  The  directors  shall  elect 
one  of  their  number  president,  and  shall  also  elect  or  appoint 
a  cashier.  The  president  and  cashier  shall  each  take  an  oath 
or  affirmation  that  he  will  faithfully  and  honestly  discharge  his 
duties.  And  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  require  of  the  pres- 
ident and  cashier  to  execute  separate  bonds,  with  sureties,  in 
such  sums  as  they  may  deem  proper,  conditioned  that  they  will 
honestly  and  faithfully  discharge  their  several  duties  as  such 
officers  (which  said  bond  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  Secretary 
of  State  for  the  benefit  of  stockholders  and  creditors  of  such 
bank)  during  their  continuance  in  office.  A  copy  of  the  arti- 
cles of  association,  certified  by  the  president  and  cashier  to  be 
a  full,  true,  and  correct  copy  of  the  original,  shall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  who 
shall  file  and  carefully  preserve  the  same  in  his  office.  Copies 
of  such  articles  of  association  and  certificates,  duly  certified  by 
the  Secretary  of  State,  and  authenticated  by  his  seal  of  office, 
shall  be  legal  and  sufficient  evidence  in  all  courts  of  the  exist- 
ence of  such  association,  and  of  every  matter  or  thing  which 
could  be  proved  by  the  production  of  the  original. 

1.  The  cashier  is,  prima  facie,  the  agent  of  the  bank,  to  manage  its  funds  and 
securities;  and  a  purchaser  in  good  faith  of  a  negotiable  security  held  by  the  bank, 
and  indorsed  by  the  cashier,  as  such,  can  hold  the  bank  as  indorser. — Bank  v. 
Wheeler,  21  Ind.  90. 

2687.  Corporate  powers.  4.  Every  association  formed  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  from  the  date  of  filing 
of  such  certified  copy  of  its  articles  of  association  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  be  a  body  corporate,  but  shall  trans- 
act no  business  except  such  as  shall  be  preliminary  and  incident 
to  its  organization,  until  at  least  fifty  per  cent,  of  its  whole 
capital  stock  has  been  actually  paid  in,  and  a  certificate  of  that 
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fact  by  the  president  and  cashier,  under  oath  or  affirmation^ 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  Such  association 
shall  have  power  to  adopt  a  corporate  seal,  and  shall  have  suc- 
cession by  the  name  designated  in  its  articles  of  association ; 
and  by  such  name  it  may  make  contracts,  sue,  and  be  sued, 
complain  and  defend  in  any  court  of  law  and  equity,  as  fully  as 
natural  persons;  and  may  exercise,  under  this  act,  all  the  pow- 
ers incidental  and  proper,  or  which  may  be  necessary  and  usual 
in  carrying  on  the  business  of  banking  as  a  bank  of  discount 
and  deposit ;  may  receive  deposits,  buy  and  sell  exchange,  gold 
and  silver  coin  and  bullion ;  and  may  loan  money,  negotiate, 
sell,  and  guaranty  such  loans,  and  promissory  notes,  bonds, 
drafts,  bills  of  exchange,  and  other  evidences  of  debt,  and  any 
securities  thereof;  and  may  become  and  act  as  the  trustee  for  the 
same  as  fully  as  private  persons  may ;  but  no  such  association 
shall  issue  notes,  bills,  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  in  the 
form  or  similitude  of  bank-notes,  and  intended  to  circulate  as 
bank-notes  or  bills  or  as  money.  And  such  association  may 
contract  for,  charge,  take,  reserve,  and  receive  on  loans  and 
discounts  the  highest  rates  of  interest  allowed  by  the  law  of 
this  State  to  be  contracted  for,  taken,  and  received  by  indi- 
viduals. 

1.  A  bank  may,  but  ia  not  bound  to,  pay  a  deposit  or  upon  oral  direction  or 
request. — McEwen  v.  Davis,  89  Ind.  109. 

2.  A  bank  can  only  apply  a  special  deposit  to  the  purpose  directed  by  the  de- 
positor.— Wilson  V.  Dawson,  52  Ind.  513. 

3.  A  bank  receiving  a  claim  for  collection  is  liable  for  any  neglect  by  which 
indorsers  are  discharged. — Am.  Ex.  Co.  v.  Haire,  21  Ind.  4. 

4.  A  bank  check  need  not  be  protested  on  non-payment,  but  notice  should  be 
given  to  drawer. — GrifBu  v.  Kemp,  46  Ind.  172.

2688.  Election  and  duties  of  directoes.  5.  Every  such  asso- 
ciation shall  elect  a  Board  of  Directors,  annually,  at  such  time 
as  may  be  designated  by  the  first  Board  of  Directors  thereof  or 
specified  in  its  by-laws ;  and  at  all  elections  of  directors  each 
shareholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock 
held  by  him.     Each  director  so  elected  shall  serve  one  year  and 
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until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified  ;  and,  before  enter- 
ing upon  his  duties, shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will 
honestly  and  faithfully  discharge  his  duties  an  such  during  his 
continuance  in  office.  Shareholders  may  vote  by  proxies  duly 
authorized  in  writing;  but  no  officer,  clerk,  teller,  or  book- 
keeper of  such  association  shall  act  as  proxy.  The  Board  of 
Directors  may  make  and  establish,  from  time  to  time,  such  by- 
laws as  may  be  deemed  proper,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act, 
for  the  regulation  and  transaction  of  its  business,  holding  elec- 
tions for  directors,  the  manner  in  which  its  stock  shall  be  trans- 
ferred on  the  books  of  the  association,  and  the  manner  of  ap- 
pointing officers  and  agents  thereof.  Such  association  may, 
from  time  to  time,  appoint,  beside  the  president  and  cashier, 
such  other  officers,  tellers,  clerks,  and  agents  as  maybe  deemed 
proper  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  and  define  their  pow- 
ers and  duties,  and  remove  them  at  pleasure.  The  directors  shall 
meet  at  least  once  a  mouth,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  acts 
and  proceedings.  The  general  business  of  the  association  shall 
be  under  the  control  and  management  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
who  shall  cause  all  proper  books  to  be  kept  of  the  transactions 
and  business  of  the  association  such  as  are  used  in  banks;  and 
such  books  shall,  at  all  times,  be  subject  to  examination  and 
inspection  by  any  stockholders  of  the  association. 

26fc9.  Who  ineligible  as  directors.  6.  No  person  who  is  not 
the  owner,  in  his  own  right,  of  at  least  five  shares  of  the  capi- 
tal-stock of  such  association  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  as  a  di- 
rector; and  it  any  person,  while  holding  the  office  of  director, 
shall  transfer  his  stock,  and  thereby  become  the  owner  of  less 
thanfive  shares,  his  office  as  director  shall,  from  the  date  thereof, 
terminate,  and  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  di- 
rectors by  appointment,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  serve 
until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  At  least  ten  days' 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  all  elections  of  directors, 
except  the  first,  shall  be  given  to  the  stockholders,  either  by 
personal  notice  in  writing  or  by  publication  in  a  w^eekly  news- 
paper, if  any  be  published  in  the  county  in  which  the  associa- 
tion is  located. 

2690.  Stock  Payments.  7.  At  least  fifty  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  capital  stock  of  the  association  shall  be  paid  in  before 
commencing  business,  as  provided  in  section  four  [§2687],  and 
the  residue  shall  be  paid  within  six  months  thereafter,  and  may 
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be  required  in  sucli  installments,  within  that  period,  as  the  di- 
rectors may  determine.  If  any  person  shall  fail  to  pay  any  in- 
stallment due  on  his  capital-stock  when  so  required,  the  Board 
of  Directors  may  proceed  to  collect  the  same  by  suit  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  ;  or  they  may  sell  the  stock  of 
such  delinquent  stockholders  at  public  auction,  having  given 
three  weeks'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  sale  by  pub- 
lication in  a  newspaper  published  in  •the  city,  town,  or  county 
in  which  the  association  is  located  (and  if  no  newspaper  be 
published  in  such  county,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  near- 
est thereto),  to  any  person  who  will  pay  the  highest  price  there- 
for, and  not  less  than  the  amount  due  thereon,  with  the  expenses 
of  advertising  and  sale;  and  the  excess,  if  any,  shall  be  paid  to 
the  delinquent  shareholder.  The  capital-stock  of  such  associa- 
tion shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and  treated  as  such.

2691.  Stock — Increase  and  reduction.  8.  The  capital- stock 
of  such  association  may  be  increased  by  a  vote  of  the  share- 
holders owning  two-thirds  of  the  capital,  a  certificate  of  which 
shall  be  made  and  recorded  on  the  records  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors; and  a  certified  copy  thereof,  with  the  signatures  of  the 
president  and  cashier  of  the  association,  shall  be  filed  in  the 
ofiBLce  of  the  Secretary  of  State;  but  such  increased  stock  shall 
be  paid  in  at  the  time  it  is  subscribed.  And  whenever  such 
association  proposes  to  reduce  its  capital-stock,  notice  thereof 
must  first  be  given  to  the  shareholders  and  depositors,  by  pub- 
lication for  three  weeks  successively  in  some  weekly  newspaper 
of  general  circulation,  printed  and  published  in  the  county 
where  the  business  of  such  association  is  conducted.  Such  notice 
shall  name  a  time  and  place  when  and  where  the  matter  of  re- 
duction shall  be  acted  upon.  At  the  time  and  place  named, 
such  capital-stock  may  be  reduced  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  shareholders  present  (representing  two-thirds  of  the  capital- 
stock)  at  such  meeting  voting  in  favor  thereof,  and  by  the  writ- 
ten assent  of  a  majority  of  all  the  directors.  No  such  reduction 
shall  be  made  until  the  Auditor  of  State  has  been  notified,  be- 
fore the  call  for  such  meeting,  by  such  association,  of  the  pro- 
posed reduction;  and  when  so  notified,  he  shall  cause  an  exam- 
ination to  be  made,  immediately,  of  the  books,  property,  effects, 
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and  liabilities  of  such  association,  and  may  also  examine  its 
officers  under  oath.  From  the  result  of  such  examination,  he 
shall  determine  the  value,  in  his  judgment,  of  such  property 
and  effects  above  the  debts  and  liabilities,  and  certify  the  same 
in  writing;  and  the  amount  so  certified  shall  be  presented  and 
read  to  the  shareholders  present  at  such  called  meeting.  No 
reduction  shall  be  allowable  which  will  reduce  the  capital  of 
the  association  below  the  amount  so  certified  by  the  Auditor  of 
State;  neither  shall  the  capital  stock  be  reduced  at  any  time 
below  the  amount  fixed  by  this  act.

2692.  Surplus — Dividends.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  to  set  apart  and  retain  ten  per  centum  of 
the  annual  net  profits  of  the  business  of  such  association  as  a 
surplus  fund,  until  the  same  shall  amount  to  twenty-five  per 
centum  of  its  capital  stock.  The  directors  of  any  association 
may  semi-annually  declare  a  dividend  of  so  much  of  the  net 
profits  of  the  association  as  they  shall  judge  expedient,  first 
deducting  therefrom  the  one-tenth  part  thereof,  to  be  carried 
to  the  surplus  fund.  But  neither  the  association  nor  any  mem- 
ber thereof  shall,  during  the  time  it  shall  continue  its  banking 
operations,  withdraw,  or  permit  to  be  withdrawn,  any  portion 
of  its  capital,  either  in  the  form  of  dividends  or  otherwise. 
And  if  losses  shall,  at  any  time,  have  been  sustained  by  any 
such  association,  equal  to  or  exceeding  its  undivided  profits 
then  on  hand,  no  dividend  shall  be  made  ;  and  no  dividend  shall 
ever  be  made  by  any  association  while  it  shall  continue  its 
banking  operations  to  an  amount  greater  than  its  net  profits 
then  on  hand,  deducting  therefrom  its  losses  and  bad  debts. 
And  all  debts  due  to  any  association,  on  which  interest  is  past 
due  for  a  period  of  six  months,  unless  the  same  shall  be  well 
secured,  shall  be  considered  bad  debts  within  the  meaning  of 
this  act. 

2693.  List  of  stockholders.  10.  The  president  and  cashier 
of  every  such  association  shall  cause  to  be  kept,  at  all  t'mes, 
a  full  and  correct  list  of  the  names  and  residences  of  all  share- 
holders in  the  association,  and  the  number  of  shares  held  by 
each,  in  the  oflice  where  its  business  is  transacted;  and  such 
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list  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  all  the  shareholders  and 
creditors  of  the  association  and  the  officers  authorized  to  assess 
taxes  under  the  authority  of  the  State. 

2694.  Liquidation.  11.  Any  such  association  may  go  into 
liquidation  and  be  closed,  by  a  vote  of  its  shareholders  owning 
two-thirds  of  its  stock.  And  when  such  vote  shall  be  taken, 
it  shall  be  recorded  on  the  record-book  of  the  association,  and 
notice  thereof  given  by  publication  for  at  least  three  successive 
weeks  in  a  weekly  newspaper  published  in  the  city,  town  or 
county  where  the  association  is  located,  if  any;  and  if  there  be 
no  such  newspaper  published  in  the  cQunt}^,  then  the  notice 
shall  be  published  in  a  weekly  newspaper  nearest  thereto.  And 
after  such  vote  shall  be  taken,  no  dividend  of  profits  or  of  the 
capital  shall  be  made  to  the  stockholders,  nor  any  part  of  the 
capital  withdrawn  by  nor  paid  to  the  shareholders,  in  any  man- 

,  ner  whatever,  until  all  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  associa- 
tion of  every  kind  are  fully  paid. 

2695.  Purchase  of  real  estate,  12.  It  shall  be  lawful  for 
any  association  organized  under  this  act  to  purchase,  hold  and 
convey  real  estate  as  follows: 

First.  Such  as  shall  be  necessary  for  its  immediate  accom- 
modation in  the  transaction  of  its  business. 

Second.  Such  as  shall  be  mortgaged  to  it  in  good  faith,  by 
way  of  security  for  debts. 

Third.  Such  as  shall  be  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of 
debts  previously  contracted  in  the  course  of  its  dealings. 

Fourth.  Such  as  it  shall  purchase  at  sales  under  judgments, 
decrees,  or  mortgages  held  by  such  association,  or  shall  pur- 
chase to  secure  debts  due  to  said  association. 

Such  association  shall  not  purchase  or  hold  real  estate  in  any 
other  case  or  for  any  other  purpose  than  as  specified  in  this 
section,  nor  shall  it  hold  the  possession  of  any  real  estate  under 
mortgage,  nor  hold  the  title  and  possession  of  any  real  estate 
purchased  to  secure  any  debts  to  it,  for  a  longer  period  than 
five  years. 

2696.  Liability  of  stockholders.  13.  The  shareholders  of 
each  association  formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  held  individually  responsible  for  all  contracts,  debts  and  en- 
gagements of  such  association,  made,  contracted,  or  incurred 
during  the  time  such  persons  were  the  owners  of  a  portion  of 
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the  stock  of  such  association,  to  the  extent  of  the  amount  of 
their  stock  therein,  at  the  par  value  thereof,  inaddition  to  the 
amount  invested  in  such  shares. 

2G97.  What  transfers  void.  14.  All  transfers  of  notes, 
bonds,  bills  of  exchange,  and  other  evidences  of  debt  owing 
to  any  association,  or  of  deposits  to  its  credit;  all  assignments 
of  mortgages,  sureties  on  real  estate,  or  of  judgments  or  de- 
crees in  its  favor;  all  deposits  of  money,  bullion,  or  other  valu- 
ble  thing  to  its  use,  or  for  the  use  of  any  of  its  shareholders  or 
creditors ;  and  all  payments  of  money  to  either,  made  after 
the  commission  of  an  act  of  insolvency,  or  in  contemplation 
thereof,  with  a  view  to  prevent  the  application  of  its  assets  to 
the  proper  payment  of  its  just  liabilities,  or  with  a  view  to  the 
preference  of  one  creditor  to  another — shall  be  utterly  null  and 
void. 

2G98.  Number  of  directors.  15'.  The  number  of  directors 
in  any  such  association  may  be  increased  or  diminished  by  a 
Vote  of  the  shareholders  owning  two-thirds  of  the  stock,  at  any 
regular  annual  meeting  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  electing  di- 
rectors ;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  number  of  directors  be  less 
than  three  nor  more  than  nine.  If  from  any  cause,  an  election 
of  directors  shall  not  be  made  at  the  time  appointed,  the  asso- 
ciation shall  not,  for  that  cause,  be  dissolved,  but  an  election 
may  be  held  on  any  subsequent  day,  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  holding  the  same  being  given  as  required  in  section 
six[§  2689]. 

2699.  Annual  statements.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
president  and  cashier  of  every  association  organized  under  this 
act,  to  annually  make  out  a  sworn  statement  of  the  financial 
condition  of  such  association,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  pub- 
lished for  two  weeks  in  a  newspaper  printed  and  published  in 
the  county  where  such  association  has  its  principal  place  of 
business,  if  a  newspaper  be  printed  in  such  county ;  if  no  paper 
be  printed  in  such  county,  then  they  shall  cause  such  statement 
to  be  published  in  a  newspaper  printed  nearest  to  the  place 
where  such  association  has  its  principal  oflice. 

2700.  Penalties.  17.  Any  person  who  shall  fail  or  refuse 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  and  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars.

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2701.  Examinations.  18.  The  Auditor  of  State,  with  the 
approbation  of  the  Governor,  as  often  as  shall  be  deemed  neces- 
sary or  proper,  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person  or  persons  to 
make  an  examination  of  the  affairs  of  every  banking  associa- 
tion under  this  act ;  which  person  shall  not  be  a  director  or 
other  officer  in  any  association  whose  affairs  he  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  examine,  and  who  shall  have  power  to  make  a 
thorough  examination  into  all  the  affairs  of  the  association,, 
and,  in  doing  so,  to  examine  any  of  the  officers  and  agents 
thereof  on  oath,  and  shall  make  a  full  and  detailed  report  of 
the  condition  of  the  association  to  the  Auditor  ;  and  the  asso- 
ciation shall  not  be  subject  to  any  other  visitorial  powers  thatt 
such  as  are  authorized  by  this  act,  except  such  as  are  vested  in 
the  several  courts  of  this  State.  And  every  person  appointed 
to  make  such  examination  shall  receive  for  his  services  at  the 
rate  of  five  dollars  for  each  day  by  him  employed  in  such  ex- 
amination, and  two  dollars  for  every  twenty-five  miles  he  shall 
necessarily  travel  in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  which  shall 
be  paid  by  the  association  by  him  examined. 

2702.  Reports.  19.  Every  association  formed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  make  to  the  Auditor  of  State  not 
less  than  five  reports  during  each  and  every  year,  according  to 
the  form  which  may  be  prescribed  by  him,  verified  by  the  oath 
or  affirmation  of  the  president,  cashier,  or  other  managing 
a'gent  of  such  association;  which  report  shall  exhibit  in  detail 
and  under  appropriate  heads,  the  resources  and  liabilities  of 
the  association  at  the  close  of  business  on  any  past  day  to  be 
by  him  specified;  and  shall  transmit  such  report  to  the  said 
Auditor  within  five  days  after  the  receipt  of  a  request  or  requi- 
sition therefor  from  him ;  and  the  report  of  each  association, 
above  required,  in  the  same  form  in  which  it  is  made  to  the 
Auditor,  shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
place  where  such  association  is  established,  or,  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  in  the  place,  then  in  one  published  nearest  thereto 
in  the  same  county  or  an  adjoining  county,  at  the  expense  of 
the  association  ;  and  such  proof  of  publication  shall  be  furnished 
as  may  be  required  by  the  said  Auditor.  And  the  said  Audi- 
tor shall  have  power  to  call  for  special  reports  from  any  par- 
ticular association,  whenever,  in  his  judgment,  the  same  shall 
be  necessary  in  order  to  a  full  and  complete  knowledge  of  its 
condition.     Any  association  failing  to  make  and  transmit  any 
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such  report  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars for  each  day,  after  live  days,  that  such  bank  shall  delay  to 
make  and  transmit  any  such  report  as  aforesaid,  to  be  recov- 
ered in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  in  an  action  instituted 
by  the  Auditor  of  State  on  the  relation  of  the  State  of  Indiana  ; 
and  when  so  recovered,  shall  be  placed  in  the  treasury  of  the 
State  on  account  of  the  s^eneral  fund.

2703.  How  Organized.  1.  Any  number  of  persons,  being 
voters  of  this  State,  not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  twenty- 
one,  who  shall  have  been  citizens  of  the  county  where  they 
then  reside  for  at  least  five  years  then  next  preceding,  and  who 
shall  severally  own  unincumbered  real  estate  therein  worth  at 
least  five  thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of  perishable  improve- 
ments, may  associate  themselves  together  for  the  purpose  of 
organizing  and  managing  a  savings  bank  iu  such  county,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  as  a  body  politic 
and  corporate. 
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2704.  Certificate.  2.  Such  persons  shall  execute  a  certifi- 
cate under  their  hands  and  seals,  in  which  shall  be  set  forth — 

First.     The  name  assumed  by  such  association. 

Second.  The  name  of  the  town  or  city  in  which  the  associa- 
tion is  to  be  located  and  its  business  carried  on. 

Third.  The  name,  residence,  occupation,  and  postofBce  ad- 
dress of  each  member  of  such  association. 

Fourth.  A  declaration  that  each  member  of  such  association 
will  accept  the  responsibilities  and  faithfully  discharge  the 
duties  of  a  trustee  thereof. 

2705.  Execution  and  Recording  of  Certificate.  3.  Such 
certificate  shall  be  executed  in  duplicate,  and  be  duly  acknowl- 
edged before  the  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county 
wherein  such  association  is  located ;  which  Judge  shall  make 
diligent  inquiry,  and,  if  necessary,  hear  proof  of  the  qualifica- 
tions of  the  persons  executing  said  certificate,  and  if  satisfied 
that  they  are  duly  qualified  as  required  by  section  one  of  this 
act  [§  2703],  and  are  in  all  respects  suitable  persons  to  be  in- 
trusted with  the  management  of  a  savings  bank,  he  shall 
certify  such  acknowledgment  and  such  facts  as  to  the  qualifi- 
cations and  fitness  of  said  persons  upon  said  certificate,  one 
copy  of  which  shall,  thereupon,  within  thirty  days,  be  recorded 
in  the  ofiice  of  the  Recorder  of  said  county,  and  the  other  shall 
be  filed  in  the  oifice  of  the  Auditor  of  State  ;  whereupon  said 
persons  and  their  lawfully  appointed  successors  shall  be  author- 
ized as  a  corporation  to  open  and  conduct  a  savings  bank  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

270d.  Forfeiture  of  Rights.  4.  Any  savings  bank  so  in- 
corporated that  shall  not  organize  fully  and  commence  business 
within  one  year  after  the  filing  and  recording  of  said  certifi- 
cate, as  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  shall  forfeit  all  its 
rights  and  privileges  as  such  corporation. 

2707.  First  Trustees.  5.  The  persons  named  in  the  cer- 
tificate aforesaid  shall  be  the  first  trustees  of  such  corporation, 
and  shall  have  the  entire  management  and  control  of  the  af- 
fairs thereof,  subject  to  the  provisions  herein  contained  and  the 
laws  of  the  State. 

2708.  Vacancies.  6.  Whenever  any  trustee  shall  die,  re- 
move from  the  county  where  such  savings  bank  is  located,  be- 
come insolvent  or  incapacitated  for  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
or  fail  for  nine  successive  months  to  attend  the  regular  meetings 
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of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  shall  borrow,  directly  or  indirectly, 
any  of  the  funds  of  such  bank,  or  become  surety  for  any  bor- 
rower thereof,  a  vacancy  shall  thereby  be  created,  and  a  succes- 
sor shall  be  elected  by  the  residue  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  by 
ballot,  at  any  regular  meeting  thereof,  or  at  a  special  meeting 
of  which  all  the  remaining  members  of  the  board  shall  have 
notice,  provided  that  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  legal  num- 
ber of  trustees  of  such  bank  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice  of 
such  successor,  who  shall  possess  all  the  qualifications  required 
for  the  original  trustees. 

2709.  Judge  Appoints  Trustee,  when.  7.  In  case  of  a 
failure  of  any  savings  bank  to  till  any  vacancy  in  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  three  months  after  the  same  occurs,  said  Judge 
shall,  upon  the  written  request  of  any  two  trustees,  or  of  any 
tive  depositors  in  said  bank,  appoint  a  person  duly  qualified  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

2710.  Certificate  of  Fitness.  8.  Every  trustee,  elected  or 
appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy,  shall,  before  he  is  authorized  to 
enter  upon  his  duties,  procure  from  said  Judge  a  certificate  of 
qualification  and  fitness  as  provided  in  section  three  [§  2705] ; 
which  certificate  shall  forthwith  be  recorded  in  the  journal  of 
the  proceedings  of  such  bank,  and  then  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  Auditor  of  State. 

2711.  Officers  and  Agents.  9.  The  trustees  of  every  sav- 
ings bank  shall  elect  from  their  number  a  president  and  one  or 
more  vice  presidents,  and  may  also  choose  from  their  number, 
or  otherwise,  such  other  officers  or  agents  as  they  may  deem 
expedient  to  conduct  the  business  thereof;  which  several  offi- 
cers shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year  and  until 
their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified. 

2712.  By-laws.  10.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  every  sav- 
ings bank  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  make  such 
by- laws,  rules,  and  regulations  as  they  may  think  proper,  con- 
sistent with  the  laws  of  this  State,  for  the  election  of  officers, 
for  prescribing  their  powers  and  duties  and  the  manner  of  dis- 
charging the  same,  for  the  appointment  and  prescribing  of  the 
duties  of  committees,  and  generally  for  transacting  the  business 
of  the  corporation ;  and  a  copy  of  said  by-laws,  rules,  and 
regulations  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  who 
shall  be  notified  of  any  amendment  or  change  therein. 
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2713.  Quorum.  11.  A  quorum  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
any  savings  bank  shall  not  be  less  than  five,  of  whom  the  Presi- 
dent or  a  Vice  President  shall  be  one  ;  but  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  trustees,  in  their  by-laws,  to  provide  for  a  larger  quorum; 
and  where  such  quorum  shall  be  nine  trustees  or  more,  it  may 
be  composed  without  the  attendance  of  a  President  or  a  Vice 
President ;  but  when  the  number  of  trustees  is  fifteen  or  more, 
the  quorum  shall  not  be  less  than  seven,  with  a  President  or  a 
Vice  President  in  attendance. 

2714.  Reduction  of  NuxMber.  12.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
trustees  of  any  savings  bank,  by  a  resolution  to  be  incorporated 
in  their  by-laws,  to  reduce  the  number  of  the  trustees  as  pro- 
vided in  section  one  [§  2703]  to  a  number  not  less  than  the 
minimum  prescribed  therein ;  and  thereafter,  as  vacancies  oc- 
cur, the  same  shall  not  be  filled  until  the  number  is  reduced  to 
such  minimum  or  to  such  other  number  as  the  Board,  in  such 
resolution,  shall  designate. 

2715.  Meetings.  13.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  be  held  as  often  as  once  in  three  months ;  and 
they  may  provide,  in  their  by-laws,  for  more  frequent  regular 
meetings  and  for  the  calling  of  special  meetings.  Minutes  of 
the  proceedings  of  each  meeting  shall  be  kept  in  a  record  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose. 

2716.  Officers'  Bonds.  14.  The  trustees  of  every  savings 
bank  shall  require  from  the  ofiicers  and  agents  of  the  corpora- 
tion such  security  for  their  fidelity  and  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties  as  they  shall  deem  necessary;  and  every  ofiicer 
or  agent  of  such  savings  bank  who,  by  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions thereof,  is  to  have  direct  custody  or  control  of  the  funds 
thereof,  shall,  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  execute,  with 
one  or  more  freehold  sureties  to  be  approved  by  said  Judge,  an 
undertaking  in  such  sums  as  said  Judge  may  determine,  pay- 
able to  the  State  of  Indiana  for  the  use  of  such  savings  bank 
or  any  creditor  thereof  or  depositor  therein,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as  such  officer  or  agent,  and 
for  the  payment  of  any  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  his  will- 
ful misconduct  or  neglect ;  which  undertaking  shall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county 
wherein  such  bank  is  situated. 

2717.  Perquisites  Forbidden.  15.  No  trustee  of  any  sav- 
ings bank  shall  directly  or  indirectly  receive,  for  his  services  or 
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otherwise,  any  pay  or  emolument  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided ;  and  no  trustee,  officer,  or  agent  of  any  savings  bank 
shall  directly  or  indirectly,  for  himself  or  as  the  partner  or 
agent  of  others,  borrow  any  of  the  funds  of  such  savings  bank 
or  its  deposits,  or  in  any  manner  use  the  same,  except  to  pay 
necessary  expenses,  or  to  make  investments,  or  to  deposit  for 
safety,  as  directed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees;  nor  shall  any 
trustee,  officer,  or  agent  of  any  savings  bank  be  an  indorser  or 
surety  for  loans  to  others,  nor  in  any  manner  be  an  obligor  for 
moneys  loaned  by  such  savings  bank;  nor  shall  any  trustee, 
officer,  or  agent  receive,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  commission 
or  reward  for  procuring  a  loan  from  such  savings  bank,  or  for 
selling  to  such  savings  bank  any  note,  mortgage,  chose  in  ac- 
tion, or  property  of  any  kind  whatever. 

2718.  Deposits.  16.  Every  savings  bank  shall  be  authorized 
to  receive  on  deposit  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  that  may  be 
offered  for  that  purpose  by  any  person  or  persons,  or  by  any 
religious  or  charitable  corporations  or  societies,  or  that  may  be 
ordered  to  be  deposited  by  any  Court  of  this  State,  and  to  in- 
vest the  same,  and  declare,  credit,  and  pay  dividends  thereon, 
as  hereinafter  authorized,  and  not  otherwise  :  Provided^  That 
such  savings  bank  shall  not  be  compelled  to  receive  sums  less 
than  one  dollar  or  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  in  any  one 
year,  from  any  one  depositor,  unless  provision  therefor  be  made 
in  the  by-laws  thereof.

2719.  Repayment  of  Deposits.  17.  The  sums  so  deposited 
shall  be  re-paid  to  each  depositor  or  his  legal  or  authorized  rep- 
resentatives, when  required  by  him  or  by  them,  but  at  such 
times,  and  with  such  dividends  from  profits,  and  under  such 
regulations,  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  prescribe,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  Act;  which  regulations  shall 
be  put  and  kept  up  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  the  room 
where  the  business  of  the  savings-bank  shall  be  transacted,  and 
shall  not  be  altered  so  as  to  atiect  any  deposits  which  shall  have 
been  made  previous  to  such  alteration,  until  after  notice  to  the 
person  making  the  deposit  so  to  be  affected  :  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  in  order  to  prevent  loss  to  the  depositor  by  enforced 
sales  of  considerable  amounts  of   securities   below  their  par 
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value,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees,  in  their  discretion,  to 
require  a  notice  of  one  week,  before  the  withdrawal  of  any  part 
of  any  deposit  of  more  than  ten  dollars  and  not  exceeding  a 
hundred  dollars;  of  two  weeks,  before  the  withdrawal  of  any 
part  of  any  deposit  of  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  and  not 
exceeding  live  hundred  dollars ;  of  three  weeks,  before  the 
withdrawal  of  any  part  of  any  deposit  of  more  than  five  hund- 
red dollars  and  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  ;  of  thirty 
days,  before  the  withdrawal  of  any  part  of  any  deposit  of  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars  and  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dol- 
lars ;  of  sixty  days,  before  the  withdrawal  of  any  part  of  any 
deposit  of  more  than  two  thousand  dollars  and  not  exceeding 
three  thousand  dollars;  and  of  ninety  days,' before  the  with- 
drawal of  any  part  of  any  deposit  of  over  three  thousand  dol- 
lars ;  but  in  any  case  where  a  deposit  has  been  made  for  a 
definite  time,  no  notice  for  a  withdrawal  at  the  expiration 
thereof  shall  be  necessary,  unless  the  depositor  fail  to  withdraw 
the  same  within  ten  days  :  And,  Provided,  further,  That  if  at 
any  time,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Auditor  of  State,  any  savings 
bank  is  solvent  and  doing  business  according  to  law,  and  that 
it  is  necessary,  in  order  to  prevent  a  run  on  such  bank,  and  also 
to  prevent  loss  and  sacrifice  to  the  depositors,  the  trustees  of 
such  bank  may,  by  and  with  the  written  consent  of  such  Audi- 
tor, make  any  and  all  changes  deemed  necessary  in  regard  to 
the  notices  which  are  above  required  to  be  given  by  the  deposi- 
tors for  the  withdrawal  of  their  deposits,  and  also  extend  the 
time  that  notices  shall  be  given  by  the  depositors,  for  the  with- 
drawal of  any  and  all  deposits,  to  any  period  of  time  not  ex- 
ceeding six  months.

2720.  Deposits  by  aliens,  infants,  or  females.  18.  When- 
ever any  deposit  shall  be  made  in  a  savings  bank  by  an  alien, 
minor,  or  a  female  being  or  thereafter  becoming  a  married 
woman,  the  same  shall  be  held  for  the  exclusive  right  and  ben- 
efit of  such  depositor,  free  from  the  control  or  lien  of  all  persons 
except  creditors,  and  shall  be  repaid,  with  the  dividends  thereon, 
to  the  person  making  the  deposit ;  and  the  receipt  or  acquit- 
tance of  such  alien,  minor,  or  female,  shall  be  a  sufficient  re- 
lease and  discharge  to  the  corporation  for  such  deposit.

2721.  Investments.  19.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Trustees 
of  any  savings  bank  to  invest  the  money  deposited  therein  only 
as  follows,  to-wit : 

JFirst.  In  the  stocks  or  bonds  or  Treasury  notes  of  the  United 
States. 

Second.     In  the  stocks  or  bonds  of  this  State. 

Third.  In  the  orders  or  bonds  of  any  county,  city,  or  town 
in  this  State,  issued  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  law. 

Fourth.  In  the  stocks  or  bonds  of  any  State  in  the  Union 
that  has,  for  ten  years  previous  to  such  investment  being  made, 
regularly  paid  the  interest  on  its  legal  bonded  debt  in  lawful 
money  of  the  United  States. 

Fifth.  In  bonds  or  notes  secured  by  mortgage  on  unincum- 
bered real  estate,  situate  in  the  county  where  the  bank  is  loca- 
ted or  an  adjoining  county,  worth,  exclusive  of  perishable  im- 
provements, at  least  twice  the  amount  loaned  thereon ;  but  not 
to  exceed  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  whole  amount  of  deposit  shall 
be  so  loaned  on  interest. 

Sixth.  In  promissory  notes  or  bills  of  exchange,  before  their 
maturity,  payable  at  some  chartered  bank  within  this  State, 
and  having  not  to  exceed  twelve  months  to  run  from  the  date 
of  the  loan  or  purchase,  made  or  indorsed  by  two  or  more  free- 
holders of  the  county  in  which  the  bank  is  located  or  in  an  ad- 
joining county :  Provided.,  That  no  such  note  or  bill  shall  ex- 
ceed the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  that  no  more  than 
five  thousand  dollars  shall  be  loaned  upon  the  same  security. 

Seventh.  In  real  estate,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section 
twenty- four  [§  2726]. 

Eighth.  In  dealing  in  exchange,  by  purchasing  and  selling 
sight  or  time  drafts  payable  out  of  this  State:  Provided,  That 
no  draft  shall  be  purchased  by  any  savings  bank,  unless  the 
same  be  made  or  indorsed  by  two  or  more  freeholders  of  the 
county  in  which  the  bank  is  located  or  an  adjoining  county,  and 
no  such  draft  shall  be  for  a  larger  sum  than  five  thousand  dol- 
lars; nor  shall  any  time-draft  payable  out  of  the  State  be  so 
purchased  which  shall  have,  at  the  time  of  such  purchase,  more 
than  sixty  days  to  run  until  it  matures :  And  'provided,  also,  That 
not  more  than  one  draft  shall  be  held  by  any  such  bank,  at  any 
one  time,  which  is  secured  by  the  same  indorsers  or  by  any  of 
the  same  indorsers.

2722.  Loans  on  stocks.  20.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Trus- 
tees of  any  savings  bank,  while  awaiting  opportunity  for  the 
judicious  investment  of  the  funds  deposited  with  them,  to  loan 
the  moneys  so  deposited  upon  the  security  of  the  stocks  and 
other  securities  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section,  not  exceed- 
ing ninety  per  cent,  of  the  cash  market  value  thereof. 

2723.  Depreciation  of  securities.  21.  Should  the  stocks 
or  other  securities  on  which  loans  are  made,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  last  preceding  section,  depreciate  in  value  after 
making  any  loan  thereon,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees 
to  require  the  immediate  payment  of  such  loan  made  by  them 
thereon,  or  additional  security  therefor,  so  that  the  amount  so 
loaned  shall'  at  no  time  exceed  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  market 
value  of  such  securities ;  and  no  loan  shall  be  so  made  without 
an  agreement  from  the  borrower  that  the  same  shall  be  subject 
to  the  conditions  of  payment  or  of  additional  security,  as  re- 
quired by  this  section. 

2724.  Reserve.  22.  The  Trustees  may  keep  in  reserve  not 
exceeding  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  total  amount  of  deposits  with- 
out investment,  or  deposit  the  same  on  call,  with  or  without 
interest,  in  any  bank  in  this  State  organized  under  the  laws 
thereof  or  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States. 

2725.  Eestrictions  on  loans.  23.  ^o  loan  shall  be  made 
upon  the  security  of  real  estate,  as  provided  in  subdivision  five 
of  section  nineteen  [§  2721],  or  upon  notes  or  bills,  as  provided 
in  subdivision  six  of  said  section,  without  the  consent  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Trustees,  or  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  commit- 
tee of  investment  which  may  be  created  under  the  by-laws  of 
such  bank. 

2726.  Real  estate  purchases.  24.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Trustees  of  any  savings  bank  to  purchase,  hold,  and  convey 
real  estate  as  follows,  and  not  otherwise : 

Fii'st.  A  lot  and  banking  house  requisite  for  the  transaction 
of  its  business,  and  for  an  income  from  such  portions  of  the 
same  as  are  not  required  for  its  own  use. 

Second.  Such  as  shall  have  been  mortgaged  to  it  in  good 
faith  for  money  loaned,  or  upon  which  it  shall  have  purchased 
a  mortgage.

Third.  Sucli  as  shall  have  been  purcliased  at  sales  upon 
judgments  or  decrees  obtained  upon  claims  in  favor  of  the  bank, 
or  which  may  be  so  purchased  to  prevent  loss  upon  claims  held 
by  the  bank. 

2727.  Banking  house — Cost.  25.  No  banking  house  shall 
be  erected  or  purchased  by  any  savings  bank  until  the  estima- 
ted cost  of  the  same,  and  of  the  income  to  be  derived  therefrom, 
shall  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Auditor  of  State; 
nor  shall  the  same  cost  to  exceed  five  per  cent,  of  the  amount 
of  deposits  of  such  bank. 

2728.  Real  estate  sales.  26.  All  such  real  estate  as  is  de- 
scribed in  subdivisions  two  and  three  of  section  twenty-four 
[§  2726]  shall  be  sold  within  three  years  after  the  same  has  be- 
come vested  in  such  savings  bank,  if  the  same  will  bring  the 
amount  due  on  account  thereof;  and  if  it  can  not  be  sold  for  a 
sufiicient  sum  for  that  purpose,  the  Auditor  of  State  may  give 
such  further  time  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  in  which  to  sell 
the  same. 

2729.  Restrictions  on  dealings.  27.  It  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  any  savings  bank  to  deal  or  trade  in  real  estate  in  any  other 
case  or  for  any  other  purpose  than  as  authorized  in  section 
twenty-four  [§  2726],  or  to  deal  or  trade  in  any  goods,  wares, 
or  merchandise,  except  as  herein  authorized,  and  except  such 
personal  property  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  transaction  of  its 
business.

2730.  Surplus  fund.  28.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  every  savings  bank  to  reserve  and  set  aside  from  the 
gross  amount  of  gains  or  profits  of  the  institution  not  less  than 
one-half  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  deposits,  to  be  held 
and  invested  as  provided  for  in  this  Act,  as  a  surplus  fund  to 
meet  any  contingency  in  its  business,  until  such  surplus  shall  be 
equal  to  ten  per  cent,  upon  the  amount  of  deposits  ;  and  it  shall 
be  lawful  to  accumulate  such  surplus  until  the  same  shall  eqnal 
twenty-five  per  cent,  upon  the  whole  amount  of  deposits  so 
held.

2731.  Accounts  AND  Dividends.  29.  All  savings  banks  shall 
make  up  their  accounts  semi-annually  to  the  first  days  of  Jan- 
nary  and  July  in  each  year;  and  all  dividends  or  profits  shall 
be  divided,  credited,  or  paid  to  the  depositors  on  or  before  the 
thirty-first  days  of  January  and  July,  respectively. 

2732.  Dividends  from  Profits.  30.  It  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  the  trustees  of  any  savings  bank,  or  for  any  officer  or  agent 
thereof,  to  declare  or  pay  any  dividend  except  from  profits  act- 
ually earned  during  the  period  for  which  the  same  is  made,  after 
deducting  therefrom  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  trans- 
acting the  business  of  the  corporation,  and  not  less  than  one- 
half  of  one  per  cent,  upon  the  deposits  at  the  time  of  making 
such  dividend,  for  account  of  the  surplus  fund,  as  provided  in 
section  twenty-eight  (§  2730).

2733.  Restrictions  on  Dividends.  31.  It  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  the  trustees  of 'any  savings  bank  to  declare  or  allow  divi- 
dends on  any  deposit  for  a  longer  period  than  the  same  has 
been  deposited ;  except  that  deposits  made  not  later  than  the 
tenth  days  of  January,  April,  July  and  October  in  each  year, 
may,  unless  prohibited  by  the  by-laws  of  the  bank,  have  divi- 
dends, provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  six  per  cent,  per  an- 
num, declared  upon  them,  the  same  as  though  deposited  on  the 
first  day  of  either  of  those  months  respectively.  And  no  div- 
idend shall  be  paid  unless  upon  deposits  when  the  same  are  de- 
clared :  Provided,  That  the  trustees  may  in  their  discretion  al- 
low dividends  upon  moneys  that  shall  have  been  on  deposit  but 
which  shall  have  been  withdrawn  prior  to  the  regular  times  for 
declaring  dividends.

2734.  Limit  OF  Dividends.  32.  IS'o  dividend  shall  be  declared 
upon  any  deposit  exceeding  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
or  upon  any  or  all  of  several  deposits  standing  in  the  name  of 
any  one  depositor,  in  trust  or  otherwise,  whose  aggregate  shall 
exceed  said  sum,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  on  deposit  for 
at  least  six  months  prior  to  such  dividend  being  declared. 
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2735.  Discrimination  in  Dividends.  33.  It  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  trustees  of  any  savings  bank  to  discriminate  (in  the 
modes  to  be  provided  in  their  by-laws)  in  the  dividends  declared 
by  them,  between  the  deposits  of  a  thousand  dollars  and  under 
and  the  deposits  of  more  than  a  thousand  dollars,  and  between 
those  deposits  which  have  remained  undiminished  for  one  year 
and  upwards,  and  those  that  have  had  some  portion  withdrawn 
within  one  year  preceding  such  dividend,  so  that  deposits  of 
the  smaller  amount  or  remaining  undiminished  the  longer  time 
shall  receive  a  larger  jiro  rata  dividend  than  the  others. 

2736.  Division  of  Profits.  34.  «It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
trustees,  after  deducting  the  necessary  expenses  and  the  reserve 
forthe  surplus  fund,  (which  shall  not  be  less  than  a  half  per  cent, 
nor  exceed  three  per  centum),  to  divide  as  nearly  as  may  be 
practicable  all  the  remaining  profits,  within  the  discretion  con- 
ferred in  the  last  preceding  section,  ratably  among  the  depos- 
itors, except  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

2737.  Residue  distributed.  35.  Any  residue  of  profits  re- 
maining undivided  after  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the

Ever}^  savings  bank  shall,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  February  in  each  year,  make  a  report 
in  writing  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  of  its  condition  on  the  first 
day  of  January  preceding,  after  the  dividend  up  to  that  day 
shall  have  been  allowed  and  credited  to  the  accounts  of  the  de- 
positors. 

2743.  Assets  to  be  stated.  41.  Such  report  shall  state  the 
total  amount  of  assets  of  every  kind ;  the  amount  loaned  or 
outstanding  on  notes  or  bonds  and  mortgages ;  the  rate  of  in- 
terest obtained  on  loans  made ;  the  cost,  par  value,  estimated 
market  value,  and  rate  of  interest  of  all  stock  investments,  des- 
ignating each  particular  kind  of  stock ;  any  stock  investments 
the  interest  of  which  is  in  arrears  for  three  months  or  upwards, 
with  a  particular  account  of  the  same;  also, any  bonds  or  notes 
and  mortgages,  the  interest  on  which  is  in  arrears  for  three 
months  or  upwards ;  the  amount  of  bank  stock  held  by  such 
savings  bank,  together  with  the  names  of  the  banks  in  which 
such  stock  is  held;  the  amount  of  promissory  notes  or  bills  of  ex- 
change; the  amount  invested  in  real  estate,  its  cost,  estimated 
market  value,  and  the  yearly  income  derived  from  the  same ;  the 
amount  of  cash  on  hand  or  on  deposit  in  banks,  and  the  names 
of  the  banks  where  deposited,  and  the  rate  of  interest  received 
on  such  deposit;  the  average  monthly  balances  so  had  on  de- 
posit in  banks  during  the  preceding  year ;  and  any  other  item 
of  assets  or  resources  owned  or  possessed  by  such  savings  bank 
on  that  day. 
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2744.  Liabilities  TO  BE  SET  OUT.  42.  Such  report  shall  also 
state  all  the  liabilities  of  the  savings  bank,  making  the  same 
on  the  said  first  day  of  January  ;  the  amount  due  depositors, 
including  the  dividend  credited  to  them  for  that  day,  stating 
such  dividend  as  a  separate  item  ;  and  any  other  debts  against 
or  claims  upon  such  savings  bank  which  may  become  a  charge 
upon  its  assets.  Such  report  shall  also  state  the  number  of 
open  accounts  on  said  first  day  of  January;  the  amount  de- 
posited and  the  amount  withdrawn  during  the  previous  year;

2745.  Form  of  report.  43.  The  Auditor  of  State  is  here- 
by authorized  to  prescribe  forms  for  the  report  contemplated 
by  the  preceding  two  sections,  and  may,  in  his  discretion,  call 
for  any  other  items  of  information  which  he  may  deem  nec- 
essary to  a  complete  knowledge  of  the  operations  and  con- 
dition of  any  savings  bank. 

2746.  Report,  how  verified.  44.  Such  report  shall  be 
verified  by  the  oath  of  the  principal  officer  of  the  savings 
bank,  and  the  statement  of  assets  shall  be  verined  by  the  oath 
of  one  or  more  of  the  trustees  who  examined  the  same  pursu- 
ant to  the  requirements  of  section  forty-eight  [§  2750]. 

2747.  Penalty  for  not  reporting.  45.  If  any  savings  bank 
shall  fail  to  furnish  to  the  Auditor  of  State  any  report  or  state- 
ment required  by  this  act,  at  the  time  so  required,  the  officer 
or  agent  of  said  bank  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  such  re- 
port or  statement  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  by  present- 
ment or  indictment,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  one 
dollar  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  every  day  he  shall  so  fail 
to  furnish  such  report  or  statement.

It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  trustees  of  every  savings  bank,  by  a  committee  of  not 
less  than  three  of  such  trustees,  on  or  about  the  first  day  of 
January  in  each  year,  to  thoroughly  examine  the  books, 
vouchers,  and'kssets  of  such  savings  bank,  and  its  affairs  gen- 
erally ;  and  the  schedule  or  statement  of  assets  reported  to  the 
Auditor  of  State  for  the  first  of  January  in  each  year  shall  be 
based  upon  such  examination,  and  shall  be  verified  by  the 
oaths  of  the  trustees  making  the  examination ;  but  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as  prohibiting  the  trustees 
of  any  savings  bank  from  requiring  such  examination  at  such 
other  times  as  they  shall  prescribe.

2751.  Pay  of  officers.  49.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  pay 
trustees  of  savings  banks,  acting  as  officers  or  agents  of  the 
same,  whose  duties  require  and  receive  their  regular  and  faith- 
ful attendance  at  the  bank,  such  compensation  as,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  a  majority  of  the  board  of  trustees,  shall  be  just  and

2753.  Gratuities.  51.  Whenever  any  savings-bank  has 
accumulated  a  surplus  equal  to  fifteen  per  cent,  of  its  total 
amount  of  deposits,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  award  and  pay  to  such 
trustees  as  have  attended  every  regular  meeting  of  the  trustees 
during  the  year,  a  gratuity  of  not  exceeding  three  dollars  for 
each  meeting  so  attended,  as  a  reward  for  faithful  service. 

2754.  Certificates  of  deposit.  52.  All  certificates  or  other 
evidences  of  deposit  made  in  pursuance  of  the  regulations  of 
any  savings  bank,  shall  be  as  binding  upon  the  corporation 
issuing  the  same  as  if  made  under  its  common  seal.

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2755.  Penalty  for  advertising.  53.  It  shall  not  be  lawful, 
after  the  first  day  of  July  next  [1869],  for  any  bank,  banking 
association,  private  banker,  or  individual  to  advertise  or  put 
forth  a  sign  as  a  savings  bank,  nor  in  any  way  to  solicit  or  re- 
ceive deposits  as  a  savings  bank ;  and  any  bank,  banking  asso-

Whenever  any  savings 
bank,  organized  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  fail,  for 
thirty  days,  to  pay  any  of  its  depositors  as  required  by  law ;  or 
whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Auditor  of 
State,  that  the  trustees  or  ofiicers  of  any  such  bank  are  mis- 
managing its  affairs,  and  the  same  is  insolvent  or  in  imminent 
danger  of  insolvency,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Auditor 
forthwith,  to  cause  a  complaint  to  be  filed  in  the  name  of  the 
State  of  Indiana,  in  any  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  the 
proper  county,  against  such  savings  banks  and  the  trustees  and 
officers  thereof  who  are  managing  its  affairs,  setting  forth  the 
facts  and  asking  for  the  dissolution  of  such  corporation  and  the 
winding  up  of  its  business.  The  Court  in  term  time,  or  the 
Judge  in  vacation,  may,  upon  proper  cause  shown  by  affidavits, 
place  all  the  assets  of  the  corporation  in  the  hands  of  a  re- 
ceiver, according  to  the  practice  of  Courts  of  equity,  and,  upon

trial  of  the  cause,  may  adjudge  the  corporation  dissolved  and 
order  a  distribution  of  the  assets  thereof,  after  payment  of 
costs  and  expenses,  among  the  depositors  and  other  creditors 
of  such  savings  bank.  If  it  shall  be  established,  upon  the  trial 
of  the  cause,  that  any  trustee  or  other  officer  has  been  guilty 
of  any  wilful  or  fraudulent  misconduct,  whereDy  tlie  assets  of 
the  corporation  have  been  wasted  or  lost,  the  Court  shall  render 
judgment  against  him  to  make  good  all  such  losses  as  his  mis- 
conduct has  occasioned;  and  such  recovery  shall  be  tor  the 
benefit  of  the  depositors  and  other  creditors  of  such  savings 
bank;  and  the  Court,  in  such  proceedings,  may  render  several 
judgments  agains  the  several  trustees  or  officers  who  have  been 
guilty  of  such  misconduct.

And  all  the  members  now  being  present,  the  Hon.  J.  G.  Wil- 
liams and  W.  R.  McKeen,  Esq.,  representing  the  Terre  Haute

Hon.  Isaac  F.  Gray,  Governor  of  Indiana  : 

Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  following  report 
of  the  proceedings  and  condition  of  the  office  of  Attorney  Gen- 
eral of  Indiana. 

LITIGATION. 

During  the  time  that  I  have  been  in  office  many  civil  cases, 
in  which  the  State  was  interested,  have  been  determined.  A 
brief  statement  as  to  the  nature  and  history  of  these  cases  will 
be  of  value. 

ARCHITECT    STACY's    FEES. 

On  October  20, 1886,  Henry  Stacy  filed  in  the  Superior  Court 
of  Marion  County,  his  verified  application  for  a  writ  of  man- 
date against  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  Hospital  for 
the  Insane,  to  recover  certain  fees  alleged  to  be  due  him  for 
architectural  services  in  and  about  the  construction  of  the  heat- 
ing apparatus  of  the  Woman's  Department  of  said  Hospital, 
The  cause  came  on  for  trial  on  May  10, 1887,  and  was  dismissed 


by  the  relator  after  entering  upon  the  hearing.  The  reason  for 
the  dismissal  was  the  relator's  inability  to  prove  the  existence 
of  an  available  appropriation,  but  it  is  proper  to  say  that  the 
liability  of  the  defendants  upon  the  merits  was  sharply  contro- 
verted by  them. 

THE    LIEUTENANT    GOVERNOR    CASES. 

On  the  30th  day  of  November,  1886,  Alonzo  G.  Smith, 
claiming  to  be  Lieutenant  Governor  by  virtue  of  an  appoint- 
ment as  President  ])ro  tern-pore  of  the  Senate  of  the  State,  com- 
menced suit  against  the  then  Secretary  of  State  to  enjoin  him 
from  delivering  the  returns,  as  to  the  election  of  a  Lieutenant 
Governor,  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives.  I 
appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  in  the  Su- 
preme Court  the  cause  was  determined  against  the  plaintiff,  on 
the  ground  that  the  courts  could  not  interfere  in  a  matter  which, 
under -the  Constitution,  was  within  the  province  of  another  co- 
ordinate branch  of  the  Government — the  General  Assembly, 
109  Ind.  1. 

On  the  12th  day  of  January,  1887,  the  above  named  plaintiff, 
as  relator,  commenced  suit  against  Robert  S.  Robertson,  to  en- 
join him  from  exercising  the  functions  and  duties  of  the  office 
of  Lieutenant  Governor.  This  suit  was  also  determined  against 
the  plaintiff  by  the  Supreme  Court,  the  court  uniting  in  an 
opinion  that  there  was  no  jurisdiction  over  the  person  of  the 
defendant,  and  a  majority  of  the  court  determining  that  it  had 
no  jurisdiction  over  the  subject  matter.     109  Ind.  79. 

EMPLOYES  STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

Carr  v.  State  ex  rel  Stewart^  111  Ind.  101,  was  a  controversy 
involving  the  question  as  to  whether  the  Secretary  of  State  or 
the  State  Board  of  Health  had  the  power,  under  the  statute, 
to  remove  a  clerk  in  the  latter  department.  It  was  determined 
that  the  Secretary  of  State  did  not  possess  the  power  of  re- 
moval. 

RETALIATORY    INSURANCE    LEGISLATION. 

Section  3773,  R.  S.  1881,  provides  that  when,  by  the  laws  of 
any  other  State,  any  taxes,  fines,  fees,  penalties,  deposits,  or 
other  obligations  or  prohibitions  are  imposed  upon  insurance 
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companies  of  other  States  greater  than  are  required  by  the  laws 
of  this  State,  then  the  Auditor  of  this  State  shall  enforce  the 
same  obligations  or  proliibitions  against  insurance  companies 
of  the  State  enacting  such  legislation.  Under  this  section 
several  suits  were  commenced  against  foreign  insurance  com- 
panies in  the  Marion  Circuit  Court  to  recover  additional  taxes, 
and  by  agreement  all  the  suits  remained  pending,  while  one 
case — The  State,  of  Indiana  ex.  rel.  Attorney  General  v,  7%e  In- 
surance Com'pany  of  North  America — which  involves  the  same 
general  features  as  the  rest,  was  appealed.  On  the  20th  day  of 
June,  1888,  the  Supreme  Court  approved  the  validity  of  the 
statute  mentioned,  aud  thereby  established  the  State's  right  to 
the  additional  taxes  sued  for. 


TAXATION    OF    SLEEPING    CAR    COMPANIES. 

During  the  incumbency  of  my  immediate  predecessor  iu 
office,  section  6355  of  our  statutes,  concerning  the  taxation  of 
foreign  sleeping  car  companies,  was  determined  adversely  to 
the  State,  by  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the 
District  of  Indiana,  in  the  case  of  State  ex.  rel.  Attorney  General 
v.  The  Pullman  Palace  Car  Company^  16  Fed.  Rep.  193.  The 
ground  of  the  decision  was  that  the  statute  imposed  a  burden 
on  inter- state  commerce.  Believing  that  the  statute,  properly 
construed,  only  taxed  foreign  sleeping-car  companies  upon 
local  business,  by  the  measure  of  their  gross  receipts  on  all 
business  done;  in  other  words,  that  the  statute  imposed  an  ex- 
cise tax — I  commenced  suit  in  the  name  of  the  State  against 
the  Woodruff  Sleeping  and  Parlor  Coach  Company  to  recover 
the  penalty  provided  for  a  failure  to  report  gross  receipts.  The 
cause  reached  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  by  appeal,  and 
was  again  determined  against  the  State.  15  N.  E.  Rep.  814.  In 
view  of  this  decision  I  have  now  to  recommend  that  a  statute 
be  enacted  taxing  such  companies  a  certain  per  cent,  on  gross 
receipts  of  business  done  in  this  State,  that  is,  where  the  carriage 
begins  and  ends  within  the  State;  andprohibitiug  such  companies 
from  doing  any  local  business  while  in  default  in  making  the 
report  required  and  paying  over  the  amount  of  money  due  the 
State  thereunder ;  and  also  providing  a  sufficient  penalty  for 
such  failure  to  report  or  pay.

On  the  15th  day  of  September,  1887,  the  State  recovered  judg- 
ment in  the  Marion  Circuit  Court  for  $2,812.50  against  Samuel 
Hanway  on  account  of  the  State's  share  of  taxes  collected  by 
him  while  treasurer  of  Marion  County. 

State  of  Indiana  v.  Alphas  Booher  et  al.  Judgment  on  jus- 
tice's bond  for  $272.30. 

MEDICAL    LICENSE    CASE. 

State  ex  rel.  Walker  v.  Green.  Suit  in  quo  warranto,  instituted 
to  vacate  defendant's  license  to  practice  medicine,  on  the  ground 
of  fraud  in  obtaining  it.  Judgment  for  defendant  below.  Af- 
firmed in  Supreme  Court,  112  Ind.  462.  In  this  case  it  was 
held  that  under  existing  laws  there  is  no  way  in  which  a  license 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  to  exercise  a  particular  avocation 
can  be  vacated,  no  matter  under  what  circumstances  the  license 
may  have  been  obtained.  This  ruling  suggests  a  necessity  for 
further  legislation. 

REMOVAL    OF   INSANE   HOSPITAL    TRUSTEES 

At  the  suggestion  of  your  Excellency,  I  appeared  on  behalf 
of  the  relator  in  the  suit  brought  by  Joseph  L.  Carson  against 
Thomas  H.  Harrison,  to  oust  the  latter  from,  and  secure  to  the 
former,  as  your  appointee,  the  office  of  President  of  the  Be- 
nevolent Institutions,  This  suit  was  determined  by  the  Su- 
preme Court  against  the  relator.     113  Ind.  434. 


CLAIM    AGAINST    SINKING    FUND. 

Francis  P.  McDonald  and  others  instituted  suit  as  relators 
against  the  Auditor  of  State  to  compel  the  latter  to  draw  his 
warrant  for  an  amount  alleged  to  be  due  them  as  an  excess  of 
bid  over  an  amount  due  the  Sinking  Fund  by  way  of  mortgage. 
The  action  was  determined  in  favor  of  the  State. 

GENERAL    LITIGATION. 

During  my  term  of  office  many  suits  have  been  determined, 
and  a  number  are  still  pending,  growing  out  of  the  routine  col- 
lection business  of  the  office.

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There  is  a  stipulation  entered  of  record  in  the  Milk  cases 
that  these  cases  shall  be  tried  as  soon  as  they  can  be  heard  by 
the  court,  and  that  judgment  in  the  other  cases  shall  abide  the 
result  of  the  Milk  cases. 

The  case  of  State  of  Indiana  v.  The  Portsmouth  Savings  Bank 
has  been  determined  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  in 
favor  of  the  plaintiff  (106  Ind.,  433),  and  the  State's  title  to  the 
land  in  controversy  in  that  suit  is  now  established.  I  may  say 
further  that  the  opinion  of  the  court  in  the  case  last  men- 
tioned settles,  in  my  opinion,  all  questions,  legal  or  equitable, 
involved  in  all  the  Beaver  Lake  cases,  and  a  recovery  by  the 
State  of  all  the  land  involved  in  the  several  suits  mentioned  is 
confidently  anticipated. 

On  two  occasions  the  defendants  in  these  cases  have  sought 
relief  from  the  Legislature,  but  that  body  has  in  each  instance 
refused  to  interfere.  In  view  of  a  possible  future  application  for 
relief,  I  deem  it  proper,  without  making  any  recommendations, 
that  the  following  additional  facts  be  made  known :  The  total 
quantity  of  land  in  litigation  is  about  8,000  acres,  and  a  fair 
estimate  of  its  value  is  probably  $80,000.  About  two-thirds  of 
the  land  belongs  to  a  non-resident  of  the  State — the  defendant 
Milk — and  he  has  acquired  a  large  quantity  of  it  during  the 
pendency  of  the  suits.  The  litigation  has  been  pending  for 
the  last  eight  years,  and  has  been  carried  on  by  the  several  in- 
cumbents of  the  Attorney  General's  office,  and  Judge  J.  B. 
Julian,  who  has  acted  throughout  as  special  counsel. 

STATE   PRISON    SOUTH    CASES. 

I  have  instituted  suits  in  the  name  of  the  State  against  An- 
drew J.  Howard,  John  Craig  and  David  M.  Allen  and  their 
several  bondsmen,  to  recover  damages  from  them  on  account  of 
the  conversion  of  property,  for  frauds  in  making  contracts  as  the 
agents  of  the  State,  etc.  A  large  shortage  is  practically  admitted 
by  some  of  the  principal  defendants,  or  at  least  can  not  be  de- 
nied by  them;  and,  although  hindered  in  every  way,  I  have  dis- 
covered evidence  tending  to  prove  the  existence  of  a  conspiracy 
between  some  of  them  and  the  vendors  of  prison  supplies,  lor  re- 
bates, etc.,  by  which  the  State  has  been  defrauded  to  the  extent 
of  many  thousand  dollars.  I  expect  a  heavy  recovery  upon  the 
bonds  in  these  cases  and  my  investigations  have  progressed  to 
the  point  where  I  feel  justified  in  forcing  the  causes  to  trial. 


THE    PERIN    &    UAfF    CASE. 

In  investi«;atiug  the  aftairs  of  the  State  Prison  South  I  found 
that  the  lirm  of  Perin  &  Gaff,  of  Cincinnati,  was  indebted  to 
the  State  in  the  sum  of  about  $10,000  on  account  of  prison  labor 
employed  by  them.  I  have  instituted  suit  against  them  for  the 
recovery  of  the  above  sum,  and,  although  a  defense  is  inter- 
posed, I  feel  justified  in  asserting  the  belief  that  the  State  will 
recover  the  entire  amount  due  it. 

THE    INSANE    ASYLUM    CASES. 

On  the  15th  day  of  March,  1887,  I  commenced  suit  against 
Thomas  11.  Harrison,  the  President  of  the  Benevolent  Institu- 
tions, and  his  bondsmen,  to  recover  the  sum  of  thirty-five 
hundred  dollars  received  by  him  in  excess  of  his  salary.  The 
contention  turns  on  the  construction  of  the  statute,  the  defend- 
ants claiming  that  the  said  Harrison  was  entitled  to  the  salary 
not  only  of  the  President  of  the  Benevolent  Institutions,  but 
also  to  the  salary  attached  to  the  olfice  of  trustee  of  each  of  the 
institutions,  because  he  ex  officio  occupied  such  positions.  This 
cause  is  now  in  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  decision  against  the  relator  in  the  case  of  Carson  v.  Har- 
rison, mention  of  which  has  already  been  made,  was  based  on 
the  ground  that  under  the  law  of  1883,  known  as  the  Brown 
Bill,  the  right  of  removal  of  the  trustees  of  the  several  benevo- 
lent institutions  was  not  vested  in  the  executive,  but  must  be 
secured,  if  at  all,  by  an  action  in  the  Marion  Superior  Court 
instituted  against  the  trustees  by  the  Attorney  General.  On 
the  day  that  the  decision  was  rendered  by  the  Supreme  Court 
in  the  case  mentioned,  I  filed  suits  against^  each  of  the  three 
trustees  of  the  insane  hospital,  Thomas  H.  Harrison,  Philip  M. 
Gapen  and  Bartholomew  H.  Burrill.  Owing  to  the  great 
amount  of  labor  involved  in  the  preparation  of  the  issues  and 
in  the  collecting  of  evidence,  I  was  unable  to  press  the  causes 
for  trial  prior  to  the  summer  vacation ;  and,  after  conferring 
with  the  judge  before  whom  they  are  set,  and  learning  from 
him  that  unless  some  controlling  reason  existed  for  their  im- 
mediate trial,  he  would  refuse  to  try  them  prior  to  election,  on 
account  of  their  political  nature  and  the  consequent  difliculty 
of  obtaining  an  unprejudiced  jury,  I  consented  to  their  contin- 
uance until  the  November  term  of  court. 


THE    SUIT   AGAINST     SUPERINTENDENT    GALBRAITH. 

I  have  instituted,  and  there  is  now  pending  in  the  Superior 
Court  of  Marion  County,  a  suit  against  Thomas  S.  Galbraith 
and  his  sureties  on  his  official  bond  as  Superintendent  of  the 
Insane  Hospital,  to  recover  the  value  of  the  maintenance  of 
one  Willie  Price  at  the  Hospital,  the  complaint  alleging  that 
he  had  negligently  omitted  to  collect  the  value  of  such  main- 
.tenance  from  her.

At  the  outbreak  ot  the  late  war,  the  Treasury  of  the  State 
of  Indiana  was  almost  destitute  of  funds,  and  to  enable  the 
State  to  properly  respond  to  the  calls  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States  for  troops  for  the  common  defense,  and  to  prop- 
erly raise,  organize,  equip,  subsist,  pay  and  transport  them,  it 
became  necessary  to  raise  money  by  a  loan  upon  the  credit  of 
the  State.  Because  of  the  existence  of  these  facts,  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State,  by  an  act  approved  May  13,  1861,  au- 
thorized the  Governor  to  issue  two  million  dollars  of  bonds  of 
the  State,  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  which  to  be  used  in  the 
manner  stated. 

The  bonds  were  issued  by  the  Governor  as  directed  by  the 
act,  and,  after  due  notice,  they  were  sold  at  a  discount  of 
$243,107.51,  because  the  war  then  existing  had  impaired  the 
credit  of  the  State  to  that  extent,  but  the  State  had  to  pay  the 
full  amount  of  the  bonds.  The  expense  of  negotiating  the 
bonds  was  $1,685.39.  The  bonds  called  for  the  payment  of  six 
per  cent,  interest,  payable  semi-annually.  In  the  payment  of 
this  interest  the  State  expended  $362,186.51.  The  United 
States  repaid  the  principal  of  these  bonds  only. 

A  summary  of  these  losses  and  payments  is  as  follows :

Under  the  act  of  Congress  of  July  27,  1861,  and  the  explan- 
atory joint  resolution  of  March  8,  1862,  it  seems  quite  clear 
that  the  above  claim  constitutes  a  valid  demand  against  the 
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United  States,  and  should  have  been  audited  and  paid  by  the 
Treasury  Department.  Payment  was  refused  by  the  depart- 
ment, however,  on  an  application  made  a  number  of  years  ago, 
on  two  grounds  :  1.  That  in  the  absence  of  an  express  con- 
gressional provision,  the  United  States  does  not  pay  interest. 
2.  That  the  claim  having  been  presented  to  Congress  in  1877, 
the  claimant  must  abide  by  his  election  to  seek  a  remedy  there. 
Assistant  Secretary  French  said  of  the  claim,  in  the  course  of 
an  opinion  disallowing  it: 

"  It  is  clearly  an  equitable  claim,  but  not  more  so  than  the 
claims  of  several  other  States  for  interest  on  money  borrowed 
or  advanced  for  the  same  patriotic  purpose,  and  which  Congres 
alone  has  power  to  allow." 

In  view  of  the  acts  mentioned,  the  admission  of  the  justness 
of  the  claim  by  the  department,  and  the  consideration,  as  de- 
clared by  United  States  Attorney  General  Wirt,  that  "  the 
United  States  are  bound  by  the  relation  which  subsists  between 
the  general  and  State  governments  to  provide  the  means  of 
carrying  on  war,  and  it  is  a  part  of  the  business  of  war  to  pro- 
vide for  the  defense  of  the  several  States,"  it  seemed  reasonable 
to  suppose  that  Congress  would  act  favorably  upon  a  bill  to  re- 
imburse the  State  for  the  above  expenditures.  I  therefore 
caused  a  bill  to  be  introduced  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
at  its  present  session  to  that  effect. 

By  the  act  of  Congress  August  5, 1861  (12  U.  S.  Stat.,  p.  294, 
sec.  8),  a  direct  tax  was  levied  by  the  United  States  against  the 
people  of  the  several  States  and  territories  to  raise  money  to 
carry  on  the  late  war.  Indiana's  proportion  of  this  tax  was 
$904,875.33.  By  the  iifty-third  section  of  the  act,  however,  a 
rebate  or  deduction  of  lii'teen  per  cent,  was  allowed  to  each 
State  which  should  collect  and  pay  its  proportion  of  the  tax. 
This  State  availed  itself  of  the  latter  provision,  and  discharged 
its  obligation  by  paying  to  the  United  States  the  sura  of 
$769,144.03.  As  the  matter  now  stands  some  of  the  States  have 
fully  paid  the  amount  assessed  against  them;  other  States  have 
paid  a  part  of  the  amout  due  from  them,  and  still  others  have 
not  paid  anything.  The  third  section  of  the  bill  before  men- 
tioned provided  for  a  re-payment  of  the  amount  of  the  direct 
tax  paid  by  the  several  States,  and  releasing  all  other  States 
which  had  not  paid  their  obligation  in  whole  or  in  part.  Al- 
though under  existing  law  I  would  not  have  been  entitled  to^ 
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any  compensation  for  ray  services  in  that  particular,  I  went  to 
Washington  and  spent  a  week  in  an  effort  to  secure  the  passage 
of  the  bill.  I  was  not  successful  in  having  it  reported  from 
the  proper  House  committee,  but  there  is  certainly  no  want  of 
merit  in  the  claim,  and  I  think  that  Congress  will  reimburse 
the  State  on  account  of  the  expenditures  mentioned  at  au  early 
day.  I  am  pleased  to  note  that  Senator  Sherman's  Senate  bill, 
to  the  same  effect  as  section  3  of  the  bill  mentioned,  passed  the 
Senate,  and  would  have  passed  the  Ilouse  but  for  the  fiUibus- 
tering  tactics  of  a  minority  of  its  members. 

CRIMINAL    CASES    IN    SUPREME    COURT. 

As  the  law  requires,  all  criminal  cases  which  have  been 
appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court  have  been  briefed  in  this  office. 

The  total  number  of  such  appeals  during  my  term  of  office 
is  eighty- seven. 

The  number  appealed  by  defendants,  convicted  in  the  court 
below,  is  seventy- eight.  Of  this  number  fifty-three  have  been 
affirmed,  twenty- four  reversed  and  one  is  still  pending. 

The  number  of  appeals  taken  by  the  State  in  criminal  cases 
is  nine.  The  appeal  was  sustained  in  seven  cases  and  denied 
in  two. 

I  append  a  tabulated  statement  of  the  criminal  cases  brought 
to  the  Supreme  Court,  with  the  nature  of  the  offence  in  each 
case  and  the  result.

OPINIONS     BY 

L.    T.    MiCHENER, 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL  OF  INDIANA. 


The  general  act  establishing  the  office  of  Attorney  General,  and  tixing  his  com- 
pensation at  three  thousand  dollars,  and  the  appropriation  act  of  1873  appro- 
priating two  thousand  dollars  as  the  salary  of  the  Attorney  General  for 
the  years  1873  and  1874,  are  not  cumulative;  and  the  Attorney  General  is 
entitled  only  to  the  salary  provided  by  the  general  act  aforesaid. 

Hon.  James  H.  Rice,  Auditor  of  State  : 

Sir — I  have  received  your  communication  requesting  an 
answer  to  the  following  question  :  "  Hon.  J.  C.  Denny,  the 
Attorney  General  of  Indiana  in  1873  and  1874,  has  requested 
me  to  draw  a  warrant,  presenting  a  voucher  for  the  same,  tor 
$2,000,  for  his  salary  as  Attorney  General  during  these  years, 
as  provided  in  the  appropriation  act  of  March  10, 1873.  In  the 
Acts  of  1873,  page  19,  '  An  act  to  provide  for  the  election,  fix- 
ing the  compensation  and  prescribing  the  duties  of  the  Attor- 
ney General,'  it  is  provided  he  shall  be  paid  a  salary  of  S3, 000 
per  annum,  w^hich  salary  was  paid  Mr.  Denny  for  the  years 
1873-4.  Can  I  lawfully  draw  the  warrant  for  said  S2,000  as 
requested  by  Mr.  Denny?" 

The  act  of  March  10, 1873  (Acts  1873,  pp.  1-9),  made  the  gen- 
eral appropriations  for  the  years  1873  and  1874.  By  sections 
one  and  two  there  is  appropriated  for  the  year  1873,  "for  the 
salary  of  the  Attorney  General,  one  thousand  dollars."  By 
sections  twelve  and  thirteen,  there  is  appropriated  for  the  year 
1874,  "for  the  salary  of  the  Attorney  General,  one  thousand 
dollars." 


An  act  of  the  same  date  (Acts  1873,  pp.  18-21),  defines  the 
duties  and  fixes  the  compensation  of  the  Attorney  General,  and 
in  section  six  it  is  provided  "  that  the  said  Attorney  General 
shall  be  paid  a  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  to 
be  paid  quarterly  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  from  and  after  the  commencement  of  the 
term  of  office  of  the  present  incumbent." 

The  history  of  these  acts  show  that  they  were  both  passed 
by  the  General  Assembly  on  the  8th  day  of  March,  1873,  and 
approved  by  the  Governor  on  the  10th  day  of  March,  1873. 

The  portions  of  the  statutes  I  have  quoted  relate  to  the  same 
person  and  the  same  subject  matter,  and  were  enacted  to  efl:ect 
the  same  purpose,  and  it  therefore  follows  that  they  must  be 
considered  and  construed  together,  and  in  such  manner  as  to 
give  eft'ect  to  what  appears  to  have  been  the  main  intention  of 
the  Legislature.  The  State  v.  Rackley,  2  Blackf.  249  ;  Williams 
V.  The  JSIeio  Albany^  etc.,  E.  R.  Co.,  5  Ind.  16,  32  ;  The  Indiana 
Central  Canal  Co.  v.  The  State,    53  Ind.  575,  587. 

In  the  case  last  named  this  rule  was  applied  to  statutes  passed 
at  the  same  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  in  Naz.  I.  ij^  B.  Inst. 
V.  Commonwealth,  14  B.  Mon.266,  quoted  in  Sedg.  on  Stat.  Const. 
211,  to  statutes  passed  on  the  same  day,  as  in  this  case. 

What,  then,  was  the  legislative  purpose  or  intent  in  passing 
the  acts  we  are  considering? 

The  portion  of  the  statute  last  quoted  fixes  definitely  the 
salary  of  the  Attorney  General  at  three  thousand  dollars  per 
annum,  to  be  paid  quarterly  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  while  the  purpose  of  the  other  sec- 
tions first  mentioned  was  to  appropriate  "for  the  salary  of  the 
Attorney  General  one  thousand  dollars""  for  each  of  the  years 
1873,  1874. 

You  will  observe  that  the  lano['ua2:e  of  the  statute  does  not 
indicate  that  the  appropriation  was  to  be  either  in  lieu  of  or  in 
addition  to  the  salary  of  the  Attorney  General.  On  the  con- 
trary, it  is  expressly  declared  to  be  for  his  salary.  Now  what 
is  his  salary  ?  Tlie  general  statute  quoted  fixes  it  at  $3,000  per 
annum,  and  the  language  is  clear  and  explicit.  The  appropri- 
ation act  makes  an  appropriation  for  a  portion  of  his  salary, 
while  the  other  act  fixes  the  amount  thereof.  This  construc- 
tion lets  both  acts  stand  in  liarmony ;  any  other  would  make 
the  first  named  act  either  increase  his  sakuy  $1,000  or  diminish 


it  $2,000  for  each  of  the  years  named,  and  such  I  do  not  Ijclieve 
to  have  been  the  legislative  intent. 

In  this  connection  I  will  call  to  your  attention  the  following 
language  of  the  court  in  llic  State  v.  Buckley,  2  Blackf.  249: 
''These  acts,  being  passed  at  the  same  session  ot  the  Legisla- 
ture, are  to  be  taken  in  pari  materia,  and  to  receive  a  construc- 
tion that  will  give  effect  to  each,  if  possible:  but  as  each  can 
not  have  the  same  entire  effect,  when  taken  in  connection  with 
the  others,  as  it  would  have  if  taken  singly,  we  must  so  con- 
strue them  as  to  carry  into  effect  what  appears  to  liave  been 
the  main  intention  of  the  Legislature." 

Applying  this  rule  to  the  acts  in  question,  I  am  constrained 
to  advise  you  to  not  draw  the  warrant  as  requested.  In  my 
opinion,  the  best  that  can  be  said  of  the  claim  is  that  it  is  of 
doubtful  character.  In  such  cases  I  think  it  is  clearly  your 
duty  to  refuse  to  draw3'0ur  warrant,  and  thus  leave  the  claim- 
ant to  the  courts  or  farther  legislation.  Ristine  v.  The  States 
20  Ind.  336,  337. 

I  will  add  that  I  have  not  considered  whether  or  not  this 
claim  is  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations. 


Lands  forfeited  to  the  College  Fund  under  Sec.  1('>15  R.  S.  1881,  are  sulijeet  to  sale 
by  the  Auditor  of  State  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  approved  March  7, 
1883,  Acts  1883,  p.  171. 

The  Act  of  1883  is  prospective  as  well  at  retrospective  in  its  operation. 

Hon.  James  H.  Eire,  AiK/itor  of  State: 

Sir — I  have  received  your  communication  in  which  you  re- 
quest me  to  answer  the  following  questions  : 

(Question  1.  "Does  section  six  of  the  act  approved  March  7, 
1883  (Acts  1883,  page  171),  repeal  sections  4012  and  461:3  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  1881,  authorizing  the  sale  of  lands  mort- 
gaged for  college  funds  and  forfeited  to  the  State  for  non-pay- 
ment?" 

Under  the  act  concerning  the  loan  of  college  funds,  on  fail- 
ure to  pay  any  interest  or  principal,  when  due  on  any  mortgage 
therefor,  the  Auditor  is  required  to  advertise  the  mortgaged 
property  for  sale,  and  tlie  Auditor  must  make  sucli  sale  to  the 


highest  bidder  for  cash,  and  in  case  no  one  will  bid  the  full 
amount  due,  the  Auditor  shall  bid  in  the  same  on  account  of 
the  proper  fund.     (R.  S.  1881,  sees.  4611,  4612,  4613.) 

When  any  land  is  bid  in  by  the  State  at  such  sale  the  title 
vests  in  the  State  for  the  use  of  the  fund.  (R.  S.  1881,  sec. 
4615.) 

It  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  of  State  to  cause  the 
said  lands  bid  in  by  and  forfeited  to  the  State  to  be  appraised 
as  provided  by  the  act  of  March  7, 1883  (Acts  1883,  pp.  170-171), 
which  modilied  and  repealed  the  former  statute  on  the  subject 
of  the  sale  so  far  as  they  may  be  inconsistent.  (K.  S.  1881, 
sec.  4612.) 

There  must  be  three  appraisers  appointed  jointly  by  the 
Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  each  county  in  which  said  lands  may 
be,  and  the  Auditor  of  State  must  give  notice  of  the  sale 
thereof  by  a  publication  of  the  description  of  said  lands  and 
the  appraisement  thereof  in  two  papers  of  general  circulation 
published  in  Indianapolis,  and  in  a  newspaper  published  in 
each  county  where  said  lands  may  be  located,  and  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  Auditor  of  State  to  offer  the  same  at  public  or  private 
sale,  as  such  ofticer  shall  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  State, 
not  accepting  any  bid. at  less  than  the  appraised  value.  (Acts 
1883,  p.  171,  sees.  2,  3,  4,  6.) 

Section  4613,  R.  S.  188],  provides  that  the  sale  of  such  lands 
shall  not  be  for  less  than  the  amount  chargeable  on  such  land, 
but  it  is  my  opinion  that  said  act  of  1883  so  modifies  and  re- 
peals said  statute  as  to  authorize  the  sale  for  not  less  than  the 
full  appraised  value  of  the  land.  In  many  instances  the  value 
of  the  mortgaged  land  had  depreciated  so  as  not  to  be  worth 
the  amount  chargeable  thereon,  and  it  became  impossible  to 
sell  the  forfeited  lauds  under  said  section  4613,  and  the  statute 
of  1883  was  enacted  to  meet  the  difiiculty,  and  the  Auditor  was 
authorized  to  sell  all  of  said  lands  purchased  and  held  by  the 
State  for  said  fund,  at  not  less  than  the  appraised  value;  and 
it  may  be  sold  at  such  appraised  value,  although  it  does  not 
equal  the  amount  of  charges  thereon.  It  is  the  duty  of  the 
Treasurer  of  State  to  attend  and  make  a  statement  of  such 
sales,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer. 
(R.  S.  1881,  sec.  4614.)  When  the  purchaser  complies  with  the 
terms  of  sale  he  is  entitled  to  a  deed  for  the  land.  (R.  S.  1881, 
sees.  4617,  4616;  Acts  1883,  pp.  170-171,  sec.  5.) 


Question  2.  "Does  section  6  of  the  act  above  referred  to 
authorize  the  sale  of  land  mortgaged  for  college  funds  and  for- 
feited to  the  State  since  the  passage  of  the  act? " 

The  act  provides,  "  That  the  Auditor  of  State  is  also  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  have  appraised  and  sold,  under  the 
provisions  and  conditions  of  this  act  for  the  appraisement  and 
sale  of  other  lands  of  the  State,  the  lands  mortgaged  for  col- 
lege funds  and  forfeited  to  the  State  for  non-payment,  and  any 
lands  known  as  university  or  college  lands  remaining  unsold, 
the  proceeds  thereof  to  be  placed  in  the  college  fund  in  the 
treasury  of  the  State.''     (Acts  of  1883,  pp.  171-172.) 

It  is  the  general  rule  that  whenever  the  reason  of  the  new 
law  includes  alike  past  transactions  and  future  ones,  and  no  in- 
justice will  result,  and  no  constitutional  restriction  interposes, 
general  words  will  be  construed  both  retrospectively  and  pros- 
pectively.    (Bishop  on  the  Written  Laws,  sec.  84a.) 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  Act  of  1883  authorizes  the  sale  of 
land  mortgaged  for  college  funds,  and  forfeited  to  the  State 
since  the  passage  of  the  act. 


The  Secretary  of  State  is  authorized  under  the  law  to  appoint  or  remove  clerks  in 
the  office  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

Hon.  Charles  F.  Griffin.,  Secretary  of  State: 

Sir — You  have  put  to  me  the  following  question  :  "  Are  the 
necessary  clerks  for  the  State  Board  of  Health  appointed  or 
employed  by  that  Board  or  by  the  Secretary  of  State  ? 

Section  4992,  R.  S.,  1881,  is  as  follows:  "The  State  Board  of 
Health  shall  have  supervision  of  the  system  of  registration  of 
births,  deaths,  and  marriages,  as  herein  provided,  and  they  shall 
make  up  such  forms,  and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  recommend 
such  legislation  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  thorough 
registration  and  report  of  vital  and  sanitary  statistics  through- 
out the  State.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  be  superintend- 
ent of  all  such  registration;  and  the  clerical  duties  and  safe 
keeping  of  the  Bureau  of  Vital  and  Sanitary  Statistics,  thus 
created,  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  upon 
requisition  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  ap- 
proved by  the  President  thereof. 


The  last  sentence  of  this  section  gives  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  the  sole  power  to  employ  or  provide  such  clerks  as  ma}^ 
be  necessary  to  perform  the  "  clerical  duties ''  of  the  Bureau  of 
Vital  and  Sanitary  Statistics. 

You  will  observe  that  the  language,  "  shall  be  provided  for 
by  the  Secretary  of  State,"  is  imperative  or  mandatory.  What 
interpretation  shall  be  put  on  the  word  "  provided  ?''  "Webster 
defines  the  word  "provide""  as  meaning  "to  furnish;   to  sup- 

ply." 

In  the  charge  of  Justice  McLean,  reported  in  5  McLean  306, 
the  meaning  of  the  word  "  provide"  was  considered,  and  it  was 
held  to  be  equivalent  in  meaning  to  the  word  "furnish."  Again 
the  word  "provided  "  is  defined  by  Webster  as  meaning  "sup- 
plied, furnished." 

In  view  of  the  language  used  in  the  statute,  I  am  driven  to 
the  conclusion  that  you  select  and  appoint  the  clerks  who  per- 
form the  "  clerical  duties  "  for  the  Bureau  of  Vital  and  Sanitary 
Statistics,  and  that  they  hold  their  places  at  your  will  only; 
you  appoint  whom  you  please  and  discharge  at  your  pleasure. 

It  is  true  you  appoint  on  the  requisition  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  but  this  does  not  give  that  Board  the  power  to 
say  who  you  shall  appoint,  nor  what  hi^;  term  shall  be.  The 
Board  may  ask  for  a  certain  number  of  clerks,  but  it  can  not 
name  the  persons. 

It  was  the  purpose,  as  gathered  from  the  entire  act,  to  make 
you  a  check  on  the  Board  of  Health,  to  the  end  that  the  duties 
of  the  Board  might  be  performed  carefully  and  economically. 
Therefore,  you  are  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  Bureau 
of  Vital  and  Sanitary  Statistics,  for  the  performance  of  its  cler- 
ical duties,  and  for  providing  a  suitable  office  for  the  Board  of 
Health.     (See  Sec.  4909.) 

The  Board  of  Health  selects  its  own  Secretary  (sec.  4989), 
but  the  statute  does  not  empower  the  Board  to  employ  any 
clerks. 

I  therefore  say  that  you  have  the  power  to  remove  and  ap- 
point such  clerks  at  j^our  pleasure,  and  to  fix  their  compensa- 
tion.    They  are  your  own  clerks  in  legal  contemplation. 


A  I'onsiriK^tion  of  rfome  of  tlie  provisions  of  tlie  contract  between  the  Kniinl  of 
State  llousf  C'oinnnHsiniieis  and  tlie  contractor  for  tlie  ereition  of  tiie  new 
Stale  House. 

To  the  Board  of  State  House  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen — I  have  received  your  request  for  mi  opinion  on 
the  nuitters  set  t'ortli  in  the  petition  of  the  llaugh,  Ketchani  it 
Company  Iron  Works  and  the  contracts  therein  referred  to, 
concernino-  materials  furnished  and  work  done  in  the  buihlinff 
of  the  new  State  House. 

It  is  averred  that  Howard  &  Denig  sublet  a  part  of  the  orig- 
inal contract  to  H.  A.  tStreeter  for  tlie  furnishing  of  certain 
materials,  a  copy  of  which  contract  is  filed  with  the  petition, 
and  is  dated  April  12,  1884.  Streeter  entered  into  a  contract 
witli  the  petitioners  subletting  a  part  of  the  work  on  the  28th 
day  of  June,  1884,  a  cop}'  of  wliich  is  filed  with  the  petition. 
It  is  averred  that  the  petitioners  performed  their  contract  with 
Streeter.  and  tliat  there  remains  due  to  them  and  unpaid,  by 
virtue  of  said  contract,  the  sum  of  $7,060.62,  for  which  they 
present  an  order  from  Streeter  on  the  original  contractors,  au- 
thorizing the  payment  out  of  the  retained  percentage  due 
Streeter. 

Tiie  petition  further  avers  that  on  the  16th  day  of  June, 
1884,  the  petitioners  entered  into  a  contract  witli  Howard  & 
Denig  for  furnishing  certain  materials  and  doing  certain  work 
in  connection  with  building  the  stairways  in  the  State  House  : 
that  they  furnished  the  materials  and  did  the  work  in  accord- 
ance with  said  contract,  and  that  there  is  now  due  thereon  the 
sum  of  §2,626.12.  The  total  amount  claimed  in  the  petition  as 
due  is  §10,615.72. 

The  petition  asks  an  order  that  no  furtlier  allowances  or  pay- 
ments shall  be  made  to  Howard  &  Denig  or  Streeter,  or  their 
assignees,  until  the}'  have  paid  the  claims  of  the  petitioners, 
and  that  you  make  an  allowance  to  the  petitioners  for  the 
amount  which  they  claim  to  be  due  out  of  the  retained  per- 
centages due  the  principal  contractors. 

In  section  2  of  the  act  authorizing  the  erection  of  a  new 
State  House  (see  Acts  of  1877,  page  68)  it  is  provided  that  you 
may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  payment  of  money 
and  the  government  of  contractors  and  employes  as  you  may 
deem  prudent,  not  inconsistent  with  the  act  and  the  laws  of 
the   State.     In   accordance  with  the  spirit  of  this  statute,  the 


contract  made  by  you  with  the  original  contractors  contains 
the  following  stipulation:  "It  is  agreed  that  the  party  of  the 
first  part  expressly  reserves  the  right  to  apply,  or  have  applied, 
the  estimates  made  at  any  time  (so  far  as  may  be  necessary)  to 
the  payment  of  laborers,  mechanics  or  material  men,  to  whom 
the  second  party  is  indebted  therefor,  such  sums  as  may  be  due 
to  them  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  to  the  end  that  the 
State  may  be  kept  free  from  any  pretense  of  claim  on  the  part 
of  such  creditors,  and  the  receipt  of  such  parties  for  money  so 
paid  shall  be  a  valid  payment  to  the  party  of  the  second  part." 

The  stipulation  quoted  gives  you  the  right  to  apply  the  esti- 
mates made  at  any  time  to  the  payment  to  laborers,  mechanics 
or  material  men  of  such  sums  as  may  be  due  to  them  by  the 
contractors  or  their  subcontractors,  subject  to  the  following 
limitation,  in  said  contract  contained:  "The  party  of  the  first 
part  further  agrees  to  make  partial  payments  to  the  second 
party,  as  the  work  of  constructing  the  building  shall  progress, 
at  such  time  as  the  second  party  may  require ;  not  oftener, 
however,  than  once  each  month,  on  estimates  to  be  made  by 
the  supervising  architect,  of  materials  delivered  and  accepted,  and 
work  2)r op erly  done  by  said  second  party;  such  payment  to  be 
ninety  per  cent,  of  such  estimate,  the  remaining  ten  per  cent, 
to  be  paid  on  a  final  and  full  estimate  of  said  architect,  to  be 
made  when  the  building  is  entirely  completed,  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  architect,  and  the  work  accepted  as  finished  by  the 
first  party." 

This  clause  I  construe  to  be  a  limitation  on  your  general 
power  of  payment,  and  prohibits  you  from  paying  to  a  laborer,, 
mechanic  or  material  man,  prior  to  the  completion  of  the  build- 
ing, more  than  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  amount  due  under  the 
current  estimate.  The  purpose  of  the  retention  of  the  ten  per 
cent,  is  to  protect  the  State  and  the  sureties  of  the  original 
contractors.  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  safe  to  pay  in  excess 
of  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  current  estimate  and  without  the 
written  consent  of  the  original  contractors  and  their  sureties, 
and  I  do  not  at  this  time  feel  like  advising  you  to  make  such 
payment  even  with  such  consent. 

The  contract  made  between  the  original  contractors  and 
Streeter,  under  whom  the  petitioners  claim,  stipulates  for  the 
payment,  as  the  work  progresses,  once  in  each  month  on  the 
estimates  to  be  made  by  the  supervising  architect,  for  materials 
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delivered  and  accepted  and  work  properly  done,  of  ninety  per 
cent,  of  the  amount  of  such  estimate,  the  remaining  ten  per 
<;ent.  to  be  paid  when  the  work  required  to  be  done  by  Streeter 
is  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  architect  and  your 
Board.  Under  this  stipulation,  as  between  the  contracting 
parties,  Streeter  is  entitled  to  full  payment  from  Ploward  <li: 
Denig  when  his  work  is  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
architect  and  your  Board,  but  this  clause  does  not  justify  you, 
in  my  opinion,  in  paying  to  Streeter  or  to  laborers,  mechanics 
or  material  men  under  him,  the  ten  per  cent,  which  you  are  re- 
quired under  the  statute  and  the  original  contract,  to  retain  in 
your  possession  until  the  building  is  entirely  completed.  But 
I  think  you  would  have  the  right  to  pay  the  petitioners,  if  the 
proper  estimates  have  been  made,  any  amount  which  may  be 
due  them,  provided  it  does  not  encroach  upon  the  ten  per  cent, 
retension  fund.  Within  the  ninety  per  cent,  limit  you  have  the 
right  to  make  payments  to  laborers,  mechanics  or  material  men, 
and  such  payments  will  operate  as  a  valid  payment  to  the  orig- 
inal contractors. 

The  contract  dated  June  16, 1884,  signed  by  Howard  &  Denig, 
and  the  petitioners,  differs  from  the  provisions  of  the  Streeter 
contract  in  this:  that  it  does  not  require  the  payment  of  the 
remaining  ten  per  cent.,  as  between  the  contracting  parties, 
until  the  work  specified  is  completed  and  accepted  by  the  archi- 
tect and  your  Board.  The  language  of  the  contract  originally 
made  with  your  Board  concerning  the  payment  of  the  ninety 
per  cent,  of  the  atnount  of  the  estimate,  requires  an  acceptance, 
of  the  materials  delivered  and  the  work  performed,  by  the 
Board  before  the  whole  amount  can  be  claimed  by  the  peti- 
tioners from  Howard  &  Denig.  I  do  not  think  that,  under  the 
two  contracts,  your  acceptance  of  the  labor  done  or  materials 
furnished  by  the  petitioners  must  be  delayed  until  the  comple- 
tion of  the  entire  building.  In  other  words,  I  am  of  opinion 
that  you  must  accept  the  materials  delivered  and  the  work  done 
before  you  can  pay  the  ninety  per  cent,  on  the  current  estimates. 
By  this  I  mean  an  acceptance  or  approval  so  far  as  the  payment 
of  the  ninety  per  cent,  is  concerned.  This  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  final  acceptance  by  the  architect  and  the  Board  of  the 
entire  building.  As  a  further  reason  for  giving  this  construc- 
tion to  the  word  "  accepted,"  as  used  in  the  contract  between 
the  original  contractors  and  the  petitioners,  I  would  assign  the 
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fact  that  there  were  erased  from  the  printed  form  these  words  : 
"  The  building  is  entirely  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  said 
architect,  and  the  work  accepted  and  paid  for  as  finished  by 
the  Board  of  State  House  Commissioners,"'  and  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following  words  were  written  therein,  viz.:  "The  work 
specified  in  said  Schedule  B  is  completed  and  accepted  by  said 
architect  and  said  Board  of  State  House  Commissioners."  The 
erasure  of  one  set  of  words  and  the  substitution  of  the  other 
set,  so  diiferent  in  meaning,  emphasizes  the  intent  and  purpose 
of  the  contracting  parties  that  the  whole  amount  should  be  due 
and  payable,  as  between  the  parties,  when  the  work  specified 
should  be  completed  and  accepted  by  the  architect  and  the 
board,  upon  the  making  of  the  next  monthly  estimate. 

Whether  you  shall  make  such  payment  or  not  is  a  matter  en- 
tirely within  your  own  discretion,  and  I  decide  nothing  further 
than  that  you  have  the  legal  right  under  the  contract  to  make 
such  payment  when  the  facts  of  the  case  are  within  the  terms 
of  the  contract. 


A  mere  agreement  between  a  bank  and  its  depositor  that  it  will  pay  interest  on 
deposits  does  not  constitute  the  bank  a  savings  bank  within  the  meaning  of  the 
savings  bank  statute. 

Hon.  Bruce.  Carr,  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — You  have  submitted  to  me  for  consideration  a  memo- 
randum of  agreement  which  a  State  bank  proposes  to  make 
with  a  certain  class  of  depositors,  the  third  and  fourth  clauses 
of  which  are  as  follows: 

"  Third.  This  bank  agrees  to  pay  interest  (in  its  Special  De- 
posit Department)  on  the  first  business  day  of  January,  April, 
July  and  October  of  each  year,  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent,  per 
annum  on  all  sums  of  one  dollar  or  upwards  which  shall  have 
been  constantly  on  deposit  for  three  months  previous  to  the 
first  days  of  these  months.  (Money  deposited  between  the  first 
and  fifth  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  will  draw  inter- 
est from  the  first  days  of  these  months.  Interest  will  not  be 
computed  on  fractional  parts  of  a  dollar. 

''Fourth.  Money  deposited  in  this  bank  may  be  drawn  out 
personally,  or  by  the  written  order  check  of  the  depositor ; 
but  no  such  payment  shall  be  demanded  unless  the  pass-book 
of  such  depositor  shall  be  presented,  that  such  payment  may

be  entered  therein,  and  no  payment  of  any  amount  shall  be 
demanded  uiile.ss  notice  of  such  demand  sliall  have  been  given 
at  tlic  banking  lionse,  during  business  hours,  at  least  sixty  days 
previous  to  siu-li  demand,  and  no  pa^'Uient  witliout  notice  shall 
be  deemed  or  construed  a  waiver  of  this  clause." 

And  you  submit  the  following  questions  for  answer; 

First.     "  AVhat  is  the  character  of  the  proposed  deposit  ?  " 

I  answer  that  it  is  not  a  special  deposit. 

"A  special  deposit,  so-called,  is  the  placing  of  something  in 
the  charge  or  custody  of  the  bank  of  which  specific  thing  res- 
titution must  be  had."  (Morse  on  Banks  and  Banking,  p.  66, 
See,  also,  p.  Qil) 

Judge  Story,  in  his  work  on  Bailments,  section  88,  saj-s  : 
•"  But  persons  are  sometimes  in  the  habit  of  making  wliat  is 
called  a  special  deposit  of  monej'',  or  bills  in  a  bank,  when  the 
specific  money,  the  very  silver  or  gold  coin  or  bills  deposited 
iire  to  be  restored,  and  not  an  equivalent.  In  this  last  case  the 
transaction  is  a  genuine  deposit,  and  the  banking  companj'  has 
no  authority  to  use  the  money  so  deposited,  but  is  bound  to  re- 
turn it  in  individao  to  the  party.'' 

A  special  deposit  does  not  enter  into  the  general  funds  of 
the  bank,  or  form  a  part  of  its  disposable  capital.  It  must  be 
kept  l)y  itself  and  be  specially  returned.  The  bank  can  not 
base  any  increas'.'  of  issues  or  discounts  upon  such  deposits,  for 
they  are  not  at  its  disposal  in  an}'  sense.  (Morse  on  Banks  and 
Banking,  72.) 

These  principles  have  been  recognized  by  our  Supreme  Court 
in  Co^n  v.  Anderson,  4  Blackt.  305  ;  Ban/:  of  The  iState  v.  Burton, 
27  Ind.  426. 

The  deposit  contemplated  by  the  memorandum  under  con- 
sideration is  nothing  more  than  a  time  or  interest  deposit,  sub- 
ject to  the  conditions  and  limitations  therein  expressed.  Such 
a  deposit  "  is  a  proper  sul)iect  of  a  special  agreement  or  under- 
standiuL'"  between  the  parties."  (Morse  on  Banks  and  Bank- 
ing, 73.) 

Second.  "Is  a  time  or  interest  deposit  forbidden  by  the 
laws  of  this  State  governing  State  banks  ?'"" 

No;  the  State  banks  have  "•  all  the  powers  incidental  and 
proper,  or  wliich  may  be  necessary  and  usual  in  carrying  on 
the  business  of  banking  as  a  bank  of  discount  and  deposit,'' 
and  "may  receive  deposits."     (R.  S.  1881,  sec.  2687.) 
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As  there  is  in  the  statute  no  limitation  or  denial  of  power 
concerning  the  making  of  deposits,  it  follows  that  such  a  bank 
has  a  general  power  to  receive  deposits  "  which  may  be  neces- 
sary and  usual  in  carrying  on  the  business  of  banking  as  a  bank 
of  discount  and  deposit."  Time  or  interest  deposits  form  a 
part  of  the  daily  banking  transactions  of  the  commercial  world. 

Third.  "  Does  a  time  or  interest  deposit  partake  of  the 
nature  of  a  savings  bank  transaction  ?" 

No  ;  you  will  observe  that  the  only  return  which  such  a  de- 
positor as  is  contemplated  by  this  memorandum  receives  for  the 
use  of  his  money  is  interest,  while  the  depositor  in  a  savings 
bank  gets  for  his  return  dividends  and  profits.  (R.  S.  1881,. 
sees.  2719,  2731  to  2737,  inclvsive.)  In  other  words,  the  sum 
total  deposits  is  returned  to  him  with  the  addition  of  such 
dividends  or  profits  as  may  have  been  earned  by  the  business 
of  the  bank  during  the  period  of  the  deposit,  while  by  the 
plan  under  consideration  the  depositor  receives  the  amount  of 
his  deposit  and  the  interest  agreed  upon. 


Real  estate  for  which  the  State  has  issued  a  contract  to  convey  is  subject  to  taxation, 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Auditor  of  State : 

Sir — I  have  received  the  following  communication  from  you: 
"  Please  give  me  your  opinion  upon  the  following :  June  23, 
1868,  August  Kiefer  and  wife,  of  Posey  County,  executed  a 
mortgage  to  the  State  of  Indiana  for  a  loan  of  $500  of  the 
school  fund  of  the  State.  March  28,  1879,  the  property  de- 
scribed in  said  mortgage  was  advertised  for  sale  for  non-pay- 
ment of  interest,  there  being  no  bid  at  said  sale  for  amount 
due,  the  same  was  bid  olf  by  the  County  Auditor  for  the  benefit 
of  the  school  fund. 

"  February  28,  1881,  the  Auditor  caused  said  property  to  be 
appraised,  and  re-advertised  same  for  sale  on  the  28th  of  March^ 
1881,  on  a  credit  of  five  years.  The  property  was  sold  on  said 
March  28  for  an  amount  not  less  than  the  appraised  value 
thereof,  and  a  certificate  issued  to  the  purchaser.  After  the 
expiration  of  the  five  years  a  deed  was  executed  by  the  County 
Auditor  for  said  property.  In  December,  1881,  said  property 
was  returned  delinquent  for  the  taxes  of  1883  and  part  of  the 
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taxes  for  1882,  aud  on  the  9th  day  of  February,  1885,  said 
property  was  sold  for  said  delinquent  tax  of  1883,  etc.,  with 
the  tax  of  1884  included,  the  time  for  redemption  expiring^ 
February  9,  1887. 

''Is  said  sale  for  taxes  legal,  or  should  the  tax  have  been 
stricken  from  the  duplicate?" 

Answer.  The  purchase  of  the  land  by  the  Auditor  vested 
the  title  in  the  State  for  the  use  of  the  proper  fund.  (R.  S. 
1881,  sees,  4393,  4397.)  Had  the  land  while  it  remained  unsold 
been  sold  for  taxes,  it  is  clear  that  the  sale  would  have  been 
void.  Becd  v.  Thompson,  74  Ind.  252;  McCaslin  v.  State,  99 
lud.  428.  But  in  this  case  the  land  was  sold  by  the  Auditor 
on  a  credit  of  five  years,  and  a  certificate  of  purchase  was 
issued  to  the  purchaser,  entitling  him  to  a  deed  upon  full  pay- 
ment of  the  purchase  price  and  interest.  (R.  S.  1881,  sees. 
4398,  4395.) 

After  the  sale,  and  before  the  execution  of  the  deed,  the 
land  was  assessed  for  taxes  and  sold  for  non-payment  thereof. 
Was  it  lawfully  assessed  under  the  circumstances? 

This  question  is  answered  by  section  6274,  R.  S.  1881,  which 
is  as  follows: 

"Lands  sold  by  the  State,  including  lauds  forfeited  to  the 
sinking  fund,  university  fund  and  all  other  trust  funds,  though 
not  granted  or  conveyed,  shall  be  assessed  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  actually  conveyed." 

It  is  clear,  then,  that  the  land  was  lawfully  assessed,  and  if 
the  taxes  were  allowed  to  become  delinquent,  as  stated,  it  was 
lawful  to  sell  it  as  other  lands  are  sold  for  the  collection  of  de- 
linquent taxes. 


Lands  held  by  husband  and  wife  as  tenants  by  entirety  are  not  subject  to  the  lieu 
of  taxes  assessed  upon  the  personal  property  of  the  husband. 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — You  request  my  opinion  on  the  following  question  : 
"Are  lands  held  by  husband  and  wife  jointly  subject  to  a  lien 
for  taxes  assessed  upon  the  husband's  personal  estate  ?" 

It  has  been  held  that  under  sections  2922  and  2923,  R.  S. 
1881,  a  conveyance  to  husband  and  wife  jointly,  by  names,  con- 
stitutes them  tenants  by  entirety.     Chandler  v.  Cheney,  87  Ind 
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391 ;  Becins  v.  Cline,  21  Ind.  37 ;  Jones  v.  Chandler,  40  lud.  588; 
Hulett  V.  Mow,  57  Ind.  412 ;  Patton  v.  Bankin,  68  Ind.  245. 

From  the  nature  of  such  an  estate  and  the  legal  relations  of 
the  parties  there  must  be  unity  in  conveying  or  incumbering 
it,  and  no  interest  in  such  an  estate  can  be  sold  for  the  debts 
of  the  husband  or  wife  while  it  exists. 

The  (|uestion  you  ask  has  been  decided  in  the  case  of  Morri- 
son V.  Seybold,  et  cd,  92  Ind.  298,  in  which  it  is  held  that  lands 
held  by  husband  and  wife  as  tenants  by  entirety,  are  not  subject 
to  a  lien  for  taxes,  assessed  upon  the  personal  property  of  the 
husband. 


-An  opinion  that  the  certificate  of  the  Governor  that  tlie  Hon.  David  Turpie  was 

elected  a  United  States  Senator  Dy  the  General  Assembly  of  Indiana,   is  in 

due  and  legal  form. 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  attest  and  atlix  the  seal  of  State  to  such 

certificates  as  the  Governor  may  oflicially  issue. 
Tlie  Secretary  does  not  by  such  attestation  assent  to  the  truthfulness  of  the  recitals 

and  statements  contained  in  the  certificate. 
The  office  of  Secretary  of  State  is  a  constitutional  office,  and  the  Secretary  is  not 

under  the  control  of  the  Governor,  but  is  bound  only  to  perform  such  acts  as 

]uay  be  enjoined  upon  liim  by  lav,-. 

Hon.  Chas.  F.  Gr[flin,  Secretary  of  State: 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  you  in  which 
you  say  that  the  Governor  has  handed  you,  for  attestation,  a  cer- 
tificate of  the  alleged  election  of  Hon.  David  Turpie  to  the 
Senate  of  the  United  States,  by  the  joint  assembly  of  the  two 
houses  constituting  the  Legislature  of  Indiana. 

Concerning  this  matter  you  ask  me  the  following  questions: 

1.     Is  such  certificate  in  the  proper  and  legal  form? 

In  section  15  of  the  Eevised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  it 
is  })rovided  that  when  a  joint  assembly  of  the  two  houses  is 
held  to  elect  a  United  States  Senator  it  shall  "  proceed  to  choose, 
by  a  cica  voce  vote  of  each  member  present,  a  person  for  Sen- 
ator, and  the  person  who  receives  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  of 
the  joint  assembly,  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to 
both  houses  being  present  and  voting,  shall  be  declared  duly 
elected.""  In  considering  whetlier  or  not  this  certificate  is  in 
proper  and  legal  form,  the  foregoing  section  must  be  construed 
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with  section  IS,  which  is  as  follows:  "  It  sliall  he  the  duty  of 
the  Executive  of  the  State  from  which  any  Senator  has  heen 
choseJi  to  certify  his  election,  under  the  seal  of  the  State,  to 
tlie  President  of  the  Senate  of  the   United  States/" 

It  thus  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  certify  to  the 
result  of  the  action  of  the  joint  assembly.  Tlie  certificate,  of 
which  you  have  handed  me  a  copy,  is  substantially  within  the 
terms  of  statutes  I  have  quoted. 

2.  Is  it  my  duty  to  countersign  or  attest  such  certificate  ? 
Section  19  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  is  as 

follows :  "  The  certificate  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section 
shall  be  countersigned  bj'  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State."" 
The  question  turns  on  the  meaning  of  the  word  "  countersign." 
The  word  is  defined  as  follows :  "  The  signature  of  a  Secretary 
or  other  subordinate  officer  to  any  writing  signed  by  the  prin- 
cipal or  superior,  to  vouch  for  the  authenticity  of  it."  See 
Whartojfs  Lam  Lexicon,  and  Hapalje  .j-  Laicrencc s  Lair  dic- 
tionary. 

These  statutes  make  the  Governor  the  superior  officer  in 
certifying  to  the  election  of  a  Senator  of  the  Unifed  States,  and 
make  it  your  duty  to  countersign  his  certificate. 

3.  Is  it  my  duty  to  atfix  the  seal  of  the  State  to  such  certifi- 
cate ? 

By  the  first  subdivision  of  section  5591  R.  S.  Ind.  of  1881,  it 
is  made  your  duty  to  "attest  all  the  oflicial  acts  and  proceed- 
ings of  the  Governor,  and  aifix  the  seal  of  State  with  such  at- 
testation, to  all  commissions,  pardons  and  other  public  instru- 
ments to  which  the  signature  of  the  Governor  is  required." 
This  certificate  is  an  otficial  act  of  the  Governor,  and  a  public 
instrument  to  which  his  signature  is  required.  I  therefore  hold 
it  to  be  your  duty  to  affix  the  seal  of  State  to  it, 

4.  In  signing  such  certificate,  does  the  Secretary  of  State 
thereby  assent  to  the  truthfulness  of  the  writing,  and  the  state- 
ments therein  contained,  or  does  he  simply  attest  the  genuine- 
ness of  the  signature  of  tlie  Governor  without  regard  to  the 
contents  of  the  writing  itself? 

You  merel}-  attest  that  Hon.  Isaac  P.  Gray  is  the  Governor 
of  the  State,  and  that  it  is  his  signature  which  is  attached  to 
the  certificate.  We  know,  as  a  matter  of  public  history,  that 
there  is  a  dispute  as  to  the  legality  of  the  alleged  election  of  the 
Hon.  David  Turpie  to  a  seat  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States, 
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and  it  may  be  well  to  so  frame  your  attestation  that  it  shall  do 
nothing  more  than  declare  who  is  the  Governor,  and  that  his 
signature  is  attached  to  the  certificate. 

5,  Has  the  Governor  any  control  over  me  as  to  the  manner 
of  the  performance  of  my  official  duties  ? 

He  has  not.  As  a  general  rule  you  are  entirely  independent 
of  him  in  the  performance  of  your  official  duties.  You  are 
not  in  any  sense  his  clerk  or  secretary.  Your  office  is  created 
by  the  Constitution  arid  your  duties  are  prescribed  by  statute. 
You  may  refuse  to  perform  an  act  asked  of  you  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, unless  it  is  required  to  be  done  by  the  law,  and  you  may 
also  refuse  to  recognize  as  valid  any  act  of  the  Governor  when 
it  is  sought  to  predicate  thereon  some  official  act  of  your  own. 
This  question  arose  in  Collins  v.  the  State,  8  Ind.  344.  In 
that  case  the  Governor  appointed  and  commissioned  James 
Morrison  as  Attorney  General  of  this  State,  who,  on  the  fol- 
lowing day,  presented  his  official  bond  with  sufficient  sureties 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  at  his  office,  and  offered  to  take 
the  oath  of  office  before  him,  but  the  Secretary  of  State  re- 
fused to  approve  the  bond  and  administer  the  oath  on  the  sole 
•o-round  that  the  Governor  had  no  right  to  make  such  appoint- 
ment. An  action  was  then  brought  to  compel  the  Secretary 
of  State  to  perform  those  official  acts,  and  in  defence  he  denied 
the  power  of  the  Governor  to  make  the  appointment.  The 
judgment  of  the  Circuit  Court  was  against  the  Secretary  of 
State,  but  it  was  reversed  by  the  Supreme  Court.  In  passing 
on  the  question  the  Court  said:  "It  has  been  suggested  that  it 
did  not  devolve  upon  the  Secretary  of  State  to  overrule  the 
action  of  the  Governor;  that  that  officer  having  issued  the 
commission,  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  administer  the 
oath  of  office  and  approve  the  bond.  It  is  not  perceived  upon 
what  ground  this  argument  can  rest,  unless  it  be  that  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  is  merely  secretary  to  the  Governor,  occupying 
the  relation  to  him  of  an  agent  to  his  principal.  This  is  not 
the  case.  The  office  of  Secretary  of  State  is  created  by  the 
Constitution,  and  the  incumbent  is  sworn  to  support  it.  The 
power  of  the  Governor  over  the  subject  is  defined  and  limited 
by  that  instrument.  The  Secretary  did  not  institute  this  pro- 
ceeding to  annul  an  act  of  the  Governor;  the  action  comes 
from  the  other  quarter.  It  is  an  attempt  to  compel  the  Secre- 
tary to  do  an  act  which  he  is  not  bound  to  do.     Having  come 
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to  the  conclusion  that  the  act  of  the  Governor  was  void,  the 
plaintiff  can  not  maintain  an  action  to  compel  the  Secretary  to 
do  a  further  act  which  would  have  been  of  no  force  had  it  been 
done." 

This  case  was  cited  with  approval  in  Gulich  v.  New,  14  Ind. 
93.  In  the  Collins  case  the  Secretary  of  State  was  called  upon 
to  perform  independent  official  acts,  but  in  this  case  you  are 
required  by  the  law  to  do  nothing  more  than  to  certify  who  is 
governor  and  that  his  signature  is  attached  to  the  instrument, 
and  you  are  plainly  required  to  do  that  much  by  the  law  I  have 
quoted.  Here  the  Governor  alone  is  responsible  for  the  certiti- 
cate,  and  you  are  responsible  for  nothing  more  than  the  state- 
ment that  he  is  the  Governor  and  has  signed  the  certificate.  If 
the  statute  required  you  to  make  the  certificate  in  connection 
with  the  Governor,  or  if  it  required  you  to  perform  any  inde- 
pendent official  act  growing  out  of  the  matters  stated  in  the 
certificate,  then  it  would  be  clearly  your  right  to  question  the 
validity  of  the  alleged  election.  But  as  the  question  is  pre- 
sented, you  have  nothing  to  do  but  to  decide  whether  the  Gov- 
ernor of.  the  State  has  signed  the  certificate  and  then  act 
accordingly. 


The  Auditor  of  State  is  uot  authorized  to  issue  warrants  on  the  State  Treasurj  on 
vouchers  made  out  aud  approved  only  by  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  of  State  to  examine  into  the  legality  of  all  expendi- 
tures made  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  before  issuing  warrants  for  their  pay- 
ment. 

The  salaries  of  the  Secretary  and  clerks  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  should  be 
paid  quarterly,  and  not  in  advance. 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  request  for  answers  to  the  fol- 
lowing questions: 

First.  Is  the  Auditor  of  State  authorized  to  issue  warrants 
upon  the  State  Treasury  on  vouchers  made  out  and  approved 
only  by  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  ? 

Section  4991,  R.  S.,  1881,  is  as  follows:  "  The  Secretary  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars, 
w^hich  shall  be  fixed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.     The  Board 

2 — Atty-Gen. 
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shall  quarterly  certify  the  .amount  due  him,  and,  on  presenta- 
tion of  such  certificate,  the  Auditor  of  State  shall  draw  his 
warrant  on  the  State  Treasurer  for  the  amount.  The  members 
of  the  Board  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services, 
but  their  traveling  and  other  necessary  expens.es  while  employed 
on  the  business  of  the  Board  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  upon 
an  itemized  account,  verified  under  oath  by  the  member  in 
whose  favor  the  claim  is  made." 

This  statute  requires  that  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall 
quarterl}^  certify  to  you  the  amount  due  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board,  and  on  presentation  of  that  certificate  you  are  required 
to  draw  your  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of  State  for  the  amount 
named  therein.  If  any  member  of  the  Board  has  any  claim 
for  traveling  or  other  necessary  expenses  while  employed  on 
the  business  of  the  Board,  he  should  tile  with  you  an  itemized 
account  thereof,  verified  by  his  oath,  and  it  then  becomes  your 
duty  to  issue  your  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of  State  for  the 
amount  of  such  claim.  You  have  no  power  to  issue  such  war- 
rants on  the  vouchers  made  out  and  approved  only  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board.  • 

Second.  Does  the  law  require  that  all  accounts  of  expendi- 
tures in  connection  with  this  Bureau  must  be  passed  upon  by 
the  Board  and  approved  b}'  the  President  thereof,  or  is  the 
Auditor  of  State  authorized  to  issue  his  warrant  for  such 
accounts,  upon  the  approval  ot  the  Secretary  of  said  Board? 

The  section  of  the  statute  above  quoted  provides  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  salary  of  the  Secretary,  and  for  the  traveling  and 
other  necessary  expenses  of  the  individual  members  -of  the 
Board  while  emploj-ed  on  the  business  of  the  Board,  but  it  does 
not  direct  in  terms  how  the  other  expenditures  of  the  Board 
shall  be  paid. 

Section  5000,  li.  S.,  1881,  is  as  follows:  "  The  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  to  pay  the  salary  of  the  Sec- 
retary and  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act :  and  the  ex- 
penses of  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall  in  no  event  exceed 
the  amount  herein  appropriated." 

This  section  appropriates  the  money  which  may  be  expended 
for  the  Board  annually.  I  do  not  find  in  the  statutes  any  spe- 
cific direction  prescribing  the  manner  of  expending  this  money 
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other  than  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  ainl  the 
personal  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Board  :  therefore,  I  con- 
chule  tliat  in  the  making-  of  other  expenditures,  the  general  stat- 
ntor}'  rules  for  the  disbursement  of  the  other  funds  of  the  State 
are  applicable.  In  mj-  opinion  you  should  not  draw  any  war- 
rant on  the  Treasurer  of  State  for  the  expenditures  of  the  Board 
on  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  alone,  but  you  should  require 
the  certificate  of  the  Board  to  the  effect  that  a  certain  amount 
is  due  to  a  person  named  in  an  account  stated  and  filed  with 
the  certilicate.  You  must  be  satisfied  that  the  account  or  claim 
is  a  proper  one  to  be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation,  and  that  it 
has  been  approved  by  the  Board  itself. 

Sec.  4!»02,  R.  S.  1881,  is  as  follows:  "  Tiie  State  Board  of 
Health  shall  have  supervision  of  the  systerh  of  registration  of 
births,  deaths  and  marriages,  as  herein  provided,  and  they  shall 
make  up  such  forms,  and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  recommend 
such  legislation  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  thorough 
registration  and  report  of  vital  and  sanitary  statistics  through- 
out the  State.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  be  Superin- 
tendent of  all  such  registration  :  and  the  clerical  duties  and 
safe  keeping  of  the  Bureau  of  Vital  and  Sanitary  Statistics, 
thus  created,  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  Secretary  of  State, 
upon  requisition  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
approved  by  the  president  thereof."'  The  last  sentence  of  this 
section  requires  the  Secretary  of  State  to  provide  the  clerical 
duties  and  safe  keeping  of  the  Bureau  of  A'ital  and  Sanitary 
Statistics.  I  recentlj'  gave  to  the  Secretary  of  State  an  opinion, 
in  which  I  held  that  this  section  empowered  him  to  appoint  the 
clerical  force  necessary  to  the  proper  performance  of  the  duties 
of  this  particular  Bureau,  over  which  the  State  Board  of 
Health  has  supervision.  These  clerks  are  the  clerks  of  tlie 
Secretary  of  State,  but  they  perform  their  duties  under  tlie 
supervision  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  They  are  paid  out 
of  the  annual  appropriation  of  85,000,  made  to  the  State  Board 
of  Health. 

As  the}'  are  the  clerks  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  it  follows 
that  the  fixing  of  the  amount  of  their  salaries  and  the  payment 
thereof,  is  under  the  control  of  that  officer,  for  he  is  responsi- 
ble for  the  proper  performance  of  their  duties.  It  would  be 
idle  to  require  him  to  provide  such  clerks  and  hold  him  respon- 
sible for  their  acts,  and  yet  deny  liim  the   power  to  fix   their 
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salaries  and  make  payment  thereof.  Therefore,  I  advise  yoa 
that  you  require  the  Secretary  of  State  to  certify  to  you  the 
amount  due  each  clerk,  and  accompany  the  certificate  by  the 
claim  of  the  clerk  for  the  salary  due  him.  When  that  is  done 
you  should  draw  jonr  warrant  on  the  State  Treasurer  for  the 
amount,  and  charge  it  to  the  appropriation  I  have  named. 
Section  4999  is  as  follows  :  "  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  to  provide  a  suitable  office  for  the  meetings  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  for  the  Secretary  thereof."  This 
statute  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  provide  a 
suitable  office  for  the  State  Board  of  Health.  If  he  rents  rooms 
for  the  office  use  of  the  Board,  the  rent  of  such  rooms  should 
be  expended  by  him  in  the  same  manner  that  the  clerks  are 
paid.  It  was  the  evident  intent  of  the  Legislature  not  to  give 
to  the  State  Board  of  Health  unlimited  powers,  but  to  restrict 
and  limit  them,  and,  in  the  particulars  I  have  named,  make 
responsible  an  officer  of  the  State,  elected  by  the  people  and 
under  bonds  for  the  proper  performance  of  his  duties,  which 
includes,  of  course,  the  disbursement  of  moneys. 

Third.  When  and  how  often  should  these  accounts  be  paid,, 
including  the  salaries  of  the  Secretary  and  clerks  ? 

By  virtue  of  section  4991  the  Secretary  is  entitled  to  his  pay 
quarterly.  There  is  nothing  in  the  statute  concerning  the 
Board  of  Health,  fixing  the  time  of  paying  the  clerical  force, 
from  which  I  infer  a  legislative  intent  that  such  payment 
should  be  controlled  by  the  general  laws  applicable.  Section 
6013  is  as  follows  :  "  No  law  of  this  State  regulating  the  sala- 
ries of  the  public  officers  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  permit 
such  officers  to  draw  or  receive  their  salaries  in  advance." 
And  section  6032  reads :  "  The  several  sums  herein  allowed, 
payable  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  shall  be  paid  quarterly,  as 
provided  by  law,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated."  These  statutes  and  the  departmental  prac- 
tice in  vogue  at  the  time  of  the  creation  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  I  think,  clearly  define  the  purpose  of  the  Legislature 
that  all  salaries  of  officers  and  clerks  should  be  paid  quarterly, 
and  not  in  advance.  Wherever  there  is  a  command  in  our 
statutes  concerning  the  time  of  payment  of  the  salaries  of 
officers  and  clerks,  it  is  to  the  effect  that  such  payments  shall 
be  made  quarterly.  I  therefore  advise  you  to  draw  such  war- 
rants at  the  end  of  each  quarter. 
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The  Auditor  of  State  should,  if  in  funds,  pay  the  estimates  made  by  the  Superin- 
tendents of  the  erection  of  tiie  new  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  if  approved  by 
the  Board,  upon  their  maturity.  He  should  not,  however,  pay  such  estimateH 
if  tliere  is  no  money  in  the  Treasury. 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — I  have  received  a  communication  from  you  in  which  you 
state  that  in  the  year  1886,  certain  monthly  estimates  were 
made  by  the  Superintendents  of  the  erection  of  the  new  Hos- 
pitals for  the  Insane  on  account  of  work  and  labor  done  by  the 
persons  in  said  estimates  named  in  and  about  the  erection  of 
said  buildin^fi^s.  You  also  state  that  these  estimates  were  ap- 
proved by  the  proper  Board  in  the  months  of  July  and  August, 
1886,  and  that  in  each  estimate  it  was  provided  that  it  should 
be  paid  February  20,  1887-  You  also  inform  me  that  such  es- 
timates, amounting  to  more  than  $25,000,  have  been  presented 
to  you  for  payment,  and  you  ask  an  opinion  from  me  as  to 
whether  or  not  you  shall  draw  your  warrants  for  the  sums 
named  in  the  several  estimates. 

Your  duty  in  that  respect  is  defined  by  section  6  of  the  act 
of  March  7,  1883,  as  follows: 

"A  competent  and  skillful  person  shall  be  selected  by  said 
Board,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  for  each  of  said 
hospitals,  who  shall  remain  on  the  hospital  grounds  and  super- 
intend the  erection  of  said  building  and  see  that  the  work  is 
well  and  carefully  done,  according  to  contract,  and  shall  make 
monthly  estimates  of  the  work  done  under  oath,  which  esti- 
mates, when  approved  by  said  Board,  shall  be  tiled  with  the 
Auditor  of  State,  who  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer 
of  State  for  the  amount  of  said  estimates,  less  ten  per  centum 
thereon,  Avhich  amount  of  ten  per  centum  shall  remain  unpaid 
until  the  work  is  fully  completed  and  accepted  by  said  Board, 
when  the  Auditor  shall  draw  his  warrant  therefor." 

This  law  is  imperative,  and  if  an  estimate  has  been  signed  by 
the  proper  Superintendent  and  approved  by  the  Board,  it  is 
your  plain  duty  to  draw  a  warrant  for  the  amount  of  the  esti- 
mate, "less  ten  per  centum  thereon,"  for  no  discretion  is  given 
you  by  this  statute.  Subdivision  eighth  of  section  5611  R.  S., 
1881,  is  as  follows  :  The  Auditor  of  State  shall  "  draw  war- 
rants on  the  Treasurer  for  all  moneys  directed  by  law  to  be  paid 
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out  of  the  Treasury  to  public  officers,  or  for  any  other  object 
whatsoever,  as  the  same  may  become  payable,  and  every  war- 
rant shall  be  properly  numbered." 

This  is  a  direct  command  to  you  to  draw  such  warrant  as  soon 
as  the  claim  is  presented,  after  maturity. 

You  also  ask  whether  or  not  you  should  draw  such  warrants 
if  there  is  no  money  in  the  Treasury  belonging  to  the  fund  out 
of  which  they  are  payable. 

Section  5639,  R.  S.,  1881,  provides:  "The  Auditor  of  State 
shall  at  no  time  draw  a  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  of  State 
unless  there  be  money  in  the  Treasury  belonging  to  the  fund 
upon  which  the  same  is  drawn  to  pay  the  same,  and  in  con- 
formity to  appropriations  made  by  law,  and  on  money  actually 
in  the  Treasury,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  same." 

This  language  is  mandatory,  and  expresses  clearly  the  de- 
termination of  the  Legislature  that  you  shall  not  draw  warrants 
on  the  Treasurer  unless  the  money  is  in  the  Treasury  with 
which  to  pay  them.  In  this  connection  I  will  call  your  atten- 
tion to  section  2052,  E.  S.,  1881,  which  makes  it  a  criminal  of- 
fense if  you  draw  a  warrant  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
section  5611,  supra.  All  of  these  statutes  must  be  so  construed 
as  to  give  effect  to  each,  if  possible,  for  they  relate  to  the  same 
subject  matter  and  the  same  officer. 

Therefore,  I  hold  that  section  6  of  the  act  of  1883  does  not 
repeal  section  4611  by  implication,  and  that  you  are  only  re- 
quired by  it,  in  view  of  the  whole  law,  to  draw  your  warrants 
on  the  estimates  when  there  is  money  in  the  Treasury-  out  of 
which  the  warrants  are  payable.  This  construction  permits  all 
of  these  statutes  to  stand  as  a  harmonious  whole,  a  construc- 
tion which  is  always  favored  in  law. 


The  Treasurer  of  State  is  protected  in  paying  any  warrant  drawn  upon  him  by  the 
Auditor  of  State,  if  there  is  money  in  the  Treasury  belonging  to  tlie  fund  upon 
which  the  warrant  is  drawn.  The  Treasurer  may,  however,  lawfully  refuse  to 
pay  a  warrant  based  on  a  claim  which  he  knows  to  be  invalid. 

Hon.  J.  A.  Zienieke,  T^r usurer  of  State. 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  request  for  an  answer  to  the 
following  question;  "Am  I,  as  Treasurer  of  State,  obliged  to 
pay  such  warrants  as  the  Auditor  of  State  may  draw,  or  do  I 
decide  for  myself  whether  or  not  the  claims  on  which  such  war-

rants  are  issued  are  lawful,  in  other  words  am  1  protected  by 
the  warrants  which  the  Auditor  may  draw  on  me,  if  I  pay  the 
same? 

Section  5638,  \i.  S.,  1881,  is  as  follows:  "The  Treasurer  of 
State  is  expressly  prohibited  from  paying  any  money  out  of,  or 
transferring  from,  the  Treasury  of  State,  except  upon  the  war- 
rant of  the  Auditor  of  State  ;  and  the  Auditor  shall  examine 
with  care  every  demand  and  claim  presented  for  payment,  and 
shall  be  satisfied  that  every  claim  is  just,  legal  and  unpaid,  be- 
fore he  shall  allow,  audit  or  countersign  it;  and  for  that  pur- 
pose may  require  the  affidavit  of  the  claimajit,  or  other  evi- 
dence, and  he  shall  require  every  claim  to  specify  the  particu- 
lar items  of  indebtedness.  But  when  satisfied  that  any  claim 
is  just,  legal  and  unpaid,  and  if  there  be  money  to  the  credit  of 
the  fund,  and  not  before,  the  Auditor  shall  issue  his  warrant  on 
the  Treasurer  for  its  payment  out  of  the  proper  fund  ;  and  if 
there  shall  be  mone}^  of  such  fund  in  the  Treasury  when  the 
warrant  is  presented,  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  it,  but  not  other- 
wise ;  and  when  paid  the  Treasurer  shall  take  a  receipt  there- 
for on  the  back,  and  shall  cancel  the  warrant  with  a  canceling 
hammer,  and  shall  register,  file  and  preserve  the  same." 

By  this  statute  it  is  made  your  imperative  duty  to  pay  all 
warrants  which  the  Auditor  of  State  ma}^  draw,  if  there  be 
mone}^  of  such  fund  in  the  Treasury  when  the  warrant  is  pre- 
sented to  you. 

Vou  are  legally  justified  in  paying  all  orders  drawn  upon  you 
b}'  the  Auditor,  if  there  is  an  appropriate  fund  in  the  Treasury- 
sufficient  for  that  purpose,  for  the  statute  makes  it  your  duty 
to  do  so.  ^'ou  are  not  required  to  ascertain  for  yourself  whether 
or  not  the  claims,  to  pa}^  which  the  warrants  have  been  issued, 
were  lawful  claims  ;  you  have  the  right  to  presume  that  such 
claims  were  lawful,  and  that  the  Auditor  was  justified  in  law 
in  issuing  the  warrants.  (Traharn  v.  The  SUde,  56  Ind.  386  to 
392;  Mahaska  Co.  v.  Buan,  4:b  Iowa,  328;  Thomas  v,  Oicctis, 
4  Md.  228,  230;   People  v.  Fitzgerald,  54  How.  Pr.  1. 

You  may,  however,  if  you  have  knowledge  that  an  order  is 
drawn  without  any  authority  of  law,  refuse  to  pay  it;  and  the 
payment  thereof  could  not  be  coerced,  because  such  an  order 
would  have  no  validity.  But  you  are  not  liable  if  you  pay  an 
invalid  warrant,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  not  your  duty  to  decide 
whether  or  not  a  Avarrant  is  valid  or  otlierwise  ;  that  burden  is 
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cast  upon  the  Auditor.     Graham  v.  The  State,  66  Ind.  386—392. 

The  mere  fact  that  you  may  believe  that  a  warrant  has  been 
issued  without  authority  of  law,  will  not  justify  you  in  refusing 
to  pay  it,  and  such  refusal  would  render  you  personally  liable, 
if  mistaken.     Marks  v.  The  Trustee,  56  Ind.  288. 

You  can  not,  however,  lawfully  pay  any  warrant  unless  there 
is  money  in  the  Treasury  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ing it.     The  State  v.  Porter,  89  Ind.  261-267. 

•By  section  5639,  R.  S.  1881,  the  Auditor  is  prohibited  from 
drawing  a  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  unless  there  be  money 
in  the  Treasury  belonging  to  the  fund  upon  which  the  same  is 
drawn,  and  in  conformity  to  appropriations  made  by  law;  and 
in  the  section  first  above  quoted,  it  is  expressly  provided  that 
"if  there  be  money  of  such  fund  in  the  Treasury  when  the 
warrant  is  presented,  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  it,  but  not  other- 
wise." Section  3,  Article  10  of  our  Constitution  is  as  follows: 
"No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  but  in  pursuance 
of  appropriations  made  by  law." 

It  thus  appears  that  the  question  which  concerns  you  ofRcially, 
when  a  warrant  is  presented,  is  this:  Is  there  money  in  the 
Treasury  belonging  to  the  fund  upon  which  it  is  drawn  with 
which  to  pay  it?  If  there  is  such  money  then  it  is  your  plain 
duty  to  pay  the  warrant  and  leave  the  responsibility  with  the 
Auditor  of  State. 


A  Senator,  while  acting  as  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate,  is  not  entitled  to 
the  conapensation  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor. 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — I  have  received  from  you  the  following  request  for  an 
opinion:  "Hon.  A.  G.  Smith,  Senator  from  Jennings  and 
Jackson  Counties  has  been  acting  as  President  p'o  tempore  of 
the  Senate  during  the  regular  session.  Does  this  entitle  him  to 
receive  a  ])er  diem^  of  $8,  or  is  he  entitled  to  the  regular  pay  of 
a  Senator?" 

It  is  provided  by  section  29,  article  4  of  the  Constitution 
that  "the  members  of  the  G-eneral  Assembly  shall  receive  for 
their  services  a  compensation  to  be  fixed  by  law."  Section 
4964,  R.  S.  1881,  fixes  the  salary  of  members  of  the  General 
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Assembly  at  "  six  dollars  per  day  while  in  actual  attendance, 
or  absent  by  leave,  or  on  business  of  the  General  Assembly,  or 
unable  to  attend  from  sickness." 

By  being  chosen  to  preside  over  the  Senate  for  the  occasion. 
Senator  Smith  did  not  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Senate,  nor 
did  he  become  entitled  to  any  increase  of  pay,  for  the  law  does 
not  provide  for  any  increase. 

To  authorize  a  payment  of  more  than  six  dollars  per  day  to 
Senator  Smith  while  he  acted  as  President  of  the  Senate  for 
the  occasion,  it  must  be  so  "fixed  by  law."  In  the  absence  of 
any  such  statutory  enactment,  you  can  not  pay  him  more  than 
six  dollars  per  day. 

The  case  is  different  with  the  Lieutenant  Governor  and  the 
Speaker  of  the  House. 

By  section  23  of  article  5  of  the  Constitution  it  is  provided 
that  "the  Lieutenant  Governor,  while  he  shall  act  as  President 
of  the  Senate,  shall  receive  for  his  services  the  same  compensa- 
tion as  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives;"  and  the 
Speaker,  by  statute,  is  given  a  salary  of  eight  dollars  per  day. 
(Sec.  4985,  R.  S.  1881.) 

The  President  of  the  Senate  for  the  occasion  is  not  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  in  any  sense ;  he  merely  presides  over  the 
Senate  while  the  Lieutenant  Governor  is  unable  to  attend,  or  is 
acting  as  Governor;  and  the  position  has  been  so  lightly  es- 
teemed hitherto  that  there  is  no  constitutional  or  statutory 
provision  for  any  other  compensation  than  that  given  to  the 
occupant  as  a  member  of  the  Senate. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  occupancy  of  such  a  position  im- 
poses additional  burdens  on  the  Senator,  yet  it  is  equally  true 
that  the  Legislature  may  attach  additional  duties  to  an  office, 
or  require  more  official  labor  without  increasing  the  compensa- 
tion. Turpen  v.  The  Board,  7  Ind.  172;  Yeagcr  v.  The  Board,  95 
Lid.  427:  Bynam  v.  The  Board,  100  Ind.  90. 

Therefore  I  advise  you  not  to  pay  Senator  Smith  more  than 
six  dollars  per  day  and  the  mileage  allowed  by  law. 
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It  i.s  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  of  State  to  require  the  Wardens  of  the  prisons  to  pa/ 
all  the  moneys  which  they  may  receive  for  the  State  into  the  Treasury  of  the 
State  ;  and  not  to  permit  them  to  pay  any  claims  against  the  prisons  out  of 
the  funds  of  the  State  which  may  be  in  their  possession. 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Audifor  of  State: 

SiK — You  request  my  opinion  on  the  following  questions  : 

First.  ''  Should  the  Wardens  of  the  State  Prisons  pay  the 
moneys  which  may  be  received  by  them,  to  the  Treasurer  of 
State  r 

Second.  "  In  what  manner  and  by  whom  are  the  claims  of 
the  State  Prisons  paid  ?" 

Section  6141,  R.  S.  1881,  is  as  follows  :  "  All  moneys  due  the 
institution  shall  be  paid  to  the  Warden,,  who  shall  pay  over  the 
same  to  the  Treasurer  of  State,  at  the  close  of  each  quarter  of 
the  year;  and  such  moneys  shall  be  certified  into  the  Treasury 
as  other  moneys  are.  A  full  and  detailed  statement  of  all  such 
moneys  received  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  State  shall 
be  made  out  by  the  Warden  at  the  close  of  each  quarter  of  the 
year,  and  deposited  with  the  Auditor  of  State.  All  accounts 
for  claims  against  the  penitentiary,  for  salaries,  provisions, 
clothing,  medicines,  repairs,  buildings,  fuel,  etc.,  shall  be  drawn 
on  the  order  of  the  Warden,  countersigned  by  at  least  one  of 
the  Directors,  and  presented  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  who  shall 
examine  and  adjust  the  same,  and,  if  found  correct,  shall  issue 
his  warrant,  payable  at  the  State  Treasury,  for  the  sum  which 
shall  be  found  due,  specifying  in  each  bill  the  date  of  its  issue, 
the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  payable,  and  the  appropriation 
from  which  it  is  to  be  paid."" 

In  the  act  of  1885,  making  appropriations  for  the  various  in- 
stitutions of  the  State,  there  is  a  proviso,  as  follows :  "  That 
these  appropriations  shall  include  all  appropriations  nfade  for 
the  maintenance  and  repairs  of  these  institutions  by  the  State, 
and  out  of  them  shall  be  paid  all  salaries,  per  diem,  allowances 
and  expenses  authorized  by  law,  to  all  Trustees,  Directors, 
managers,  Wardens,  Superintendents  and  officers  and  employes 
of  all  kinds;  and  receipts  and  earnings  of  said  institutions,  from 
any  and  every  source,  including  the  hire  of  convicts,  amounts 
paid  by  the  United  States  for  care  of  prisoners,  paid  by  convicts 
on  clothing  or  other  accounts,  earnings  or  profits  of  shops,  and 
all  receipts  from  any  source  whatever,  shall  be  covered  into  the 
State  Treasury." 
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These  statutory  provisions  are  mandatory  and  are  so  clearly 
expressed  that  an  intor[)retiition  of  them  is  not  permissible. 

It  is  said  by  Smith,  in  his  work  on  Constitutional  and  Statu- 
tor}'  Construction,  Sec.  545,  p.  ti88,  that  "In  the  interpretation 
of  statutes,  if  the  words  used  express  clearly  tVie  sense  and  in- 
tention of  the  law,  they  must  always  govern.  For,  as  we  have 
seen,  it  is  not  permitted  to  interpret  what  is  plain  and  manifest, 
as  it  stands  in  no  need  of  interpretation.  When  an  act  is  con- 
ceived in  clear  and  precise  terms — when  tlie  sense  is  manifest, 
and  leads  to  nothing  absurd,  there  can  be  no  reason  to  refuse 
the  sense  which  it  naturally  presents  to  the  mind." 

This  language  is  quoted  with  approval  in  Garrigas  v.  The 
Board,  39  Ind.  on  page  70. 

But,  if  we  were  called  upon  to  }»lace  an  interpretation  upon 
these  statutes,  we  would  have  to  consider  the  fact  that  they 
were  enacted  to  protect  public  interests.  Where  it  is  sought  to 
protect  public  interests  by  statutory  enactments,  the  interests 
of  the  public  will  not  needlessly  be  put  at  hazard  by  the  inter- 
pretation, for  considerations  of  public  policy  are  always  perti- 
nent in  the  interpretation  of  statutes.  Bishop  on  Written  LawSj 
Sec.  82  .-  Sedt/wick  on  Statutory  Construction,  329,  331. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  Legislature  in  the  enactment  of  these 
statutes  intended  to  protect  great  public  interests  by  compelling 
the  payment  of  all  moneys  due  or  belonging  to  the  State  which 
might  be  received  in  any  way  hy  the  Wardens  of  the  prisons, 
into  the  State  Treasury. 

As  a  further  means  of  protecting  the  interests  of  the  vState, 
it  was  enacted  that  all  accounts  for  claims  against  the  prisons 
should  be  drawn  on  the  orders  of  the  wardens,  countersigned 
by  at  least  one  of  the  Directors,  and  presented  to  the  Auditor 
of  State,  who  should  examine  and  adjust  the  same,  and,  if 
found  correct  should  issue  his  w^arrant,  specifying  the  date  of 
its  issue,  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  payable  and  the 
appropriation  from  which  it  should  be  paid. 

This  statute  necessarily  deprives  the  warden  of  the  power  to 
pay  any  claim  out  of  any  moneys  of  the  State  which  might  be 
received  by  him  for  the  State. 

You  are  the  auditing  ofhcer  of  the  State,  and  this  statute 
clothes  you  with  the  exclusive  power  to  examine  and  adjust  all 
claims  against  the  Prisons,  and  if  correct,  pa}'^  the  same  out  of 
the  Treasury  of  State  in  the  manner  provided  b}^  law,  and  such 
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claims  can  not  be  paid  in  any  other  manner.  To  hold  other- 
wise would  be  to  violate  the  plain  and  positive  commands  of 
the  statute. 

I  therefore  advise  you  to  require  the  Wardens  of  the  Prisons 
to  pay  all  the  moneys  which  they  may  receive  for  the  State  into 
the  Treasury  of  the  State,  and  not  to  permit  them  to  pay  any 
claims  against  the  Prisons  out  of  the  funds  of  the  State  which 
may  be  in  their  possession. 


Under  the  act  making  an  appropriation  of  funds  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
General  Assembly  for  the  session  of  1887,  the  Senate  is  not  authorized  to  allow 
compensation  for  the  services  of  an  attorney. 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — I  have  received  from  you  a  request  for  an  answer  to  the 
following  question: 

On  the  5th  day  of  March,  1887,  the  Senate  passed  resolution 
No.  Ill,  allowing  Mr.  Henry  Spann  $200.00  "for  professional 
services  as  attorney,"  for  the  "  Senate  Committee  appointed  to 
investigate  the  management  of  the  Insane  Hospital,"  and  he 
demands  that  I  issue  him  a  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of  State 
for  that  amount.  Can  I  lawfully  issue  such  warrant  to  him  on 
the  facts  stated  ? 

Section  3  of  our  State  Constitution  provides  that "  no  money 
shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  but  in  pursuance  of  appro- 
priations made  by  law."  This  command  of  the  Constitution  is 
strictly  obeyed  by  the  courts,  (State  v.  Porter,  89  Ind.  260;  Rice 
V.  State,  95  Ind.  33),  and  is  equally  obligatory  on  you.  By 
statute  you  are  prohibited  from  drawing  a  warrant  on  the  Treas- 
ury of  the  State  unless  there  is  money  there  appropriated  to 
the  payment  of  the  claim,  and  you  are  liable  to  a  criminal 
prosecution  if  you  fail  to  obey  this  command  of  the  statute. 
(R.  S.  1881,  sections  2052,  5639.) 

It  thus  becomes  important  to  inquire  whether  there  is  money 
in  the  Treasury  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  such  a  claim  as 
this.  The  General  Assembly,  by  an  act  approved  January  15, 
1887,  appropriated  $125,000  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  regular 
session  which  has  just  ended.  So  much  of  section  3  of  that 
act  as  is  important  here  reads  as  follows  :  "  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Auditor  of  State  to  audit  the  accounts  and  issue 
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his  warrants  upon  the  Treasurer  of  State  for  the  per  diem  of 
officers  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  and  their 
assistants  and  appointees,  including  clerks  and  assistants  to  com- 
mittees, and  clerk  of  the  State  Librarian,  appointed  by  authority 
of  both  Houses.  The  pay  of  officers  and  employes  shall  be  as 
now  provided  by  law,  or  that  may  be  otherwise  Hxed  by  the 
General  Assembly."  Attorneys  for  committees  are  not  included 
in  this  statute,  and  it  follows,  therefore,  that  Mr.  Spann  is  not 
entitled  to  the  warrant  claimed ;  for  the  moneys  appropriated 
by  this  statute  can  lawfully  be  paid  only  to  those  who  fall  within 
the  terms  of  designation  used  in  the  statute.  He  was  not  an 
officer,  or  an  assistant,  or  appointee  of  an  officer,  neither  was 
he  a  clerk  or  assistant  clerk  to  a  committee,  nor  did  he  perform 
the  functions  of  any  of  the  officers  or  persons  named  in  the 
statute.  He  was  the  attorney  for  the  committee,  so  the  resolu- 
tion recites,  and  he  filled  a  place  unknown  to  this  statute.  It 
is  plain  that  the  Legislature  did  not  intend  to  pay  for  such  ser- 
vices, for  attorneys  are  not  alluded  to  directly  or  indirectly  in 
the  statute,  and  it  is  a  familiar  rule  that  the  mention  of  certain 
persons,  or  certain  classes  of  persons,  in  a  statute  operates  as  an 
exclusion  of  all  others.  Brooms  Legal  Maxims,  2d  ed.  505, 
515 :  Bishop  on  Written  Laws,  sec.  249,  and  cases  there  cited. 

As  the  rules  of  law  exclude  Mr.  Spann  from  the  benefits  of 
the  statute,  I  advise  you  not  to  draw  the  warrant  which  he 
asks. 


The  Auditor  of  State  can  uol  lawfully  issue  a  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of  State 
to  one  person  in  payment  of  another. 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Auditor  of  State. 

Sir — You  ask  me  whether  or  not  you  can  lawfully  issue  a 
warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of  State  to  one  person  in  payment  of 
the  claims  of  a  number  of  persons. 

I  answer  that  you  can  not  issue  such  a  warrant. 

The  third  subdivision  of  section  5611,  R.  S.,  1881,  is  as  fol- 
lows :  "  The  Auditor  of  State  shall  keep  fair,  clear,  distinct, 
and  separate  accounts  of  all  the  revenues  and  incomes  of  the 
State ;  and  also  of  all  expenditures,  disbursements,  and  invest- 
ments thereof,  showing  the  particulars  of  every  expenditure, 
disbursement  and  investment.'" 
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How  are  you  to  keep  tbese  separate  accounts  of  the  expen- 
ditures, showing  the  particulars  thereof,  if  you  issue  a  war- 
rant in  payment  of  a  number  of  claims  in  bulk? 

Again,  subdivision  eighth  of  the  same  section  is  as  follows: 
"  The  Auditor  of  State  shall  draw  warrants  on  the  Treasurer 
for  all  moneys  directed  by  law  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Treasury 
to  public  otticers,  or  for  any  other  object  whatsoever,  as  the 
same  may  become  payable ;  and  every  warrant  shall  be  prop- 
erly numbered."' 

This  language  necessarily  implies  that  such,  warrants  are  to 
be  drawn  in  favor  of  the  person  to  whom  the  money  is  due, 
and  the  provision  for  numbering  the  warrants  has  for  one  of 
its  objects  the  furnishing  of  a  means  by  which  to  more  readily 
connect  a  warrant  with  the  claim  which  it  was  drawn  to  pay. 

Moreover,  section  5614,  R.  S.  1881,  provides:  "Whenever 
any  person  is  entitled  to  draw  money  from  the  State  Treasury? 
the  Auditor  shall  draAv  a  warrant  in  his  favor  on  the  Treasurer 
of  State,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  person  entitled  thereto. 
He  shall  enter  in  a  proper  book  provided  for  that  purpose  every 
warrant  which  he  draws  on  the  Treasury,  in  the  order  he  issues 
the  same,  in  such  manner  as  to  show  the  date  thereof,  in  whose 
favor  drawn,  the  nature  of  the  claim  upon  which  it  is  founded, 
with  a  reference  to  the  law  under  which  it  is  drawn  ;  and  shall 
carry  such  entries  into  a  book  of  general  accounts,  under  sep- 
arate and  distinct  heads,  and  he  shall  number  and  file  in  his 
office  all  papers  and  vouchers  upon  which  he  shall  issue  any 
warrant  for  the  payment  of  money.'" 

I  submit  that  this  language  is  so  plain  as  not  to  need  inter- 
pretation, and  that  it  commands  you  to  issue  the  warrant  to 
the  claimant  and  to  no  one  else. 

This  question  arose  in  State  v.  Treasurer,  41  Mo.  590,  where 
the  Warden  of  the  State  Prison  demanded  that  the  Treasurer 
of  State  should  pay  a  warrant  issued  to  the  Warden  for  the 
amount  of  the  salaries  due  to  the  officers  and  servants  of  the 
Prison.  The  court  say  :  "  Upon  a  careful  examination  of  the 
law  regulating  the  State  Treasury,  our  opinion  is  that  in  no 
case,  unless  otherwise  specifically  directed  by  the  statute,  ought 
a  claim  against  the  State  to  be  allowed  or  paid  except  to  the 
party  to  whom  it  is  due.  *  =>''  *  *  *  It  is  the  province  of 
the  Treasurer  to  see  that  all  warrants  presented  to  him  are 
drawn  against  the  proper  fund,  and  drawn  in  such  manner  as 
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to  make  tliera,  when  paid,  such  vouchers  as  will  show  conclu- 
sively to  whom  and  for  what  services  the  public  moneys  have 
been  paid  out  by  him."  These  rules  are  equally  applicable  to 
you  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  your  office. 

I  advise  you  not  to  issue  a  warrant  to  one  in  payment  of  the 
claim  of  another,  but  to  issue  the  warrant  to  the  owner  of  the 
claim. 


The  <  tovernor,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  State  are  authorized  to  procure  a  teni- 
jiorary  loan  of  money  sufficient  to  meet  a  deficiency  in  the  Treasury,  for  the 
purpo.-^e  of  payincf  the  .-emi-annnal  dividends  of  interest  on  tlie  State  debt. 

Hon.  J.  A.  Lemcke,  Trecisarer  of  State : 

Sir — You  have  submitted  to  me,  for  my  opinion,  the  follow- 
ing question  : 

"  Is  there  any  law  authorizing  the  State  to  procure  a  tempo- 
rary loan  of  money  to  pa}'  the  semi-annual  dividends  of  in- 
terest on  the  State  debt?" 

Section  5586,  E.  S.,  1881,  provides :  "The  Governor,  Aud- 
itor and  Treasurer  of  State  are  hereby  authorized  to  procure  a 
temporary  loan  of  money  sufficient  in  amount  to  meet  the  de- 
ficiency in  the  Treasury,  should  any  such  occur,  to  pay  the  semi- 
annual dividends  of  interest  on  the  State  debt."" 

In  my  opinion  the  Governor, 'Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  State 
have  the  authority  to  borrow  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  pay 
the  semi-annual  dividends  of  interest  on  the  State  debt,  but  the 
amount  l)orrowed  should  be  limited  to  the  semi-annual  divi- 
dends of  interest  and  no  more.  It  being  a  temporary  loan 
merely,  the  bonds  should  be  made  payable  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  State. 


Contracts  made  and  to  be  performed  in  this  State  depend  lor  their  legal  oblii^ation 
upon  the  laws  of  this  State. 

The  otiicials  of  a  prison  have  no  authority  to  agree  with  a  contractor  to  compen- 
sate him  for  the  erection  of  a  building;  and  in  the  absence  of  an  appropriation 
such  building  can  not  be  paid  for. 

On  such  a  claim  the  State  can  not  be  sued,  directly  or  indirectly  ;  and,  therefore, 
i?et-off,  counter-claim,  rec<mpment  or  cross-action  will  not  lie  on  behalf  of  the 
claimants. 
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The  State  is  not  estopped  to  deny  the  validity  of  a  claim  by  reason  of  having  per- 
mitted the  building  to  be  erected  on  its  lands. 

Hon.  Isaac  P.  Gray,  Governor: 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  request  for  au  opinion  on  the 
following : 

"I  am  informed  that  prior  to  1881  Oliver  Perin,  J.  W.  GafF 
and  Walter  S.  Ludlow,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  made  contracts 
with  the  officers  of  the  State  Prison  South  for  the  labor  of  a 
large  number  of  convicts,  to  be  worked  by  them  in  the  shops 
of  the  prison.  ^  In  1881,  and  while  the  contracts  were  in  force,^ 
one  of  the  buildings  burned.  It  is  claimed  that  the  officers  of 
the  prison  authorized  the  contractors  to  erect  a  new  building  at 
the  expense  of  the  State,  and  on  its  lands,  in  which  to  work 
the  convicts  hired  by  them.  This  was  done  in  the  summer  of 
1881,  as  I  am  informed.  July  15,  1881,  Thomas  T.  Gaff,  Frank 
L.  Perin  and  Samuel  H.  Perin,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  entered 
into  contracts  with  the  officials  of  the  prison  for  the  labor  of  a 
large  number  of  convicts.  These  contracts  took  effect  sever- 
ally :N"ov.  1,  1881;  Dec.  1,  1881,  and  Jan.  15,  1882,  and  each 
was  for  five  years.  There  is  said  to  be  due  to  the  State  from 
the  contractors  last  named  more  than  §9,000,  but  they  claim 
that  there  shall  be  deducted  the  cost  of  erecting  the  buildings 
which  is  about  $6,000.  All  the  contracts  were  made  and  to  be 
performed  in  this  State.  What  is  your  opinion  as  to  the  legal 
rights  of  the  parties?" 

I  have  examined  the  contracts  of  which  you  speak,  and  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  opinion : 

First.  It  is  an  elementary  rule  that  the  law  of  the  State  or 
country  where  a  contract  is  made,  or  is  to  be  performed,  fur- 
nishes the  rules  for  ascertaining  and  expounding  the  nature  and 
extent  of  its  obligations.  Wharton  on  Conflict  of  Laws,  sees. 
393  to  iQlp,  inclusive ;  Story  07i  Conflict  of  Laws,  sees.  242- 
262a,  263,  264,  266,  270,  272 ;  2  Pars.  Cont.,  7th  ed.,  bottom  pp. 
700,  701  and  note,  706 ;  2  Kenfs  Com/^  458 ;  Yeatm.an  v.  Cullen, 
5  Blackf.  240;  Mix  v.  Madison  Ins.  Co.,  11  Ind.  117;  Butler  v. 
Edgerton,  15  Ind.  15;  Conklin  v.  Conklin,  54  Ind.  289:  Thompson 
v.  Edwards,  85  Ind.  414;  Fordyce  v.  Nelson,  91  Ind.  447 ,  Bethell 
V.  Bethell,  92  Ind.  318;  Knowlton  v.  Erie  Railway  Co.,  19  Ohio 
State,  260;  Lockwood  v.  Mitchell,  7  Ohio  State,  387;  Blaine  v. 
Curtis,  24  Cent.  L.  J.  229. 
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And  in  respect  to  the  manner  of  tlie  perforniance  of  a  con- 
tract the  law  of  tlie  place  of  performance  controls.  Wfun-ton 
on  Conflict  of  Ldivs,  sees.  393  to  402,  inclusive,  and  cases  cited 
in  note  (o) ;  ^tojy  on  Confficl  of  Laivs,  sees.  242,  280  and  cases 
cited;  2  Kent's  Com/^  459;  Andrews  v.  Pond,  13  Teters.  65; 
Butler  V,  iMyer,  17  Ind.  77,  81 ;  Browning  v.  3IerrU(,  61  Ind.  425; 
Bet  hell  V.  Bethell,  92  Ind.  318. 

For  the  presumption  of  law  is  that  the  parties  make  their 
contract  with  reference  to  the  law  of  the  place  where  it  is  to 
he  performed.  Ilavt  v.  Standart,  15  Ind.  33;  Hose  v.  Park 
Bank,  20  Ind.  04:  Bro)rr,i)ui  v.  iWerriit,  61  Ind.  425  ;  Fordyee  v. 
i\V/60».  91  Ind.  447. 

But  the  contracts  we  are  here  considering;  were  both  made 
and  to  be  performed  in  this  State  ;  therefore,  app]3'ing  the  fore- 
going rules,  it  is  clear  that  the  contracting  parties  entered  into 
the  contract  with  reference  to  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  that 
the  contracts  are  to  be  construed  or  expounded  by  these  laws 
as  to  their  nature,  obligations,  manner  of  performance,  and  the 
rights  of  all  the  parties  thereto. 

Second.  In  the  consideration  of  a  contract,  the  lirst  question 
which  properly  arises  is  the  capacity  of  the  parties  to  make  it, 
and  this  question  is  to  be  decided  by  the  law  of  the  place  where 
it  is  made.     2  Pars.  Contracts,  7th  ed.,  bottom  pp.  703-707. 

Indeed,  this  necessaril}'  follows  as  an  incident  of  the  other 
rules  above  stated. 

Did  the  Directors  or  Warden  of  the  prison  have  the  capacity 
or  legal  authority  to  make  a  contract  for  the  erection  of  the 
buildings,  and  bind  the  State  to  pay  for  them? 

This  question  I  answer  in  the  negative. 

In  McCaslw  v.  The  State,  99  Ind.  428,  it  was  alleged  that  the 
Auditor  of  State  had  entered  into  a  certain  agreement  with 
McCaslin  in  relation  to  the  land  in  controversy.  In  consider- 
ing this  question  the  Court  said:  "The  Auditor  of  State  had 
nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  sale  of  the  land,  and  any 
agreement  he  may  have  made  in  relation  thereto  with  the  ap- 
pellants, or  either  of  them,  was  and  is  absolutely  void,  and  of 
no  binding  force  against  the  State  of  Indiana.  This  proposi- 
tion is  so  plain  and  so  manifestly  right  that  it  hardly  needs  the 
citation  of  any  authority  in  its  support.  A  State  ofhcer  can 
only  deal  or  contract  in  relation  to  the  property  of  the  State, 
when  he  is  authorized  go  to  do  by  the  express  provisions  of 
'i — Atty-Gex. 
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law:  and  any  agreement  he  may  make  or  attempt  to  make,  in 
relation  to  such  property,  when  he  is  not  so  authorized,  is  void 
as  against  the  State." 

The  officers  of  a  State  exercise  a  naked  statutory  authority, 
and  have  no  powers  except  such  as  are  expressly  or  impliedly 
granted.  Williamson  v.  Doe,  7  Blackf.  12;  Vail  v.  McKernan^ 
21  Ind.  421,  and  cases  cited;  Platfxr  v.  Board,  103  Ind.  360,  378, 
and  cases  cited;  State  v.  Portsmouth  Savings  Bank,  106  Ind.  435. 
:  In  State  v.  Brewer,  64  Ala.  287,  298,  it  is  said:  "All  who 
deal  with  the  officers  or  agents  of  the  government  must  inquire 
at  their  peril  into  the  extent  of  their  power.  The  law — the 
public  law,  of  which  courts  and  individuals  are  bound  to  take 
notice,  and  of  which  no  party  can  claim  ignorance — is  the 
source  of  the  power  of  the  Auditor,  defining  it  with  clearness 
and  certainty.  He  is  not  clothed  with  the  power  of  creating  any 
claim  binding  on  the  State.'"  And  such  is  the  doctrine  of  the 
Floyd  Acceptances,  7  Wall.  666;  United  States  v.  Bank,  15  Peters 
377;  Johnson  v.  V.  S.,  5  Mason,  425,  441  ;  Story  on  Agency,  sees. 
807«,  319;  Gibbous  v.  U.  S.,  8  Wall.  269;  Clodfelter  v.  State,  86 
N:.  C.  51;  State  v.  Bays,  52  Mo.  578;  Mayor  v.  Eschhack,  18  Md. 
282;  Mayor  v.  Reynolds,  20  Md.  1;  Hull  v.  Marshall  Co.,  12  Iowa 
142:  State  v.  Bastings,  10  Wis.  468;  Mitchell  v.  Board,  24  Minn. 
4ib9:  People  v.  Bulaney,  96  111.  503;  West's  Appeal,  64  Pa.  St. 
186;  77.  6'.  V.  City  Bank,  6  McLean' 130;  State  v.  Bevers,  86  N. 
C.  588;  Ellis  v.  the  State,  4  Ind.  1;  Union  School  Tp.  v.  First 
Rational  Bank,  102  Ind.  470,  471,  476. 

'  In  People  v.  Dalaney,  96  111.,  on  p.  508,  which  was  an  action 
to  compel  performance  of  a  contract  made  with  the  Peniten- 
tiary Commissioners,  it  is  said:  "A  statute  defining  the  duties 
of  public  officers  is  also  a  limitation  upon  the  powers  such  offi- 
cers may  rightfully  exercise.  Declaratory  provisions  of  a  pub- 
lic law  as  to  the  manner  of  making  contracts  by  officers  desig- 
nated for  that  purpose,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  State,  are 
rmderstood  to  be  an  inhibition  on  such  officers  as  to  the  mak- 
ing of  such  contracts  in  any  other  manner  or  mode,  and  in  all 
inhibited  contracts  being  without  the  sanction  of  law  contain 
no  binding  obligation,'" 

This  question  is  discussed  with  great  ability  in  State  v.  Ward, 
9  Heiskell  (Tenn.)  100,  where  Directors  of  the  State  Priaon 
entered  into  a  contract  beyond  their  statutory  powers,  and  the 
Court  held  tbat  they  had  no  power  to,  and  did  not,  bind  the 
State  thereb}'. 


It,  thorelore,  follows  that  the  officers  of  the  Stjite  rrisous 
have  Tio  authority  or  power  to  make  the  agreement  stated,  iitj- 
leBt?  such  power  or  authority  has  been  conferred  upon  them  by 
a  statute  in  express  terms  or  by  necessary  implication. 

In  my  opinion  no  such  power  has  been  granted,  impliedly  or 
expressly,  by  statutory  enactment. 

The  present  laws  governing  the  State  Prison  South  were 
enacted  February  5,  1857  (Acts  1857,  p.  108),  and  March  11, 
1861  (Acts  1861,  p.  166),  and  are  printed  in  lievised  iStatutes 
of  1881  as  sections  6129  to  6152,  inclusive.  The  only  sections 
in  which  "repairs"  or  "buildings'"  are  mentioned  in  any  way 
are  the  following: 

"Bee.  6140.  The  Warden  shall  attend  to  the  purchasing  of 
ftll  articles  for  the  institution — clothing,  provisions,  medicines, 
materials  for  building  and  repairs — said  materials  to  be  manu- 
factured in  the  penitentiary.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the 
whole  operations  of  the  institution,  and  shall  be  its  executive 
officer.  But  no  contracts  shall  be  made  wherein  anyof  the 
directors  or  officers  of  tVie  institution  are  interested. 

"Sec.  6141.  All  moneys  due  the  institution  shall  be  paid  to 
the  Warden,  who  shall  pay  over  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of 
State  at  the  close  of  each  quarter  of  the  year;  and  such  moneys 
shall  be  certified  into  the  treasury  as  other  moneys  are.  A  full 
and  detailed  statement  of  all  such  moneys  received  and  paid 
over  to  the  Treasurer  of  State  shall  be  made  out  by  the  War- 
den at  the  close  of  each  quarter  of  the  year,  and  deposited 
with  the  Auditor  of  State.  All  accounts  for  claims  against 
the  penitentiary  for  salaries,  provisions,  repairs,  buildings,  fuel, 
etc.,  shall  be  drawn  on  the  order  of  the  Warden,  Countersigned 
by  at  least  one  of  the  Directors,  and  presented  to  the  Auditor 
of  State,  who  shall  examine  and  adjust  the  same,  and,  if  found 
correct,  shall  issue  his  warrant,  payable  at  the  State  Treasury, 
for  the  sum  which  shall  be  found  due,  specifying  in  each  bill 
the  date  of  its  issue,  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  jtayable, 
and  the  appropriation  from  which  it  is  to  be  paid." 
'  The  only  power  conferred  on  the  Warden  in  section  6140  is 
to  purchase  "  materials  for  buildings  and  repairs,  said  materials 
to  be  manufactured  in  the  penitentiary."  A  power  to  purchase 
materials  is  very  far  short  of  a  power  to  contract  for  the  erec- 
tion of  buildings  and  charge  the  State  with  the  payment  thereof. 
It  will  be  noticed,  also,  that  no  power  whatever  of  either  char- 
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acter  is  given  to  the  Directors  by  this  or  auy  other  section  of 
these  statutes.  ■ 

It  is  a  maxim  of  the  law  that  the  mention  of  one  thing  or 
one  chiss  of  things,  or  one  person  or  one  class  of  persons,  in  a 
statute,  operates  as  an  exclusion  of  all  others  not  mentioned. 
(Brooms,  Legal  Maxims,  2d  ed.,  505,  515  ;  Bishop  on  Written 
Laws,  section  249,  and  the  cases  cited. 

Applying  this  maxim,  which  is  of  common  use  in  the  con- 
struction of  statutes,  to  the  statutes  which  we  are  considering, 
and  the  conclusion  is  irresistible,  as  it  seems  to  me,  that  there 
is  here  a  total  denial  or  deprival  of  power  on  the  part  of  the 
Warden  and  Directors,  or  either  of  them,  to  make  an  agree- 
ment for  the  erection  of  a  building  at  the  expense  of  the  State. 
The  only  power  conferred  is  the  one  with  which  the  Warden  is 
clothed,  and  that  is  to  purchase  materials,  as  I  have  already 
stated. 

Third.  But  section  6141  provides  how  repairs  and  buildings 
shall  be  paid  for  when  the  State  is  liable  for  their  purchase  or 
erection.  They  are  not  paid  for  by  the  contractor  withhold- 
ing moneys  due  to  the  State,  but  by  a  warrant  issued  to  the 
proper  person,  and  specifying  "  the  appropriation  from  which 
it  is  to  be  paid."'  Has  there  been  or  is  there  now  money  in  the 
Treasury  of  the  State,  appropriated  for  the  purpose,  with  which 
to  pay  for  the  erection  of  such  building? 

In  the  absence  of  an  appropriation  for  such  purpose,  can  the 
claim  be  paid?  It  can  not.  Section  3,  Article  10,  of  our  Con- 
stitution is  as  follows  :  "  ]^o  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the 
Treasury  but  in  pursuance  of  appropriations  made  by  law." 
This  constitutional  command  has  always  been  obeyed  strictly 
by  our  courts  in  deciding  cases.  Bistine  v.  The  State,  20  Ind. 
328 ;  The  State  v.  The  Board,  etc.,  20  Ind.  345  ;  Shoemaker  v. 
.The  Board,  36  Ind.  175,  186 ;  The  State  v.  Porter,  89  Ind.  260 : 
May  V.  jRice,  91  Ind.  546 ;  and  by  our  Legislatures  in  the  enact- 
ment of  statutes  concerning  the  funds  of  the  State,  R.  S.,  1881, 
sections  2052,  5611,  5614,  5638,  5639.  These  statutes  expressly 
prohibit  the  drawing  of  warrants  on  the  Treasurer  of  State,  or 
the  payment  thereof  by  him,  unless  the  money  to  pay  them  has 
been  appropriated  by  law. 

The  history  of  the  State  shows  that  in  recosrnition  of  these 
constitutional  and  statutory  principles,  the  various  Legislatures, 
when  new  buildings  or  repairs  were  needed  by  any  of  the  .in- 
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atitiitions  of  the  State,  liave  appropnated  the  money  with  wliicli 
to  erect  the  buildiuga  or  make  the  repairs. 

See  Acts  Special  Session  1875,  JJ-15;  Acts  Special  Session 
1877,3-14:  Act.s,  187!.>,  G3-G9 :  Acts  1881,  75-81:  Acts  1885, 
42-50;  182-19], 

The  Legislature  of  1883  did  not  pass  an  appropriation  act. 

Sec.  6141,  already  (juoted,  requires  that  all  moneys  due  tlie 
State  on  account  of  the  prison  shall  be  paid  into  the  State 
Treasury,  and  in  the  Acts  of  1877,  at  page  7,  there  is,  after  the 
appropriation  of  moneys  for  the  prisons,  the  following  lan- 
guage : 

"Which  several  appropriations  shall  include  the  receipts  and 
earnings  of  the  several  institutions,  as  well  as  the  amount  paid 
by  the  counties  for  clothing  and  otherwise,  the  amount  paid  by 
the  United  States  for  the  care  of  prisoners,  the  wages  of  con- 
victs, profits  of  shops,  and  all  other  receipts,  all  of  which  shall 
be  covered  into  the  State  Treasury ;  and  out  of  said  appropri- 
ation shall  be  paid  the  salaries  and  per  diem  of  all  Directors, 
Commissioners,  Managers,  Wardens,  Superintendents,  Physi- 
cians and  Moral  Instructors,  and  all  other  officers  and  agents 
of  the  several  institutions.  These  moneys  shall  be  drawn  out 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law.""  Similar  language  is  in  the 
Acts  1879,  67  :  Acts  1881,  80  ;  Acts  1885,  48,  18^9. 

Thus  we  have  legislative  commands  for  the  payment  of  the 
hire  of  convicts  into  the  general  fund  of  the  State,  from  whence 
it  can  only  be  taken  on  appropriations  made  by  law. 

What  is  an  appropriation  made  by  law  ? 

In  Bistine  v.  State,  20  Ind.  338,  339,  -we  have  the  following 
definition  of  an  appropriation  :  "  Appropriation,  as  applicable 
to  the  general  fund  in  the  Treasury,  may,  perhaps,  be  defined 
to  be  an  authority  from  the  Legislature  given  at  the  proper 
time  and  in  legal  form,  to  the  proper  officers,  to  apply  sums  of 
money  out  of  that  which  may  be  in  the  Treasury,  in  a  given 
year,  to  specified  objects  or  demands  against  the  State." 

As  no  officer  of  the  State  had  any  statutory  power  to  make 
a  contract  for  the  erection  of  the  building,  or  the  makino:  of 
repairs,  and  as  there  has  not  been  appropriated  any  money  with 
which  to  pay  for  the  same,  it  follows  inevitably  that  the  parties, 
named  have  not  a  valid  claim  against  the  State  therefor. 

Fourth.  Can  the  parties  maintain  an  action  against  the  State 
even  if  thev  have  a  valid  contract  ? 


Section  24,  Article  4,  of  our  Constitution  says  that  " provision 
may  be  made,  by  general  law,  for  bringing  suit  against  the 
State,"  but  no  such  provision  has  been  made.  In  the  absence 
of  such  a  provision,  it  is  now  well  settled  and  universally  bel(l 
that  no  suit  can  be  maintained  against  a  State,  directly  or  in- 
directly, no  matter  what  the  form  of  tiie  action  or  cross  action. 

In  Shoemaker  v.  Board,  36  Ind,  175,  186,  it  is  said :  "  This 
is,  in  effect,  a  suit  against  the  State,  without  the  State,  or  the 
Treasurer  of  State,  being  made  a  party.  The  State  can  not  be 
sued,  nor  can  the  same  object  be  accomplished  by  indirection. 
The  theory  upon  which  the  State  can  not  be  sued  is,  that  the 
law  making  power  will  do  full  and  ample  justice  to  all  the  citi- 
zens of  the  State." 

In  Adams  v.  Bradley,  5  Sawyer,  217,  suit  was  brought  against 
the  Prison  Commissioners,  who  were  the  Governor,  Secretary 
of  State  and  Attorney  G-eneral,  to  recover  possession  of  the 
lands  upon  which  the  State  Prison  of  JS'evada  is  situated,  and 
the  court  held  that  the  State  could  not  be  sued  as  a  party,  and 
that  a  judgment  against  its  officers  would  not  be  binding  on  the 
State  as  a  matter  adjudicated  between  the  State  and  the  plain- 
tiff.    To  the  same  effect  is  Carr  v.   U.  S.,  8  Otto,  433. 

In  Beers  vs.  The  State,  20  How.  527,  the  court  says  :  "  It  is 
an  established  principle  of  jurisprudence  in  all  civilized  nations 
that  the  sovereign  can  not  be  sued  in  its  own  courts,  or  in  anj' 
other,  without  its  consent  or  permission ;  but  it  may,  if  it  thinks 
proper,  waive  this  privilege,  and  permit  itself  to  be  made  a 
defendant  in  a  suit  by  individuals,  or  by  another  State.'' 

The  same  doctrine  is  maintained  by  all  the  cases:  Patiiso)i 
V.  Shaw,  6  Ind.  377 ;  U.  S.  v.  Clarke,  8  Peters,  436 ;  Am.  D.  S^ 
I.  Co.  V.  Trustees,  82  N.J.  Eq.  428 ;  Coster  v.  3Iaijor,  43  N.  Y. 
399  ;  Beeside  v.  Walker,  11  How.  271,  290 ;  People  v.  Board,  42 
Mich.  422 ;  Hart  v.  Burke,  33  La.  An.  498 :  People  v.  3Iiles,  56 
Cal.  401 ;  Baymond  v.  The  State,  54  Miss.  562  ;  Commonwealth  v. 
Mattock,  4  Dall.  303  ;  People  v.  Didaney,  96  111.  503  ;  Troy  cj^  G. 
M.  B.  V.  Commonweath,  127  Mass.  43;  Duvey  v.  G-arvey,  130 
Mass.  86. 

So  it  is  held  that  suits  by  or  against  officers  of  the  State  are 
governed  by  the  same  rules  as  if  brought  against  or  in  behalf 
of  the  State  itself. 

The  Governor — Parker  v.  Hughes,  25  Georgia,  374 ;  Parmilet 
V.  McNutt,  1  Sm.  &  Marsh,  184;"  Georgia  \.  Ifadrazo,  1  Pet.  110. 
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The  Trousurcr— 0>rti.  v.  Bal.dwin,  1  Watt.^,  54;  Weston  v. 
Dana,  51  Me.  461 :  D'Aquins  .Estai.e.,  !♦  Lu.  An.  400;  McKeehan 
Y.  Com..,  8  Pa.  St.  151. 

The  Attorney  General — (hi.rr  v.  Bright,  1  Barb.  ('h.  157. 

The  oflieert*  and  agents  of  the  State  generally — Thomas  v. 
Uorrodshurfi.  o  A.  K.  Marsli,  298  ;  Philips  v.  Thompson,  1  Johns. 
Ch.  131  ;  Pluntreex.  Draft,  41  Barb.  333;  Printup  v.  Cherokee  Ji. 
a.  Co.,  45  Ga.  S65 ;  State  v.  Anderson,  5  Kan.  90;  Georgia  hist. 
V.  Simpson,  31  Ga.  273. 

Therefore,  I  conclude  that  the  claimants  could  not  sue  the 
State  directly  or  indirectly,  even  if  they  had  a  valid  claim. 

Fifth.  Could  they,  if  sued  by  the  State,  by  means  of  a  set- 
off, or  counter-claim,  recoupment  or  cross-action  recover  the 
amount  of  their  claim? 

.  This  question  arose  in  People  v.  Miles.  56  Cat.  401,  where  the 
State  sued  on  a  contract  for  the  building  of  a  branch  of  the 
State  Prison,  and  the  contractors,  by  way  of  answer,  set  up  a 
counter-claim  for  certain  extra  work,  and  recovered  a  judgment 
therefor.  This  judgment  the  court  reversed,  and  said:  "It 
"would  seem  to  be  hardly  necessary  to  cite  authorities  to  the 
proposition  that  a  State  can  not  be  sued  in  her  own  State,  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  as  by  setting  up  a  counter-claim  or  set-off, 
nor  can  any  judgment  be  recovered  against  the  State,  except 
when  the  same  is  permitted  by  express  statute." 

In  State  v.  B.  .}:  0.  R.  R.  Co.,  34  Md.  344,  374,  it  is  said  : 
''  This  immunity  belongs  to  the  State  by  reason  of  her  prerog- 
ative as  a  sovereign,  and  on  grounds  of  public  policy,  t'artiea 
having  claims  or  demands  against  her  must  present  them 
through  another  department  of  the  Government — the  Legisla- 
ture—and can  not  assert  them  by  suit  in  the  courts.  For  the 
same  reason  a  right  of  set-off  against  the  State  does  not  exist. 
This  is  in  the  nature  of  a  cross-suit,  the  object  of  which  is  to 
prevent  circuit}'  of  action,  and  it  does  not  exist  when  the  sub- 
ject matter  of  the  set-off  could  not  form  the  ground  of  an  in- 
dependent suit.  It  is  a  remedy  conferred  by  statutes,  which 
do  not  appl}^  to  the  State,  as  she  is  not  expressly  embraced  by 
theii"  provisions." 

In  People  v.  Dennison,  84  IST.  Y.  272,  the  defendants  tiled  a 
set-off  or  counter-claim  in  a  large  sum  for  work  done  and  ma- 
terials furnished  by  them.  The  court  held  that  it  could  not  be 
maintained,  aud  on  page  280,  said  : 
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"The  position  that  a  State  or  sovereign,  by  coming  into  court 
as  a  suitor,  abandons  its  sovereignty  and  subjects  itself  to  any 
affirmative  judgment  which  the  court  may  render  against  it 
upon  a  set-off  or  counter-claim,  can  not  be  maintained.  It  i& 
opposed  to  all  the  authorities,  and  the  'principles  upon  which 
they  are  founded.  *  '■'  *  AVhile  the  government  may, 
through  its  courts,  enforce  its  claims  against  its  citizens,  this 
right  is  not  reciprocal.  A  set-off"  is  in  the  nature  of  a  cross- 
action,  and  the  government  can  not  be  sued  except  by  its  own 
express  permission.'"  See  the  great  number  of  cases  cited  by 
Mr.  Roscoe  Conkling  on  pp.  277,  278,  in  support  of  this  doc- 
trine. 

To  the  same  effect  are  :  People  v.  Mites,  56  Cai.  401 ;  Bay- 
mond  V.  The  State,  54  Miss.  562;  Chevalier  v.  The  State,  LO 
Texas,  315;  Commonivealth  v.  Matlock,  4  Dall.  303;  Borden  v, 
Houston,  2  Texas,  594. 

In  -Raymond  v.  The  State,  54  Miss.  562,  it  was  held  that  a 
set-oft"  could  not  be  maintained  against  the  State,  although 
there  was  a  statute  permitting  the  State  to  be  sued,  for  the 
reason  that  the  State  had  not  consented,  by  express  words,  to 
subject  itself  to  the  statute  of  set-off'.  By  the  settled  rules  for 
construing  statutes,  the  State  is  not  embraced  in  the  statute  of 
set-oft",  unless  named  in  it. 

The  State  is  not  named  in  our  statutes  concerning  set-oft' and 
counter-claim  (R.  S,,  1881,  sees.  348-353),  and,  therefore,  the 
right  to  these  remedies  is  withheld  in  suits  to  which  the  State 
is  a  party. 

In  Shoemaker  v.  Board,  36  Ind.  186,  it  was  held  that  "  the 
doctrine  of  set-oft"  or  recoupment  is  not  applicable  to  a  sover- 
eign State." 

To  permit  the  right  of  set-oft",  or  counter-claim,  to  be  en- 
forced against  the  State  is  to  allow  the  courts  to  audit  the  pub- 
lic accounts  and  command  the  payment  of  moneys  out  of  the 
Treasury  of  the  State,  notwithstanding  the  statutes  require  the 
Auditor  to  audit  all  claims  and  the  Treasurer  to  pay  them.  (R. 
S.,  1881,  sees.  6141,  5611,  5614,  5637,  5638.) 

This  question  was  considered  in  Shoemaker  v.  The  State,  36 
Ind.  186,  where  it  is  said  : 

"  To  enjoin  an  officer  having  moneys  of  the  State  in  his 
hands  from  paying  the  same  into  the  State  Treasury  on  the 
ground  that  the  State  has  before  received  into  her  Treasury  a 
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liko  sum  to  wliich  she  is  not  entitled,  is  tantamount  to  decree- 
ing money  to  be  paid  out  of  tlie  State  Treasury  without  an  ap- 
propriation made  by  law  to  make  such  payment.  Tlie  law  im- 
peratively requires  the  Treasurer  of  Grant  County  to  pay  into 
the  State  Treasury'  all  the  mone}'  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the 
State:  and  the  law  absolutely  prohibits  the  Treasurer  of  State 
from  payiug  out  of  the  State  Treasury  any  monej'  except  upon 
the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  of  State,  who  can  not  issue  a  war- 
rant unless  there  has  been  an  appropriation  made  by  law." 

The  case  of  Comniomcealth  v.  Rodes^  5  T.  B.  Mon.  318,  is  very 
pertinent  here.  In  that  case  the  Auditor  of  State  sued  the 
Clerk  of  the  county  for  the  amount  of  the  taxes  collected  by 
him.  The  Clerk  defended  on  the  ground  that  he  had  settled 
his  accounts  with  the  Auditor,  who  certitied  to  the  Treasurer 
the  amount,  and  the  Clerk  then  tendered  to  the  Treasurer 
certain  warrants,  which  he  refused  to  receive  on  account.  The 
court  held  that  the  defense  could  not  be  maintained,  and  saidj: 

'•  The  Treasury  of  the  State  is  local,  and  not  transitory,  and, 
therefore,  it  ought  not  to  be  compelled  to  meet  and  litigate 
every  defense  with  the  ofhcers  of  the  revenue,  or  to  accept  tend- 
ers whenever  made  in  a  court  of  justice.  To  secure  the  re- 
sponsibility of  collectors  is  often  difhcult,  and  they  are,  and 
must  be,  held  to  great  strictness,  and  deprived  of  some  of  the 
privileges  of  other  defendants.  On  the  contrary,  the  Treasurer 
is  bound  by  oath  and  bond  of  office  to  accept  a  proper  tender 
of  Treasury  funds,  and  can  not  be  presumed  to  reject  any  from 
improper  motives.  If  he  should  do  so  it  would  be  better  to 
leave  him  to  his  responsibility  to  the  i^arty  injured,  for  a  breach 
of  his  official  duty,  or  to  leave  the  party  to  his  remedy  to  coerce 
the  warrants  b}'  application  to  the  judiciary,  or  to  the  legisla- 
tive redress,  than  to  permit  the  courts,  by  verdicts  or  judg- 
ments, to  blend  and  settle  accounts  to  and  against  the  State. 
The  Treasurer  is  also  subject  to  a  check,  and  the  Auditor  is  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose,  in  order  tiiat  the  funds  of  the  State 
may  be  kept  secure.  Hence,  the  Auditor  must  tirst  determine 
what  money  is  to  be  drawn,  and  then  must  know  what  is  drown 
or  paid  ;  and  if  this  arrangement  is  broken  in  upon  by  pleas  of 
discount  and  tender,  settled  in  our  courts  without  consulting 
either  officer,  then  the  Treasury  might  be  insecure  and  its  ac- 
counts confused  ;  the  revenue  officers  might,  by  such  defenses, 
delay  payments,  and  the  legislative  department  of  the  govern- 
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ment  could  not  at  all  times  be  informed  of  the  accurate  state  of 
the  Treasury.  For  these  reasons  the  laws  in  force  imperiously 
require  all  the  accounts  of  collectors  to  be  settled  with  the  Au- 
ditor, and  paid  to  the  Treasurer,  and  not  tendered  to  him,  or 
equaled  by  discounts.''^ 

Besides,  a  set-off  can  not  be  maintained  unless  the  part}'. of- 
fering it  could  maintain  an  action  upon  it,  in  his  own  name,, 
against  the  other  party.  Smith  v..  Taylor,  9  Ala.  633;  I^ate  v. 
Gray,  1  Hempst.  155;  Ball  v.  Horton,  1  Ala.:  413;  Milburn  v.; 
Gayther,  8  Gill.  (Md.)  92;  and  this,  as  we  have  seen,  could  not 
be  done  in  this  instance. 

Sixth.  The  officers  of  the  prison,  without  objection,  and  it 
is  claimed  by  positive  agreement,  permitted  the  building  to  be 
erected  on  the  grounds  of  the  State,  and  since  then  it  has  been. 
used  as  a  w^ork-shop  by  the  parties  named,  in  which  they  have 
in  part  carried  on  a  manufacturing  business  under  a  contract 
with  the  State  to  furnish  shop  room  and  certain  convict  labor. 

Do  these  facts  estop  the  State  from  denying  the  power  of  the 
prison  officials  to  authorize  the  erection  of  the  building  at  the 
expense  of  the  State  ?  -. 

The  parties  who  erected  the  building  are  to  be  regarded  as 
having  known  the  law  ;  therefore  the}^  are  chargeable  with  the 
knowledge  that  no  officer  of  the  State  had  any  lawful  right  or 
power  to  enter  into  such  contract,; or  even  grant  a  permission, 
to  erect  such  building  on  the  lands  of  the  State,  and  that  such 
building  could  only  be  paid  for  out  of  moneys  appropriated  for 
that  purpose.  These  are  conclusive  presumptions  of  the  law^ 
Hence,  it  follows  that  the  State  is  not  estopped  to  deny  its  lia- 
bility. State  V,  Portsinouth  Savings  Bank,  106  Ind.  455-460,  and 
numerous  cases  cited  on  pp.  458,  459;  StatQ  v.  Brewer,  64  Ala. 
287,  298;  Carr  v.  U.  S.,  98  U.  S.  433:  State  v.  Becers,  86  N.  C. 
588;  Saunders  v.  Hart,  57  Texas,  8;  People  v.  Broicn,  67  III.  435; 
Alexander  v.  State,  56  Ga.  478 ;  Union  School  Township  v.  First 
National  Bank,  102  Ind.  465,  476. 

In  the  case  last  named,  on  p.  476,  it  is  said  :  "It  is  a  funda- 
mental principle  that  a  governmental  corporation  is  not  estop- 
ped by  the  act  of  an  officer  in  a  case  where  the  act  is  beyond 
the  scope  of  his  authority." 

In  Farish  v.  Coon,  40  Cal.  33,  it  was  contended  that  the  State 
should  be  estopped  from  claiming  the  land  in  controversy,  be- 
cause by  mistake  certain  warranto  had    been  located  on  tide 
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lands  not  Aubiect  to  i^iich  location,  on  which  warriint^i  tlie  State 
had  received  the  money  and  iiad  never  refunded  or  ottered  to 
refnnd  it.  The  court  held  that  these  facts  did  not  create  an  es- 
toppel, and  on  pages  50  and  51  say  :  "  Nor  is  the  State  estopped 
tVoni  asserting  title  to  these  lands  by  the  fact  that  the  purchase 
money  for  the  warrants  was  paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  and 
has  never  been  refunded  or  offered  to  be  refunded.  "''  *  * 
But  to  hold  that  because  the  plaintiffs'  predecessors,  in  violation 
of  law,  located  the  warrants  on  tide  lands  not  subject  to  such 
location,  the  State  sliall  be  estopped  from  claiming  the  land, 
unless  she  first  performs  an  act  which  she  never  agreed  to  per- 
form, to-wit :  to  refund  the  purchase  money  for  the  warrants, 
would  be  to  pervert  the  doctrine  of  estoppel  to  purposes  of  in- 
justice and  wrong.  Estoppels  are  maintained  on  precisely  the 
opposite  theory.  The  vState  .is  under  no  obligation,  legal  or 
moral,  either  to  return  tlje  purchase  money  for  the  warrants  or 
to  refrain  from  claiming  the  land.  She  never  agreed,  either 
expressly  or  by  implication,  to  do  either  the  one  or  the  other, 
and  equitable  estoppels  are  founded  solely  on  the  theory  that 
to  permit  the  party  to  maintain  the  right  which  he  asserts 
would  operate  as  a  legal  fraud  upon  his  adversary.  The  State 
is  not  bound,  either  legally  or  in  good  conscience,  to  refund  the 
purchase  money  for  the  warrants  nor  to  refrain  from  claiming 
these  lands,  on  which  the  plaintifis,  without  her  consent  and  in 
violation  of  law,  have  located  the  warrants."' 
.  In  the  matter  under  consideration,  the  State  did  not  consent 
to  the  erection  of  the  building,  for  its  officers  had  no  legal  au- 
thority to  do  anything  of  the  kind ;  therefore,  the  erection  of 
the  building  was  in  violation  of  law,  and  tlie  State  is  not  es- 
topped to  so  assert. 

This  claim  is  not  taken  out  of  the  rule  stated,  by  reason  of 
the  lands  of  the  State  havinj>  been  improved  by  the  acts  of  the 
claimants  in  erecting  the  building.  The  State  v.  Portsmouth 
Sarinc/s  Bank,  106  Ind.  460;  Bryan' v.  Uland,  101  Ind.  477,481  ; 
Union  School  Tp.  v.  First  National  Bank,  102  Ind.  464  ;  Deffe- 
iMick  V.  Hawke,  115  U.  S.  392;  Sparks. v.  Pierce,  1,15  U.  S.  408; 
Gray  V.  Bartlett,  20  Pick.  186.  ■ 

There  are  other  reasons  which  could  be  urged  against  the 
eljaim,  but  I  think  these  are.  enough. 

In  conclusion,  I  submit  that  the  following  rules  govern  the 
claim  you  mention,  viz.: 
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1.  The  law  of  Itidiaua  furnishes  the  rules  for  ascertaining 
and  expounding  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  obligations  of  all 
the  contracts  and  rights  involved,  and  the  manner  of  enforcing 
the  same. 

2.  That  the  ofiieials  of  the  prison  did  not  have  any  power 
or  authority  to  make  the  alleged  agreement  for  the  erection  of 
the  building,  and  it  is,  therefore,  absolutely  i^oid. 

3.  The  building  can  not  be  paid  for  because  there  liaa  beeii^ 
no  money  appropriated  for  such  purpose. 

4.  The  State  can  not  be  sued  directlj'^  or  indirectly  on  this 
claim. 

5.  Therefore,  set-off",  counter-claim,  recoupment,  or  cross- 
action  will  not  lie  in  behalf  of  the  claimants. 

6.  The  State  is  not  estopped  to  deny  the  validity  of  the 
claim  by  reason  of  having  permitted  the  building  to  be  erected 
on  its  lands. 


A  construction  of  the  statute  relating  to  the  taxation  of  tangible  farm  property. 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — I  have  received  your  request  for  an  answer  to  the  fol- 
lowing question: 

Where  the  owner  of  tangible  personal  property  used  in  con- 
nection with  a  farm,  such  as  stock,  etc.,  has  farms  in  different 
townships  and  counties  in  the  State,  is  said  property  to  be  taxed 
in  the  township  where  the  owner  resides  or  in  the  township 
wherein  such  farm  is  situate,  and  what  provision  of  law  is 
made  where  the  same  property  has  been  erroneously  listed  in 
two  townships  in  different  counties? 

Section  6285  R.  S.  1881,  is  as  follows:  "The  owner  of  tan- 
gible personal  property  situate  in  any  township  other  than  that 
of  his  residence  shall  list  the  same  in  the  township  of  the^ 
county  wherein  the  same  is  situate;  Provided,  That  when  the- 
same  is  connected  with  a  farm  it  shall  be  listed  and  assessed  in 
the  township  in  which  such  farm  is  situate,  or  in  which  the 
principal  place  of  business  on  such  farm  is  situate.'"' 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  section  makes  specitic  provision  as  to 
the  situs  of  tangible  farm  property.  It  is  to  be  taxed  in  the 
township  wherein  the  farm  is  situate  upon  which  said  property 
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is  a^ed.  If  a  farm  lies  in  two  townships  in  the  same  or  diifer- 
ent  counties,  the  personal  property  thereon  is  to  be  taxed  in 
the  township  wherein  the  ''princi])a]  phico  of  hiisiness  is  situ- 
ate."' 1  construe  this  expression  to  mean  tlie  "  principal  dweiJ- 
ing  house,"'"  as  that  construction  aloiie  atfords  a  unii'orm  rule 
ill  the  assessment  of  such  property.  Tlie  fact  that  the  property 
mentioned  may  be  kept  sometimes  upon  one  farm  and  some- 
times upon  another  does  not  complicate  matters,  for  it  is  to  be 
assessed  where  it  is  to  be  found  on  the  iirst  day  of  April.  Xo 
doubt,  instances  may  arise  where  the  law  does  not  make  spe- 
ciiic  provision  as  to  the  situs  of  the  property,  as  when  it  is 
found  in  difl'erent  townships  and  on  different  farms  on  the  first 
day  of  April,  and  in  these  cases  section  6299,  K.  S.  Ind.  1881, 
provides  that  the  County  Auditor  may  summarily  fix  and  de- 
termine the  township,  as  between  townships  in  the  same  county, 
in  which  the  property  is  to  be  taxed,  and  in  case  of  a  like  un- 
certainty between  counties  the  Auditor  of  State  is  vested  with 
the  same  powers  of  determination. 

Where  property  has  been  erroneously  listed  in  two  townships 
in  different  counties,  it  is  my  opinion  that  under  section  6i9\l 
aforesaid,  upon  a  proper  showino;  as  to  where  the  property  was 
on  the  first  day  of  April,  you  have  the  right  to  fix  and  deter- 
mine tlie  township  in  which  it  is  to  be  taxed. 


The  Board  of  Prison  Directors  have  authority,  upon  the  appointment  ol"  a  person 
lo  the  position  of  Steward,  to  exact  from  snch  person  a  bond. 

7\>  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Indiana  State.  Prison  ^oath: 

Gentlemen — lam  in  receipt  of  your  request  for  an  opinion 
as  to  whether  your  Board  or  the  Warden  of  the  Prison,  upon 
the  appointment  of  an  individual  to  the  position  of  Steward 
has  authority  to  exact  from  sucly  person  a  bond  to  account  and 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  statute  relating  to  the  powers 
and  duties  of  your  Boord  and  the  Warden,  leads  me  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  w^as  not  within  the  legislative  contemplation 
that  bonds  should  be  given  in  such  cases,  though  the  desira- 
bility of  such  a  requirement  is  obvious.  It  does  not  follow, 
however,  that  a  bond  may  not  be  required  and  enforced  because 
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there  is  no  statutory  warrant  for  its  execution.  At  tbe  outset 
it  may  be  well  to  say  that  the  authorities  in  Indiana  holding 
that  where  an  officer,  in  the  course  of  a  judicial  proceeding, 
exacts  a  bond  unauthorized  by  law,  the  bond  is  void,  do  not 
impinge  the  doctrine  that  what  is  termed  a  voluntary  or  com- 
mon law  bond  taken  by  an  official  of  his  subordinate  for  the 
proper  performance  of  official  duty,  may  be  enforced. 

Section  6141,  R.  S.  Ind.  1881,  provides,  among  other  things, 
that  all  accounts  for  provisions,  clothing,  medicine,  etc.,  are  to 
be  paid  by  an  order  on  the  Auditor  of  State,  signed  by  tbe 
Warden  and  countersigned  by  at  least  one  of  the  Directors, 
If,  b}^  the  negligence  or  dishonesty  of  a  Steward,  these  stores 
have. not  been  received  or;  have  been  misapplied,  there  can  be 
no  doubt  of  the  liability  of  the  prison  auditing  officers  if,  by 
oversight  perhaps,  they  certified  the  account  as  correct.  If 
there' is 'a  personal  liability  upon  an  officer  for  the  acts  of  a 
subordinate  appointed  by  him,  there  is  no  question  as  to  the 
authority  of  the  officer  to  require  a  bond  for  the  proper  per- 
formance:  of  such  dVities.  Lucas  v.  iShepherd,  16  Ind.  368; 
31orrelly.  Sylvester,  1  Me.  248;  Smith  v.  Crooker,  5  Mass.  539. 

:  But  aside  from  the  personal  liability  of  j'our  Board  and  the 
Warden;  as  pointed  out,  you  have  a  right  to  require  a  bond  as 
a  protection  to  the  public  trust  confided  in  you.  In  the  case  of 
the  town  of  Montinlle  v.  Ilaughton,  et  al,  7  Conn.  543,  an  action 
was  brought  by  said  town  on  a  bond  executed  by  Haughton  and 
his  sureties  to  certain  mentioned  persons,  as  Selectmen  of  said 
town,-  conditioned  that  Haughton  should  account  for  all  moneys 
that  came  inta  his  hands  as  tax  collector.  It  was  objected  by 
the  detjendants  .that  a  tax  collector  was  not  required  to  give  a 
bond ;  nor  were  the  Selectmen  authorized  to  take  a  bond.  The 
courts  say :"  There  is,  indeed,  no  law  directing  that  a  bond 
Bhall  be  taken  in  such  case  ;  nor  is  there  any  law  against  it.  It 
is  not  illegal  in. its  nature  nor  founded  upon  an}'  illegal  consid- 
eration. A  collector  is  an  authorized  agent  to  collect  moneys 
due  the  town.  What  forbids,  then,  the  giving  and  taking  a 
bond  to  securd  the  town  ?  Surely  any  corporation  or  individual 
employing  a  pterson  to  collect  moneys  for  them,  may  take  a 
bond  with  surety  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty.  There 
is  a  good  and  sulficient  consideration  for  such  a  contract ;  nor 
is  it  opposed  to  .any  rule  of  public  policy." 

As  the  bond  is  not  authorized  or  prescribed   by  any  statute 
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it  whouUl  not  be  made  to  the  State,  Imt  should  run  to  the  mom- 
bora  of  the  Board  and  the  Warden.  MurtVee  on  Olhoial  JJondh, 
see.  214;  Lucas  v.  Shepherd,  Id  Tnd.  368. 

In  conelusion  I  would  nay,  there  i.-^  no  question  as  to  your 
right  to  exact  such  a  boud,  but,  as  the  law  <h)es  not  .require  it, 
jou  mu.st  judge  of  the  propriety  of  so  (k)iug. 


Thke  H:il:iries  of  the  Warden,  Mor:il  Instructor  and  Physician  of  ilie  State  Prison 
are  as  follows:  The  Warden, -fifteen  liundred  dollars;  the  Moral  Instructor, 
eight  hundred  dollars;  and  the  Physician  eight  hundred  dollarw.  The  twi* 
former  are  paid  out  of  the  general  fund,  the  latter  out  of  the  proeeods  <}f  the 
prison. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State  Prison  South  : 

Gentlemen — You  ask  me  what  are  the  salaries  of  the  War- 
den, Moral  Instructor  and  Physician  of  the  State  Prison. 

By  sections  4  and  6  of  the  act  of  February  5,  1857  (  R.  S. 
1881,  sections  6182  and  6134),  their  salaries  were  tixed  as  fol- 
lows :  Warden,  sixteen  hundred  dollars;  Mor^,!  Instructor, 
eight  hundred  dollars:  and  Physician  five  hundred  dollars. 

.But  section  1  of  the  act  of  March  5,  1859  (Acts  1859,  p.  174), 
concerning  the  salaries  of  public  officers,  contains  the  following 
provisions  :  "'  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  there  shall  be  allowed  to 
the  several  othcers  of  Government,  and  persons  hereinafter 
mentioned,  the  following  annual  salaries,  to  be  paid  quarterly 
out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  belonging  to  the  general 
tuud  and  not  specially  otherwise  appropriated  by  law:  *  r-=  ^■ 
Twelfth.  To  the  Warden  of  the  State  Prison,  fifteen  hundred 
dollars.  Thirteenth..  To  the  Moral  Instructor  of  the  State , 
I'rison,  eight  hundred  dollars.  Fourteenth.  To  the  Physician 
of  the  State  Prison,  eight  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  Prison.''  This  repeals  by  implication  po  much 
of  the  act  of  February  5,  1857,  as  gave  the  officers  named  dif- 
ferent salaries.  Section  1  of  the  act  of  March  5,  1859,  was 
amended  by  the  act  of  March  4,  3805  (Acts  1865,  p.  12?5),  but 
the  amended  section  does  not  change  the  salaries  of  these  offi- 
cers. Section  2  of  the  last  named  act  is  as  follows :  '*  All 
acts  and  parts  of  acts  now  in  force,  and  not  in  conformity  with 
this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.''  This  section  repeals  so  much 
of  the  act  of  February  5,  1857,  as  is  not  in  conformit}'  with  it. 
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I  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  other  statutes  concerning  the 
salaries  of  these  officers ;  so,  as  the  law  now  stands,  the  War- 
den is  entitled  to  a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  the  Moral 
Instructor  eight  hundred  dollars  and  the  Ph3'8ician  eight  hun- 
dred dollars. 

The  salaries  of  the  Warden  and  the  Moral  Instructor  will  be. 
paid  out  of  the  general  fund  in  the  State  Treasury,  as  other 
officers  are  paid,  and  the  Physician  will  be  paid  out  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Prison. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  are  not  authorized  to  make 
an  allowance  to  a  person  for  services  as  an  attorney  in  defending  the  members 
of  the  Board  before  a  legislative  investigating  committee. 

Bon.  Brace  Carr,  Auditor  of  State. 

Sir — -You  ask  my  opinion  on   the  following  state  of  facts: 

"I  have  been  informed  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the 
Hospital  for  the  Insane  have  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  funds 
of  the  State,  to  Mr.  C.  S.  Wesner,  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
for  professional  services  rendered  by  him  to  the  members  of  the 
Board,  as  their  attorney,  before  the  legislative  committees  which 
were  recently  engaged  in  investigating  their  management  of 
the  afitairs  of  the  Hospital.  Does  the  Board  have  the  power  to 
pay  lin  attorne}"  for  such  services  out  of  the  funds  of  the  State  V 
Shall  I  recogniz;e  as  valid  such  a  voucher,  if  presented  to  me 
for  auditing?" 

First.  It  is  an  elementary  rule  that  an  officer  of  the  State 
can  only  deal  or  contract,  or  perform  an  act  in  relation  to  the 
property  ot  the  State  in  such  manner  as  is  authorized  by  law, 
and  that  any  act  whicli  he  may  do,  or  agreement  which  he  may 
make,  when  he  is  not  so  authorized,  is  utterly  void,  and  of  no 
binding  force  against  the  State.  McCaslin  v.  The  State,  09  Ind. 
428,  and  cases  cited  ;  Moss  v.  Dean,  7  Mass.  2s0. 

Such  officers  exercise  a  naked  statutory  authority,  and  have 
no  powers  except  such  as  are  expressly  or  impliedly  granted  to 
them.  Williamson  v.  Doe,  7  Blackf.  12  ;  Vail  v.  McKernan,  21 
Ind.  421,  and  cases  cited;  Flatter  v.  Board,  103  Ind.  360,  378; 
State  V.  Portsmouth  Sarings  Bank,  106  Ind.  435  ;  State  v.  Brewer, 
64  Ala.  287,  298. 
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Tlie  powers  of  the  Board  concerning  tlie  payment  f>f  moneys 
are  prescribed  by  section  2776,  i\.  S.,  1881,  as  follows: 

*'Thc  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  allowances 
for  the  payment  of  any  money  required  or  authorized  by  law 
to  be  paid,  or  for  the  improvement,  preservation  and  care  of 
their  several  institutions,  and  the  grounds  and  property  con- 
nected therewith,  and  the  expenses  thereof,  the  payment  of 
employes  and  other  expenses;  but  such  allowances  shall  only 
be  made  upon  an  itemized  statement  of  the  Superintendent, 
showing  the  cause  and  necessity  therefor;  and  all  payments 
shall  be  made  only  by  orders  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  of  such 
institution  in  the  manner  herein  provided,"  It  will  be  ob- 
served that  the  Board  of  Trustees  liave  the  power  to  make  al- 
lowances as  follows:  (1)  When  required  or  authorized  by  law 
to  be  paid;  (2)  or  for  the  improvement,  preservation  and  care 
of  the  institutions,  and  the  grounds  and  propert}-  connected 
therewith,  and  the  expenses  thereof;  and  (3)  for  the  payment 
of  employes  and  other  expenses;  but  (4)  such  allowances  shall 
onlj'  be  made  upon  an  itemized  statement  of  the  Superintend- 
ent, showing  the  cause  and  necessity  therefor. 

The  payment  of  fees  to  an  attorney  for  services  rendered  in 
the  manner  you  have  stated,  is  clearly  not  directed,  expressly 
or  by  implication,  in  the  statute  quoted. 

Second.  Are  such  fees  ''required  or  authorized"'  to  be  paid 
by  any  other  law?  To  answer  this  question  we  must  turn  to 
the  appropriation  act  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  Acts  1885,  pp. 
182-191,  inclusive.  Item  11,  of  section  2,  of  that  act,  makes 
the  appropriation  for  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  and  sets  apart 
certain  suras  for  the  maintenance  of  the  ma*le  and  female  de- 
partments, for  clothing,  for  current  repairs  and  for  additional 
water  supply. 

The  payment  of  such  attorneys  fees  as  you  name  is  not  re- 
quired or  authorized  by  this  act,  which  appropriates  all  the 
money  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  the  right  to  use  during  the 
current  year,  and  fixes  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  to  be  ex- 
pended. 

Statutes  defining  the  powers  and  duties  of  public  otficers  are 
also  limitations  upon  the  powders  which  they  may  rightfully 
exercise.  People  v.  Dalaney,  96  111.  on  page  508:  State  v.  Ward^ 
9  Heiskell  (Tenn.),  100.  It  follows,  therefore,  that  there  is  no 
appropriation  from  which  such  fees  can  can  be  paid. 

4 — Attv-Gex. 
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Third.  An  additional  reason  for  not  auditing  this  claim  is 
to  be  fonnd  in  the  fact  that  the  services  were  rendered  for  the 
members  of  the  Board  individually,  and  not  to  them  as  the 
officers  of  the  State  in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties. 
They  are  no  more  the  favorites  of  the  law  than  are  ordinary 
trustees,  executors  or  administrators,  and  if  they  abuse  their 
trust  they  are  subject  to  the  like  penalties.  ]^ow  it  is  univer- 
sally held  that  where  an  executor  or  administrator  is  charged 
in  a  suit  with  neglect,  or  with  failing  to  properly  perform  the 
duties  of :  his  trust,  he  can  not  charge  the  estate  with  the  fees 
of  the  counsel  who  defended  him  in  the  action.  Nor  can  he  do 
so  where  the  expense  was  incurred  by  him  for  his  own  express 
benefit,  or  because  of  his  own  misconduct ;  nor  where  the  ser- 
vices of  the  attorney  were  rendered  in  connection  with  matters 
which  lay  outside  the  range  of  his  official  duties.  Schouler  on 
Executors  and  Administrators,  sec.  544;  Hughes  v.  Mitchell^  19 
Ala..;  268;  Anderson  v.  Anderson,  87  Ala.  683;  Minis  v.  Mims, 
S9  Ala,  716;  Cameron  v.  Cameron,  15  Wis.  1;  Stephen's  Appeal,, 
56  Pa.  St.  409;  Blake  v.  Pegram.lO^^  Mass.  541;  Price's  Estate, 
81  Pa.  St.  263;  Lusk  v.  Aiiderson,  1  Met.  (Ky.)  426;  Hart  v.. 
Mart,  2  Bibb.  609. 

These  rules  were  applied  to  the  Governor  of  Wisconsin  in 
the  case  of  Randall  v.  State,  16  Wis.  347,  where  he  had  em- 
ployed a  lawyer  to  attend  to  the  taking  of  testimony  in  support 
of  charges  preferred  against  an  officer,  and  pending  for  trial 
before  the  Governor,  and  it  was  held  that  he  did  not  have  the 
power  to  employ  an  attornej'-  in  behalf  of  the  State,  and  pay 
him  out  of  the  funds  of  the  State.  The  Governoj'  was  acting 
beyond  the  range*of  his  official. duties  in  employing  a  lawyer 
to  prosecute  an  action  which  he  was  to  try  and  decide.  Under 
the  rules  above  stated,  the  converse  of  the  last  proposition 
would  be  equally  true,:  and  the  Governor  would  not  have  had 
the  power  to  employ  a  lawyer  to  defend  him  at  the  expense  of 
the  State  if  charges  had  been  tiled  against  him  before  any  kind 
of  a  tribunal. 

In  defending  themselves  before  the  investigating  committees 
of  the  General  Assembly,  the  members  of  the  Board  did  not 
act  within  the  range  of  their  official  duties,  but  defended  them- 
selves alone.  Everything  they  did  in  that  connection  was  for 
their  own  benefit,  and  not  for  the  protection  of  the  property  or 
financial  interestKs  of  the  State. 
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If  it  bo  suid  that  it  lias  been  the  ounton  to  pay  siicb  feoB  out 
oi"  the  funds  of  the  State  in  the  past,  then  I  answer  that  such 
■custom  ought. to  be  abolished,  for  it  is  an  evil  aud  invalid  one. 
Broom's  Legal  Maxims,  star  page  921. 

I  therefore  advise  you  not  to  audit  the  voucher  if  one  ia  pre-' 
seuted  for  the  payment  of  the  attorneys  fees  mentioned. 


Foreigu  live  stock  insurance  companies  must  comply  witli  die  provisJona  of  sectio)) 
3765  li.  6.,  1881,  before  doing  business  in  tliis  State.

8iK — I  have  received  from  yon  the  following  question  ; 

'•Must  foreign  live  stock  insurance  companies,  wishing  to  do 
business  in  this  State,  comply  with  the  provisions  of  section 
<3765,  R.  S,,  1881  ?  I  desire  your  opinion  on  this  question." 
•  -The  section  you  name  enacts  that  '■-any  insurance  company  I'n- 
<;orporated  by  an}'  other  State  than  the  State  of  Indiana,"  must 
<;omply  with  its  provisions,  the  details  of  which  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  recite  here. 
.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Oovernment  to  subject  the  insurance 
business  to  the  control  of  the  State,  for  the  better  security  of 
the  policy  holders.  It  is  tor  this  reason  that  such  statutes  sub- 
jecting all  foreign  insurance  companies  to  severe  restrictions, 
burdensome  conditions,  and  the  constant  supervision  of  an  in-' 
Biirance'  department,  are  enacted.  State  v.  Benefit  Association^: 
6  Mo.  App.  163,171;  People  v.  State  Insurance  Co.,  19  Mich.. 
392  ;  State  v.  Citizens"  Benefit.  Association,  6  Cent.  L.  Jour.  491. 

It  is  evident  that  the  Legislature  intended  to  protect  the. 
people  of  the  State  by  excluding  therefrom  all  foreign  insurance 
companies  which  did.  not  possess  the  amount  of  capital  named 
in  the  statute,  and  secured  in  the  manner  therein  stated,  and  by 
e.nabling  our  citizens  to  sue  here  without  the  expense  and- 
trouble  of  having  to  resort  to. the  courts,  of  another  State  or 
nation  for  justice.     See,  also,  Acts  1883,  p.  llti. 

I  refer  to  these  matters  because  considerations  of  public  pel-: 
icy  are  always  pertinent  in  the  interpretation  of  statutes  which' 
were  enacted  to  protect  public  interests.  (Bishop  on  Written' 
Laws,  sec.  82.) 
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You  will  observe  that  the  language  of  the  statute  ib  "any 
insurance  company/'  etc.  This  language  comprehends  insur- 
ance companies  of  all  kinds,  no  matter  what  the  character  of 
their  business  may  be,  except  as  limited  by  this  proviso  :  "That 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  extend 
to,  include,  or  embrace  horse  insurance  and  detective  companies 
insuring  against  thieves."  This  excludes  from  the  provisions- 
of  the  statutes  such  insurance  and  detective  companies  as  in- 
sure horses  againBt  thieves;  for  the  words  "insuring  against 
thieves  "'  define  the  character  of  the  companies  which  are  not 
to  be  held  as  coming  within  the  general  rule  of  the  statute.  As 
the  language  of  this  proviso  does  not  embrace  live  stock  insurance 
companies,  I  advise  you  that  such  companies,  if  organized  iu 
another  State,  must  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  statutes 
before  they  can  lawfully  do  business  in  this  State. 


A   physician    is  not  required  to  take  out   a  lieenfie,  where  called  into  a  county 
merel)-  to  consult  with  a  regularly  licensed  pliysician  there.  ' 

To  ike  Indiana  Stole  Board  of  Health : 

Gentlemem — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  request  from. 
your  Board  : 

"  Must  a  physician,  having  a  license  to  practice  medicine  in 
the  county  where  he  practices  regularly,  procure  a  license  in 
each  county  to  which  he  may  be  occasionally  called  in  consul-' 
tatiou  with  licensed  physicians,  residing  and  practicing  there- 
in r 

The  act  of  April  11,  1885  (Acts  1885,  p.  197),  requires  every 
physician  to  procure  a  license  from  "  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit 
Court  of  the  county  Avherein  he  or  she  resides.'" 

The  statute  and  the  license  alike  make  use  of  the  word 
'*  practice."  We  may  judge  of  the  legislative  intent  by  con- 
sidering the  usual  and  ordinary  meaning  of  the  words  employed. 
Sedgwick  on  Statutory  Construction,  220,  224,  225. 

The  word  "practice,"  used  as  a  noun,  means  :  (1)  "  Frequent 
or  customary  actions;  a  succession  of  a  similar  kind  or  in  a 
like  employment;  (2)  Use,  customary  use;  (5)  Application  of 
remedies  :  medical  treatment  of  diseases.'"  Used  as  a  transitive 
verb  it  means:  (1)  "To  do  or  perform  frequently,  customarily, 
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or  habitually:  to  ]iertbrm  by  a  succeasion  of  acts:  (2)  To  use 
or  exercise  any  pioi'ey^ioii  or  art,  as  to  practice  law  or  medi-" 
cine."" 

These  definitions  I  take  from  Webster.  But  we  are  not 
without  a  judicial  detinitiou  of  tbe  term.  In  Smith  v.  Lane, 
24  IJun.  (N.  Y.)  G3i2,  in  speaking  of  a  rnedical  statute,  similar 
in  etfect,  it  was  said  that  "  it  appears  quite  manifest  that  the 
object  of  the  Legislature  in  the  enactment  of  this  chapter  was 
only  to  provide  for  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine  or  surg- 
ery, as  those  terms  are  usually  or  generally  understood.  *  ■' 
Tbe  practice  of  medicine  is  a  pursuit  very  generally  known 
and  understood,  and  ao  also  is  surgery.  The  former  includes 
the  application  and  use  of  medicines  and  drugs  for  the  purpose 
of  curing,  mitigating  or  alleviating  bodily  diseases,  vv-hile  the 
functions  of  the  latter  are  limited  to  m.anual  operations,  usually 
performed  by  surgical  instruments  or  appliances.'"  This  is  in 
accord  with  the  common  acceptation  of  the  word, 

Webster  defines  the  word  "consultation''  as  follows:  "  The 
act  of  consulting;  deliberation  of  two  or  more  persons,  with  a 
view  to  some  decision.  (2).  A  meeting  of  persons  to  consult 
together  :  a  consultation  for  deliberation,  as  of  legal  counsel  re- 
tained in  a  cause,  or  of  physicians  in  a  dangerous  disease."' 

It  is  also  an  elemeutarj^  rule  of  statutory  construction  that 
words  are  to  be  interpreted  with  reference  to  the  general  scope 
and  object  of  the  statute,  and  that  such  construction  should  be 
reasonable,  and  the  statute  not  be  made  to  vrork  injustice  by 
including  cases  not  intended  to  fall  witliin  it.  iSeiJg.  Stat.  Const, 
225,  226.' 

In  my  opinion  the  statute  was  intended  to  prevent  the  actual 
and  ordinary  practice  of  medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics  with- 
out a  license,  and  was  not  intended  to  prevent  a  mere  consulta- 
tion with  a  physician  licensed  to  practice  in  the  county,  for 
there  are  no  words  used  which  indicate  an  intent  to  include 
such  a  consultation.  The  language  of  the  statute  clearly  refers 
to  the  application  and  use  of  remedies  in  the  medical  treatment 
of  diseases,  and  the  operations  and  treatment  usual  to  surgery 
and  obstetrics. 

I  am  strengthened  in  this  view  by  the  fact  that  this  statute 
is  in  derogation  of  the  common  right  of  all  qualified  men  to 
practice  medicine.  Such  statutes  are  regarded  with  a  jealous 
eye  and  are  to  be  strictly  construed,  so  as  not  to  extend  to  cases' 
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•which  are  not  clearly  embraced  within  their  terms.  Sedg.  Stat, 
Const.  296,  297  ;    Webb  v.  Baird,  6  Ind.  13. 

Again,  in  construing  a  statute,  while  we  do  not  shut  our  eyes 
to  the  letter,  we  look  most  of  ail  for  the  spirit  of  it,  which  we 
■endeavor  to  tind  in  the  effect  and  meaning  of  the  words  used, 
their  connections  and  surroundings  being  duly  considered,  for 
it  is  a  maxim  of  the  law  that  "  He  who  considers  merely  the 
better  of  an  instrument  goes  but  skin  deep  into  its  meaning.". 
Broom's  Lenal  Maxims.  685.  And  we  have  the  authority  of 
Holy  Writ  for  this :  ''The  letter  killeth,  but  the  spirit  giveth 
life.''     2  Cor.  Ill,  6.  '  ^         . 

Finally,  and  in  the  language  of  Sir  William  Jones,  an  ancient 
and  eloquent  writer,  the  rules  which  I  have  stated  "  serve  as 
•stars  whereby  the  practitioner  may  steer  his  course  in  the  con- 
struction of  all  public  and  private  writings." 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  the  case  which  you  state  does  not 
fall  within  the  provisions  of  the  statute. 


Ah  officer,  of  wliom  an  oiiicial  bond  is  required,  who  fails  to  give  boiid  \vit.bin  ten 
days  after  the  couamencement  of  his  term  of  oifice  and  receipt  of  his  commis- 
sion or  certificate,  vacates  his  office. 

T.  J.  Charlton,  Supt.  hid.  Reforrn  School  for  Boys :     . 

Bear  Sir— I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  request  from  you; 

"  There  is  nothing  in  the  law  governing  this  institution  lix- 
ing  the  length  of  time  a  Superintendent  shall  be  elected  for. 
But  four  years  ago,  when  the  present  Board  went  into  opera- 
tion, I  gave  a  new  bond.  I  am  this  day  re-elected  for  four 
years  more,  and  I  write  to  know  if  the  old  bond  of  four  years 
ago  still  holds  good  or  must  I  give  anew  bond?  Please 
answer." 

Tiie  Superintendent,  before  entering  on  his  duties,  is  required 
to  execute  a  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties 
(Iv.  S.  1881,  sec.  6208).  The  giving  of  the  bond  is  a  condition 
precedent  to  entering  upon  the  duties  of  the  office.  Section 
5527  is  as  follows:  ''If  any  officer  of  whom  an  official 
bond  is  required  shall  fail,  within  ten  days  after  the  commeuce- 
ot  his  term  of  office  and  receipt  of  his  commission  or  certifi- 
cate, to  give  bond  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  the  office 
shall  be  vacant." 
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This  neetion  was  considered  in  Stati  v.  Morley,  100  Ind.  480, 
and  it  was  said:  "The  object  of  the  statute  is  to  compel  a  per- 
son chosen  to  office  to  qualify  within  the  time  prescribed,  and 
if,  without  legal  excuse,  he  fails  to  do  so,  he  is  in  fault  and 
mu&t  lose  the  office.  *  *  "^  *  If  he  is  not  in  fault,  then 
the  lapse  of  time  might  not  deprive  him  of  the  office,  but  it  i& 
incumbent  upon  him  to  explnin  the  delay  and  exculpate  him- 
self from  blame." 

I  advise  von  to  file  a  new  bond. 


The  act  (if  ]VIarch  3,  1877  ( AcU?  1877,  140)  autliorizing  ihe  levying  of  au  hnnuiil 
tax  for  Stale  purposes  is  Htill  in  forot. 

Hon.  J.  A.  Lemcke,  Trea.sarer  oj  Stak  : 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  request  from  you: 

"  The  General  Assembly,  at  its  recent  session,  did  not  pasis 
an  act  levying  the  annual  tax  for  State  purposes.  Is  there  a. 
statute  in  existence  authorizing  a  levy  for  such  purposes?" 

The  power  to  tax  is  given  to  the  General  Assembly  by  sec- 
tion 1  of  Article  10  of  our  Constitution  ;  and  in  Bright  v.  Mc- 
CiiUough,  27  Ind.  282,  it  is  said:  '•  The  power  to  levy  and  collect 
taxes  is  one  of  the  highest  attributes  of  sovereignty,  and  caa 
onl}-  be  exercised  by  the  authority  of  the  Legislature,  whether 
the  tax  levied  be  for  State,  count}^  or  township  purposes."  (Se^ 
also  Cooley  on  Taxation,  324.) 

Therefore,  I  hold  that  it  is  necessary  to  the  levying  of  a  tax: 
for  vState  purposes  that  there  shall  be  a  statute  authorizing  it. 
The  last  statute  on  this  subject  is  the  act  of  March  ;l  1877. 
(Acts  1877,  p.  140.) 

Section  1  is  as  follows:  Be  it  enacted  l>y  the  General  Assembly- 
of  the  tState  of  Indiana,  That  for  the  purpose  of  raising  revenue 
to  pa}'  the  interest  on  the  public  debt,  to  support  the  public  in-' 
stitutions,  and  to  provide  for  ttie  general  expenditures  ol  the: 
State,  there  shall  be  collected  au  annual  tax  of  twelve  cents  on- 
the  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  value  of  all  property,  real  and 
personal,  as  by  law  listed,  assessed  and  valued  for  taxation  ;  and 
of  fifty  cents  on  each  taxable  poll;  which  taxes  shall  be  an-- 
nually  levied,  collected,  and  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  by  the 
proper  officers,  as  provided  by  law."' 
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You  will  note  thiit  this  statute  does  not  contain  any  words 
limiting  its  operation  to  any  certain  period,  but  there  is  in  it  a 
general  command  that  such  "taxes  shall  be  annually  levied, 
collected  and  paid.'" 

In  view  of  the  lano-uac^e  used,  I  am  of  the  oDinion  that  the 
rig'ht  to  tax  at  the  rate  named  in  this  statute  is  continuous,  aod 
to  be  exercised  year  after  year  until  the  act  is  repealed  ex- 
pressly or  by  necessary  implication.     (Cooley  on  Taxation,  3-49.) 

As  I  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  later  statute  on  the  sub- 
ject, I  advise  you  that  this  statute  is  still  in  force,  and  furnishes 
the  rule  by  which  State  and  county  ofiicera  are  to  be  governed 
in  the  levy  and  collection  of  State  taxes. 


The  acts  of  the  Legislature  are  entitled  to  tiie  highest  respect,  and  it  18  only  where 
their  unconstitutionality  is  clear  that  the  administrative  officers  of  the  Gov- 
ernment are  justified  in  disregarding  them. 

The  Auditor  of  State  is  advised  to  enforce  the  act  of  March  7,  1837  (Acts  1S87,  40), 
relating  to  the  taxation  of  building,  loan  and  saving  associationi?. 

lion.  Bruce   Carr,  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — I  have  I'eceived  from  you  the  following  communication: 
"The  recent  General  Assembly  passed  an  act  which  was  ap- 
proved March  7,  1887,  and  entitled  :  'An  act  to  provide  for  the 
taxation  of  Building,  Loan  and  Saving  Associations.'  It  has 
been  suggested  to  me  by  some  of  the  county  authorities  of  the 
State  that  the  act  is  in  violation  of  section  1,  of  article  10,  of 
the  Constitution.     What  do  you  advise  in  the  premises?" 

Section  1,  of  the  act  to  which  you  refer,  is  as  follows:  "i?^ 
it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana^  That 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  of  each  year,  the  Secretary 
of  every  Building,  Loan  and  Saving  Association  shall  file  with 
the  Auditor  of  the  county  in  which  such  Association  was  or- 
ganized, a  duplicate  statement,  verified  by  said  Secretary,  show- 
ing the  amount  paid  into  said  Association  by  shareholders  upon 
shares  of  stock  issued  b}-  it  up  to  the  first  day  of  April  precedr 
ilig,  and  then  outstanding,  and  also  the  amount  loaned  up  to 
said  date  to  shareholders  and  secured  by  mortgage  upon  real 
estate.  And  such  Auditor  shall  deliver  said  statement  to  the 
proper  Assessor,  who  shall  proceed  to  assess  said  Association 
for  taxation  with  the  amount   shown   to  have  been   paid  into 


said  Association  up  to  the  tirt^t  day  of  April  upon  outstanding 
fihares  of  stock,  less  the  amount  shown  by  the  statement  to 
have  been  loaned  to  shareholders  upon  such  mortgage  sepurity.'' 

The  County  Attorney  ot"  Marion  Count}'  has  tiled  with  me  a 
Avritten  argument  in  which  he  contends  that  the  section  1  have 
(j^uoted  is  in  contravention  of  the  section  of  the  Constitution 
which  you  named. 

In  Robinson  v.  Srhenck,  102  Ind.  307,  319,  in  considering  the 
power  which  resides  in  a  Court  to  hold  a  statute  to  be  uncon- 
stitutional, Judge  Elliott  said:  "The  power  is  one  of  the  high- 
est possessed  by  any  judicial  tribunal  in  the  Avorld.  and  is,  as 
all  the  authorities  agree,  to  be  exercised  with  the  utmost  care 
and  onh'  in  the  clearest  cases.  If  th^rc  is  doubt  in  the  mind 
of  the  Court  as  to  the  validity  of  the  statute,  it  must  be  re- 
solved in  favor  of  the  Legislature.  It  devolves  upon  the  party 
who  assails  a  statute  on  the  ground  that  it  violates  the  Consti- 
tution, to  show  a  clear  violation  and  to  point  out  the  provision 
violated;  failing  in  this,  his  attack  is  unavailing.  The  Courts 
are  reluctant  to  declare  statutes  unconstitutional  because  of  the 
high  power  they  assert  in  doing  so,  and  because  of  the  respect 
which  is  due  to  the  judgment  of  one  of  the  co-ordinate  depart- 
ments of  government.  In  exercising  this  power  the  Courts 
necessaril}'  overthrow  the  judgment  of  the  Legislature  that  en- 
acted the  statute  and  of  the  chief  executive  who  approved  it, 
and  it  is  just  that  they  should  assert  the  power  only  in  very 
clear  cases." 

In  Maize  v.  TIic  Stcte,  -1  Ind.  3-42,  it  is  said:  ''Such  questions 
are  always  regarded  by  the  courts  as  of  serious  importance. 
The  judiciary  look  to  the  acts  of  the  Legislature  with  great 
respect,  and  reconcile  and  sustain  them,  if  possible.  The  Gen- 
eral Assembly  is  the  immediate  exponent  of  the  popular  will, 
expressly  delegated  to  clothe  that  will  with  the  forms  of  law. 
The  presumption  that  such  a  body  has  sanctioned  enactments 
in  violation  of  the  Constitution  is  not  to  be  lightly  indulged. 
That  the  act  is  imperfect  or  impolitic  is  not  enough.  These  de- 
fects, subsequent  legislation  can  remove  b}*  amendment  or  re- 
peal. To  bring  its  validity  within  the  control  of  the  courts  it 
must  be  clearly  subversive  of  the  Constitution." 

The  same  rule  is  adhered  to  bj*  our  Supreme  Court  in  Broicn 
v.  Beezan,  24  Ind.  194:  The  Lafayette,  etc.,  B.  B.  Co.  v.  Gcir/er, 
34  Ind.  185  ;  The  State  v.  Cooler,  5  Blackf.  258:  and  other  cases. 


lu  Beauchamp  v.  The  State,  6  Blackf.  299,  it  was  declared  that 
the  Supreme  Court  would  not  hold  a  statute  to  be  uncoiiatitu- 
fional,  except  upon  "the  fullest  conviction  that  stern  duty  de- 
mands it  at  our  hands.'"  Language  similar  in  import  was  used 
by  Chief  Justice  Marshall  in  Fletcher  v.  Peck,  6  Cranch,  87. 

If  these  rules  are  to  guide  the  court,  how  much  more  im- 
perative it  is  that  they  should  apply  to  the  officers  of  State  who 
are  merely  charged  with  the  duty  of  administering  the  laws. 

I  adopt  the  language  of  ex-Attorney  General  Hord  on  this 
subject:  "  A  question  as  to  the  validity  or  constitutionality  of 
a  statute  is  one  of  delicacy,  and  when  a  doubt  exists  on  the 
subject  the  courts  have  uniformly  sustained  the  action  of  the 
Legislature  (Cooley  Congt.  Lim.  220,  225,  side  pp.  182, 186, 187), 
and  the  Attorney  General  should,  with  greater  sensibility  and 
caution,  approach  a  question  of  such  magnitude  and  import- 
ance, and  never  declare  a  statute  void  unless  its  invalidity  is 
clearly  manifested  to  his  judgment  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt." 
(See  his  report  of  J  884,  p.  102.) 

Unless  a  statute  is  unconstitutional  beyond  all  question  1 
cenceive  it  to  be  your  duty  and  mine  to  enforce  it,  until  it  ia 
declared  by  the  courts  to  be  in  violation  of  the  Constitution. 

I  therefore  advise  you  to  enforce  the  act,  and  leave  it  to  tKe 
<jourts  to  decide  whether  or  not  it  is  constitutional. 


Corporations  organized  for  the  purpose  of  .sinking  and  operating  oil  or  gas  wells, 
and  of  selling  the  product  of  such  wells,  must  iile  their  articles  of  assiooiation 
in  the  office  of  tlie  Secretary  of  State. 

Hon.  Charles  F.  Griffin,  Secretary  of  State  : 

Sir — You  ask  me  whether  the  ''Act  concerning  the  organi- 
zation and  perpetuit}^  of  voluntary  associations,"  approved 
March,  7,  1887,  exempts  companies  organized  "  for  the  purpose 
of  sinking  and  operating  oil  or  gas  wells,  and  of  selling  the 
products  of  such  wells,''  from  filing  duplicates  of  their  articles 
of  association  in  your  office. 

The  act  you  name  re-enacts  section  3502,  R.  S.,  1881,  as 
amended  by  Acts  1885,  p.  145,  and  adds  thereto  items  11  and 
12,  which  authorize  the  organization  of  gas  and  oil  well  com- 
panies, and  the  importation  of  live  stock  and  registration  com- 
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panies.  Sections  o,  4,  5  and  ti  of  the  act  re-enact  sections  3504, 
3505,  3506  and  3507  respectively,  with  a  alight  variance  as  to 
Bections  8506  and  3507,  not  affecting  the  question  yon  put  to 
me.  It  was,  doubtless,  the  purpose  of  items  11  and  12  of  the 
act  you  nanie  to  make  certain  the  right  to  organize  such  cor- 
porations as  are  there  named.  This  purpose  is  further  shown 
by  section  7,  which  reads  as  follows:  "All  voluntary  associa- 
tions now  existing,  t)rganized  under  former  laws,  shall  continue 
to  exist  and  operate  under  the  provisions  of  this  act." 

Section  3503,  R.  S.,  1881,  provides  that  every  voluntary  asso- 
ciation shall  file  its  articles  of  association  in  the  Recorder'rf- 
office  of  the  county  where  it  shall  be  formed.  This  section  is 
n,ot  changed  by  the  act  you  mention.  Section  3504  provides 
that  "every  such  association  shall,  from  the  time  such  record 
is  filed  in  the  proper  Recorder's  office,  be  deemed  and  held  to 
be  a  corporation,"  and  this  section  has  been  re-enacted  in  the 
act  under  consideration,  as  [  have  stated. 

Section  3851  authorizes  the  organization  of  companies  '•  to 
carry  on  an}'  kind  of  manufacturing,  mining,  mechanical  or 
chemical  business,  or  to  furnish  motive  power  to  carry  on  such 
business,"  and  requires  their  articles  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  County  Recorder  and  a  duplicate  thereof  in  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  of  State. 

In  my  opinion,  the  sinking  of  oil  and  gas  wells,  and  the 
carrying  on  of  the  business  which  they  furnish,  is  covered  by 
the  word  "  mining  "'  in  the  section  last  cited.  This  seems  to 
be  the  opinion  of  the  courts  and  the  legal  profession  generally. 
See  Morrison's  Mining  Digest,  pp.  251*  325 ;  French  v.  Brewery 
3  Wall.  346;  Kitchen  v.  Smith.  101  Pa.  St.  452;  Funk  v.  Eal- 
derrnan,  53  Pa.  St.  221» ;  Barker  v.  Dale,  8  Morrison's  Mining 
Hep.  597  ;  Bark  v.  Johnson,  55  Pa.  St.  283. 

The  term  "minerals"  embraces  everything  not  of  the  mere 
surface  of  the  earth.  Grilfin  v.  Fellows,  81  Pa.  St.  114;  Farf 
of  Bosse  V.  Wainman,  14  M.  W.  859;  Bainbridge  on  Mines  1; 
MorrisoioS  Mining  Digest,  pp.  236,  237,  238. 

Section  3851  must  be  construed  with  section  3  of  the  act  of 
March  7,  1887,  and  so  that  both  shall  stand,  for  they  are  not 
inconsistent.  When  the  articles  are  filed  in  the  Recorder's 
office,  the  association  becomes  a  legal  corporation.  The  filing 
of i  the  duplicate  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  is  to 
enable  the  general  public  to  ascertain  quickly  and  easily  whether 
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or  not  the  association  is  a  lawful  corporation,  wliicli  may  be  a 
matter  of  vital  concern  to  those  who  wish  to  transact  business 
with  the  association  or  purchase  its  stock. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  such  companies  are  required  by 
law  to  iile  duplicate  articles  of  association  in  your  office. 

The  same  rule  applies  to  all  those  corporations  where  it  ia 
provided  by  the  statutes  heretofore  enacted,  regukting  tbem 
specially,  that  such  duplicates  shall  be  filed  in  your  oliice. 


The  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  State  may  impose  a  liability  upon  the  State  to  pay 
for  street  iraprovemeuts  upon  streets  abutting  upon  its  real  estate,  by  giving 
their  written  consent  and  approval  to  the  making  of  such  improvements,  but 
the  improvements  can  not  be  paid  for  in  the  absence  of  an  appropriation. 

Hon.  J.  A.  Lemcke,  Treasurer-  of  State: 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  from  you  :  "  Many  of 
the  property  holders  on  Washington  street,  in  the  city  of  Indi- 
anapolis, desire  to  put  down  an  improved  paving  on  that  street, 
and  extend  it  v^^est  bej-ond  the  State  House,  and,  I  understand, 
they  will  petition  the  Common  Council  accordingl3^  What 
shall  be  done  by  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  to  properly  protect 
the  interests  of  the  State.'' 

In  section  3162,  R.  S.  1881,  there  is  the  following  proviso : 

^^  Provided,  farther,  That  when  the  State  of  Indiana  is  the 
owner  of  property  on  or  along  the  street  or  streets  proposed  to 
be  improved  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  Common  Council 
shall  not  contract  for  the  execution  of  said  improvements  in- 
volving the  State  in  any  liability,  without  first  obtainiug  the 
written  consent  and  approval  of  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of 
State,  but  such  city  may  make  such  improvement  at  her  own 
expense." 

By  virtue  of  this  section  the  Treasurer  and  the  Auditor  decide 
whether  or  not  the  proposed  improvements  shall  be  made  along 
the  front  of  the  State  House  square  at  the  expense  of  the  State, 
and  that  decision  must  be  in  the  form  of  a  written  consent  and 
approval.  This  consent  will  render  the  State  liable  for  her  pro- 
portionate share  of  the  improvement,  but  no  money  can  be  paid 
by  the  officers  of  the  State  until  it  has  been  appropriated  ac- 
cording to  law.     Sec.  3,  Art.  10  of  our  Constitution  is  as  follows: 
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■**  ISTo  nionej^  shall  be  drawn  from  the  TreaBiiry,  but  in  pursuance 
of  appropriations  made  b}'  law."  This  constitutional  command 
is  rigidly  obeyed  by  our  Supremo  C^ourt.  Risiine  v.  Staie^  20 
Ind.^328  ;  SUxk  v.  Porter,  89  Ind.  260;  3Iaij  v.  Rice,  91  Ind.  546. 
As  there  is  now  no  appropriation  for  such  purpose,  the  pay- 
cneut  for  sucli  improvement  will  have  to  be  deferred  until  there 
Is  an  appropriation. 
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In  the  absence  of  direct  legislative  authority,  an  officer  can  not  bind  the  State  br 
Jin  agreement  on  its  behalf  to  pay  interest  on  an  indebtedness. 

'To  the  Commissi  oners  j  or  the  Building  of  Additional  Hospitals  for 
the  Insane: 

Gentlemen — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  communication 
from  you : 

"In  the  contracts  for  the  construction  of  the  additional  hos- 
pitals for  the  insane,  it  was  provided  that  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners might  suspend  their  construction  at  any  time,  and 
.at  one  time  we  were  unwilling  to  proceed  with  the  construction 
■and  approve  and  allow  the  estimates  of  the  contractors,  payable 
at  once  in  the  then  condition  of  the  Treasury.  The  contractors 
•desired  to  continue  their  work  and  requested  and  agreed  to 
take  their  estimates  approved  and  allowed  for  payment  on  fu- 
ture dates,  rather  than  discharge  their  organized  force  of  em- 
ployes, and,  in  pursuance  of  such  request  and  agreement,  al- 
lowances were  made  up  to  the  first  day  of  j!!Tovember,  1886,  to 
the  amount  of  $153,467.61.  But  it  was  provided  in  the  order 
•of  allowance  of  said  sum  that  vouchers  for  .|99,550.7o  should 
not  be  presented  to  the  Auditor  of  State  for  warrants  until 
January  1,  1887,  and  that  vouchers  for  |53,906.86  should 
not  be  presented  until  February  20,  1887,  on  which  dates, 
it  was  understood  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  that  suffi- 
cient funds  would  be  in  the  Treasury  to  pay  such  allow- 
.ances,  or  the  General  Assembly  would  make  provision  for  their 
payment.  The  contractors  desire  us  to  pa}'  them  interest  on 
the  deferred  payments,  or  reimburse  them  for  the  interest  which 
they  were  compelled  to  pay,  because  the  payments  were  not 
«iade  as  the  work  progressed.  What  are  the  powers  of  the 
•Commissioners  in  this  respect?" 
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Mrst.  The  statate  authoriz'mg  the  construction  of  the  addi- 
tiGnal  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  and  defining  the  powers  of  the 
Commissioners,  is  the  act  of  March  7,  1883.  Acts  1883,  p.  164. 
.  There  is  nothing  in  the  statute  expressly  authorizing  the  pay- 
ment of  interest.  The  Commissionersj obtain  their  sole  power 
to  act  and  contract  from  this  statute,  and  can  not  go  beyond  it&^ 
provisions.  State  officers  can  only  deal  or  contract  in  relation 
to  the  funds  or  property  of  the  State,  when  they  are  authorized 
so  to  do  by  the  provisions  of  the  law  ;  and  any  agreement  they 
may  make,  or  attempt  to  make,  in  relation  thereto,  when  they 
are  not  so  authorized,  is  void  as  against  the  State.  They  exer- 
cise a  naked  statutory  authority,  and  have  no  powers  but  those 
expressly  or  impliedly  granted  by  statute.  McCaslin  v.  StatCy 
99  Ind.  428  :  WUliamson  v.  Doe,  2  Blackf.  12  ;  Vail  v.  JlcKernan,- 
21  Ind.  421  ;  Platier  v.  Board,  103  Ind.  360,  378  ;  State  v.  Ports- 
mouth Savings  Bank,  106  Ind.  435.;  *     • 

In  People  v.  Delaiiey,  96  III.  on  page  508,  it  is  said  :  "A  statute- 
defining  the  duties  of  public  ofiicers  is  also  a  limitation  upon 
the  powers  such  ofiicers  may  rightfully  exercise.  Declaratory 
provisions  of  the  public  law  as  to  the  manner  of  making  con- 
tracts by  officers  designated  for  that  purpose,  for  and  on  behalf 
of  the  State,  are  understood  to  be  an  inhibition  on  such  officers 
as  to  the  making  of  such  contracts  in  any  other  manner  or 
mode,  and  all  inhibited  contracts,  being  without  the  sanction, 
of  law,  contain  no  binding  obligation.'" 

If  an  officer  of  the  State,  or  a  Board  charged  with  the  per- 
formance of  certain  duties  in  behalf  of  the  State,  were  to  make- 
a  contract  to  pay  interest,  the  contract  would  be  invalid,  unless 
it  was  authorized  by  a  statute,  and  such  contract  could  be  col- 
latterly  impeached.  Auditorial  Board,  v.  Aries,  15  Tex.  72; 
Board  V.  Klein,  51  Miss.  807:  City  of  Pekin  \.  Beynolds,  33  111. 
530;  Ellis  v.  State,  4  Ind.  1. 

Second.  It  is  true  that  there  is  a  general  statute  on  the  sub- 
ject of  interest  on  contracts.     R.  S.  1881,  Sec.  5200. 

The  State,  as  a  debtor,  is  not  within  the  purview  of  the  stat- 
ute I  have  named,  and  is  not  chargeable  with  the  payment  of 
interest  upon  any  claim  against  it  in  the  absence  of  an  author- 
ized promise,  expressed  or  implied,  to  do  so.  Ohio  v.  Board,  36 
Ohio  St.  409,  415  ;  Attorney  General  v.  Cape  Fear  Navigation  Co.. 
2  Iredell  Eq.  444;  State  v.  Thompson,  5  Eng..(Ark.)  61;  Audito- 
rial Board  V.  Aries,  15  Tex.  72  ;  ' People  v.  Bartlett,  1  Scam.  (III.)/ 
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t)7  ;  Stak  v.  Mayes,  28  Misa.  706  ;  Board  v.  /ii^gm,  51  Miss.  807, 
816;  JWson  v.  Z7w<7<^^  ^States,  100  U.  S.  43 ;  C^?n7ef/  :<ltates  v.  Mc- 
Kec,  91  U.  S.  442,  450;  Co«^/.<y  of  Pihc  v.  Hosford,  11  111.  170; 
Crt.V  (>/  ^e/'"'  V.  Reynolds,  33  111.  530. 

Th(i  State  Ib  not  embraced  witliiii  the  general  words  of  a 
statute,  and  cau  not  be  held  to  be  within  the  purview  of  a  stat- 
ute only  when  so  declared  expressly  or  by  necessary  implica- 
tion. Broonis  Legal  Maxims,  51 :  Ohio  v.  Board,  36  Ohio  St. 
409,  414;  State,  v.  Thompson,  5  Eng.  (Ark.)  61;  People  v.  Bartleti, 
1  Scam.  (III.)  67;  Board  v.  Klein,  51  Miss.  807,  816;  3  Black 
Com.  40o! 

This  rule  is  recognized  in  Board  v.  Blake,  21  Ind.  32,  and  is 
now  settled  beyond  any  question. 

The  doctrine  is  that  a  sovereign  State,  which  can  make  and 
unmake  laws,  in  prescribing  general  laws  intends  thereby  to 
regulate  the  conduct  of  subjects  onl}^,  and  not  its  own  conduct. 
Ohio  y.  Board,  36  Ohio  St.  409,  414.  '      =    : 

Therefore,  it  follows  that  the  Commissioners  have  no  iriiplied 
power  to  bind  the  State  by  an  agreement  to  pay  interest,  and 
such  a  contract,  if  one  was  made;  would  not  be  of  any  benefit 
to  the  contractors. 

Ln  State  v.  Bretuer,  64  Ala.  287,  298,  it  is  said  :  "Alt  who  deal 
with  the  officers  or  agents  of  the  Government  must  inquire' at 
their  peril  into  the  extent  of  their  power.''  Such  is  tbe  doctrine 
of  the  Floyd  Acceptances,  7  Wall.  666;  United  States  v.  Bank,  lb 
Peters,  377;  Story  on  Agency,  307,  319  ;  Gibbons  v.  United  States\, 
8  Wall.  269;  Ellis  v.  State,  4l  Ind.  1,  and  the  cases  generally. 

The  parties  must  be  held  to  have  contracted  with  reference 
to  these  rules  of  law,  and  they  must  be  governed  by  them. 
County  of  Pike  v.  Hosford,  11  111.  170, 176  ;  Ellis  v.  State,  4  Ind.  1. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  no  power  has  been  conferred  on 
you  by  statute,  expressly  or  impliedly,  to  make  such  an  agree- 
-ment  or  order  as  the  contractors  ask,  for  the  payment  of  inter- 
■est,  and  that  such  a  contract  or  agreement,  if  made,  would  bo 
.absolutely  void. 
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An  office  can  not  be  created  by  the  resolution  of  the  Senate. 

As  the  Legislature  of  1887  provided  that  no  allowance  or  payment  phould  be  made 

out  of  its  appropriation  for  expenses,  by  resolution  passed  during  the  last  three 
■  days  of  its  session,  it  follows  that  the  claim  of  an  alleged  officer  for  supplies^ 

whose  title  to  his  office  rests  on  an  appointment  by  resolution  made  within 

said  three  days,  is  invalid. 

Hon.  Charles  F.  Griffin,  Secretary  of  State: 

.  Sill — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  in  which  you  make 
the  following  statements:  ''On  the  last  day  of  the  recent  ses- 
sion of  the  State  Senate,  that  body  passed  a  resolution  electing 
Mr.  W.  H.  Drapier,  as  Stenographer  of  the  Senate,  and  he  took 
the  oath  of  office.  On  the  same  day,  the  President  and  Secre- 
tary of  the  Senate  made  a  requisition  on  the  Public  Printer  for 
the  following  supplies,  for  the  use  and  on  account  of  the  Stenog- 
rapher of  the  Senate,  viz  : 

"  Three  reams  blank  letter  paper. 

"  One  box  large  envelopes. 

"  Three  reams  thin  blank  letter  paper. 

"  One  box  of  small  envelopes. 

*'  Four  quires  half-carbon  paper  letter  size. 

"  One-half  gross  rubber-tipped  pencils. 

"  One  wire  paper  fastener  and  wires. 

"The  Public  Printer  furnished  the  supplies,  and  has  presented 
his  bill  to  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Printing  for  allowance. 
As  one  of  the  Commissioners  I  desire  your  opinion  of  the  legal 
questions  involved." 

First — A  study  of  the  Constitution,  and  especially  of  sections 
1,  2,  3,  Article  15,  leads  me  to  tlie  conclusion  that,  before  one 
can  be  elected  or  appointed  to  an  office,  it  must  have  been 
created  by  the  Constitution  or  hy  statutory  enactment,  and  not 
by  a  resolution.  Such  seems  to  have  been  the  legislative  view 
of  the  law,  for  by  sections  4966  to  4973,  R.  S.  1881,  inclusive, 
it  is  enacted  that  the  Senate  and  House  may  elect  or  appoint 
the  various  officers  and  clerks  there  named.  There  is  no  such 
officer  named  in  the  Constitution  or  the  Statutes  as  "  Stenog- 
rapher of  the  Senate." 

Was  it  within  the  power  of  the  Senate  to  create  such  an 
office  by  resolution  ?  I  answer  this  question  in  the  negative. 
A  resolution  of  the  Senate  is  not  of  so  hio-h  a  character  as  a 
joint  resolution  of  both  branches  of  the  General  Assembly,  and 
yet  such  a  joint  resolution  has  none  of  the  attributes  of  a  law. 
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May  V.  Hur,  91  Ind.  546 ;  Rice  v.  State,  95  lud.  4G.  'A.s  I  liave 
stated,  the  statutes  cited  name  the  officers  and  clerks  who  may 
he  elected  or  appointed.  Can  this  resolution  add  to  or  anicnd 
those  statutes?  The  same  question,  in  principle,  arose  in  Jiitr 
V.  Statr,  95  Ind.,  where  it  is  said  on  page  47  :  "  After  all  that 
has  heen  said,  a  single  proposition  may  seemingly  be  accepted 
as  decisive  of  this  cause,  and  that  is,  can  a  simple  resolution  ot 
the  Senate  be  made  to  amend,  modify  or  vary  the  operation  of 
a  regularly  enacted  statute?  In  the  light  of  all  that  has  pre- 
ceded, and  considered  with  reference  to  the  essential  nature  of 
legislative  proceedings,  the  answer  to  that  proposition  must  in- 
evitably be  in  the  negative,"' 

Therefore  I  conclude  that  jio  such  officer  has  been  created  by 
the  Constitution  or  statutes,  and  that  his  election  ij?  absolutely 
void. 

lSeco/}(/.  ISuch  elections  being  void,  it  follows  thii-t  the  reipn> 
sition  for  the  supplies  for  him  is  also  void,  for  public  officers 
have  no  authority  to  deal  with  the  property  of  the  State  unless 
it  is  conferred  on  them  by  positive  statute.  The  State  v.  Ports'- 
mouth  Savings  Ban/,;  lOG  Ind.  435,  451;  Ftafter  v.  Board,  lOo 
Ind.  360,  378;  Vail  v.  31c Kcrnan,  21  Ind.  421;  Williamson  v. 
Doe,  7.  Blackf.  12. 

The  Public  Printer,  and  all  who  deal  with  the  ofticers  or 
agents  of  the  State,  must  inquire  at  their  peril  into  the  extent 
of  their  power.  Union  School  Tp.  v.  First  National  Bank.,  102 
Ind.  470;  Flojal  Acceptances,  7  Wall,  ^<6^;  State  v.  Brewer,  64 
Ala.  287,  298 ;  Story  on  Agency,  sees.  307a,  319. 

And  if  they  deal  or  contract  with  such  ofhcers  when  act- 
ing beyond  the  scope  of  their  powers,  they  do  not  have  any 
claim  against  tlie  State.  Whiteside  v.  United  States,  3  Otto,  247; 
State  v.  Torminis,  24  Minn.  332:  Feople  v.  Dalaney,  96  111.  503; 
The  State  v.  Hastings,  10  Wis.  461 ;  Parsel  v.  Barnes,  25  Ark.  261. 

Third.  But  even  if  the  Senate  has  the  power  to  create  this 
office  by  resolution,  still  no  claim  for  allowance  for  these  sup- 
plies could  be  predicated  on  the  resolution  you  name,  for  it 
was  passed  on  the  last  day  of  the  session. 

In  section  3  (Acts  1887,  p.  3)  of  the  act  making  the  appropri- 
ation for  the  last  General  Assembly,  it  is  provided,  "That  no 
allowance  or  payment  out  of  the  appropriation  hereby  made 
shall  be  made  by  resolution  passed  during  the  last  three  days 
of  the  session." 

5— Atty-Gen. 
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This  is  an  express  denial  of  the  ri^ht  to  pass,  during  the  last 
three  days  of  the  session,  any  resolution  on  which  there  could 
be  based  a  claim  for  an  allowance,  such  as  is  here  made.  Lan- 
guage can  not  be  plainer.  It  is  true  that  the  resolution  under 
consideration  does  not  specifically  direct  an  allowance  for  sup- 
plies, but  the  requisition  calls  for  supplies  to  an  ofiicer  whose 
title  rests  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution.  As  a  resolution 
directly  making  such  an  allowance  could  not  have  been  lawfully 
passed  during  the  last  three  days  of  the  session,  neither  can  a 
claim  for  allowance  be  valid  when  predicated  on  a  resolution 
adopted  during  that  period.  For  these  reasons  I  advise  you 
that  the  claim  should  not  be  allowed. 


A  balance  wliicli  may  be  to  the  credit  of  the  Reform  School  for  Boys  for  any  one 
month  may  be  subsequently  expended,  but  any  unexpended  balance  at  the 
'      end  of  the  fiscal  year  must  be  turned  back  into  the  State  Treasury. 

T.  J.  Charlton,  Swpt.  Indiana  Reform  School  for  Boys: 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  from  you : 
"I  write  to  ask  if  there  is  any  legal  compulsion  in  our  insti- 
tution using  up  the  allowance  made  for  any  particular  month? 
In  other  words,  can  we  approximate  this  and  use  the  balance 
in  the  succeeding  month?  It  is  sometimes  difficult  to  use  it  up 
*  to  a  very  cent.'  Would  this  balance  be  lost  to  us  by  not  be- 
ing used  in  the  month  for  which  it  was  set  apart?" 

Section  3,  Acts  1883,  p.  21,  is  as  follows:  "All  purchases  of 
supplies  for  the  institution  shall  be  made  by  the  Superintendent 
at  the  best  advantage  to  the  State,  and  he  shall  take  vouchers 
for  the  same:  but  such  vouchers  shall  not  be  passed  to  his 
credit  until  approved  by  the  Board.  Previous  to  the  regular 
monthly  meetings  of  the  Board  he  shall  prepare  an  estimate  of 
the  amount  necessary  for  the  expenses  of  the  succeeding 
mionth,  which  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board.  Said  estimate, 
together  with  a  monthly  account  current  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  during  the  preceding  month,  and  vouchers  for 
said  expenditures,  shall  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  insti- 
tution and  then  be  filed  with  the  Auditor  of  State,  whereupon 
said  Auditor  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  State  Treasury  iu; 
favor  of'  the  Superintendent  for  the  amount  of  the  estimate,  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  said  institution." 
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The  purpose  of  this  statute  was,  doubtless,  to  provide  a  check 
on  the  ^Superintendent,  and  prevent  him  from  drawing  all  of 
the  annual  appropriation  at  one  time,  but  it  does  not  forfeit  the 
unexpended  balance  of  the  estimate.  The  appropriation  is  for 
the  entire  year  and  not  for  any  speciiic  month,  nor  of  any  fixed 
amount  by  the  month.  The  estimate  fixes  the  amount  which 
you  shall  receive  of  this  annual  appropriation  for  a  certain 
month,  but  it  does  not  require  you  to  expend  all  of  it.  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  3'ou  are  not  compelled  to  expend  the  full 
amount  of  your  monthly  estimate,  that  there  is  no  forfeiture  of 
the  balance  of  the  monthly  estimate  which  maybe  unexpended 
and  that  such  balance  may  be  applied  to  the  expenditures  of 
the  succeeding  month,  but  any  unexpended  balance  at  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year  must  be  turned  back  into  the  State  Treasury. 


After  land  ha?  been  forfeited  to  the  State  by  an  exposure  for  sale  for  taxes,  as  pro- 
vided by  section  2,  Acts  1883,  123,  the  only  way  in  which  the  original  owner 
can  be  re-invested  witli  title  to  the  land  h  by  purchasing  it  of  the  Auditor  of 
State,  as  an  ordinary  purchaser, 

Hon.  Brace  Carr,  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — I  have  received  the  following  communication  from  you  : 
*' Certain  land  became  delinquent  in  1874,  and  was  advertised 
each  year  thereafter  until  1884,  when  it  was  advertised  in  a 
separate  list  to  be  sold  for  cash,  and,  failing  to  sell  for  want  of 
bidders,  the  tax  was  then  stricken  from  the  duplicate.  The 
former  owner  now  desires  to  redeem  or  repurchase  the  same  bj 
payment  of  taxes  and  penalties.  Please  advise  me  as  to  my 
authority." 

The  act  of  1881  (sec.  6491,  R.  S.  1881)  made  provision  for 
the  collection  of  taxes  where  the  land  had  been  advertised  for 
three  successive  years  by  tpreclosing  the  lien  of  the  State.  This 
law  was  amended  by  the  act  of  March  7,  1883  (Acts  1883,  p. 
123),  which  provided  (in  sec.  1)  that  the  tax  lien  should  be 
foreclosed,  in  substantially  the  same  manner  as  in  the  act  of 
1881,  but  limited  its  provisions  to  cases  where  the  land  had 
been  advertised  "  for  three  years  successively  after  the  passage 
of  this  act."  Section  2  of  said  act  of  1883  provided  for  a  sale 
in  1884  by  the  County  Treasurer  of  all  lands  which  "have  been 
returned  delinquent  or  have  remained  unsold  for  want  of  bid- 
ders for  three  years  or  more  prior  to  March  29,  1881.'* 
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The  steps  taken  by  the  County  Treasurer,  as  recited  in  your 
communication,  were  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said 
last  named  section,  and  the  failure  to  redeem  the  laud  within 
two  years  after  it  had  been  so  exposed  for  sale  worked  a  forfeit- 
ure to  the  State.  The  material  question  now  is,  in  what  manner 
is  the  State  permitted  to  sell  such  real  estate.  The  act  last  re- 
ferred to  provides  that  lands  so  forfeited  shall  be  "  disposed  of 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  lands  of  the  State/'  It  is  not 
necessary  now  to  inquire  as  to  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to 
the  sale  of  the  State's  lands  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the 
act  in  question,  for  on  March  7, 1883,  a  general  law  was  enacted 
repealing  all  laws  in  conflict  therewith,  which  provided,  among 
other  things  that  as  to  lands  which  have  or  which  may  be 
forfeited  to  the  State  for  taxes,  it  shall  be  the  dut}'-  of  the  Aud- 
itor of  State,  upon  the  procuring  of  a  proper  appraisement  of 
the  lands,  as  pointed  out  in  the  act,  to  sell  the  same  at  public 
or  private  sale,  as  he  shall  deem  best,  for  not  less  than  its  ap- 
praised value,  after  advertising  in  two  newspapers  of  general 
circulation  published  in  Indianapolis,  and  in  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  county  where  the  land  is  located.  (Acts  1883, 
p.  170.) 

There  have  been  provisions  of  law  authorizing  the  compro- 
mising of  claims  for  taxes  with  the  former  owner,  but  in  my 
opinion  those  acts  had  no  application  after  a  sale,  and,  in  any 
event,  the  acts  referred  to  have  expired  by  express  limitation. 
The  only  manner  in  which  the  former  owner  can  now  be  rein- 
vested with  title  to  the  land  in  question  is  bj^  purchasing  the 
same  of  you  as  an  ordinary  purchaser. 


The   Board  of  Directors  of  the  Reform  School  for  Bays  are  not  authorized  to  con- 
tract for  the  horing  of  a  gas  well. 

T.  J.  CharUon,  Saperintendeni  of  the  Beform  School  for  Boys  : 

Sir— I  am*  in  receipt  ot  the  following  communication  from 
you  :  "  In  view  of  the  fact  that  boring  for  gas  is  going  on  in 
our  village,  the  question  has  been  asked  as  to  the  authority  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  this  institution  to  sink  a  well  for 
the  purpose  of  supplying  it  with  light  and  fuel,  in  case  they 
should  deem  the  expenditure  justifiable." 


I  aril  of  the  opinion  that  your  Board  lia^<  not  tiif  authority 
to  contract  for  the  boring  of  a  gas  well. 

The  power  of  the  Board  to  contract  is  detined  by  section  G 
of  the  act  of  February  2:3.  1883  (A.ct:^  1883,  p.  19),  and  it  is  ev- 
ident that  the  Board  is  not  authorized  to  make  expenditures 
except  for  supplies  and  for  the  preservation  and  repair  of  tlie 
property  under  its  control. 

The  question  is  not  before  me,  and  tlierefore  1  need  not  de- 
terraine,  whether  if  a  supply  of  water  were  needed  the  Board 
would  have  power  to  order  the  digging  of  a  cistern  or  the  sink- 
ing of  a  well.  It  may  be  that  an  authoritj-  to  contract  for  the 
purpose  indicated  would  be  fairly  implied  as  essential  to  the 
projier  use  and  management  of  the  institution.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  is  evident  that  the  Board  would  not  have  the  power 
t.o  erect  a  building,  however  great  its  utility  :  and  so  with  the 
sinking  of  a  gas  well,  the  act  falls  clearly  without  the  scope  of 
the  Board's  authority.  Moreover,  an  expenditure  for  this  pur- 
pose partakes  too  much  of  the  nature  of  a  speculation  to  be 
authorized  without  legislative  direction  and  authority. 

If  it  should  be  held  that  the  Board  had  authority  to  sink  a 
Avell  because  in  their  discretion  the  probabilities  of  finding  gas 
-were  sufficientlj"  great  to  justify  the  expenditure,  they  might 
also  mine  for  coal  or  embark  in  other  uncertain  and  specula- 
live  measures,  and  although  the  funds  of  the  institution  might 
be  thereby  depleted,  their  discretion  could  not  be  attacked. 
The  general  rule  is  that  a  statute  defining  the  authority  and 
duties  of  public  officers  is  also  a  limitation  upon  their  powers, 
and  to  my  mind  it  is  clear  that  the  measure  suggested  is  un- 
authorized. 


A  (.'ounty  Treasurer  is  not  entitled  to  fees  on  an  timount  paid  in  to  liiui  by  the 
Prosecuting  Attorney  on  account  oi  moneys  collected  by  bim  on  a  foreclosure 
proceeding  under  Acts  1883,  123. 

Hon.  Bruce  Can\  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — I  have  received  from  you  the  following  request  for  an 
opinion:  "A  County  Treasurer  has  on  hand  an  amount  paid  in 
by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  collected  by  him  under  the  law.' 
(See  section  6491,  R.  S.  1881).  Please  advise  me  whether  the 
County  Treasurer  can  be  allowed  six  per  cent,  on  this  fund  in 
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settlement,  or  whether  the  County  Auditor  shall  account  for  it 
in  the  distribution  as  a  whole,  pro  rata,  to  State  and  county, 
without  deducting  said  fees,  on  the  basis  of  the  delinquent  tax 
of  former  years.     An  early  reply  is  solicited." 

The  section  you  refer  to  as  amended  by  Acts  1883,  p.  123, 
requires  the  County  Auditor  to  certify  certain  facts  to  the 
Prosecuting  Attorney  when  real  estate  has  been  offered  for 
sale  by  the  County  Treasurer  for  three  successive  years  for  de- 
linquent taxes,  and  requires  the  Prosecuting  Attoruey  to  bring 
an  action  similar  to  an  action  to  foreclose  a  mortgage,  to  col- 
lect the  delinquent  taxes,  penalty,  interest,  costs  and  charges. 

The  next  section  authorizes  the  sale  of  the  realty,  and  di- 
rects that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  shall  be  paid  into  the  County 
Treasury.  These  sections  provide  a  method  of  collecting  de- 
linquent taxes  in  a  certain  class  of  cases,  but  both  acts  are  si- 
lent as  to  the  compensation  of  the  Treasurer.  In  section  5928 
there  is  the  following  language  :  "  They  shall  also  receive  and 
retain  out  of  all  delinquent  taxes  collected  six  per  centum 
when  paid  voluntarily  and  without  levy,  and  six  per  centum  if 
paid  after  levy."  This  language  is  broad  and  general,  and 
would  clearly  cover  delinquent  taxes  collected  by  means  of  a 
suit  brought  by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  were  it  not  for  the 
last  sentence  in  section  6519,  which  is  as  follows:  "But  when- 
ever any  Treasurer  fails  to  collect  the  delinquent  taxes  for  any 
year,  and  the  same  is  carried  over  to  the  next  year's  duplicate, 
together  with  all  penalties  and  interest,  such  Treasurer  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  any  fee  for  collecting  the  delinquent  part  of 
said  duplicate,  more  than  he  is  entitled  to  by  law  for  collecting 
the  duplicate  of  the  current  year."  This  sentence  was  consid- 
ered in  Warren  v.  Britton,  84  Ind.  14,  and  it  was  held  to  be  a 
constitutional  and  valid  provision. 

I,  therefore,  advise  you,  as  this  is  the  later  legislative  enact- 
ment, that  the  Treasurer's  fees  in  the  case  you  state  are  gov- 
erned by  it,  and  not  by  section  5928. 
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Tlie  Board  of  C'oaimissioners  of  a  county  are  not  authorized  to  contract  with  the 
County  Treasurer  to  ])ay  liini  a  special  oomi>ensation  for  the  collection  of 
taxe3  on  omitted  pro|K'rty. 

Taxes  on  omitted  property  are  not  delinquent  taxes. 

A  County  Treasurer  is  not  entitled  to  additional  compensation  for  the  collection 
of  taxes  on  omitted  property. 

Hon.  Brace  Carr,  Auditor  of  State  : 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  statement  from  you  in  which  you 
say  that  you  have  received  the  following  letter  from  the  Audi- 
tor of  Shelby  county,  viz.: 

"  Hon,  Bruce  Carr :  ■ 

Dear  Sir — The  Treasurer  of  this  county  has  a  contract  with 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  this  county  to  hunt  up  and 
have  placed  on  the  tax  duplicate  omitted  property  for  taxation, 
on  which  contract  tVie  Commissioners  pay  him  25  per  cent,  of 
all  the  taxes  collected.  Your  opinion  is  most  respectfully  de- 
sired as  to  whether  the  omitted  taxes  collected  is  considered 
delinquent  tax  (prior  to  the  present  year),  and  if  the  Treasurer 
is  entitled  to  six  per  cent,  on  the  same,  in  addition  to  the  25 
per  cent,  paid  him  by  the  Board.  Your  earliest  attention  is 
desired,  so  that  I  may  know  what  fees  to  give  him  to  complete 
my  settlement.     Very  respectfully, 

James  Wiles, 

Auditor  Shelby  County.'" 

On  this  communication  you  ask  me  the  following  questions, 
viz: 

^^ First.  Has  the  Board  of  Commissioners  the  power  to  make 
such  a  contract  ? 

Second.  Are  the  taxes  collected  on  omitted  property  delin- 
quent taxes? 

Third.  What  are  the  fees  of  County  Treasurers  for  collect- 
ing taxes  on  omitted  property?" 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  answers  to  your  questions: 

First,  The  Board  has  no  power  to  make  such  a  contract.  By 
section  6393,  R.  S.  1881,  the  Township  Assessor  is  authorized 
to  assess  omitted  property,  and  the  power  to  assess  such  omitted 
property  and  add  it  to  the  tax  duplicate  is  conferred  on  the 
Auditor  by  section  6456.  The  Treasurer  is  also  authorized  by 
section  6456  to  report  to  the  Auditor  such  omitted  property  as 
may  come  to  his  knowledge,  and  the  Auditor  then  corrects  the 
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thereon  the  same  as  if  they  had  been  assessed  by  the  legal 
Assessor.*'  These  are  the  general  directions  of  the  law  con- 
cerning the  listing  and  taxation  of  omitted  property.  These 
sections  make  it  the  ofiicial  duty  of  the  officers  I  have  named 
to  search  for,  list  and  collect  the  taxes  on  omitted  property.. 
These  things  they  are  required  to  do  without  regard  to  the 
question  of  compensation,  for  he  who  takes  an  office  takes  it 
with  all  its  burdens  as  well  as  its  advantages,  and  he  must  dis- 
charge all  of  the  functions  of  the  office  so  long  as  he  holds  it, 
no  matter  whether  he  is  well  or  poorlj'  paid  for  the  labor  and 
care  required.  It  would  be  a  strange  anomaly  in  the  law  if  an 
officer  could  take  and  hold  an  office  and  yet  refuse  to  perform 
its  duties  until  paid  therefor  a  sum  in  addition  to  his  lawful 
compensation  out  of  private  or  public  funds.  In  the  case  of 
Vandercook.  v,  Williams,  106  Ind.  345,  a  contract  of  the  charac- 
ter of  the  one  we  are  considering  was  made  with  the  Auditor 
by  the  Board  ot  Commissioners  of  Steuben  County,  and  in 
passing  on  the  question  of  its  validity  the  Supreme  Court  say : 
"  We  conclude,  therefore,  that  the  contract  or  agreement,  set 
out  in  the  appellee's  complaint,  is  wholly  unauthorized  by  the 
statute,  and  is,  therefore,  void.  Such  contract  or  agreement  is 
also  void  as  against  public  policy.  The  law  v.^ill  not  tolerate 
the  employment  of  a  public  officer  to  discharge  his  plain  official 
duty  at  a  compensation  other  or  diflerent  from,  or  in  addition 
to,  the  compensation  given  him  by  law  for  his  official  services. 
Especially  so,  where,  as  in  this  case,  the  amount  of  such  addi- 
tional compensation  is,  by  contract  made  to  depend  upon  the 
exercise  of  his  individual  judgment  in  the  discharge  of  his 
official  duties.  Public  policy,  as  well  as  law,  forbids  the  execu- 
tion or  enforcement  of  such  a  contract  or  agreement."  The 
doctrine  of  this  case  was  adhered  to  in  Williams  v.  Segur,  106 
Ind.  368. 

Any  contract  to  paj'  a  public  officer  for  doing  his  duty,  when 
he  is  required  to  do  it  without  such  payment,  or  to  pay  him  a 
greater  sum  than  contemplated  by  the  laws  of  the  Government 
which  he  is  serving,  is  void.  Grcenhood  on  Public  Policy  in  the 
Law  of  Contracts,  328,  and  the  many  cases  there  cited,  and  to 
the  same  effect  are  iV.  II.  <!•  iV.  Co.  v.  Ilayden,  117  Mass.  433 : 
Andrews  v.  U.  *S'.,  2  Story,  202;  Evans  w  City  of  Trenton,  24  X. 
J.  L.  764,  767  ;  Faiccett  v.  Woodbury,    55  Iowa,  154. 
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Again,  soction  5i)27  li.  S.  1881,  is  as  follows  :  ''  The  treasurer 
•of  each  county  shall  he  allowed  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum  as  such  officer,  and  no  more;  and  the  same  shall 
ho  allowed  hy  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  in  quarterly 
installments,  at  the  regular  sessions  in  March,  June,  Septemher 
and  December,  and  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  be- 
longing to  the  county  not  otherwise  appropriated.'" 

Yon  will  observe  that  the  yearly  allowance  to  the  treasurer 
is  fixed  at  a  certain  sum  •'■  and  no  more.'"  This  language  oper- 
iites  as  a  proiiibition  against  the  making  of  such  a  contract  as 
tiie  one  under  consideration.  Similar  language  is  used  in  sec- 
tion 5907  concerning  the  allowance  to  tlie  Auditor,  and  in  com- 
:menting  on  this  section  in  Vandercook  v.  Williams,  106  Ind.  345, 
the  court  say  :  "It  was  not  competent,  therefore,  for  the  County 
"J^oard  to  covenant  and  agree  to  pay  the  County  Auditor  any 
aidditional  compensation  for  his  services  in  the  discharge  of 
any  of  his  otficial  or  statutory  duties  ;  nor  was  it  competent  for 
such  County  Auditor  to  contract  for,  or  to  accept  and  receive, 
any  such  additional  compensation' for  his  services.'" 

For  these  reasons,  I  advise  you  that  the  Board  has  no  power 
to  make  such  a  contract,  and  that  it  is  absolutely  null  and  void. 

Secon.i/.  In  my  opinion  the  taxes  so  collected  on  omitted 
property  are  not  delinquent  taxes.  By  section  6-156  it  is  coui- 
manded  that  the  ti'easurer,  wdien  he  has  discovered  omitted 
property,  "  shall  report  the  same,  forthwith,  to  the  County 
Auditor,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  correct  the  tax  duplicate  in 
his  office,  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  correct,  in  like  maimer,  the 
duplicate  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Treasurer,  adding  such 
projiert}'  or  polls  thereto,  and  also  adding  the  assessments  and 
valuations  thereof.""  This  is  far  from  being  equivalent  in  mean- 
ing to  section  6457,  which  prescribes  the  method  of  making  the 
delinquent  list,  as  follows:  "Between  the  first  Monday  of  De- 
cember and  the  first  of  January,  annuall}',  the  County  Auditor 
•shall  make  out  and  record  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose,  a  list  of  lands  and  lots  returned  and  remaining  delin- 
quent for  taxes,  including  as  well  the  lands  of  those  whose  per- 
sonalty as  assessed  on  the  tax  duplicate,  is  less  in  value  than 
the  taxes  charged  again.st  the  lands  or  lots  describing  such  lands 
or  lots  as  the  same  are  described  in  the  tax  duplicate,  and  charg- 
ing them  with  the  amount  of  delinquent  taxes,  with  interest  and 
a  penalty  often  per  centum  on  such  taxes.'"    According  to  section 
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6456,  the  Auditor  adds  nothing  but  "  the  assessments  and  valua- 
tions "  of  omitted  property,  while  under  section  6457,  he  charges 
"the  amount  of  delinquent  taxes,  with  interest  and  a  penalty  of 
ten  per  centum  on  such  taxes."  If  it  had  been  the  legislative  in- 
tention that  taxes  on  omitted  propertj^  should  be  considered  as 
delinquent  taxes,  such  intent  would  surely  have  been  expressed 
in  clear  and  precise  language. 

Third.  There  is  nothing  in  the  statutes  I  have  cited  which 
gives  the  Treasurer  any  additional  compensation  for  collecting 
taxes  on  omitted  property,  and  I,  therefore,  advise  you  that  he 
is  only  entitled  to  such  compensation  as  the  law  gives  for  the 
ordinary  collection  of  taxes. 


An  opinion  holding  that  the  "  Aged  Persons'  Home  and  Orphan  Aayluni  of  the 
German  Baptists'  Church  for  the  Southern  District  of  Indiana"  is  a  charitable 
institution,  and  that  as  such  its  property  is  exempt  from  taxation. 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Audiior  of  State: 

Sir — You  have  submitted  to  me  the  following : 

"For  the  guidance  of  the  Auditor  of  Henry  County  your 
opinion  upon  the  following  question  is  respectfully  requested: 

The  Aged  Persons'  Home  and  Orphan  Asylum  of  the  Ger- 
man Baptists'  Church  of  the  Southern  District  of  Indiana  was 
duly  organized,  pursuant  to  law,  in  1883.  The  scheme  com-= 
prises  a  farm  of  one  hundred  and  fort}^- eight  acres,  with  proper 
buildings.  Beneficiaries  are  kept  and  maintained,  rendering 
such  labor  as  they  may  be  capable  of  doing,  the  old  persoue 
being  members  of  the  church  specified,  the  orphans  being  re- 
ceived without  regard  to  church  connection,  all  being  eligible 
to  the  benefits  of  the  asylum.  The  children  are  instructed  in 
the  English  common  school  branches  and  in  diti:erent  branches 
of  industry,  principally  farming,  as  to  males.  Girls  are  in- 
structed in  sewing,  knitting,  butter-makiug,  etc.  As  fast  as " 
they  develop  fitness  therefor  tliey  are  placed  in  the  w^ay  of  self- 
support,  at  trades,  on  farms,  in  families,  etc. 

The  entire  produce  and  revenue  derived  from  the  farm  is 
consumed  in  carrying  on  the  institution.  There  is  but  one 
salaried  official — a  stev/art  or  manager  and  chief  instructor — ■ 
who  is  paid  a  small  compensation,  all  trustees,  clerks,  treasurer,, 
secretary,  etc.,  serving  gratuitously. 
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The  institution  partakes  of  several  characters.  Worn  out 
and  disabled  members  of  the  church  who  have  no  other  re- 
source are  cared  for;  orphan  children,  without  regard  to  de- 
nominational ties,  are  cared  for,  educated,  taught  to  labor,  and 
put  in  the  way  of  becoming  good  and  useful  citizens.  It  re- 
quires all  that  the  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  acres  will 
produce,  with  the  careful  tillage  peculiar  to  the  Dunkards,  to 
support  the  institution.  There  is  no  profit  or  gain  financially; 
there  are  reallj-  no  salaries  or  wages  paid,  the  manager  being 
allowed  just  enough  to  clothe  himself  and  his  wife,  the  matron. 
Is  all  or  any  part  exempt  from  taxation  under  section  627G, 
R.  S.  1881,  as  amended  by  Acts  1883,  p.  49?" 

The  section  you  refer  to  enacts  that  "  the  following  property 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation:  '-■•'  '■'••  "^  Fourth.  The  per- 
sonal property  and  real  estate  of  every  manual  labor  school  or 
college  incorporated  within  this  State,  when  used  or  occupied 
for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  incorporated  ;  such  real  estate 
not  to  exceed  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres. 

•'Fifth.  Every  building  used  and  set  apart  for  educational, 
literary,  scientific  or  charitable  purposes,  by  any  institution  or 
by  any  individual  or  individuals,  association  or  incorporation, 
or  used  far  the  same  purpose  by  any  town,  township,  city  or 
county,  and  the  tract  of  laud  on  which  such  building  is  situate  ; 
also  the  lands  purchased  with  the  bona  fide  intention  of  erecting 
buildings  for  such  use  thereon,  not  exceeding  forty  acres  ;  also 
the  personal  property,  endowment  funds,  and  interest  thereon, 
belonging  to  any  institution,  town,  township,  city  or  county, 
iind  connected  with,  used  and  set  apart  for  any  of  the  purposes 
-aforesaid."" 

1.  It  is  a  fundamental  rule  that  statutes  exempting  property 
from  taxation  are  to  be  strictly  construed.  Orr  x.  Baker,  4Ind. 
80;  Indianapolis  Y.  McLean^  8  Ind.  328;  Indianapolis  v.  Grand 
Master,  25  Ind.  518 ;   Trustees,  etc.,  v.  EUis,  38  Ind.  3. 

Applying  this  rule  to  the  facts  stated,  and  the  fourth  subdi- 
vision of  the  statute  quoted,  I  hold  that  this  is  not  a  "manual 
labor  school  or  college,"'  and  that  the  wliole  tract  is  not  exempt 
from  taxation.  The  fact  that  manual  labor  is  taught  as  a  part 
of  this  charity,  is  not  sufficient,  in  my  opinion,  to  Justify  plac- 
ing this  institution  on  the  footing  of  a  manual  labor  school  or 
college,  though  I  confess  the  question  is  not  free  from  doubt. 
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2.  The  facts  stated  put  this  charity  within  the  terms  of  the 
iifth  subdivision  of  the  section  quoted.  It  is  true  that  eome  of 
the  beneficiaries  must  belong  to  the  church  named,  but  this 
does  not  deprive  the  charity  of  its  public  nature,  according  to 
the  case  of  Indianapolis  v.  Grand  Lodge,  25  Ind.  518.  In  that 
case  it  was  said  :  "The  third  paragraph  of  the  answer  presents 
the  question  whether  that  is  a  charitable  institution,  in  the 
sense  of  the  statute,  which  confines  its  benefactions  to  those 
who  have  become  members  of  the  Masonic  order,  having  paid 
the  fees  commonly  required  for  that  purpose  V  We  think  thaf 
the  question  must  be  answered  in  the  affirmative.  It  is  not 
essential  to  a  charity  that  it  shall  be  universal.  That  an  insti- 
tution limits  the  dispensation  of  its  blessings  to  one  sex,  or  to 
the  inhabitants  of  a  particular  city  or  district,  or  to  the  mem- 
bership of  a  particular  religious  or  secular  organization,  does 
not,  we  think,  deprive  it  either  in  legal  or  popular  apprehen- 
sion of  the  character  of  a  charitable  institution.  If  that  only 
be  charity  which  relieves  human  want,  without  discriminating 
amongst  those  who  need  relief,  then  indeed  it  is  a  rarer  virtue. 
than  has  been  supposed.  And,  if  one  organization  may  confine 
itself  to  a  sex,  or  church,  or  city,  Avhy  not  to  a  given  confra- 
ternity ?  So  narrow  a  definition  of  charity  as  the  third  para- 
graph presupposes  is  not,  that  we  are  aware  of,  ever  attached. 
to  it,  and  we  are  not  at  liberty  to  circuniBcribe  the  effect  of  the 
statute,  by  afiixing  to  its  terms  an  unusually  limited  meaning."" 
I  am  aware  that  this  case  has  been  criticised  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Maine,  in  Bangor  v.  Masonic  Lodge,  78  Me.  434,  and 
that  the  courts  of  many  of  the  States  hold  the  contrary  doc- 
trine, but  I  deem  it  the  duty  of  our  State  and  county  officer;^ 
to  follow  the  law  as  given  them  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  In- 
diana. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  the  County  Auditor  should  treat 
this  institution  as  being  within  the  terms  of  tlie  fifth  subdivis- 
ion of  the  section  quoted. 
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Sfc'lion  2774,  li.  S.,  ISSI,  relating  to  tlif  appoint  men  t,  coin  jHMisiit  ion  ;iinl  liohti 
and  duties  of  the  Swperintt'ndoiit  of  thf  AHvliini  for  the  ]ns;ine,  <'|nral*^<l  to 
rt-peal  section  L'S:?'.),  K.  S.,  188 1. 

W.  B.  JhVtvhrr,  Superwtoidnit  JiuI'kdui  Jilosjt'Ual  for  Ihc  [n.-^anc. 

Slii — I  aril  in  rcceijit  of  the  following  comrjiutnt-atioii  i'rom 
you:  "Sections  2774  iind  2839  refer  to  the  appointment  of  Su- 
perinteudents,  the  former  to  the  benevolent  institutions  in  gen- 
eral, the  last  for  tlie  Insane  Hospital  in  particular.  In  the  lat- 
ter the  term  of  office  is  fixed  at  four  years.  Does  tlie  former 
do  away  with  it?  My  four  years  expire  the  7th  of  June  next. 
In  case  the  Board  refuse  to  elect  any  one,  am  I  left  aC  their 
-option  indefinitely?'' 

Section  2839  is  a  part  of  the  act  which  went  in  force  May  6, 
1853,  while  section  2774  is  a  portion  of  a  general  act  regulating 
the  benevolent  institutions,  wliich  went  into  operation  March 
6,  1S79.  Ar  cxauii nation  of  the  entire  act  of  1879  shows  that 
the  whole  law  on  the  subject  of  the  benevolent  institutions  wag 
thereby  renovated.  It  will  be  observed  that  section  2774  pro- 
vides for  the  appointment  of  a  Superintendent,  fixes  his  eom- 
peusation  and  prescribes  his  rights  and  duties.  It  changes  the 
old  law  in  at  least  two  important  respects.  It  takes  away  the 
definite  tenure  of  the  office  of  Superintendent  and  leaves  it  de- 
pendent upon  the  constitutional  provision  that  where  the  dura- 
tion of  an  office  is  not  declared  by  law,  it  shall  be  held  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  power.  (Art.  15,  Sec.  2,  State 
Const.)  And  it  changes  the  salary  from  a  fixed  amount  to  aii 
amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Board.  If  it  be  granted,  as  I 
have  attempted  to  show,  that  the  two  acts  are  in  conflict,  it 
needs  no  citations  of  authorities  to  prove  that  the  later  act 
operated  to  repeal  the  first.  But  whether  the  two  acts  are  in* 
consistent  or  not,  the  legislative  intent  to  repeal  the  first  act  is 
expressly  evidenced  by  this  provision  in  section  3  of  the  act  of 
1879  (sec.  2770).  "  And  the  Superintendent  or  managers  of  the 
said  institutions,  and  the  subordinate  teachers,  ph3'sicians,  and 
employes  thereof,  shall  thereafter  hold  their  positions  and  per- 
form their  duties  untler  and  by  virtue  of  tliis  act,  and  under 
the  control  and  direction  of  the  Boards  created  by  this  act." 
This  intent  also  appears  by  the  recital  in  the  emergency  clause 
(sec.  15,  Acts  1879,  p.  4)  that  "the  present  laws  for  the  govern- 
ment o.:'  the  said  institutions  are  defective  and   uncertain,  and 
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great  loss  to  the  public  may  accrue  by  reaBon  thereof."  If  two 
statutes  relate  to  the  same  subject  matter,  though  not  in  terms 
repugnant  or  inconsistent,  if  the  latter  one  is  plainly  intended 
to  prescribe  the  only  rule  that  shall  govern  it  will  repeal  the 
earlier.  Sacramento  v.  Bird,  15  Gal.  294 ;  Swan  v.  Buck,  40  Miss. 
268;.  Weeks  v.  Wallcott,  15  Gray,  54;  People  v.  Syttle,  1  Idaho  T. 
161,  iand  see  Dowdell  v.  State,  58  Ind.  333. 

If  the  old  law  is  revised  and  re-enacted  with  slight  varia- 
tions, there  is  a  repeal.     Com.  v.  Kelli/ier,  12  Allen,  480. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  the  act  of  1879  operated  to  repeal 
section  2839,  and  that  the  last  mentioned  act  is  not  in  force. 


A  purchaser  of  Cougrespional  Township  School  Laud,  wh.o  forfeits  the  same  by  a 
failure  to  pay  the  annual  interest  on  the  unpaid  purchase  money,  is  not  en- 
titled to  any  overplus  which  may  result  on  a  subsequent  sale  of  the  land  by 
the  State.  « 

Son.  H.  31.  LaFollette,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  : 

Sir — You  ask  me  the  following  question  : 

"  Where  a  part  of  the  Congressional  Township  School  Land 
is  sold  and  a  part  of  the  purchase  money  paid  thereon  and  a 
certificate  was  issued  to  the  purchaser,  who  failed  to  pay  the 
annual  interest  on  the  deferred  payments,  and  the  land  was 
again  offered  for  sale,  and  an  amount  realized  at  such  sale  in  . 
excess  of  the  amount  of  the  deferred  payments,  costs,  interest, 
etc.,  what  disposition  is  to  be  made  of  such  surplus." 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  opinion  :  In  Article  8,  of 
the  Constitution  of  our  State,  it  is  ordained  that  "  the  common 
school  fund  shall  consist  of  the  Congressional  Township  Fund, 
and  the  lands  belonging  thereto,  *  *  *  *  and  from 
all  forfeitures  which  may  accrue,"  and  certain  other  funds. 
Section  3,  of  that  Article,  is  as  follows:  "The  principal  of  the 
common  school  fuud  shall  remain  a  perpetual  fund,  which  may 
be  increased,  but  shall  never  be  diminished;  and  the  iucome 
thereof  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated  to  the  support  of  com- 
mon schools,  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever."  Iq  section 
4325,  R.  S.  1881,  it  is  enacted  that  "  The  fund  derived  from  the 
sale. of  Congressional  Township  School  Lands,  and  the  unsold 
Congressional  Township  School  Lands,  at  the  reasonable  value 
thereof,  shall   be   denominated  the    '  Congressional  Township 
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School  Fund,"  and  shall  never  be  diminished  in  anjoniit,  the  in- 
come of  which,  together  with  the  taxes  mentioned  and  specified 
in  the  lirst  section  of  this  Act  (Section  4405),  the  money  and 
income  derived  from  licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating-  liquors, 
and  unclaimed  fees,  us  provided  by  law,  shall  be  denominated 
the  'School  Revenue  for  Tuition,'  the  whole  of  which  is  hereby 
appropriated,  and  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  furnishing 
tuition  to  the  common  schools  of  the  State,  without  any  deduc- 
tion for  the  expense  of  collection  or  disbursement." 

Sections  4339  to  4346  inclusive  provide  for  the  sale  of  the 
Congressional  Township  School  Lands,  and  the  section  last 
named  provides  for  the  payment  in  cash  of  one-fourth  of  the 
purchase  money,  and  the  residue  in  ten  years  from  such  sale, 
with  interest  annually  in  advance.  "Section  4347  is  as  follows: 
"On  failure  to  pay  such  annual  interest  when  it  becomes  due, 
the  contract  shall  become  forfeited,  and  the  laud  shall  im- 
mediately revert  to  the  township,  and  the  Auditor  and  Treas- 
urer shall  proceed,  forthwith,  again  to  sell  the  same,  in  like 
manner  and  on  the  terms  above  specified.  If,  on  such  second 
sale,  the  land  shall  produce  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  sum 
owing  therefor,  with  interest  and  costs  and  live  per  cent, 
damages,  the  residue  shall,  when  collected,  be  paid  over  to  the 
first  purchaser  or  his  legal  representative." 

These  are  the  general  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and 
statutes  applicable  to  the  case  yon  state.  A  study  of  them  dis- 
closes the  fact  that  the  unsold  congressional  school  lands  and 
the  funds  derived  from  the  sale  of  them,  are  a  perpetual  fund 
which  may  be  increased  but  never  diminished,  and  the  income 
thereof  is  to  be  inviolably  appropriated  to  the  support  of  the 
common  schools,  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever.  The  lauguage 
of  the  section  last  quoted  is  very  emphatic.  By  virtue  of  this 
section,  the  failure  of  the  purchaser  to  pay.  an  annual  install- 
ment of  interest  works  a  forfeiture  of  the  contract  of  purchase, 
and  vests  the  title  to  the  land  in  the  Congressional  Township, 
after  which  it  is  to  be  again  sold  in  like  manner  and  on  the 
terms  specified  in  the  other  sections  I  have  cited. 

The  question  under  consideration  turns  largely  on  the  last 
sentence  of  section  4347,  which  directs  that  on  the  second  sale 
the  surplus,  if  any,  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  first  purchaser 
or  his  legal  representative.  The  land  belonging,  as  we  have 
seen,  to  the  Congressional  Township,  this  residue   can  not  be 
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thus  disposed  of  without  diminishing  the  fund  and  thus  vio- 
lating the  Constitution,  By  the  first  sale,  whatever  part  of  the 
purchase  money  and  interest  was  paid  hecame  a  part  of  the 
Congressional  Township  School  Fund.  By  the  failure  to  pay 
an  installment  of  interest,  the  title  to  the  land  vested  in  the 
Congressional  Township  again,  and  thus  the  Congressional 
Township  School  Fund  was  increased  by  whatever  sum  was 
paid  by  the  first  purchaser.  An  increase  of  the  fund  is  ex- 
pressly permitted  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  cited,  while 
the  diminution  thereof  is  expressly  prohibited.  The  title  to 
these  lands  being  in  the  Congressional  Township  and  not  in  the 
State,  it  was  beyond  the  province  of  the  Legislature  to  divert 
any  part  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  lands  to  the  first 
purchaser  or  his  legal  representative.  In  Davis  v.  -S^c/fe,  44  Ind. 
38,  47,  it  was  said:  "The  title  to  the  sixteenth  section  is  not 
in  the  State,  but  it  holds  the  lands  and  the  funds  derived  there- 
from in  trust  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  township.  It  was  said 
I)y  this  Court  in  the  State  v.  Springfield  Township,  6  Ind.  83, 
that  'the  supervision  exercised  by  the  Legislature  over  the 
township  fund  is  but  an  implied  necessity  sanctioned  by  Con- 
gress. It  extends  only  to  protecting  and  administeinng,  not 
diverting  the  fund.'  "On  the  other  hand,  it  is  broadly  and  ex- 
pressly admitted  by  counsel  for  appellee  that  the  fund  belongs 
solely  and  exclus'ively  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  in 
which  such  section  of  land  lies,  and  that  the  Legislature  pos- 
sess no  power  to  divert  such  fund  to  any  other  purpose  than 
the  use  of  schools  in  such  township,  or  to  withhold  such  fund 
from  the  use  aforesaid.  It  is  well  settled  by  repeated  decisions 
of  this  Court  and  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
that  the  reservation  of  the  school  sections  undoubtedly  dedi- 
cated them  to  the  uses  for  which  they  were  reserved,  and  they 
can  not  be  appropriated  by  the  State  to  any  other  purpose. 
The  State  \\  Springfield  Township,  supra:  Quiefc  v.  White  Water 
TovmsJiip,  7  Ind.  570;  (-^luid:  v.  Springfield  Townsfdp,  7  Ind.  686; 
The  State  v.  tlie  'Trustees  of  the  Vincennes  University,  2  Ind.  293, 
and  the  same  case,  14  How.  268,  and  the  authorities  cited." 

The  act  of  Congress  of  April  19,  1816,  granted  the  sixteenth 
section  in  every  township  to  the  inhabitants  thereof,  for  the 
use  of  the  schools  therein,  and  the  grant  was  accepted  by  the 
State  on  the  terms  in  which  it  was  made.  This  grant,  when 
accepted,  became  a  contract  executed  and  incapable  of  revoca- 
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tioti  or  nlteration  l)y  the  Leficislatiiro.  The  fund  can  not  ha 
ii^jpropriated  by  the  State  to  any  other  ])nrpose,  for  the  State, 
as  a  trustee,  has  no  power  to  divert  it  from  the  specilic  purposes 
forwliich  the  trust  was  created.  The  supervision  exercised  by 
the  LegisUiture  is  but  an  implied  necessity  sanctioned  by  the 
law  of  Congress.  It  extends  only  to  protecting  and  adminis- 
tering the  fund,  not  diverting  it.  The  State  v.  Springfidd  Toinn- 
.<ihip,  6  Ind.  83,  95,  96,  07.  In  this  case  you  wili  liud  a  full  liis- 
tory  of  the  Congressional  and  State  Legislation  down  to  1854, 

In  addition  to  this,  there  is  the  constitutional  command  that 
a.11  ''forfeitures  which  may  accrue'*  shall  go  into  the  Common 
School  Fund.  The  failure  to  pa}'  the  annual  instaUment  of  in- 
terest works  a  forfeiture  of  the  contract  and  vests  the  title  to 
the  land  in  the  Congressional  Township.  To  sell  the  land 
again  and  pay  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  to  any  one, 
whether  a  prior  purchaser  or  some  one  else,  is  but  to  divert  so 
much  of  the  fund  away  from  the  trust  and  diminish  the  fund 
to  that  extent. 

I  am  therefore  constrained  to  advise  you  that  the  Legislature 
had  no  power  or  right  to  direct  the  payment  of  any  part  of 
such  surplus  to  the  purchaser  or  his  legal  representative,  and 
that  the  surplus  should  be  paid  into  the  proper  Congressional 
Township  Fund. 


In  tlip  abt^i'iice  of  legislative  difection,  sums  of  money  erroneou.sly  paid  by  counties 
into  tlie  State  Tivnsuiy  can  not  be  refunded. 

Hon.  ./.  ^1.  Leyncke,  Treasure)'  of  State: 

SiK — I  have  received  from  you  the  following  coramunicatiou  ; 

''  A  County  Treasurer  makes  a  demand  upon  me  for  a  re- 
funding to  his  county  of  the  sum  of  ^15.20,  on  account  of  pay- 
ments made  by  said  county  in  excess  of  $20  per  year  for  the 
clothing  of  a  patient  from  said  county  in  the  State  Hospital 
for  the  Insane.     What  is  my  authority  in  the  premises?" 

Under  sec.  2857,  R.  S.  1881,  the  county  is  under  no  obliga- 
tion to  honor  warrants  in  excess  of  $20  per  annum  for  the 
clothing  of  each  person  sent  tlierefrom  to  the  State  Hospital 
for  the  Insane. 

The  question,  then,  is  narrowed  down  to  this:  Have  the 
officers  of  State  authority  to  refund  to  the  counties  such  sums 
G— Atty-Ghx. 
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of  money  as  have  been  erroneously  paid  into  the  State  Treas- 
ury? Sections  6510  and  6511  authorize  a  refunding  to  the 
County  Treasurer,  where  the  County  Board  certif}^  to  the 
Auditor  of  State  that  the  County  Treasurer  has  paid  more 
money  than  was  justly  due  from  him  to  the  Treasurer  of  State 
"  on  account  of  county  revenue."  This  statute  is  found  in  the 
act  concerning  taxation ;  and,  in  my  opinion,  it  applies  only  to 
over-payments  of  taxes,  and  is  limited  in  its  provisions  to 
County  Treasurers  who  have  accounted,  through  mistake  in 
the  duplicate  or  in  the  computation  of  the  amount,  for  more 
moneys  derived  from  taxes  than  the  State's  proportionate  share. 
There  are  no  other  statutes  bearing  on  the  subject,  nor  has 
there  been  in  the  past,  so  far  as  I  can  find,  from  which  I  infer 
that  it  is  not  the  legislative  policy  of  this  State  to  throw  open 
the  public  treasury  to  the  demands  of  counties  which  assert 
claims  against  it.  The  State  as  a  sovereign  can  not  be  sued, 
nor  can  the  same  result  be  accomplished  indirectly  by  the 
county  subsequently  retaining  funds  due  the  State  under  a 
claim  of  set-ofi*  or  counter-claim.  Shoemaker  v.  Commissioners 
of  Grant  Co.,  36  Ind.  175. 

The  auditing  and  disbursing  officers  of  the  State  have  but  a 
naked  statutory  authority,  and  are  not  justified  in  passing  on 
and  allowing  claims  against  the  State  in  the  absence  of  direct 
authority  from  the  Legislature..  All  other  claims,  however 
just  in  morals  and  good  conscience,  must  be  redressed  by  ap- 
peal to  the  law-making  power,  which,  like  the  King,  in  contem- 
plation of  law,  can  do  no  wrong. 


A  County  Treusarer  is  entitled  to  mileage  for  levyino;  upon  and  making  sale  of 
personal  property  to  pay  delinquent  taxes,  but  he  is  not  entitled  to  mileage 
where  the  amount  of  such  taxes  are  paid  on  demand. 

Hon.  J.  A.  Lemekc,  Treasurer  of  State: 

Sir — You  have  asked  me  the  following  questions : 

First.     Is  a  county  treasurer  entitled  to  mileage  for  levying 

upon  and  making  sale  of  personal  property  to  pay  delinquent 

taxes  ? 

Second.     Is  he  entitled  to  mileage  in  making  demand  on  the 

delinquent,  if  the  taxes  and  penalties  are  paid  on  the  making 

of  the  demand  ? 
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I  submit  the  following  opinion: 

JFirst,  The  county  treasurer's  fees  in  such  eases  are  fixed  by 
sections  6434,  5985,  5986,  li.  S.,  1881.  Section  G434  is  as  fol- 
lows :  "  For  levying  and  making  such  sale  of  personal  property 
to  pay  delinquent  taxes,  in  addition  to  the  fee  upon  the  resi- 
dent delinquent,  the  treasurer  shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees 
and  charges  as  are  allowed  by  law  to  constables  for  making 
levy  and  sale  of  personal  propert}'^  on  execution,  and  expenses 
for  taking  care  of  property  levied  on.''  The  other  sections 
cited  fix  the  fees  and  charges  of  constables,  and  apply  to  the 
treasurer  by  virtue  of  section  6434,  where  a  lev}^  and  sale  is 
made.  These  fees  and  charges  include  mileage  and  are  "  in  ad- 
dition to  the  fee  for  the  demand.''  The  language  is  so  plain 
that  construction  is  unnecessary. 

Second.  Section  6427  directs  that  the  treasurer,  in  person  or 
by  deputy,  shall  call  on  the  delinquent  and  make  a  demand  for 
the  amount  of  his  delinquent  taxes  and  penalty.  The  follow- 
ing language  fixes  the  amount  of  his  fees  for  making  the  de- 
mand :  "  In  case  such  delinquent  tax  and  penalty'  is  paid  upon 
demand,  such  treasurer  shall  charge  and  receive  from  such  de- 
linquent, in  addition  to  the  taxes  and  penalty,  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  cents,  and  where  a  levy  is  made,  he  shall  charge  and  re- 
ceive, in  addition  to  his  other  costs,  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for 
such  demand."  You  will  notice  that  where  the  taxes  and  pen- 
alty are  paid  upon  demand,  the  treasurer  shall  receive  twenty- 
five  cents  in  addition  to  the  taxes  and  penalty,  but  where  the 
demand  is  followed  by  a  levy  he  receives  fifty  cents  for  making 
the  demand,  in  addition  to  his  other  costs.  The  statute  gives 
him  but  twenty-five  cents  *' in  addition  to  the  taxes  and  pen- 
alty "  when  he  is  paid  the  money  on  demand.  This,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  other  legislation,  is  in  the  nature  of  a  limitation,  and 
deprives  him  of  any  other  compensation,  for  fees  and  costs  are 
creatures  of  the  statute,  and  an  officer  is  not  entitled  to  them 
except  where  given  by  statute.  Section  6434,  above  quoted, 
only  gives  the  treasurer  the  fees  and  charges  of  a  constable  in 
case  of  a  levy  and  sale.  This  statute  limits  the  right  to  such 
fees  and  charges  in  cases  of  levy  and  sale,  and  as  neither  of 
these  sections  gives  him  the  right  to  mileage  in  the  second  case 
you  put,  I  am  constrained  to  advise  you  that  the  county  treas- 
urer is  not  entitled  to  mileage  where  he  collects  the  taxes  upon 
demand. 
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Notes  anJ  mouey  may  be  levied  on  lb  satisfy  delinquent  taxes. 

Hon.  J.  A.  Lemcke,  Treasurer  of  State  : 

Sill — I  have  received  from  you  tlie  following  question  : 

"  How  can  the  County  Treasurer  collect  delinquent  taxes 
when  all  the  property'  of  the  delinquent  consists  of  money  and 
notes  V 

Section  6427,  R.  S.  1881,  directs  the  making  of  a  list  of  delin- 
quents, which  is  to  be  certified  to  by  the  Auditor  and  delivered 
to  the  Treasurer,  who  ''  shall  then  proceed  with  such  list,  which 

*  *  *  shall  be  a  sufficient  authority,  and  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  an  execution  ;''  and  if  the  taxes  are  not  paid 
*'  he  shall  proceed  immediately  to  levy  upon  sufficient  personal 
property  of  such  delinquent,    *     "■''     and  to  sell  the  same"  *     * 

This  section  gives  to  the  certified  delinquent  list,  when  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer  or  his  deputy,  the  force  and  effect  of  an 
execution,  including  the  levy  and  sale.  Ewiiig  v.  liobeson,  15 
Ind.  26 ;  Noland  v.  Busby,  28  lud.  154. 

By  virtue  of  this  list,  the  Treasurer  may  levy  on  such  per- 
sonal property  of  the  delinquent  as  is  subject  to  execution. 

Sec.  720,  E.  S.  1881,  is  as  follows:  "Current  coin  and  lawful 
money,  and  such  bank  notes  as  the  plaintiff  is  willing  to  receive 
us  money,  may  be  levied  upon  and  returned  on  execution,  with- 
out sale,  as  so  much  money  collected."  This  section  authorizes 
a  levy  upon  and  the  application  of  money  and  bank  notes  to 
the  payment  of  the  taxes,  penalty  and  costs,  without  a  sale,  as 
so  much  mouey  collected,  for  it  would  be  an  idle  and  useless 
thing  to  sell  money  for  money. 

Sec.  721  is  as  follows:  "Bills,  notes,  drafts  and  checks,  or 
other  evidences  of  debt,  issued  by  any  moneyed  corporation  or 
bank,  or  by  this  State  or  the  United  States,  and  circulating  as 
money,  may  be  levied  upon  as  personal  property,  and  sold  on 
execution."  This  section  authorizes  a  levy  upon  and  a  sale  of 
notes  and  the  other  property  named  therein. 

Goods  and  chattels  pledged,  assigned  or  mortgaged,  and 
ahares  of  stock  in  any  corporation  or  company,,  may  be  levied 
on  and  sold  upon  execution.     Sections  722,  728. 

When  these  sections  are  construed  with  section  6427,  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  Treasurer  has  ample  power  to  levy  upon  and 
sell  that  class  of  personal  property  which  is  generally  thought 
to  be  beyond  his  reach.

The  jHiblicalion  and  c:Irculali(»;i  <>♦'  the  AcLs  ol!  the  (Jtui^rsii  Assemblj-  hy  ihc  Scc- 
rt'iary  of  State  is  legal,  althougli  there  is  not  published  therewith  :i  stnlemeiit 
of  tht!  receipts  and  expenditures  of  tlie  })viblic  nioney  for  tlie  two  years  imme- 
diately preceding,  :is  reipiired  ))y  section  4,  Article  10,  of  the  State  ConrJtitu- 
tiori. 

Jlon.  Isaac  F.  Gray,  Governor: 

Sir — I  have  received  from  you  the  following: 

"The  Secretary  of  State  has  caused  to  be  printed,  bound  and. 
distributed  to  the  several  Clerks  of  the  Circuit  Courts  in  this- 
State,  the  Acts  of  the  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly 
for  1887,  without  an  accurate  statement  of  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures of  the  pui.)lic  Dionoy  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Octo- 
'ber  3i,  1885,  and  October  31,  1886,  as  required  by  Article  10, 
section  4,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State.  Is  such  pidVilcatiou 
and  circulation  of  said  acts  legal'.'' " 

The  section  of  the  Constitution  to  which  you  refer  is  as  fol- 
lows: '*An  accurate  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  public  money  shall  be  published  with  the  laws  of 
each  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly." 

The  question  you  ask  depends  on  the  character  of  this  sec- 
tion.    Is  it  director}'  or  rnandatory  Y 

I  submit  that  it  is  directory  onl3',for  the  direction  to  publish 
the  financial  statement  is  not  of  the  essence  of  the  thing  to  be 
done,  which  is  the  publication  of  the  laws  passed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  See  Art.  4,  sec.  28,  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  and  R.  S.  1881,  sees.  238,  239  and  5593  to  5000  iiu'lusive. 

W.hen  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  have  caused  the  acts  of 
the  General  xVsserably  to  he  printed  and  distributed  to  the 
various  counties  of  the  State,  he  will  have,  in  my  opinion',  com- 
]»lied  with  the  essential  and  material  directions  of  the  Consti- 
tit>n  and  the  statutes  above  cited.  The  purpose  of  these  pro- 
visions is  to  get  before  the  people  of  the  State,  iti  a  speedy  and 
authoritative  manner,  the  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  b}' 
which  the}'  are  governed,  so  that  they  may  not  btj  ignorant  of 
the  law.  The  purpose  of  requiring  the  iinancial  statement  to 
be  published^,  is  to  inform  the  people  of  the  condition  of  the 
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public  treasury.  That  this  latter  purpose  may  be  the  more  con- 
veniently* accomplished,  it  was  directed  by  the  coostitutional 
provision,  which  j^ou  cite,  that  this  financial  statement  should 
be  published  with  the  acts  of  the  General  Assembly.  You  will 
observe  that  the  Secretary  of  State  is  not  in  express  terms,  by 
the  Constitution  or  the  statutes,  designated  as  the  officer  who 
shall  publish  the  statement,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  he-  is 
expressly  directed  by  the  statute  I  have  cited  to  make  publica- 
tion of  the  laws.  Neither  does  the  constitutional  provision  you 
name,  indicate  that  any  penalty,  or  fatal  consequences  of  any 
kind,  shall  follow  the  omission  or  failure  to  publish  the  financial 
statement  with  the  laws.  The  general  nature  of  the  constitu- 
tional direction  ;  the  absence  of  a  penalty  of  any  character  to 
follow  the  failure  or  omission  to  publish  the  financial  statement 
with  the  laws ;  and  the  obvious  purpose  of  the  constitutional 
direction,  all  indicate  that  it  is  directory  in  its  nature.  Mr. 
Sedgwick,  in  his  w^ork  on  Constitutional  and  Statutory  Con- 
struction, p.  3i7n.,  in  speaking  of  constitutional  provisions,  says 
that  "  if  no  legal  sanction  is  provided  by  which  a  compliance 
with  them  can  be  enforced,  they  are  plainly  directory."  And 
it  is  held  by  our  Supreme  Court  that  the  constitutional  com- 
mand that  that  court  shall  "give  a  statement  in  writing  of  each 
question  arising  in  the  record  of  such  case  and  a  decision  of  the 
court  therein,"  is  directory,  and  is  to  be  so  constructed  "  as  to 
obviate  its  inconvenience  and  objectionable  character,  as  far  as 
can  consistentl}^  be  done."  Willetts  v.  Ridgway,  9  Ind.  367. 
This  has  been  adherred  to  in  many  cases.  See  Trayser  v. 
Trustees,  39  Ind.  556,  562,  and  cases  cited.  So  where  there  was 
a  constitutional  provision  requiring  members  of  the  Legislature 
to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance,  it  was  held  that  the  provision 
was  directory.     Hill  v.  Boyland,  40  Miss.  618. 

Mr.  Sedgwick,  in  speaking  of  the  provisions  of  the  Consti- 
tutions of  Indiana  and  Mississippi,  which  I  have  mentioned, 
says,  that  it  can  not  "  be  pretended  that  judgments  of  a  court 
are  nullities,  because  the  judges  did  not  write  an  opinion  upon 
all  the  questions  raised  by  the  record,  nor  that  all  acts  of  a  Leg- 
islature are  void,  becase  the  members  thereof  did  not  take  the 
required  oath."  This  view  he  predicates  on  the  ground  that  the 
constitutional  provisions  do  not  provide  what  he  calls  a  "  legal 
sanction,"  by  which  compliance  with  them  can  be  enforced.  If 
this  is  the  proper  rule  where  the  acts  of  the  courts  and  legisla- 
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tures  are  concerned,  it  is  equally  applicable  to  the  acts  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  in  the  case  you  pat.  See  also,  State  y.  Bailey^ 
16  Ind.  46. 

'To  hold  otherwise  is  to  put  it  in  the  power  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  to  prevent  the  operation  of  any  law  without  an  eraerg- 
enc}'  clause,  by  his  mere  failure  to  print  the  financial  statement 
with  the  laws. 

Because  the  essence  of  the  thing  to  be  done  by  the  Secretary 
o^  State  is  the  publication  and  circulation  of  the  laws,  and  be- 
cause there  is  no  penalty  of  any  character  attached  to  a  failure 
to  comply  with  its  provisions,  I  advise  you  that  the  constitu- 
tional provision  you  mention  is  directory,  and  that  the  publica- 
tion and  distribution  of  the  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  is 
legal  and  valid,  though  the  Secretary  of  State  did  not  publish 
therewith  a  financial  statement. 


Where  the  General  Assembly  omits  to  appoint  trustees  of  the  benevolent  institu- 
tions in  place  of  those  trustees  whose  regular  terms  have  expired,  and  the  Gov- 
ernor, after  the  adjournment  of  the  General  Assembly,  appoints  other  persons 
to  such  offices,  who  qualify  and  take  possession  thereof,  such  appointees  become 
at  least  defae/o  officers,  to  whom  the  Auditor  of  State  may,  without  liability 
on  his  part,  pay  the  moneys  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institu- 
tions such  de  facto  trustees  represent. 

Hon.  Bruce  Cari\  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  you  in  which 
you  say: 

"■  The  last  General  Assembly  failed  to  appoint  or  elect  the 
President  and  Trustees  of  the  Benevolent  Institutions  to  succeed 
those  whose  terms  of  office  expired  during  the  session.  Since 
the  adjournment  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  Governor  has 
appointed  a  President  and  certain  Trustees  for  the  Benevolent 
Institutions,  who  have  qualified  according  to  law.  The  Presi- 
dent and  Trustees  whose  terms  expired  during  the  session  of 
the  General  Assembly  are  claiming  that  the  Governor  has  no 
power,  under  the  circumstances  I  have  stated,  to  appoint  their 
successors,  but  that  they  hold  over  until  their  successors  are 
chosen  by  the  General  Assembly.  In  other  words,  there  are 
two  sets  of  persons  claiming  the  right  to  fill  the  offices  I  have 
named.     Am  I  liable  to  an  action  for  damages  of  any  kind  if 
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I  recognize  the  appointees  of  the  Governor,  and  pay  to  them, 
out  of  the  public  funds,  the  moneys  appropriated  for  the  main- 
tenance of  those  institutions/" 

As  between  the  claimants,  the  question  as  to  which  of  them 
is  the  hiwfui  othcer  may  be  one  of  considerable  importauee,  but 
the  law  does  not  make  this  a  question  of  importance  to  yon. 
Beginning  with  the  case  of  the  Abbe  of  Fountaine,  to  be  found 
in  the  Year  Books  and  tried  in  1431,  there  is  an  unbroken  line 
of  decisions  extending  to  this  time,  in  which  it  is  held  that  the 
acts  of  an  officer  de  facto,  done  under  color  of  office,  are  valid 
as  against  the  public  and  third  persons,  although  his  right  to 
the  office  may  be  in  dispute,  and  although  it  may  turn  out  that 
he  was  not  entitled  to  the  office.  This  rule  of  law  has  been 
frequentlj^  recognized  and  stated  by  our  Supreme  Court.  Black- 
man  V.  State,  12  Ind.  556  ;  Creighton  v.  Piper,  14  Ind.  182 ;  Gum- 
berts  V.  Adams  Express  Co.;  28  Ind.  181;  Steinback  v.  State,  38 
Ind.  483,  490;   Case  v.  State,  69  Ind.  46. 

As  the  acts  of  a  de  facto  officer  are  valid  and  binding  as 
against  the  public  and  third  p)ersons,  it  would  seem  to  follow 
inevitably  that  the  payment  to  him  out  of  the  public  treasury 
of  money  due  to  the  office  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  or  for 
the  use  of  the  office,  Vv'ould  be  rightfully  paid  and  could  not  be 
recovered  back  in  an  action  against  the  disbursing  officer.  It 
is  impossible  to  reach  any  other  conclusion  in  view  of  the  rule 
that  the  acts  of  a  de  facto  officer  are  valid  and  binding  as  I  have 
stated.  According!}-,  it  is  universally  held  that  where  the  salary 
of  the  office  is  paid  to  the  de  facto  officer  the  officer  de  jure  has 
no  cause  of  action  against  the  public  for  such  salary.  Dolan.Y. 
The  Mayor,  68  JST.  Y.  274;  Coriimissloiiers  v.  Anderson,  20  Kas. 
298;    The  Juditors  v.  Benoit,  20  Mich.  176. 

And  so  it  is  held  that  where  the  money  due  on  a  judgment 
was  paid  to  a  de  facto  deputy  clerk,  such  payment  operated  as 
a  satisfaction  of  the  judgment.  KeUy  v.  Story,  6  Heiskell 
(Tenn.)  202. 

The  public,  who  have  an  interest  in  the  continuous  discharge 
of  official  duty,  and  whose  necessities  can  not  wait  the  slow 
process  of  a  litigation  to  try  the  title  to  the  office,  have  a  right 
to  treat  as  valid  the  official  acts  of  the  incumbent,  with  whom 
iilone,  under  the  circumstances,  they  can  transact  business. 
This  rule  is  an  obvious  and  necessary  one  for  the  protection  of 
organized  society,  for  the  affairs  of  society  can  not  be  carried 
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on  iiiiIcBs  confidence  is  repuir^ed  in  the  officiu!  ivcta  of  persons 
dejado  in  office.  Com.  v.  Andf.r.^on,  20  Kus.  2i>S  ;  'Wecl;s  v.  KUis^ 
2  Barb.  825  ;  Auditors  v.  Brnoit,  20  iMicli.  17(),  187  ;  JDolun  v.  The 
Mayor,  68  N.  Y.  274. 

In  the  case  !ayt  cited,  in  speaking  of  the  authority  of 
fiscal  officers  to  pay  public  funds  to  the  incumbents  of  offices 
without  becoming  responsible  for  a  second  payment  of  the 
money,  the  court  said :  "It  would  he  unreasonable,  we  think^ 
to  require  them,  before  making  payment,  to  go  behind  the  com- 
mission und  investiij-ate  and  ascertain  the  real  rig-ht  and  title. 
This  in  many  cases,  as  V\'e  have  said,  would  be  impracticable. 
J)lsbursing  officers,  charged  with  the  payment  of  salaries,  have, 
we  tliink,  a  right  to  rely  upon  the  apparent  title,  and  treat  the 
officer  who  is  clothed  with  it  as  the  officer  t/e  jure,  without  in- 
quiring wliether  another  has  the  better  right."" 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  you  will  be  fully  pro- 
tected if  you  pay  to  the  de  facto  officers  of  the  benevolent  in- 
stitutions the  moneys  appropriated  for  their  maintenance,  but 
to  be  entitled  to  this  protection  you  must  make  the  payment 
to  the  (/('  facto  officers,  and  the  determination  of  that  question 
is  of  great  importance  to  you.  The  best  definition  of  what 
constitutes  a  de  facto  officer  which  I  have  been  able  to  find  is 
in  IState  v.  Corrnll,  38  Conn.  449  (S.  C.  9,  Am.  Rep.  409,  427), 
where  it  is  said:  "A  definition  sufficiently  accurate  and  com- 
prehensive to  cover  the  whole  ground  must,  I  think,  be  sub- 
stantiality as  follows:  A.\\  officer  de  facto  is  one  whose  acts, 
though  not  those  of  a  lawful  officer,  the  law  upon  principles  of 
policy  and  justice  will  hold  valid,  as  the}'  involve  the  interest^ 
of  tlie  public,  and  third  persons,  where  the  duties  of  the  office 
are  exercised: 

I'^lrf't.  Witliout  a  knowii  appointment  or  election,  but  un- 
der such  circumstances  of  reputation  or  acquiescence,  as  were 
calculated  to  induce  |)eople,  without  inquiry,  to  submit  to  or 
invoke  his  action,  supposing  liini  to  be  the  officer  he  assumed 
to  be. 

Second.  Cnder  such  color  of  a  known  valid  appointment  or 
election,  but  where  the  officer  had  failed  to  conform  to  some 
precedent  requirement  or  condition,  as  to  take  an  oath,  give 
bond,  or  the  like. 

Third.  Under  a  known  election  or  appointment,  void,  be- 
cause there  was  a  want  of  power  in  the  electing  or  appointing 
body,  or  by  reason  of  such   defect  or  irregularity  in  its  exer- 
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cise,  such  ineligibility,  want  of  power  or   defect,  not   being 
known  to  the  public. 

Fourth.  Under  color  of  an  election  or  appointment  by  or 
pursuant  to  a  public  unconstitutional  law,  before  the  same  is 
adjudged  to  be  such." 

You  will  observe  that  this  delinition  includes  possession  of 
the  office  or  the  performance  of  its  duties.  Before  one  can  be 
an  officer  dc  facto  he  must  not  only  have  the  color  of  right  to 
the  office,  but  he  must  also  possess  the  office,  or  exercise  its 
functions.  Corli  v.  Mhener,  27  Minn.  292 ;  Fx  parte  Norris,  8 
Rich.  (S.  C.)  408  ;  The  Auditors  v.  Benoit,  20  Mich.  176  ;  Com.  v. 
Anderson,  20  Kas.  298;  Plymouth  v.  Painter,  17  Conn.  585,  and, 
the  numerous  authorities  cited  in  those  cases.  This  rule  has 
been  adopted  in  this  State.  Gomberts  v.  The  Adams  Exp.  Co. 
28  Ind.  181;  Steinback  v.  State,  38  Ind.  483,  490;  Case  v.  State, 
69  Ind.  46. 

The  theory  of  the  law  is  that  there  can  not  be  two  incum- 
bents of  one  office  at  the  same  time,  and  therefore  it  is  held  that 
there  can  not  be  a  de  facto  officer  and  a  de  jure  officer  holding 
and  exercising  the  functions  of  the  same  office  at  the  same  time. 
Steinback  v.  State,  38  Ind.  483,  488,  489  ;  McCahon  v.  Com.  8  Kas. 
437;  Cohn  v.  Beal,  61  Miss.  398;  The  Auditors  v.  Benoit,  20 
Mich.  176 ;  Boardman  v.  Halliday,  10  -Paige,  223. 

Hence  it  follows  that  the  one  in  possession  of  the  office,  or 
exercising  its  functions,  having  at  the  same  time  color  of  right 
to  the  office,  may  be  held  by  you  as  a  de  facto  officer.  In  de- 
ciding this  question  yon  are  not  required  to  consider  who  has 
the  better  title  to  the  office  in  dispute,  for  that  is  a  matter  which 
should  be  left  to  the  courts.  Plymouth  v.  Painter,  17  Conn.  585. 
Therefore  it  is  not  for  you  to  question  the  power  of  the  Gov- 
ernor to  make  such  appointment.  Even  if  he  did  not  have  that 
power,  still  those  who  claim  office  under  such  appointments 
have  color  of  title  to  the  office  and  are  officers  de  facto,  if  they 
have  possession  of  the  offices  or  are  exercising  the  functions 
thereof,  and  their  acts  are  valid  and  eftective  against  the  public 
and  third  persons.  Wolkins  v.  Inge,  24  Kas.  612  ;  The  C.  J)'  N. 
R.  B.  Co.  V.  Langdalc  Co.  56  Wis.  614. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  you  may  recognize  and  treat  an 
acting  officer  de  facto  the  same  as  if  he  were  an  officer  de  jure, 
and  pay  to  him  such  moneys  as  he  may  be  entitled  to,  without 
becoming  responsible  for  the  second  payment  of  the  money  to 
one  who  may  be  afterwards  adjudged  the  officer  dejure. 
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A  Cnmntv  Treiisiircr  ami  liis  mircties  mv  required,  in  the  execution  of  liis  bond,  to 
acknowledge  the  same  before  an  authorized  oMicer  in  the  presence  of  the  FJoard 
of  County  Commiesionerc. 

Hon.  J.  A.  Louche^  Treasurer  of  IState: 

Sir — I  iiDi  ill  receipt  of  the  t'ollowiiiij^  coinmuiiication  from 
you: 

"  The  question  has  arisen  heft)re  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  a  county  in  this  State,  as  to  whether  the  incoming  County 
Treasurer  and  his  sureties  should  execute  and  acknowledge  his 
official  bond  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  section  5911,  or 
whether  the  same  may  be  acknowledged  under  section  5533  of 
the  statute." 

Section  5911  (in  force  May  6, 1853),  provides  that  the  County 
Treasurer  shall,  "  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
"execute  his  official  bond,  with  at  least  four  freehold  sureties,  in 
a  penalty  not  less  than  double  the  amount  of  money  which  may 
come  into  his  hands  at  any  time  during  his  term,  b}'  virtue  of 
his  office,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners; which  bond  shall  be  signed  and  acknowledged  by  said 
Treasurer  and  his  sureties  in  the  presence  of  the  said  County 
Commissioners  or  a  majority  of  said  Commissioners."'  Section 
5533  (in  force  April  13,  1866),  is  as  follows:  "Hereafter  no 
official  bond  of  any  State,  county,  township,  or  other  public 
officer  shall  be  accepted  or  approved  until  the  execution  thereof 
shall  have  been  duly  acknowledged  before  some  officer  au- 
thorized to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  by  the  principal 
and  sureties  executing  the  same;  said  acknowledgment  to 'be 
duly  certified  on  the  bond  by  the  officer  taking  the  same,  as  in 
other  cases." 

I  tind  no  repugnanc}^  in  the  provisions  of  these  acts  when 
construed  together.  In  my  opinion  section  5911  does  not  au- 
thorize the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  to  take  the  ac- 
knowledgment of  the  treasurer  and  his  sureties.  I  can  not 
find  in  any  of  the  acts  vesting  in  officers  the  authority  to  take 
acknowledgments  that  County  Commissioners  are  mentioned, 
while  section  5533  expressly  provides  that  all  official  bonds  shall 
be  acknowledged  before  some  officer  authorized  to  take  ac- 
knowledgment of  deeds.  (Consult  section  2933.)  On  the  other 
hand,  section  5911  does  not  provide  that  the  Board  shall  take 
the  acknowledgment,  hut  that  it  "shall  be  signed  and  acknowl- 
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edged  by  said  treasurer  and  his  sureties  in  the.  presence  of  the 
said  County  Commissioners,'^  Sections  5533  and  5911  might 
be  paraphrased  to  read  as  follows :  The  official  bond  of  the 
county  treasurer  shall  be  signed  and  acknowledged  by  him  and 
his  sureties  before  some  officer  authorized  to  take  acknowledg- 
ment of  deeds  in  the  presence  of  the  County  Commissionerg, 
By  this  means  the  fact  that  the  bond  was  duly  signed  and  ac- 
knowledged by  the  obligers  is  doubly  authenticated,  and  a  leg- 
islative intent  to  so  provide  may  be  fairly  inferred.  ^State  ex  rel. 
Griswold  v.  Blair  et  al.  32  Ind.  313. 

It  is  clearly  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  insist  that  the  treasurer 
and  his  sureties  shall  appear  and  acknowledge  the  bond  before 
an  authorized  officer  in  their  presence.  But  at  the  same  time 
the  provisions  of  section  5911  are  not  mandatory  and  the 
obligers  could  not  escape  liability  because  the  instrument  was 
irregularly  acknowledged.  Section  5530,  R.  S.,  1881 ;  State  ex 
rel.  Grimvold  v.  Blair  cf  a  I.  32  Ind.  313;  Brown  v.  Staie,  ex  rel. 
Stoat,  76  lad.  214. 


The  sovereignty  is  in  the  people,  and  iiotliing  less  than  an  express  constitutional 
provision  can  debar  them  from  exercising  tlioir  sovereign  powers  under  the 
forms  of  law.  Therefore,  the  provision  in  the  State  Constitution,  that  a  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  shall  be  elected  every  four  years,  does  not  operate  to  prevent 
the  people  from  tilling  such  office,  when  vacant,  at  a  general  election. 

The  eonstrnction  given  the  Constitution,  by  the  Legislature,  the  executive  and 
administrative  officers  of  the  government  and  the  people,  that  a  Lieutenant 
Governor  might  be  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  at  any  genera!  election,  is  entitled 
,  to  the  highest  respect  by  the  courts. 

The  fact  that  E,obert  8.  Robertson  received  a  greater  number  of  votes  for  the  office 
of  Lieutenant  Governor  than  any  other  person,  at  an  election  held  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  sucli  an  officer;  that  the  speaker  of  the  House  of  Eepre- 
Bentatives  canvassed  and  published  the  returns  of  such  election  in  the  presence 
of  both  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  declared  the  said  Bobertson 
elected  to  such  ofhce,  whereupon  said  Kobertson  took  the  oath  of  office,  ren- 
dered it  necessary,  in  order  to  question  his  title  to  the  office,  that  some  elector 
should  have  contested  his  election  within  the  time  allowed  by  law,  but  having 
failed  so  to  do,  the  title  of  said  Kobertson  to  tlie  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor 
is  beyond  dispute. 

IJon.  Charles  F.  Griffin,  Secret  an/  of  State: 

Sir- — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  you  in  which 
you  state  that  "Mahlon  D.  Manson.  in  the  summer  of  1886, 
and  while  he  was  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  State,  was  ap- 
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pointed  to  and  accepted  tlie  office  of  internal  revenue  collector 
■under  the  United  States.  At  the  general  election,  held  in  No- 
vemher,  1886,  Robert  S.  Uohertson  received  a  greater  number 
of  votes  than  any  otlier  person  voted  for  at  said  election  for  the 
otiice  of  Lieutenant  Governor  to  till  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
taking  of  the  other  office  l)y  General  Mausou.  Since  the  elec- 
tion there  has  been  considerable  debate  concerning  the  power 
of  the  people  to  fill  the  vacancy  at  that  election,  and  as  Colonel 
Robertson  will  probably  claim  the  right  to  act  as  a  member  of 
the  State  Board  of  Kqualization  at  its  coming  session,  I  desire 
to  liave  your  opinion  upon  the  subject."" 

In  response  to  this  request  I  have  to  say  that  the  State  Board 
of  Equalization  consists  of  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor, 
Auditor,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  State  and  Attorney  Gen- 
eral.    ( Section  6402  R.  S.  1881.) 

If  Colonel  Robertson  was  legally  elected  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor at  the  general  election  in  November,  1886,  then  lie  is  en- 
titled to  act  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Equalization. 

When  Lieutenant  Governor  Manson  accepted  office  under 
the  United  States  in  July,  1886,  the  oliice  of  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor became  vacant,  because  an  empty  office  is  a  vacant  office. 
S'ocking  v.  State,  7  Ind.  322.  Did  the  people  of  the  State 
have  the  power  to  fill  this  vacancy  by  election  in  November, 
1886?  The  people  alone  have  the  T:)Ower  to  choose  their  rulers, 
for  this  is  an  essential  attribute  of  supreme  power.  It  is  im- 
possible to  conceive  the  existence  of  supreme  power  in  a  peo- 
ple without  embodying  in  the  same  conception  the  right  to 
choose  their  own  rulers.  I  Montesquieu  s  Spirit  of  Laws,  10; 
Jameson  on  Constitutional  Conventions,  19.  This  power  resides 
in  the  people  as  an  inherent  right.  They  may  delegate  it  but 
until  it  is  delegated  by  them  they  alone  can  exercise  it.  What 
the  people  do  not  delegate  remains  in  them  as  the  original 
source  of  power.  Officers  are  merely  the  agents  of  tiie  people, 
and  they  exercise  such  power  only  as  may  have  been  delegated 
to  them;  their  powers  are  derivative,  while  the  powers  of  the 
people  are  original  and  primary.  Constitutions  do  not  grant 
power  to  the  peofile;  tliey  delegate  it  to  the  officers  or  agents 
of  the  people.  Lane  Co.  v.  Oregon,  7  Wall.  C.  S.  71;  Walcott 
V.  Wirjton,  7  Ind.  44;  Cooley  on  Constitutional  Limitation,  aide 
page  37.  Daniel  Webster  said:  "Written  constitutioua  sanc- 
tify and  coufirm  great  principles,  but  the  latter  were  in  exist- 
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ence  prior  to  the  former."  II  Webster's  Works,  392.  In  Ham- 
ilton V.  ISt.  Louis,  15  Mo.  13,  it  is  said:  "What  is  a  constitution' 
and  what  are  its  objects?  It  is  easier  to  tell  what  it  is  not  than' 
what  it  is.  It  is  not  the  besjinning  of  a  community,  nor  the 
origin  of  private  rights;  it  is  not  the  fountain  of  law,  nor  the- 
incipient  State  Government;  it  is  not  the  cause,  but  conse- 
quence of  personal  freedom;  it  grants  no  rights  to  the  people, 
but  it  is  the  creature  of  their  power,  the  instrument  of  their 
convenience,  :i<  *  *  xt  presupposes  an  organized  society, 
law,  order,  property,  personal  freedom,  a  love  of  political  lib- 
erty, and  enough  of  cultivated  intelligence  to  know  how  to- 
guard  if  against  the  encroachments  of  tyranny.  A  written 
constitution  is  in  every  instance  a  limitation  upon  the  power  of 
government  in  the  hands  of  agents;  for  there  never  was  a  writ- 
ten republican  constitution  which  delegated  to  functionaries 
all  the  latent  powers  which  lie  dormant  in  every  nation,  and 
are  boundless  in  extent  and  incapable  of  deiinition."  It  is  not 
to  be  presumed  that  the  people  have  parted  with  their  right  to- 
choose  their  own  rulers;  the  presumption  is  to  the  contrary. 
I^othing  less  than  an  express  constitutional  provision  granting- 
this  sovereign  power  to  agents  or  ofl3.cers  can  take  it  from  the- 
people,  for  it  is  not  to  be  done  by  inference  or  implication, 
"  No  intendment  or  inference  is  ever  presumed  against  the  sov- 
ereign." Johns  V.  State,  3  Oregon  533.  One  of  the  great  ob- 
jects of  constitutional  government  is  to  guarantee  to  the  people- 
the  choice  of  their  rulers,  and  that  choice  is  to  be  made  through 
the  instrumentality  of  elections.  In  constitutions  like  ours  the- 
controlling  principle  is  that  elective  offices  shall  be  tilled  by  the 
people  as  often  as  regular  elections  occur.  State  v.  Long,  91 
Ind.  251 ;  People  v.  Bull,  46  N.  Y.  57 ;  State  v.  Johns,  3  Oregon 
533  ;  Speed  v.  Crawford,  3  Metcalf  (Ky).,  207  ;  Parmater  v.  State,. 
102  Ind.  90. 

It  needs  no  constitutional  provision  to  put  the  power  to  elect 
in  the  people,  but  it  requires  a  plain  and  direct  one  to  take  it 
from  them. 

The  Constitution  is  the  creature,  not  the  creator  of  sover- 
eignty. It  grants  no  power  to  the  people,  for  they  already 
have  it  as  the  source  of  all  power.  This  principle  is  recog- 
nized in  the  first  sentence  of  our  Constitution,  where  it  is  said 
"  all  power  is  inherent  in  the  people."  But  such  a  recognition, 
of  this  "  self-evident  truth"  was  not  needed,  for  it  is  firmly  im- 
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bedded  in  the  fouudatiouB  of  all  free  governments,  and  with- 
out it  free  government  would  be  impossible. 

If  the  people  of  this  State  did  not  part  with  any  of  this 
power  in  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  it  still  resides  in 
them,  for  the  Constitution  is  not  the  depository  of  the  power 
of  the  people,  but  it  is  the  depository  of  the  limitations  upon 
their  power.  Such  instruments  measure  the  power  of  the 
rulers,  but  they  do  not  measure  the  power  of  the  governed. 
Cooley  on  Constitutional  Limitations,  47.  Unless  the  people, 
in  their  Constitution,  expressly  deprived  themselves  of  the 
right  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor, 
that  power  still  remains  in  them  to  be  exercised  at  every  con- 
stitutional opportunity.  Such  an  opportunity  occurred  in  l^o- 
vember,  1885,  because,  by  the  Constitution  and  the  statutes, 
the  election  held  in  that  month  was  a  general  election.  "  A 
general  election  is  one  at  which  the  people  may  fill  by  election 
every  elective  office  in  the  State  not  distinctly  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  by  the  Constitution."  State  v.  Johns,  3  Oregon,  533. 
A  careful  examination  of  the  Constitution  from  preamble  to 
conclusion  discloses  the  fact  that  there  is  is  not  one  w^ord  in  it 
which  denies  to  the  people  the  right  to  fill  the  office  of  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  at  a  general  election  ;  on  the  contrary,  by  the 
clearest  implication,  the  Constitution  confirms  that  right.  Sec- 
tion 3  of  article  5  declares  that  "  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
shall  be  elected  at  the  times  and  places  of  choosing  members 
of  the  General  Assembly,''  which  is  done  at  every  general  elec- 
tion. This  is  the  only  limitation  upon  the  right  to  elect  the 
officers  named.  Section  18  of  the  same  article  is  as  follows: 
"  When,  during  a  recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  when  at 
any  time  a  vacancy  shall  have  occurred  in  any  other  State 
office,  the  Governor  shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment, 
which  shall  expire  when  a  successor  shall  have  been  elected  and 
•qualified."  That  a  Lieutenant  Governor  is  a  State  officer  will 
not  be  denied.  Neither  will  the  power  of  the  Governor,  in 
view  of  this  section  of  the  Constitution,  to  fill  the  vacancy  by 
appointment  be  questioned.  How  long  would  the  appointee 
hold  office?  This  section  says  until  "  a  successor  shall  have 
been  elected  and  qualified." 

The  use  of  this  language  is  a  clear,  explicit  and  unmistakable 
recognition  of  the  right  of  the  people  to  fill  the  vacancy  by 
election,  for  it  is  reasonable  to  presume  that  the  people  weighed 
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carefully  ever}^  word  they  put  iu  the  fundamental  law.      Wol~ 
cott  V.  Wigtou,  7  lud.  44,  and  cases  cited. 

I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  it  has  been  contended 
that  Section  2  of  Article  5,  by  reason  of  its  provision  that  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  "  shall  hold  his  office  during  four  years," 
deprives  the  people  of  the  right  to  elect  ofteuer  than  once  in 
four  3'ears,  and  for  a  less  term  than  four  years.  This  section 
must  be  considered  in  connection  with  Section  9  of  the  same 
article,  which  provides  that  the  official  term  of  Governor  and 
Lieutenant  Governor  "  shall  commence  on  the  second  Mouda}"" 
in  January,  185-3,  and  the  same  day  every  fourth  year  there- 
after." If  we  construe  the  two  sections  together,  and  the}^ 
must  be  so  construed,  for  they  relate  to  the  same  subject-mat- 
ter, it  is  clear  that  the  term  of  one  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  in 
this  office  can  not,  in  any  case,  be  greater  than  two  years.  The 
only  fair  and  reasonable  construction  of  these  sections  which 
prescribe  the  term  of  office  is  that  they  refer  to  regular  terms, 
while  Section  9  was  placed  iu  the  Constitution  to  prevent  the  term 
of  one  elected  to  till  a  vacancy  from  extending  beyond  two  years.. 
The  limitation  is  not  on  the  inherent  right  of  the  people  to  till  a 
vacancy  at  a  general  election,  but  upon  the  term  of  office  of 
one  chosen  in  a  case  where  the  vacancy  breaks  in  upon  the 
regular  order.  It  can  not  be  assumed  that  a  limitation  upon 
a  term  of  office  implies  a  surrender  of  the  inherent  right  of  the 
people  to  elect  their  own  rulers,  for  that  right  is  too  sacred  to 
be  surrendered  by  implication;  it  can  only  be  done  by  express 
provision.  It  is  one  thing  to  tix  a  term  of  office  and  quite 
another  to  deny  the  right  to  till  a  vacancy  at  a  general  election- 
It  is  natural  and  reasonable  to  interpret  the  section  which  pre- 
scribes the  term  of  office  as  referring  to  regular  terms  unbroken, 
by  vacancies,  for  that  is  a  construction  demanded  by  the  fuuda- 
mental  principles  of  our  government  and  by  the  well-settled 
rules  of  law.  It  is  the  only  construction  which  will  make  the- 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  consistent  and  harmonious  one 
with  another,  for  it  will  give  just  eft'ect  to  Section  18  respecting 
vacancies;  it  will  preserve  the  power  of  the  people  to  exercise 
their  inherent  right  of  choosing  their  own  rulers  at  a  general 
election,  and  it  will  prevent  one  who  is  chosen  to  till  a  vacancy 
from  breaking  in  upon  the  regular  order  of  succession  by  ex- 
tending his  term  beyond  the  term  of  the  Governor.  Any  other 
coiiBtruction  would  work  a  surrender  of  the  inherent  power  of 
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the  people  to  elect  their  own  officers,  and  do  violence  to  the 
language  of  the  Coijstitution.  No  reason  exists  for  making  an 
exception  to  the  general  principle  which  pervades  the  whole 
Constitution,  that  the  people  may,  at  a  general  election,  choose 
their  own  officers;  such  an  exception  is  not  made  by  the  Con- 
stitution or  the  statutes.  Why  should  we  break  in  upon  the 
uniformity  of  the  system  which  refers  the  choice  of  officers  to 
the  people  as  often  as  general  elections  recur?  There  is  not  one 
instance  in  the  Coustitutioii  in  which  the  people  have  surren- 
dered the  power  of  choosing  the  principal  officers  of  State  at  a 
general  election.  Throughout  the  whole  instrument,  without 
one  reservation  or  exception,  there  is  an  assertion  of  the  great 
principle  embodied  in  the  first  section,  as  I  have  stated,  that  the 
people  shall  exercise  the  power  resident  in  them  of  choosing 
their  officers  at  a  general  election.  It  is  this  principle  which 
binds  our  governmental  system  together  as  a  complete  and  per- 
fect political  fabric.  To  make  the  Constitution  deny  to  the 
people  the  right  to  fill  this  vacancy  at  a  general  election,  there 
must  be  put  into  it  by  construction  words  which  its  framers 
did  not  see  fit  to  put  there.  But  by  holding  that  the  election 
to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor  is  only 
for  the  term  of  the  vacancy,  efi'ect  is  given  to  every  provision 
of  the  Constitution  on  the  subject.  The  terms  of  the  Governor 
and  Lieutenant  Governor  are  thus  made  to  end  at  the  same 
time,  every  interest  of  the  people  is  preserved,  and  their  power 
remains  undiminished. 

A  case  exactly  in  point  was  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Nebraska  February  16,  1887.  1  refer  to  State  v.  Dodsov,, 
(31  N.  W.  Rep.,  788).  At  the  general  election  in  1883  Meeker 
was  elected  to  the  office  of  Clerk,  for  a  term  to  expire  in  Jan- 
uary, 1888.  The  office  became  vacant  March  6, 1886,  and  Dod- 
son  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  At  the  general  election 
in  November,  1886,  France  was  elected  to  fill  out  the  unex- 
pired portion  of  Meeker's  term,  and  he  took  the  necessary 
steps  to  qualify  for  the  office.  Dodson,  the  appointee,  refused 
to  surrender  the  office,  and  contended  that  no  election  of  clerk 
could  be  legally  held  until  the  general  election  of  1887.  Sec- 
tion 7  of  the  election  law  of  Nebraska  provides  that  "  in  each 
county  "•'  ■'='  '•'  there  shall  be  elected  in  the  year 
1879,  and  every  four  years  thereafter,  a  Clerk  of  the  District 
Court  in  and  for  each  county."  Section  101  provides  for  filling 
7 — Atty-Gex. 
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vacancies  by  appointment,  and  section  105  enacts  that  the  ap- 
pointees shall  hold  office  "until  a  successor  is  elected  and  qual- 
ified." These  statutory  provisions  are  similar  in  legal  effect  to 
sections  2  and  18  of  Article  5  of  our  Constitution,  and  are  gov- 
erned by  the  same  rules  of  construction.  The  Supreme  Court 
held  that  the  language  of  section  7  referred  to  the  regular  elec- 
tion of  clerks,  and  not  to  the  filling  of  vacancies,  and  that, 
construing  that  section  with  the  others  named,  there  was  no 
escaping  the  conclusion  that  a  clerk  could  be  legally  elected  at 
the  general  election  of  1886,  whose  term  of  office  would  expire 
in  January,  1888. 

The  facts  and  the  law  of  this  Nebraska  case  are  similar  to 
the  one  you  state,  and  furnish  a  precedent  exactly  in  point. 
Therefore,  upon  both  reason  and  authority,  it  must  be  held 
that  section  2  of  Article  5  of  our  Constitution  refers  to  regular 
terms,  and  not  to  filling  vacancies,  while  section  18  of  that 
article  authorizes  the  filling  of  the  vacancy  at  a  general  elec- 
tion, to  be  held  under  section  4678,  R.  S.  1881. 

In  section  1  of  Article  4  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  declared 
that  "the  legislative  authority  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in 
the  General  Assembly."' 

In  commenting  on  a  similar  constitutional  provision,  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Iowa  said  :  "  The  people,  then,  have  vested 
the  legislative  authority  inherent  in  them  in  the  General  As- 
sembly. The  people  were  the  original  possessors  of  all  the 
legislative  authority  of  the  State.''  Stewart  v.  Board,  30  Iowa, 
9.  In  i.,  M.  ^-  B.  Railroad  Co.  v.  Geiger,  34  Ind.  185,  in  dis- 
cussing this  provision  of  our  Constitution,  our  Supreme  Court 
said  :  "When  the  Constitution  of  a  State  vests  in  the  General 
Assembly  all  legislative  power,  it  is  to  be  construed  as  a  gen- 
eral grant  of  power,  and  as  authorizing  such  Legislature  to 
pass  any  law  within  the  ordinary  functions  of  legislation,  if 
not  delegated  to  the  federal  government  or  prohibited  by  the 
State  Constitution."  To  the  same  effect  are  Beauchamp  v. 
State,  6  Blackf.  299  ;  Doe  v.  Douglass,  8  Blackf.  10 ;  Vanhorn 
V.  Dorrance,  2  Doll.  304;  Morrison  v.  Springer,  15  Iowa,  304. 

There  is  nothing  in  our  Constitution  to  prohibit  the  Legis- 
lature from  enacting  that  all  vacancies  in  State  offices  should 
be  filled  at  a  general  election.  Indeed,  the  right  to  so  enact  is 
clearly  recognized,  if  not  directed,  by  the  last  clause  of  section 
18  of  Article  5,  as  I  have  heretofore  shown. 
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In  1852,  at  the  first  session  of  the  General  Assembly  held  after 
the  present  Constitution  was  adopted,  it  was  enacted  that  a 
general  election  should  be  held  every  two  years,  "at  which  elec- 
tion all  existing  vacancies  in  office  '='  *  *  shall  be  filled, 
unless  otherwise  provided."  This  section  was  amended  in  1881, 
by  changing  the  date  from  October  to  jSTovember,  but  no 
alteration  was  made  in  the  language  quoted.  (Sec.  4678  R.  S. 
1881.)  Twice  the  law-making  power  has  said  that  all  vacancies 
in  office  should  be  filled  at  such  election,  and  no  words  of  ex- 
ception or  qualification  were  used  to  take  the  office  of  Lieuten- 
ant Governor  out  of  the  range  of  the  statute.  This  legislation 
furnishes  a  practical  construction  of  the  Constitution,  which  is 
not  to  be  held  in  light  esteem  or  disregarded  unless  the  words 
of  the  Constitution  are  so  clearly  opposed  to  it  as  to  banish  all 
doubt,  and  I  think  I  have  shown  that  such  a  doubt  can  not 
justly  exist.  "  Such  a  construction  in  such  a  case  ought  not  to 
be  disregarded."     People  v.  Supervisors,  100  111.  495. 

A  learned  writer  has  said :  "  The  decision  of  the  Legislature 
on  the  meaning  and  effect  of  the  Constitution,  necessarily  in- 
volved in  the  making  of  a  statute,  should  be  respected  by  the 
courts  when  afterward  they  are  required  to  determine  whether 
or  not  it  is  constitutional."     Bishop  on  Wriiien  Lairs,  Sec.  91. 

The  judgment  of  the  Legislature  in  such  matters  is  entitled 
to  great  respect.  If  there  is  a  doubt  as  to  the  validity  of  the 
statute  it  will  be  resolved  in  favor  of  the  Legislature.  It  must 
appear  very  clearly  that  the  legislation  is  repugnant  to  or  in 
conflict  with  some  express  provision  of  the  Constitution,  or  the 
statute  will  be  upheld.  Shoemaker  v.  Smith,  37  Ind.  552;  Clare 
V.  State,  68  Ind.  17;  McComas  v.  Krug,  81  Ind.  327;  Robinson 
V.  Schenck,  102  Ind.  307. 

This  construction  put  on  the  Constitution  by  the  Legislature 
is  supported  and  strengthened  by  the  fact  that,  in  1881,  when 
the  people  amended  Section  14,  of  Article  2,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, by  declaring  that  all  general  elections  should  be  held  in 
^STovember,  they  did  not  add  any  words  of  limitation  or  excep- 
tion depriving  the  General  Assembly  of  any  part  of  its  power 
to  regulate  what  officers  should  be  elected  at  such  elections, 
although  they  amended  that  section  so  as  to  authorize  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  provide  by  law  for  the  election  of  judges  at 
an  election  for  such  officers  only,  and  although  they,  in  the 
amendment,  changed  that  section  in  other  respects.      If    the 
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people  had  been  dissatisfied  with  the  legislative  interpretation 
of  the  Constitution,  they  certainly  would  have  made  it  manifest 
in  the  amendment ;  failing  so  to  do,  they  must  be  held  to  have 
been  satisfied  with  that  interpretation. 

In  addition  to  the  legislative  construction  of  the  constitu- 
tional provisions  under  consideration,  we  have  a  like  interpre- 
tation of  it  by  the  Governor,  the  Attorney  General  and  the  peo- 
ple of  the  State.  The  Governor  is  charged  with  the  duty  of 
enforcing  the  proper  execution  of  the  laws,  and  the  Attorney 
General  with  the  duty  of  advising  the  Governor  and  the  other 
officers  of  the  State.  A  practical  construction  of  the  Consti- 
tution by  one  or  more  of  the  departments  of  State  government 
is  of  greatest  importance.  Bishojj  on  Written  Lcavs,  sec.  35  ; 
Cooley  on  Constitutional  Limitations,  side  p.  69.  It  is  yielded  to 
with  readiness  by  the  courts,  and  departed  from  only  in  cases 
of  imperious  necessity.  Of  such  a  construction  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Illinois  said  :  "  It  has  always  been  regarded  by  the 
courts  as  equivalent  to  a  positive  law.  Bruce  v.  Schuyler,  4 
Gilm.  221.  By  another  court  it  has  been  said  that  "we  can 
not  shake  a  system  which  has  so  long  and  extensively  pre- 
vailed."    Rogers  v.  Ooodwin,  2  Mass.  478. 

It  is  hard  to  conceive  of  a  clearer  or  stronger  example  of  a 
practical  construction  than  that  aflbrded  by  the  history  of  this 
matter.  The  Governor  of  the  State,  several  months  before  the 
election,  asked  for  the  official  opinion  of  the  then  Attorney 
General  as  to  the  power  of  the  people  to  fill  the  vacancy  then 
existing  in  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor.  The  Attorney 
General  delivered  an  able  opinion  in  which  he  advised  the  Gov- 
ernor, and  through  him  the  people  of  the  State,  that  the  people 
had  that  power.  The  Governor  acquiesced  in  that  opinion  ;  at 
least,  no  word  of  dissent  reached  the  public  from  him.  All  of 
the  political  parties  in  the  State  put  candidates  in  the  field. 
All  of  the  elective  and  ministerial  officers  the  State  acted  upon, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General, 
and  in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties,  recognized  the 
right  of  the  people  to  fill  the  vacancy  by  election.  The  people 
of  the  State,  at  the  general  election  in  November,  1886,  voted 
for  the  various  candidates  for  the  office,  and  thereby  affirmed, 
by  the  gravest  and  most  momentous  act  of  citizenship,  that 
they  possessed  the  right  to  fill  the  vacancy  by  election,  and  as- 
serted that  the  Attorney  General  had  correctly  interpreted  the 
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Constitutiou.  The  election  officers  counted  the  votes  and  cer- 
tified the  number  cast  in  each  precinct  and  county,  to  the  end 
that  the  officers  and  people  of  the  State  might  legally  know 
who  had  received  the  greater  number  of  votes.  Would  all 
these  things  have  been  done  if  the  officers  and  people  of  the 
State  had  not  understood  that  the  people  had  the  power  to  so 
elect  under  the  Constitution?  Certainly  not.  This  opinion 
of  the  people,  expressed  with  all  the  solemnity  known  to  the 
forms  of  law  and  the  usages  of  a  free  people,  is  not  to  be  looked 
upon  with  levity  or  regarded  as  of  little  weight. 

In  a  case  similar  in  principle  to  this,  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Wisconsin  said  :  "  While  this  court  will  never  allow  its  judg- 
ment to  be  influenced  by  popular  opinion,  the  united  under- 
standing of  the  whole  people  in  a  matter  of  great  public  inter- 
est is  a  guide  that  any  tribunal  may  safely  follow."  State  v. 
French,  2  Piuney  180.  In  another  case  closely  resembling  this 
the  court  said  :  "  Again,  the  question  is  purely  political.  No 
private  rights  are  involved.  It  is  a  rule  of  law  well  established 
that,  where  questions  are  purely  political  and  depend  upon  the 
construction  to  be  given  to  provisions  of  doubtful  interpreta- 
tion, the  court  will  not  only  give  great  consideration  to  a  con- 
struction given  by  the  political  departments  of  the  State,  but 
will  follow  it  implicitly."     People  v.  Supervisors,  100  111.  495. 

Both  of  these  cases  were  election  cases,  and  the  courts  un- 
hesitatingly accepted  the  judgment  of  the  people  as  to  the 
meaning  of  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  respecting  elec- 
tions. The  principle  underlying  these  cases  is  as  old  as  con- 
stitutional government,  and  it  is  so  well  established  that 
the  courts  will  not  declare  the  acts  of  the  people  performed 
by  them  or  the  acts  of  their  officers  done  in  their  behalf, 
to  be  in  violation  of  the  Constitution,  unless  their  unconsti- 
tutionality is  so  clear  as  to  admit  of  no  doubt.  {State  v. 
Cooper,  5  Blackf.  258  ;  Beauchamp  v.  State,  6  Blackf.  299  ;  Maize 
v.  State,  4  Ind.  342 ;  L.,  M.  ^-  W.  B.  B.  Company  v.  Geiger,  34 
lud.  185  ;  Bobinson  v.  Schenck,  182  Ind.  307.)  These  cases  estab- 
lish the  principle  that,  if  a  doubt  arises  after  a  study  of  the 
constitutional  provisions,  in  a  case  where  the  whole  people  have 
acted,  the  benefit  of  that  doubt  must  be  given  to  the  people 
whose  acts  are  in  question,  and  their  interpretation  must  stand 
as  the  law,  binding  the  courts  as  well  as  every  other  depart- 
ment of  State  government.     In  harmony  with  this  interpreta- 
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tion  of  the  constitatioiial  provisions  under  consideration,  is  the 
act  of  the  Speaker  of  the  House  in  canvassing  and  publishing- 
the  returns  of  this  election,  in  the  presence  of  both  houses  of 
the  General  Assembly,  as  directed  by  section  4  of  article  5, 
whereupon  Colonel  Robertson  took  the  oath  of  office.  By  this 
official  act  the  Speaker  declared  that  the  people  had  the  power 
to  fill  the  vacancy  by  election,  and  that  they  had  elected  Robert 
S.  Robertson  to  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor.  This  act 
and  declaration  of  the  Speaker  of  the  House  is  binding  upon 
every  department  of  the  State  government.  The  question 
whether  the  Speaker,  in  doing  this,  performed  a  legislative  act 
or  exercised  apolitical  function  as  an  officer  of  the  government, 
is  of  little  importance,  for,  in  either  event,  the  act  is  binding 
on  the  other  departments  of  the  State  government,  and  can  not 
be  reviewed  by  the  courts.  {M.ississij)'pi  v.  Johnson,  4  Wall.  475 ; 
Georgia  v.  Stanton,  6  Wall.  50 ;  Harris  v.  ISchryock,  82  111.  562  ; 
Opinion  of  the  Justices,  56  JST.  H.  574 ;  Gas  Company  v.  The 
City,  44  Iowa,  505;  Ex.  Parte  Echols,  39  Ala.  698;  Bickey  v.. 
Read,  78  111.  261 ;  Smith  v.  Myers,  109  Ind.  1,  and  the  cases 
heretofore  cited.) 

It  was  held  by  Judges  Niblack,  Zollars  and  Elliott,  constitu- 
ting a  majority  of  the  court,  in  Robertson  v.  State  ex  rel.  Smith 
(109  Ind.  79),  that  the  question  of  the  right  to  elect  was  ex- 
clusively within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  General  Assembly,  and 
as  that  body,  in  joint  convention,  at  the  appointed  time,  decided 
that  Robertson  was  duly  chosen,  the  matter  must  be  deemed  tO' 
be  conclusively  settled.  The  action  of  that  convention  is  not 
vitiated  by  the  fact  that  some  of  the  legislators  did  not  attend. 
When  electors  or  legislators  fail  to  vote  or  act,  the  votes  or  acts- 
of  those  who  do  perform  their  duty  control.  Those  who  re- 
mained away  from  the  convention  are  justly  and  conclusively 
presumed  to  have  assented  to  what  was  done  by  those  wiio  at- 
tended. (See  the  opinion  of  Judge  Niblack  in  State  v.  Swift,  6^ 
Ind.  528  ;  2  Dillon  on  Municipal  Corporations,  Sec.  215 ;  County 
of  Cass  V.  Johnston,  5  Otto,  360  ;  St.  Joseph  Township  v.  RodgerSy 
16  Wall.  644;  Angell  .J-  Ames  on  Corporation,  Sec.  499,  500;  Louis- 
mile  Railroad  Company  v.  County  Court,  1  Sneed,  Tenn.,  637,. 
692  ;  Talbott  v.  Dent,  9  B.  Mon.,  Ky.,  526 ;  State  v.  Renick,  37 
Mo.,  270;  People  v.  Warfield,  20  111.  160.)  By  approving  the  act 
of  the  Speaker,  the  General  Assembly  construed  the  Constitution. 
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to  authorize  the  people  to  fill  the  vacancy  at  the  general  elec- 
tion in  1886,  and  decided  that  Robert  S.  Robertson  was  elected 
at  that  election.  That  decision  is  binding  and  conclusive  upon 
all  the  officers  and  people  of  the  State. 

The  people  of  the  State  approved  these  acts  of  the  Speaker 
and  the  General  Assembly,  by  failing  to  contest  the  election  of 
Robert  S.  Robertson,  under  Section  6,  of  Article  5,  which  is  as 
follows :  "  Contested  elections  of  Governor  or  Lieutenant- 
Governor  shall  be  determined  by  the  General  Assembly,  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law."  The  manner  of  making 
such  a  contest  is  "  prescribed  by  law,"  in  Sections  4743,  4744, 
4745,  4746,  R.  S.  1881.  By  virtue  of  these  provisions  any  elec- 
tor entitled  to  vote  at  the  election  had  the  right  to  contest  the 
election  by  filing  with  the  Speaker  a  specification  of  the  grounds 
of  the  contest  within  twenty  days  after  the  first  day  of  the 
session,  and  the  General  Assembly  had  the  power  to  adjudge 
the  election  to  be  invalid  and  the  office  vacant.  Thus,  a  court 
was  in  existence  to  try  the  questions  involved  and  any  elector 
bad  the  right  to  put  the  court  in  motion  within  the  time  named. 
No  elector  of  the  State  saw  proper  to  take  the  one  step  neces- 
sary to  raise  the  question  of  the  invalidity  of  the  election,  and 
therefore  it  must  be  considered  that  the  people  approved  the 
acts  of  the  Speaker  and  the  General  Assembly  in  declaring 
Robert  S.  Robert.<on  to  be  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  State. 
They  thus  furnished  another  proof  of  their  opinion  that  the 
Constitution  had  been  correctly  interpreted  by  them  and  the 
officers  of  the  State. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Robert  S.  Robertson  was  declared 
elected  and  took  the  office,  as  I  have  stated,  and  that  no  elector 
contested  his  election  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law,  it  is 
now  beyond  the  power  of  any  of  the  departments  of  the  State 
government  to  question  the  validity  of  his  election. 

For  these  reasons,  and  other  equally  cogent  but  not  discussed 
in  this  opinion,  I  advise  you  that  Robert  S.  Robertson  is  the 
legally  elected  Lieutenant- Governer  of  the  State  and  is  entitled 
to  act  as  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization. 
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No  particular  form  of  words  is  necessary  to  create  an  appropriation,  nor  is  it  nec- 
essary to  that  end  that  there  should  be  a  specific  amount  appropriated.  It  is 
sufficient  for  that  purpose  if  there  be  a  legislative  direction  to  pay  money  out 
of  the  Treasury  upon  a  given  claim  or  for  a  given  object.  The  act  of  March 
7,  1883  (Acts  1883,  p.  164),  contains  a  sufficient  appropriation  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  for  the  erection  of  the  Additional  Hospitals  for  the 
Insane,  to  open  and  maintain  said  hospitals. 

To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  the 

Erection  of  the  Additional  Hospitals  for  the  Insane  : 

Gentlemen — I  have  received  from  you  the  following  commu- 
uication : 

"  Your  opinion  is  respectfully  requested  touching  the  follow- 
ing matters :  The  Board  find  that  it  is  probably  within  their 
power  to  complete  one  of  the  Hospitals  for  the  Insane  now  be- 
ing built,  and  to  equip  the  same  ready  for  occupancy  within  the 
next  four  months.  Is  there  any  appropriation  available  for  the 
expense  of  the  organization  and  maintenance  of  such  Hospital? 
If  so,  what  is  the  amount  of  such  appropriation  ?" 

The  act  of  March  7,  1883  (Acts  1883,  p.  164),  is  entitled  "  An 
act  providing  for  the  location  and  erection  of  Additional  Hos- 
pitals for  the  Insane,  and  providing  for  the  management 
thereof." 

The  first  ten  sections  of  the  act  relate  to  the  location  and 
erection  of  the  Additional  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  and  the  re- 
maining sections  regulate  and  control  the  management  thereof. 
Sections  11, 12  and  13  clearly  direct  that  patients  shall  be  cared 
for  in  the  Additional  Hospitals,  upon  their  completion,  and 
that  the  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  have  the  control  and 
management  of  the  hospitals  in  all  respects  after  their  comple- 
tion, until  other  provisions  are  made  b}^  law  ;  and  until  then 
the  Board  and  the  Hospitals  are  to  be  governed  by  such  laws, 
rules,  regulations,  practice  and  usages  as  are  in  force  in  the 
present  Hospital  for  the  Insane.  Section  11  is  as  follows  :  "The 
necessary  expenses  of  said  hospitals,  and  the  control  and  man- 
agement thereof,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  under 
such  regulations  and  restrictions  as  may  be  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Commissioners,  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  in  conform- 
ity with  the  practice  and  usages  of  the  present  Hospital  for  the 
Insane."  In  my  opinion  this  section  creates  an  appropriation 
out  of  which  shall  be  paid  "  the  necessary  expenses  of  said  hos- 
pitals, and  the  control  and  management  thereof." 

In  Bistine  v.  State,  20  Ind.  328,  338,  339,  the  word  appropria- 
tion was  defined  as  follows  :     "  Appropriation,  as  applicable  to 
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the  general  fund  in  the  Treasury,  may,  perhaps,  be  defined  to 
be  an  authority  from  the  Legislature  given  at  the  proper  time 
and  in  legal  form,  to  the  proper  officers  to  apply  sums  of  money 
out  of  that  which  may  be  in  the  Treasury,  in  a  given  year,  to 
specified  objects  or  demands  against  the  State.  An  appropria- 
tion of  the  money  to  a  specified  object  would  be  an  authority 
to  the  proper  officers  to  pay  the  money,  because  the  Auditor  is 
authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  an  appropriation,  and  the 
Treasurer  is  authorized  to  pay  such  warrant  if  he  has  appro- 
priated money  in  the  Treasury.  And  such  an  appropriation 
may  be  prospective ;  that  is,  it  may  be  made  in  one  year  of  the 
revenues  to  accrue  in  another  or  future  years,  the  law  being  so 
framed  as  to  address  itself  to  such  future  revenues.  So  a  di- 
rection to  the  officers  to  pay  money  out  of  the  Treasury  upon 
a  given  claim,  or  for  a  given  object,  may,  by  implication,  in- 
clude in  the  direction  an  appropriation." 

The  language  of  section  11  clearly  falls  within  this  definition. 
The  phrase,  "  appropriations  made  by  law,"  as  used  in  section 
3  of  article  10  of  our  Constitution,  means:  Any  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  setting  aside  money  to  be  applied  to  a  defin- 
ite purpose,  with  authority  to  take  it  from  the  Treasury  for  ap- 
plication to  that  purpose.  I  do  not  think  it  necessary  that  any 
set  form  of  words  should  be  used,  or  that  there  should  be  a 
specific  appropriation  at  each  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
but  it  is  enough  if  the  payment  of  the  money  out  of  the  State 
Treasury  is  clearly  authorized.  See  note  to  State  v.  Ristine,  20 
Ind.  360,  361,  and  McConnell  v.  Wilcox,  1  Scam.  359. 

A  case  in  point  is  Lange  v.  Stover,  19  Ind.  175,  where  the 
Court  considered  the  effect  of  sections  34  and  35,  1  G.  c\''  H., 
603,  and  it  was  held  that  the  language  of  those  sections  created 
a  sufficient  appropriation  of  the  funds  of  the  State,  and  that 
the  Auditor  was  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant,  in  a  proper 
case,  upon  the  funds  mentioned  in  that  statute.  The  language 
of  section  11  in  the  act  we  are  considering  is  much  stronger 
than  the  language  of  the  sections  just  mentioned. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  section  11,  of  the  act  of  March 
7,  1883,  appropriates  the  money  with  which  to  pay  the  neces- 
sary expenses  of  said  hospitals  and  the  control  and  manage- 
ment thereof,  out  of  the  funds  of  the  State  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 
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If,  in  the  election  of  a  County  Superintendent,  the  Trustees  proceed  to  organize  b>- 
the  election  of  a  Chairman,  the  County  Auditor  is  entitled  to  a  vote  in  case  of 
a  tie  in  selecting  such  chairman. 

Where  all  the  Township  Trustees  of  a  county  assemble,  as  required  by  law,  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  a  County  Superintendent,  and  one-half  of  the  whole- 
number  of  Trustees  vote  to  elect  a  certain  person  as  County  Superintendenty. 
and  the  other  four  Trustees  refuse  to  vote,  an  election  of  such  person  result*!. 

Hoyi.  Harvey  M.  LaFollette,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction- 

Sir — I  have  received  the  following  from  you  : 

"  In  a  county  containing  eight  townships  the  eight  Trustees- 
of  such  townships  met,  as  provided  bylaw,  upon  the  first  Mon- 
day in  June,  1877,  to  appoint  a  County  Superintendent.  (R.  S., 
1881,  sec.  4424.)  A  motion  is  made  to  appoint  a  certain  trustee 
Chairman.  He  receives  four  votes  and  a  like  number  are  cast 
against  the  motion.  The  tie  resulting  is  decided  by  the  Aud- 
itor. A  motion  is  then  made  to  appoint  a  certain  party  County 
Superintendent  for  the  ensuing  term.  Upon  the  putting  of 
such  motion  it  received  four  votes.  The  remaining  four  Trus- 
tees refused  to  vote  upon  such  motion  and  persisted  in  such 
refusal.  The  Chairman  declared  the  result  to  be  four  favoring 
the  motion  of  appointment  and  four  opposed  thereto,  and  there- 
upon called  upon  the  Auditor  to  decide  the  tie,  which  he  did. 
By  a  similar  vote  (four  expressed  affirmatively,  four  not  ex- 
pressed, and  the  Auditor's  casting  vote),  the  Board  then  de- 
clared the  election  of  the  party  for  whom  the  four  votes  had 
been  cast. 

First.  Has  the  Auditor  the  right  to  cast  a  vote  to  decide  a 
tie  in  the  election  of  Chairman  ? 

Secmd.  Does  the  above  action  amount  to  the  legal  appoint- 
ment of  a  Superintendent?" 

In  answer  to  your  first  question  I  have  to  say  that  it  is  pro- 
vided in  section  4424,  R.  S.,  1881,  that  "The  County  Auditor 
shall  be  clerk  of  such  election  in  all  cases,  and  give  the  casting 
rote  in  case  of  a  tie."  *>!<♦*  You  will  observe  that  there 
are  no  words  of  exception,  restriction  or  limitation  in  this  stat- 
ute ;  on  the  contrary,  the  language  is  broad,  general  and  com- 
prehensive. As  the  statute  does  not  deny  to  the  Trustees  the 
right  to  elect  a  Chairman,  it  is  clear  that  they  have  that  right, 
for  by  that  means  they  secure  the  orderly  and  systematic  trans- 
action of  business.     It  is  a  fundamental  rule  of  the  law  that 
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*' when  a  general  power  is  given,  or  a  duty  enjoined,  every  par- 
ticular power  necessary  for  tlie  exercise  of  the  one  or  the  per- 
formance of  the  other  is  given  by  implication.''  Brooms  Legal 
Maxims,  2d  ed.  ^QQ;  Bishop  on   Written  Laws,  sec.  137. 

Therefore,  I  hold  that  the  Trustees  had  the  power  to  select  a 
Chairman.  If  the  Trustees  had  this  power,  the  Auditor  had 
the  right  to  cast  the  tie  vote  in  selecting  the  Chairman.  The 
statute  does  not  restrict  or  limit  his  right  to  vote,  except  only 
in  cases  of  a  tie. 

To  make  the  statute  deny  the  right  to  vote  in  case  of  a  tie, 
when  a  chairman  is  being  voted  for,  is  to  put  words  into  the 
statute  not  put  there  by  the  law-making  power,  and  encourage 
dead  locks,  strife  and  confusion  where  there  should  be  order, 
harmony  and  the  prompt  transaction  of  business.  This  stat- 
ute makes  it  the  Auditor's  duty  to  give  the  casting  vote  in 
case  of  a  tie  generally — the  language  is  not  permissive,  but 
mandatory.  He  can  not  lawfully  avoid  casting  the  tie  vote, 
for  no  discretion  is  given  him  in  the  matter.  He  is  compelled 
to  act  in  order  that  there  shall  be  a  decision.  This  duty  is  en- 
joined upon  him  in  order  that  the  office  of  County  Superin- 
tendent may  be  filled,  its  duties  performed,  and  the  interests  of 
the  public  conserved. 

In  view  of  the  broad  and  general  nature  of  the  language 
used  in  the  statute,  and  the  important  character  of  the  duties 
enjoined  by  it  upon  the  Auditor,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  he 
has  the  right  to  cast  the  tie  vote  whenever  a  tie  occurs  in  or- 
ganizing the  trustees  as  a  body,  and  in  the  performance  of 
their  duty  in  appointing  a  superintendent. 

With  reference  to  your  second  question,  I  have  to  say  that 
the  trustees  might  adopt  such  method  as  they  chose  in  select- 
ing the  superintendent.  It  State  v.  Kilroy,  86  Ind.,  118,  it  is 
said:  "The  law  simply  provides  that  the  township  trustees 
shall  appoint,  and  says  nothing  about  the  manner  in  which  the 
appointment  shall  be  made.  Any  mode  that  they  may  adopt 
by  which  they  can  arrive  at  the  expression  of  the  wishes  of  a 
majority  is  sufficient  to  designate  the  person  to  be  appointed, 
and  there  is  nothing  binding  until  there  is  a  final  determina- 
tion of  the  subject  by  the  trustees."' 

In  the  case  you  put,  the  trustees  saw  tit  to  formally  organize 
and  four  of  them  voted  in  favor  of  a  motion  to  appoint  a  cer- 
tain party  superintendent,  while  four  refused  to  vote.     What 
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was  the  effect  of  this  refusal?  The  eight  trustees  were  charged 
with  the  performance  of  an  official  duty  affecting  the  public. 
Four  of  them  voted  to  appoint,  while  four  of  them  refused  to 
vote,  and  remained  silent.  By  these  acts  the  four  who  refused 
to  vote  and  yet  remained  present,  either  dissented  from  the 
four  who  voted,  or  they  assented  to  the  result  of  that  vote. 
To  hold  otherwise  is  to  declare  that  one-half  of  the  trustees 
might,  at  their  pleasure,  entirely  suspend  the  functions  of  the 
whole  number.  It  is  well  said  in  Walker  v.  Bogan,  1  Wis.,  610, 
that  "  constitutions  and  laws  are  made  for  the  practical  benefit 
of  the  people.  The  powers  of  the  government  are  distributed 
for  the  convenience  and  safety  of  the  people.  Both  constitu- 
tions and  laws  are  presumed  to  be  enacted  according  to  the 
dictates  of  a  practical  common  sense.  By  the  application  of  a 
like  common  sense  they  are  to  be  construed  and  applied  to  the 
objects  and  ends  of  their  enactment.  That  criticism  which  is 
never  applied  but  when  the  objects  of  a  law  are  to  be  defeated, 
is  seldom  requisite  in  its  judicial  construction.  That  hyper- 
critical acumen,  which  is  called  into  exercise  only  when  the 
ends  of  justice  are  to  be  frustrated,  is  an  unsafe  guide  in  the 
administration  of  the  law." 

This  language  is  especially  applicable  to  the  case  under  con- 
sideration. When  power  is  conferred  by  statute  on  a  body  of 
men  to  remove  from  or  appoint  to  a  public  office,  it  is  not  to  be 
supposed  that  the  Legislature  intended  that  a  less  number  than 
a  majority  of  a  quorum  should  be  able  to  prevent  the  action  of 
the  others.     People  v.  Walker,  2  Abb.  Pr.  421,  429. 

The  most  that  can  be  claimed  for  those  who  refused  to  vote 
is  that  their  refusal  to  act  is  of  no  more  force  than  if  they  had 
failed  to  attend.  There  are  cases  which  hold  that  those  school 
officers  who  refuse  to  attend  meetings  of  the  bodies  to  which 
they  belong  are  to  be  held  as  dissenting  from  the  acts  done  at 
the  meeting.  McCoy  v.  Curtice,  9  Wend.  17;  Horton  v.  Garri- 
son, 23  Barb.  176 ;  Gildersleeve  v.  The  Board  of  Education,  17 
Abb.  Pr.  201. 

Granting  for  the  sake  of  the  argument  that  those  who  refused 
to  vote  should  have  been  considered  as  dissenting,  then  it  fol- 
lows that  the  Auditor  did  right  in  counting  them  as  dissenting 
to  or  negativing  the  votes  of  those  who  voted,  and  casting  the 
tie  vote  under  section  4424. 
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But  I  am  decidedly  of  opinion  that  those  who  had  refused 
to  vote  by  remaining  present,  assented  to  the  votes  of  those  who 
did  vote,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  all  of  the  four  votes 
were  cast  in  favor  of  one  person. 

In  Augell  and  Ames  on  Corporations,  section  127,  it  is  said  : 
"  After  an  election  has  been  properly  proposed,  whoever  has  a 
majority  of  those  who  vote,  the  Assembly  being  sufficient,  is 
elected,  although  the  majority  of  the  entire  Assembly  alto- 
gether abstain  from  voting,  because  their  presence  suffices  to 
constitute  the  elective  body,  and  if  they  neglect  to  vote,  it  is 
their  own  fault,  and  shall  not  invalidate  the  act  of  the  others^ 
but  be  construed  as  assent  to  the  determination  of  the  majority 
of  those  who  do  vote,  and  such  an  election  is  valid  though  the 
majority  of  those  w^hose  presence  is  necessary  to  the  Assembly, 
protest  against  any  election  at  that  time,  or  even  the  election 
of  the  individual  who  has  a  majority  of  the  votes;  the  only 
manner  in  which  they  can  eiFectually  prevent  his  election,  is 
by  voting  for  some  other  properly  qualified  person."  See,  also, 
ibid.  sec.  126,  and  Endlich  on  Building  Associations,  sec.  189; 
Wilcock  on  Corporations,  sec.  546. 

The  text  quoted  is  supported  by  2  Kid  on  Corporations,  12  ; 
Oldknoic  V.  Wainwright,  2  Burrow,  1020.  In  this  case  the 
Mayor,  Alderman  and  (Common  Council  of  J^ottingham  w^ere 
required  to  elect  a  town  clerk.  Xine  of  those  authorized  to 
vote  cast  their  votes  for  Seagrave,  and  the  other  twelve  did  not 
vote,  but  eleven  of  the  twelve  protested  against  any  election  at 
the  time.  In  passing  on  the  case,  Lord  Mansfield  said  he  saw 
"  no  doubt  in  this  case.  Here  was  an  assembly  duly  summoned  ; 
one  candidate  w^as  named  ;  no  other  was  named ;  the  poll  was 
taken  ;  they  had  no  right  to  stop  in  the  middle  of  the  election ; 
nor  could  the  protestors  stop  the  election  of  Seagrave,  when 
once  entered  upon,  in  any  other  way  than  by  voting  for  some 
other  person,  or  at  least  against  him,  whereas  they  had  only 
protested  against  any  election  at  that  time.  Whenever  electors 
are  present  and  do  not  vote  at  all,  as  they  have  done  here,  they 
virtually  acquiesce  in  the  election  of  those  who  do.'' 

This  case  is  cited  with  approval  in  Booker  v.  Young,  12  Grat- 
tan  (Va.),  303,  307.  In  that  case  there  were  seven  directors  of 
a  bank;  three  of  them  voted  for  Young,  two  for  Booker,  and 
two  of  them  declined  to  and  did  not  vote.  Daniels,  J.,  ap- 
proved of  the  doctrine  held  by  Lord  Mansfield,  Angell  and

Ames,  and  Wileock,  and  said  that  the  refusal  of  the  two  di- 
rectors to  vote  did  not  invalidate  the  act  of  the  others  who 
voted,»but  should  be  construed  as  an  assent  to  the  determina- 
tion of  the  majority  of  those  who  did  vote,  for  the  only  man- 
ner in  which  they  could  have  effectually  prevented  an  election 
was  to  have  voted  for  some  other  qualified  person.  In  accord- 
ance with  this  view  of  the  law  is  Hendrickson  v,  Decow,  1  N.  J. 
Eq.  (Saxton),  577,  621. 

These  rules  must  govern  the  case  we  are  considering.  The 
Trustees  had  assembled  to  exercise  a  delegated  power  vested  in 
them  as  officers  by  virtue  of  the  statute,  and  they  could  not 
properly  exercise  that  power  without  participating  in  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  County  Superintendent.  If  all  had  refused  to 
act  they  would  have  violated  the  explicit  command  of  the 
statute.  Those  who  by  inaction  tried  to  prevent  any  appoint- 
ment of  a  County  Superintendent  violated  a  plain  and  positive 
requirement  of  the  law ;  such  an  attempt  the  law  will  not  per- 
mit to  be  made  effectual.  Therefore,  the  act  of  those  who 
failed  to  vote  on  the  motion  to  appoint  must  be  held  and  con- 
sidered as  an  act  looking  to,  and  intending  to  accomplish,  the 
purJpose  for  which  the  law  called  them  together,  for  it  is  not  the 
policy  of  the  law  to  permit  its  officers  to  thwart  and  overturn 
its  express  provisions  by  an  attempt  to  evade  its  commands. 
Hence,  it  follows  that  those  who  were  present  and  did  not  vote, 
as  required  by  the  law,  must  be  held  to  have  assented  to  what 
was  done  by  those  who  obeyed  the  law  and  performed  the 
official  duties  which  it  required  of  them.  In  a  case  of  this 
kind,  where  public  officers  are  required  to  act  for  the  public, 
the  rule  I  have  stated  should  be  adhered  to  with  even  greater 
tenacity  than  where  private  corporate  interests  are  involved, 
for  surely  it  can  not  be  that  the  law  takes  greater  care  of  pri- 
vate than  of  public  rights  or  interests.  It  must  not  be  forgotten 
that  these  officers  have  delegated  to  them  the  power  to  act  and 
preserve,  not  to  obstruct  and  destroy.  The  act  done  by  the  four 
who  did  not  vote  on  the  motion  to  appoint  will  not  be  permit- 
ted by  the  law  to  have  the  effect  of  totally  obstructing  or  de- 
stroying the  act  of  the  four  who  voted  for  the  motion,  but  will 
be  held  to  be  a  passive  form  of  assenting  to  the  result  of  that 
vote.  Such  is  the  effect  of  the  authorities  I  have  cited,  and 
such  is  evidently  the  policy  of  the  law.  Beck  v.  Hanson, 
9  Foster  (¥.  H.),  213;    Whiteside  v.  People,  26  Wend.  634;  Ex 
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Parte  Humphrey,  10  Wend.  612.  The  law  looks  more  to  the 
end  to  be  accomplished  than  to  the  means  of  accomplishing  the 
end,  and  will  give  to  the  acts  of  its  officers  and  agents  such 
force  and  signiticance  as  usually  belongs  to  them  in  the  ordi- 
nary affairs  of  life,  unless  such  interpretation  would  make  them 
conflict  with  a  positive  statute,  which  is  not  the  case  here. 
Public  policy  requires  that  this  rule  be  applied  to  this  case,  as 
it  seems  to  me,  for  these  Trustees  took  the  powers  conferred  on 
them  by  the  law  to  be  exercised  by  them  in  trust  as  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people  for  a  brief  period,  and  for  the  general 
welfare. 

Great  public  interests  will  not  be  needlessly  put  at  hazard  by 
the  interpretation  of  statutes,  but  considerations  of  public 
policy  are  always  pertinent  in  such  interpretations.  BishoiJ  '^^^ 
Written  Laws,  sec.  82. 

I  am  constrained  by  these  rules  of  law,  enforced  and  strength- 
ened as  they  are  by  what  I  conceive  to  be  considerations  of 
sound  public  policy,  to  advise  you  that  the  four  Trustees  who 
did  not  vote  must  be  held  to  have  assented  to  the  vote  of  the 
others,  and  the  result  is  the  same  as  if  they  had  all  voted  to 
appoint  the  person  named  in  the  motion,  and  that  such  person 
was  lawfully  elected  to  the  office. 


If  a  majority  of  the  trustees  of  a  county  duly  assemble  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
a  County  Superintendent,  the  elective  body  is  present,  and  a  majority  of  that 
majority  may  elect. 

If  an  election  result?,  and  is  duly  declared,  the  right  of  the  person  elected  is  con- 
summate, and  he  can  not  be  deprived  of  his  office  by  the  subsequent  action  of 
the  Board. 

Hon.  Harvey  M.  LaFoUette, 

Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction: 
Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  request  from  you  : 
"Attached  hereto  you  will  find  the  sworn  statement  of  six 
of  the  township  trustees  of  Jay  County,  Indiana,  setting  forth 
the  circumstances  attending  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of 
said  county  held  June  6,  1887,  according  to  law,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  appointing  a  County  School  Superintendent ;  also  an 
attested  copy  (by  affidavit  of  party  making  such  copy)  of  the 
Auditor's   tally-sheet   of   the    ballots   taken    at   said    meeting. 
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Please  give  me  your  official  opinion  as  to  whether  the  action 
of  said  Board  in  casting  the  86th  ballot  referred  to  in  said  affi- 
davit did  or  did  not  constitute  an  election  of  County  Superin- 
tendent. Whom,  under  the  circumstances,  should  I  recognize 
as  County  Superintendent  of  said  county?'" 

With  this  request  is  an  affidavit  signed  and  sworn  to  by  six 
of  the  Trustees,  in  which,  among  other  things,  it  is  stated : 
"The  Board  of  Township  Trustees  in  said  Jay  County  is  com- 
iiosed  of  twelve  Trustees,  and  that  on  the  6th  day  of  June, 
1887,  said  Trustees  met  in  the  Court  House  in  Portland,  in  said 
county,  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  a  County  Superintendent 
as  provided  by  law.  That  such  Board  duly  organized  by  elect- 
ing John  Ewalt,  the  Trustee  of  Wabash  Township,  chairman 
of  said  meeting,  and  Palmer  J.  Smith,  the  Auditor  of  said  Jay 
County,  acted  as  the  clerk  of  said  meeting.  That  there  was  a 
motion  adopted  by  said  Board  to  choose  said  County  Superin- 
tendent by  ballot  vote.  That  on  the  86th  ballot  taken  and  had 
by  said  Board  of  Trustees  only  ten  votes  were  cast,  of  which 
John  F.  LaFollette,  who  was  on  said  day  a  resident  voter  of 
said  count}^  and  had  been  for  more  than  a  year  preceding  said 
dav,  and  in  all  respects  eligible  to  hold  said  office,  received  six 
of  said  votes,  and  the  other  four  votes  were  cast  for  Jacob  O. 
Linkhour.  Two  of  said  Trustees  being  absent  at  the  time  said 
ballot  was  taken  and  counted.  That  the  vote  so  cast  on  said 
86th  ballot  was  duly  counted  by  the  tellers  of  said  meeting, 
and  the  result  was  recorded  by  the  said  Palmer  J.  Smith, 
Auditor,  who  was  acting  as  clerk  of  said  meeting.  That  said 
Trustees  who  were  absent  at  the  time  said  ballot  was  taken  did 
not  thereafter  ask  to  have  their  votes  added  to  said  ballot  or 
counted  therein.  That  the  undersigned  Trustees  each  and  all 
insisted  that  the  said  John  F.  LaFollette  was  then  and  there 
elected  by  said  vote  and  refused  to  ballot  further.  That  said 
chairman  refused  to  so  declare,  and  the  Auditor  refused  to 
enter  the  same  as  an  election,  and  ordered  that  the  said  Board 
proceed  to  ballot  further,  which  was  afterward  done,  all  of 
which  was  done  over  and  against  the  objection  and  oral  pro- 
test of  each  and  all  of  the  undersigned  Trustees.  That  the 
undersigned  Trustees  each  and  all  ot  them  did,  at  the  time  said 
86th  ballot  was  had,  cast  their  written  ballots  for  the  said  John 
F.  LaFollette  for  said  office  of  County  Superintendent,  and 
said  ballots  were  so  counted,  and  when  the  said  86th  ballot  was 
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couuted  and  the  result  announced  did  then  and  there  declare 
and  believe  that  said  John  F.  LaFollette  was  duly  elected  to 
said  office,  and  do  so  believe  yet.  That  the  Auditor  of  said 
county,  the  said  Palmer  J.  Smith,  has  refused  and  does  still 
refuse  to  certify  that  there  was  an  election  b}^  said  Board." 

In  tState  v.  Kilroy.  86  Ind.  118,  it  is  said:  "The  law  simply 
provides  that  the  Township  Trustees  shall  appoint,  and  says 
nothing  about  the  manner  in  which  the  appointment  shall  be 
made.  Any  mode  that  they  may  adopt  by  which  they  can  ar- 
rive at  the  expression  of  the  wish  of  a  majority  is  sufficient  to 
designate  the  person  to  be  appointed,  and  there  is  nothing 
binding  until  there  is  a  iinal  determination  of  the  subject  by 
the  Trustees." 

In  the  case  under  consideration  the  Board  decided  to  appoint 
by  ballot,  and  on  the  eighty-sixth  ballot  John  F.  LaFollette 
received  six  votes,  and  Jacob  0.  Linkhour  received  four  votes, 
there  being  but  ten  Trustees  present  and  voting  at  the  time. 
The  first  question  which  arises  is  this:  Can  a  less  number  than 
the  whole  number  of  Trustees  lawfully  appoint? 

Section  4424,  R.  S.  1881,  provides  that  the  Township  Trustees 
shall  meet  biennally  at  the  office  of  the  County  Auditor  on  the 
first  Monday  of  June  and  appoint  a  County  Superintendent. 
The  school  law  is  silent  as  to  whether  this  may  be  done  by  a 
less  number  than  the  whole  number  of  Trustees  in  the  county, 
and  so  we  must  look  elsewhere  for  the  proper  rule  of  construc- 
tion to  apply  to  the  statute  named. 

In  section  240,  R.  S.  1881,  it  is  provided  as  follows :  "Words 
importing  joint  authority  to  three  or  more  persons  shall  be 
construed  as  authority  to  a  majority  of  said  persons,  unless 
otherwise  declared  in  the  law  giving  such  authority.'" 

If  not  "  otherwise  declared  in  the  law  giving  such  authority  '' 
to  appoint,  it  must  be  held  that  a  majority  of  the  Trustees  had 
that  power.  Such  is  the  construction  put  upon  section  240, 
clause  2,  by  our  Supreme  Court  in  all  the  cases.  Seraper  v. 
Piper,  59  Ind.  158;  Evans  v.  C.  cf-  S.  R.  R.  Co.,  51  Ind.  160; 
Cicero,  etc.,  Co.  v.  Craighead,  28  Ind.  274;  Piper  v.  C.  S:  S.  Tp. 
Co.,  12  Ind.  400. 

In  the  case  of  Gildersleeve  v.  The  Board  of  Education,  17  Abb. 
Pr.  201,  the  legality  of  the  removal  of  plaintifif  as  a  teacher  by 
the  Board  was  questioned  by  an  action  to  recover  the  salary. 
There  were  nine  persons  who  composed  the  Board,  and  five 

8 — Atty-Gen. 
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voted  to  remove.  The  court,  after  citing  a  statutory  provision 
with  reference  to  the  power  of  a  majority  to  act  (the  provision 
is  essentially  like  ours),  say:  "The  interpretation  to  be  put 
upon  this  provision  in  its  application  to  bodies  intrusted  with 
the  management  of  matters  of  public  concern  is,  that  when  all 
the  members  of  the  body  are  notified  that  a  meeting  is  to  be 
held,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  attend,  the  majority 
so  attending  may  organize  and  legally  proceed  to  the  trans- 
action of  business."  To  the.  same  efiect  is  People  ex  rel.  Havjes 
V.  Walker,  23  Barb.  304. 

In  Ex  parte  v.  Willcox,  7  Cowen,  402,  the  case  of  an  elec- 
tion of  directors  of  the  Utica  Insurance  Company,  the  presi- 
dent and  one  director  had  appointed  the  inspector  of  the 
election,  and  it  was  held  void.  Savage,  Ch.  J,,  said:  "There 
must  at  least  a  majority  of  the  directors  be  present  to  consti- 
tute a  board.  We  do  not  understand  the  words  '  a  majority  of 
the  directors  present  shall  be  competent,'  etc.,  as  amounting  to 
a  declaration  that  a  majority,  however  small,  may  decide.  It 
leaves  the  number  competent  to  form  a  quorum  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  rules  of  the  common  law,  which  in  no  case  of 
this  kind  is  satisfied  with  less  than  a  majority." 

In  Booker  v.  Young,  12  Grattan  (Va.)  o03.  Justice' Daniel, 
commenting  on  a  section  of  the  Virginia  code  similar  in  efiect 
to  our  section  240,  already  quoted,  said:  "It  is  argued  that 
this  rule  applies  here,  and  that  under  it  Young  could  not 
rightfully  have  claimed  to  be  elected,  as  he  did  not,  on  any  one 
casting  of  votes,  receive  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  whole 
body  of  directors.  This  is  to  give  to  the  rule  an  application 
and  efiect  which  a  fair  construction  of  its  language  does  not, 
in  my  opinion,  justify.  ISTo  attempt  was  made  by  any  number 
of  the  directors,  less  than  a  majority  of  the  whole,  to  make  an 
election.  *  *  *  In  all  these  things  the  five  directors 
equally  participated,  and  in  this  aspect  of  the  case  the  election 
was  made,  the  authority  conferred  on  the  directors  was  exer- 
cised by  five,  and  not  by  three  directors." 

In  the  King  v.  Miller,  6  Durnf.  and  E.  269,  Lord  Kenyon 
said  that  when  there  is  a  definite  body  in  a  corporation,  a  ma- 
jority of  that  definite  body  must  not  only  exist  at  the  time 
when  any  act  is  to  be  done  by  them,  but  a  majority  of  that 
body  must  attend  the  assembly  when  such  act  is  done. 
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This  clearly  implies  that  such  majority  may  take  lawful  ac- 
tion. 

In  Blaeket  v.  Blissard,  9  Barn,  etc.,  851,  Bagley,  J.,  said :  "I 
take  it  to  be  a  general  rule  of  law  that  when  a  public  trust  is 
to  be  executed  by  a  delinite  number  of  persons,  it  must  be  exe- 
cuted at  a  meeting  when  a  majority  of  that  number  is  present, 
unless  there  be  a  usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary."  To  the 
same  eft'ect  are  Attorney- General  v.  Davy,  2  Atk.  212;  B.  v. 
Burton,  6  T.  R.  592 ;  Withnell  v.  Garthem,  id.  388 ;  Sargent  v. 
Webster,  13  Met.  (Mass.)  504;  People  v.  Walker,  2  Abb.  Pr.  Rep. 
421;  S.  C.  23  Barb.  304;  McCoy  v.  Curtice,  9  Wend.  17;  Ex 
Parte  Rogers,  7  Cowen,  526;  People  v.  Board,  10  Abb.  Pr.  233; 
same  case,  18  How.  Pr.  152 ;    Walker  v.  Rogan,  1  Wis.  597. 

In  view  of  these  statutory  provisions  and  common  law  prin- 
ciples, I  advise  yon  that  a  majority  of  the  trustees  had  a  right 
to  appoint,  for  there  is  no  statutory  provision  to  the  contrary. 

Can  a  majority  of  a  quorum  elect? 

In  the  case  you  present  for  consideration,  a  majority  of  the 
trustees  voted,  and  a  majority  of  that  majority  voted  for  La- 
FoUette.  In  Angell  and  Ames,  on  corporations,  section  127,  it 
is  said:  "  After  an  election  has  been  properly  proposed,  who- 
ever has  a  majority  of  those  who  vote,  the  assembly  being  suf- 
ficient, is  elected,  although  the  majority  of  the  entire  assembly 
altogether  abstain  from  voting.''  In  Booker  v.  Young,  12  Grat. 
303,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  a  bank  consisted  of  seven. 
O"pon  a  vote  for  President,  but  five  voted,  three  of  whom  voted 
for  Young  and  two  for  Booker,  and  under  a  belief  that  it  re- 
quired a  majority  of  the  whole  number  to  elect,  they  postponed 
the  election,  but  the  Supreme  Court  held  that  as  Young  had 
received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  he  was  lawfully  elected, 
although  he  had  not  received  votes  equal  in  number  to  the 
majority  of  the  whole  board. 

In  Sargent  v.  Webster,  13  Met.  (Mass.)  497,  Ch.  J.  Shaw  said: 
'•In  ordinary  cases,  when  there  is  no  other  express  provision, 
a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  an  aggregate  body,  who 
may  act  together,  constitute  a  quorum,  and  a  majority  of  those 
present  decide  any  question  upon  which  they  can  act." 

In  Ex  Parte  Willcox,  7  Cowen  402,  it  is  said:  "The  general 
rule,  also,  is  that  to  make  a  quorum  of  a  select  and  definite 
body  of  men  possessing  the  power  to  elect,  a  majority  at  least

must  be  present  {IJ.  Kyd  on  Corporations);  and  then  a  majority 
of  the  quorum  may  decide.  /  Kyd  on  Corj^orotions,  401,  111; 
Cowper  483,  per  Lord  Mansfield,  C.  ./." 

Therefore,  I  advise  you  that  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  on 
the  86th  ballot  elected  Mr.  LaFollette. 

Was  he  declared  elected  or  appointed  ? 

It  was  held  in  State  v.  Kilroy,  86  Ind.  118,  that  it  is  the  duty 
of  tha  Board  of  Trustees  to  declare  the  election,  and  that  until 
this  is  done  a  Trustee  who  has  not  voted  has  a  right  to  vote. 
The  affidavit  states  that  the  six  Trustees  who  voted  for  Mr.  La- 
Follette declared  him  to  be  elected  as  soon  as  the  result  of  the 
ballot  was  announced.  This  act,  being  the  act  of  the  majority 
voting,  must  be  held  to  be  the  act  of  the  Board,  on  the  author- 
ity of  the  cases  heretofore  cited. 

What  was  the  effect  of  the  subsequent  ballots  ? 

A!^either  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  nor  the  Auditor  could 
annul  the  appointment  or  invalidate  the  act  of  the  Board  in 
declaring  him  elected  by  such  action  as  they  took  in  that  re- 
spect.    State  V.  Kilroy,  86  Ind.  118. 

As  Mr.  LaFollette  was  both  appointed  and  declared  appointed 
on  the  86th  ballot,  the  subsequent  ballots  were  without  force 
and  effect;  were  absolutely  null  and  void,  and  did  not  deprive 
him  of  the  right  to  the  office. 

The  instant  the  votes  were  canvassed  and  he  was  declared 
appointed  by  the  lawful  power  his  right  to  the  office  became 
perfect,  and  the  power  of  the  Board  to  appoint  had  been  fully 
exercised  and  was  beyond  recall. 

This  very  question  arose  in  the  case  of  Booker  v.  Young,  12 
Grattan,  803,  already  cited,  where  a  second  election  was  called 
and  the  votes  were  cast,  but  the  Court  held  that  Young  was 
elected  at  the  first  election,  and  that  the  votes  cast  at  the  sec- 
ond election  were  null  and  void.  In  passing  on  this  question, 
Daniel  J.  said  :  "  The  casting  of  votes  ( at  the  first  election )  as 
soon  as  completed  and  announced,  became  an  irrevocable  act. 
The  choice  was  then  made  and  declared,  and  the  appointment 
conferred  by  the  appointing  power,  whose  function  j^ro  hae  vice 
was  thereupon  discharged  and  ended.  There  was  nothing  in- 
choate or  incomplete  in  the  transaction.  Young's  title  to  the 
office,  and  the  right  to  enter  upon  it  was  perfect,  and,  of  course, 
Booker's  right  to  hold  over  no  longer  had  any  existence." 
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I  therefore  advise  you  that,  on  the  facts  stated,  Mr.  John  F. 
LaFollette  is  the  lawfully  elected  Superintendent  and  entitled 
to  recognition  as  such,  if  he  has  qualified  according  to  law. 

Since  writing  the  foregoing  opinion  you  have  filed  with  me 
a  counter  affidavit,  signed  by  the  other  Trustees  and  the  Au- 
ditor, which  controverts  many  ®f  the  statements  in  the  affidavit 
first  named.  I  can  not  settle  disputed  questions  of  fact,  and 
will  only  say  that,  on  the  authority  of  State  v.  Kilroy,  86  Ind. 
118, 123,  if  two  of  the  Trustees  returned  and  offered  to  vote  be- 
fore the  result  was  announced,  and  Mr.  LaFollette  declared 
appointed,  the  two  votes  so  offered  should  have  been  received 
and  counted.  The  rule  stated  in  the  case  cited  is  based  on  the 
theory  that  the  act  of  the  Trustees  is  not  completed  until  the 
appointment  is  declared  by  them,  and  that  until  such  declara- 
tion is  made  any  Trustee  who  has  not  voted  is  entitled  to  vote 
and  have  his  vote  counted. 

With  the  affidavit  which  you  have  just  filed,  there  is  a  certi- 
fied copy  of  the  tally-sheet  kept  by  the  Auditor,  from  which  it 
appears  that,  on  a  ballot  which  is  not  numbered,  but  which  fol- 
lowed the  ballot  which  is  numbered  eighty-sixth,  Mr.  LaFol- 
lette received  six  and  Mr.  Linkhawer  four  votes,  there  being 
but  ten  votes  cast.  I  presume  this  is  the  ballot  spoken  of  as 
the  eighty-sixth  ballot  in  the  first  affidavit. 

This  record  is  sufficient  to  give  color  of  authority  to  Mr.  La- 
Follette, and  if  he  has  since  qualified  according  to  law,  and  en- 
tered upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office,  you  are 
justified  in  recognizing  him  as  an  officer  de  facto  for  the  present. 
In  the  meantime  the  parties  interested  should  litigate  their 
rights  to  the  office,  and  not  further  involve  you  in  their  con- 
troversies. 


A  child  born  abroad,  of  an  alien  father,  who  made  his  preliminary  application  to 
become  a  citizen  of  this  country  during  the  child's  minority,  does  not  become 
an  elector  until  he  has  taken  the  final  naturalization  oath. 

Hon.  Harvey  M.  LaFollette, 

Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  : 
Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  from  you  :     "  Is  a  man 
past  twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  has  been  for  more  than  a 
year  past  and  now  is  a  resident  in  a  given  county,  but  who  was 


born  in  a  foreign  country,  brought  to  the  United  States  when 
about  one  year  of  age,  whose  father  was  never  fully  naturalized, 
(having  taken  out  his  first  papers  or  made  declaration  of  inten- 
tion only),  eligible  to  the  ofiice  of  County  Superintendent?" 

Section  4  of  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution  of  Indiana,  is  as 
follows :  "No  person  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  as  a  county 
officer,  who  shall  not  be  an  elector  of  the  county ;  nor  any  one 
who  shall  not  have  been  an  inhabitant  thereof  during  one  year 
next  preceding  his  appointment,  if  the  county  shall  have  been 
so  long  organized,  but  if  the  county  shall  not  have  been  so  long 
organized,  then  within  the  limits  of  the  county  or  counties  out 
of  which  the  same  shall  have  been  taken."  This  section  plainly 
requires  that  the  appointee  must  not  only  be  an  ele'ctor  of  the 
county  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  but  he  must  also  have 
been  an  inhabitant  of  the  county  during  one  year  next  preced- 
ing his  appointment.  State  v.  Kilroy,  86  Ind.  118;  McCarthy  v. 
Froelke,  63  Ind.  507. 

Section  2  of  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  of  Indiana,  pro- 
vides that  male  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  every  male 
of  foreign  birth  of  twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  shall  have  de- 
clared his  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  electors,  if  they  have  resided  in  the  State,  township 
and  precinct  the  requisite  length  of  time. 

Your  question  states  that  the  party  had  been  an  inhabitant 
of  the  county  for  more  than  one  year,  so  the  only  question  which 
remains  is  this :  Was  he  an  elector  at  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment? Your  question  does  not  indicate  that  the  appointee  had 
declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
and  I  therefore  infer  that  he  had  not  taken  this  step.  Did  he 
become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that 
his  father  made  declaration  of  his  intention,  but  did  not  after- 
wards complete  his  naturalization  according  to  the  provisions 
of  section  2165,  R.  S.  of  the  United  States? 

Section  2168,  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  is  as  fol- 
lows :  "When  any  alien,  who  has  complied  with  the  first  con- 
dition specified  in  section  2165,  dies  before  he  is  actually  natural- 
ized, the  widow  and  children  of  such  alien  shall  be  considered 
as  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  as  such,  upon  taking  the  oaths  prescribed 
by  law." 
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This  section  confers  on  children  the  right  to  become  citizens 
"  upon  taking  the  oath  prescribed  by  law."  When  these  oaths 
arc  taken  the  children  become  citizens.  This  view  is  strength- 
ened by  section  2172,  which  provides  that  the  children  of  per- 
sons who  have  been  duly  naturalized  under  any  law  of  the 
United  States,  being  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  at  the 
time  of  naturalization  of  their  parents,  shall,  if  dwelling  in  the 
United  States,  be  considered  as  citizens  thereof:  and  that  the 
children  of  persons  who  now  are,  or  have  been,  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  shall,  though  born  out  of  the  limits  and  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  United  Slates,  be  considered  as  citizens  thereof. 
This  clearly  implies  that  the  parent  must  have  been  completely 
naturalized  in  order  to  confer  the  right  of  citizenship  upon  his 
children,  and  it  is  so  held  in  Dale  v.  Irwin^  78  111.  171 ;  O'Con- 
nor V.  State,  9  Fla.  215;  West  v.  West,  8  Paige  Ch.  433;  Brown 
V.  Shilling,  9  Md.  74;  Kr  Parte  Morrison,  22  How.  Pr.  99  ;  Kane 
V.  McCarthy,  63  IN".  C.  299.  These  cases  discuss  sections  2168 
and  2172  and  reach  the  conclusion  I  have  stated.  If  the  father 
had  not  become  naturalized  before  his  death,  his  children  did 
not  become  citizens  because  of  his  declaration  of  intention. 
Ex  Parte  Overington,  5  Binney  371. 

Section  21i)7  is  as  follows :  "  Any  alien,  being  under  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  who  has  resided  in  the  United  States 
three  years  next  preceding  his  arriving  at  that  age,  and  who  has 
continued  to  reside  therein  to  the  time  he  may  make  applica- 
tion to  be  admitted  a  citizen  thereof,  may,  after  he  arrives  at 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  after  he  has  resided  five  years 
within  the  United  States,  including  the  three  years  of  his  mi- 
nority, be  admitted  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  without 
having  made  the  declaration  required  in  the  first  condition  of 
section  2165,  but  such  alien  shall  make  the  declaration  required 
therein  at  the  time  of  his  admission,  and  shall  further  declare 
on  oath  and  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Court  that,  for 
two  years  next  preceding,  it  has  been  his  bona  fide  intention 
to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  ;  and  he  shall  in  all 
other  respects  comply  with  the  laws  in  regard  to  naturalization."' 

An  alien  who  came  to  the  United  States  while  under  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years  may  become  naturalized  by  complying 
with  the  provision  of  this  section,  and  without  filing  the  affi- 
davit required  by  the  first  clause  of  section  2165.  State  v.  Mc- 
Donald, 24  Minn.  48. 
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If  the  father  did  not  complete  his  naturalization  before  his 
death,  it  is  clear  that  the  appointee,  to  become  an  elector  of 
this  State,  must  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of  section 
2167  or  2168  Rev.  Stat,  of  the  United  States.  If  he  failed  to 
do  so,  he  is  ineligible  to  the  office  of  County  Superintendent. 


The  lands  of  a  college,  constituting  its  endowment  fund,  are  not  exempt  from  tax- 
ation. 

The  general  rule  is  that  all  property,  whether  exempted  or  otherwise,  is  liable  for 
a  special  assessment. 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  from  you : 

"1.     Are  the  lands  of  a  college  constituting  its  endowment. 
fund  exempt  from  taxation? 

"2.  Are  the  lands  of  a  college  liable  for  a  special  assessment 
for  local  improvements? " 

1.  The  provisions  of  clause  5  of  section  1  of  an  act  ap- 
proved February  28,  1883  (Acts  1883,  p.  149),  are  alone  appli- 
cable to  institutions  of  the  character  mentioned.  That  clause 
is  as  follows:  The  following  property  shall  be  exempt  from 
taxation.  *  *  *  Fifth.  Every  building  used  and  set  apart 
for  educational,  literary,  scientilic  or  charitable  purposes  by 
any  institution,  or  by  any  individual  or  individuals,  association 
or  incorporation,  or  used  for  the  same  purpose  by  any  town, 
township,  city  or  county,  and  the  tract  of  land  on  which  such 
building  is  situate,  also  the  lands  purchased  with  the  bona  fide 
intention  of  erecting  buildings  for  such  use  thereon,  not  ex- 
ceeding forty  acres ;  also  the  personal  property,  endowment 
funds,  and  interest  thereon,  belonging  to  any  institution,  town, 
township,  city  or  county,  and  connected  with,  used  and  set 
apart  for  any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid;  and  that  taxes  shall 
not  be  collected  on  any  such  property,  real  or  personal,  for  the 
year  1882,  or  any  preceding  year." 

In  my  opinion  this  statute  does  not  exempt  the  real  estate  of 
such  institutions  over  and  above  forty  acres  used,  or  bona  fide 
intended  to  be  used,  for  the  erection  of  necessary  buildings  to 
carry  out  the  objects  of  the  institutions.  In  other  words,  I  do 
not  think  that  other  real  estate,  although  the  income  thereof 
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may  be  sacredly  applied  toward  the  manitenauce  of  the  insti- 
tution, is  exempt.  The  only  words  in  the  act  from  which  an 
exemption  of  this  nature  could  be  claimed  are  "endowment 
funds  and  interest  thereon."'  It  will  be  observed  that  that  term 
is  classed  with  the  personal  property.  The  real  estate  is  first 
mentioned,  then  personal  property,  endowment  funds,  etc., 
thus  treating  the  latter  as  personal  property.  From  the  fact 
that  the  interest  is  exempted,  it  seems  apparent  that  the  term 
"  endowment  funds,"  as  used  in  the  statute,  refers  to  such  se- 
curities as  may  bear  interest.  If  lands  had  been  intended  to 
be  included  in  the  term,  some  such  expression  as  this  would 
have  been  used  :  the  endowment  funds  and  the  interest  and 
income  thereof,  or  the  more  explicit  language  :  the  endow- 
ment funds,  personal  and  real,  and  the  interest  and  income 
thereof.  Land  may  yield  an  income  or  revenue,  but  it  does 
not  yield  interest.  Unless  a  particular  fund  or  property  is  ex- 
empt, the  mere  fact  that  it  is  owned  by  and  used  for  or  in  con- 
nection with  an  institution  which  enjoys  a  specified  exemption 
will  not  serve  to  relieve  the  fund  or  property  from  the  burden 
of  taxation.  It  has  been  so  held  in  this  State  in  the  case  of 
real  property  belonging  to  a  church  corporation,  but  devoted  to 
the  purpose  of  gain.  On^  v.  Baker,  4  Ind.  86,  and  also  in  the 
case  where  an  exemption  was  claimed  by  a  religious  society  for 
its  parsonage,  used  by  its  pastor  and  erected  contiguous  to  its 
church.  Trustees  M.  E.  Church  v.  Ellis,  38  Ind.  3.  Again,  the 
statute  limits  the  real  estate  which  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  di- 
rect purposes  of  the  institution  to  forty  acres,  and  it  can  not 
be  inferred,  in  the  absence  of  explicit  language,  that  the  Legis- 
lature intended  to  restrict  the  exemption  as  to  the  real  estate 
on  which  the  buildings  are  erected  carefully  to  forty  acres,  and 
at  the  same  time  to  grant  a  general  exemption  to  an  institution 
possibly  rich  in  real  estate,  upon  the  tacit  condition  that  it 
should  not  be  part  of  the  institution  proper.  I  have  for  the 
purposes  of  this  opinion  and  others  had  occasion  to  examine 
the  cases  of  many  of  the  other  States,  and  incidentally  the 
statutes  by  which  the  cases  were  governed,  but  I  have  not  in 
any  instance  found  a  statute  which  extended  to  religious,  char- 
itable, literary  or  educational  institutions  a  general  exemption 
upon  real  estate.  This  fact  is  suggestive  of  a  legislative  policy 
to  withhold  from  this  class  of  corporations  special  immunities 
in  the  unrestricted  ownership  of  real  estate. 
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I  have  attempted  to  reach  some  other  conclusion,  in  favor  of 
educational  institutions  generally,  but  upon  the  words  of  the 
statute,  construing  it  by  that  practical  rule  of  construction  that 
the  best  evidence  of  what  the  Legislature  intended  is  what  it  has 
said,  I  am  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the  general  real  estate 
of  these  institutions  is  not  exempted.  But  if  it  even  be  con- 
ceded that  it  is  doubtful,  the  question  must  still  be  settled 
against  the  college,  for  it  is  a  general  rule  that  exemptions  from 
taxation  must  be  strictly  construed.  Orr  v.  Baker,  4  Ind.  86 ; 
Com.  Council  of  Indianapolis  v.  McLean,  38  Ind.  3. 

Cooley  says  in  his  work  on  Taxation  at  p.  204,  citing  many 
cases  in  support  of  the  proposition  :  "As  taxation  is  the  rule, 
and  exemption  the  exception,  the  intention  to  make  an  exemp- 
tion ought  to  be  expressed  in  clear  and  unambiguous  terms, 
and  it  can  not  be  taken  to  be  intended  when  the  language  of 
the  statute  upon  which  it  depends  is  doubtful  or  uncertain." 
Again  he  says:  "  It  is  also  a  very  just  rule  when  an  exemption 
is  found  to  exist,  it  shall  not  be  enlarged  by  construction.  On 
the  contrary,  it  ought  to  receive  a  strict  construction,  for  the 
reasonable  presumption  is  that  the  State  has  granted  in  express 
terms  all  it  intended  to  grant  at  all,  and  that  unless  the  privi- 
lege is  limited  to  the  very  terms  of  the  statute,  the  favor  would 
be  extended  beyond  what  was  meant.  On  this  ground  it  is 
held  *  >i=  *  that  bequests  to  colleges,  etc.,  may  be  taxed 
under  the  general  statute  taxing  bequests,  though  after  being 
received  they  would  be  exempt  under  the  general  statute  ex- 
empting the  property  of  such  institutions." 

In  the  case  of  the  Erie  R.  B.  Co.  v.  Pennsylvania,  21  "Wall. 
492,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  laid  down  the 
general  doctrine  in  the  following  vigorous  manner:  "  This  court 
has  in  the  most  emphatic  terms  and  on  every  occasion  declared 
that  the  language  in  which  the  surrender  [of  the  right  of  tax- 
ation] is  made  must  be  clear  and  unmistakable.  The  covenant 
or  enactment  must  express  that  there  shall  be  no  other  or  fur- 
ther taxation.  A  State  can  not  strip  herself  of  this  most  essen- 
tial power  by  doubtful  words.  It  can  not  by  ambiguous  lan- 
guage be  deprived  of  this  highest  attribute  of  sovereignty. 
The  principle  has  been  distinctly  laid  down  in  each  of  the  cases 
referred  to.     It  has  never  been  departed  from." 

As  fully  supporting  the  views  I  have  advanced  above,  and  as 
a  case  so  fully  in  point  as  to  require  no  reasoning  by  analogies 
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to  make  it  applicable  here,  I  cite  Nevin  v.  The  Col.  of  Reoenae, 
38  N.  J,  L.  374.  In  that  case  an  exemption  was  claimed  by  the 
plaintiffs  as  trustees  of  a  college  on  lands  which  constituted  the 
endowment  fund  thereof,  under  a  section  of  the  New  Jersey 
statute  exempting  from  taxation  "  the  endowment  or  fund  of 
any  religious  society,  college,  academy,  seminary  of  learning, 
or  public  library.''  The  court  say  :  "All  exemptions  from  gen- 
eral taxation  are  to  be  construed  strictly,  and  though,  in  general 
use  of  language,  the  endowment  of  an  institution  is  the  prop- 
erty or  pecuniary  means  bestowed  upon  it  as  a  permanent  fund, 
yet,  in  the  connection  in  which  the  term  is  used  in  the  section 
referred  to,  a  more  restricted  signification  must  be  given  to  it. 
That  the  words  "endowment"  or  "fund"  are  there  used  as 
words  ejusdem  generis,  and  that  they  are  employed  to  signify 
property  other  than  land  is  evident  from  the  context.  The  sub- 
jects of  exemption  are  declared  to  be,  first,  all  colleges,  acad- 
emies or  seminaries  of  learning,  public  libraries,  school-houses, 
buildings  erected  and  U3ed  for  religious  worship,  and  the  land 
whereon  the  same  are  situate,  necessary  for  the  fair  use  and 
enjoyment  thereof,  not  exceeding  five  acres  for  each  one.  The 
Legislature  thus  excepts  the  buildings,  and,  to  a  certain  extent, 
and  to  a  certain  extent  only,  the  land  on  which  they  are  situ- 
ated. *  -^  '='^  The  extent  to  which  the  Legislature  intended 
to  exempt  the  land  is  distinctly  declared.  ^-  ''"  *  The  Legis- 
lature certainly  did  not  intend  to  exempt  from  the  burden  of 
taxation  all  the  land  which  might  be  acquired  by  gift  by  the 
religious,  eleemosynary  and  literary  institutions  of  the  State 
referred  to  in  the  act,  for  their  purposes.  But  such  would,  of 
course,  be  the  necessary  result  of  the  construction  contended 
for  in  this  case,  and  though  the  land  on  which  the  edifice  might 
stand  would  be  exempted  only  to  a  limited  extent,  under  the 
specific  exemption,  the  rest,  hov/ever  extensive,  would,  on  that 
construction,  notwithstanding  the  limitation,  and  manifestly 
contrary  to  the  intention  of  the  Legislature,  if  acquired  by  gift 
for  the  purposes  of  the  institution,  be  exempted  as  a  part  of 
the  endowment."  And  see,  also.  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of 
New  Brunswich  v.  Lyon,  3  Vroom,  360. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  the  real  estate  endowment  of  the 
institution  is  not  exempt  from  taxation. 

2.     It  follows  from  the  above  considerations  and  from  the 
peculiar  and  direct  benefit  conferred  on  the  property,  that  the 
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general  real  estate  of  the  institution  is  liable  for  the  payment 
of  a  special  assessment.  Your  question  does  not  indicate  the 
nature  of  the  assessment  or  what  property  of  the  institution  it 
is  levied  against,  but  it  may  be  suggested  that  the  exemjJted 
property  of  religious,  charitable,  literary,  or  educational  insti- 
tutions is  not  liable  for  certain  special  assessments.  This  results 
from  the  fact  that  in  some  instances  the  law  provides  that  the 
amount  of  the  assessment  shall  not  exceed  a  certain  per  cent, 
of  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  for  the  purposes  of  taxa- 
tion, and  as  exempted  property  is  not  placed  on  the  tax  dupli- 
cate the  association  enjoying  the  exemption  also  escapes  the 
special  assessment.  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Fort  Wayne  v. 
Fort  Wayne,  36  Ind.  338. 

The  general  rule  is,  however,  that  all  property,  whether  ex- 
empted or  otherwise,  is  liable  for  a  special  assessment,  and  the 
nnexempted  property  of  religious,  charitable,  literary,  and  edu- 
cational institutions  is,  without  exception,  so  liable.  Matter  of 
Mayor,  etc.,  of  New  York,  11  Johns.  77 ;  Buffalo  City  Cem.e- 
tery  v.  Buffalo,  46  N.  Y.  506;  Patterson  v.  Society,  etc.,  24  N.  J. 
385  ;  Sheehan  v.  Crood  Samaritan  Hospital,  50  Mo.  155 ;  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Fort  Wayne  v.  Fori  Wayne,  36  Ind.  338; 
Cooley  on  Tax.  pp.  207,  208,  209. 


The  act  of  February  15,  1887  (Acts  1887,  p.  16),  establishing  a  Soldiers'  and  Sail- 
ors' Orphans'  Home  operated  to  repeal  the  special  act  of  March  7,  1881,  con- 
cerning George  Menser. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  institution,  by  its  Superintendent,  has  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  all  persons  admitted  thereto,  and  may  make  any  and  all 
reasonable  rules  and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  such  persons,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  statute. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 

Indiana  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home  : 

I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  from  you  : 

"The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  Soldiers'  Orphans' 
Home  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following 
statement  of  facts,  and  request  an  official  opinion  thereon  for 
their  guidance.  Under  the  law  of  1879,  approved  March  7  and 
15, 1879,  and  laws  enacted  prior  to  that  date,  a  Soldiers'  Orphans' 
Home  was  established  at  this  place.     On  the  7th  of  March,  1881, 
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the  Legislature,  by  joint  ballot,  requested  the  then  Trustees  of 
said  Home  to  admit  and  care  for  one  George  Menser.  (See 
joint  resolution  in  Acts  1881.)  8aid  Menser  was  a  gallant  sol- 
dier of  the  Union  army,  and  by  an  accident  lost  both  arms  and 
one  eye.  Said  Menser  was  soon  thereafter  admitted  in  the  then 
institution,  and  has  been  here  ever  since.  The  last  Legislature 
repealed  all  laws  theretofore  enacted  in  relation  to  a  Soldiers' 
Home  here  (see  Acts  1887,  p.  26,  sec.  26),  and  by  the  same  act 
created  a  Soldiers'  and  Sailors"  Orphans'  Home  (see  sec.  9  of 
said  act).  Mr.  Menser  has  never  been  admitted  into  the  Home 
as  organized,  and  does  not  fill  the  requirements  of  class  1,  2  or 
3  of  sec.  9. 

"  1.  Lender  the  law  is  said  George  Menser  a  proper  person  to 
be  admitted  and  cared  for  in  this  institution? 

"2.  "Who  has  a  right  to  control  his  actions  and  prescribe 
rules  for  his  government,  if  he  is  a  proper  inmate  ?" 

1.  The  subject  of  your  inquiry  became  entitled  to  admission 
to  the  institution  as  heretofore  organized  by  virtue  of  what  is 
styled  a  joint  resolution,  but  which  has  the  form  of  an  act,  passed 
by  the  Legislature  in  1881  (Acts  1881,  p.  66). 

By  an  act  which  went  in  force  March  11,  1867  (sec.  2822,  R. 
S.  1881),  it  was  provided  that  "  there  shall  be  established  at  the 
Knightstown  Springs,  Rush  County,  Indiana,  a  home  for  the 
maintenance  of  sick  and  disabled  Indiana  soldiers  and  seamen, 
and  their  orphans  and  widows,  to  be  called  the  "Indiana  Sol- 
diers' and  Seamen's  Home.'" 

A  number  of  acts  have  been  passed  since  that  time  concern- 
ing this  charity,  but,  as  I  trace  the  history  of  the  legislation 
upon  the  subject,  the  disabled  soldiers  and  seamen  of  the  State 
continued  eligible  to  admission  to  the  institution  until  the  pas- 
sage of  the  act  of  1887  (Acts  1887,  p.  10),  which  expressly 
repealed  the  act  of  1867  above  set  forth,  and  all  other  laws 
relating  to  the  Home,  except  the  joint  resolution  of  1881,  which 
was  not  mentioned. 

By  section  9,  of  the  act  of  1887,  it  is  provided  that  "  the 
Trustees  and  (under  regulations  and  a  form  of  application 
which  they  may  prescribe)  the  Superintendent  are  authorized 
and  required  to  receive,  as  pupils  of  said  Home,  orphans  and 
children  residing  in  this  State,  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years, 
who  may  be  destitute  of  the  means  of  support  and  education, 
in  the  following  order  : 
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First,  Orphans,  children  of  deceased  Union  soldiers  or 
sailors  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in  the  late 
civil  war,  said  orphans  not  having  mothers  living.  If  there  be 
not  applications  for  the  admission  of  persons  of  this  class 
sufficient  to  till  said  Home,  then  there  shall  be  in  like  manner 
admitted. 

Second.  Orphans,  children  of  such  deceased  soldiers  or 
sailors,  said  orphans  having  mothers  living.  If  there  be  not  ap- 
plication for  the  admission  of  persons  of  said  two  classes  suf- 
ficient to  fill  said  Home,  then,  in  like  manner,  there  shall  be 
admitted. 

Third.  Children  of  permanently  disabled  or  indigent  soldiers 
or  sailors  of  said  service,  residing  in  this  State,  or  in  ZSTational 
Military  Homes,  having  been  admitted  thereto  from  this  State. 

All  children  admitted  to  said  Home,  as  pupils  thereof,  shall 
be  supported  and  educated  therein  until  they  shall  be  sixteen 
years  of  age,  unless  for  good  cause  sooner  discharged.  Any  of 
said  pupils,  who,  by  reason  of  physical  disability  or  other  cause, 
may  be,  in  the  judgment  of  said  Board,  unable  to  earn  a  liveli- 
hood, shall  be  retained  as  pupils  of  said  Home  until  they  shall 
be  eighteen  years  of  age. 

The  question  arises,  did  the  act  of  1887  repeal  the  joint  reso- 
lution of  1881  ?  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  did  so  by  neces- 
sary implication.  The  act  of  1887  reorganized  the  Institution 
entirely,  and  provided  for  its  management  in  every  detail.  The 
objects  of  the  Institution  now  are  the  maintenance  and  educa- 
tion of  the  children  of  deceased  or  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors 
of  the  Union,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others.  Its  privileges  were 
expressly  withdrawn  from  soldiers  and  seamen  by  this  act,  as 
we  have  seen,  and  it  can  not  be  presumed  that  the  Legislature 
intended  to  make  any  exception  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Menser,  for 
his  claims  are  entitled  to  no  greater  regard  in  law  than  other 
Union  soldiers  or  sailors  laboring  under  equal  disabilities.  It 
seems  clear  that  the  act  of  1887  conflicts  with  all  former  laws 
on  the  subject,  and  for  that  reason  repeals  them.  The  Home, 
as  now  established,  is  for  the  occupation  of  the  children  of 
soldiers  and  seamen,  and,  without  engrafting  words  into  the 
body  of  the  act,  it  can  not  be  held  that  it  shall  be  an  asylum  for 
those  who  are  not  children,  merely  because  they  were  once 
under  other  laws,  entitled  to  a  refuge  there.  It  is  an  elementa- 
ry rule  that  the  mention  of  one  person,  or  one  class  of  persons, 
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in  a  statute  is  held  to  operate  as  an  exclusion  of  those  not  par- 
ticularly mentioned.  Applying  this  rule  to  the  statute  in  ques- 
tion, it  is  clear  that  Mr.  Menser  is  not  entitled  to  its  benefits, 
because  he  is  not  a  member  of  the  class  mentioned  in  the  act, 
and  is  therefore  to  be  treated  as  one  excluded  in  express  terms. 
One  Legislature  deemed  him  to  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of 
a  Home  then  in  existence,  but  the  last  one,  in  reorganizing  the 
Institution,  is  held  by  the  rules  of  statutory  construction  to 
have  thought  differently  concerning  him,  for  it  did  not  include 
him  by  naming  him  as  one  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the 
Home  as  now  organized.  The  omission  to  provide  for  Mr. 
Menser  may  be  traceable  to  the  fact,  if  it  be  permissible  to  look 
beyond  the  mere  words  of  the  act  and  attempt  to  ascribe  an  ob- 
ject to  the  legislative  action,  that  he  is  probably  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  the  Xational  Military  Home,  as  provided  by  act  of 
Congress. 

2.  So  far  as  the  foregoing  is  not  an  answer  to  your  second 
question,  it  may  be  said  that,  within  the  limits  of  the  act  of 
1887,  the  Board,  b}'  its  Superintendent,  has  the  management 
and  control  of  all  persons  admitted  to  the  Home,  and  the  Board 
is  fully  empowered  to  make  any  and  all  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  conduct  of  such  persons,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  statute. 


A  prisoner  in  the  State's  prison,  whose  confinement  ante-dates  the  good-time  law 
of  March,  8,  1883,  is  entitled  only  to  good  time  under  the  old  law  for  the  time 
served  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  the  statute  mentioned. 

James  Murdock,  Warden  Indiana  State  Prison  North: 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  from  you  :  "  Charles 
Lang,  alias  Peter  McCartney,  was  sentenced  November  28, 
1876,  to  serve  fifteen  years  in  this  prison.  There  is  a  differ- 
ence of  opinion  as  to  the  way  his  good  time  should  be  com- 
puted. "Which,  if  either,  of  the  following  methods  is  the  cor- 
rect one  : 
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FIRST    METHOD.

The  ofUcers  of  the  prison  claim  that  the  first  method  is  the 
correct  one,  but  the  convict  asserts  that  the  computation  should 
be  made  by  the  second  method.    Your  opinion  is  desired." 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  first  method  is  the  correct  one. 
The  old  law  to  which  you  refer  is  section  6152,  R.  S.  1881— at 
least  I  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  other,  while  the  new  law 
is  the  act  of  March  8,  1883  (Acts  1883,  p.  191). 

The  language  of  section  1  of  the  latter  act  is  clearly  such  as 
to  make  it  refer  to  the  future  alone,  by  which  I  mean  that  the

^ood  time  given  by  this  section  is  to  be  computed  tor  future 
and  not  for  past  good  conduct.  It  applies  to  every  convict  in 
prison  at  the  time  the  act  took  efl'ect,  but  does  not  operate  so 
as  to  give  an  increase  to  the  good  time  already  earned  l>y  past 
good  conduct.  The  old  law  gave  the  convict  credit  for  his  good 
behavior  earned  while  it  was  in  force,  but  the  language  of  the 
new  law  is  not  such  as  to  warrant  the  construction  that  there  is 
to  be  an  allowance  of  good  time  on  good  time  already  earned 
under  the  law,  nor  that  the  new  law  is  to  be  carried  back  in 
its  operation  to  the  date  of  a  sentence  prior  to  its  enactment, 
and  a  credit  allowed  under  the  terms  of  the  new  law  for  all  the 
good  time  of  a  convict  earned  since  his  sentence.  Such  a  con- 
struction of  the  new  law  would  have  released  convicts  in  prison 
at  the  time  of  its  passage,  although  under  the  old  law  their 
terms  had  not  expired.  Under  this  construction,  there  were, 
doubtless,  convicts  then  in  prison  whose  good  time,  if  so  com- 
puted, would  have  so  reduced  their  term  as  to  have  warranted 
their  release  mouths  before  the  new  law  took  effect. 

In  the  absence  of  language  in  the  statute  justifying  this  con- 
struction, we  must  reject  it,  for  it  is  a  maxim  of  the  law  that 
statutes  must  be  construed  prospectively,  unless  they  plainly 
import  a  different  intention  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature. 
Hopkins  v.  Jones,  22  Ind.  310  ;  Bishop  on  Writteji  Laws,  sees.  83, 
83f/,  84. 

There  is  no  such  language  in  section  1  of  the  new  law.  But 
in  order  to  put  this  matter  beyond  doubt  the  Legislature  put 
section  3  in  the  new  law.  It  is  as  follows:  "  The  Warden,  in 
computing  the  diminution  of  time  for  those  convicts  now  in 
the  penitentiaries,  shall  allow  them  the  good  time  granted  for 
the  years,  year,  or  part  of  a  year,  of  their  unexpired  sentence." 

This  plainly  means  that  only  the  future  good  time  of  the 
convicts  then  in  prison  shall  be  computed  under  the  new  law» 
and  not  on  the  past  good  time  in  addition. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  good  time  should  be  allowed  to 
March  8,  1883,  under  the  old  law,  and  irom  that  date  under  the 
new  law  according  to  the  first  method.  This  may  be  done  by 
giving  the  convict  credit  for  the  time  actually  served  before  the 
date  named,  to  which  should  be  added  his  credit  for  good  time, 
then  deduct  this  sum  trom  his  sentence  and  you  have  the  time 
yet  to  serve,  on  which  he  is  entitled  to  such  good  time  as  he 
may  earn,  as  set  forth  in  the  tirst  method.  These  credits  the 
9 — Atty-Gen. 
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convict  is  entitled  to  as  fast  as  he  earns  them,  and  they  should 
not  be  held  back  until  the  end  of  the  term,  as  in  the  second 
method,  and  thus  be  made  to  operate  as  good  time  on  good 
time. 


An  opinion  as  to  what  appropriations  are  available  for  the  payment  of  certain 
classes  of  employes  of  the  Insane  Hospital. 

The  necessary  clothing  for  patients  at  the  Insane  Hospital  is  to  be  purchased  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  it  is  to  be  supplied  on  the  order  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

It  is  a  violation  of  statute  for  an  employe  of  the  Insane  Hospital  to  k^ep  a  stand  in 
the  institution  where  cigars,  tobacco,  confectionary,  etc.,  are  sold  to  the  pa- 
tients and  employes  and  to  the  institution. 

W.  B.  Fletcher^  ISiq^erifitendent  Indiana  Hospital  for  the  Insane: 

Sir — I  have  received  the  following  from  you : 

"  I  submit  to  you  the  following  queries  which  are  exceedingly 
important  to  us  at  this  time: 

"  First.  In  the  appropriation  for  the  Indiana  Hospital  for 
Insane  we  have  $255,000  for  maintenance,  $12,000  for  clothing, 
$10,000  for  current  repairs.  (Acts  1885,  p.  47.)  Query,  Should 
all  wages  of  employes  be  paid  from  the  maintenance  fund  ?  Or, 
should  makers  and  menders  of  clothing,  and  clothing  clerks, 
carpenters,  tinners,  painters  and  plasterers  and  regular  employes 
(not  contractors),  be  paid  from  the  repair  fund  ? 

"  Second.  Has  section  2857,  R.  S.  1881,  regarding  the  method 
of  procuring  clothing,  been  changed  by  any  subsequent  act? 
Should  the  Superintendent  supply  clothing  and  have  his  settle- 
ment direct  with  the  Treasurer,  or  should  the  Trustees  pur- 
chase, cause  to  be  manufactured,  and  pay  for  the  same  on  their 
own  voucher?     Have  the  Trustees  anything  to  do  with  it? 

"  Third.  Is  it  a  violation  of  section  2779,  R.  S.  1881,  for  an 
employe,  otherwise  paid  for  his  services,  to  keep  a  stand  in  the 
Hospital  where  cigars,  tobacco,  confectionary,  etc.,  are  sold  to 
patients,  employes  and  to  the  institution  ?  " 

1.  Upon  the  submission  of  substantially  the  same  question 
to  Attorney  General  Hord,  he  answered  :  "  It  is  my  opinion 
that  all  employes  who  are  permanently  and  constantly  retained 
by  the  Institution  should  be  paid  out  of  the  maintenance  fund, 
except  employes  for  current  repairs  of  buildings  and  premises. 
When  persons  are  employed  temporarily  on  a  specific  contract 
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for  the  manufacture  of  clothing,  I  think  they  should  be  com- 
pensated from  the  clothing  fund.  When  the  maintenance  fund 
is  insufficient  for  the  expenses  of  employes  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  clothing,  you  would  be  authorized  to  defray 
such  expense  from  the  clothing  fund.  Persons  engaged  exclu- 
sively in  current  repairs  of  buildings  and  premises,  should  be 
satistied  from  the  fund  specially  provided  therefor.  If  an  em- 
ploye who  is  engaged  to  perform  duties  properly  appertaining 
to  the  maintenance  of  the  institution  shall  incidentally  render 
service  in  making  repairs  on  building  and  premises,  from  time 
to  time  as  needed,  yet  such  incidental  service  does  not  neces- 
sarily so  change  his  occupation  and  employment  as  to  require 
his  compensation  to  be  wholly  charged  to  the  fund  for  repairs 
of  buildings  and  premises."     I  concur  in  this  opinion. 

•2.  Section  2775,  R.  S.  1881,  w^hich  is  a  part  of  the  general 
act  governing  the  Benevolent  Institutions  (in  force  March  6, 
1879),  provides  that  the  Superintendent  shall,  at  the  close  of 
each  month,  furnish  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  institu- 
tion, an  "  itemized  statement  of  the  amount  and  kind  of  pur- 
chases required  for  the  next  succeeding  month,"  and  it  is  made 
the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to  solicit  competition  among  dealers 
for  the  sale  of  such  articles  and  goods  as  may  be  required,  by 
publication  or  otherwise  ;  and  to  this  end  they  shall  keep  such 
statement  and  estimate  open  to  public  inspection,  and  give  per- 
sonal attention  to  the  bids  for  and  the  purchase  of  such  articles 
and  goods,  and  use  their  best  endeavors  to  obtain  them  at  the 
lowest  public  prices."  This  section  further  provides  that  "the 
Superintendent  shall  also  make  out  and  file  with  the  Board,  at 
each  regular  meeting,  an  itemized  statement  of  all  moneys  paid 
out  or  expenses  incurred  for  each  of  the  inmates  since  the  last 
report,  showing  the  counties  to  which  the  inmates  belong,  and 
the  total  amount  chargeable  to  each  county.  Such  statement 
shall  be  tiled  with  the  Treasurer  of  State,  who  shall  charge  the 
same  to  the  proper  county,  and  collect  the  amount  due  from 
such  county  at  each  settlement  with  the  Treasurer  thereof;  and 
such  moneys  shall  be  covered  into  the  general  fund  of  the  State 
Treasury." 

Section  2857,  R.  S.  1881  (in  force  March  6,  1853),  is  as  fol- 
lows :  "  When  the  patients  are  not  otherwise  supplied  with 
clothing,  they  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Superintendent,  who 
shall  make  out  an  account  therefor,  in  each  case,  against  the 
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particular  county  from  which  such  patient  was  sent,  in  an 
amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  per  annum 
for  every  such  patient,  which  account  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Superintendent  and  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  hospital,  and 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  Treasurer  of  State,  to  be  by  him  col- 
lected of  such  county,  as  a  debt  due  the  institution." 

It  seems  clear  upon  this  legislation  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  superintend  the  letting  of  the  clothing 
contracts,  and  compensate  the  vendors  thereof;  but,  as  provided 
by  section  2857,  the  Superintendent  is  authorized  to  provide 
patients  with  clothing  out  of  the  supply  the  Board  has  pre- 
viously furnished.  To  this  extent  section  2857  does  not  con- 
flict with  section  2775,  but  in  any  event  the  power  of  the  Su- 
perintendent to  supply  the  patients  with  the  clothing  provided 
by  the  Board,  under  section  2775,  is  conferred  upon  him  by  the 
plainest  implication.  I  am  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  sec- 
tion 2857  is  repealed  in  so  far  as  it  gave,  the  Superintendent 
the  authority  to  purchase  clothing,  and  it  is  also  repealed  as  to 
the  manner  in  which  the  amount  expended  for  each  patient  is 
to  be  collected  from  the  county.  It  is  now  the  duty  of  the 
Superintendent  to  report  the  expenses  incurred  for  each  pa- 
tient, showing  the  counties  to  which  such  inmates  belong,  to 
the  Board,  which  report  i.5  by  them  turned  over  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  State,  to  collect  the  several  amounts  due  from  the 
counties,  and  cover  the  same  back  into  the  Treasury. 

3.  Section  2779  provides:  "It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  connected  with  such  institutions  as  President,  Trustee, 
Superintendent,  subordinates  or  employes,  to  be  pecuniarily 
interested  in  any  contract  for  or  purchase  of  supplies  or  mate- 
rials, or  to  make  or  receive  any  proilts,  percentages  or  deduc- 
tions, or  any  reward  or  benefit  whatever  out  of  the  manage- 
ment or  operation,  or  business  of  the  said  institution,  other 
than  the  fees  and  compensation  for  his  services,  established 
and  allowed  by  law." 

In  my  opinion,  there  is  a  violation  of  the  above  statute  on 
the  facts  you  state.  There  is  a  positive  prohibition  against  an 
employe  contracting  or  furnishing  supplies  for  the  institution. 
Besides,  the  employe  owes  his  time  and  his  eftbrts  to  the  insti- 
tution, and  during  ordinary  business  hours  should  not  be  per- 
mitted to  engage  in  private  undertakings. 
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A  person  is  not  entitled  lo  register  as  a  ilentist  lUKler  section  5  of  the  acl  of  Marcli 
7,  1887  (Acts  1887,  p.  ")8),  when  the  fact  is  that  he  is  and  has  been  a  reflident 
of  another  State  and  has  only  practiced  in  tliis  State  two  days  in  each  month 
since  May  29,  187!i. 

To  the  Board  of  Jixaminers  in  Dentistry  : 

Gentlemen — 1  have  i-eceived  the  following  communication 
from  you  : 

"A  dentist  who  has  resided  and  practiced  in  Illinois  for  fif- 
teen years  past,  and  who  now  resides  and  practices  in  that  State, 
has  made  application  for  registration  in  this  State  under  section 
5  of  the  act  of  March  7,  1887,  (Acts  1887,  p.  58).  For  several 
years  past  he  has  practiced  in  one  of  the  counties  of  this  State 
for  two  days  in  each  month,  and  no  more.  Of  this  fact  he 
bases  the  statement  that  he  has  practiced  dentistry  in  this  State 
continuously  since  May  29, 1879.  Do  the  facts  bring  him  within 
the  section  named,  and  is  he  entitled  to  registration  ?" 

The  section  you  mention  is  as  follows  :  "Any  person  who 
shall  file  before  said  Board  of  Examiners  an  application  under 
oath  and  sworn  to  by  one  or  more  freeholders,  setting  forth  the 
fact  that  said  applicant  has  been  engaged  in  the  lawful  practice 
of  dentistry  in  this  State,  continuously,  since  the  29th  day  of 
May,  1879,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  registration  certificate  on  the 
payment  of  a  fee  of  one  dollar  to  said  Board." 

In  my  opinion  he  is  not  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  sec- 
tion, for  it  clearly  requires  a  continuous  practice.  The  word 
^'  continuous '"  means  "  without  break,  cessation  or  interruption ; 
constantly  prolonged ;  protracted ;  extended ;  as  a  continuous 
line  of  railroad,  a  continuous  current  of  electricity."  "  Con- 
tinuously "  is  defined  to  mean  "in  a  continuous  manner;  with- 
out interruption."  The  word  "continual"  is  generally  re- 
garded as  the  synonym  of  "continuous,"  but  Webster  says  the 
word  "  continuous"  is  the  stronger  of  the  two,  and  denotes  that 
the  continuity  or  union  of  parts  is  absolute  and  uninterrupted. 

Such  is  the  definition  given  to  the  word  by  the  courts.  Cody 
V.  C.  F.  R.  B.  Co.  4  Sawyer  (C.  C.  U.  S.)  114;  Davidson  v.  Nich- 
olsoHy  59  Ind.  411.  In  the  case  last  named  the  word  "uninter- 
rupted" is  held  to  be  the  equivalent  of  "continuous." 

The  facts  you  state  show  an  interrupted  practice  in  this 
State  bj'  the  applicant,  and  not  a  practice  without  interruption 
or  break;  and  I  advise  you  that  he  is  not  entitled  to  registra- 
tion under  section  5.  He  may,  however,  be  able  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  sections  3,  4  and  6  of  the  act  referred  to.

An  opinion  that  Robert  S.  Robertson,  he  being  the  duly  elected  and  qualified  Lieu- 
tenant Governor,  is  entitled  to  the  compensation  of  said  office  for  the  time  that 
he  was  ready  to  serve ;  and  that  his  right  to  such  compensation  is  not  affected 
by  the  fact  that  the  Senate  forcibly  prevented  him  from  performing  his  duties. 

Hon.  Brace  Carr,  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  from  you  : 
"At  the  ISTovember  election,  1886,  Eobert  S.  Robertson  re- 
ceived more  votes  for  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor  than 
any  other  candidate.  At  the  proper  time,  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  in  the  presence  of  both  Houses  of 
the  General  Assembly,  opened  and  published  the  returns  of  that 
election,  and  declared  that  Robert  S.  Robertson  had  been  duly 
elected  to  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  thereupon  he 
took  the  oath  of  office.  He  then  demanded  of  the  Senate  hi& 
seat  as  President  of  that  body,  and  announced  his  readiness  to 
act  in  that  capacity,  but  the  Senate  refused  to  recognize  him 
as  President  of  the  Senate,  and  denied  his  right  to  act  as  such. 
From  that  time  on  until  the  final  adjournment,  he  made  re- 
peated demands  for  his  seat  as  President  of  the  Senate,  but  the 
Senate  refused  to  permit  him  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
office,  although  he  was  ready  and  willing  to  do  so,  and  it  was 
presided  over. by  a  ''  President  for  the  occasion."  He  has  filed 
with  me  his  claim  for  compensation  from  the  time  the  Senate 
first  refused  to  permit  him  to  act  until  the  end  of  the  session. 
Is  he  entitled  to  such  compensation? 

A  short  time  ago  I  rendered  an  opinion  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  in  which  I  held  that  Robert  S.  Robertson  was  legally 
elected  to  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor  at  the  general 
election  in  November,  1886,  and  I  still  adhere  to  that  opinion. 
In  section  19  of  article  5  of  our  Constitution  it  is  provided  that 
"the  Lieutenant  Governor  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be 
President  of  the  Senate."  This  fixes  the  right  of  the  Lieuten- 
ant Governor  to  be  President  of  the  Senate.  This  right  is 
absolute  and  indisputable  from  the  time  he  is  declared  to  be  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  until  the  end  of  his  term,  unless  he  is 
ousted  from  the  office  by  the  judgment  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly on  a  contest  of  his  election  under  section  6  of  article  5  of 
the  Constitution,  and  sections  4744-1746,  R.  S.  1881,  and  no 
other  body,  tribunal  or  court  can  control,  supervise  or  review 
its  decisions  concerning  the  title  to  the  office  of  Lieutenant 
Governor.     Robertson  v.  State,  ex  rel.  S77iith,  109  Ind.  79.     There 
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was  no  contest  of  his  election,  and  iiis  title  to  the  othce  of 
Lieutenant  Governor  is  now  beyond  question  by  any  of  the 
departments  of  the  State.  In  section  10  of  article  4  of  the 
Constitution  it  is  provided  that  "each  house,  when  assembled, 
shall  clioose  its  own  officers,  the  President  of  the  Senate  ex- 
cepted." This  exception  is  significant,  and  it  makes  the  con- 
clusion irresistable,  as  it  seems  to  me,  that  the  framers  of  the 
Constitution  did  not  intend  that  the  Senate  should  have  the 
right  to  elect  its  own  regular  President,  or  to  reject  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  as  its  President.  If  the  people  had  intended 
that  the  Senate  should  have  that  right,  the  language  of  this 
exception  would  not  have  been  incorporated  in  the  Constitu- 
tion. The  people  say  in  section  19,  article  5,  that  the  Lieuten- 
ant Governor  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be  President  of  the 
Senate;  and  they  say  in  section  10,  article  4,  that  the  Senate 
may  choose  its  own  officers,  the  President  excepted.  Why  ex- 
cept the  President  of  the  Senate?  Because  the  people  retained 
the  right  to  elect  that  officer  in  the  person  of  a  Lieutenant 
Governor.  This  power  resided  in  the  people  as  an  inherent 
right,  which  the}'  might  delegate  to  the  Senate,  but  unless  it 
was  so  delegated  by  the  people  they  alone  had  the  right  to 
exercise  it.  See  Cooky  on  Constitutional  Limitations^  star  pages 
^^,  89.  The  people  did  not  choose  to  deprive  themselves  of 
this  right  by  delegating  it  to  the  Senate,  but  they  expressly 
reserved  it  by  the  use  of  the  language  I  have  quoted.  It  is 
true  that  the  people  gave  to  the  Senate  the  power  to  elect  a 
President  for  the  occasion,  in  section  11  of  article  5,  which  is 
as  follows:  '-Whenever  the  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  act  as 
Governor,  or  shall  be  unable  to  attend  as  President  of  the  Sen- 
ate, the  Senate  shall  elect  one  of  its  own  members  as  President 
for  the  occasion.'"  This  is  a  limitation  on  the  power  of  the 
Senate  iu  the  matter  of  choosing  a  temporary  presiding  officer. 
See  Cooley  on  Constif ational  Liniifations,  star  pages  64,  88,  89. 
The  election  of  a  President  for  the  occasion  can  only  take  place 
wlien  the  Lieutenant  Governor  is  acting  as  Governor  or  is 
unable  to  attend  as  President  of  the  Senate.  A  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  sections  I  have  cited  will  prove  that  the  peo- 
ple intended  that  the  Lieutenant  Governor  elected  by  them 
should  preside  over  the  Senate,  without  let  or  hindrance  on  the 
part  of  that  body,  unless  he  was  acting  as  Governor  or  unable 
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to  attend.  It  is  very  evident  that  the  makers  of  our  Constitu- 
tion deemed  it  wise  to  limit  the  power  of  the  Senate  in  this 
particular,  and  it  is  not  for  us  to  doubt  the  wisdom  of  the  peo- 
ple in  framing  so  solemn  an  instrument,  but  it  should  be  our 
highest  aim  to  guard  it  against  violations  and  attacks,  no  mat- 
ter from  whence  they  may  come.  "For  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  is  higher  in  authority  than  any  law,  direction  or  order 
made  by  any  body  or  any  officer  assuming  to  act  under  it,  since 
that  body  or  officer  must  exercise  a  delegated  authority,  and 
one  that  must  necessarily  be  subservient  to  the  instrument  by 
which  the  delegation  is  made.  In  any  case  of  conflict  the  fun- 
damental law  must  govern,  and  the  act  in  conflict  with  it  must 
be  treated  as  of  no  legal  validity."  .  Cooley  on  Constitutional 
Limitations,  star  page  44. 

It  is  a  maxim  which  should  always  be  remembered  by  officsrs 
and  legislators,  that  the  sovereignty  is  in  the  people,  and  that 
the  legislatures  created  by  them  are  only  to  discharge  a  trust 
of  which  they  have  been  made  a  depository,  but  which  has  been 
placed  in  their  hands  with  well  defined  restrictions  and  limita- 
tions, and  they  are  not  at  liberty  to  take  action  in  opposition 
to  this  fundamental  law.  Cooley  on  Constitutional  Limitations^ 
star  pages  28,  87. 

We  know  from  the  history  of  the  times  that  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  was  not  acting  as  Governor,  and  you  state  that  he 
was  both  willing  and  able  to  act  as  President  of  the  Senate 
during  the  period  you  have  named,  but  was  prevented  from  do- 
ing so  by  the  action  of  the  Senate.  I  think  I  have  shown  it  to 
be  clear  that  the  Senate  had  not  only  no  constitutional  right  to 
elect  a  President  for  the  occasion  duriag  that  time,  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  but  it  should  have  recog- 
nized and  received  as  its  President  the  Lieutenant-Governor, 
who,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  was  the  President  of  the  Senate 
under  the  Constitution.  To  hold  that  the  Senate  has  the  right 
to  reject  as  its  President  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  State, 
when  he  is  able  to  attend  and  is  not  acting  as  Governor,  is  to 
put  that  body  above  the  Constitution,  which  its  members  are 
sworn  to  support,  and  to  set  at  defiance  the  plain  and  positive 
commands  of  the  people  as  expressed  by  that  instrument. 

If  it  be  true,  as  it  doubtless  is,  that  the  Senate  refused  to 
permit  the  Lieutenant-Governor  to  act  as  its  President,  still  it 
does  not  follow  that  the  Senate  by  that  act  deprived  him  of  his 
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right  to  his  salary,  for  it  is  a  well-settled  rule  of  law  that  the 
salary  is  but  an  incident  of  the  title  to  an  office,  and  not  to  its 
occupation  or  exercise.  Dorsc)/  v.  Smith,  28  Cal.  21 ;  People  v. 
Morton,  8  Abb.  Pr.  359;  Stratton  v.  Oulton,  28  Cal.  44;  Petit^  v. 
JRoHSseou,  15  La.  An.  239;  People  v.  Tieman,  30  Barb.  193;  Nich- 
ols V.  McLean,  63  How.  Pr.  448 ;  Dolan  v.  Mayer,  68  N.  Y.  274. 

In  Carrallo  v.  Siehenthaler,  37  Cal.  193,  it  is  said  :  "The  prin- 
ciple that  the  salary  annexed  to  a  public  office  is  incident  to 
the  title  to  the  office,  and  not  to  its  occupation  or  exercise,  was 
affirmed  in  Dorsey  v.  Smith,  28  Cal.  21,  and  Stratton  v.  Otdton, 
28  Cal.  44.  The  petitioner  having  been  elected  and  qualified, 
and  being  ready  and  willing  to  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  his  office,  became  entitled  to  the  salary  attached  to 
the  office,  and  his  right  to  the  salary  was  unaffected  by  the  fact 
that  an  usurper  discharged  the  duties  of  the  office." 

In  May  field  v.  Moore,  53  111.  428,  it  was  held  that  the  fees  of 
an  office  are  incident  to  it  as  fully  as  ar6  the  rents  and  profits 
of  lands,  the  increase  of  cattle,  or  the  interest  on  bonds  or  other 
securities,  and  that  the  appellant,  on  both  reason  and  authority, 
was  entitled  to  the  fees  and  emoluments  of  the  office  while  it 
was  held  by  the  appellee. 

So,  in  Glascock  v.  Lyons,  20  lud.  1,  it  was  said  :  '•  It  is,  per- 
haps, the  correct  theory,  in  reference  to  an  office  elective  by  the 
people,  that  the  fact  that  an  eligible  person  is  duly  chosen  to 
fill  the  same,  confers  upon  him  the  right,  the  title  to  such  office, 
and  the  certification  of  election,  or  commission,  is  in  some  re- 
spects something  like  a  deed  to  land,  the  mere  evidence  of  such 
title.  This  gives  the  right  to  exercise  the  accustomed  or  fixed 
duties  of  the  office,  and  receive  the  fees  and  emoluments  there- 
for." This  case  was  followed  and  approved  in  State  v.  Allen, 
21  Ind.  516;  Douylass  v.  State,  31  Ind.  429:  City  of  Madison  v. 
Korbley,  32  Ind.  74.  In  each  of  these  cases  it  was  held  that  the 
salar}^  of  an  office  followed  the  title  to  it,  no  matter  if  the  office 
was  not  occupied  by  the  one  entitled  to  it,  for  it  is  his  property. 

It  is  also  well  settled  that  actual  incumbency  without  title 
gives  no  right  to  the  salary  or  compensation  of  the  office.  Dolan 
V.  The  31ayor,  68  N.  Y.  279 ;  People  v.  Hobson,  1  Den.  579 ; 
People  v.  V«,n  Nostrand,  46  N.  Y.  382;  People  v.  Tieman,  30 
Barb.  193 :  3Iayor  v.  Flagg,  6  Abb.  Pr.  296  ;  Nichols  v.  McLean, 
63  How.  Pr.  448. 
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Of  course  it  is  expected  and  implied  by  the  law  generally  that 
the  officer  shall  hold  his  office  and  discharge  its  duties,  and  so 
it  is  provided  in  section  28,  of  Article  5,  of  our  Constitution, 
that:  "the  Lieutenant  Governor,  while  he  shall  act  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate,  shall  receive  for  his  services  the  same  com- 
pensation as  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
any  person  acting  as  Governor  shall  receive  the  compensation 
attached  to  the  office  of  Governor.'" 

This  section  deprives  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  par- 
ticular compensation  while  acting  as  Governor  or  while  unable 
to  act  as  President  of  the  Senate,  but  it  does  not  apply  to  a  case 
where  the  Lieutenant  Governor  has  been  prevented  from  acting 
as  President  of  the  Senate  by  the  unconstitutional  act  of  that 
body. 

In  Adams  v.  The  Justices,  21  Georgia  206,  it  was  held  that  the 
collector  had  the  sole  authority  to  make  the  tax  assessment,  but 
the  justices  ot  the  inferior  court  levied  an  extra  tax  and  directed 
the  receiver  to  make  the  assessment,  which  he  did.  In  other 
words,  the  inferior  court,  as  did  the  Senate  in  the  case  you  state, 
put  another  in  the  place  of  the  rightful  officer.  The  Supreme 
Court  held  that  the  collector  could  not  be  thus  deprived  of  the 
official  compensation  which  he  would  have  earned  had  he  been 
permitted  to  perform  his  duties.  In  concluding  the  opinion 
the  court  says:  "The  public  have  an  interest  in  being  pro- 
tected against  the  wrongful  acts  of  its  officers  and  agents. 
When  the  people  elected  the  collector,  he  was  entitled  to  all  the 
emoluments  of  the  office  to  which  he  was  chosen,  and  it  is  not 
in  the  power  of  the  court  to  give  them  to  another."  J^^either 
could  the  Senate  deprive  Lieutenant  Governor  Robinson  of  his 
right  to  the  salary  by  any  unconstitutional  act,  for  what  the 
Constitution  gives  the  Senate  can  not  take  away. 

In  People  v.  Miller,  24  Mich.  458,  it  is  held  that,  where  an 
officer  duly  elected  is  kept  out  of  office  by  one  to  whom  the 
returning  board  gave  the  certificate  of  election,  he  is  entitled 
to  the  salary  for  the  period  during  which  he  was  kept  out  of 
the  office,  for  an  official  salary  is  not  made  dependent  on  the 
amount  of  work  done;  it  belongs  to  the  office  itself  without 
regard  to  the  personal  services  of  the  officer. 

In  Comstock  v.  City,  40  Mich.  397,  it  was  held  that  a  legally 
elected  officer,  duly  qualified  and  standing  ready  to  perform  the 
duties  of  his  office,  is  entitled  to  the  salary,  even  though  de- 
barred from  the  performance  of  his  duties  by  an  intruder  act- 
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ing  ill  good  tiiitli.  To  the  nanie  effect  is  I*eiU  v.  Roa.sfaa,  \') 
La.  An.  239. 

In  Dorsey  v.  Smith,  28  Ciil.  21,  the  facts  were  tliat  Dorsey  and 
Piatt  were  opposing  candidates  for  the  office  of  District  Attor- 
ney. On  the  face  of  tiie  returns,  Piatt  had  more  votes  tlian 
Dorsey.  The  latter  demanded  the  office  from  Brown,  the  in- 
cumbent, contested  the  election,  and  obtained  a  Judgment  in 
his  favor.  While  the  case  was  pending  Brown  occupied  the 
office  and  drew  the  salary.  Upon  getting  possession  of  his 
office,  Dorsey  demanded  from  the  Auditor  the  salary  which  had 
been  drawn  by  Brown,  but  met  with  a  refusal,  and  he  brought 
an  action  in  mandamus  against  the  Auditor  to  compel  him -to 
issue  a  warrant  for  tlie  amount  on  the  Treasurer.  It  was  held 
that  the  action  would  lie  ;  and  that  Dorsey  was  entitled  to  the 
salary  which  had  been  drawn  by  Brown.  The  court  said  that 
"  the  salary  annexed  to  a  public  office  is  incident  to  the  title  to 
the  office,  and  not  to  its  occupation  or  exercise,"  and  approved 
the  case  of  The  People  v.  Morton,  8  Abbott's  Prac.  359,  where  it 
was  held  that  the  salary  and  fees  of  an  office  are  incident  to  the 
title,  and  not  to  the  usurpation  and  colorable  possession  of  it. 
The  case  of  Dorsey  v.  Smith,  28  Cal.  21,  was  quoted  and  its  doc- 
trine approved  in  Douglass  v.  State,  81  Ind.  429,  and  must  be 
considered  as  the  law  in  this  State.  The  same  doctrine  is 
affirmed  in  Stratton  v.  Outton,  28  Cal.  44. 

In  the  case  you  present,  the  record  of  the  canvass  by  the 
Speaker  in  the  presence  of  the  two  Houses,  of  the  declaration  of 
the  result,  and  of  the  oath  taken,  furnished,  at  least,  prima  facie 
evidence  of  title  in  Robertson.  See  opinion  of  Judge  Zollars 
in  Robertson  v.  State  ex  rcl.  Smith,  109  Ind.  141.  This  evidence 
became  conclusive  when  there  was  a  failure  to  contest  the  elec- 
tion before  the  (xeneral  Assembly.  The  title  to  the  office  was 
vested  in  Robertson  when  he  took  the  oath  of  office  (Shannon 
v.  Baker,  83  Ind.  390) :  and  he  was  entitled  to  perform  its  duties, 
enjoy  its  honors,  and  receive  its  compensation.  lie  can  not  be 
denied  this  compensation  merely  because  the  Senate  refused  to 
allow  him  to  preside  over  it.  That  denial  did  not  destroy  his 
title.  As  the  title  remained  in  him,  notwithstanding  the  action 
of  the  Senate,  it  is  clear  that  he  is  entitled  to  the  incident  of 
the  title  which  is  the  compensation. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  you  should  draw  the  warrant 
which  is  claimed,  if  the  mileage  and  per  diem  are  stated  cor- 
rectly. 
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The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Insane  Hospital  may  prescribe  the  number  of  em- 
ployes to  be  employed  in  said  Hospital,  but  the  Superintendent  determines  who 
shall  be  discharged. 

Dr.  W.  B.  Fletcher.,  Swperintendent  Hospital  for  the  Insane: 

Sir  —I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  you  in  which 
you  say  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Asylum  for  the  In- 
sane have  passed  the  following  resolution: 

"  It  is  hereby  ordered  by  the  Board  that  the  following  places 
be  and  are  hereby  vacated,  to-wit :  The  painter's  place,  occupied 
by  Mr.  Monahan ;  the  assistant  storekeeper's,  now  occupied  by 
C.  C.  Roth,  and  the  place  on  the  farm  occupied  by  John  Kissel, 
and  the  place  on  the  plaster  force  occupied  by  James  Regan,  and 
the  engineer's,  by  the  place  occupied  by  Thos.  Stewart,  and 
one  baker  by  the  place  occupied  by  Henry  Ball.  The  said  va- 
cancies will  not  be  filled  during  this  fiscal  year,  and  the  duties  per- 
formed by  said  parties  will  be  performed  by  the  other  members  of 
the  force,  etc.  And  it  is  further  ordered  by  the  Board  that  from 
and  after  the  10th  day  of  August,  1887,  the  timekeeper  be  di- 
rected not  to  put  said  parties  on  the  pay-roll."  And  you  ask 
me  if  this  action  of  the  Board  is  legal. 

The  question  you  present  is  covered  by  section  2774,  R.  S. 
1881,  the  material  parts  of  which  are  as  follows  :  "  The  Board 
of  each  of  said  institutions  shall  appoint  a  Superintendent 
thereof,  who  may  reside  in  said  institution ;  and  the  Superin- 
tendents, with  the  approval  of  the  Board,  may  appoint  such 
subordinate  ofiicers,  secretaries,  assistants,  physicians,  teachers, 
attendants  and  employes  as  may  be  necessary ;  but  the  Board 
shall  prescribe  the  number  to  be  employed,  and  provide  rules 
for  their  government  and  control,  and  fix  the  amount  of  com- 
pensation for  their  services,  including  the  Superintendent,  who 
shall  not  be  paid  more  than  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 
>i=  :;;  -\i  *  The  Superintendent  -■'  *  "••'  may,  for  good  cause, 
discharge  any  of  such  subordinates  and  employes,  and  appoint 
other  competent  persons  in  their  places ;  which  appointment 
shall  continue  only  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  at 
which  time  the  Superintendent  shall  report  all  such  changes, 
and  the  causes  therefor;  and  the  Board  may  confirm  such  ap- 
pointments, and,  if  not  confirmed,  he  shall  make  other  suitable 
appointments,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  said  Board." 

By  virtue  of  this  section  the  Board  of  Trustees  prescribe  the 
number  of  employes  to  be  employed,  but  the  Superintendent 
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discharges  and  appoints  them,  reporting  the  appointments  ta 
the  Board  for  eonfirmation.  The  Board  has  no  power  to  ap- 
point or  discharge.  So  far  as  this  resohition  operates  to  pre- 
scribe the  number  of  employes  who  shall  be  employed,  it  is 
binding  upon  you,  but  it  is  inoperative  and  void  so  far  as  it 
attempts  to  dictate  the  discharge  of  the  persons  named  therein. 
8ee  *S7rt/t'  ex  rcL  Manning  v,  31ayne,  68  Ind.  285. 

I  think  it  is  your  duty  to  I'educe  the  force  by  the  number  in- 
dicated ,by  the  resolution,  but  you  alone  have  the  power  to  say 
what  persons  shall  be  discharged  in  making  this  reduction  of 
the  force. 


The  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  is  authorized  to  determine,  when  a  license 
to  practice  is  sought  under  sec.  3  of  the  Dentistry  Act,  whether  the  applicant 
is  a  graduate  of  a  dental  college,  whether  the  document  he  presents  is  a  di- 
ploma, and  whether  the  college  which  granted  the  diploma  is  of  good  repute. 

In  determining  the  latter  question,  the  reputation  of  the  college  at  the  time  the 
diploma  was  granted,  furnishes  the  proper  criterion. 

7o  fhc  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  : 

Gentlemen — I  am  i«  receipt  of  a  request  from  you  to  con- 
strue section  3,  Acts  1887,  p.  58,  concerning  the  regulation  of 
the  practice  of  dentistry. 

The  section  is  as  follows  :  ''Any  person  who  shall  prov^e  to 
the  satisfaction  of  said  Board  of  Examiners  that  he  is  a  grad- 
uate of  a  dental  college  duly  and  legally  incorporated,  and  who 
shall  present  a  diploma  therefrom,  and  shall  further  show  that 
said  college  is  of  good  repute,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  registration 
certilicate  on  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  one  dollar  to  said  Board.'" 

This  section  requires  four  things  : 

1.  Proof  of  graduation  at  a  dental  college. 

2.  The  presentation  of  a  diploma  from  such  college. 

3.  Proof  that  the  college  is  of  good  repute. 

4.  The  payment  of  the  fee. 

It  has  been  said  that  if  this  section  conferred  judicial  powers 
on  the  Board  of  Examiners  it  would  be  unconstitutional,  because 
it  would  be  in  violation  of  Article  3  of  the  Constitution  of  our 
State.  I  have  not  thought  it  necessary  to  seriously  consider  the 
question  of  its  constitutionality,  for  the  reason  that  I  believe  it 
is  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  the  State  to  enforce  such  laws  as 
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may  be  passed  by  the  Legislature,  except  where  they  appear  to 
be  in  violation  of  the  Constitution  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt, 
until  they  are  held  to  be  unconstitutional  by  the  courts. 

Assuming,  then,  that  this  section  does  not  confer  judicial 
powers  on  the  Board,  and  that  it  only  requires  the  performance 
of  ministerial  or  discretionary  duties,  it  follows  that  the' action 
of  the  Board  in  granting  or  refusing  the  certificate  is  final  and 
conclusive,  and  can  not  be  reversed  or  reviewed  by  any  court. 
State  V.  Board,  32  Minn.  324 ;  Howland  v.  Mdredge,  43  I^T,  Y. 
457 ;  The  King  v.  fAcensing  Justices,  4  Dow.  &  R.  735 ;  High  on 
Extra.  Bern.  Sec.  24;  Holliday  v.  Henderson,  67  Ind.  103 ;  Barrows 
V.  Mass.  Med.  Ex.  Board,  12  Cush,  402  ;  State  v.  Gregory,  83  Mo. 
123,  S.  C.  53,  Am.  Eep.  565. 

The  statute  is  not  invalid  or  objectionable  because  it  may  be 
said  to  grant  to  the  Board  indefinite  discretionary  powers. 
State  V.  Dent,  25  W.  Va.  1 ;  and  see  Elmore  v.  Overton,  104  Ind. 
548;  Eastman  v.  The  State,  109  Ind.  278. 

If  these  premises  are  correct,  it  follows  inevitably  that  it  is 
for  the  Board  of  Examiners  to  grant  or  refuse  to  issue  certifi- 
cates as  the  facts,  in  their  judgment,  should  warrant.  They 
determine  whether  or  not  the  applicant  is  a  graduate  of  a 
dental  college,  whether  the  document  he  presents  is  a  diploma, 
and  whether  the  college  is  of  good  repute.  In  determining  the 
last  question  they  may  reject  the  diploma  of  a  college  which  is 
now  of  good  repute,  if,  when  the  diploma  was  issued,  it  was 
not  of  good  repute  because  of  a  low  standard  of  instruction 
and  requirements,  or  from  any  other  cause.  Or  they  may  ac- 
cept the  diploma  of  a  college  which  is  now  of  ill  repute  if,  when 
it  was  issued,  the  college  was  of  good  repute.  To  hold  other- 
wise is  to  rob  the  Board  of  all  discretionary  powers,  and  to 
make  the  efficiency  of  diplomas  depend  entirely  upon  condi- 
tions of  the  present  time,  regardless  of  their  value  when  issued. 


Where  lands  mortgaged  to  the  college  fund  have  been  forfeited  to  tlie  State  under 
Sees.  4611  and  4612  R  S.  1S81,  and  are  sold  by  the  State  under  the  act  of  1883, 
(Acts  1883,  p.  170),  the  mortgagor  is  entitled  to  the  overplus,  after  paying  prin- 
cipal, damages  and  costs,  and  interest  to  the  date  of  the  sale. 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Auditor  of  State  : 

Sir — I  have  received  from  you  the  following  : 
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"  Oil  August  1,  1883,  certain  lands  in  Steuben  County,  mort- 
gaged to  the  college  fund,  were  offered  for  sale  under  tSei;tions 
4610,  4611  and  4612  R.  S.  1881,  and  there  being  no  bidders  for 
the  same  they  were  bid  in  by  the  Auditor  of  State  on  account 
of  said  fund.  At  the  time  of  said  sale  there  was  due  of  })rin- 
cipal,  interest,  damages  and  costs  the  sum  of  $670.83.  Acting; 
under  your  opinion  given  my  })redeces8or  on  January  26,  1887, 
1  have  had  said  lands  appraised  as  provided  by  the  act  of  1883, 
(Acts  1883,  p.  170)  and  their  value  has  been  fixed  at  $i900.  iic- 
ferring  you  to  Section  4613  R.  S.  1881, 1  desire  your  opinion  as 
to  whether  the  mortgagor  is  entitled  to  the  difference  between 
the  amount  due  at  the  time  of  the  first  sale,  and  the  appraise- 
ment made  under  the  act  of  1883,  for  which  amount  the  land 
must  sell." 

I  am  of  opinion  that  Section  4613  R.  S.  1881,  authorized  the 
payment  to  the  mortgagor  of  such  surplus  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  as  may  exist  after  paying  the  principal,  interest,  dam- 
ages and  costs.  See,  in  this  connection,  Clark  v.  iState,  109 
lud.  388. 

In  ascertaining  the  amount  due  on  the  mortgage  you  should 
calculate  the  interest  to  the  time  of  the  second  sale,  and  add  it 
to  the  principal  of  the  mortgage,  for  in  no  other  way  can  you 
ascertain  the  amount  actually  due  on  the  mortgage.  Section 
4613  enacts  that  the  sale  shall  not  be  for  less  than  the  amount 
chargeable  on  such  land,  and  that  amount  is  the  sum  of  the 
principal,  interest,  damages  and  costs  of  advertising  and  selling 
the  same.  Brouii  v.  Ogg,  85  Ind.  234.  If  the  calculation  only 
included  the  interest  to  the  date  of  the  first  sale,  it  would  de- 
prive the  fund  of  the  interest  accruing  between  the  date  of  the 
first  and  second  sale.  To  give  such  an  interpretation  to  Sec- 
tions 4611,  4612,  4613  would  do  violence  to  the  language  used. 
The  bidding  in  of  the  land  by  the  Auditor,  which  I  have 
spoken  of  as  the  first  sale,  did  not  satisfy  the  mortgage. 

I,  therefore,  advise  you  to  ascertain  the  amount  due  on  the 
mortgage  at  the  date  of  the  second  sale,  to  which  you  should 
add  such  damages  and  costs  as  may  have  accrued,  and  if  there 
is  an  overplus  left  after  discharging  the  principal,  interest,  dam- 
ages and  costs,  it  should  be  paid  to  the  mortgagor. 
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A  person  who  procures  a  certificate  of  registration  as  a  dentist,  under  the  act  of 
1887,  is  entitled  to  practice  in  any  county  in  the  State  in  which  he  shall  have 
had  his  certificate  recorded,  as  provided  by  section  9  of  the  act. 

The  Board  is  authorized  to  determine  whether  more  than  one  freeholder  shall  be 
required  to  sign  and  swear  to  tlie  application,  where  registration  is  sought 
under  section  five  of  the  act. 

A  permit  granted  by  a  member  of  the  Board  under  section  7  is  only  operative 
until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

A  member  of  the  Board  granting  such  a  permit  is  not  authorized  to  cancel  it. 

Where  an  application,  under  section  5  of  this  act,  is  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the 
number  of  freeholders  required  by  the  Board,  and  the  registration  fee  is  paid, 
the  Board  must  issue  to  the  applicant  a  certificate  of  registration,  regardless 
of  any  protests  or  counter-affidavits  which  may  be  filed. 

To  the  IState  Board  of  Dental  Examiners: 
Gentlemen — You  have  asked  me  the  following  questions: 

1.  "  Does  the  act  regulating  the  practice  of  dentistry,  ap- 
proved March  7,  1887,  authorize  this  Board,  in  issuing  the  cer- 
tificates of  registration,  to  limit  the  right  to  practice  to  one 
county  to  be  named  in  the  certificate;  or  has  the  applicant  the 
right  to  practice  in  every  county  in  the  State  in  which  he  may 
record  his  certificate  ?" 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  dentist  who  procures  a  certi- 
ficate of  registration  is  entitled  to  practice  in  any  county  in 
this  State  where  he  shall  have  had  it  recorded  in  the  oflice  of 
the  Recorder  of  the  county,  in  compliance  with  section  9  of 
the  act  you  mention.  (Acts  1887,  p.  58.)  There  is  nothing  in 
this  statute  which  indicates  any  legislative  intent  to  limit  the 
right  to  practice,  by  virtue  of  the  certificate,  to  any  particular 
county,  or  to  require  that  a  certificate  of  registration  shall  be 
obtained  for  each  county  in  which  the  dentist  desires  to  prac- 
tice. On  the  contrary,  the  language  of  the  statute  is  broad 
and  general  and  contains  no  words  of  restriction  or  limitation. 

In  this  respect,  this  act  difi:ers  materially  from  the  act  reg- 
ulating the  practice  of  medicine.  (Acts  of  1885,  p.  197.)  In 
the  latter  act  it  is  provided  in  plain  and  exact  terms  that  the 
physician  shall  take  out  a  license  in  each  and  every  county 
where  he  desires  to  practice,  and  the  form  of  the  license  pre- 
scribed by  the  statute  expressly  limits  his  right  to  practice  to 
the  county  in  which  it  is  issued.  Orr  v.  Meek,  11  iST.  E.  Rep. 
787.  If  the  Legislature  had  intended  that  dentists  should  be 
restrained  by  similar  limitations,  it  is  clear  that  words  of  like 
import  would  have  been  placed  in  the  statute  which  we  are 
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considering.  We  must  presume  that  the  Legislature  under- 
stood the  significance  of  language  and  intended  what  it  said  in 
this  act. 

2.  "Is  it  necessary  that  more  than  one  freeholder  shall  sign 
and  swear  to  the  application?"" 

Section  5  enacts  that  any  person  shall  be  entitled  to  a  regis- 
tration certificate  who  files  an  application  under  oath,  sworn  to 
by  one  or  more  freeholders,  setting  forth  certain  facts.  The 
Board  may  require  the  afiidavit  of  as  many  freeholders  as  may 
be  deemed  proper,  but  the  law  is  satisfied  by  an  affidavit  sworn 
to  by  one  freeholder. 

3.  ''An  applicant  was  granted  a  permit,  under  section  7  of 
the  act,  by  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board.  How  long  shall 
the  permit  be  regarded  as  valid?'' 

Such  permit  is  temporary  in  its  character,  for  that  section 
sa^'s  that  it  "  shall  only  be  valid  until  the  next  meeting  of  said 
Board."  This  language  is  imperative.  Section  2  of  the  act 
authorizes  the  Board  to  hold  both  annual  and  called  meetings, 
at  which  the  Board  shall  examine  applicants  for  certificates  for 
qualification.  Those  applicants  to  whom  permits  have  been 
granted,  under  section  7,  maj^  be  examined  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Board,  or  at  some  subsequent  meeting,  as  the  Board  may 
deem  best.  Of  course,  if  the  called  meeting  of  the  Board  is 
for  the  transaction  of  some  pressing  business,  and  not  for  the 
examination  of  applicants,  such  examination  may  take  place 
at  a  meeting  held  for  the  purpose  of  examining  applicants, 
although  it  is  clear  that  the  law  making  power  intended  that  the 
permit  should  only  have  a  temporary  vitality.  If  one  having 
such  permit  fails  to  present  himself  for  examination  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  fixed  for  the  examination  of  such  appli- 
cants, or  if  he  shall  then  fail  to  pass  a  successful  examination, 
his  j)ermit  becomes  null  and  void. 

4.  "  Can  a  member  of  the  Board  who  issues  such  permit 
Cancel  it  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board?" 

The  members  of  the  Board,  in  common  with  other  officers, 
have  only  such  powers  as  are  conferred  by  the  statute  creating 
them.  As  this  statute  does  not  give  the  right  of  cancellation 
to  a  member  of  the  Board,  I  conclude  that  such  a  right  does 
not  exist. 

5.  "  A  dentist  sends  to  the  Board  a  proper  application, 
sworn  to  by  himself  and  two  freeholders,  and  bringing  the  ap-

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plication  within  the  terms  of  section  5.  Protests  and  counter 
affidavits  have  also  been  filed  with  the  Board,  in  which  it  is 
stated,  among  other  things,  that  the  applicant  has  not  been 
engaged  in  the  lawful  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  State,  con- 
tinuously, since  the  29th  day  of  May,  1879.  Is  it  within  the 
power  of  the  Board  to  consider  the  protests  and  counter  affida- 
vits as  speaking  the  truth  and  reject  the  application?" 

The  following  is  the  language  of  section  5  :  "  Any  person 
who  shall  file  before  said  Board  of  Examiners  an  application 
under  oath,  and  sworn  to  by  one  or  more  freeholders,  setting 
forth  the  fact  that  the  said  applicant  has  been  engaged  in  the 
lawful  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  State,  continuously,  since 
the  29th  day  of  May,  1879,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  registration 
certificate  on  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  one  dollar  to  said  Board." 

1  am  of  opinion  that  the  Board  can  not  consider  the  protests 
and  counter  affidavits.  The  statute  is  mandatory,  and  requires 
the  issuance  of  a  registration  certificate  to  every  applicant  who 
files  the  affidavit  and  pays  the  fee  required  by  this  section  ; 
when  these  things  are  done  the  law  specially  enjoins  the  issu- 
ance of  the  certificate.  That  which  the  law  positively  directs 
an  officer  to  do,  the  courts  will  compel  him  to  do  by  writ  of 
mandate.  liolliday  v.  Henderson,  67  Ind.  103.  This  rule  of 
law  does  not  apply  where  the  official  act  is  judicial  in  its  na- 
ture. But  the  act  of  a  Board  in  issuing  the  certificate  under 
this  section  is  not  judicial.  Section  2  of  the  act  regulating  the 
practice  of  medicine,  Acts  of  !885,  p.  197,  contains  language 
similar  in  legal  eflect  to  the  section  above  quoted.  In  the  case 
of  Eastm.an  v.  IState,  109  Ind.  278,  it  was  contended  that  section 

2  of  the  act  referred  to  conferred  judicial  powers  on  the  clerk 
in  the  issuance  of  a  license,  but  the  Supreme  Court  held  other- 
wise, and  said  :  "  The  power  to  accept  or  reject  an  application 
for  license,  under  the  statute,  is  not  a  judicial  one,  although  it 
may  involve  some  exercise  of  discretion.  Elmore  v.  Overton, 
104  Ind.  548,  S.  C.  54  Am.  Rep.  343  ;  Cooley  Torts,  411.  If  an 
exercise  of  discretion  constituted  a  clerk  a  judicial  officer,  then 
he  would  be  such  in  every  case  in  which  he  issues  a  writ,  files 
a  paper  or  approves  a  bond,  for  all  these  acts  involve  some  ex- 
ercise of  discretionary  power.  The  statute  does  not  require 
the  clerk  to  sit  in  judgment  upon  the  sufficiency  of  the  appli- 
cation for  a  license,  for  the  affidavits  prescribed  and  the  diploma 
required  constitute  the  evidence  upon  which   the  clerk  must 
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act.  The  diploma  and  affidavits  compel  him  to  ti:rant  the 
license,  and  it  is,  therefore,  not  possible  to  regard  his  duty  as  a 
Judicial  one.  Flourney  v.  The  Sity  of  JefersomnUe,  17  Ind.  169  ; 
Beds  V.  Dimon,  3  Conn.  107  ;  State  ex  rcL  v.  Doyle,  40  Wis.,  175." 

This  decision  is  a  conclusive  answer  to  the  question  you  put. 
As  the  production  of  the  affidavits  and  the  payment  of  the  fee 
compel  the  Board  to  issue  the  certificate,  it  cannot  be  held  that 
such  a  duty  is  judicial  in  its  character.  The  performance  of 
such  a  duty  is  ministerial  in  its  nature,  and  will  be  compelled 
by  the  writ  of  mandate  if  necessary.  HoUiday  v.  Henderson, 
t)7  Ind.  103. 

Therefore,  I  advise  you  to  issue  the  certificate  whenever  the 
proper  affidavits  are  tiled  and  the  fee  paid,  under  this  section, 
and  not  to  consider  protests  or  counter  affidavits. 


The  printing,  binding  and  stationery  for  the  State  Board  of  Health,  which  is  au- 
thorized by  law,  and  which  may  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  must  be 
furnished  by  the  contractor  for  the  public  printing. 

To  the  State  Board  of  Health : 

Gentlemen — You  ask  me  if  it  is  within  the  power  of  your 
Board  to  procure  your  printing,  binding  and  stationery  from 
some  one  else  than  the  Public  Printer,  and  pay  for  it  oat  of  the 
public  funds? 

The  sixth  section  of  the  act  providing  for  the  public  printing, 
Acts  1885, p.  215,  is  as  follows:  "That  all  the  printing,  binding 
and  stationery  authorized  by  law,  at  the  expense  of  the  State, 
and  chargeable  to  the  State,  shall  be  executed  through  the  Com- 
missioners and  Clerk  in  this  act  before  named,  and  all  laws  au- 
thorizing printing,  binding  and  stationery  by  any  officer  or  in- 
stitution, to  be  chargeable  to  the  State,  shall  be  construed  to 
mean  that  the  printing,  binding  and  stationery  of  such  officers 
or  institutions  shall  be  done  through  such  Commissioners." 

This  language  is  too  plain  to  need  interpretation,  and  it  is 
only  necessary  to  inquire  whether  the  printing,  binding  and 
stationery  of  your  Board  is  authorized  by  law,  and  is  to  be  done 
at  the  expense  of  the  State,  or  is  chargeable  to  the  State  in  any 
way;  if  so,  it  is  to  be  done  through  the  Commissioners  of  Pub- 
lic Printing. 

That  printing,  binding  and  stationery  for  your  Board  is  au- 
thorized by  law  clearly  appears  from  the  reading  of  sections 
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4987,  4990,  4992,  4994,  4998,  R.  S.,  1881,  and  sections  9  and  10, 
Acts  1885,  p.  217,  and  that  this  is  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of 
the  State,  is  apparent  from  the  language  of  the  last-named  act, 
and  the  seventh  sentence,  of  the  twelfth  item,  of  section  2, 
Acts  1885,  p.  188,  making  the  appropriation  for  your  Board. 
That  sentence  is  as  follows:  "For  the  State  Board  of  Health 
(and  no  more  by  virtue  of  any  former  law  shall  be  appropriated 
than),  five  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  include  all  the  ex- 
penses of  said  Board,  including  publication  of  report."  Again, 
it  is  enacted  in  section  10,  Acts  1885,  p.  218,  that  "  all  stationery 
and  expenses  so  incurred  shall  be  done  under  the  contract  and 
supervision  of  the  Board  of  Public  Printing."  *  '^  -"^  See 
also  section  4  of  the  same  act. 

I  think  it  is  clear  that  all  the  printing,  binding  and  stationery 
which  can  be  done  lawfully  for  your  Board  at  the  expense  of 
the  State,  must  be  done  through  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Printing  by  the  Public  Printer,  and  paid  for  out  of  the  public 
funds  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  section  4,  Acts  1885,  p.  216. 

Printing,  binding  and  stationery  furnished  by  any  one  else 
than  the  Public  Printer  for  your  Board  could  not  be  paid  for 
out  of  the  public  funds. 


The  fact  that  a  man  has  been  tried,  and  is  still  under  indictment  for  a  felony,  does 
not  ipso  facto  authorize  the  revocation  of  his  license  as  a  teacher  ? 

It  is  the  fact  of  incompetency,  immorality,  neglect,  or  whatever  the  ground  of  re- 
moval may  be,  which  justifies  the  revocation  of  a  teachers  license ;  but  a  Super- 
intendent is  not  liable  in  damages  for  such  revocation  unless  he  acts  mali- 
ciously. 

The  only  grounds  upon  which  a  teacher's  license  can  be  revoked  are  those  enumer- 
ated in  section  4-126  E.  S.  1881. 

A  teacher  may  be  dismissed  by  the  Trustee,  upon  notice  and  for  good  cause  shown, 
if  a  majority  of  those  entitled  to  vote  at  a  school  meeting  petition  the  Trustee 
so  to  do. 

Hon.  H.  31.  LaFoUeite,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction: 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  you  in  which 
you  say: 

"A  county  superintendent  writes  me  that  a  teacher  of  his 
county,  who  holds  a  lawful  license,  has  been  employed  to  teach 
in  one  of  the  townships  of  the  county,  and  it  transpires  that 
the  teacher,  since  his  license  was  issued,  has  been  indicted  three 
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times  tor  forgery  in  this  IState.  One  of  the  cases  has  been  dis- 
missed, in  another  he  has  been  acquitted,  and  the  remaining 
case  has  not  been  tried,  but  he  is  now  under  bond  to  appear  in 
the  court  of  a  neighboring  county,  at  the  (Jctober  term,  and 
defend  himself  against  the  charge  contained  in  that  indictment. 
Because  of  these  matters,  there  is  considerable  opposition  to 
the  teaclier  among  the  patrons  of  the  school  which  he  has  been 
employed  to  teacher,  and  oral  complaint  has  been  made  against 
him  to  the  county  superintendent,  who  has  been  asked  to  re- 
voke the  license.  He  has  asked  me  the  following  questions, 
and  I  submit  them  to  you  for  answer : 
"  1.     Is  he  a  fit  man  to  teach  school? 

2.  Does  his  being  under  bond,  charged  with  a  criminal 
offense,  afford  ground  for  the  revocation  of  his  license? 

3.  Does  the  fact  that  he  must  dismiss  his  school  to  stand 
trial  for  a  criminal  ofl^ense  give  ground  for  annulling  his 
license  ? 

4.  Do  the  facts  that  many  citizens  believe  him  guilty,  and 
consider  him  unfit  to  teach,  and  that  other  teachers  protest 
against  his  re-entering  the  profession,  give  cause  for  the  revo- 
cation of  his  license? 

5.  Does  the  fact  that  his  teaching  will  tend  to  lower  the 
moral  standard  of  the  schools  of  the  county,  and  cripple  me  in 
my  efi:brts  to  uphold  the  same,  afibrd  grounds  for  revoking  his 
license  ? 

6.  Am  I,  upon  any  grounds,  justified  in  revoking  his  license? 
If  there  be  cause  for  revocation,  please  state  it." 

I  submit  the  following  answers  to  the  questions : 
1.     Before  a  license  can  be  granted  to  an  applicant,  he  must 
produce  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character.     (Sec. 

4425,  Iv.  S.  1881.)  The  County  (Superintendent  may  revoke  a 
license  for  incompetency,  immorality,  cruelty,  or  general  neg- 
lect of  the  business  of  the  school.  (Sec,  4426,  R.  S.  1881.) 
These  sections  fix  the  moral,  intellectual  and  professional  stand- 
ard by  which  the  teacher  is  to  be  measured.  If  the  teacher 
is  guilty  of  forgery,  which  is  an  offense  punishable  by  impris- 
onment in  the  State  prison,  he  must  be  held  to  be  guilty  of 
"immorality,'' in  the  sense  in  which  the  word  is  used  in  section 

4426.  An  act  is  considered  as  immoral  which  is  inconsistent 
with  rectitude,  contrary  to  conscience,  wicked,  unjust,  dishon- 
est   or    vicious. — See    Webster's    Dictionary.     The    ofl'ense   of 
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forgery  certainly  falls  within  this  category.  If  he  is  guilty  of 
forgery,  he  is  not  fit  to  teach  school.  It  is  the  policy  of  the 
law,  sound  morals  and  good  government  to  permit  only  those 
to  instruct  the  youthful  mind  who  are  moral  and  law-abiding 
citizens. 

2.  The  fact  that  the  teacher  has  been  indicted,  and  is  under 
bond  to  answer  the  indictment,  does  not  in  itself  afford  suffi- 
cient ground  for  the  revocation  of  his  license.  The  statute 
which  I  have  cited  says'  that  his  license  may  be  revoked  for 
"incompetency,  immorality,  cruelty  or  general  neglect  of  the 
business  of  the  school."  The  powers  of  the  County  Superin- 
tendent are  prescribed  by  the  statute,  and  his  acts  are  not  valid 
if  they  are  beyond  the  scope  of  the  statute.  This  is  a  funda- 
mental rule  of  the  law,  and  by  it  all  officers  are  governed.  It 
will  be  observed  that  the  statute  speaks  of  substantive  facts, 
and  not  of  rumors,  suspicions  or  charges.  It  is  the  fact  of 
immorality  which  authorizes  the  revocation  of  the  license,  and 
not  the  rumor  or  suspicion  of  it,  or  the  return  of  the  indict- 
ment charging  it.  Of  course,  the  return  of  the  indictment  is 
a  circumstance  of  some  weight  against  the  teacher,  but  yet, 
when  he  confronts  the  jury  impaneled  to  try  him  on  that 
charge,  the  law  presum.es  him  to  be  innocent,  and  this  pre- 
sumption can  only  be  overcome  by  positive  proof.  Shall  a  pre- 
sumption of  that  character  be  entertained  by  a  court,  and  yet 
find  no  favor  with  the  County  Superintendent?  In  order  that 
the  reputation  of  our  teachers  and  their  right  to  teach  under 
their  licenses  might  not  be  ruthlessly  destroyed  by  the  wanton 
exercise  of  the  right  of  revocation,  the  statute  was  so  drawn 
as  to  exclude  consideration  of  any  thing  but  facts.  We  may 
turn  for  analogy  to  the  dismissal  of  teachers  by  the  Trustees  or 
other  officers  having  the  right  to  employ  them.  In  such  cases 
it  is  held  by  the  courts  that  such  dismissals  can  only  be  justi- 
fied by  the  fact  of  incompetency,  immorality,  neglect  or  what- 
ever the  ground  of  removal  may  be;  and  that,  where  such 
officers  are  put  on  the  defensive,  they  must  allege  and  prove 
facts  showing  that  there  was  sufficient  cause  for  the  dismissal. 
City  of  Craiofordsville  v.  Hays,  42  Ind.  200,  211;  School  District 
V.  Colrln,  10  Kan.  283;  Jamison  v.  Center,  56  Miss.  194;  Scott  v. 
Joint  School  District,  51  Wis.  554 ;  Neville  v.  School  Directors,  36 
111.71;  Inhabitants  of  Searsmont  v.  Fanuell,  3  Greenl.  (Maine)  450. 
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If  such  is  the  rule  as  to  the  dismissal  of  teachers,  it  follows 
that  such  should  be  the  rule  as  to  the  revocation  of  licenses, 
and  the  languas^e  of  the  statute  clearly  shows  that  such  was  the 
legislative  intent.  Many  an  innocent  man  has  been  indicted. 
Rumor  has  accused  many  a  guiltless  man  of  vice  or  immorality. 
AVhen  such  charges  are  made,  it  is  unwise  and  unjust  to  con- 
sider them  as  facts  proven.  But  if  it  is  true  that  the  accused 
is  guilty  of  forgery,  then  his  license  should  be  revoked,  for  any 
one  guilty  of  such  an  ofiense  can  not  be  a  proper  instructor  of 
the  young. 

3.  This  question  I  answer  in  the  negative.  The  statute 
speaks  of  "general  neglect  of  the  business  of  the  school."'  The 
attendance  upon  a  trial,  under  the  circumstances  named,  can 
not  be  regarded  as  such  general  neglect. 

4.  The  answer  to  the  second  is  a  complete  answer  to  this 
question.  The  teacher's  license  is  not  to  be  rovoked  on  the  be- 
lief of  the  citizens  generally,  nor  upon  rumor  or  suspicion.  In 
this  connection  it  may  be  proper  to  say  that  the  County  Super- 
intendent is  not  liable  for  damages  for  a  mere  error  of  judg- 
ment in  revoking  a  license,  but  he  is  only  liable  for  maliciously 
doing  so.     Elmore  v.  Overton,  104  Ind.  518. 

5.  The  fifth  question  I  am  constrained  to  answer  in  the 
negative  also.  There  are  no  grounds  of  revocation  except 
those  enumerated  in  section  4425,  R.  S.  1881,  and  a  revocation 
based  on  any  other  ground  would  be  unwarranted. 

6.  The  only  grounds  upon  which  a  license  can  be  re- 
voked are  those  set  forth  in  section  4426,  as  above  stated.  If  a 
majority  of  those  entitled  to  vote  at  a  school  meeting  of  the 
district  petition  the  Trustee  for  the  dismissal  of  the  teacher, 
the  Trustee  has  the  power  to  dismiss  him,  but  only  upon  due 
notice  and  good  cause  shown.     Section  4501,  R.  S.  1881. 


A  judgment  based  on  a  municipal  ordinance,  which  punishes  as  a  crime  an  act 
made  penal  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  is  void,  and  does  not  constitute  a  bar  to 
a  prosecution  for  the  ofiense  in  the  State  courts. 

Hon.  H.  M.  LaFoUette,  SaperiiHe.ndent  of  Public  Instruction  : 
Sir — You  inform  me  that  you  have  received  the  following 

letter  from  a  County  Superintendent : 

'•'•  In    certain    municipal    corporations    of    this    county    the 

Common  Councils  have  enacted  an  ordinance  embracing  the

misdemeanors  covered  by  the  State  statutes  relative  to  the 
prosecutions  for  intoxication,  assaults,  etc.,  and  instead  of  mak- 
ing the  State  plaintiff"  are  making  the  corporation  plaintiff",  and 
turning  such  fines  into  the  corporation  treasury,  rather  than 
the  regular  county  fund  for  school  purposes.  I  have  called 
their  attention  to  section  1640,  E..  S.  1881,  and  feel  it  my  duty, 
under  said  section,  to  bring  suit  against  such  Justices  for  the 
recovery  of  such  fines  as  have  been  thus  converted.  I  desire 
an  opinion  from  the  Attorney  General  as  to  what  I  should  do 
in  the  premises." 

And  you  request  an  opinion  from  me  on  the  subjects  men- 
tioned in  the  letter.  The  section  to  which  the  writer  refers  is 
as  follows  :  "  Whenever  any  act  is  made  a  public  off'ense  against 
the  State  by  any  statute  and  the  punishment  prescribed  there- 
for, such  act  shall  not  be  made  punishable  by  an  ordinance  of 
any  incorporated  city  or  town  ;  and  any  ordinance  to  such  ef- 
fect shall  be  null  and  void ;  and  all  prosecutions  for  any  such 
public  off"en8e  as  may  be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  author- 
ities of  such  incorporated  cities  or  towns,  by  and  before  such 
authorities,  shall  be  had  under  the  State  law  only."  This  sec- 
tion, which  has  been  held  to  be  constitutional  in  Jett  v.  Rich- 
mond, 78  Ind.  316,  makes  null  and  void  the  ordinances  alluded 
to  in  the  letter,  and  deprives  the  municipal  authorities  of  ju- 
risdiction over  such  offenses.  Clevenger  v.  Riishville,  90  Ind. 
258  ;  Zeller  v.  Crawfordsville,  90  Ind.  262. 

The  judgment  of  a  court  having  no  jurisdiction  is  absolutely 
void,  and  does  not  operate  as  a  bar  to  a  prosecution  in  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction.  Bryan  v.  Blythe,  4  Blackf.  249  ;  Horner 
V.  Doe,  1  Ind.  130  ;  Dawson  v.  Wells,  3  Ind.  398  ;  Lemming  v. 
State,  ^  Ind.  309;  Thompson  v.  Kerr,  17  Ind.  288;  Kiphart  v. 
Brenneman,  25  Ind.  152.  Therefore,  it  follows  that  the  State  is 
at  liberty  to  prosecute  in  her  courts  those  who  have  been  pros- 
ecuted by  the  municipal  authorities  under  the  ordinances  men- 
tioned, and  in  that  way  secure  the  fines  fixed  by  law  as  punish- 
ment for  the  commission  of  the  off'enses.  As  the  judgments 
based  on  the  ordinances  are  absolutely  void  as  to  the  State,  it 
follows  that  the  State  has  no  right  to  the  fines  recovered  thereby, 
and  that  the  County  Superintendent  can  not  maintain  an  ac- 
tion against  the  towns  or  cities  for  the  amount  of  the  fines  so 
paid  into  their  treasuries. 
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I  suggest  that  you  advise  him  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
prosecuting  attorney  to  these  matters  with  a  view  to  the  pros- 
ecution of  the  offenders  by  the  State  in  her  courts. 


There  being  sufficient  money  in  the  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  a  particular  fund, 
warrants  against  such  fund  should  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  in  the  order  of 
their  presentation. 

Hon.  J.  A.  Lemcke,  Treasurer  of  IState: 

Sir — You  ask  me  to  answer  the  following  questions  : 
"  Js  there  a  preference  or  priority  in  favor  of  any  claim,  war- 
rant or  appropriation   against  the  general  fund  in  the  State 
Treasury  over  another,  or  do  they  all  stand  on  the  same  foot- 
ing? '' 

In  some  of  the  States  I  lind  statutory  provisions  which  seem 
to  create  preferences  or  priorities.  In  such  cases  the  statutes 
require  all  warrants  to  be  registered,  and  direct  that  they  shall 
be  paid  in  the  order  of  their  registration.  Where  there  are 
such  statutory  provisions  it  is  clear  that  warrants  have  prefer- 
ence in  the  order  of  their  registration.  In  some  of  the  States 
there  are  constitutional  provisions  directing  the  payment  of  cer- 
tain sums  out  of  the  public  treasury,  and  it  is  held  that  warrants 
drawn  therefor  have  preference  over  all  other  warrants  drawn 
on  the  general  fund.  State  y.  Burke,  35  La.  An.  457.  The  only 
provision  which  I  have  found  in  our  Constitution  of  like  effect 
is  in  Sec.  2  of  Art.  10,  where  it  is  directed  that  "any  surplus 
that  may,  at  any  time  remain  in  the  Treasury,  derived  from 
taxation  for  general  State  purposes,  after  the  payment  of  the 
ordinary  expenses  of  the  Government,  and  of  the  interest  on 
bonds  of  the  State,  other  than  bank  bonds,  shall  be  annually 
applied,  under  the  direction  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of  the  public  debt."  You  will  ob- 
serve that  this  surplus  is  only  to  be  thus  expended  after  the 
payment  of  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Government,  and  tlie 
payment  of  the  interest  on  the  bonds  of  the  State,  thus  giving 
preference  to  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Government,  and  of 
the  payment  of  interest,  over  the  payment  of  the  public  debt 
itself.     The  next  section  of  that  article  directs  that  "  no  money 
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shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  but  in  pursuance  of  appro- 
priations made  by  law."  Subject  to  the  exceptions  contained 
in  the  preceding  section  this  leaves  the  matter  of  preferences 
or  priorities  generally  to  be  fixed  by  legislation.  I  have  not 
found  any  statute  which  gives  preference  or  priority  to  any 
claim  or  class  of  claims  or  to  any  appropriation  against  the 
general  fund ;  on  the  contrary,  it  is  enacted  in  section  5638, 
that  the  Auditor,  if  he  is  satisfied  that  any  claim  is  just,  legal 
and  unpaid,  and  if  there  be  money  to  the  credit  of  the  fund, 
shall  issue  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  for  its  payment  out  of 
the  proper  fund ;  and  if  there  be  money  of  such  fund  in  the 
Treasury  when  the  warrant  is  presented,  the  Treasurer  shall  pay 
it.  This  language,  as  it  seems  to  me,  plainly  requires  the 
Treasurer  to  pay  the  warrant  when  it  is  presented,  if  there  be 
money  of  such  fund  in  the  Treasury  at  the  time  of  its  presen- 
tation. If  the  Legislature  had  intended  that  any  claim,  or  class 
of  claims,  should  have  preference  or  priority  over  any  other,  it 
certainly  would  have  found  expression  in  this  section.  The 
absence  of  such  language,  coupled  with  the  direction  to  the 
Treasurer  to  pay  the  warrant  when  it  is  presented,  if  there  be 
money  of  such  fund  in  the  Treasury,  makes  it  clear,  in  my 
opinion,  that  the  warrant  first  presented  should  be  first  paid. 
By  Sections  5638  and  5639,  the  Auditor  is  prohibited  from 
drawing  a  warrant  only  when  there  is  not  money  in  the  Treas- 
ury belonging  to  the  fund  out  of  which  it  is  to  be  paid  in  con- 
formity to  appropriations  made  by  law.  If  it  had  been  intended 
that  a  preference  or  priority  should  be  given,  additional  restric- 
tions would  have  been  placed  on  the  Auditor  in  drawing  war- 
rants, and  upon  the  Treasurer  in  paying  them.  Auditing  and 
disbursing  officers  have  such  powers  only  as  are  conferred  upon 
them  by  statutes  and  constitutions.  They  are  but  the  instru- 
ments of  the  law  which  creates  and  directs  them,  and  their 
powers  are  such  only  as  the  law  confers  upon  them  expressly 
or  by  necessary  implication.  In  the  absence  of  a  law  creating 
preferences  or  priorities,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  and 
Treasurer  to  audit  and  pay  just  and  lawful  claims  when  they  are 
presented,  if  there  is  money  in  the  Treasury  appropriated  for 
their  payment,  for  the  only  preference  given  by  our  law  to 
claimants  generally  is  to  the  one  who  first  presents  his  warrant. 
In  this  instance,  he  who  is  first  in  time  is  first  in  legal  right. 
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No  j)articular  form  of  words  is  necessary  to  create  an  appropriation  ;  nor  is  it  nec- 
essary to  that  end  that  there  should  he  a  specific  amount  appropriated.  It  is 
sufficient  for  that  purposoif  there  be  a  legislative  direction  to  pay  nionty  out 
of  the  Treasury  upon  a  given  claim,  or  for  a  given  object. 

An  opinion  as  to  wliat  sums  may  be  lawfully  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury  for 
general  State  [)urposes  in  the  absence  of  a  special  appropriation  act. 

Hon.  J.  A.  Lcincke,  Treasurer  of  State: 

Sir — You  have  asked  me  the  following  question  : 
*■'  The  last  Legislature  tailed  to  make  any  appropriation  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1888.     In  view  of  this  fact, 
what  sums  can  be   lawfully  paid   out  of  the  public  Treasury, 
daring  that  period,  for  general  State  purposes?'" 

Our  Constitution  prohibits  the  payment  of  money  out  of  the 
Treasury  of  the  State  except  in  pursuance  of  appropriations 
made  by  law,  (Art.  10,  sec.  3.)  It  is  obvious  that  this  pro- 
vision was  inserted  in  the  Constitution  to  prevent  the  expend- 
iture of  the  money  of  the  people  without  their  consent,  either 
as  expressed  by  them  in  the  organic  law,  or  by  their  represent- 
atives in  the  constitutional  acts  of  legislation,  and  to  secure 
regularity,  punctuality  and  fidelity  in  the  disbursements  of  the 
public  money.  This  provision  was  intended  to  be  a  salutary 
check,  not  only  upon  the  extravagance  and  profusion  in  which 
the  officers  might  possibly  indulge,  but  also  against  any  misap- 
propriation of  the  public  funds  which  they  might  be  disposed 
to  make.  (2  Story  on  the  Constitatlon,  sec.  1348  ;  Tucker's  Black- 
stone,  appendix,  362  ;  Thomas  v.  Owens,  4  Md.  189.)  It  thus 
becomes  important  to  consider  what  is  "an  appropriation 
made  by  law."  This  question  was  considered  in  JUstine  v. 
State,  20  Ind.  328,  338,  339,  where  it  was  said:  "Appropria- 
tions, as  applicable  to  the  general  fund  in  the  Treasury,  may, 
perhaps,  be  defined  to  be  an  authority  from  the  Legislature 
given  at  the  proper  time,  and  in  legal  form,  to  the  proper  offi- 
cers to  apply  sums  of  money  out  of  that  which  may  be  in  the 
Treasury,  in  a  given  year,  to  specified  objects  or  demands 
against  the  State.  An  appropriation  of  money  to  a  specified 
object  would  be  an  authority  to  the  proper  officer  to  pay  the 
money,  because  the  Auditor  is  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant 
upon  an  appropriation,  and  the  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  pay 
such  warrant  if  he  has  appropriated  money  in  the  Treasury. 
And  such  an  appropriation  may  be  prospective,  that  is,  it  may 
be  made  in  one  year,  of  the  revenues  to  accrue  in  another  or 
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future  years,  the  law  being  so  framed  as  to  address  itself  to 
such  future  revenues.  So  a  direction  to  the  officer  to  pay 
money  out  of  the  Treasury  upon  a  given  claim,  or  for  a  given 
object,  may,  by  implication,  include  in  the  direction  an  appro- 
priation." 

To  appropriate  is  to  allot,  assign,  set  apart,  or  apply  anything 
to  a  particular  use  or  to  a  particular  person.  This  may  be  done 
without  using  the  word  "appropriate."  Any  law  which  author- 
izes the  payment  of  the  public  funds  to  any  person,  or  their 
application  to  any  purpose,  creates  an  appropriation,  for  there 
are  no  formal  words  to  be  used  in  an  appropriation  bill.  State 
vs.  Bordelon,  6  La.,  An.  68;  McConnell  vs.  Wilcox,  1  Scam. 
(111.)  359.  Many  applications  of  these  rules  are  to  be  found  in 
the  reports  of  the  various  Supreme  Courts.  In  Lange  v. 
Stover,  19  Ind.  175,  the  Supreme  Court  considered  the  effect  of 
sections  34  and  35,  1  G.  &  H.  603,  which  directs  the  payment 
out  of  the  State  Treasury  of  the  money  which  may  be  due  to 
any  contractor  for  work  done  by  him  in  draining  swamp  lands. 
These  sections  do  not  name  any  specific  sums  which  shall  be 
thus  paid  ;  neither  did  the  appropriation  act  for  that  fiscal  year 
make  an  appropriation  of  any  sum  for  the  purpose  of  draining 
such  land.  Stover  was  a  contractor  for  draining  certain  swamp 
lands,  and  he  presented  to  the  Auditor  of  State  the  proper  cer- 
tificate, and  demanded  a  warrant  on  the  Treasury  of  the  State. 
The  Auditor  refused  to  issue  the  warrant  on  the  ground  that 
there  was  no  appropriation  of  funds  to  that  purpose.  The 
Court  held  that  the  sections  cited  authorized  the  drawing  of 
the  warrant  for  such  purpose,  made  a  sufficient  appropriation 
of  the  fund,  and  that  no  other  or  further  appropriation  was 
necessary.  In  State  v.  Johnson,  105  Ind.  463,  the  Court  con- 
sidered the  effect  of  section  10,  Acts  1885,  p.  129.  That  section 
makes  it  the  duty  of  the  County  Surveyor  to  keep  certain 
ditches  in  repair,  and  to  certify  the  cost  of  the  repairs,  includ- 
ing his  own  per  diem,  to  the  County  Auditor,  who  shall  draw 
his  warrant  on  the  Couutv  Treasurer,  which  he  shall  pay  out 
of  certain  designated  funds.  In  passing  on  the  question  in- 
volved, the  Court  said:  "The  section  in  question  sets  apart  so 
much  of  the  county  revenue  of  each  county  as  is  necessary  for 
that  purpose,  to  the  payment  of  the  costs  of  keeping  the  ditches 
within  its  limits  in  repair.  That  is,  in  legal  effect,  an  appro- 
priation by  law  of  so  much  of  the  county  revenue  of  the  several 
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counties  as  is  necessary  to  keep  the  ditches  ot  the  State  in  re- 
pair." And  it  is  now  well  settled  that  where  it  is  provided  by 
constitutions  or  statutes  that  officers  shall  receive  certain  sal- 
aries, these  provisions  become  appropriations  made  b}"  law  for 
their  payment,  without  the  aid  of  any  regular  appropriation  act. 
Thomas  V.  Oirois,  4  Md.  189;  Nichols  v.  Comptroller,  4  Stew, 
and  Tort  (Ala.)  154:  Reynolds  v.  Taylor,  43  Ala.  420;  titate 
v,  Weston,  4  Neb.  216.  These  cases  furnish  illustrations  of 
the  rule  laid  down  in  jRistine  v.  State,  supra,  that  "a  direction 
to  the  officers  to  pay  money  out  of  the  Treasury  upon  a  given 
claim,  or  for  a  given  object,  may,  by  implication,  include  in 
the  direction  an  appropriation."  Prior  to  the  enactment  of  the 
oreneral  statutes  hereinafter  cited,  the  Legislature  had  failed  to 
pass  appropriation  bills.  Having  in  view  the  evil  consequences 
of  these  failures,  the  people  of  the  State,  through  their  legisla- 
tors, enacted  laws,  as  I  will  show  later  on,  which  make  their 
government  efficient  and  durable,  despite  the  failure  of  the 
Legislature  to  pass  a  general  appropriation  bill  at  any  time. 
One  of  these  laws  is  the  act  of  March  31,  1879.  Acts  1879  p. 
130.  In  the  first  section  of  this  act  it  is  provided  that  "  the 
persons  and  officers  in  this  act  named  shall  be  entitled  to  charge 
and  receive  for  their  services  as  such  officers,  the  salaries,  fees 
and  compensation  allowed  and  set  out  in  this  act,  and  none 
other,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law."  The  various  sec- 
tions of  this  act  have  been  incorporated  into  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes of  1881,  and,  for  convenience,  I  will  refer  to  the  sections 
ot  that  revision.  By  this  act  the  officers  named  are  entitled  to 
charge  and  receive  annual  salaries  as  follows  :

Clerk  in  the  Land  Department,  twelve  hundred  dollars,  Acts 
1879,  p.  131,  section  6.  This  section  is  not  correctly  copied  in 
the  Revised  Statutes  as  section  5626. 

Adjutant  General,  twelve  hundred  dollars,  section  5447. 

Quartermaster  General,  three  hundred  dollars,  section  5448. 

Treasurer  of  State,  three  thousand  dollars. 

Deputy  Treasurer  of  State,  fifteen  hundred  dollars.

In  section  14  of  the  act  referred  to,  it  is  provided  that  "  the 
several  sums  herein  allowed,  payable  out  of  the  State  Treasury, 
shall  be  paid  quarterly,  as  provided  by  law,  out  of  any  money 
in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated."  There  can  be  no 
doubt  that  this  act  appropriates  the  sums  named.  The  salaries 
of  the  other  oflicers  of  this  department  are  provided  for  as  fol- 
lows : 

Chief  of  P)ureau  of  Statistics,  twelve  hundred  dollars,  section 
5721.

OFFICE,    BUREAU,    BOARD    AND    MISCELLANEOUS    EXPENSES    AND    APPRO- 

PRIATIONS. 

Section  4928  directs  that  out  of  the  General  Fund  shall  be 
paid  the  expenses  of  the  necessary  furniture,  stationery,  fuel, 
bookbinding,  printing  and  postage  of  the  State  officers  gener- 
ally:  likewise,  upon  warrant  granted  on  order  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  the  uecessarj'  furniture,  fuel,  blank  books  and  stationery 
for  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court.  This  section 
authorizes  the  payment  of  the  expenses  incurred  in  providing 
the  necessar}'  fuel,  furniture  and  postage  to  the  State  officers, 
except  that  no  postage  can  be  furnished  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Su- 
preme Court.  The  stationery,  printing  and  binding  will  be 
contracted  and  paid  for  through  the  Bureau  of  Public  Print- 
ing, as  I  will  show  hereafter. 

Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  six  hundred  dollars 
annually  for  traveling  and  other  expenses  while  on  the  business 
of  the  department,  section  4412. 

State  Library,  four  hundred  dollars,  for  the  increase  of  the 
library,  to  be  expended  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Sec- 
retary, Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  State,  section  5692.

Sherifl"  of  the  Supreme  Court,  a  reasonable  compensation  for 
fuel,  stationery  and  extra  services,  when  allowed  by  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  paid  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  section  5840.

Sheriffs'  mileage  for  taking  prisoners  to  the  State  prison, 
going  and  returning  by  the  nearest  route  traveled,  fifteen  cents 
per  mile;  and  for  each  additional  convict  taken  at  the  same 
time,  the  additional  expenses  of  the  additional  convict,  which 
shall  be  paid  on  the  certificate  of  the  warden  of  the  prison, 
section  5873. 

State  Board  of  Health,  five  thousand  dollars.  Out  of  this 
sum  shall  be  paid  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Board,  the  sal- 
ary of  the  Secretary,  and  the  expenses  of  the  members,  sec- 
tions 4991,  5000. 

Secretary  of  State,  for  distribution  of  laws,  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars,  section  5600. 

State  Board  of  Education,  the  members  of  the  Board,  while 
engaged  in  the  duties  of  their  ofiice,  shall  receive  five  dollars 
per  day  and  five  cents  mileage.  Also  the  necessary  expenses 
incurred  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  Board  for  "clerk 
hire,  postage,  etc.,"  section  4423.

School  Fund  Bonds.  Interest  on  same  shall  be  paid.  Acts

Governor's  Contingent  Fund,  one  thousand  dollars  annually, 
sections  4928,  5587. 

The  sections  cited  above  either  expressly  appropriate  the 
sums  named,  or  else  direct  their  payment  in  such  language  as 
to  create  appropriations  under  the  general  rules  I  have  stated. 
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PUBLIC  PRINTING,  BINDING  AND  STATIONERY. 

Sections  4928  and  4929  authorize  the  payment  out  of  the 
General  Fund  for  the  printing,  binding  and  stationery  done  for 
the  State.  See,  also,  section  6015.  These  sections  are  limited 
and  qualified  by  Acts  1885,  p.  215.  This  act  creates  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Public  Printing,  Binding  and  Stationery,  and 
directs  them  to  make  a  contract  for  the  printing,  binding  and 
stationery  authorized  by  law  and  to  be  paid  for  at  the  expense 
of  the  State.  Section  6  of  this  act  provides  that  "all  the  print- 
ing, binding  and  stationery  authorized  by  law,  at  the  expense 
of  the  State,  and  chargeable  to  the  State,  shall  be  executed 
through  the  Commissioners  and  Clerk  in  this  act  before  named, 
and  all  laws  authorizing  printing,  binding  or  stationery  by  any 
officer  or  institution,  to  be  chargeable  to  the  State,  shall  be 
construed  to  mean  that  the  printing,  binding  and  stationery  of 
such  officers  or  institutions  shall  be  done  through  such  Com- 
missioners." Sections  9,  10  and  11  authorize  the  publication 
of  the  reports  of  the  officers  and  institutions  named,  at  the 
expense  of  the  State. 

Section  4  enacts  that  "the  Auditor  of  State  shall  not  issue 
his  warrant  for  the  payment  of  any  bill  or  charge  for  public 
printing,  binding  or  stationery,  until  the  Clerk  in  charge  of  the 
Bureau  of  Public  Printing,  Binding  and  Stationery  shall,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Printing,  Bind- 
ing and  Stationery,  certify  to  the  delivery  of  such  printing, 
binding  or  stationery,  and  that  the  bill  therefor  is  correct,  ac- 
cording to  the  contract,  and  the  said  Commissioners  shall  have 
allowed  said  bill,  and  approved  the  same  by  the  signature  of 
the  Governor,  as  President  of  such  Board." 

This  act,  when  construed  with  sections  4928,  4929  and  6015, 
according  to  the  rules  laid  down  in  Ristine  v.  State,  supra,  cre- 
ates an  appropriation  out  of  which  shall  be  paid  the  expenses 
of  the  public  printing,  binding  and  stationery  authorized  by 
law.

The  State  Normal  School,  ten  thousand  dollars  semi-annually, 
Acts  18S3,  p.  57,  to  be  paid  out  of  school  revenue,  and  two 
thousand  dollars,  annually,  for  warming,  lighting,  janitor's  fees, 
repairs,  and  for  actual  expenses  of  said  institution,  section 
4558. 

Pay  of  Trustees.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  State  Normal  School  shall  each  be  allowed  five  dollars 
for  each  day's  services  rendered,  also  traveling  expenses,  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  section  4559. 

BENEVOLENT    INSTITUTIONS. 

By  sections  2758,  2759,  2760,  2761,  provision  is  made  for  the 
necessary  current  expenses  of  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  the 
Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  the  Institution  for  the 
Blind,  the  Soldiers'  Home,  and  the  House  of  Refuge,  when- 
ever there  shall  be  a  failure,  at  any  regular  biennial  session  of 
the  General  Assembly  to  pass  an  appropriation  bill  or  bills 
making  appropriations  for  such  necessary  current  expenses. 
These  sections  compose  the  act  of  May  12,  1869,  Acts  1869,  p. 
22.  The  institution  there  named  as  the  Soldiers'  Home  is  now 
known  as  the  Indiana  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home, 
(Acts  1887,  p.  16),  and  the  institution  named  as  the  House  of 
Refuge  in  that  act  is  now  known  as  the  Indiana  Reform  School 
for  Boys.     (Acts  1883,  p.  19.) 

When  the  General  Assembly  fails  to  pass  such  appropriation 
bill  or  bills,  it  is  made  lawful  for  the  Governor,  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer  of  State,  until  appropriations  shall  be  made,  to  direct 
the  Auditor  of  State  to  draw  his  warrants  on  the  State  Treas- 
ury for  such  sums  as  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  decide  to  be 
necessary  for  the  necessary  current  expenses  of  the  institu- 
tions named,  not,  however,  exceeding  the  amounts  appropriated 
for  the  same  objects,  respectively,  by  the  last  preceding  appro- 
priation which  shall  have  been  made  by  the  General  Assembly. 
(Sec.  2758.)     This  section  concludes  as  follows :     "And  to  pay 
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fiuch  warrants  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  drawn  and  pre- 
sented, a  sufficient  sum  of  money  is  hereby  appropriated." 
These  warrants  are  to  be  drawn  on  the  General  Fund,  and  shall 
not  include  any  sum  or  sums  for  enlarging  such  institutions,  or 
any  of  them,  but  shall  be  confined  strictly  to  their  necessary 
current  expenses ;  and  the  allowances  shall  be  made  upon  the 
certificate  of  the  l^resident  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  each 
institution,  showing  in  detail  the  necessity  for  the  amount  de- 
manded, and  that  it  has  been  approved  by  such  Boards ;  which 
certificate  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Institution  for  which  the  expense   was  incurred.     (Sec.  2760.) 

In  making  the  monthly  allowances,  "it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  officers  authorized  to  make  the  same,  not  to  exceed  in  any 
one  month  one-twelfth  of  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  same  institution  for  the  last  preceding  year 
for  which  an  appropriation  shall  have  been  made  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly."  (Section  2761.)  The  appropriations  made  for 
the  necessary  current  expenses  of  the  benevolent  institutions 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1887,  are  as  follows : 

Hospital  for  the  Insane.  For  the  maintenance  of  both  male 
and  female  departments,  two  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dol- 
lars; for  clothing,  twelve  thousand  dollars,  and  current  repairs 
for  buildings  and  premises,  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  Acts  1885, 
p.  186. 

Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind.  For  maintenance, 
twenty-seven  thousand  dollars;  and  for  current  expenses  and 
repairs  of  buildings  and  premises,  two  thousand  dollars.  Acts 
1885,  p.  187. 

Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb.  For 
maintenance,  fifty-five  thousand  dollars  ;  and  current  expenses 
and  repairs  of  buildings  and  premises,  three  thousand  dollars. 
Acts  1885,  p.  187. 

Salaries  of  Trustees.  The  President  of  the  Boards  shall  re- 
ceive nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum  ;  two  Trustees  lor  the 
Asylum  for  the  Insane,  six  hundred  dollars  each  per  annum  ; 
two  Trustees  for  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  four 
hundred  dollars  each  per  annum  ;  two  Trustees  for  the  Institu- 
tion for  the  Blind,  three  hundred  dollars  each  per  annum. 
(Section  2778.)  These  salaries  should  be  paid  out  of  the  main- 
tenance fund  of  the  institutions  named. 
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Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home.  This  institution  is 
now  fully  provided  for  by  acts  1887,  p.  16,  and  is  not  dependent 
upon  sections  2758  to  2761.  There  is  appropriated  by  the  Acts 
of  1887,  p.  16,  sixty-live  thousand  dollars  for  completing  and 
furnishing  the  building  now  in  course  of  reconstruction ;  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars  for  erecting  and  furnishing  a  suitable 
building  for  the  literary  school  and  the  chapel ;  one  thousand 
dollars  for  a  miscellaneous  library;  five  thousand  dollars  for  the 
preparation  and  ornamentation  of  the  grounds  and  the  con- 
struction and  furnishing  of  conservatories.  (Section  19  and 
24.)  For  the  current  expenses,  there  is  appropriated  the  sum 
of  fifteen  dollars  per  month  for  each  pupil,  ofiicer,  or  employe 
residing  in  the  Home,  to  be  paid  in  the  manner  designated  in 
section  25. 

Salaries  of  Officers.  Each  Trustee  is  entitled  to  a  salary  of 
five  hundred  dollars  annually,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  any 
moneys  in  the  State  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
which  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services,  traveling  and  other  ex- 
penses. Section  2.  The  Superintendent  shall  be  paid  an 
annual  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  and  the  Steward  an 
annual  salary  of  six  hundred  dollars,  which  shall  be  p^aid  in  the 
way  above  named.  Section  4.  All  the  other  officers  and  em- 
ployes shall  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys  drawn  for  current  ex- 
penses. Section  25.  There  is  provision  made  for  the  purchase 
of  land  and  the  payment  of  the  cost  thereof  out  of  the  public 
treasury  by  section  7  in  this  act. 

The  School  for  Feeble-Minded  Youth.  Fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars for  the  purchase  of  grounds,  construction  of  buildings,  fur- 
nishing and  equipping  the  institution  ready  for  occupancy.  Sec- 
tion 17,  Acts  1887,  p.  46.  For  maintenance,  ten  dollars  per  month 
for  each  inmate,  to  be  paid  as  set  forth  in  section  24.  For  rent 
of  temporary  quarters,  and  for  the  preparation  and  furnishing 
thereof,  two  thousand  dollars.  Section  24.  For  deficiency  in 
current  expenses  "for  and  during  the  next  two  years,  three 
thousand  dollars."     Section  23. 

Salaries  of  Officers.  Each  Trustee  shall  receive  a  salary  of 
one  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  out  of  the  State  Treas- 
ury, which  shall  be  in  fall  of  all  services  as  Trustee,  and  travel- 
ing and  other  expenses.  Section  1.  The  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer, two  hundred  dollars  each  per  annum.  Section  2.  Super- 
intendent, fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum.    Section  5.    The 
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Principal,  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  annually.  Section  7. 
The  Matron,  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  Section  8.  The 
salaries  of  the  Secretary,  Superintendent,  Principal,  Matron 
and  other  employes  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  money  provided  for 
the  payment  of  the  current  expenses  oi  the  institution.  Sec- 
tion 23.  This  act  makes  full  provision  for  the  support  of  this 
institution. 

The  Additional  Hospitals  for  the  Insane.  The  act  of  March 
7,  1883  (Acts  1883,  p.  164),  authorized  the  building  of  three 
additional  hospitals  for  the  insane.  The  first  ten  sections  of 
the  act  relate  to  their  location  and  erection,  while  the  remain- 
ing sections  regulate  the  management  and  control  thereof. 
Sections  11,  12  and  13  direct  that  patients  shall  be  cared  for  in 
the  additional  hospitals  when  they  are  completed  and  ready  to 
receive  patients.  Section  11  is  as  follows  :  "The  necessary  ex- 
pense of  said  ho8pital8,and  the  control  and  management  thereof, 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  under  such  regulations 
and  restrictions  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners, and,  as  far  as  practicable,  in  conformity  with  the  prac- 
tices and  usages  of  the  present  hospitals  for  the  insane.'"  On 
the  17th  day  of  June,  1887,  I  rendered  an  opinion  to  the  Com- 
missioners, created  by  this  act,  in  which  I  held  that  this  sec- 
tion appropriates  the  money  with  which  to  pay  the  necessary 
expenses  of  the  additional  hospitals,  and  the  control  and  man- 
agement thereof;  and  to  that  opinion  I  still  adhere.  My  atten- 
tion has  been  called  to  Acts  1885,  p.  53.  This  act  makes  an 
additional  appropriation  for  the  completion  and  equipment  of 
the  additional  hospitals.  Section  2  is  as  follows:  "There  is 
also  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  each  one  of  said  hos- 
pitals the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars  up  to  February  1, 
1887."  This  act  was  passed  March  5,  1885.  In  the  "whereas" 
of  the  act  it  is  said  that  "  the  erection  of  said  hospitals  is  in 
satisfactory  progress  toward  completion  in  1886."  This  being 
true,  it  is  evident  that  the  General  Assembly  intended,  by  the 
enactment  of  section  2,  to  make  temporary  provision  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  hospitals.  You  will  observe  that  the  date 
fixed  for  the  termination  of  the  appropriation  is  not  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year,  which  ahva3's  ends  on  the  3l3t  day  of  October  in  a 
given  year.  The  whole  act  shows  that  the  legislative  purpose 
was  to  furnish  each  hospital  a  sum  sufficient  to  maintain  it  from 
an  uncertain  date  in  1886  to  February  1,  1887,  by  which  time 
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it  was  evidently  expected  that  the  General  Assembly  of  1887 
would  either  make  new  provision  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
hospitals,  or  permit  them  to  be  operated  under  the  act  of  March 
7,  1883.  The  buildings  were  not  completed  and  equipped  in 
1886,  nor  are  they  now  in  operation,  but  I  am  informed  that 
the  Commissioners  desire  to  operate  one  or  more  of  them  under 
the  act  of  March  7,  1883.  If  they  do  so,  are  they  limited  to 
forty  thousand  dollars  per  annum  by  reason  of  section  2  of  the 
act  of  March  5,  1885  ?  For  the  reasons  I  have  stated,  that  sec- 
tion is  not  to  be  considered  as  an  annual  appropriation,  but  is 
merely  an  appropriation  for  an  uncertain  time,  ending  Febru- 
ary 1,  1887,  and  is,  therefore,  not  to  be  held  as  fixing  "  the 
amount  appropriated  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  same  in- 
stitution for  the  last  preceding  year  for  which  an  appropriation 
shall  have  been  made  by  the  General  Assembly,"  according  to 
section  2761.  Therefore,  I  hold  that  section  11  of  the  act  of 
March  7,  1883,  must  be  held  to  govern  the  case,  and  that  the 
Commissioners,  in  the  maintenance  of  said  hospitals,  are  only 
limited  to  such  sums  as  may  be  needful  to  defray  the  necessary 
expenses,  and  the  control  and  management  thereof.  Whether 
the  Legislature  acted  wisely  in  placing  such  a  great  responsi- 
bility in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioners  is  not  for  us  to  say^ 
for  we  have  to  take  the  law  as  we  find  it.  I  think  that  the  di- 
rection in  section  11  that  this  money  shall  shall  be  expended, 
"as  far  as  practicable,  in  conformity  with  the  practices  and 
usages  of  the  present  Hospital  for  the  Insane,"  is  broad  enough 
in  spirit,  if  not  in  language,  to  authorize  you  to  require  the 
Commissioners  to  comply  with  section  2758,  so  far  as  to  obtain 
the  direction  of  the  Governor,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  State 
as  to  what  sums  the  Auditor  of  State  shall  draw  his  warrants 
for,  from  time  to  time,  in  order  to  maintain  such  hospitals.  I 
also  advise  that  the  allowances  be  made  monthly,  and  in  strict 
conformity  with  section  2760.

All  of  these  salaries  are  payable  out  of  the  receipts  which 
are  covered  into  the  State  Treasury,  section  6141. 

Reform  School  for  Boys,  for  maintenance  and  repairs,  sixty 
thousand  dollars.  Acts  1885,  p.  188,  sections  2758  to  2761. 

Salaries  of  Commissioners,  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum 
each,  payable  out  of  the  maintenance  fund.  Act  1883,  p.  19, 
section  2. 

Reformatory  Institution  for  Women  and  Girls.  The  current 
expenses  of  this  institution  are  estimated  for,  allowed  and  drawn 
from  the  treasury  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  sections  6200,  6201, 
6202.  As  to  the  receipts  and  earnings  of  this  institution,  see 
Acts  1885,  p.  189. 

Salaries  of  Managers  one  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  each, 
section  6197. 

There  may  be  other  expenses  allowed  by  law  but  they  do  not 
occur  to  me  now. 

I  do  not  find  any  provision  authorizing  expenditures  for  the 
following  purposes  :  The  clerk  and  messenger  of  the  Governor; 
the  clerk  of  the  Adjutant  General;  the  janitors  for  the  State 
Offices  generally ;  the  watchman  for  the  State  Librarian ;  the 
messenger  for  the  Supreme  Court ;  the  salary  ot  the  sheriff'  of 
the  Supreme  Court;  the  Military  Contingent  Fund  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, nor  for  the  general  office  expenses  of  the  Governor,  Sec- 
retary of  State,  Auditor  of  State,  Treasurer  of  State,  Attorney 
General,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  State  Librarian, 
Bureau  of  Statistics  and  Supreme  Court,  but  it  is  lawful  to  pay 
for  the  necessary  furniture,  fuel  and  postage  as  I  have  before 
stated. 
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The  provision  of  the  State  Constitution  extending  the  regular  terms  of  officers 
until  their  successors  "  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified,"  applies  to  school 
trustees. 

The  office  of  School  Trustee  is  not  vacated  by  the  failure  to  give  bond  as  President, 
Secretary  or  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

The  trustees  of  a  town  may  be  compelled  by  mandate  to  elect  School  Trustees.

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  request  for  answers  to  the  fol- 
lowing questions  : 

First.  "  Should  a  Town  Board  of  School  Trustees  fail  ta 
comply  with  the  provision  of  the  statute — Section  4439 — 'to 
reorganize  their  board  and  execute  their  respective  bonds  for 
the  coming  year,'  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  town  fail 
and  refuse  to  appoint  any  other  trustees  to  constitute  said  Board 
of  School  Trustees,  can  the  old  members  of  such  board,  by  the- 
filing  of  proper  bonds,  lawfully  keep  the  positions  heretofore 
filled  by  them,  and  discharge  the  functions  of  said  offices  ? " 

The  statute  which  you  cite  fixes  a  given  and  definite  term  to 
the  offices  named.  Section  3  of  Art.  15,  of  the  Constitution  is 
as  follows:  "Whenever  it  is  provided  in  this  Constitution,  or 
in  any  law  which  may  be  hereafter  passed,  that  any  officer, 
other  than  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  hold  his 
office  for  any  given  term,  the  same  shall  be  construed  to  mean 
that  such  officer  shall  hold  his  office  for  such  term  and  until 
his  successor  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified." 

This  provision,  when  applied  to  the  facts  you  state,  so  op- 
erates as  to  extend  the  terms  of  the  officers  you  name  until 
such  time  as  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified,  and 
until  then,  if  they  continue  in  the  possession  of  the  offices;  they 
are  officers  both  de  jure  and  de  facto.  Elam  v.  State,  75  Ind. 
518,  522,  and  cases  there  cited. 

The  bond  of  an  officer,  in  legal  contemplation,  is  given  for 
the  time  during  which  he  may  hold  the  office,  by  virtue  of  his 
election,  and  the  officer  and  his  bondsmen  are  liable  thereon 
until  his  successor  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified.  But- 
ler V.  State,  20  Ind.  169;  State  v.  Berg,  50  Ind.  496.  Therefore, 
it  is  not  necessary  that  a  new  bond  should  be  filed. 

"Does  a  school  trustee  of  an  incorporated  town  hold  the  po- 
sition to  which  he  has  been  appointed  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified  ?" 

Yes,  as  I  have  above  stated. 
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"Can  a  school  trustee,  appointed  for  a  period  of  three  years, 
and  who  fails  to  file  any  bond  at  the  time  of  entering  upon  his 
official  duties,  file  a  bond  at  any  subsequent  time,  there  having 
been  no  one  elected  to  fill  his  place?" 

Section  443P  does  not  require  a  school  trustee  to  file  a  bond 
until  he  is  elected  to  the  office  of  President  or  Secretary,  or 
Treasurer.  When  he  is  elected  to  one  of  the  oflices  named,  he 
is  required  to  give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  of  that  office.  If  he  should  fail  to  give  such  bond,  the 
office  would  be  vacant.  (Sec.  5527,  R.  S.  1881.)  State  \.  Johji- 
son,  100  Ind.  489.  The  failure  to  file  a  bond  would  only  vacate 
the  office  to  which  he  was  elected  by  the  board  of  which  he 
was  a  member,  and  would  not  vacate  the  office  of  school 
trustee. 

"Can  a  board  of  town  trustees  be  mandated  and  compelled 
to  appoint  school  trustees,  and  to  continue  to  appoint  persons 
to  fill  vacancies  ?" 

Section  4439  requires  town  trustees  to  elect  school  trustees. 
The  command  is  imperative,  and  its  obedience  may  be  enforced 
by  mandamus.  (R.  S.  1881,  sec.  1168.)  If  a  vacancy  exists, 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  town  trustees  to  fill  it,  and  they  may  be 
compelled  to  do  it  by  mandate. 

"In  case  a  town  board  of  trustees  dissolves,  the  school  board 
fails  to  renew  its  bonds,  and  the  surrounding  school  township 
refuses  to  take  charge  of  the  school  interests  of  such  town, 
what  should  the  Auditor  do  with  the  school  funds  apportioned 
such  town?" 

He  should  not  pay  such  funds  to  either  corporation  until  it 
is  determined  by  litigation  which  corporation  is  entitled  there- 
to. 


A  construction  of  that  section  of  tlie  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home  Act 
(Actf  1887,  p.  16),  which  makes  an  appropriation  for  the  current  expenses  of 
said  institution. 

A.  H.  Morris^  Superintendent  Soldiers"  and  Sailors'  Orphans  Home. 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  request  from  you : 

"  I  respectfully  request  your  opinion  as  to  the  proper  con- 
struction of  Section  25,  Acts  1887,  p.  25.  I  am  required  by 
that  section  to  certifv  at  the  end  of  each  month  the  number  of 
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inmates  for  the  preceding  month.  I  desire  to  know  whether 
or  not  it  is  proper  for  me  to  include  in  my  certificate  pupils  re- 
ceived only  a  few  days  before  the  end  of  the  month ;  also  shall 
I  include  pupils  who  may  be  present  the  first  part  of  the  month, 
but  absent  at  the  end  of  the  month  ?  Further,  if  a  pupil  is 
away  on  a  visit  the  entire  month,  the  name  being  carried  on 
our  roll,  shall  such  pupil  be  counted  ?" 

So  much  of  that  section  as  is  pertinent  to  your  question  is 
as  follows:  "For  the  current  expenses  of  said  institution  there 
is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  State  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  per  month 
for  each  pupil,  officer  or  employe  residing  in  said  Home;  and 
upon  presentation  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  at  the  end  of  each 
month  of  a  statement,  certified  by  the  Superintendent,  of  the 
number  of  such  inmates  for  the  preceding  month,  said  Auditor 
shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  of  State  in  favor  of 
the  Treasurer  of  said  Board  for  the  amount  to  which  the  insti- 
tution may  be  thus  shown  to  be  entitled  for  such  preceding 
month,  less  any  surplus  of  money  so  drawn  theretofore  by  said 
Treasurer,  and  not  expended  or  contracted  to  be  paid  on  ac- 
count of  said  Home;  which  surplus,  if  any,  shall  be  stated  by 
said  Treasurer  by  indorsement  upon  said  certificate  of  the  Su- 
perintendent." 

I  am  of  opinion  that  your  certificate  should  state  the  follow- 
ing facts : 

1.  The  number  of  pupils,  oflicers  and  employes  who  resided 
in  the  Home  during  the  entire  month. 

2.  The  number  of  those  who  resided  there  a  fractional  part 
of  the  month,  stating  the  time  of  residence,  so  that  there  may 
be  drawn  for  their  support  their  just  proportion  of  the  allow- 
ance for  each  month. 

By  following  this  plan  the  Home  will  get  fifteen  dollars  for 
each  inmate  of  the  Home  during  the  entire  month,  and  a  just 
proportion  of  the  sum  for  each  inmate  who  resided  there  but 
a  portion  of  the  month.  If  you  were  to  include  those  who 
were  there  for  a  fractional  part  of  the  month  with  those  who 
had  resided  there  the  whole  month,  the  Home  would  get  more 
than  it  would  be  entitled  to,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  if  you  were 
to  omit  them  entirely  the  Home  would  get  less  than  its  just 
dues.     Those  who  have  been  away  for  the  entire  month  should 
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not  be  included  in  the  certificate,  for  they  cannot  be  said  to 
have  been  resident  inmates  of  the  Home  during  that  time. 

By  this  construction  of  the  statute,  full  legal  provision  is 
made  for  all  the  resident  inmates  of  the  Home,  and  no  injustice 
is  done  to  the  State,  but  any  other  construction  would  be  sure 
to  do  wrong  to  either  the  Home  or  the  State. 


The  amendment  of  March  6,  1883,  of  the  statute  concerning  tlie  granting  of  school 
licenses  does  not  authorize  a  County  Superintendent  to  make  and  enforce  an 
order  that  all  principals  of  town  graded  schools  shall,  before  receiving  licenses, 
pass  an  examination  in  all  of  the  branches  of  study  taught  by  such  principals 
and  included  in  the  course  of  study  adopted  by  the  school  trustees. 

Hon.  Harvey  M.  LaFollette, 

Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction: 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  communication  from 
you  :  "  The  County  Board  of  Education  of  a  certain  county 
did,  at  their  May  meeting,  in  1885,  adopt  a  course  of  study  for 
the  graded  schools  of  incorporated  towns  of  said  county.  In 
June,  1887,  the  County  Superintendent  of  said  county  made 
and  entered  of  record,  in  his  official  record,  an  order  requiring 
that  all  principals  of  said  town  graded  schools  should  pass  ex- 
amination in  all  of  the  branches  of  study  required  to  be  taught 
by  such  principals  and  included  in  such  adopted  course  of  study. 
Has  the  Superintendent,  under  section  4425,  R.  S.  1881,  as 
amended  by  the  act  of  1883  (Acts,  1883,  p.  130;  School  Law 
Ed.  1883-'85),  the  authority  to  make  and  enforce  such  order  or 
regulation? " 

So  much  of  the  act  of  1883,  which  you  refer  to,  as  is  material 
in  the  consideration  of  this  question  is  as  follows:  "Said 
County  Superintendent  shall  examine  all  applicants  for  license 
as  teachers  for  the  common  schools  for  the  State  by  a  series  of 
written  or  printed  questions,  requiring  answers  in  writing,  aud, 
in  addition  to  the  said  questions  and  answers  in  writing,  ques- 
tions may  be  asked  and  answered  orally,  aud  if,  from  the  ratio 
of  correct  answers  and  other  evidences  disclosed  by  the  exam- 
ination, the  applicant  is  found  to  possess  a  knowledge  which  is 
sufficient,  in  the  estimation  of  the  County  Superintendent,  to 
enable    said   applicant   successfully  to    teach    in  the  common 
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schools  of  the  State,  orthography,  reading,  writing,  arithmetic^ 
geography,  English  grammar,  physiology,  and  the  history  of 
the  United  States,  and  to  govern  such  school,  said  County 
Superintendent  shall  license  such  applicant  for  the  term  of  six 
months,  twelve  months,  twenty-four  months  or  thirty-six 
months,  according  to  the  ratio  of  correct  answers  and  other 
evidences  of  qualification  given  upon  said  examination,  the 
standard  of  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  County  Superintendent, 
and  in  examining  persons  for  positions  to  teach  in  graded 
schools  in  cities  and  towns  the  County  Superintendent  may  take 
into  consideration  the  special  fitness  of  such  applicant  to  per- 
form the  services  required  of  them,  and  shall  make,  on  the 
licenses  issued  to  such  applicants,  a  statement  of  the  kind  of 
work  for  which  they  are  especially  qualified." 

That  portion  of  the  statute  which  refers  to  teachers  in  graded 
schools  in  cities  and  towns  was  not  in  the  original  act  and  con- 
stitutes the  only  material  change  in  it.  For  this  reason  especial 
significance  is  to  be  given  to  the  change  referred  to  in  order  to 
divine  the  legislative  purpose.  What  is  the  eiiect  of  the  pro- 
vision :  "  In  examining  persons  for  positions  to  teach  in  graded 
schools  in  cities  and  towns  the  County  Superintendent  may  take 
into  consideration  the  special  fitness  of  such  applicants  to  per- 
form the  services  required  of  them,  and  shall  make,  on  the 
licenses  issued  to  such  applicants,  a  statement  of  the  kind  of 
work  for  which  they  are  especially  qualified  ?  "  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  word  "  may"  as  it  occurs  in  this  passage  should 
be  construed  as  meaning  "  shall,"  for  the  command  that  the  Su- 
perintendent "  shall  make  on  the  licenses  *  *  a  statement 
of  the  kind  of  work  for  which  they  are  especially  qualified," 
shows  that  the  word  was  used  in  an  imperative  sense.  The  Su- 
perintendent is  directly  required  under  the  statute,  to  state  in 
the  license  the  school  work  which  the  applicant  is  especially 
qualified  to  perform,  and  this  implies  that  he  shall  take  the 
proper  means  of  determining  that  question.  Besides,  it  is  a 
familiar  rule  of  statutory  interpretation  that  where  the  public 
have  an  interest  in  an  act  which  an  ofiicer  is  called  upon  to  per- 
form, the  word  "  may"  is  to  be  construed  as  "shall,"  whenever 
the  Legislative  intent  seems  to  demand  it.  Rapalje  and  Law- 
rence's Law  Dictionary,  and  cases  there  cited. 

Under  section  4436,  the  County  Board  of  Education  possesses 
an  absolute  discretion  in  the  selection  of  a  course  of  study  for 
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the  graded  schools  of  towns  withiu  the  limits  of  the  county, 
and  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  is  evident  in  the  act  we  are 
specially  considering,  to  require  the  County  Superintendent  to 
submit  to  applicants  to  teach  in  the  graded  school  of  towns  and 
cities  an  examination  which  would  demonstate  their  capacity  to 
successfully  teach  in  the  particular  grade  for  which  they  may 
make  application.  We  know  as  a  matter  of  fact  that  an  ex- 
amination upon  the  subjects  provided  by  statute  is  not  a  satisfac- 
tory evidence  of  the  iitness  of  an  applicant  to  teach  some  of 
the  higher  branches  which  are  taught  in  the  graded  schools  of 
every  town  and  city  in  the  State,  We  know  too  that  in  the 
primary  departments  of  schools,  which  are  carefully  graded,  it 
is  especially  desirable  to  secure  the  services  of  a  teacher  who 
not  only  possesses  what  is  termed  a  common  school  education^ 
but  who  is  thoroughly  educated  in  primary  methods.  It  would 
be  no  stretch  of  construction  to  hold  that  it  was  intended  by 
thi8  statute  that  teachers  in  the  graded  schools  of  towns  and 
cities  should  possess  licenses  which  evidence  their  qualification 
for  their  positions.  But  I  do  not  think  that  tlie  statute  is  manda- 
tory in  its  nature,  thereby  imposing  a  forfeiture  of  compensa- 
tion if  a  person  has  taught  in  a  graded  school  of  a  town  or  city 
without  a  special  license  for  that  purposes.  W  ith  these  ideas  in 
mind,  what  is  to  be  said  of  the  rule  in  question  ?  The  "special 
Iitness  ''  of  the  applicant  is  best  determined  by  an  examination, 
or,  at  least,  a  resort  to  that  method  would  leave  less  ground  for 
charges  of  favoritism  upon  the  part  of  the  Superintendent. 
Conceding,  however,  that  the  statute  does  not  require  an  ex- 
amination, but  is  satisfied  with  the  Superintendent's  certificate 
of  the  fitness  of  the  applicant,  which  he  makes  from  a  knowl- 
edge derived  from  some  other  source,  still  the  fact  remains  that 
a  discretion  is  reposed  in  the  Superintendent  as  to  how  he  will 
determine  that  fact ;  and  surely  he  can  not  be  attacked  in  the 
exercise  of  that  discretion  where  he  provides  so  eminently  fair 
and  reasonable  a  rule  as  the  one  in  question.  In  the  absence  of 
an  abuse  of  discretion  it  is  a  general  doctrine  of  the  law  that 
where  power  or  jurisdiction  is  delegated  to  a  public  ofUcer  or 
tribunal  over  a  subject  matter,  and  its  exercise  is  confided  to 
his  or  their  discretion,  their  acts  are  binding  as  to  such  subject 
matter  and  will  not  be  reviewed  by  the  courts.  Allen  v.  Blunty. 
3  Story  742. 
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I  do  not  think  that  the  Superintendent  can  enforce  the  rule 
as  against  an  applicant  merely  because  he  is  or  expects  to  be 
the  principal  of  a  graded  school  in  a  city  or  town,  but  if  the 
applicant  wishes  a  certificate  of  his  fitness  for  that  position,  he 
must  abide  by  the  rule  which  the  Superintendent  has  estab- 
lished. It  will  be  observed,  however,  that  the  statute  only  con- 
fers on  the  Superintendent  the  power  to  examine  and  to  give 
the  applicant  a  special  certificate  of  qualification.  It  does  not 
give  him  the  authority  to  establish  and  enforce  a  rule  govern- 
ing those  officers  who  have  the  employment  of  teachers.  The 
power  of  the  school  trustees  under  section  4444  is  undiminished. 
If  there  is  any  prohibition  against  the  employment  of  teachers 
not  possessing  a  special  license  to  teach  in  a  graded  school,  it 
is  by  virtue  of  the  statute  and  not  by  reason  of  any  superadded 
rule  of  the  Superintendent.  He  is  empowered  *'  to  take  into 
consideration  special  fitness"  and  to  "make  on  the  licenses 
issued  a  statement  of  the  kind  of  work  for  which  they  are 
especially  qualified,"  but  this  does  not  give  him  the  right  to 
place  on  the  license  a  negative  statement  that  the  applicant  is 
not  qualified  to,  or  shall  not,  teach  in  the  graded  schools  of  the 
cities  or  towns  within  the  county.  An  applicant  for  license  has 
a  right  to  insist  upon  submitting  to  such  an  examination  as 
will  entitle  him,  if  successful,  to  the  highest  commendatory 
statement  by  the  Superintendent  upon  the  license,  but  if  the 
applicant's  examination  does  not  entitle  him  to  any  special 
statement,  but  does  entitle  him  to  the  ordinary  license,  the  Su- 
perintendent must  grant  it.  If  the  law  were  mandatory  that 
only  specially-licensed  teachers  should  be  employed  in  the  schools 
mentioned,  the  Superintendent  might  without  impropriety 
state  upon  the  license  that  the  licensee  was  not  authorized  to 
teach  in  the  graded  schools;  the  prohibition,  however,  would 
flow  from  the  law  itself  and  not  from  the  Superintendent's  state- 
ment. But  I  can  not  bring  myself  to  think  that  the  law  is 
anything  more  than  director3^  regarding  the  employment  of 
specially-licensed  teachers  in  the  graded  schools,  and  I  am  not 
clear  but  that  the  purpose  of  the  law  was  merely  to  enable  those 
entrusted  with  the  employment  of  teachers  to  better  judge  of 
the  qualifications  of  a  particular  applicant.  In  any  event,  as 
the  law  is  framed,  I  do  not  think  the  Superintendent  can  dic- 
tate to  the  Trustee  who,  among  licensed  teachers,  they  shall 
employ ;  for,  if  the  law  is  directory,  it  is  for  the  Trustees  to 
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act  ill  the  light  of  the  legislative  direction,  and  their  non- 
observance  of  a  directory  statute  does  not  vitiate  any  contract 
they  may  make  with  a  licensed  teacher. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  the  rule  mentioned  is  capable  of 
enforcement  so  far  as  it  provides  a  basis  on  which  special  state- 
ments of  qualifications  are  made,  but  that  it  is  incompetent  for 
the  Superintendent  to  restrict  the  employment  of  teachers  hold- 
ing the  ordinary  form  of  license. 


An  opinion  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb  may  lawfully  pay  for  certain  street  improvements  out  of  the 
appropriation  for  current  repairs  made  said  Institution  for  the  years  1886 
and  1887. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Institution  for  the 

Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 

Gentlemen — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  you  in  which 
you  ask  me  this  question  : 

"In  1886  and  1887,  by  consent  of  the  proper  State  officers, 
that  part  of  State  street,  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  which  lies 
in  front  of  tlie  Institution  was  graded  and  improved.  One-half 
of  the  street  in  front  of  the  Institution  is  on  the  lauds  of  the 
State.  Can  we  pay  for  that  portion  of  the  cost  of  making  such 
repairs  out  of  the  moneys  appropriated  to  the  Institution  ?" 

The  appropriation  bill  for  the  years  you  name  contains  this 
item  for  your  Institution  :  "  For  current  expenses  and  repairs 
of  buildings  and  premises,  three  thousand  dollars."  Acts  1885, 
p.  187.  This  statute  is  broad  enough  to  cover  the  expenses  and 
repairs  you  mention,  in  my  opinion,  and  I  advise  you  that  you 
may  lawfully  pay  for  the  same  out  of  this  appropriation  if  there 
is  enough  left  of  it,  but  if  there  is  not  enough  remaining  unex- 
pended, you  may  pay  the  balance  on  the  claim  as  a  credit. 


Eeal  estate  purchased  for  the  use  of  an  agricultural  society  by  a  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  under  section  5802  R.  S.,  1881,  is  not  subject  to  taxation, 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — I  have  received  a  communication  from  you  in  which 
you  refer  the  following  extract  of  a  letter  to  me  for  an  opinion : 

"  The  Jay  County  Agricultural,  Horticultural  and  Industrial 
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Joint  Stock  Company  was  organized  under  the  laws  of  Indiana 
in  the  month  of  December,  1871.  The  Board  of  Commission- 
ers of  Ja}^  County  purchased  forty  acres  of  land  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  to  be  used  for  fair  grounds,  and  leased  the  same 
to  the  Society.  The  Society  has  a  paid  up  capital  stock  of  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  all  of  which  was  invested  in 
fences,  buildings  and  other  improvements  on  the  grounds  leased 
from  the  county.  The  Society  has  never  paid  any  dividends, 
but  has  always  expended  the  surplus  earnings  of  the  fairs  in 
new  improvements  on  the  grounds  and  in  increased  premiums 
for  succeeding  fairs.  This  is  their  settled  policy  for  the  future. 
The  Society  has  never  been  taxed  on  the  real  estate,  but  has 
always  paid  taxes  on  the  market  value  of  the  capital  stock  and 
whatever  cash  surplus  was  on  hand."  Is  the  real  estate  men- 
tioned subject  to  taxation?" 

Section  5802,  R.  S.  1881,  authorizes  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners of  any  county,  on  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  legal 
voters  therein,  to  purchase,  "n?  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  such 
county,  real  estate  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  agricultural 
and  horticultural  fairs  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  five  thousand 
dollars.  Section  5803  provides  that  the  grantor  shall  furnish 
an  abstract  showing  a  sufficient  and  unincumbered  title  in  him, 
and  that  he  shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the  County  Board  a 
deed  of  conveyance  as  directed  in  the  preceding  section;  and 
also  provides  that  said  land  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the  general 
fund  of  the  county.  The  next  section  authorizes  the  sale  of 
the  lands  so  acquired  by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners 
if  "the  same  or  any  part  thereof  shall  no  longer  be  an  eligible 
location  for  such  fair  or  fairs,  or  shall  cease  to  be  necessary  for 
such  purposes,"  and  provides  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  shall 
be  turned  into  the  County  Treasury. 

Under  these  statutes  I  think  it  is  entirely  clear  not  only  that 
the  legal  title  to  the  lands  purchased  is  in  the  county  but  that 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  is  the  sole  judge  as  to  when  the 
contingency  has  arrived  which  authorizes  a  sale  of  the  lands. 
The  real  estate  of  counties  is  exempt  from  taxation  under  the 
second  clause  of  an  act  approved  February  28, 1883  (Acts  1883, 
p.  49),  which  grants  such  an  exemption  upon  "the  property  of 
any  county,  city,  or  town  or  township." 
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Do  tlie  provisions  of  section  6318  render  this  land,  which  is 
exempt  in  the  hands  of  the  county,  liable  to  the  burden  of  tax- 
ation because  it  is  used  by  the  society  mentioned?  That  sec- 
tion is  as  follows:  "When  real  estate  which  is  exempt  from 
taxation  is  leased  to  another  whose  property  is  not  exempt, 
and  the  leasing  of  which  does  not  make  the  real  estate  taxable, 
the  leasehold  estate  and  the  appurtenances  shall  be  listed  as  the 
property  of  the  lessee  thereof,  or  his  assignee,  as  real  estate." 
I  do  not  think  this  section  applicable.  The  only  tangible  right 
which  the  society  possesses  is  to  insist  that  it  shall  not  be  de- 
prived of  the  use  of  the  land  unless  it  is  sold.  Moreover,  the 
statute  authorizing  the  land  to  be  purchased  does  not  direct 
that  the  Society  shall  pay  any  rental,  though  it  might  be  per- 
missible for  the  Board  and  Society  to  so  agree.  From  the  sec- 
tions already  considered,  and  from  other  sections  authorizing 
allowances  to  be  made  by  the  county  to  such  societies  and  di- 
recting the  payment  to  them  of  certain  license  fees  (sections 
5806  and  5270),  it  is  clear  that  such  societies  are  an  object  of 
legislative  favor;  that  no  direct  (juid  pro  quo  is  expected,  but 
the  expenditure  is  deemed  warranted  by  the  public  benefits  ac- 
cruing from  the  advancement  of  the  industries  which  are  fos- 
tered by  such  societies.  It  can  not  be  intended  that  it  was  the  leg- 
islative purpose  to  provide  real  estate  for  the  use  of  agricultural 
societies,  and  afford  them  the  pecuniary  assistance  which  I  have 
pointed  out,  and  yet  to  compel  them  to  pay  a  rental  on  such 
real  estate.  From  the  fact  that  the  Society  enjoys  but  a  ten- 
ancy at  will  at  most,  and  that  the  ordinary  incident  of  a  lease — 
the  rental — is  lacking,  I  think  that  the  interest  of  the  Society 
in  the  land  is  not  a  leasehold  estate  within  the  meaning  of  sec- 
tion 6318.  Since  it  is  clear  that  the  Legislature  intended  to 
permit  the  county  to  make  an  unrestricted  donation  of  the  use 
of  the  land  for  the  purpose  mentioned,  and  as  there  is  no  stat- 
ute subjecting  the  land  to  taxation  in  the  hands  of  the  Society, 
it  ought  not  to  be  held  that  taxes  can  be  collected  thereon  from 
the  Society  in  derogation  of  the  spirit  of  the  grant. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  the  Society  is  not  liable  to  pay 
taxes  on  the  land  mentioned. 


12 — Atty-Gex. 
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If  a  County  Auditor  diverts  the  funds  due  a  school  township  the  county  is  liable 

for  the  misappropriation. 
Such  a  demand  is  not  within  the  statute  of  limitation. 

Hon.  H.  M.  LaFoUette,  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  .- 

SiK — You  refer  the  following  extract  of  a  letter  to  me  for  an 
opinion  : 

"  The  L.  E.  &  W.  R.  R.  track  and  the  wires  for  the  telephone- 
and  Western  Union  Telegraph  pass  through  the  town  of 
Chauncej^,  and  the  auditors  of  these  companies,  in  making- 
schedule  of  property  for  taxation,  have  omitted  Chauncey  Id 
making  their  distributions.  This  error  or  omission  has  been 
continuous  for  fourteen  years  or  more,  and  all  taxes  collected 
on  that  part  of  the  railroad  track  and  wires  has  been  paid  ta 
Wabash  Township.  Can  this  tax  be  collected,  if  so,  from  whom 
and  by  what  process?" 

Under  the  Constitution  and  statutes,  the  taxes  levied  on  cor- 
porations for  common  school  purposes,  together  with  other 
funds,  constitutes  the  school  revenue  for  tuition,  the  whole  of 
which  is  to  be  applied  exclusively  to  furnishing  tuition  to  the 
common  schools  of  the  State.     Sees.  183,  4325,  4465  R.  S.  1881. 

Section  6410  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  County  Auditor  (and 
not  the  duty  of  the  railroad  officials)  to  distribute  the  values  of 
railroad  right  of  way,  including  tracks,  as  certified  to  him  by 
the  Auditor  of  State,  to  the  several  townships,  cities  and  towns 
in  the  county  which  are  entitled  to  a  proportionate  value 
thereof. 

Section  4404  specifically  directs  the  County  Auditor  to  dis- 
tribute the  school  funds  and  the  next  section  makes  him  liable 
on  his  official  bond  for  a  failure  so  to  do.  Section  4326  makes 
it  the  duty  of  the  County  Board  to  provide  for  any  deficit  in 
said  fund. 

In  the  light  of  the  Constitution  and  the  statutes  mentioned 
I  think  it  is  clear  that  the  county  is  liable  to  the  school  town 
for  the  misapplication  of  its  funds.  JSTot  only  is  there  a  duty 
upon  the  part  of  the  county  to  provide  for  such  deficit,  but 
the  school  town  would  have  no  remedy  against  the  township 
which  received  the  money,  for  there  is  no  privity  between  them- 
on  which  to  base  an  action. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  demand  is  not  an  account  or 
contract  within  the  six-year  clause  of  the  statute  of  limitations^ 
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but  if  it  should  be  considered  an  account  or  contract  it  does 
not  fall  within  the  clause  mentioned,  for  the  liability  of  the 
county  can  be  established  on  the  face  of  the  record,  and  there- 
fore it  is  a  contract  in  writing  to  which  that  clause  does  not 
apply.  Another  reason  may  be  assigned  why  the  demand  does 
not  fall  within  the  statute  of  limitations.  It  is  a  trust  fund, 
for  there  is  a  duty  devolved  upon  the  county  as  trustee  to  dis- 
tribute it  properly.     Board  v.  Attorney  General,  103  Ind.  497. 

I,  therefore,  advise  you  that  the  county  is  liable  to  the  school 
town  for  its  full  share  of  the  revenues  arising  from  the  source 
mentioned. 


The  Superintendent  of  the  School  for  Feeble  Minded  Youth  may  lawfully  employ 
one  of  the  trustees  in  the  position  of  teacher,  helper  or  assistant. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  School  for  Feeble  Minded 
Youth  : 

Gentlemen — You  ask  me  the  following  question  : 

"  Would  it  be  lawful  for  the  Superintendent  of  this  institu- 
tion to  appoint  as  a  teacher,  helper  or  assistant  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  ?  If  it  can  be  done  lawfully,  it  will  save 
to  the  institution  a  considerable  sum  of  money.  One  of  our 
members  is  especially  qualified  by  nature  and  experience  to 
assist  the  Superintendent  in  many  ways,  and  we  would  be  glad 
to  see  her  thus  employed.  We  call  your  attention  to  section 
19,  Acts  1887,  p.  51." 

The  statute  which  you  cite  is  as  follows  :  ''  A  person  ap- 
pointed and  qualified  as  a  member  of  said  Board  shall  not  be 
■eligible  to  any  other  office  or  place  connected  with  said  insti- 
tution during  the  term  for  which  he  or  she  shall  have  been 
appointed,  and  a  trustee  or  other  officer  ou  employe  of  said 
institution  shall  not  be  personally  interested,  pecuniarily,  relat- 
ing to  the  providing  of  any  building,  grounds,  material,  sup- 
plies, or  any  article  for  said  school." 

The  statute  makes  two  divisions:  -'The  officers  or  place  hold- 
■ers  named.  2.  The  employes  of  the  Superintendent.  It  was, 
doubtless,  in  the  enactment  of  this  section,  the  purpose  of  the 
Legislature  to  prevent  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  from 
occupying  a  double  relation  toward  the  institution  as  an  officer 
or  place  holder.     For  an  answer  to  the  question  as  to  who  may 
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be  considered  an  officer  or  place  holder  we  must  turn  to  the 
statute  itself.  The  statute  enumerates  the  following  officers  or 
place  holders,  viz. :  The  Trustees,  the  Treasurer,  the  Secretary, 
the  Superintendent,  the  Principal  and  the  Matron.  The  Treas- 
urer, Secretary  and  Superintendent  are  elected  by  the  Board, 
and  the  Principal  and  Matron  are  appointed  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board.  An  officer  or 
place  holder  within  the  meaning  of  this  statute,  is  one  who 
holds  the  office  or  place  by  an  election  or  appointment,  and  the 
election  or  appointment  gives  the  title  to  the  officer  or  place 
holder.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  these  persons  are  directly  or 
indirectly  the  creatures  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  it  is  plain 
that  the  Legislature  had  them  in  mind  when  enacting  this 
statute.  But  these  are  employments  authorized  by  the  statute 
which  are  not  controlled  in  any  sense  by  the  Trustees.  By  sec- 
tion 6  the  Superintendent  is  empowered  to  "  employ  all  teach- 
ers and  such  other  help  as  may  be  needed."  These  persons  he 
employs  without  the  approval  of  the  Trustees,  and  he  is  thus 
placed  beyond  their  control.  He  is  given  the  freedom  to  act  or 
not  as  he  may  deem  best.  In  view  of  the  peculiar  language  of 
the  statute,  and  having  due  regard  for  considerations  of  public 
policy,  I  think  it  can  not  be  held  that  the  Legislature  meant  to 
exclude  the  Trustees  from  employment  by  the  Superintendent 
under  the  general  power  given  to  him  as  stated.  It  would  be 
manifestly  improper  for  one  of  them  to  fill  an  office  or  place 
which  they  control,  but  if  the  Superintendent  should  employ 
one  of  them  as  a  teacher,  helper  or  assistant  under  the  general 
power  given  to  him,  the  employe  would  hold  at  his  pleasure 
alone.  It  is  doubtless  true  that  the  employment  of  one  of  the 
Trustees,  who  may  be  peculiarly  fitted  for  such  employment,  to 
perform  the  duties  of  a  subordinate  under  the  direction  of  the 
Superintendent,  would  result  in  a  saving  of  money  to  the  insti- 
tution and  in  the  better  performance  of  its  work.  These  things 
we  may  consider,  for  it  is  a  fundamental  rule  of  statutory  con- 
struction that  considerations  of  public  policy  are  to  be  looked 
to  in  interpreting  a  statute  which  affects  the  public. 

I  am  strengthened  in  these  conclusions  by  the  fact  that  the 
latter  half  of  section  19,  in  enumerating  the  prohibited  con- 
tracts, does  not  prohibit  a  Truste^e  from  making  a  contract  as 
a  teacher,  helper  or  assistant.  These  persons  have  only  such 
rights  as  are  given  them  by  contracts  made  with  the  Superin- 
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teudent,  while  the  officers  or  place  holders  hold  by  virtue  of 
an  election  by  the  Trustees  or  an  appointment  with  their  ap- 
proval. 

For  these  reasons  I  advise  you  that  it  is  within  the  power  of 
the  Superintendent  to  employ  one  of  the  Trustees  in  the  subor- 
dinate position  of  teacher,  helper  or  assistant. 


The  office  furniture  iu  the  office  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  belongs  to  the  State, 
and  it  can  not  be  sold  to  augment  the  appropriation  of  the  Board. 

Dr.  C.  N.  Metcalf,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health  : 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  you  as  follows: 

"At  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  it  became  necessary,  for  want  of  other  available  funds, 
to  purchase  office  furniture  for  the  use  of  the  Board  out  of  our 
regular  appropriation.  This  furniture  will  not  be  needed  in 
our  apartments  in  the  State  House,  and  I  desire  to  know  whether 
we  have  a  right  to  sell  it  and  use  the  proceeds  toward  the  in- 
crease of  our  regular  appropriation." 

Under  the  rulings  of  the  Supreme  Court,  it  is  clear  that  the 
Board  has  such  a  control  over  its  regular  appropriation  that  it 
was  authorized  to  devote  such  a  portion  of  it  as  was  required 
to  furnish  the  tempora^ry  apartments  provided  tor  the  use  of  the 
Board.  But  it  does  not  follow  because  of  the  purchase  of  such 
furniture  with  the  funds  aforesaid  that  it  thereby  became  the 
property  of  the  Board.  On  the  contrary,  the  title  to  the  arti- 
cles purchased  vested  in  the  State,  for  its  money  was  employed 
in  the  purchase  thereof,  and  when  the  Board  ceases  to  use  the 
property  it  should  be  turned  over  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  who 
is  under  the  law  the  proper  custodian  of  it.  See  clause  eleventh 
of  Section  5611  and  Section  5612  R.  S.  1881. 

But  there  is  a  still  stronger  reason  why  the  course  suggested 
is  unauthorized.  It  is  evident  from  the  provision  of  Section  3 
of  Article  10,  of  the  Constitution,  that  it  was  contemplated  by 
the  framers  of  that  instrument  that  no  money  belonging  to  the 
State  should  be  expended  without  prior  legislative  direction. 
By  Section  5000  R.  S.  1881,  the  appropriation  of  your  Board 
is  "  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may

be  necessary  "  to  pay  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  and  other  nec- 
essary expenses  of  the  Board,  but  the  expenses  of  the  Board 
"  shall  in  no  event  exceed  the  amount  herein  appropriated." 
Not  only  is  your  appropriation  limited  to  five  thousand  dollars, 
but  it  is  limited  to  the  amount  within  that  sum  which  is  neces- 
sary. If  the  money  which  the  Board  devoted  to  the  purchase 
of  furniture  had  not  been  expended,  and  had  remained  in  the 
Treasury  at  the  end  of  that  fiscal  year,  it  is  clear  that  the  un- 
expended balance  would  necessarily  have  been  turned  back  into 
the  general  fund  and  could  not  have  been  used  by  the  Board  in 
any  subsequent  year.  If  you  could  not  augment  your  appro- 
priation for  a  given  year  in  this  direct  manner,  I  do  not  think 
you  could  do  so  by  temporarily  converting  the  unexpended 
balance  into  tangible  property  and  afterwards  disposing  of  it. 
Moreover,  the  money  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  furniture 
would  not  only  be  used  absolutely  without  legislative  direction 
but  it  would  be  expended  in  direct  disregard  of  the  provision 
•of  Section  5000,  before  quoted,  that  "the  expenses  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  shall  in  no  event  exceed  the  amount  herein 
-appropriated." 

For  the  reasons  assigned  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  you  have 
no  right  to  sell  the  property  for  the  purpose  mentioned,  and 
that  it  is  your  duty  when  you  have  ceased  to  use  it  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Department  to  turn  it  over  to  the  Auditor  of 
State. 


A  County  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  deduct  from  the  amount  of  a  county  order 
presented  to  him  for  payment,  the  amount  of  the  taxes  due  from  the  payee  of 
the  order,  and  this  right  exists  although  the  order  has  been  assigned. 

Hon.  J.  A.  Lemcke,  Treasurer  of  State: 

Sir — You  refer  to  me  a  communication  from  a  County  Treas- 
urer containing  the  query:  "Is  a  County  Treasurer  author- 
ized to  withhold  from  the  amount  of  a  county  order,  presented 
to  him  for  redemption,  the  amount  of  delinquent  taxes  due 
from  the  person  to  whom  such  order  was  issued." 

I  do  not  find  any  direct  authority  to  that  eifect  in  the  stat- 
utes, but  I  am  nevertheless  of  the  opinion  that  such  a  course 
is  authorized.  When  the  duplicate  is  turned  over  to  the 
Treasurer  he  is  in  eft'ect  charged  with  the  sum  total  of  the 
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taxes  due,  and  if  he  fails  to  use  diligence  in  the  collection 
thereof,  he  can  not  receive  credit  for  it  in  his  settlement  with 
the  county  auditor.  Thus  an  affirmative  duty  devolves  upon 
the  treasurer  to  make  every  possible  effort  to  collect  all  delin- 
quent taxes,  whether  due  to  county,  township  or  State.  Sec. 
6427  provides  that  when  taxes  go  delinquent  the  treasurer 
shall  prepare  a  list  of  delinquencies,  in  the  manner  therein  di- 
rected, and  that  such  list  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  an 
execution.  This,  then,  is  the  situation  of  things:  At  the  time 
the  person  to  whom  the  order  is  issued  presents  it  and  seeks  to 
draw  money  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  the  latter  is  armed 
with  an  execution  authorizing  him  to  collect  the  amount  of 
the  delinquency  from  the  property  of  the  debtor.  Under  these 
circumstances,  I  think  it  is  quite  as  clear  that  the  treasurer 
may  apply  the  amount  of  the  order  toward  the  delinquency  as 
that  a  sherilf  who  has  money  in  his  hands,  after  satisfying  a 
senior  execution,  may  apply  the  balance  on  a  junior  execution. 

Another  view  of  the  matter  may  be  taken,  leading  to  the 
same  result.  The  money  in  the  treasury  of  the  county  belongs 
to  the  treasurer.  He  is  not  a  mere  custodian  of  it,  but  it  is  his 
money,  and  his  only  obligation  is  to  duly  account  for  it,  and 
one  means  of  such  accounting  is  in  the  payment  of  valid  war- 
rants, drawn  by  the  county  auditor  against  him.  But,  as  we 
have  seen,  he  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  collecting  taxes,  and 
is  liable  for  a  failure  to  use  due  diligence  in  that  behalf.  Under 
these  circumstances,  since  tlie  money  in  his  hands  is  not  county 
money,  I  think  he  would  be  guilty  of  a  gross  dereliction  in 
failing  to  deduct  the  delinquent  taxes.  No  one  would  question 
the  liability  of  a  private  agent  generall}'  entrusted  with  his 
principal's  business,  who,  with  knowledge  of  the  facts,  should 
pay  his  principal's  money  to  an  insolvent  man  in  settlement  of 
a  demand,  without  deducting  the  indebtedness  of  the  former; 
and,  since  the  same  elements  of  liability  exist  in  the  case  of  a 
treasurer,  I  think  there  is  no  room  for  distinguishing  the  cases. 

The  latter  view  also  answers  the  question  as  to  the  right  of 
the  Treasurer  to  withhold  the  amount  of  the  delinquent  taxes, 
where  the  warrant  is  assigned  to  a  third  person.  County  or- 
ders are  not  commercial  paper,  and  the  assignee  takes  them 
subject  to  any  infirmities  which  existed  at  the  time  the  assign- 
ment was  made.  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Floyd  County  v. 
Day,  19  Ind.  450 ;  State  ex  rel.  Zable  v.  Benson,  70,  481.     If,  as  I 
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think  I  have  shown,  the  Treasurer  has  a  right  to  deduct  the 
taxes  of  the  payee  of  the  order  when  they  have  become  delin- 
quent, it  follows  that  this  is  an  infirmity  in,  or  defense  to,  the 
claim  of  the  assignee,  if  the  assignment  was  made  subsequent 
to  the  time  the  taxes  went  delinquent. 


The  so-called  retaliating  clause  in  the  insiirance  legislation  of  this  State  is  valid, 
and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  of  State  to  enforce  against  foreign  insurance 
companies  the  same  obligations,  prohibitions,  etc.,  as  are  enforced  against  for- 
eign insurance  companies  by  the  laws  of  the  States  where  such  companies  have 
their  corporate  home. 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Auditor  of  State  : 

Sir — I  have  received  the  following  from  you  : 
"  The  Fidelity  and  Casualty  Company  is  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  is  a  New  York  cor- 
poration. It  is  engaged  in  doing  four  different  and  distinct 
kinds  of  insurance,  to-wit :  1.  Accident  and  injuries  to  per- 
sons ;  2.  Plate  glass  against  breakage ;  3.  Steam  boilers  against 
explosions  ;  4.  Fidelity  of  persons  holding  places  of  public  or 
private  trust.  The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  on 
the  26th  day  of  April,  1887,  passed  an  act  entitled  '  An  act  in 
relation  to  health  and  casualty  insurance  companies  of  other 
States,'  a  certified  copy  of  which  accompanies  this.  Under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  New  York  referred 
to,  and  section  3773  of  our  statute,  has  the  Fidelity  and  Casu- 
alty Company  a  right  to  do  business  in  this  State  ?  If  such 
a  license  is  issued,  should  it  not  restrict  the  company  to  one 
kind  of  business,  which  should  be  stated  in  the  license?" 

The  New  York  statute  to  which  you  refer  is  as  follows  : 
"Sec.  1.  Any  company,  corporation  or  association  organized 
under  the  laws  of  any  other  State,  to  make  either  of  the  fol- 
lowing kinds  of  insurance  :  First,  upon  the  health  of  persons; 
second,  against  injury,  disablement  or  death  of  persons  result- 
ing from  traveling  or  general  accidents  by  land  or  water ;  third, 
guaranteeing  the  fidelity  of  persons  holding  places  of  public  or 
private  trusts;  fourth,  upon  the  lives  of  horses,  cattle  and 
other  live  stock;  fifth,  upon  plate  glass  against  breakage;  sixth, 
upon  steam  boilers  against  explosion  and  against  loss  or  dam- 
age to  life  or  property  resulting  therefrom ;  seventh,  against 
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burglary  or  theft,  or  both,  may  be  permitted  to  transact  busi- 
ness in  this  State  when  it  shall  have  made  a  deposit  of  at  least 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  with  the  Insurance  Department 
or  other  proper  officer  of  the  State  wherein  it  is  organized,  in- 
vested in  such  securities  as  is  required  of  such  companies  by 
the  laws  of  this  State,  and  when  it  shall  have  complied  with  all 
laws  governing  casualty  insurance  companies  organized  in  this 
State,  and  when  it  shall  have  received  a  license  from  the  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Insurance  Department,  but  nothing  in  this 
act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  compel  the  Insurance  De- 
partment to  grant  any  such  license." 

Sec.  2.  oSTo  such  company  shall  undertake  to  do  in  this  State 
more  than  one  of  the  several  kinds  of  insurance  mentioned  in 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  no  such  company  shall  under- 
take in  this  State  any  other  business  or  risk,  provided  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  efi'ect  the  business  of  any  com- 
pany now  doing  business  in  this  State,  life  and  accident  insur- 
ance only. 

You  will  observe  that  the  first  section  of  the  foregoing  act 
includes  the  four  kinds  or  classes  of  insurance  which  you  have 
named. 

So  much  of  section  3773,  R.  S.,  1881,  as  is  applicable  to  the 
questions  you  put,  is  as  follows  :  "  When  by  the  laws  of  any 
other  State,  any  taxes,  fines,  penalties,  licenses,  fees,  deposits 
of  money  or  securities,  or  other  obligations  or  prohibitions,  are 
imposed  upon  insurance  companies  of  this  or  other  States,  or 
their  agents,  greater  than  are  required  by  the  laws  of  this  State, 
then  the  same  obligations  and  prohibitions,  of  whatever  kind, 
shall,  in  like  manner  for  like  purposes,  be  imposed  upon  all 
insurance  companies  of  such  States  and  their  agents."  I  am 
well  aware  that  the  constitutionality  of  this  section  has  been 
questioned  in  this  State,  athough  the  section  was  considered 
and  construed  in  Henderson  v.  State.  96  Ind.  437,  but  I  think  its 
constitutionality  may  now  be  assumed  in  view  of  Phenix  Ins.  Co. 
V.  Welch,  13  Insurance  Law  Journal,  497 ;  Paul  v.  Virginia,  8 
Wall.  168,  and  other  cases,  and  that  it  is,  therefore,  your  duty 
to  see  that  it  is  strictly  enforced.  That  section  plainly  requires 
that  every  prohibition  imposed  by  another  State,  which  is 
greater  than  the  prohibition  of  this  State,  shall  be  imposed  on 
the  insurance  companies  of  that  State.  Language  cannot  be 
more  explicit.     Section  2  of  the  New  York  act  enacts  that  "  no 
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such  company  shall  undertake  to  do  in  this  State  more  than 
one  of  the  several  kinds  of  insurance  mentioned  in  the  first 
section."  To  prohibit  is  to  forbid ;  to  interdict  by  authority. 
Therefore,  it  is  clear  that  the  language  of  section  2  of  the  New 
York  act  is  prohibitory.  Does  it  impose  any  other  prohibition 
than  that  imposed  by  the  laws  of  this  State  ?  I  have  not  been 
able  to  find  any  Indiana  Statute  containing  such  a  prohibition 
as  that  imposed  by  the  New  York  statute.  There  being  no 
such  prohibition  in  this  State,  it  follows  that,  under  section 
2773,  you  must  apply  the  prohibition  of  the  New  York  statute 
to  the  company  you  mention,  if  it  seeks  the  right  to  do  busi- 
ness in  this  State.  Of  our  statute  it  may  be  said,  as  it  was  of 
a  similar  statute  in  Phenix  Ins.  Co.  v.  Welch,  1  Insurance  Law 
Journal,  497,  "  Now,  our  insurance  laws  provide  that  insur- 
ance corporations  of  other  States  may  enter  into  this  State 
and  transact  business  upon  certain  limited  conditions  designed 
only  to  protect  the  citizens  of  this  State  against  irresponsible 
and  fraudulent  organizations  elsewhere.  In  other  words, 
this  State  holds  itself  out  to  all  other  States  of  the  Qnion  as 
willing  to  meet  them  upon  a  basis  of  substantial  freedom 
as  to  all  insurance  transactions.  It  couples,  however,  with 
this  general  extension  of  freedom,  a  provision  that  if  any 
•other  State  shall,  by  laws,  hamper  and  restrict  the  privileges 
of  corporations  created  under  our  laws,  in  the  transaction  of 
insurance  business  within  its  borders,  the  same  burdens  and 
restrictions  shall  be  imposed  upon  corporations  of  that 
State  seeking  to  transact  business  with  us.  This  provision  is 
■called,  in  insurance  circles,  a  retaliatory  clause.  It  seems  to  us 
more  justly  to  be  deemed  a  provision  for  reciprocity.  It  says, 
in  effect,  that  while  we  welcome  all  insurance  corporations  of 
other  States  to  the  transaction  of  business  within  our  limits, 
we  insist  upon  a  like  welcome  elsewhere  ;  and  that  if  other 
States  shall  attempt,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  debar  our  corpo- 
rations from  the  transaction  of  insurance  business  within  their 
borders,  we  shall  meet  their  corporations  with  the  same  re- 
strictions and  disability.  It  is,  in  brief,  an  appeal  for  comity— a 
demand  for  equahty.  As  such,  it  is  manifestly  fair  and  just. 
It  arouses  no  sense  of  injustice,  and  simply  says  to  every  other 
State  in  the  Union,  "  We  will  meet  on  the  basis  of  equality  and 
comity,  and  will  treat  you  as  you  treat  us." 
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In  order  to  realize  this  equality,  and  properly  obey  the  com- 
mand of  our  statute,  I  advise  you  that  the  company  you  name 
should  be  first  required  to  select  the  class  of  business  which  it 
proposes  to  do  in  this  State  and  stipulate  that  it  will  do  no 
other.  When  this  is  done,  if  the  other  statutory  requirements 
are  also  properly  complied  with,  I  advise  you  to  authorize  the 
company  to  do  in  this  State  that  class  of  business  and  no  other, 
and  this  limitation  should  be  put  in  every  certificate  issued  to 
the  agent  of  such  company  so  long  as  the  statute  of  ISTew  York 
remains  unchanged  in  this  respect. 


It  is  the  duty  of  a  County  Auditor,  on  receiving  the  proper  certificate,  to  ipsue  a 
warrant  for  the  expense  of  the  repairs  of  a  drain,  constructed  under  the. 
general  drainage  law,  although  there  may  be  no  money  in  the  treasury. 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — You  ask  me  whether  it  is  the  duty  of  a  County  Auditor, 
in  case  there  is  no  money  in  the  treasury,  to  issue  warrants  for 
the  expense  of  the  repairs  of  drains  constructed  under  the 
drainage  law,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  County  Surveyor. 

By  section  10  of  an  act  approved  April  6,  1885  (Acts  1885^ 
p.  141),  it  is  provided  that  the  expenses  of  repairing  drains 
shall  be  certified  by  the  County  Surveyor  to  the  County  Auditor^ 
who  shall  "  draw  his  warrant  on  the  County  Treasurer,  payable 
to  the  persons  to  whom  the  money  is  owing,  which  warrants 
shall,  for  the  time  being,  be  paid  out  of  the  county  revenue, 
but  the  treasury  shall  be  reimbursed  as  hereinafter  provided.'' 
The  section  further  provides  for  the  recording  of  the  assess- 
ment against  the  property  owners  by  the  County  Surveyor,  and, 
omitting  here  the  provision  regarding  appeal,  which  is  not 
material,  it  is  made  his  duty  to  certify  the  assessment 
within  a  limited  time  to  the  County  Auditor,  who  charges  it 
up  against  the  property  owner  on  the  tax  duplicate  to  be  col- 
lected for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  the  county.  This  section 
was  considered  in  State  ex  rel.  French  v.  Johnson,  105  Ind.  463, 
and  in  that  case  the  court  say:  "The  section  in  question  sets 
aparts  so  much  of  the  county  revenue  of  each  county  as  is  nec- 
essary for  that  purpose,  to  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  keeping 
the  ditches  within  its  limits  in  repair.     That  is,  in  legal  aff'ect, 
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an  appropriation  by  law  of  so  much  of  the  county  revenue  of 
the  several  counties  as  is  necessary  to  keep  the  ditches  of  the 
State  in  repair."  Section  5896,  E.  S.  1881,  enacts  that  the 
County  Auditor  "  shall  examine  and  settle  all  accounts  and 
demands  chargeable  against  his  county,  which  are  3iot  directed 
to  be  settled  and  allowed  by  some  other  tribunal  or  person; 
and  for  all  such  sums  of  money  settled  and  allowed  by  himself, 
such  other  tribunal  or  person,  or  where  the  same  is  fixed  by 
law,  he  shall  issue  his  orders  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  county, 
payable  to  the  person  entitled  thereto ;  which  orders  shall  be 
numbered,  progressively,  and  the  number,  date  and  amount  of 
each,  to  whom  payable,  and  for  what  drawn,  shall,  at  the  time 
of  issuing  the  same,  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose." 
I  am  not  aware  of  any  other  statute  bearing  on  the  subject. 

The  question  you  ask,  then,  resolves  itself  into  this :  Is  the 
expense  for  keeping  a  public  drain  in  repair,  when  properly 
certified  by  the  County  Surveyor,  an  "  account  or  demand 
chargeable  against  the  county."  I  can  not  escape  the  conclusion 
that  it  is.  The  Legislature  has  seen  fit  to  impose  an  involuntary 
suretyship  upon  the  county,  and  has  appropriated  the  money 
necessary  to  pay  the  demand  in  favor  of  the  contractor  out  of 
its  treasury.  See  generally  Morris  v.  State,  ex  rel.  Brown,  96 
Ind.  597. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  County  Auditor  must 
issue  the  warrant  in  any  event,  and,  if  there  is  no  money  in  the 
treasury  the  Treasurer  must  endorse  upon  the  warrant:  "IS'ot 
paid  for  want  of  funds,"  as  provided  in  section  5920,  so  that 
the  demand  may  thereafter  draw  interest. 


Althougli  the  new  State  House  is  completed,  the  Board  of  State  House  Commis- 
sioners must  maintain  its  organization  as  a  Board,  retain  the  custody  of  the 
building  and  premises,  and  meet  the  expense  of  maintaining  the  same,  until 
such  time  as  the  Legislature  shall  relieve  it  of  its  trust. 

To  the  Board  oj  State  House  Commissioners : 

Gentlemen — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  you  in 
which  you  ask  my  opinion  upon  the  following  questions : 

1.  "Does  this  Board  cease  to  exist  upon  the  completion  of 
the  new  State  House,  or  does  it  continue  until  the  building  is 
accepted  ?" 
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2.  "  If  the  Board  coiitmues  in  existence  until  tlie  new  State 
House  is  accepted,  please  advise  us  what  officer  or  power  per- 
forms the  act  of  acceptance  ?" 

3.  "  What  control,  if  any,  has  the  Board  over  the  State 
House  in  the  meantime  ?" 

4.  "  Is  it  made  the  duty  by  law  of  any  State  officer,  or  State 
officers,  to  purchase  all  the  fuel  and  light  for  all  the  State 
offices,  including  legislative  halls,  until  the  Legislature  makes 
other  provisions  for  the  same?" 

5.  "  If  so,  are  they  not  authorized  and  required  to  incur  all 
expense  of  heating  and  lighting  said  building  until  the  Legis- 
lature makes  other  provision  for  such  purpose?' 

6.  "All  the  State  officers  are  now  in  possession  of  their 
offices  in  the  new  capitol ;  what  authority  has  the  Board  of 
State  House  Commissioners  to  continue  paying  all  expenses  for 
heating  and  lighting  the  building?" 

The  Board  was  created  by  the  act  of  March  14,  1877  (Acts 
1877,  p.  68.)  By  section  1  the  Governor  is  empowered  to  ap- 
point the  Board  and  to  change  its  personel,  but  he  is  not  author- 
ized to  dissolve  it.  In  other  words,  the  Governor  put  the 
Board  in  existence  under  the  act,  but  he  can  not  end  its  life, 
for  no  such  power  is  given  to  him  by  the  law.  ISTeither  can  the 
Board  cease  to  exist  by  any  act  of  its  own,  for  the  law  does  not 
give  it  any  such  power.  Therefore,  it  follows  that  the  Board 
must  exist  until  it  is  dissolved  by  some  other  power  than  its 
own.  The  act  authorizing  the  creation  of  the  Board  is  silent 
on  the  subject,  and  I  know  of  no  law  which  vests  the  power 
in  any  officer  or  authority.  This  silence  of  the  statutes  can  be 
accounted  for  only  on  the  theory  that  the  Legislature  intended 
to  exercise  this  power  at  the  proper  time  and  in  its  own  way. 
Evidence  of  this  is  to  be  found  in  the  act  mentioned.  Section 
1  requires  the  members  of  the  Board,  except  the  Governor,  to 
give  bond  "in  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  such  duties  as  may  be  imposed 
upon  them  by  law,  and  that  the  cost  of  the  building  shall  not 
exceed  two  millions  of  dollars."  "Who  is  to  determine  whether 
or  not  these  conditions  have  been  complied  with  ?  Not  the 
members  of  the  Board,  for  they  are  parties  in  interest. 

No  other  power  being  named  in  the  act  or  elsewhere,  it  must 
follow  that  it  is  retained  by  the  legislative  power,  to  be  exer- 
cised by  the  General  Assembly  or   some   officer  clothed  with 
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that  authority  by  some  enactment  to  be  passed  in  the  future. 
Again,  the  Legislature  expressly  reserved  the  right  to  annul  all 
contracts  made  by  the  Board.  Sec.  5.  That  is  a  matter  for 
legislative  action  exclusively,  and  until  the  building  is  accepted 
by  the  State,  through  some  power  or  officer  empowered  to  do 
so,  the  contracts  made  by  the  Board  are  subject  to  annulment, 
at  least  for  sufficient  cause.  It  does  not  seem  to  me  that  the- 
Board  should  be  allowed  by  the  law  to  dissolve  while  the  Leg- 
islature has  the  power  to  annul  its  contracts.  Nor  does  this- 
act  authorize  any  officer  to  accept  the  new  State  House  from 
you  as  completed  according  to  the  law  and  the  contracts.  Be- 
fore you  can  be  released  from  liability  on  your  several  bonda 
there  must  be  an  acceptance  of  the  building  by  some  authorized 
official  or  power.  Who  is  to  approve  of  your  work  and  accept 
the  building  from  you?  The  statutes  are  silent.  This,  then,  is- 
another  matter  to  be  determined  by  future  legislation.  I  think 
the  Board  must  maintain  its  organization  and  custody  of  the 
building  until  the  Legislature  meets  and  accepts  the  building- 
or  dissolves  the  Board,  and  that  it  would  not  be  prudent  or  ad- 
visable for  the  Board  to  do  otherwise.  By  the  act  mentioned 
the  Board  was  directed  to  build  a  new  State  House  at  a  cost 
not  exceeding  two  million  dollars.  For  that  purpose  you  were 
empowered  to  contract  for  the  vacation  of  streets  and  alleys,  to 
remove  the  old  State  House,  provide  temporary  quarters  for 
the  General  Assembly  and  all  officers  occupying  the  building, 
and,  with  only  a  few  limitations,  to  proceed  with  the  erection 
of  the  building  contemplated.  That  the  act  must  be  liberally 
construed  to  sufficiently  amplify  the  powers  of  the  Board  so 
that  it  may  carry  out  the  legislative  object,  is  evident  from  the 
general  language  used.  The  Supreme  Court  took  the  same 
view  of  the  statute  in  Williams  v.  Mansur,  70  Ind.  41.  You 
have,  as  the  Legislature  authorized,  provided  temporary  quar- 
ters for  the  officers  who  occupied  the  old  State  House,  and 
have,  as  was  decided  you  had  authority  to  do  in  the  case  cited^ 
paid  the  rent.  The  question  now  arises,  did  the  Legislature 
intend  that  you  should  continue  to  lease  other  quarters  for 
offices  when  the  new  building  was  completed?  I  think  not. 
Under  the  direction  to  "provide  temporary  quarters  for  the 
General  Assembly  and  for  the  officers  occupying  the  (then) 
present  building,"  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  authority  to  re- 
move the  Assembly  rooms  and    the  other  offices  from  such 
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^'temporary  quarters"  to  the  new  State  House  is  clearly  in- 
cluded. As  to  the  State  officers  who  did  not  occupy  the  old 
capitol,  the  provisions  of  the  act  are  not  quite  so  plain,  but  it 
is  obvious  from  the  first  section  of  the  act  that  it  was  intended 
that  they  should  occupy  rooms  in  the  new  State  House,  and 
the  fair  implication  is  that  they  should  occupy  them  when  the 
building  was  completed.  As  you  had  the  authority  to  cause 
the  State  officers  to  be  removed  to  the  new  building,  and  as 
you  remain  in  the  custody  of  it,  your  power  and  duty  to  fur- 
nish everything  necessary  to  its  comfortable  occupancy  and  safe 
preservation  is  quite  as  plain  as  it  was  to  pay  rent  for  the  tem- 
porary quarters  furnished  the  officers  by  you  under  the  ruling 
in  Williams  v.  Mansiir,  supra.  I  am  supported  in  this  view  by 
the  following  language  in  section  2  of  the  act  referred  to: 
*'They  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  payment 
of  money,  the  government  of  contractors  and  employes,  and  the 
management  of  the  grounds  and  pre?nises,  as  they  may  deem  pru- 
dent." This  power  to  make  rules  and  regulations  is  conferred 
upon  you  because  you  have  the  general  power  to  govern  con- 
tractors and  employes,  and  manage  the  grounds  and  premises, 
for  this  power  is  not  vested  elsewhere,  so  far  as  I  am  advised. 
My  attention  has  been  called  to  sections  5677,  5678,  5680,  R.  S. 
1881,  and  the  act  of  February  19,  1867,  Acts  1867,  p.  154,  con- 
cerning the  State  Librarian.  If  the  sections  cited  and  the  act 
named  conflict  in  any  degree  with  the  new  State  House  act, 
they  must  be  held  to  be  superceded  by  the  latter  until  such 
time  as  the  new  building  is  accepted  by  the  State,  and  until 
then  the  State  Librarian  can  not  have  any  control  over  the 
building. 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  your  Board,  by  virtue  of  the 
!N^ew  State  House  act,  and  the  necessity  of  the  case,  has  the 
custody,  control  and  management  of  the  building  until  it  is  ac- 
cepted by  the  State.  If  this  view  is  correct,  then  it  follows 
that  you  are  clothed  with  every  incident  of  that  power,  and  have 
the  right  to  employ  such  laborers,  janitors  and  watchmen,  and 
procure  such  fuel  and  light,  as  may  be  essential  in  the  control, 
management  and  comfortable  occupancy-  of  the  buildings  and 
grounds,  unless  there  is  some  statutory  rule  to  the  contrary.  I 
have  not  been  able  to  find  any  statute  which  expressly  author- 
izes any  State  officer  to  purchase  the  fuel  and  light  mentioned 
in  your  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  questions.    It  is  true  that  section 
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4928,  R.  S.  1881,  directs  that  "firewood"  for  heating  the  State 
offices  therein  named,  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the  General  Fund. 
This  implies  that  those  State  officers  have  the  power  to  make 
provision  for  heat  in  case  the  power  is  not  vested  elsewhere,, 
but,  until  the  building  is  accepted  from  you,  it  is  my  opinion 
that  you  alone  have  that  power.  You  will  observe  that  the 
section  cited  makes  provision  for  only  a  portion  of  the  officers 
who  occupy  the  new  State  House,  and  has  no  general  applica- 
tion to  the  present  state  of  affairs,  for  it  would  be  impossible^ 
in  view  of  the  way  the  building  is  now  heated,  to  apportion  the 
cost  of  the  fuel  to  the  offices  named  in  section  4928.  Accord- 
ing to  the  doctrine  of  Williams  v.  Mansur,  supra,  whenever  you 
are  charged  with  a  duty  to  provide,  there  goes  with  it  the  power 
to  make  the  necessary  expenditure  out  of  the  funds  within  your 
control,  but  this  expense  will  not  be  included  as  a  part  of  the 
two  million  dollar  limit  placed  on  the  cost  of  constructing  the 
building. 

I  therefore  hold  that  you  have  the  general  control  and 
management  of  the  building  and  premises  until  there  is  an  ac- 
ceptance thereof  by  the  State,  or  your  Board  is  dissolved,  and 
this  includes  necessarily  the  power  to  provide  and  pay  for  every- 
thing essential  to  the  proper  care,  preservation  and  comfort  of 
the  building  and  premises. 


The  chairmen  of  school  boards  in  towns  are  members  of  the  County  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation, and  have  the  right  to  vote  on  the  adoption  of  text-books. 

School  towns,  as  well  as  school  townships,  must  conform  to  the  direction  of  the 
County  Board  of  Education  in  the  adoption  of  text-books. 

Son.  Harvey  M.  LaFoUette, 

Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction: 

Sir — I  have  received  a  communication  from  you  as  follows : 
First.     "  Are  the  Chairmen  of  School  Boards  of  towns  legal 
members  of  the  County  Board  of  Education,  having  the  right 
to  vote  on  the  adoption  of  text-books  the  same  as  the  Town- 
ship Trustees  ? 

Second.  Are  the  schools  in  such  towns  as  much  bound  to 
use  the  adopted  text-books  as  are  the  schools  of  the  township 
districts? 
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Third.  Are  these  towns  independent  of  the  action  of  the 
(bounty  Board  in  the  adoption  of  school  books?" 

After  setting  out  the  statute  applicable  to  the  subject  matter 
of  your  inquiry,  I  will  answer  your  questions  seriately. 

The  statute  mentioned  is  section  1  of  the  Act  of  March  2, 
1877  (Acts  1877,  p.  122.  The  act  is  not  correctly  set  forth  in 
the  revision  of  1881),  and  it  reads  as  follows:  '-The  County 
Superintendent  and  the  Trustees  of  the  township,  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  School  Trustees  of  each  town  and  city  of  the 
county  shall  constitute  a  County  Board  of  Education.  Said 
Board  shall  meet  semi-annually  at  the  office  of  the  County  Su- 
perintendent on  the  first  days  of  May  and  September,  unless 
the  said  days  be  Sunday,  if  so,  on  the  day  following,  a 
majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  County 
Superintendent  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board, 
[and]  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  all  questions  as  other  mem- 
bers of  the  same  are  allowed  to  vote.  Said  Board  shall  con- 
sider the  general  wants  and  needs  of  the  schools  and  school 
property,  of  which  they  have  charge,  and  all  matters  relating 
to  the  purchase  of  school  furniture,  books,  maps,  charts,  etc. 
The  change  of  text-books,  except  in  cities,  and  in  the  care  and 
management  of  township  libraries,  shall  be  determined  by  such 
Board,  and  each  township  shall  conform  as  nearly  as  practica- 
ble to  its  action,  but  no  text-book,  hereafter  adopted  b}-  the 
County  Board,  shall  be  changed  within  six  years  from  the  date 
of  such  adoption,  except  by  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  members 
of  such  Board." 

First.  I  answer  this  question  affirmatively.  There  can  be 
no  escaping  this  conclusion  upon  the  language  of  the  statute. 
Who  are  the  members  of  the  County  Board  of  Education  'i 
The  statute  says  that  "  the  County  Superintendent  and  the 
Trustees  of  the  township,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  School  Trustees 
of  each  toirn  and  city  of  the  county  shall  constitute  ""  the  Board. 
What  are  the  duties  of  the  Board?  The  statute  answers  the 
question  in  unmistakable  terms:  "  Said  Board  shall  consider  the 
general  irants  and  needs  of  the  schools  and  school  property  of 
which  they  have  charge,  and  all  matters  relatincj  to  the  purchase 
of  school  furniture,  books,  maps,  charts,  etc."  I  shall  not  ytause 
to  discuss  the  internal  evidences  in  the  statute  of  the  legisla- 
tive intention  that  each  and  every  member  of  the  Board  should 
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be  entitled  to  vote  upon  all  matters  legitimately  before  the  or- 
ganization, for  it  necessarily  follows  that  the  several  members  of 
the  Board  have  a  voice  in  the  conduct  of  its  affairs. 

Second  and  Third.  So  far  as  applicable  to  your  second  and 
third  questions,  the  statute  provides:  "The  change  of  text- 
books, except  in  cities,  and  in  the  care  and  management  of 
township  libraries,  shall  be  determined  by  such  Board,  and  each 
township  shall  conform  as  nearly  as  practicable  to  its  action. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  both  school  towns  and  school  town- 
ships must  conform  to  the  direction  of  the  County  Board  of 
Education  in  the  adoption  of  text-books.  The  statute  plainly 
says  that  the  change  of  text-books,  except  in  cities,  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Board.  The  subsequent  direction  that  each 
township  shall  conform  as  nearly  as  practicable  to  the  action  of 
the  Board  would  not  overcome  the  previous  affirmative  pro- 
vision, for  the  language  of  the  subsequent  clause  is  only 
neutral.  But,  admitting  a  possible  uncertainty  upon  the  whole 
language,  it  only  leads  to  an  inquiry  as  to  the  legislative  inten- 
tion, which  undoubtedly  was  to  give  the  County  Board  author- 
ity to  prescribe  what  books  should  be  used  in  towns  and  town- 
ships, but  not  to  confine  the  townships  to  an  observation  of 
the  orders  of  the  County  Board  in  the  matter  of  text-books  in 
cases  where,  owing  to  the  elementary  character  of  the  studies 
pursued  in  the  country  schools,  such  orders  might  not  be  ap- 
plicable. 

I,  therefore,  advise  you  that  it  is  competent  for  the  County 
Board  to  prescribe  what  text-books  shall  be  adopted  and  used 
in  not  only  school  townships,  but  in  school  towns  as  well. 


No  allowance  can  legally  be  made  by  a  county  or  city  in  excess  of  twenty  cents  per. 
description  for  the  publication  of  the  delinquent  list,  including  the  head  and 
foot  of  such  notice. 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — I  have  received  from  you  the  following  communication : 
"  Are  Boards  of  County  Commissioners  and  City  Councils  au- 
thorized to  allow  in  excess  of  twenty  cents  per  description  for 
the  publication  of  delinquent  lists,  including  the  head  and  foot 
of  such  lists  ?" 
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The  subject  matter  of  your  iiK^uiry  is  g-overned  by  the  act  of 
Mareli  5,  1883,  (Acts  1883,  p.  97).  That  act  provides  for  the 
publication  of  a  list  of  the  lands  delin(|uent,  and  also  for  the 
head  and  foot  of  such  list,  which  alone  makes  the  notice  amount 
to  a  notice  in  fact.  The  provision  concerning  the  compensa- 
tion for  publishiui^  the  list  is  as  follows  :  "  The  expense  of  such 
printing,  when  had,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury, 
and  shall  not  exceed  twenty  cents  for  each  description."  It  is 
my  opinion  that  under  this  statute  the  publishing  of  the  delin- 
quent list  is  a  matter  of  contract  between  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  and  the  publisher,  but  the  maximum  amount 
which  can  be  allowed  is  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  twenty  cents 
for  each  description.  The  fact  that  the  Legislature  provided 
what  the  list  should  contain  and  in  the  same  section  provided 
a  limit  of  allowance  for  the  performing  of  a  major  part  of  the 
services  required,  and  wholly  omitted  to  provide  for  any  other 
or  further  compensation,  affords  the  strongest  evidence  that  it 
was  the  legislative  purpose  that  no  extra  allowance  should  be 
made.  There  is  no  law  authorizing  such  an  allowance  and  it 
is  therefore  clear  that  it  can  not  be  made.  It  is  true  that  sec- 
tion 5763,  R.  S.  1881,  authorizes  Boards  of  County  Commis- 
sioners to  "  make  allowances  in  their  discretion,"  but,  to  quote 
from  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  Rothrock  v.  CV/rr,  55 
Ind.  334  :  "  The  words  to  '  make  allowances  in  their  discretion/ 
as  used  in  the  above  section,  mean  to  make  allowances  accord- 
ing to  law,  in  their  discretion.  They  do  not  mean  an  arbitrary, 
uncontrolled,  unlimited  discretion,  contrary  to  law,  or  without 
authority  of  law  :  for  where  there  is  no  law  there  is  no  act  to 
do,  and,  therefore,  no  discretion  to  be  exercised.  They  mean  a 
legal  discretion,  not  a  personal  discretion  ;  for  to  allow  the 
Board  a  personal  discretion  would  give  them  the  power  to  make 
law.  This  power  is  confided  to  another  branch  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  carefully  guarded  by  the  Constitution." 

The  foregoing  is  equally  applicable  to  the  publication  of  city 
delinquent  tax  lists,  for  the  State  law  governs  (Sec.  3160,  R.  S. 
1881),  and  Common  Councils  have  no  further  authority  in  the 
premises  than  Boards  of  Commissioners.

An  opinion  tliat  certain  real  estate  in  the  city  of  Evansville  ia  exempt  from  tax- 
ation. 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Auditor  of  State  : 

Sir — I  have  received  from  you  a  letter  from  T.  R.  McFerson, 
together  with  a  copy  of  a  deed  vesting  in  Trustees  a  certain 
piece  of  real  estate  in  Evansville,  and  you  desire  my  opinion  as 
to  whether  the  property  is  exempt  from  taxation. 

From  the  deed  and  the  letter  I  learn  that  on  the  13th  day  of 
August,  1878,  Seleta  Evans  conveyed  to  Trustees,  for  a  nominal 
consideration,  a  certain  tract  of  land  in  the  city  of  Evansville, 
in  trust  for  a  certain  temperance  organization  known  as  the 
Red  Ribbon  Club,  and  for  other  public  uses  not  inconsistent 
with  the  grant.  The  deed  further  provides  that  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Trustees  thus  created  to  erect  on  said  tract  of  land 
a  building  for  said  association  and  for  such  other  uses,  and 
authorizes  the  Trustees  to  receive  contributions  and  incur  an 
indel)tedness  therefor.  It  is  needless  to  set  forth  the  minute 
specifications  of  the  deed,  but  it  suffices  to  say  that  the  pur- 
poses of  the  grant  were  wholly  charitable,  and  that  the  prop- 
perty  was  forever  dedicated  to  such  purposes.  The  Trustees  in 
pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  deed  erected  a  building 
upon  the  land  and  incurred  in  so  doing  an  indebtedness  of 
$7,000,  which  has  been  reduced,  in  what  manner  does  not  ap- 
pear, to  about  §4,000.  The  building  is  now  used  by  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association,  the  Ladies'  Relief  Corps,  an  in- 
dustrial school,  an  orphan  asylum  and  a  temperance  organiza- 
tion. When  the  debt  is  paid  the  Trustees  intend  to  rent  the 
property  to  organizations  of  the  character  mentioned  for  such 
rent  only  as  will  maintain  the  property  and  pay  for  heat,  light, 
janitor  hire  and  other  necessary  expenses. 

By  an  act  approved  February  28,  1883  (Acts  1888,  p.  49),  it 
is  provided:  "The  following  property  shall  be  exempt  from 
taxation:  -:=  *  *  Fifth.  Every  building  used  and  set  apart 
for  educational,  literary,  scientific  or  charitable  purposes,  by 
any  institution,  or  by  any  individual  or  individuals,  association 
or  incorporation,  or  used  for  the  same  purpose  by  any  town, 
township,  city  or  county,  and  the  tract  of  land  on  which  such 
building  is  situate;  also  the  lands  purchased  with  the  bona  fide 
intention  of  erecting  buildings  for  such  use  thereon,  not  ex- 
ceeding forty  acres;   also  the  personal  property,  endowment 
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t'audH,  and  interest  thereon,  belonging  to  any  institution,  town, 
township,  city  or  county,  and  connected  with,  used  and  set 
apart  for  any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid;  and  that  taxes  shall 
not  be  collected  on  any  such  property,  real  or  personal,  for  the 
year  1882,  or  any  preceding  year." 

Under  this  statute  I  regard  it  as  clear  that  the  property  in 
question  is  exempt  from  taxation.  It  was  held  by  Frazer,  C.  J., 
in  Indianapolis  v.  G-rand  Lodge,  25  Ind.  518,  that  property  be- 
longing to  a  secret  charitable  order  was  exempt,  although  its 
benefactions  were  limited  to  its  members.  If  this  be  so,  there 
can  be  no  question  as  to  the  exemption  from  taxation  of  a 
charity  of  this  kind. 

So  long  as  the  property  is  used  for  the  same  purposes  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  has  been  indicated  above,  it  is  my  opinion 
that  it  is  exempt  from  general  taxation. 


The  common  school  funds  can  not  be  loaned  at  a  less  rate  of  interest  than  eigbt 
par  cent.,  and  an  agreement  to  rebate  a  portion  of  the  interest  out  of  county 
revenues  would  be  without  authority  of  law  and  of  no  effect. 

Hon.  Harvey  M.  La  Follette,  JSiipt,  of  Pahlic  histr action : 

Sir — I  have  received  from  you  the  following  communica- 
tion : 

"The  Auditor  or  Lagrange  County  desires  me  to  submit  for 
your  consideration  the  following  letter:  "Lagrange  County 
holds  about  $42,000  of  school  funds  in  trust;  of  this  amount 
we  have  unloaned  from  $15,000  to  $18,000  at  all  times,  from  the 
fact  that  money  can  be  had  for  from  six  to  seven  per  cent- 
This  county  had  to  pay  $1,418  interest  at  the  January  appor- 
tionment into  the  school  fund.  Is  there  any  way  that  the  offi- 
cers can  loan  the  money  at  a  less  rate  of  interest?  Could  the 
Commissioners  appropriate  money  out  of  the  county  treasury 
to  rebate  borrowers,  so  as  to  make  the  loan  net  them  six  or 
seven  per  cent  ?  People  are  finding  fault  because  we  do  not  loan 
the  funds,  and  an  early  reply  to  these  questions  would  be  ap- 
preciated.'' 

The  act  of  Congress  of  1816,  authorizing  the  formation  of  a 
State  government  for  the  Territory  of  Indiana,  provided  for  the 
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setting  apart  of  the  sixteenth  sectian  in  every  Congressional 
township  for  school  purposes.  Snbseqaently  Congress  author- 
ized the  sale  of  these  lands,  and  an  act  of  the  Legislature  vested 
the  management  of  the  funds  derived  from  such  sales  in  the 
several  counties.  Subsequently  to  this,  and  prior  to  1851,  the 
Lecfislature  from  time  to  time  set  aside  certain  revenues  for 
school  purposes,  and  intrusted  the  counties  with  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  moneys  so  derived. 

Sections  2  and  3  of  Article  8  of  the  Constitution  of  1851  crys- 
talized  the  various  provisions  of  statute  theretofore  enacted 
upon  the  subject,  by  providing  that  such  property  and  funds 
should  be  thereafter  known  as  the  Common  School  Fund ;  that 
the  principal  thereof  should  remain  a  perpetual  fund,  which 
might  be  increased  but  should  never  be  diminished ;  and  that 
the  income  thereof  should  be  inviolably  appropriated  to  the 
common  schools  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever. 

Section  6  of  the  same  article  provides  :  "  The  several  counties 
shall  be  held  liable  for  the  preservation  of  so  much  of  the  said 
fund  as  may  be  intrusted  to  them,  and  for  the  payment  of  the 
annual  interest  thereon.'"  In  accordance  with  the  provision 
quoted,  section  43-26  provides :  ■■'  The  several  counties  of  this  State 
shall  be  held  liable  for  the  preservation  of  so  much  of  said  fund 
as  is  intrusted  or  may  have  been  intrusted  to  them,  and  for  the 
payment  of  the  annual  interest  thereon,  at  the  rate  established 
by  law,  the  payment  of  which  interest  shall  be  full  and  com- 
plete every  year,  and  shall  so  appear  in  the  Auditor's  report  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction;  and  the  said  Super- 
intendent shall,  at  any  time,  when  he  discovers,  from  the  report, 
or  otherwise,  that  there  is  a  deficit  in  the  amount  collected,  for 
want  of  prompt  collection,  or  otherwise,  direct  the  attention  of 
the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  and  the  County  Audior  to 
the  fact,  and  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  required  to  provide  for  such  deficit  in  their  re- 
spective counties." 

The  rate  of  interest  at  which  such  fund  shall  be  loaned  is 
fixed  by  the  act  of  March  8,  1873  (section  4369,  R.  S.  1881),  as 
follows:  "The  principal  of  all  moneys,  whether  belonging  to 
the  Common  School  Fund  or  to  the  Congressional  Township 
School  Fund,  received  into  the  County  Treasury,  shall  be  loaned 
at  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  annually  in  advance,  and 
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the  interest  paid  out  as  prescribed  in  this  act,  and  not  other- 
wise ;  and  any  judgment  upon  any  note  or  mortgage  for  any 
part  of  said  fund  shall  bear  eight  per  cent,  interest  from  the 
date  thereof  until  the  same  is  paid," 

Section  4370  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  of  the  county 
to  loan  such  funds,  and  subsequent  sections  make  specific  pro- 
vision as  to  the  appraisement,  limit  of  loan,  forms  of  note  and 
mortgage,  etc. 

iSectiou  4369  represents  the  legislative  judgment  that  such 
funds  can  be  loaned  at  8  per  cent,  interest,  and  the  Auditor  of 
the  county  must  obey  that  direction  or  he  will  be  liable  on  his 
official  bond.  Even  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners to  loan  such  money  at  a  less  rate  of  interest,  upon  their 
undertaking  to  make  up  the  difference  to  the  fund,  would  not 
protect  him.  One  reason  for  this  is  that  the  fund  is  held  in 
trust  and  it  must  be  kept  intact  not  only  by  the  responsibility 
of  the  trustee,  that  is  the  county,  but  by  the  security  afforded 
to  the  fund  by  the  particular  loan.  But  a  still  stronger  reason 
for  the  conclusion  is  that  the  Legislature,  having  provided  for 
the  loan  of  the  fund  at  8  per  cent,  interest  and  thus  evidenced 
its  judgment  that  it  could,  in  the  main,  be  so  loaned,  did  not 
intend  to  burden  the  county  in  making  up  the  interest  and 
leave  it  without  recourse  upon  any  one,  except  in  those  cases 
where  the  Auditor,  after  doing  his  full  duty,  should  be  unable 
to  effect  a  loan  of  all  the  funds  in  his  hands. 

Authority  to  public  officers  to  do  certain  acts  is,  on  grounds 
of  public  policy,  construed  to  be  a  limitation  on  their  powers 
over  the  subject  matter.  In  the  absence  of  legislative  author- 
ity it  can  not  be  held  that  such  loose  and  unguarded  powers 
are  vested  in  County  Commissioners  as  would  make  it  pos- 
sible for  them  to  loan  school  funds  at  any  rate  of  interest  they 
saw  fit;  and,  worse  than  that,  to  corruptly  discriminate  between 
borrowers,  and,  regardless  of  the  going  rate  of  interest,  to  loan 
to  those  who  obtained  favor  in  their  eyes  at  rates  of  interest 
far  below  what  might,  with  due  diligence,  have  been  secured. 
It  is  true  there  is  a  presumption  that  an  officer  will  not  abuse 
an  authority  conferred  upon  him,  but  when  there  is  a  power 
conferred  there  is  generally  some  limitation  upon  it ;  and  here 
we  have  a  case  where,  without  statutory  warrant  or  limitation, 
an  authority  is  sought  to  be  usurped,  because  of  the  necessity 
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of  the  case,  which  would  open  wide  the  door  to  what  might 
grow  into  the  most  tremendous  iniquity  that  has  ever  disgraced 
our  State, 

As  applicable  to  some  of  the  views  above,  and  in  answer  to 
your  last  question,  I  call  attention  to  the  case  of  Rothrock  v. 
Carr,  et  al.  55  Ind.  334.  In  that  case  an  action  was  brought 
by  the  appellees  to  enjoin  the  payment  of  a  county  order  issued 
by  the  Auditor  of  the  county  in  pursuance  of  an  appropriation 
of  money  made  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  to  certain 
school  trustees,  out  of  the  county  revenue,  for  the  purpose  of 
building  a  school  house.  It  was  sought  to  justify  the  action 
under  the  provision  of  section  5763,  that  "  the  Boards  of  Com- 
missioners may  make  allowances  at  their  discretion."  But  the 
Court  say  :  "The  words  to 'make  allowances  at  their  discre- 
tion,' as  used  in  the  above  section,  mean  to  make  allowances 
according  to  law,  at  their  discretion.  They  do  not  mean  an 
arbitrary,  uncontrolled,  unlimited  discretion,  contrary  to  law, 
or  without  authority  of  law;  for  where  there  is  no  law"  there  is 
no  act  to  do,  and,  therefore,  no  discretion  to  be  exercised. 
They  mean  a  legal  discretion,  not  a  personal  discretion  ;  for  to 
allow  the  Board  a  personal  discretion  would  give  them  the 
power  to  make  law.  This  power  is  confided  to  another  branch 
of  the  government, and  carefully  guarded  by  the  Constitution." 

I  therefore  advise  that  the  funds  mentioned  should  not  be 
loaned  at  less  than  8  per  cent,  interest,  and  that  any  agreement 
to  rebate  a  portion  of  the  interest  out  of  county  revenues 
would  be  without  authoritv  of  law  and  of  no  etfect. 


Where  the  interest  on  a  loan  of  common  school  funds  had  not  been  paid  by  the 
mortgagor  for  a  number  of  years,  and  the  land  was  finally  sold  by  the  Auditor 
for  a  sum  exceeding  the  principal,  interest,  damages  and  costs,  due  from  the 
mortgagor,  the  county  can  not  deduct  from  the  purchase  price  the  amount  of 
the  annual  interest  which  it  has  been  compelled  to  pay  on  account  of  the  fund. 

Held,  also:  That  the  original  mortgagor  is  not  entitled  to  the  overplus. 

The  lien  of  taxes  which  accrued  on  lands  mortgaged  to  the  school  fund  subsequent 
to  the  mortgage,  is  merged  in  the  fee,  where  ihe  land  is  bid  in  by  the  County 
Auditor  on  account  of  the  fund,  and  taxes  can  not  accrue  on  the  land  subse- 
quently, until  a  purchase  certificate  is  issued  on  a  sale  thereof. 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — You  submit  to  me  the  following  : 

"  First.     In  1879  a  loan  was  made  of  the  common  school  funds 
on  mortgage  security  by  a  Counry  Auditor,  and,  no  part  of  the 
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principal  or  interest  having  been  paid  for  six  years,  it  was 
offered  for  sale  according  to  law,  and  for  want  of  bidders  was 
forfeited  to  the  State.  From  the  date  first  mentioned  to  the 
present  j'ear  the  county  has  paid  to  the  State,  out  of  county 
revenues,  the  annual  interest  upon  the  amount  of  the  original 
loan.  In  January  of  this  year  the  land  was  sold  by  the  Auditor 
for  a  sum  exceeding  the  amount  of  principal,  interest,  damages 
and  costs  due  thereon,  is  it  lawful  to  pay  over  to  the  county 
revenue  such  a  part  of  the  sum  realized  from  the  sale  of  the 
land  as  may  be  necessary  to  reimburse  the  county  on  account 
of  interest  paid  ? " 

Both  the  Constitution  and  the  statute  impose  upon  the  coun- 
ties the  burden  of  preserving  the  common  school  funds  entrusted 
to  them,  and  also  charge  them  with  the  payment  of  the  annual 
interest  thereon.  Section  6,  article  8,  Constitution;  section 
4326,  R.  S.  1881.  The  statute  cited  also  provides  that  the  pay- 
ment of  such  interest  by  the  "  counties  shall  be  full  and  com- 
plete every  year."  There  is  no  provision  of  statute  authorizing 
the  county  to  deduct  from  the  amount  of  a  sale  of  lands  for- 
feited to  the  school  fund,  where  the  sum  realized  equals  the 
principal,  interest,  damages  and  costs,  a  sum  sufficient  to  reim- 
burse it  for  interest  advanced.  Upon  this  state  of  the  law  I 
should  be  compelled  to  hold  that  the  county  could  not  deduct 
from  the  sum  realized  by  the  sale  the  amount  of  interest  paid 
by  it.  But  there  is  a  constitutional  objection  to  the  course 
proposed.  When  the  laud  was  bid  in  by  the  County  Auditor 
on  account  of  the  fund,  it  became  a  part  of  the  common  school 
fund  principal,  which,  by  the  express  provision  of  the  Consti- 
tution, can  never  be  diminished.  Section  3,  article  8.  By  the, 
forfeiture  the  fund  has  received  an  accession  from  which  no 
diminution  can  be  made  on  any  account  whatever,  and  the, 
whole  must  be  accounted  for  by  the  county  as  common  school 
fund  principal. 

^^ Second.  Is  the  original  mortgagor  entitled  to  the  overplus 
where  the  land  sells  for  a  sum  exceeding  the  amount  of  prin- 
cipal, interest,  damages  and  costs?" 

Section  4394  provides,  that  "  if,  upon  the  sale  of  any  such 
laud,  a  sum  is  realized  which  is  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  the 
principal,  interest,  damages  and  costs,  the  overplus  shall  be, 
paid  to  the  original  mortgagor,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  when  col- 
lected."    By  the  provisions  of  this  statute  the  original  mort- 
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gagor  would  not  be  entitled,  in  any  event,  to  the  overplus,  until 
the  purchaser  had  made  good  his  bid  by  the  payment  of  prin- 
cipal, interest,  damages  and  costs,  and,  as  by  the  preceding 
section  the  sale  must  be  on  a  credit  of  five  years,  there  would 
be  nothing  to  pay  to  the  original  mortgagor  until  the  expira- 
tion of  that  time.  I  feel  quite  well  satisfied,  however,  that 
section  4394  of  the  statute  conflicts  with  the  Constitution. 
When  the  land  was  bid  in  by  the  Auditor,  the  title  thereto 
vested  in  the  State  for  the  benefit  of  the  fund,  without  any 
right  of  redemption  or  estate  or  property,  legal  or  equitable, 
remaining  in  the  mortgagor.  The  land  became  part  and  parcel 
of  the  fund  itself  (see  section  2  of  article  8  of  the  Constitu- 
tion), and  it  is,  therefore,  beyond  the  power  of  the  Legislature 
to  diminish  it  by  the  payment  of  any  overplus  to  the  mort- 
gagor.    Section  3,  article  8,  Constitution. 

"  Third.  Is  the  Auditor  authorized  to  sell  the  land  subject  to 
taxes  accrued  after  the  execution  of  the  mortgage  and  before 
the  forfeiture?" 

Section  4393  provides  that  where  there  is  no  bid  for  the 
amount  due,  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  bid  the  land 
in  on  account  of  the  fund.  The  record  of  the  proceedings  vests 
the  title  in  the  State  for  the  benefit  of  the  fund.  Section  4397. 
As  to  taxes  accrued  subsequent  to  the  execution  of  the  mort- 
gage and  prior  to  the  execution  of  the  purchase  certificate,  I 
am  of  opinion  that  the  lien  of  such  taxes  is  merged  in  the  fee. 
Reid  V.  State.,  74  Ind.  252.  Such  mortgages  have  priority  over 
"all  other  liens  not  previously  incurred."  Section  4380.  And, 
as  the  fund  itself  is  not  taxable,  it  is  clear  that  the  burden  of 
taxation  can  not  be  laid  upon  it  where  it  acquires  title  to  prop- 
erty upon  which  it  had  a  paramount  lien,  by  postponing  its 
claim  to  the  property  until  the  payment  of  the  taxes. 


An  opinion  as  to  the  liability  of  the  city  of  Terra  Haute  to  contribute  to  the  cost 
of  the  repairs  of  the  building  and  grounds  of  the  Indiana  State  Normal 
School. 

Hon.  H.  M.  LaFollette,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  : 

Sir — You  have  asked  me  for  an  opinion  as  to  the  liabilitj 
of  the  city  of  Terre  Haute  to  contribute  to  the  cost  of  the  re- 
pairs  of  the  building  and  grounds  of  the  Indiana  State  Normal 
School. 
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In  section  2,  Acts  1887,  p.  177,  it  is  enacted  that  "  the  city  of 
Terre  Haute  shall  further  undertake  and  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment to  forever  maintain  and  keep  up  one-half  of  the  neces- 
sary repairs  incident  to  keeping  in  proper  order  the  building  or 
buildings  and  the  grounds"  of  the  State  Normal  School.  Under 
this  act  it  was  made  a  condition  precedent  to  the  location  of 
said  school  at  Terre  Haute  that  said  city  should  enter  into  the 
undertaking  aforesaid,  and  so  the  city  of  Terre  Haute  executed 
a  contract  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Normal 
School  in  which  it  was  stipulated  that  the  city  would  forever 
maintain  and  keep  up  one-half  of  the  necessary  repairs  incident 
to  keeping  in  proper  order  the  buildings  which  shall  be  erected 
in  said  city  for  the  purposes  of  said  State  Normal  School,  and 
also  the  grounds  of,  and  belonging  to,  the  same  in  said  city. 

The  language  of  the  statute  and  of  the  contract  is  too  plain 
to  stand  in  need  of  interpretation,  and  it  is  perfectly  clear  that 
the  city  of  Terre  Haute  is  resting  under  a  binding  obligation 
to  pay  one-half  of  the  amount  of  the  necessary  repairs  incident 
to  keeping  in  proper  order  the  buildings  and  grounds  of  said 
State  Normal  School. 

It  is  impossible  to  lay  down  a  rule  of  law  which  shall  govern 
the  parties  to  this  contract  under  all  circumstances  in  deter- 
mining what  are  and  what  are  not  proper  repairs.  The  condi- 
tion of  the  building  and  grounds,  together  with  their  uses  and 
surroundings,  should  be  considered  in  determining  this  ques- 
tion. What  might  properly  be  considered  as  necessary  repairs 
at  one  time,  or  in  one  state  of  circumstances,  might  not  be 
proper  at  another  time  or  under  different  circumstances. 

The  contract  does  not  state  who  shall  determine  what  are 
proper  repairs,  although  that  question  might  have  been  settled 
by  the  terms  of  that  instrument,  and,  therefore,  it  is  now  left  to 
the  parties  to  the  contract  to  agree  or  disagree  as  to  that  mat- 
ter. If  they  disagree,  the  Trustees  of  the  school  may  make  the 
proper  repairs  at  a  proper  cost  and  compel  the  city  by  a  suit  at 
law,  if  necessary,  to  bear  one-half  of  the  burden.  To  make 
the  city  liable,  under  such  circumstances,  the  Trustees  of  the 
State  Normal  School  would  have  to  show  that  the  repairs  and 
charges  were  proper  and  within  the  terms  of  the  contract  men- 
tioned. 
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The  Statute  of  1881,  concerning  the  assessment  of  omitted  property,  did  not  oper- 
ate to  release  from  liability  for  taxes  property  omitted  prior  thereto. 

Ten  per  cent,  penalty  should  be  charged  on  the  assessment  of  property  omitted 
while  the  statute  of  1872  was  in  force,  but  the  present  statute  on  the  subject 
does  not  provide  for  a  penalty  to  be  assessed  by  the  taxation  officers. 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — You  ask  me  the  following  questions: 

^^  First.  How  many  years  may  a  County  Auditor  go  back  in 
taxing  a  person  upon  omitted  property?" 

"  Second.  Is  it  proper  to  add  penalty  and  interest  to  the  taxes 
80  assessed? " 

Section  6416  provides  that  whenever  the  County  Auditor 
shall  discover  or  receive  creditable  information,  or  shall  have 
reason  to  believe  that  property  has  been  omitted  in  whole  or  in 
part,  from  any  cause  whatever,  "in  the  assessment  of  any  year 
or  number  of  years,"  he  shall  summon  the  person  whose  assess- 
ment it  IS  proposed  to  increase,  and  if  such  person  "do  not  ap- 
pear, or  if  he  appear  and  fail  to  show  any  good  and  sufficient 
cause  why  such  assessment  shall  not  be  made,  the  same  shall 
be  made." 

It  will  be  noticed  that  this  section  is  materially  ditierent  from 
and  confers  upon  the  Auditor  broader  powers  than  the  section 
upon  the  subject  of  the  taxation  of  omitted  property  by  the 
Auditor  in  the  act  of  December  21, 1872.  (1  R.  S.  1876,  p.  110, 
sec.  146.)  Under  the  present  statute  the  Auditor  may  exercise 
his  authority  to  assess  omitted  property  where  "  it  has  from  any 
cause  been  omitted  in  whole  or  in  part,"  and  the  injunction 
that  such  assessment  "  shall  be  made  "  where  such  property  has 
been  omitted  for  "any  year  or  number  of  years,''  clearly  con- 
fers upon  the  Auditor  the  power  to  go  back  during  any  num- 
ber of  years  in  which  the  omission  has  existed.  Nor  does  the 
statute  of  limitations  restrain  the  Auditor  from  going  back 
more  than  six  years  or  any  other  period  of  time,  for  the  statute 
of  limitations  relates  only  to  remedies  by  way  of  actions.  It  is 
to  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  section  6416,  supra,  went 
into  operation  March  29,  1881,  and,  as  it  was  determined  in 
Lang  v.  Clapjy,  103  Ind.  17,  that  the  statute  only  operated  pros- 
pectively, it  follows  that  the  Auditor  can  not  go  back  of  the 
date  of  its  enactment  in  assessing  omitted  property.  The  as- 
sessment can  not  be  made  by  the  Auditor  under  the  statute  of 
1872,  for  the  unil'orm  ruling  of  the   Supreme  Court  under  that 
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statute  has  been  that  a  special  asscRsment  of  omitted  property 
could  not  be  made  by  the  Auditor  except  for  the  current  year. 
Vogelv.  Fo^c^,  78  Ind.  353;  Stockman  v.  Bobbins,  80  Ind.  195; 
State  ex  r el.  v.  Howard,  id.  466;  Scott  v.  Toioi,  84  Ind.  108; 
Hamilton  v.  Amsden,  88  Ind.  304;  Lang  v.  Clapp,  supra. 

This  ruling  is  put  on  the  ground  that  under  the  act  men- 
tioned the  Assessor  had  the  sole  authority  to  make  special 
assessments  prior  to  the  current  year.  This  presents  the  ques- 
tion: Did  the  act  of  1881  repeal  by  implication  the  law  of  1872 
on  this  subject?  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  later  act  does  not 
contain  an  express  repealing  clause,  and  there  is  nothing  in 
that  act  to  denote  that  it  was  not  the  legislative  purpose  that 
the  act  of  1872  should  be  continued  in  force  as  to  property 
which  was  subject  to  taxation  prior  to  1881,  but  which  had  not 
been  actually  assessed  at  the  time  the  last  act  went  into  effect. 
There  can  be  no  such  thing  as  a  repeal  by  implication  in  the 
absence  of  an  irreconcilable  conflict  between  the  earlier  and 
the  latter  enactments.  Mr.  Bishop  says,  in  his  work  on  Writ- 
ten Laws,  at  sec.  160 :  "  If  the  Legislature  says  that  its  statute 
is  a  revision  of  the  whole  subject,  and  meant  to  be  a  repeal  of 
all  prior  laws  relating  thereto,  no  Court  will  hesitate  to  give  it 
this  effect.  But  if,  instead  of  saying  this,  it  simply  enacts 
what  is  consistent  with  the  prior  law,  or  re-enacts  such  law, 
how  can  a  Court  know  that  it  means  what  it  does  not  say,  a  re- 
peal of  laws  which  may  subsist  with  those  which  it  establishes?" 
Hence,  in  principle,  and  equally  on  the  better  American  author- 
ities and  on  the  English,  the  just  doctrine  is  that,  without  ex- 
ception, a  statute  in  affirmative  terms,  with  no  intimation  of 
an  intent  to  repeal  prior  laws,  does  not  repeal  them  unless  the 
new  and  the  old  are  irreconcilably  in  conflict.  Not  only  is 
there  an  absence  of  anything  tending  to  show  a  purpose  to  re- 
peal the  law  of'  1872  relative  to  the  taxation  of  omitted  prop- 
erty, but  a  cogent  evidence  to  the  contrary  is  found  in  the  fact 
that  we  have  had  laws  upon  our  statute  books  continuously 
during  almost  the  entire  judicial  histor}^  of  the  State  authoriz- 
ing certain  officers,  generally  Assessors,  to  make  assessments 
for  taxation  on  property  omitted  in  former  years,  and  in  mak- 
ing such  assessments  the  officers  have  not  been  limited  by  time. 
There  is  not  an  instance  where  the  claim  of  the  State  has  been 
forgiven.  It  is  certainly  presumptuous,  therefore,  to  suppose 
that  the  Legislature,  at  its  session  in  1881,  voluntarily  released 
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all  persons  from  taxes  who,  by  false  returns  or  otherwise,  had 
escaped  their  just  proportion  of  the  public  burdens,  particularly 
where  it  at  the  same  time  substantially  re-enacted  the  old  law 
for  the  future.  This  much  in  support  of  the  proposition  that 
a  substantial  re-enactment  of  a  former  statute  does  not  operate 
to  repeal  it.  There  is  also  direct  authority  for  the  proposition 
that  the  substantial  re-enactment  of  a  statute  is  of  itself  an 
evidence  of  a  legislative  intention  to  continue  the  first  in  force 
as  to  the  matters  to  which  it  applies. 

In  GorUy  v.  Seivell,  77  Ind.  316,  the  facts  were  that  certain 
real  estate  was  legally  assessed  for  taxation  under  the  act  of 
1852  for  the  years  1871  and  1872.  Afterwards  an  action  was 
brou2:ht  to  have  these  taxes  and  those  subsequently  accrued 
declared  a  lien  upon  such  real  estate.  The  plaintiff  had  judg- 
ment in  the  court  below  for  the  full  amount  of  his  claims,  the 
defendant  appealed,  and  in  the  Supreme  Court  contended  that 
the  act  of  1872  had  swept  away  the  taxes  assessed  for  the  years 
1871  and  1872,  but  the  court  held  that  the  lien  for  the  taxes  of 
the  years  mentioned  was  still  preserved  by  the  former  act.  On 
page  319  of  the  volume  cited,  the  court  say :  "  The  re-enact- 
ment of  section  112  of  the  act  of  1852  was  not  necessarily  a  re- 
peal of  its  provisions  ;  but,  whether  so  or  not,  its  substantial 
re-enactment  furnishes  ground  for  inferring  that  the  Legisla- 
ture intended  to  preserve  and  continue  the  lien  for  taxes  which 
had  accrued  under  prior  laws."  This  language  is  particularly 
pertinent  in  the  case  in  hand.  The  act  of  1872,  as  well  as  the 
act  of  1881,  contains  the  provision  that  the  lien  for  taxes  shall 
attach  on  a  certain  date,  namely,  April  1.  (1  R.  S.  1876,  p. 
114;  E,.  S.  1881,  sections  6446,  6447.)  It  is  not  necessary  under 
either  statute  that  the  property  should  be  subsequently  assessed 
in  order  to  preserve  the  lien.  The  fact  being,  therefore,  that 
at  the  time  the  act  of  1881  went  into  force  certain  property 
was  liable  to  assessment  as  omitted  property,  it  follows  that  the 
State  had  a  lien  on  the  property  for  each  year's  unpaid  taxes 
and  the  penalties  thereon  at  that  time.  This  lien,  in  my  opin- 
ion, still  exists,  and  the  means  of  putting  it  on  the  tax  dupli- 
cate are  provided  by  section  6393,  li.  S.  1881.  I  do  not  regard 
this  ruling  as  in  advance  of  Gorley  v.  Seivell,  Supra.  That  case 
holds  that  the  lien  of  taxes  assessed  under  a  former  statute  is 
preserved  by  the  subsequent  legislation,  so  that  it  may  be  trans- 
ferred under  the  statute  to  the  purchaser  at  tax  sale  should  he 
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fail  to  make  title  by  such  sale,  and  all  that  is  contended  for 
here  is  the  preservation  of  the  lien  of  such  taxes  as  attached 
prior  to  1881. 

On  the  best  consideration  I  have  been  able  to  give  to  the 
matters  discussed,  I  am  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the  As- 
sessor can  assess  the  property  which  was  omitted  while  the 
statute  of  1872  was  in  force,  and  that  either  the  Auditor  or  the 
Assessor  may  asssess  the  property  for  the  years  subsequent  to 
1881. 

Second.  By  section  260,  p.  130,  R.  S.  1876,  ten  per  cent,  pen- 
alty might  be  assessed  upon  the  amount  of  taxes  due.  Having 
reached  the  conclusion  that  this  section  is  still  operative,  I  am 
of  opinion  that  ten  per  cent,  penalty  should  be  assessed  upon 
the  total  tax  on  account  of  omissions  prior  to  the  taking  effect 
of  the  act  of  1881.  The  present  statute  does  not  provide  for 
penalty  or  interest  being  charged  in  such  case,  and  the  general 
statute  governing  penalty  and  interest  on  delinquent  taxes 
makes  provision  only  for  cases  where  the  property  is  on  the  tax 
duplicate  at  the  time  it  goes  delinquent.  This  is  evidently  an 
omission,  but  nevertheless  it  is  an  omission  which  can  not  be 
cured,  and  neither  penalty  nor  interest  should  be  charged  on 
special  assessments  on  account  of  omitted  property,  if  the 
omission  occurred  subsequent  to  1881. 


The  railway  company  which  contracted  with  the  Board  of  State  House  Commis- 
Bioners  to  bring  in  its  cars  certain  materials  to  the  State  House  grounds,  and 
for  that  purpose  was  allowed  lo  lay  down  its  track  on  a  certain  street  in  the 
city  of  Indianapolis,  is  not  liable  for  any  part  of  the  cost  of  repairing  said 
Btreet,  unless  it  caused  unnecessary  damage  thereto. 

Board  oj  State  House  Comraissioners : 

Gentlemen — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  from  you  :  "  The 
Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  have  ordered  us  to 
repair  a  part  of  West  Market  street  ujDon  which  a  railway  track 
was  laid  during  the  construction  of  the  State  House.  "We  en- 
close you  the  contract  had  with  the  railway  company,  and  we 
desire  to  know  if  the  company  is  not  liable  for  the  cost  of  re- 
pairing said  street?" 
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I  have  carefully  examined  tlie  contract  submitted  to  me  and 
referred  to  in  the  above  communication.  The  contract  provides 
that  your  Board  shall  procure,  free  of  charge  to  the  railway 
company,  the  right  of  way  along  Market  street  from  Missouri 
street  to  the  State  House  grounds.  There  is  no  further  pro- 
vision in  the  contract  relative  to  the  particular  matter  of  your 
inquiry.  In  the  absence  of  an  express  agreement,  I  am  of  opin- 
ion that  the  company  is  not  liable  for  any  part  of  the  cost  of 
repairing  the  street,  unless  the  fact  be  that  it  has  caused  unnec- 
essary damage  thereto. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  is  not  authorized  to  con- 
tract for  a  supply  of  natural  gas  to  heat  said  Hospital,  other  than  from  month 
to  month. 

Dr.  T.  H.  Harrison,  Indiaiiapolis  : 

Sir — In  reply  to  your  communication  requesting  my  opinion 
as  to  the  authority  of  the  Insane  Asylum  Board  to  contract 
for  a  supply  of  natural  gas  for  a  term  of  years,  I  have  to 
say  that,  after  the  best  consideration  I  have  been  able  to  give 
the  matter,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  provisions  of  section  2775, 
R.  S.  1881,  so  restrain  the  authority  of  the  Board  as  to  prevent 
its  entering  into  a  valid  contract  for  a  supply  of  natural  gas 
other  than  from  month  to  month.  Of  course,  the  Legislature 
did  not  have  this  matter  in  contemplation  in  the  enactment  of 
the  statute  above  mentioned,  but  that  fact  does  not  vest  in  the 
Trustees  an  authority  to  supply  the  omission,  where  to  do  so 
would  be  to  run  directly  counter  to  the  legislative  direction.  It 
is  true  that  the  State's  interests  may  suiier  somewhat  from  the 
rigid  enforcement  of  the  statute;  instances  of  this  kind  are  not 
infrequent  in  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  State ;  but 
limitations  upon  ofhcial  authority  are  dictated,  in  the  main,  by 
a  wise  public  policy,  and  the  benefits  derived  from  them  to  the 
Stata  more  than  compensate  for  isolated  instances  of  disadvan- 
tage. If  it  should  be  held,  owing  to  the  necessity  of  the  case, 
that  a  contract  for  a  supply  of  natural  gas  might  be  entered 
into  by  the  Board  for  a  year,  we  must  be  further  prepared  to 
affirm  the  right  of  the  Board  to  enter  into  a  contract  of  that 
kind  for  fifty  or  one  hundred  years,  for  once  outside  the  statute 
and  there  is  no  limitation. 
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As  a  buaiaoas  matter,  it  occurs  to  me  that  if  a  natural  eras 
compauy  should  connect  its  mains  with  the  Hospital  at  an 
agreed  rate  of  compensation  for  gas,  it  would  practically  insure 
to  the  company  the  patronage  of  the  Hospital  for  a  considerable 
time.  In  any  event,  in  my  opinion,  a  contract  would  give  no 
additional  assurance,  for  it  would  be  ultra  vires. 


Under  the  contract  for  the  putting  in  of  the  foundation  of  tlie  Soldiers'  and  Sailors' 
Monument,  the  contractor  must  accept  the  orders  of  the  Commission  as  final 
payment  on  its  part. 

An  agreement  by  the  Commission  to  pay  interest  on  its  orders,  until  such  time  as 
the  State  shall  redeem  them,  would  be  invalid. 

State  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Monument  Commission : 
Gentlemen — You  submit  to  me  the  followine: : 

1.  "  Under  the  contract  between  the  Commissioners  and  the 
contractor  for  the  putting  in  of  the  foundation  of  the  monu- 
ment, a  copy  of  which  contract  is  herewith  enclosed,  is  the 
contractor  compelled  to  accept  our  orders  upon  the  Auditor  of 
State  as  linal  payment  on  our  part?" 

I  am  of  opinion,  under  the  enclosed  contract  and  the  act  of 
the  Legislature  organizing  your  commission,  that  the  contractor 
must  accept  your  orders  on  the  Auditor,  while  within  the 
amount  of  the  appropriation,  as  cash. 

2.  "Can  we  legally  pay  him  interest  upon  the  orders  until 
such  time  as  the  State  redeems  them  ?" 

The  State,  as  a  debtor,  is  not  within  the  purview  of  gen- 
eral interest  statutes.  The  act  creating  your  commission  does 
not  empower  you  to  contract  to  pay  interest,  and  as  it  is  a  gen- 
eral'rule  that  the  authority  vested  in  a  public  officer  by  statute 
is  also  a  limitation  on  his  power,  I  am  of  opinion  that  a  con- 
tract on  your  part  to  pay  interest  is  unauthorized,  and  that  if 
it  was  entered  into  it  would  be  of  no  effect. 


A  person  who  was  duly  licensed  as  a  teacher  of  common  schools  for  a  period  of 
six  months  is  not  entitled  to  another  I'^^euse  for  a  like  period,  although  he  did 
not  tea,ch  under  the  first  license. 

Hon.  H.  M.  LaFollette,  Supt.  of  Fiiblic  Instruction  : 

Sir — You  request  my  opinion  as  to  whether  a  person  who 
was  duly  licensed  as  a  teacher  of  common  schools  for  a  period 
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of  six  months,  is  entitled  to  another  license  for  a  like  period, 
such  person  not  having  taught  under  the  license  first  granted. 
The  first  proviso  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1883,  Acts  1883,  p. 
130,  governs  the  subject  matter  of  your  inquiry.  The  proviso 
referred  to  is  as  follows:  ^^ Provided,  That  a  six  months'  license 
shall  be  regarded  as  a  trial  license,  and  that  no  person  who 
hereafter  receives  a  six  mouths'  license  in  any  county  shall  be 
again  thereafter  licensed  in  said  county  unless  he  obtains  a 
grade  which  shall  entitle  him  to  receive  at  least  a  twelve 
months'  license."  My  opinion  is  that  a  person  who  has  pre- 
viously received  a  six  months'  license  to  teach  in  a  county  can 
not  be  again  licensed  in  said  county  unless  his  grade  entitles 
him  to  at  least  a  twelve  months'  license,  and  this,  whether  he 
has  taught  under  such  six  months'  license  or  not.  It  might  be 
urged,  it  is  true,  that  having  previously  taught  for  a  consider- 
able portion,  or  all,  of  the  time  covered  by  the  former  license, 
and  attaining  no  better  grade  upon  the  second  application, 
practically  demonstrates  the  applicant's  unfitness  to  teach; 
and  that,  therefore,  it  should  be  held  that  a  person  who 
had  not  taught  under  the  first  license,  and  thus  proved  himself 
incompetent,  is  entitled  to  take  out  another  six  months'  or  trial 
license.  The  difficulty,  however,  with  such  a  construction  is, 
that  if  the  right  to  the  second  six  months'  license  depends  upon 
not  having  taught  under  the  former  license,  it  must  be  held, 
since  it  is  left  uncertain,  that  having  taught  one  day  or  one 
week  under  the  first  license  deprives  the  applicant  of  the  right 
to  a  second  six  months'  license  quite  as  eftectually  as  having 
taught  every  school  day  during  which  the  first  license  was  in 
operation.  The  experience  of  a  day  or  any  other  short  period 
in  the  school  room  gives  practically  no  more  experience'  in 
teaching  than  the  person  possesses  who  has  not  taught  at  all. 
So  that  it  will  be  seen  that  the  construction  I  have  suggested 
as  possibly  representing  the  legislative  purpose  would  operate 
unfairly  as  between  applicants.  I  think,  in  view  of  this  fact, 
that  we  are  not  at  liberty  to  depart  from  the  plain  words  of  the 
statute,  and  I  advise  that  the  fact  of  having  previously  received 
a  six  months'  license  in  a  county  deprives  the  applicant  of  the 
right  to  a  second  license  in  the  county  for  a  like  period. 
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The  report   of   the  Attorney   General    to   the  Governor   relative  to  the  "  While 

Cap  "  outragea. 

"  Hon.  Isaac  P.  Gray,  Governor: 

Dear  Sir — On  the  2d  day  of  last  month  [August,  1888,]  I 
received  from  you  the  following  letter : 

Hon.  Louis  T.  Michener,  Attorney  General,  Indianapolis : 

My  Dear  Sir — You  are  hereby  respectfully  requested  to  visit 
the  county  of  Crawford  and  ascertain  the  status  of  the  suits 
instituted  against  members  of  an  organization  known  as  "White 
Caps,"  and  for  which,  several  months  ago,  I  employed  addi- 
tional counsel  to  assist  in  their  prosecution,  and  take  such 
steps  as  you  may  deem  proper  to  secure  a  speedy  prosecution 
of  the  suits  and  also  the  apprehension,  indictment  and  convic- 
tion of  any  and  all  persons  who,  as  members  of  such  organi- 
zation, have  been  guilty  of  crime.  You  are  also  requested  to 
visit  the  county  of  Perry  and  do  what  you  can  to  bring  to  jus- 
tice those  who  have  been  committing  outrages  in  that  county 
under  the  name  of  "White  Caps,"  to  the  end  that  all  such  un- 
lawful assemblages  or  organizations  may  be  broken  up  and  the 
promoters  of  the  same  brought  to  punishment.  I  shall  be 
pleased  to  receive  from  you,  at  the  proper  time,  a  full  report  of 
your  proceedings  in  the  premises. 

Very  respectfully,

And  now  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 
Your  letter  assumes  that  I  have  the  power,  as  the  Attorney 
General  of  the  State,  to  assist  in  the  prosecution  of  criminal 
cases,  and  to  aid  in  the  apprehension,  indictment  and  convic- 
tion of  violators  of  the  law  in  inferior  courts  of  the  State. 
You  are  wrong  in  this  assumption.  The  Attorney  General  has 
nothing  to  do  with  criminal  cases  except  such  as  may  be  pend- 
ing in  the  Supreme  Court.  Revised  Statutes,  1881,  section 
5659.  The  policy  of  our  law  is,  in  the  absence  of  a  necessity 
for  executive  interference,  to  make  the  inhabitants  of  the  lo- 
cality apprehend  and  punish  criminals,  and  it  is  a  wise  and  sal- 
utary one.  For  this  purpose  local  courts  of  criminal  jurisdic- 
tion have  been  created,  and  judges  and  prosecuting  attorneys 
elected  by  the  people.  It  is  only  when  a  criminal  case  has 
reached  the  Supreme  Court  that  the  Attorney  General  becomes 
clothed  with  the  power  to  act. 
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But  when  I  received  your  letter,  I  determined  to  make  such 
investigation  as  might  be  proper,  not  only  as  a  matter  of 
courtesy  to  you  as  Governor,  but  because  of  the  interest  which 
I  felt  in  the  good  name  of  the  State  and  the  enforcement  of  its 
laws.  If  I  had  possessed  the  power  to  take  action  in  these 
matters,  I  would  have  acted  long  ago. 

For  more  than  two  years  past  the  "  White  Caps"  have  been 
continuously  and  defiantly  violating  the  law  in  Crawford 
County.  At  the  October  term,  1886,  of  the  Crawford  Circuit 
Court,  an  indictment  was  returned  against  Thomas  Courtney,. 
Sr.,  Thomas  Courtney,  Jr.,  Isaac  Sigler,  George  Sigler,  John 
Sigler,  Irwin  Self,  Gilly  Graves,  Davis  Cosiey,  George  Cosley 
and  Alfred  H.  Kaylor.  The  indictment  charges  the  defendants 
with  having  committed  an  assault  and  battery  on  George  SealSy 
September  14,  1886.  At  the  March  term,  1887,  of  that  court, 
all  of  the  defendants,  except  the  two  Courtneys  and  Kaylor^ 
were  tried  by  the  court  and  acquitted.  At  the  June  term,  1888, 
the  Prosecuting  Attorney  dismissed  the  case  as  to  the  Court- 
neys, for  the  reason,  as  he  stated  to  the  court,  that  there  was. 
not  sufficient  evidence  to  convict  them.  All  the  parties  named 
were  indicted  at  the  October  term,  1886,  for  riot  in  making  an 
assault  on  George  Seals,  September  14,  1886.  The  case  as  ta 
all  the  defendants,  except  Kaylor,  has  been  dismissed  by  the 
Prosecuting  Attorney  for  the  reason  already  stated.  The  same 
persons  were  indicted  at  the  October  term,  1886,  for  conspiring 
to  murder  Joseph  R.  Leonard,  September  14,  1886.  This  case 
also,  except  as  to  Kaylor,  has  been  dismissed  by  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney  for  the  same  reason.  The  same  parties  were  indicted 
at  the  October  term,  1886,  for  conspiring  to  murder  Rudolph 
H.  Hutchinson,  September  14,  1886.  The  case,  except  as  to 
Kaylor,  has  been  dismissed  by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  for  the 
reason  stated.  Kaylor  has  been  confined  in  the  State  Prison 
South  for  some  time,  having  been  convicted  of  another  offence,^ 
and  the  cases  against  him  are  still  pending.  At  the  October 
term,  1887,  William  llighfill  was  indicted  for  an  assault  and 
battery  on  Charles  Lankford,  October  18, 1887,  but  the  case  was 
dismissed  by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  because  of  the  absence 
of  Lankford,  who  is  said  to  have  left  the  State.  An  informa- 
tion was  lodged  against  John  F.  Wright,  William  Wright  and 
Lafayette  Finley  for  an  assault  and  battery  on  Nicholas  Kirsh,. 
with  intent  to  murder  him.  They  were  tried  by  jury  at  the 
March  term,  1888,  and  acquitted. 
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All  these  cases  were  so-called  "  White  Cap  "  cases.  It  thtis 
appears  that  fourteen  persons  have  been  charged  with  crime, 
and  that  none  have  been  convicted.  The  Judge  of  the  Craw- 
ford Circuit  Court  is  Hon.  W.  T.  Zenor,  who  enjoys  the  repu- 
tation of  being  an  honest,  fearless  and  a])le  judge.  At  ouch 
session  of  the  Grand  Jury  he  has  delivered  a  strong  and  earnest 
charge  relative  to  the  "  White  Cap  "  outrages,  and  has  done  all 
in  his  power  under  the  law  to  secure  the  indictment  and  con- 
viction of  the  offenders,  and  in  these  efforts  he  has  been  sup- 
ported by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney.  Each  of  these  officers  is 
not  only  willing,  but  anxious  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  secure 
the  apprehension,  indictment  and  conviction  of  the  "White 
Caps."  The  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  has  the  power  to 
appoint  counsel  to  assist  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  in  criminal 
cases,  and  allow  compensation  for  such  service  out  of  the  county 
treasury  [Tidl  v.  State,  99  Ind.  238),  and  he  assures  me  that  he 
will  not  hesitate  to  exercise  this  power  in  all  proper  cases. 
With  a  Judge  of  such  high  character,  a  Prosecuting  Attorney 
and  deputy,  the  assistant  counsel  who  may  be  appointed  by  the 
court,  and  the  additional  counsel  employed  by  you,  I  think  it  is 
safe  to  assume  that  the  interests  of  the  State  will  be  protected 
so  far  as  courts  and  lawyers  can  do  it.  But  the  responsibility 
does  not  end  there;  it  rests  largely  with  the  law-loving  people 
of  Crawford  County,  for  among  them  must  be  found  the  grand 
juries  to  indict,  and  the  petit  juries  to  convict,  if  sufficient 
evidence  be  adduced.  I  regret  to  say  that  I  did  not  liud  such 
a  general  sentiment  as  must  exist  before  there  can  be  a  success- 
ful prosecution  of  the  cases  which  may  be  brought  in  the  future, 
no  matter  how  conclusive  the  evidence  may  be.  The  condition 
of  affairs  is  not  only  deplorable,  but  alarming.  For  at  least 
two  years  past  the  most  outrageous  offences  have  been  commit- 
ted with  impunity  by  the  "  White  Caps;"  they  have  in  many 
ways  shown  their  entire  disregard  for  the  law  and  its  officers; 
they  have  driven  citizens  out  of  the  county  and  out  of  the  State; 
they  have  cruelly  whipped  their  victims  in  the  villages  of  the 
county  without  molestation  ;  they  have  dragged  large  numbers 
of  persons  from  their  beds,  and  whipped  them  until  the  blood 
flowed  to  the  ground;  they  have  repeatedly  flogged  helpless 
women  until  life  was  nearly  extinct,  and  have  procured  the 
publication  of  their  law-defying  notices  in  the  newspapers  of 
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the  county.  I  have  not  given  a  detailed  statement  of  these  out- 
rages, for  they  have  long  been  so  notorious  that  you  are,  doubt- 
less, well  informed  concerning  them.  From  the  organization 
of  one  band  of  "White  Caps"  others  sprang  into  existence, 
and  now  it  is  generally  believed  that  all  these  bands  are  con- 
federated together  in  one  grand  organization,  covering  portions 
of  three  or  four  counties.  The  number  and  the  character  of 
the  violations  of  law,  to  which  I  have  briefly  alluded,  and  the 
general  belief  that  all  these  bands  are  combined  in  an  organi- 
zation for  oifence  and  defence,  have  brought  about  a  reign  of 
terror  in  the  localities  infested  by  the  "White  Caps,"  which  can 
only  be  fully  understood  by  those  who  have  conversed  with  the 
people  there.  Property  has  been  so  depreciated  that  it  can  not 
be  sold  for  half  of  its  value,  l^o  one  has  that  confidence  in  his 
neighbor  which  is  so  essential  to  a  good  state  of  society.  All 
is  doubt,  distrust  and  confusion.  The  result  is  that  some  who 
are  considered  good  citizens  openly  applaud  the  doings  of  the 
"White  Caps,"  and  others  are  silent  who  should  be  loud  in 
condemnation.  The  newspapers  have  said  but  little  in  dis- 
approval, and  of  those  citizens  who  have  openly  stood  for  the 
enforcement  of  law  a  number  have  been  threatened  with  vio- 
lence. Before  there  can  be  an  indictment  and  successful  prose- 
cution of  these  oflenders,  there  must  be  a  considerable  change 
in  public  sentiment,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that,  in  my  opinion, 
this  change  can  be  produced.  Those  who  favor  peace  and 
order  must  be  induced  to  take  an  open  an  courageous  stand, 
and  in  this  they  should  have  the  support  of  the  local  press,  to 
which  should  be  added  that  confidence  which  will  come  from  a 
knowledge  that  the  good  people  of  the  locality  will  be  supported 
by  every  force  known  to  the  laws  of  the  State.  Unless  this 
change  in  sentiment  is  produced,  a  general  insurrection  is  likely 
to  follow,  and  the  Governor  of  the  State  will  be  compelled  to 
suppress  it  with  the  military  power  in  obedience  to  the  com- 
mand of  section  12,  article  5,  of  the  Constitution.  As  one 
result  of  such  a  state  of  afl'airs,  there  has  been  recently  organ- 
ized there,  as  I  am  informed,  a  body  known  as  "  Black  Caps," 
whose  purpose  is  to  do  battle  with  the  "  White  Caps,"  and  it  is 
said  that  they  place  armed  men  each  night  on  the  roads  in  the 
region  most  infested  by  the  "White  Caps,"  with  instructions 
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to  fire  upon  any  band  of  the  latter  which  they  may  find.  This 
is  the  inevitable  result  of  a  long  and  widely-spread  defiance 
and  violation  of  the  law  without  punishment. 

You  have  not  asked  for  suggestions  from  me,  but  I  take  the 
liberty  of  making  some,  believing  that  they  will  receive  due 
consideration,  especially  in  view  of  the  -fact  that  the  Constitu- 
tion makes  it  your  duty  to  "take  care  that  the  laws  be  faith- 
fully executed." 

1.  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  recommend  to  Judge  Zenor  to 
appoint  assistant  counsel. 

2.  To  recommend  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  to  appoint  as 
his  deputies  such  assistant  counsel,  as  well  as  the  additional 
counsel  employed  by  you,  so  that  they  may  be  present  in  the 
grand  jury  room  when  the  witnesses  are  examined. 

3.  That,  if  possible,  the  papers  in  Crawford  County  be  in- 
duced to  denounce  the  "White  Cap"  outrages  and  demand  the 
enforcement  of  the  law. 

4.  That  you  attend  the  October  term  of  the  Crawford  Cir- 
cuit Court,  while  the  grand  jury  is  in  session,  and  thus  give 
the  people  to  understand  and  realize  that  there  is  a  force  out- 
side of  that  county  which  can  be  used,  if  necessary,  to  secure 
the  enforcement  of  the  law  and  protect  the  lives  of  the  people 
of  the  State.  I  am  willing  to  go  with  you  and  lend  such  influ- 
ence as  I  may  possess  by  virtue  of  my  office.  Such  a  visit  from 
you  would,  in  my  judgment,  create  and  arouse  a  public  senti- 
ment which  would  be  productive  of  great  good. 

I  enclose  a  memorandum  of  a  suggestion  which  I  do  not 
think  should  be  made  public. 

I  did  not  go  to  Perry  County  for  the  reason  that  the  efficient 
Prosecuting  Attorney  of  that  circuit  visited  the  county  and 
reported  to  me  that  there  is  no  evidence  of  the  existence  of  any 
band  of  "White  Caps"  there.  The  sentiment  there  is  said  to 
be  in  favor  of  enforcing  the  law,  and  good  order  prevails.

The  State  is  not  liable  to  a  county  treasurer  for  the  collection  of  the  revenues 
belonging  to  the  School  Fund. 

The  two  per  cent,  damages  which  the  statute  provides  shall  be  assessed  on  the  fore- 
closure of  School  Fund  mortgages,  can  not  be  taken  as  fees  by  any  officer,  but 
it  should  be  paid  in  to  the  credit  of  the  Common  School  Fund. 

Hon.  Harvey  M.  LaFoUette,  Supi.  Public  Instruction: 

Sir — You  ask  me  whether  a  County  Treasurer  is  entitled  to 
any  fees  from  the  State  for  collecting  the  principal  and  interest 
of  the  School  Funds,  liquor  licenses,  etc. 

I  answer  your  question  in  the  negative.  The  fees  can  not 
be  taken  from  the  School  Fund  itself,  for  the  Constitution  pro- 
tects the  principal  of  that  fund  against  diminution,  and  pro- 
vides that  the  income  thereof  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated 
to  the  support  of  common  schools,  and  to  no  other  purpose 
whatever.  Sec.  3,  Art.  8,  State  Constitution,  The  statute 
which  turns  the  revenues  derived  from  certain  sources,  and 
among  them  is  mentioned  moneys  derived  from  licenses  for  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  into  the  "  School  Revenue  for 
Tuition,"  expressly  provides  that  the  whole  of  the  moneys  de- 
rived from  the  specified  sources  shall  be  applied  to  the  purpose 
indicated,  ''without  any  deduction  for  the  expense  of  collection 
or  disbursement."  Sec.  4325,  R.  S.  1881.  There  is  no  oth6r 
provision  in  the  statutes  for  payment  by  the  State  to  the  county, 
treasurer  for  the  services  mentioned,  and  no  rate  of  compen- 
sation is  fixed  therefor.  In  the  case  of  Board,  etc.,  v.  Gresham, 
101  lud.  53,  it  is  said  that  where  a  claim  is  made  by  an  officer 
for  services  performed  for  a  county  two  things  must  be  shown: 
1.  A  statute  fixing  the  compensation  for  the  service.  2.  A  law 
authorizing  or  making  the  county  liable  to  pay  for  such  service 
out  of  its  treasury.  This  statement  of  the  law  as  to  the  lia: 
bility  of  a  county  for  services  rendered  it,  is  also  applicable  to 
the  State,  and  it  determines  against  the  right  of  a  county 
treasurer  to  charge  the  State  for  the  services  mentioned. 

The  treasurer  is  paid  a  salary,  and  he  enjoys  also  certain 
percentages  and  allowances.  Sees.  5927,  5928,  R.  S.  1881. 
These  are  the  advantages  of  the  office,  but  with  it  he  must 
assume  the  burden  of  the  performance  of  such  duties  as  are 
enjoined  upon  him,  and  for  which  no  compensation  is  pro- 
vided. That  the  State  is  not  liable  for  the  services  of  county 
officers  in  managing  the  fund  was  expressly  adjudged  in  State 
ex  rel.  Hord  v.  Board  Corns.  St.  Joseph  Co.,  90  Ind.  359. 
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2.  "  What  becomes  of  tlie  two  per  cent,  damages  which  the 
statute  provides  shall  be  collected  when  a  School  Fund  mort- 
gage is  foreclosed?  " 

There  is  no  provision  for  its  payment  to  any  officer  as  fees, 
and,  therefore,  for  the  reasons  set  out  in  the  answer  to  the  pre- 
ceding ([uestion  it  can  not  be  thus  paid.  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  damages  mentioned  go  to  augment  tlie  fund. 


It  is  the  duty  of  a  county  auditor,  in  making  the  duplicate  to  extend  a  penalty  of 
six  per  cent,  on  all  delinquencies,  except  .such  as  the  county  treasurer  is  di- 
rected to  assess. 

Hon.  Bruce  Carr,  Auditor  of  State: 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  request  for  an  opinion  as  to 
whether  it  is  proper  to  charge  interest  or  a  penalty  on  past  tax 
delinquencies. 

Two  sections  of  the  taxation  act  bear  on  the  question  which 
you  ask.  The  first  is  section  6426,  R.  S.  1881.  So  far  as  that 
section  relates  to  the  subject  matter  of  your  inquiry,  it  is  as  fol- 
lows :  ^^  And  prodded  further,  That  in  all  cases  where  the  first  in- 
stallment shall  not  be  paid  on  or  before  the  third  Monday  in 
April,  the  whole  amount  unpaid  shall  become  due  and  be  re- 
turned delinquent,  and  collected  as  provided  by  law;  and  there 
shall  be  a  penalty  added  of  ten  per  cent,  upon  the  amount  of  any 
installment  not  paid  when  due,  which  the  persons  or  property 
assessed  shall  pay,  together  with  cost  of  collection  ;  and  if  such 
taxes  remain  delinquent  at  the  succeeding  first  Monday  in  ^N'o- 
vember,  there  shall  be  a  penalty  of  six  per  centum  added  to  all 
such  taxes  that  became  delinquent  at  the  preceding  April  and 
jN'ovember  settlements,  and  a  penalty  of  ten  per  centum  only 
shall  be  added  to  the  current  delinquency  occurring  on  the 
first  Monday  in  November.'' 

The  other  section  mentioned  is  section  6418,  E.  S.  1881, 
which  relates  to  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  in  preparing  the 
duplicate.  That  section  provide?  that  the  Auditor  shall  "  set 
down  in  a  separate  column  the  amount  of  taxes  on  all  prop- 
erty returned  delinquent,  specifying  the  years  and  the  amount 
remaining  unpaid,  with  the  proper  penalty  on  the  same  added." 
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It  is  clear  that  the  assessment  of  the  ten  per  cent,  penalty- 
provided  for  by  section  6426  has  relation  to  the  current  delin- 
quency, whether  that  be  of  the  April  or  of  the  November  in- 
stallments. The  six  per  cent,  penalty  under  that  section  is  as- 
sessed where  the  tax-payer  has  remained  in  arrears  beyond  the 
last  day  granted  in  which  to  pay  the  next  regular  semi-annual 
installment  of  taxes. 

Properly  construed,  I  think  the  provisions  of  section  6418 
require  the  auditor  to  extend  a  penalty  each  year  on  the  total 
of  the  delinquencies  to  which  a  penalty  has  not  been  affixed 
by  the  treasurer  under  section  6426.  The  only  remaining 
question  is,  what  is  the  amount  of  the  penalty  which  section 
6418  requires  the  auditor  to  add.  I  am  of  opinion,  since 
the  penalty  which  the  treasurer  is  directed  to  afHx  on  the  de- 
linquencies of  the  preceding  six  months  is  six  per  cent.,  and  as 
the  ten  per  cent,  penalty  is  only  added  to  the  current  delin- 
quency, that,  by  implication,  the  penalty  which  the  auditor  is 
directed  to  affix  to  the  delinquencies  of  previous  years  is  also 
six  per  cent.

MINE  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT, 


Brazil,  Inc.,  January  1,  1883. 

To  His  Excellency,  Isaac  P.  Gray, 

---^^^  Governor  of  Indiana : 

Sir — In  accordance  with  the  statutes  the  ninth  annual  report 
of  the  Mine  Inspector  is  submitted.  This  report  is  for  the  year 
ending  October  31,  1888.  It  contains  the  estimated  coal  pro- 
duction, capital  employed,  list  of  non-fatal  and  fatal  accidents, 
short  account  of  scales  tested,  estimated  number  of  persons 
employed  in  all  coal  mines,  names  and  addresses  of  owners  and 
location  of  mines  that  employ  ten  or  more  men,  with  a  short 
description  of  their  general  condition.  With  the  hope  that  the 
next  General  Assembly  will  make  such  changes  in  our  laws 
that  it  will  be  possible  for  the  Mine  Inspector  to  secure  such 
information  for  compilation  in  his  report  as  is  necessary  to 
make  the  reports  for  Indiana  more  beneficial  and  interesting, 
and  put  them  on  an  equality  with  those  of  other  States.

In  previous  reports  complaints  were  made  of  disadvantages 
under  which  the  Mine  Inspector  has  to  labor  to  get  informa- 
tion that  will  enable  him  to  arrive  at  reliable  conclusions,  and 
give  such  statistical  information  in  his  reports  as  the  law  re- 
quires, which  is  sought  for  by  the  public  in  general,  and  which 
would  make  these  reports  of  more  value  to  the  State ;  but  to  date 
nothing  in  that  direction  has  been  done,  consequently  the  same 
difficulty  has  to  be  met  with  in  writing  this  report.  In  trying 
to  get  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  coal  production  I  have  been 
assisted  by  figures  furnished  by  parties  who  are  presumed  to 
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know  what  the  production  is  (for  such  assistance  I  return 
thanks).  With  such  information  as  was  received  the  estimated 
coal  production  is  3,140,979  tons  (of  2,000  pounds),  showing  a, 
decrease  of  76,732  tons  as  compared  with  last  year.  This  de- 
crease is  caused  to  some  extent  by  coal  being  displaced  by 
natural  gas  in  Indianapolis  and  other  cities  in  this  State.  But 
the  greatest  cause  of  the  decrease  is  due  to  the  use  of  crude  oil 
for  fuel  in  Chicago.  So  extensive  is  the  use  of  the  oil  in  the 
city  named  that  in  one  instance  thirty-five  flats  of  coal  daily 
have  been  cut  ofl'.  This  oil  seems  to  have  afl:ected  Indiana 
more  than  any  of  the  States,  as  the  purposes  for  which  our 
block  coal  was  used  is  more  accessible  by  oil  than  the  coal  pro- 
duced by  other  States.  Should  this  displacement  of  coal  in  the 
Chicago  market  continue  Indiana's  coal  will  have  to  seek  new 
fields  for  consumption.  During  the  recent  campaign  it  was 
claimed  by  some  that  the  tariff  agitation,  brought  about  by  an 
attempt  at  needed  and  necessary  changes  in  our  tariff  laws, 
caused  a  depression  in  the  coal  trade  and  compelled  owners  to 
close  their  mines.  But  now  that  the  election  is  over  I  know  of 
no  one  charging  the  depression  and  general  dullness  in  the  coal 
business  to  proposed  tariff'  legislation.  The  prospect  for  coal 
business  does  not  seem  bright,  and  yet  several  new  mines  have 
been  opened  this  year  and  more  are  being  put  down.  In  those 
new  mines  and  coal  lands  there  has  been,  at  a  low  estimate,  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($200,000)  invested  this  year.  Sev- 
eral air  and  escape  shafts  were  opened  and  fans  have  been 
erected  at  mines  that  have  previously  been  ventilated  by  fur- 
naces. Those  changes  point  to  a  gradual  improvement  in  the 
ventilation  of  our  mines,  and  should  be  encouraged,  for  the 
improvements,  though  great  they  may  be,  will  not  be  more 
than  is  actually  required  by  those  who  are  engaged  in  the  la- 
borious and  dangerous  task  of  mining  coal. 

Below  is  given  a  list  of  accidents,  non-fatal  and  fatal,  the 
number  being  thirty-eight,  of  which  twenty-one  are  non-fatal 
and  seventeen  fatal.  By  examining  the  statements  that  accom- 
pany each  accident  it  would  seem  that  those  accidents  occurred 
in  a  natural  and  unavoidable  way,  but  according  to  informa- 
tion received  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  with  proper  care  several 
might  have  been  avoided.  In  the  case  of  J.  H.  A.llen,  who 
v/as  killed  by  the  cage  at  Nickel  Plate  Mine,  it  seems  that  this 
life  could  have  been  saved  if  there  was  a  system  of  uniform 


signals  to  hoist  and  lower  those  cages  by.  Mr.  Allen  had  used 
the  signal  to  let  the  engineer  know  that  he  wanted  to  ascend 
the  shaft,  but  was  not  on  the  cage.  The  engineer,  supposing 
he  was  on  the  cage,  began  to  hoist  it  to  the  surface.  Mr.  Allen, 
seeing  the  cage  start  from  the  bottom,  attempted  to  get  on  it. 
In  the  attempt  he  was  caught  between  the  cage  and  the  side  of 
the  shaft  and  was  killed  instantly.  This  accident  could  certainly 
have  been  avoided  if  this  man,  who  was  a  stranger  in  the  State, 
had  known  how  to  give  the  proper  signal  to  the  engineer.  The 
other  accidents  mentioned  below  were  caused  mainly  by  falling 
slate  in  the  places  where  the  men  were  working.  Thus  it 
would  seem  that  they  were  in  the  course  of  natural  events 
almost  unavoidable,  but  my  experience  has  taught  me  to  believe 
that  many  of  them  could  be  avoided  if  the  men  who  work  in 
mines  would  devote  more  time  and  attention  to  their  safety 
and  be  less  anxious  to  get  out  coal  regardless  of  the  dangers 
that  surround  them.  Our  laws  should  be  so  changed  that  the 
operators  of  mines  would  be  required  to  report  accidents  of 
any  kind  to  the  inspector  immediately  after  they  occur,  and  in 
cases  of  fatal  accidents  the  Inspector  should  be  required  to  visit 
the  place  at  once  to  investigate  the  cause.

TESTING    OF    SCALES. 

Twenty- six  scales  were  tested.  Seventeen  of  this  number 
were  correct,  and  nine  incorrect.  The  number  tested  this  year 
is  not  so  great  as  in  former  years,  caused  mainly  by  the  expense 
of  bringing  weights  to  the  mines,  having  to  be  paid  by  the  per- 
sons desiring  the  test  made.  The  complaints  about  injustices 
in  weights,  however,  has  not  decreased,  for  more  complaints 
reach  me  on  that  subject  than  on  any  one  thing  connected  with 
mines.  In  manj^  places  the  scales  are  not  tested  because  the 
necessary  expenses  would  not  be  paid.  This  is  not  because  the 
men  are  not  willing  to  pay  when  they  get  under  the  impression 
that  anything  is  wrong  with  the  scales,  but  it  is  because  they 
fear  that  they  will  be  discharged  from  the  mine  where  they 
work,  and  perhaps  prevented  from  getting  work  in  other  mines 
in  that  vicinity,  if  it  becomes  known  that  they  have  complained 
about  the  weights  at  the  mines  to  the  Inspector.  Be  it  said  to 
the  credit  of  those  whose  scales  have  been  tested  this  year,  that 
the  number  incorrect  is  not  so  great  as  in  former  years.  I  be- 
lieve that  this  is  due  to  two  causes:  First,  our  operators  of 
mines  are  paying  more  attention  to  their  scales.  Second,  un- 
der the  system  of  miners  having  to  bear  expense  of  bringing 
weights  to  any  particular  mine  a  meeting  of  the  men,  in  most 
instances,  must  be  held  to  determine  whether  or  not  they  will 
pay  the  necessary  expense.  After  those  meetings  are  held  the 
fellow  whose  scales  are  in  question  finds  out  what  the  men  have 
done,and  can,  if  he  desires,  have  the  scales  regulated  before  it 
is  possible  for  the  Inspector  with  his  weights  to  arrive.  It  is 
thus  made  possible  for  the  scales,  when  tested,  to  be  found  cor- 
rect and  be  so  credited  by  the  Inspector,  and  yet  be  incorrect 
for  any  length  of  time  prior  to  the  test  being  made.  The  laws 
should  be  changed  regulating  the  weighing  of  coal.  But  it  is 
unnecessary  for  me  to  dwell  on  this  subject  here,  as  I  have 
spoken  quite  freely  on  it  in  previous  reports.  Suffice  to  say 
that  such  changes  should  be  made  as  will  secure  justice  to  all 
parties  interested.

&  Co.,  in  Greene  County,  tested  and  found  correct. 

April  25,  1888.  Churchill  Mine,  owned  by  Weaver,  Todd  & 
Co.,  in  Clay  Count}^,  tested  and  found  correct. 

June  9,  1888.  No.  1  Mine,  owned  by  Brazil  Block  Coal  Com- 
pany, Clay  County,  tested  and  found  correct.

Whitman's  Mine,  owned  by  C.  Townsend,  in 
Pike  County,  tested  and  found  correct.  Small  scales  used  oi\ 
top  were  incorrect. 

August  3,  1888.  Chicago  Mine,  owned  by  Nickel  Plate  Coal 
Company,  in  Pike  County,  tested  and  found  correct. 

August  16,  1888.  Churchill  Mine,  owned  by  Weaver,  Todd 
&  Co.,  Clay  County,  tested  and  found  correct. 

September  27,  1888.  No.  4  Mine,  owned  by  Parke  County 
Coal  Company,  tested  and  found  correct. 

Before  entering  upon  a  short  description  of  the  mines,  their 
location,  etc.,  I  desire  to  say  that  the  recommendations  made 
in  previous  reports  looking  to  amendments  of  the  mining  law 
governing  mines  are  approved,  with  the  following  suggestions: 

First.     The  number  of  Inspectors  should  be  increased. 

Second.  The  office  of  the  Inspector  should  be  permanently 
located,  and  the  equipments  needed  by  the  Inspector  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties  should  be  furnished  by  the  State. 

Third.  The  Inspector  should  be  given  power  to  shut  down 
a  mine,  or  any  part  of  a  mine,  that  was  not  in  a  healthy  or  safe 
condition  for  the  men  to  work. 

Fourth.  The  Inspectors'  expenses  while  discharging  the 
duties  of  his  office  in  any  part  of  the  State  should  be  paid  by 
the  State,  and  an  itemized  statement  of  the  same  should  be 
made  to  the  Governor  in  his  reports. 

Fifth.  The  Inspector  should  be  notified  of  all  accidents,  and 
he  should  be  required  to  visit  the  scene  of  such  accidents  and 
inquire  into  their  cause  and  compile  such  information  in  his 
report.  I  might  go  on  and  enumerate  a  number  of  other 
changes  that  should  be  made,  but  the  world  was  not  made  in  a 
day,  and  we  can  not  expect  all  the  changes  that  are  necessary 
made  in  any  one  report ;  therefore  I  refrain  from  making  any 
further  suggestions  at  this  time. 

In  previous  reports  some  attention  was  given  to  different 
modes  of  ventilating  mines,  which  it  was  hoped  would  be  of 
some  benefit  to  those  engaged  in  mines,  but  no  space  is  given 
to  anything  in  that  line  in  this  report,  because  the  writer  be- 
lieves that  there  are  various  sources  from  which  the  informa- 
tion may  be  had  which  is  within  the  reach  of  all  who  desire  it, 
and  which  is  more  instructive  and  complete  than  the  best  effort 
on  my  part  would  bring  forth.

SUITS    IN    COURT. 


It  has  been  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceeding  against 
some  of  those  that  are  engaged  in  the  operation  of  mines. 
Where  this  became  necessary,  T  always  regretted  it,  but  did 
not  hesitate  to  do  what  was  necessary  and  within  my  power  to 
enforce  the  laws.  Some  there  are  who  have  been  tried  and 
found  guilty,  and  fined.  Some  have  paid  such  fines  and  com- 
plied with  the  law  immediately  after,  while  others  have  taken 
an  appeal  to  higher  courts  and  do  not  comply  with  the  law  at 
all.  Where  a  case  has  been  appealed,  I  find  it  is  a  very  hard 
matter  to  have  it  tried,  as  the  coal  companies  seem  to  com- 
mand the  sympathy  of  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  and  in  many 
instances  he  does  not  press  the  suit  to  trial.  As  a  consequence, 
there  are  cases  pending  in  the  courts  that  have  been  there  for 
more  than  a  year.  If  there  is  a  remedy  for  those  evils,  it 
should  be  applied. 

Below  is  given  the  names  and  location  of  mines,  with  a  short 
description  of  their  general  condition. 

CLAY  COUNTY. 


Gartsherre  ITo.  1. 

Owned  by  Brazil  Block  Coal  Co.  Located  on  the  north 
branch  of  the  T.  H.  &  I.  R.  R.,  one  and  one- half  miles  north  of 
Knightsville.  This  mine  was  operated  on  a  small  scale  this 
year,  and  was  shut  down  October  13.  During  the  time  the 
mine  was  in  operation  the  laws  were  complied  with. 

Gartsherre  ISTo.  2. 

Owned  by  Brazil  Block  Coal  Co.  Located  one  mile  north  of 
Harmony,  on  the  Harmony  branch  of  the  T.  H.  &  I.  R.  R.  The 
general  condition  of  the  mine  was  good  during  the  time  it  was 
operated.     It  was  shut  down  October  13. 

1^0.  5. 

Owned  by  B.  B.  Coal  Co.  Located  one  and  one-half  miles 
west  of  Cardonia.  Was  worked  out  and  abandoned  about  No- 
vember 1. 
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No.  6. 


Owned  by  B.  B.  Coal  Co.  Located  one  and  one-half  miles 
west  of  Cardonia.  The  mine  was  put  down  during  1887, 
through  coal  I  and  J.  Coal  I  was  not  a  success.  The  coal  was 
full  of  faults,  and  the  roof  dangerous.  It  was  finally  abandoned. 
The  lower  vein,  or  coal  J,  is  still  in  operation.  The  ventila- 
tion of  the  mine  is  fair. 

No.  7. 

Owned  by  B.  B.  Coal  Co.  Located  one  mile  west  of  Cardo- 
nia. Was  opened  last  year.  Coal  I  and  J  are  worked.  Coal 
I  will  not  last  long,  as  the  works  are  running  into  an  old  drift 
that  was  operated  years  ago  by  the  Clay  Coal  Co.  There  seems 
to  be  a  better  prospect  for  coal  J .  It  will  probably  last  for  sev- 
eral years.     The  condition  of  the  mine  is  good. 

No.  8. 

Owned  by  B.  B.  Coal  Co.  Located  one  mile  northwest  of 
Perth,  on  a  switch  from  the  C.  &  S.  C.  R.  R.  This  mine  was 
opened  last  year.  Coal  I  is  worked.  The  condition  of  the 
mine  is  good. 

No.  9. 

Owned  by  B.  B.  Coal  Co.  Located  four  miles  southeast  of 
Knightsville.  This  mine  was  opened  last  year.  The  two  veins 
I  and  J  are  being  worked.  The  roof  over  coal  I  is  very  dan- 
gerous. More  accidents  happened  in  this  mine  since  it  was 
opened  than  in  any  other  mine  in  the  State  in  the  same  length 
of  time.  The  ventilation  in  the  top  vein  is  not  as  good  as  we 
would  like  it,  which  is  due  to  the  air  courses  being  allowed  to 
till  with  slate,  from  lack  of  being  properly  timbered.  At  the 
time  of  my  last  visit  they  were  then  at  work  making  the  nec- 
essary improvements,  having  a  force  of  men  employed  at  night 
to  do  the  work.  The  bottom  vein,  or  coal  J,  is  in  good  condi- 
tion. 
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No.  10. 


Owned  by  B.  B.  Coal  Co.  Located  two  mile  northwest  of 
Perth.  The  shaft  is  127  feet  deep  to  coal  I,  and  165  feet  deep 
to  coal  J.  The  company  finished  sinking  this  shaft  October  1, 
1888.     On  October  19  it  was  shut  down  indefinitely. 


Chicago  Mine. 

Owned  by  B.  B.  (Joal  Co.  Located  at  Carbon.  This  mine 
is  very  wet.  It  has  been  operated  for  years,  consequently  the 
coal  now  being  worked  is  a  long  distance  from  the  shaft.  The 
air  shaft  is  near  the  main  hoisting  shaft.  Although  the  fan  is 
a  good  one  the  air  at  the  working  faces  of  the  mine  is  not 
good.  The  company  put  down  a  water  shaft  to  pump  the  water 
out  of  the  mine  quite  a  distance  from  the  main  shaft,  and  I  am 
informed  they  intend  to  remove  the  fan  to  this  water  shaft. 
"When  this  is  done  it  will  make  the  air  good  in  all  parts  of  the 
mine.  About  the  time  the  water  shaft  was  completed  the  mine 
was  shut  down.  The  date  of  the  discontinuance  of  work  was 
October  13. 

Campbell  Mine. 

Owned  by  B.  B.  Coal  Co.  Located  just  north  of  Brazil.  Is 
being  rapidly  worked  out.  All  the  men  are  working  pillars, 
and  it  is  thought  the  mine  will  be  worked  out  and  abandoned 
January  1,  1889. 

Crawford's  No.  1. 

Owned  by  Crawford  Coal  Co.  Located  one  mile  northwest 
of  Harmony.  This  company  has  almost  finished  coal  J,  or 
bottom  vein.  All  the  men  now  at  work  in  it  are  working  pil- 
lars. This  company  secured  a  lease  on  some  coal  land  near  this 
mine,  and  drove  a  tunnel  from  their  works  in  the  bottom  vein 
to  the  top  vein  of  the  leased  land,  and  are  taking  the  coal  out 
through  the  old  works  to  the  old  shaft,  where  it  is  hoisted. 
An  air  shaft  was  made  extending  from  the  bottom  vein  to  the 
top  vein,  that  was  intended  to  ventilate  the  new  works  with  the 
fan  at  the  hoisting  shaft.     When  I  was  at  the  mine  this  fall  I 
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found  the  arrangements  to  ventilate  this  new  work  were  inade- 
quate. I  immediately  called  upon  the  superintendent  in  his 
office  in  Brazil,  and  he  agreed  to  put  down  an  air  shaft  from 
the  surface,  and  to  make  such  other  improvements  as  was 
necessary  to  properly  ventilate  the  mine.  They  are  now  at 
work  sinking  the  air  shaft. 

Crawford's  ISTg.  2. 

Owned  by  Crawford  Coal  Co.  Located  one-fourth  of  a  mile 
south  of  No.  1.  Is  a  shaft,  and  is  eighty-two  feet  deep.  It  is 
ventilated  by  a  fan.  Coal  J  is  worked,  which  is  about  three 
and  one-half  feet  thick  on  an  average.  The  general  condition 
of  the  mine  is  good. 

Crawford's  No.  3. 

Owned  by  Crawford  Coal  Company.  Located  one  and  one- 
half  miles  north  of  Brazil.  This  is  a  slope  which  was  opened 
last  year.  Coal  I  is  being  worked.  It  is  ventilated  by  a  fur- 
nace ;  when  last  inspected  it  was  well  ventilated.  This  mine 
was  idle  during  the  summer,  but  is  now  in  operation. 


Peanut  Mine. 

Owned  by  E.  L.  Winklepleck.  Located  one-fourth  of  a 
mile  south-west  of  Knightsville.  Was  worked  out  and  aban- 
doned about  June  1,  1888. 

Star  Mine. 

Owned  by  E.  L.  Winklepleck  &  Co.  Located  just  south  of 
Perth.  Is  a  new  mine  that  was  opened  last  year  by  the  Stew- 
art Coal  Co.  The  two  veins,  I  and  J,  are  worked.  This  shaft 
was  opened  without  much  regard  for  system.  As  a  conse- 
quence in  the  top  vein  they  had  a  creep  which  squeezed  the 
pillars  and  compelled  the  Stewart  Coal  Company  to  abandon 
working  this  vein.  The  new  company  drove  a  shaft  from  the 
bottom  vein  up  to  the  top,  and  are  now  working  both  veins. 
The  ventilation  of  the  mine  is  good. 
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Peanut  No.  2. 

Owned  by  E.  L.  Winklepleck.  Located  in  the  town  of 
Knightsville.  Is  a  new  mine  which  was  sunk  during  the  year. 
Coal  I  is  being  worked.  The  roof  is  bad  and  they  are  troubled 
with  water  from  abandoned  mines  near  where  this  shaft  was 
■sunk.     They  ventilate  with  a  fan. 

NicKLE  Plate. 

Owned  by  the  Jackson  Coal  Co.  Located  one  and  one-half 
miles  north  of  Knightsville  on  the  north  branch  of  the  T.  H.  & 
I.  Railroad.  The  two  seams,  I  and  J,  are  still  being  worked. 
The  ventilation  of  the  mine  is  generally  good.  Having  con- 
nected this  with  the  Chicago  mine,  they  now  get  a  part  of  the 
^ir  needed  from  the  latter. 

Chicago. 

Owned  by  the  K^ickel  Plate  Coal  Company.  Located  just 
«ast  of  Benwood.  The  mine  is  ventilated  by  a  fan.  Coal  J.  is 
worked.  This  mine  is  divided  by  local  dips  and  hills  into  three 
■diiFerent  parts.  Owing  to  these  hills  the  mine  is  harder  to  ven- 
tilate than  it  would  be  if  the  mine  was  more  level.  At  the 
time  of  my  last  visit  the  ventilation  of  the  mine  was  not  good, 
^nd  upon  calling  the  superintendent's  attention  to  the  matter 
he  agreed  to  make  some  changes,  which  would  undoubtedly 
be  beneficial,  and  if  the  desired  result  was  not  attained  by  the 
proposed  change  he  would  then  use  a  separate  air  shaft  to  air 
the  northeast  part  of  the  workings.  I  do  not  know  what  was 
the  result  of  the  proposed  change,  but  no  complaints  have  been 
made  to  me  since  I  visited  the  mine. 

South  Slope. 

Owned  by  P.  Ehrlich  &  Co.  Located  four  miles  south  of 
Brazil.  This  company  are  now  working  machines  in  this  mine. 
They  mine  in  the  fireclay,  and  are  giving  pretty  good  satisfac- 
tion. The  leg  machines  were  used  at  the  time  of  my  last  visit. 
The  ventilation  of  this  mine  was  fair,  but  would  be  much  bet- 
ter when  an  air  course  that  was  then  being  drove  would  con- 
nect with  an  entry  that  was  only  a  few  yards  distant. 
2 — Mine  Insp. 
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iSTewbukg  Mine. 

Owned  by  P.  Ehrlich  &  Co.  Located  at  Newburg.  Was 
worked  out  and  abandoned  about  July  1, 1888. 

Eureka  Mine. 

Owned  by  P.  Ehrlich  &  Co.  Located  one  mile  south  of 
Brazil.  Has  not  been  in  operation  for  several  years  until  the 
beginning  of  this  one,  when  it  was  cleaned  up  and  again 
started.  It  was  kept  in  operation  until  July,  when  the  dump 
buildings  were  destroyed  by  fire.  Since  that  time  it  has  re- 
mained idle,  the  dump  buildings  not  being  rebuilt. 

I' 

Staunton  Mine. 

Owned  by  Joseph  Sumners.  Located  one  mile  west  of  New- 
burg.  In  May  of  this  year  this  company  erected  a  fan,  which, 
furnished  plenty  of  air  for  all  persons  at  work  in  the  mine. 

Brushville  Mine. 

Owned  by  Gartsherre  Coal  and  Mining  Company.  Located 
one-half  mile  west  of  ISTewburg,  on  the  T.  H.  &  I.  Railroad. 
There  has  been  no  particular  change  in  the  working  of  this 
mine  during  the  year.  When  last  visited  it  was  pretty  well 
ventilated. 

Watson  No.  7. 

Owed  by  Gartsherre  Coal  and  Mining  Company.  Located 
four  miles  south  of  Brazil.  This  mine  is  pretty  well  ventil- 
ated, and  is  almost  finished.  The  men  now  at  work  in  it  are 
nearly  all  on  pillars,  and  it  is  not  expected  that  it  will  last 
another  year.  This  company  is  sinking  another  shaft  west  of 
Brazil,  which  will  be  put  in  operation  about  January  1,  1889. 
They  have  two  veins  of  coal  in  the  new  shaft,  but  do  not  ex- 
pect to  work  both  at  the  beginning. 

Vandalia  Mine. 

Owned  by  Zeller  &  Sigler.  Located  one  and  one-quarter 
miles  west  of  Centre  Point.  This  mine  was  shut  down  May  1, 
1888,  and  remained  idle  for  three  months,  starting  again  Au- 
gust 1,  1888.  The  bottom  vein  is  still  idle.  The  general  con- 
dition of  the  mine  is  good. 
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Diamond  No  2. 

Owned  by  Zeller  &  Sigler.  Located  four  miles  southeast  of 
Knightsville.  This  is  a  very  exteusive  mine.  When  last  vis- 
ited parts  of  it  were  very  poorly  ventilated.  This  condition  of 
things  was  due  to  lack  of  attention  to  air  courses  and  breaks 
through.  When  the  mine  boss's  attention  was  called  to  the 
facts,  he  put  men  at  work  to  fix  up  the  mine. 


Church  Hill  Mine. 

Owned  by  Weaver,  Todd  &  Co.  Located  one  aud  one-half 
miles  west  of  Center  Point.  When  last  visited  the  mine  was 
not  ventilated  as  well  as  it  should  be.  The  breaks  through 
were  not  filled  up;  not  bradished  in  many  instances.  The  man 
in  charge  of  the  mine  claimed  this  could  not  be  helped,  as  the 
company  could  not  get  lumber  when  wanted,  but  that  the 
much  desired  necessity  was  then  on  the  way  to  the  mine,  and 
when  it  arrived  that  he  would  put  on  an  extra  force  of  men  to 
•do  the  work. 

Litchfield. 

Owned  by  the  Coal  Bluft'  Mining  Company.  Located  just 
north  of  Carbon.  This  is  an  old  mine,  and  is  being  rapidly 
worked  out,  and  will  be  abandoned  during  the  year  1889.  The 
ventilation  of  the  mine  is  good. 


Vigo. 

Owned  by  Myers  &  Davis.  Located  one-half  mile  west  of 
Perth.  This  mine  was  shut  down  for  three  months  during  the 
year,  but  has  been  running  steady  since  October  1.  During 
the  month  of  February  they  erected  a  fan,  and  the  mine  was 
well  ventilated  for  a  time,  but  the  main  entry  air  course  was 
entirely  closed  at  the  time  of  my  last  visit ;  as  a  consequence 
the  air  was  bad  in  the  mine.  They  had  men  at  work  driving 
a  place  to  connect  it  with  the  fan.  When  this  is  done  the  air 
will  be  good. 
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Jumbo. 

Owned  by  Watson,  Little  &  Co.  Located  one  mile  north  of 
Knightsville.  This  company  drove  a  tunnel  from  their  lower 
vein,  coal  J,  to  their  upper  vein,  or  coal  I,  which  is  now  com- 
pleted, but  there  are  no  men  at  work  in  the  new  opening.  The 
lower  vein  is  well  ventilated,  and  there  is  a  large  force  of  men 
employed  in  it. 

Harrison  Mine. 

Owned  by  Chicago  and  Indiana  Block  Coal  Company.  Lo- 
cated two  and  one-half  miles  east  of  Clay  City.  This  is  a  new 
mine  which  they  finished  sinking  about  April  1.  It  is  ventil- 
ated by  a  fan.  The  escape  shaft  has  no  stairway  in  it  yet,  but 
it  will  be  put  in  just  as  soon  as  the  work  can  be  done,  neither 
are  there  safety  catches  on  the  cages,  but  they  agreed  to  put 
them  on  by  December  23. 

Morris  Mine. 

Owned  by  John  Morris.  Located  just  north  of  Clay  City. 
The  present  owner  of  this  mine  took  charge  of  it  some  time 
in  April  of  this  year.  Since  that  they  have  put  down  an  air 
shaft  and  have  generally  improved  the  mine.  At  present  they 
are  ventilating  by  natural  means,  assisted  by  a  pump  exhaust- 
ing in  the  main  shaft.  They  intend  to  erect  a  fan  in  the 
spring.  They  were  given  ten  days  to  put  stairs  in  the  escape 
shaft. 

Lancaster  No.  2. 

Owned  by  the  Lancaster  Coal  Co.  Located  three  and  one- 
half  miles  east  of  Clay  City.  This  mine  has  been  credited  to 
Owen  County  in  previous  reports,  and  while  it  is  very  near  the 
line,  yet  I  find  it  is  in  Clay  County.  Hence  the  change.  The 
location  of  the  fan  was  changed,  and  erected  in  another  place. 
It  now  produces  more  air  than  formerly,  and  on  my  last  visit 
to  the  mine  the  ventilation  was  fairly  good.  Some  minor 
changes  were  suggested  which  were  agreed  to.  When  these 
are  made  there  will  be  still  further  improvements  in  inside- 
workings. 
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In  addition  to  the  mines  already  mentioned  in  this  county, 
the  Coal  Bluff  Mining  Co.  is  opening  a  new  mine  near  Lodi, 
on  the  I.  &  St.  L.  R.  E,.,  and  a  new  company,  whose  name  I  did 
not  learn,  has  sunk  a  new  shaft  just  west  of  "Weaver  &  Todd's 
mine.  Woodruff  &  Turnkey  are  about  to  sink  a  shaft  just 
south  of  Brazil,  near  what  is  called  Hadleytown.  In  addition 
to  those  the  Central  Iron  and  Steel  Co.  are  sinking  a  shaft  two 
miles  north  of  Brazil.  There  are  a  number  of  small  mines  that 
are  run  in  the  fall  and  winter,  and  in  some  instances  employ 
twenty  men,  but  work  few,  if  any,  in  the  summer. 


DAVIESS  COUNTY. 


Sulphur  Springs. 

Owned  by  Cable  &  Kaufman.  Located  south  of  Washington 
one-half  mile.  At  the  time  of  my  last  visit  the  mine  was  work- 
ing a  small  force  of  men.  It  is  expected  it  will  be  worked  out 
and  abandoned  about  January  1,  1889. 

Eureka. 

Owned  by  Cable  &  Kaufman.  Located  three  quarters  of  a 
mile  southeast  of  Washington.     Is  worked  out  and  abandoned. 

Maple  Valley. 

Owned  by  Cable  &  Kaufman.  Located  two  miles  southwest 
of  Washington.  On  both  my  visits  this  mine  was  found  in 
good  working  condition. 

No.  4. 

Owned  by  Cable  &  Kaufman.  Located  two  miles  south  of 
Washiogton.  The  ventilation  of  this  mine  is  good,  and  the 
law,  in  all  particulars,  is  complied  with. 
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,  Buckeye. 

Owned  by  Cannel  Coal  Co.  Located  at  Cannelburgh,  on  the 
O.  &  M.  R.  R.  There  has  been  very  little  entry  driven  in  this 
shaft  this  year,  and  very  few  changes  of  any  kind  made,  every- 
thing lemaining  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

Wilson's. 

Owned  by  Wilson  Coal  Co.  Located  near  Montgomery,  on 
the  0.  &  M.  R.  R.  On  my  first  visit  this  year,  to  this  mine,  it 
was  found  in  bad  condition.  The  air  was  very  bad,  and  brakes- 
through  were  made  too  far  apart.  When  visited  the  last  time 
quite  a  change  had  been  made,  and  the  evils  complained  of  on 
my  former  visit  had  all  been  removed,  and  the  general  condi- 
tion of  the  mine  was  good. 

Wilson  No.  2. 

Owned  by  Wilson  Coal  Go.  Located  one  and  one-half  miles 
northwest  of  Washington.  This  is  a  new  mine  that  was  opened 
in  the  latter  part  of  1887,  but  has  not  been  operated  very  ex- 
tensively since  that  time.  This  shaft  is  67  feet  deep;  coal 
about  six  feet  high.  They  had  not  completed  their  dump 
buildings  when  last  visited,  on  September  22,  but  they  expected 
to  finish  them  at  an  early  date  so  they  could  ship  coal  this 
winter. 

No.  6. 

Owned  by  Cable  &  Kaufman.  Located  three  miles  west  of 
Washington.  This  mine  was  opened  last  year,  but  has  not 
been  operated  very  much.  The  coal  is  six  and  one-half  feet 
thick,  and  is  the  same  vein  worked  in  the  other  mines  owned 
by  this  company.  It  is  ventilated  by  a  fan.  They  have  a  slope 
for  the  men  to  get  in  and  out.  This  company  was  sinking  an- 
other shaft  north  of  No.  6  about  one  and  a  half  miles.  The 
White  River  Valley  Coal  Company  were  also  sinking  a  shaft 
south  of  Washington  about  six  miles  on  the  E.  &  I.  Railroad. 

Mutual  No.  2. 

Owned  by  Mutual  Mining  Company.  Located  one  mile  south 
of  Cannelburg.  The  air  was  not  good  in  the  mine  at  the 
time  of  my  last  visit,  but  they  were  at  work  sinking  an 
air  shaft,  which  is  sixty-five  feet  deep,  and  when  completed 
they  will  put  in  a  furnace  or  fan,  which  will  supply  suflicient 
air. 
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DUBOIS  COUNTY. 


ROSEBANK. 


Owned  by  J.  C.  Frites.  Located  three  miles  north  of  Hunt- 
iugburgh.  This  mine  is  operated  on  a  small  scale.  On  my 
first  visit  this  year  they  had  nineteen  men  employed,  but  on  re- 
turning a  second  time  they  had  less  than  ten  men  at  work. 
They  sunk  a  new  air  shaft  last  summer.  The  mine  is  well  ven- 
tilated. 

Barronians. 

Owned  by  Alexander  Barronian.  Located  at  Huntingburgh« 
This  mine  is  also  operated  on  a  small  scale.  On  my  first  visit 
to  this  mine  there  were  seventeen  men  at  work,  but  on  my 
second  visit  there  was  less  than  ten.  This  mine  has  a  very  bad 
roof  near  the  shaft  and  it  is  difiicult  to  keep  up.  The  ventila- 
tion is  not  good. 


FOUNTAIN  COUNTY 


The  mines  in  this  county  that  were  reported  in  operation  last 
year  near  Striugtown  are  all  abandoned,  except  the  small  mines 
operated  for  local  trade.  The  cause  of  this  is  the  taking  up  of 
a  part  of  the  rails  on  the  switch  that  runs  from  Covington 
down  to  the  mines.  It  is  not  known  whether  the  mines  are 
abandoned  forever  or  not,  but  everything  seems  to  point  that 
way.  The  only  mine  of  any  importance  now  in  operation  in 
this  County  is  the 

Harrison  Mine. 

Owned  by  the  Harrison  Block  Coal  Company.  Located  one- 
and  one-half  miles  north  of  Veedersburg.  This  company  began 
operations  in  July  of  this  year.  Since  that  time  they  have 
opened  two  slopes,  and  have  about  thirty  men  at  work.  The 
coal  is  about  three  feet  and  a  half  thick.  The  roof  is  soapstone 
of  a  very  soft  nature.     They  ventilate  by  furnace.  ,    .  , 
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GREEN  COUNTY 


Island  City  No.  1. 

Owned  by  Island  Coal  Company.  Located  one  and  one-half 
miles  south  of  Linton  on  a  branch  of  the  I.  &  V.  Railroad. 
This  mine  has  about  as  much  excavation  made  as  any  mine  in 
the  State.  At  the  time  of  my  last  visit  to  this  mine  the  amount 
of  air  required  for  the  number  of  persons  employed  was  not  in 
circulation.  The  superintendent  agreed  to  sink  another  air 
shaft  and  erect  a  fan  just  as  soon  as  the  work  could  be  done. 

No.  2. 

Owned  by  Island  Coal  Company.  Located  one-half  mile 
west  of  Linton ;  was  opened  last  year.  There  are  machines 
used  here  for  mining  the  coal,  which  are  giving  satisfaction. 
They  ventilate  by  fan.  There  is  no  escape  shaft  for  the  mine, 
but  the  Superintendent  agreed  to  start  to  sink  one  on  the  Mon- 
day following  my  visit.  When  this  is  done  the  mine  will  be 
in  first-class  condition. 

Summit. 

Owned  by  Dugger,  Neal  &  Co.  Located  one  and  one-half 
mile  west  of  Linton.  The  fan  which  ventilates  this  mine  is 
not  erected  properly,  and  eventually  will  have  to  be  rebuilt,  it 
producing  all  the  air  for  present  wants.  In  other  respects  the 
mine  is  in  good  condition. 


KNOX  COUNTY. 


Indian  Creek  Mine. 

Owned  by  Indian  Creek  Coal  Co.  Located  one  and  one-quarter 
miles  south  of  Bicknell,  on  a  branch  from  the  I.  &  V.  R.  R.  At 
two  different  times  during  the  year  I  went  to  inspect  this  mine, 
but  found  the  miners  on  strike  on  both  visits,  and  the  mine 
idle;  hence  the  mine  was  not  inspected.  There  is  no  other 
mine  in    this  county,  to  my   knowledge,   that  has  employed 
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enough  men  during  the  year  to  bring  them  under  the  require- 
ments of  the  law.  While  drilling  for  gas  at  Yincennes,  I  am 
informed  that  two  or  three  veins  of  coal  of  a  good  quality  was 
struck,  which  ranged  from  four  to  six  feet  in  thickness,  at  a 
depth  of  four  hundred  feet  from  the  surface.  It  is  said  that  a 
company  will  be  formed  to  sink  a  shaft  and  develop  the  coal 
in.  the  near  future. 


OWEN  COUNTY. 


The  only  mine  in  this  county  that  came  under  the  law  was 
the  Lancaster  Mine,  owned  by  the  Lancaster  Coal  Company, 
and  as  this  properly  belonged  to  Clay  County,  and  the  change 
having  been  made,  there  is  no  mine  now  to  report  upon  in  this 
county. 


PERRY  COUNTY. 


Sioux  No.  1. 

Owned  by  American  Cannel  Coal  Company.  Located  two 
and  one-half  miles  northeast  of  Cannelburg.  There  has  only 
been  a  small  force  of  men  employed  here  during  the  year. 
Those  now  employed  are  working  on  pillars.  There  was  not 
enough  men  employed  to  bring  the  mine  under  the  require- 
ments of  the  law. 

Sioux  No.  2. 

Owned  by  American  Coal  Company.  Located  just  a  short 
distance  from  No.  1.  Is  also  on  the  decline.  When  last  visited 
the  majority  of  the  men  were  at  work  on  pillars.  The  ventila- 
tion of  the  mine  was  short.  In  one  entry  the  men  were  stopped 
from  working  until  the  company  could  make  the  necessary  im- 
provements. Since  my  second  visit  this  year  to  this  mine,  I 
received  a  letter  from  a  person  whom  I  did  not  know,  stating 
that  an  accident  had  happened,  in  which  four  men  lost  their 
lives.  I  answered  the  letter  requesting  particulars,  but  up  to 
date  have  received  no  reply. 
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BURGENROTH.  . 

Owned  by  Burgenroth  Bros.  Located  one-half  mile  up  the 
liver  from  Troy.  This  mine  was  opened  last  year.  When  first 
visited  this  year  the  ventilation  was  poor,  but  they  had  just 
finished  sinking  an  air  shaft  which  they  agreed  to  put  a  furnace 
in.  When  in  that  county,  on  my  last  trip,  they  were  not  work- 
ing a  sufficient  number  of  men  to  bring  them  under  the  law. 


PARKE  COUNTY. 


ISTo.  4. 


Owned  by  Parke  County  Coal  Company.  Located  five  miles 
from  Rosedale.  This  mine  is  pretty  near  worked  out,  and  will 
be  abandoned  in  the  spring  of  1889.  At  the  time  of  my  last 
visit  to  this  mine  it  was  pretty  well  ventilated. 

No.  5. 

Owned  by  Parke  County  Coal  Company.  Located  just  west 
of  Rosedale.  Is  being  rapidly  worked  out,  and  it  is  not  ex- 
pected to  be  operated  longer  than  the  spring  of  1889.  When 
last  inspected  this  mine  was  ventilated  as  well  as  it  could  be 
expected  under  the  circumstances,  which  were  unfavorable. 

No.  6. 

Owned  by  Parke  County  Coal  Co.  Located  one  mile  north 
of  Kosedale.  Is  a  new  mine  which  was  opened  last  year.  The 
coal  is  mined  by  machines.  The  mine  is  opened  on  a  system- 
atic plan,  and  is  first-class  in  all  respects. 

No.  7. 

Owned  by  Parke  County  Coal  Co.  Located  five  miles  from 
Rosedaie.  This  is  a  new  mine  which  began  operations  about 
October  1. 
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Black  Diamond. 


Owned  by  Stevens  Coal  Co.  Located  one  mile  north  of 
Carbon  on  a  branch  of  the  I.  &  St.  L.  Railroad.  Was  worked 
out  and  abandoned  about  June  1,  1 


Blaine  Shaft. 

Owned  by  Brazil  Block  Coal  Co.  Located  one  and  one- 
quarter  miles  northeast  of  Carbon.  The  ventilation  in  this 
mine  is  good,  but  the  mine  will  not  be  operated  long.  Nearly 
all  the  men  at  work  were  drawing  pillars  at  the  time  of  my 
last  visit.  July  15  the  engine  house  took  fire  and  burned  down. 
The  dump  buildings  were  saved  by  the  efforts  of  the  men  who 
happened  to  be  near  the  mine  at  that  time.  While  they  were 
at  work  saving  the  dump  buildings  one  of  the  boilers  exploded, 
but  fortunately  no  one  was  hurt. 

Blaine  Slopes  Nos.  2  and  3. 

Owned  by  B.  B.  Coal  Co.,  located  near  Blaine  shaft,  are 
also  nearly  finished.  In  l^o.  2  all  the  men  are  at  work  on 
pillars,  while  in  No.  3  there  is  but  one  entry  going.  The 
slopes  are  verftilated  by  the  fan  which  is  used  to  ventilate  the 
shaft. 

Coxville  No.  1. 

Owned  by  B.  B.  Coal  Co.  Located  west  of  Coxville.  This 
is  a  new  mine  which  was  opened  last  year.  The  company  has 
machines  in  this  mine,  but  they  are  not  giving  good  satisfac- 
tion. This  mine  is  well  ventilated.  All  the  laws  are  in  all 
respects  complied  with. 

Coxville  No  2. 

Owned  by  Brazil  Block  Coal  Company.  Located  east  of 
No.  1  half  a  mile.  This  mine  was  also  opened  last  year.  The 
coal  is  mined  by  hand.  The  roof  is  bad.  The  mine  is  well 
ventilated. 
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PIKE  COUNTY 


Ayrshire  Mine. 

Owned  by  D.  E.  lugle.  Located  about  seven  miles  from 
Oakland  City  on  the  Air  Line  Railroad.  The  change  in  the 
location  of  the  fan,  made  last  year,  resulted  in  a  wonderful  im- 
provement in  the  ventilation  of  the  mine,  and  it  is  well  ven- 
tilated in  all  parts  now  with  the  exception  of  the  first  east  en- 
try. This  entry  is  apart  from  the  greatest  portion  of  the 
works.  There  is  an  air  shaft  here  that  could  be  utilized  to 
ventilate  this  portion  of  the  mine.  The  boss  has  agreed  to  use 
it.     When  this  is  done  the  mine  will  be  in  fair  condition. 

Whitman. 

Owned  by  C.  Townsend.  Located  three  miles  east  of  Oak- 
land City  on  the  Air  Line  Railroad.  Was  visited  twice  and 
found  in  good  condition.  During  the  year  they  reopened  the 
south  side  of  the  mine,  and  have  nearly  all  their  men  at  work 
on  that  side. 

Blackburn.  , 

Owned  by  S.  Bettaman.  Located  three  miles  north  of 
Petersburg  on  the  line  of  the  E.  &  I.  Railroad.  This  mine  is 
not  worked  very  extensively.  The  coal  is  high  and  the  exca- 
vation not  large.  The  furnace  furnishes  an  abundance  of  air 
for  the  number  of  persons  employed. 

Rogers. 

Owned  by  Rogers  Bros.  Located  north  of  Blackburn.  The 
boiler  exploded  at  this  shaft  on  June  26,  killing  one  man  and 
completely  destroying  the  engine.  From  the  date  of  the  ex- 
plosion up  to  within  a  few  days  previous  to  my  last  visit,  Sep- 
tember 19,  the  shaft  was  not  operated.  All  the  men  being  at 
work  in  the  drift,  which  had  been  abandond.  The  air  was  not 
good  in  this  drift,  but  they  did  not  expect  to  operate  after  the 
shaft  was  again  ready,  which  would  be  about  October  1,  1888. 
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SULLIVAN  COUNTY 


Pioneer. 


Owned  by  Curriesville  Coal  Co.  Located  one-half  mile  north 
of  Shelburn,  on  the  E.  &  I.  R.  R.  August  18  there  was  an  ex- 
plosion of  gas,  in  which  two  men  were  severely  burned.  Sep- 
tember 12  I  visited  the  mine  and  found  it  in  bad  condition. 
The  bank  boss  agreed  to  lay  the  mine  idle  until  such  times  as 
he  would  be  able  to  get  the  air  courses  cleared  out  and  tim- 
bered properly.  I  have  heard  no  complaints  since  my  last 
visit. 

Shelburn  No.  2. 

Owned  by  Shelburn  (Joal  Coal  Co.  Located  a  short  distance 
south  of  Shelburn.  Was  visited  twice  and  found  in  good  con- 
dition. Since  my  last  visit,  which  was  on  September  12,  they 
have  put  in  machines,  which,  it  is  said,  are  giving  good  satis- 
faction. 

Hancock. 

Owned  by  Hancock  &  Konkle.  Located  four  miles  east  of 
Sullivan  on  the  line  of  the  I.  &  I.  S.  R.  R.  This  mine  is  in 
good  condition.  They  have  no  escape  shaft,  but  will  begin 
sinking  one  at  once. 

Lyenton. 

Owned  by  the  Lyenton  Coal  Co.  Located  on  the  I.  &  I.  S. 
R.  R.,  six  miles  east  of  Sullivan.  This  mine  was  only  inspected 
once.  At  the  time  I  went  there  the  shaft  was  idle  and  I  did 
not  go  down.  On  my  first  visit  the  condition  of  the  mine  was 
good. 

DUGGER. 

Owned  by  Dugger  &  Neal.  Located  near  Dugger.  Was  in- 
spected twice  and  found  in  good  condition. 
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Champion. 


Owned  by  Dugger  &  JTeal.  Located  one  mile  southeast  of 
Dugger  is  a  new  mine  which  was  opened  last  year,  but  is  about 
finished  now.  At  the  time  of  my  last  visit  there  was  only  six 
men  at  work.  The  company  are  thinking  of  sinking  a  shaft  to 
a  vein  of  coal  directly  underneath  the  one  now  in  operation  and 
then  utilizing  the  dump  buildings  which  are  already  there,  and 
which  have  been  used  only  little. 


Superior. 

Owned  by  Superior  Coal  Co.  Located  two  miles  west  of 
Dugger.  This  is  a  new  mine.  It  was  opened  last  year ;  is  ven- 
tilated by  a  fan.  There  are  a  great  many  dips  in  this  mine  and 
it  is  seriously  troubled  with  rock  rolls,  which  cut  the  coal  almost 
out  in  many  places.  These  rolls  seriously  interfered  with  the 
operation  of  the  mine,  and  prevented  the  company  from  extend- 
ing their  works  very  rapidly. 


New  Pittsburgh. 

Owned  by  Pittsburgh  Coal  and  Coke  Co.  Located  ten  miles 
southeast  of  Farmersburg,  on  a  branch  of  the  E.  &  T.  H.  R.  R. 
No.  1  slope  is  still  ventilated  by  a  furnace.  It  has  good  air  in  it; 
is  not  operated  on  a  very  extensive  scale.  No.  2  slope,  which 
is  on  the  north  side  of  the  hill,  is  operated  more  extensively 
than  No.  1,  and  is  now  being  ventilated  by  a  fan,  which  was 
erected  last  summer.  This  is  one  of  the  best  ventilated  mines 
in  this  State.  In  the  latter  part  of  3  887  this  company  opened 
another  mine  about  half  a  mile  from  the  two  here  mentioned, 
but  it  was  never  operated  to  any  extent.  It  was  idle  during 
both  my  visits  to  the  other  mines. 
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YIGO  COUNTS 


Fountain  No.  1. 

Owned  by  Coal  Bluff  Mining  Co.  Located  at  Fontanet,  on 
the  line  of  the  I.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.  It  was  expected  that  this  mine 
would  be  abandoned  at  the  close  of  last  year,  but  this  is  not  the 
case,  as  they  are  now  working  more  men  than  they  have  at  any 
other  time  for  two  years.     The  condition  of  the  mine  is  good. 

Fountain  l^o.  2. 

Owned  by  the  Coal  Bluff  Mining  Co.  Located  one-half  mile 
northwest  of  l^o.  1.  The  company  put  down  an  air  shaft 
during  the  year,  and  erected  a  fan,  which  furnishes  a  good  sup- 
ply of  air  for  all  parts  of  the  mine.  This  is  a  great  improve- 
ment. Heretofore  this  mine  was  ventilated  by  the  fan  at  No. 
1  shaft,  the  air  having  to  travel  over  old  and  abandoned  works 
to  reach  No.  2.  The  company  will  put  a  stairway  in  their  shaft 
and  thus  make  an  escape  shaft  for  their  men.  Formerly  the 
escape  shaft  for  No.  1  was  supposed  to  be  an  escape  shaft  for 
both  mines,  and  in  reality  it  was,  but  never  a  good  one. 

South  Mine. 

Owned  by  Coal  Bluff'  Mining  Company.  Located  one  and 
one-half  miles  southeast  of  Coal  Bluff.  This  mine  was  worked 
out  and  abandoned  June  1,  1888. 

Kays. 

Owned  by  Coal  Bluff  Mining  Company.  Located  one-half 
mile  south  of  Fontanet.  Was  visited  twice.  On  my  first  visit 
I  found  nearly  all  the  men  at  work  on  pillars,  and  the  air  was 
good  except  in  two  entries  going  south.  On  my  last  visit  the 
mine  was  full  of  water.  The  fan  formerly  used  at  the  South 
Mine  is  now  used  to  ventilate  this  one. 

Eppart  Mine. 

Owned  by  Coal  Bluff  Mining  Company.  Located  one-half 
mile  east  of  Kays.  "Was  visited  twice  and  found  in  good  con- 
dition. It  is  almost  worked  out,  and  will  be  abandoned  De- 
cember 1,  1888. 
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Neav  Edgar. 

Owned  by  Coal  BluiF  Mining  Company.  Located  one  mile- 
southwest  of  Coal  Bluff.  This  is  a  new  mine  which  was 
opened  in  June.  It  is  a  shaft  fifteen  feet  deep.  The  coal  is 
six  feet  thick.  It  will  be  ventilated  by  a  fan.  This  company 
is  sinking  another  shaft  south  of  Fontanet  one-half  mile. 

Seeleyville  Mine. 

Owned  by  P.  Ehrlich  &  Co.  Located  at  Seeleyville,  on  the 
T.  H.  &  I.  Railroad.  The  mine  was  found  in  good  condition 
on  both  my  visits. 

Foley's  Mine. 

Owned  by  Otter  Creek  Coal  Company.  Located  three  and 
one-half  miles  north  of  Cloverland.  This  mine  was  visited 
twice.  In  March  they  sunk  an  air  shaft,  and  the  mine  was 
in  pretty  good  condition.  When  visited  the  second  time  there 
were  two  new  openings,  and  the  men  were  divided  among 
them  until  there  was  not  a  sufficient  number  in  any  of  them  ta 
bring  them  under  the  law. 

Grant  Mine. 

Owned  by  Grant  Coal  Co.  Located  one  mile  east  of  Grants 
on  the  I.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.  This  mine  has  been  in  operation  for 
several  years,  but  was  run  on  a  small  scale  for  some  time.  In 
the  early  part  of  this  year  the  number  of  men  employed  was 
increased,  until  May  3  (the  date  of  my  visit)  there  were  thirty- 
eight  men  employed.  The  ventilation  at  that  time  was  poor.^ 
I  asked  that  a  new  furnace  be  built  at  once,  which  was  agreed 
to,  and  the  bank  boss  promised  to  have  the  work  done  in  ten 
days.  Before  the  expiration  of  the  ten  days  the  mine  wa& 
shut  down,  and  since  that  time  has  not  employed  enough  men 
to  bring  them  under  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

In  addition  to  the  mines  already  mentioned  in  this  county,. 
Woodruff  &  Trunkey  have  put  down  a  shaft  near  Grant,  and 
John  Triplet  has  opened  a  drift  near  the  Foley  mine,  and  the 
Stevens  Coal  Co.  are  opening  a  drift  near  the  Eppart  mine,  on 
the  C.  &  I.  C.  R.  R. 
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VERMILLION    COUNTY 


Sharkey's. 


Owned  by  Sharkey  Coal  Co.  Located  one  mile  northwest  of 
Clinton  ;  is  in  good  condition. 

Brown's. 

Owned  by  Wm.  Brown.  Located  just  northeast  of  Sharkey's. 
The  ventilation  of  this  mine  is  good  when  the  doors  are  all 
kept  shut. 

Norton  Creek,  Nos.  1  and  2. 

Owned  by  Norton  Coal  Co.  Located  three  miles  northwest 
of  Clinton.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  to  this  mine  there  was  an 
abundance  of  air  to  supply  all  the  men  employed,  but  it  was 
not  proporly  distributed.  A  committee  of  miners,  with  the 
bank  boss  and  I,  went  around  the  mine.  When  we  had  ex- 
amined the  mine  I  suggested  what  ought  to  be  done.  After 
the  bank  boss  had  agreed  to  do  the  work,  and  the  committee 
promising  to  inform  me  if  it  was  not  done,  I  left.  Since  that 
time  I  have  had  no  complaints  from  this  mine.  No.  2  mine 
was  shut  down  March  1,  1888.  I  am  informed  it  will  be  aban- 
doned, as  the  company  intends  to  sink  a  mine  to  get  the  coal 
they  expected  to  get  from  this  one,  but  can  not  very  well  do  it 
on  account  of  the  coal  dipping  away  from  the  slope. 


VANDEEBURGH   COUNTY. 


Ingleside. 


Owned  by  John  Ingle  &  Co.  Located  just  west  of  Evans- 
ville.  During  the  year  this  company  lost  a  lot  of  their  works, 
which  were  located  north  of  the  shaft,  by  what  is  known  as  a 
creep,  the  rooms  and  entries  caving  in,  or  the  top  and  bottom 
being  squeezed  together.  Aside  from  this  there  is  no  material 
change  in  the  mine.  The  air  is  good. 
3 — Mine  Insp. 
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SUNNYSIDE. 


Owned  by  Sunnyside  Coal  and  Coke  Company.  Located 
north  of  Evansville.  This  company  has  put  up  a  large  air 
compresser,  and  have  machines  for  drilling  the  coal.  They 
claim  it  cheapens  the  cost  of  producing  the  coal.     The  ventila- 


tion is  good. 


Unity. 

Owned  by  the  Sunnyside  Coal  and  Coke  Company.  Located 
north  of  Evansville  on  the  line  of  the  P.,  D.  &  E.  R.  R.  This 
mine  has  been  operated  on  a  small  scale  this  year.  The  com- 
pany seems  to  be  giving  special  attention  to  connecting  this 
and  the  Sunnyside  mine  by  means  of  an  entry  from  either  mine. 
At  the  time  of  my  last  visit  they  had  not  yet  made  the  con- 
nection.    The  air  was  good. 


First  Avenue. 

Owned  by  the  First  Avenue  Coal  Company.  Located  north 
of  Evansville.  This  company  drove  an  entry  north  and  con- 
nected the  entries  in  which  the  men  were  at  work  at  the  time, 
making  the  air  better  than  at  any  time  since  I  have  been  In- 
spector. If  they  do  not  become  careless  there  is  no  good  rea- 
son why  they  should  not  have  plenty  of  air. 


Echo  Mine. 

Owned  by  Diamond  Coal  Company.  Located  northeast  of 
Evansville.  This  mine  is  not  worked  on  any  system ;  as  a  con- 
sequence the  ventilation  is  not  good.  There  were,  however,  at 
the  time  of  my  last  visit,  efforts  being  made  to  connect  the 
west  works  with  the  fan.  When  this  is  done  the  air  will  be 
good,  but  not  before. 
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WARRICK  COUNTY 


Fuller  Mine. 

Owned  by  Robert  Louder.  Located  one  and  one-half  miles 
east  of  Boonville.  The  furnace,  which  was  built  last  year, 
furnishes  plenty  of  air  for  the  number  of  persons  employed. 
The  condition  of  the  mine  is  good. 

De  Forest. 

Owned  by  B.  Menden.  Located  three  miles  west  of  Boon- 
ville. A  small  force  of  men  is  employed  here.  The  air  was 
bad,  and  very  few  features  of  the  law  complied  with. 


No.  3. 

Owned  by  Gowsley  &  Co.  Located  three  and  one-half  miles 
west  of  Boonville.  The  general  condition  of  the  mine  at  the 
time  of  my  last  visit  was  bad. 

The  other  mines  in  this  County  that  have  been  spoken  of  in 
previous  reports  have  not  to  my  knowledge  employed  ten  men 
at  any  time  during  the  year,  hence  they  are  not  mentioned.

OIL  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  Isaac  P.  Gray, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Indimia : 

Sir — In  accordance  with  the  provision  of  Section  5154,  Re- 
vised Statutes,  I  herewith  make  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
commencing  January  1  and  ending  Decenaber  81, 1 888,  showing 
the  total  inspection  of  illuminating  oils  by  myself  and  deputies 
during  that  period. 

The  total  inspection,  as. shown  in  the  annexed  statement, 
was  17^,870  barrels,  an  increase  of  6,800  barrels  over  last  year, 
and  of  which  only  681  barrels  were  rejected. 

Total  amount  of  fees  collected  by  myself  and  deputies, 
$12,804.55,  of  which  amount  $3,715  was  collected  by  myself, 
which  leaves,  after  deducting  |794,  office  expenses,  $2,920.35, 
as  my  salary  as  State  Inspector. 

There  was  no  loss  of  life  or  property  through  explosions  of 
coal  oil  in  the  State  during  the  last  year. 

The  only  accidents  through  products  of  petroleum  by  which 
property  was  destroyed  and  lives  lost  were  explosions  of  gas- 
oline, the  most  dangerous  product  of  petroleum,  the  use  of 
which  for  illuminating  and  mechanical  purposes  is  increasing 
each  year,  and  it  would  be  prudent  for  our  next  Legislature  to 
establish  the  grade  of  gasoline  to  be  sold  and  used  for  domestic 
purposes. 

Its  attention  should  also  be  called  to  our  present  law  regu- 
lating the  quality  of  illuminating  oils  sold  in  the  State,  and  the 
mode  of  testing  the  same. 

Chemic  and  technology  have  made  such  progress  that  our 
present  laws  prescribing  the  test  of  oils  and  establishing  the 
degree  of  flash  are  not  in  accord  with  the  present  advanced 


time,  and  proper  amendments  to  them,  regulating  the  use  and 
sale  of  petroleum,  would  give  the  people  of  the  State  not  only 
an  equally  as  safe  oil  as  they  now  get,  but  a  better  illuminator 
for  less  money. 

An  oil  which  will  flash  at  100  to  110  degrees  Fahrenheit  and 
bear  a  gravity  test  of  not  below  48  nor  above  50  degrees  by 
Beaumis'  Hydrometer,  will  make  a  safe  and  good  illuminating 
oil. 

Oor  high  flash  oils  of  the  cheaper  grades  are  made  high 
flash,  to  the  detriment  of  their  illuminating  qualities. 

All  States  having  any  laws  regulating  the  quality,  sale  and 
use  of  petroleum,  except  Michigan,  have  a  lower  flash  test  than 
this  State. 

Eleven  Eastern  States  have  a  flash  test  of  100,  and  seven 
other  States  a  flash  test  of  110  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

It  surely  would  be  to  the  interest  of  the  people  of  this  State 
if  the  Legislature  would  ciiange  the  mode  of  testing  and  re- 
duce the  grade  of  flash,  and  give  the  people  a  better  and 
cheaper  oil  for  illuminating  purposes. 

Following  find  statement  of  inspection  by  myself  and  deputies, 
also  statement  of  oil  inspected  in  the  diflerent  months  and 
places  of  manufacture.

COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT. 


To  Governor  A.  P.  Hovey  and  the  General  Assembly : 

A  nine  weeks'  spell  of  sickness  has  prevented  the  furnishing 
my  report  as  Fish  Commissioner  of  the  State  at  an  earlier  date. 
I  have  very  little  to  report.  The  failure  of  the  previous  Legis- 
lature to  pass  the  appropriation  bill  left  me  without  means  to 
prosecute  the  work.  Yet  during  the  spring  and  summer  I  did 
what  I  was  able,  drawing  upon  my  own  resources. 

There  has  been  a  great  demand  for  carp  by  the  farmers 
through* )ut  the  State  who  have  ponds  and  who  desire  to  raise 
their  own  fish.  This  industry  should  be  encouraged.  There  is 
hardly  a  farm  in  the  State  on  which  there  is  not  ground  suit- 
able for  a  pond.  The  carp  is  a  very  edible  fish — not  of  as  fine 
flavor  as  the  bass  or  trout  or  goggle-eye,  but  quite  palatable, 
and  by  a  great  many  thought  a  great  deal  of  as  a  table  fish.  It 
grows  probably  faster  than  any  fish  we  have  except  the  pike, 
and  in  a  couple  of  years'  growth  makes  a  good-sized  fish, 
weighing  from  a  pound  to  a  pound  and  a  half.  It  is  a  good 
breeder,  and  will  live  if  it  can  find  water  enough  to  cover  its 
dorsal  fin. 

During  the  past  two  years  I  have  sent  out  to  the  farmers  of 
the  State  many  thousands  of  carp,  from  an  inch  to  three  inches 
in  length,  furnished  by  the  Government  at  Washington.  I 
have  good  reports  from  ponds  in  which  they  have  been  placed. 
These  young  carp  have  been  furnished  by  the  Government  at 
Washington,  through  the  United  States  Fish  Commission,  which 
has  rendered  me  good  service  in  the  distribution  of  these  fish. 
I  have  several  thousands  on  hand  in  my  distributing  pond, 
which  can  be  sent  out  in  the  early  spring. 

There  are  few  States  in  the  Union  that  have  finer  lakes  and 
streams  for  the -propagation  of  fish  than  Indiana,  and  few  States 


that  have  finer  varieties  of  fish,  and  yet  there  is  probably  no 
State  that  seems  to  care  so  little  about  its  fish.  It  is  almost  the 
home  of  the  black  bass,  the  pride  of  the  scientific  fisherman, 
while  we  have  a  dozen  other  varieties  of  most  excellent  fish 
that  swarm  our  beautiful  lakes,  creeks  and  rivers.  All  these 
fish  need  is  protection  from  the  vandals  who  illegally  pursue 
them.  But  this  protection  it  is  most  difficult  to  give  when  the 
people  do  not  seem  to  be  educated  up  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
fact  that  by  illegal  acts  the  fish  may  soon  cease  to  swarm  our 
streams  and  become — some  of  the  varieties,  at  least — compara- 
tively extinct.  There  is  not  that  value  set  upon  the  fish  that 
there  should  be,  and  it  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  things  to 
convict  a  person  of  unlawful  fishing,  as  a  Judge  in  an  adjoin- 
ing county  once  remarked:  "  There  can  not  be  found  a  jury  in 
this  county  to  convict  a  person  of  seining." 

During  my  terms  of  service  as  Fish  Commissioner  I  have 
caused  the  conviction  of  a  large  number  of  fish  pirates  and 
failed  in  the  conviction  of  others,  although  I  have  no  more 
power  to  do  this  than  other  citizens.  In  this  respect  the  law 
is  defective.  A  Fish  Commissioner  should  at  least  have  the 
power  of  a  constable.  Indeed,  the  fish  laws  are  very  defective 
in  many  respects,  and  new  and  more  stringent  laws  should  be 
passed. 

As  it  is,  the  duty  of  the  Fish  Commissioner  is  comprised  in 
seeing  to  it  that  the  rivers,  lakes  and  streams  are  well  stocked, 
and  to  restock  when  needed.  With  proper  protection  aflbrded, 
there  would  be  no  necessity  for  restocking.  There  are  fish 
enough  in  all  our  waters  if  the  spear,  the  seine  and  the  dyna- 
mite were  not  resorted  to. 

It  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Fish  Commissioner  by  a  previous 
Legislature  to  prepare  plans  for  a  fish-way,  to  be  erected  by 
the  Township  Trustee,  at  all  dams  four  feet  in  height,  I  sent 
out  plans  nearly  two  years  ago,  but,  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  but 
few,  if  any,  fish-ways  have  been  put  in  place,  although  a  fine 
is  imposed  upon  the  Township  Trustee  for  the  non-fulfillment 
of  his  duty. 

There  should  be  a  strict  law  against  fishing  through  the  ice. 
A  great  many  fish  are  destroyed  in  this  way.  Spearing  should 
be  entirely  prohibited — what  fish  are  not  taken  are  wounded, 
and  die.     The  possession  of  a  seine  of  illegal  length  should  be 


prima  facie  evidence  of  its  illegal  use,  and,  wherever  found, 
should  be  confiscated,  save  in  localities  of  the  State  where  it  is 
lawful  to  seine. 

Originally  |2,000  were  appropriated  to  the  Fish  Commis- 
sion. This  was  reduced  four  years  ago  for  some  unaccount- 
able reason  to  $1,000,  out  of  which  the  Fish  Commissioner  was 
to  receive  $300.  Of  course  a  great  deal  of  good  could  not  be 
accomplished  with  $700  a  year.  The  last  two  years  there  has 
been  no  appropriations,  and  I  have  not  been  able  to  visit  locali- 
ties I  desired  to,  and  which  probably  needed  my  attention. 

I  would  suggest  that  $3,000  be  allowed  to  the  Commission, 
or  at  least  the  original  amount — $2,000  per  year  and  $500  addi- 
tional to  the  Commissioner — if  his  heart  is  in  his  work  he  can 
get  along  quite  comfortably  with  this  amount  and  do  justice  to 
the  fishes.  I  think  with  the  means  at  my  command  I  have 
done  all  that  I  was  able  to  do,  though  I  would  like  to  have 
done  much'^^more — but  put  yourselves  in  my  place  and  you  will 
appreciate  my  position.  It  is  a  very  easy  matter  to  rail  out 
against  the  Fish  Commissioner,  but  without  means  what  can 
he  do  ? 

While  neighboring  States  are  appropriating  from  $20,000  to 
$30,000  per  year  to  their  Fish  Commissions,  Indiana  appropri- 
ates $1,000,  and  even  that  is  not  "  paid  up."  If  it  can  not  do 
better  than^it'has  done  the  Commission  might  as  well  be  abol- 
ished and  let  the  fish  take  care  of  themselves.  Yet  I  would 
dislike  exceedingly  to  see  this.  Better  far  make  a  respectable 
appropriation  and  keep  up  with  the  progress  of  the  age.  Fish 
constitute  a  wholesome  food,  and  the  propagation  thereof 
should  be  encouraged.  Let  this  be  done  and  a  mere  novice 
can  go  out  at  any  time  and  catch  a  mess  of  fish  for  any  meal 
he  chooses  with  hook  and  line. 

In  comparing  the  fish  and  game  laws  of  Indiana  with  those 
of  sister  States,  I  find  that  the  prohibitory  phraseology  of  our 
laws  as  to  acts 'prohibited -is  suflSciently  strong,  but  there  are 
acts  prohibited  elsewhere  which  are  not  covered  by  our  statutes. 
In  providing  what  shall  be  evidence  of  violation  and  penalty, 
ours  are  lamentably  defective.  The  duties  and  powers  of  the 
Fish  Commissioner  are  not  clearly  set  forth.  Another  evil,  and 
quite  as  important  and  difficult  to  remedy  under  the  present 
laws,  is  the  possession  by  parties  along  our  rivers  and  lakes  of

unlawful  seines,  spears  and  other  instruments.  It  is  practically 
impossible  to  prevent  their  use  where  people  are  allowed  to 
have  them  in  their  possession. 

It  is  full  time  that  a  halt  was  called  on  the  further  depletion 
of  our  immense  fish  preserves — the  great  State  of  Indiana  can 
not  afford  to  be  behind  its  sister  States  in  this  important  matter. 

There  are  many  more  suggestions   which   could  be  made, 
probably  with  profit,  but  as  this  is  written  under  adverse  cir 
cumstances — on  the  flat  of  my  back  in  bed — let  these  suffice. 

I  would  suggest  that  this  report,  meager  as  it  is,  be  printed 
with  my  former  report  of  two  years  ago,  which  still  remains 
unprinted — why  I  know  not — as  there  are  frequent  calls  for  the 
same.

TRUSTEES'    REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  Isaac  P.  Gray^  Governor  of  Indiana: 

I  bave  the  honor  of  transmitting  to  you  herewith  the  bien- 
nial report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  University 
for  the  fiscal  years  ending  October  31,  L887,  and  October  31, 
1888. 

And  accompanying  the  same  I  beg  leave,  on  behalf  of  the 
Board,  to  call  attention  to  the  most  pressing  wants  of  the  Uni- 
versity at  this  time.  During  the  past  few  years  the  attendance 
oi  students  has  steadily  increased,  until  the  institution  has  out- 
grown its  quarters.  In  four  years  the  increase  of  attendance 
in  the  college  classes  has  been  more  than  one  hundred  per  cent. 
When,  after  the  disastrous  fire  of  July,  1883,  the  three  new 
buildings  known  as  Wylie  Hall,  Owen  Hall,  and  Maxwell  Hall, 
were  completed,  it  was  supposed  that  these,  with  the  old  col- 
lege building,  would  afford  room  enough  to  answer  all  demands 
upon  the  University  for  some  years  to  come ;  but  already,  by 
reason  of  the  greatly  increased  numbers  of  students  and  the 
multiplying  of  the  various  departments  of  learning  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  times,  we  find  the  University  hampered 
for  want  of  room  to  such  an  extent  that  we  feel  it  an  impera- 
tive duty  to  call  attention  to  the  fact. 

Succeeding  the  disastrous  fire  above  referred  to,  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  as  soon  as  circumstances  would  permit,«  began  to 
supply  the  loss  of  the  library  by  the  purchase  of  books  for  a 
new  one,  and  annually  since  then  have  books  been  added,  until 
there  are  now  ou  the  shelves  something  more  than  9,000  vol- 
umes, besides  a  large  number  of  periodicals  and  miscellaneous 
documents,  all  useful  and  of  great  pecuniary  value.  For  want 
of  a  better  place,  one  of  the  rooms  in  Wylie  Hall,  which  was 
designed  for  a  recitatiou  room,  was  utilized  as  a  library  room. 


and  for  a  time  it  answered  the  purpose  fairlj^  well ;  but  by  rea- 
son of  the  library's  growth  it  is  no  longer  large  enough  for 
library  purposes.     But  we  have  no  better  place  for  our  books. 

The  immediate  erection  of  a  suitable  library  building  would 
seem  to  be  an  imperative  necessity,  and  it  is  believed  that  for 
the  present  at  least  it  would  fairly  solve  the  problem  of  more 
room.  Such  a  building,  planned  on  a  scale  commensurate  with 
the  wants  of  a  growing  University,  should  be  of  proportions 
much  beyond  the  necessity  of  the  library  for  the  present.  It 
could  be  so  constructed  as  to  contain  a  number  of  rooms  suit- 
able for  recitation  rooms,  which,  with  the  room  now  occupied 
as  a  library,  would,  it  is  believed,  afford  the  room  imperatively 
necessary  for  recitation  and  laboratory  purposes  for  some  years 
to  come. 

Other  plans  could  be  suggested  whereby  the  present  evils 
could  be  remedied,  but  we  believe  the  plan  named  could  be  car- 
ried out  at  the  least  expense  to  the  State,  and  we  are  content 
with  its  suggestion  in  this  place.

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This  would  leave  a  balance  of  $8,848.71  with  which  to  pay 
all  other  current  expenses  for  the  year,  embracing  salaries  of 
Trustees,  fuel,  light,  supplies,  apparatus,  and  appliances  to  the 
various  departments,  in  addition  to  the  library,  insurance,  re- 
pairs, etc. 

It  is  therefore  imperative  that  the  closest  economy  be  exer- 
cised. 

While  the  income  has  been  steadily  growing  for  several  years, 
the  increase  of  students  has  been  in  a  greater  ratio. 

The  demand  for  better  facilities  for  instruction  each  year  re- 
quires increased  outlays.  Add  to  this  the  honorable  ambition 
of  professors  and  teachers  to  elevate  the  standard  of  scholar- 
ship and  make  the  University  worthy  of  the  position  she  occu- 
pies, and  our  desire  to  administer  this  great  trust  so  as  to  meet 
the  expectations  of  the  people  of  the  State  and  still  further  se- 
cure their  confidence  and  support,  and  our  condition  is  full  of 
embarrassment.  What  has  been  accomplished  is  too  valuable 
to  be  lost,  and  we  believe  the  State  will  continue  to  aid  the 
University,  and  make  it  strong  and  powerful,  until  within  her 
own  borders  the  amplest  facilities  for  the  highest  scholarship  in 
every  department  of  science  and  knowledge  are  secured.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  His  Excellency,  the  Governor  : 

I  herewith  transmit  to  you  the  report  of  the  President  of 
Purdue  University  for  the  two  years  ending  June  30,  1888. 

A  careful  comparison  between  this  and  former  reports  will 
show  that  the  number  of  students  in  attendance  is  rapidly  in- 
creasing, that  the  character  of  the  work  is  steadily  improving, 
and  that  the  institution  is  receiving  patronage  from  every  sec- 
tion of  the  State.  I  think  it  is  safe  to  say  that  Purdue  Uni- 
versity has  become  one  of  the  strongest  industrial  institutions 
in  the  West. 

I  believe  that  it  is  due  to  the  present  administration  to  call 
attention  to  some  facts  that  point  out  the  rapid  improvement 
which  has  been  made  in  the  institution  during  the  past  five 
years.  During  this  period  and  up  to  the  present  time  the  num- 
ber of  students  in  the  college  proper  has  increased  to  nearly 
three  hundred.  The  scope  of  instruction  has  been  much 
widened ;  a  School  of  Pharmacy,  a  School  of  Domestic  Econ- 
omy, a  School  of  Civil  Engineering  and  an  advanced  course  in 
applied  electricity  have  been  established.  These  schools  have 
been  supplied  with  all  the  necessary  appliances  and  apparatus 
for  doing  the  best  kind  of  work.  The  courses  of  instruction 
in  mechanical  engineering  and  in  agriculture  have  also  been 
greatly  strengthened. 

Among  the  more  important  improvements  has  been  the 
erection  and  equipment  of  a  new  Mechanical  Laboratory,  with 
drawing  rooms,  wood  shop,  foundry,  forge  room  and  machine 
shop.  These  have  been  fitted  with  the  most  approved  modern 
apparatus  and  machinery,  thus  making  it  one  of  the  best  col- 
lege shops  in  the  country. 
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Durins:  this  period,  also  the  facilities  in  the  Chemical  Lab- 
oratory have  been  more  than  doubled,  and  an  Electrical  Labora- 
tory has  been  opened  and  supplied  with  convenient  apparatus. 
An  important  addition  to  the  working  force  of  the  university 
has  been  made  by  details  received  from  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment. These  consists  of  a  detail  from  the  navy,  a  detail  from 
the  army,  a  detail  from  the  agricultural  Bureau  and  a  partial 
detail  from  the  Signal  Service  Corps.  About  three  thousand 
dollars  per  annum  is  being  saved  in  this  way. 

The  most  important  addition  to  the  facilities  of  Purdue  Uni- 
versity is  the  establishment  of  an  experiment  station  by  the 
United  States,  with  an  income  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  per 
annum.  The  university  has  been  struggling  along  for  several 
years,  taking  money  that  it  could  ill  afford  to  spare  from  its 
annual  appropriations  for  experimental  purposes.  It  is  a  re- 
markable thing  that  up  to  the  present  time  the  university  has 
been  able  to  do  so  much  experimentation  with  so  little  means. 
This  new  endowment  is  the  most  notable  occurrence  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  university  so  far  as  its  relation  to  agricultural  pur- 
suits is  concerned. 

It  is  well  known  that  no  money  was  received  under  this 
grant  until  March,  1888,  and  yet  the  plans  for  the  organization 
of  the  station  had  been  so  well  perfected  that  before  the  end  of 
June,  1888,  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  a  station  staff  had  been 
organized,  consisting  of  an  Agriculturist,  a  Horticulturist,  a 
Chemist,  a  Botanist,  an  Entomologist  and  a  Veterinarian.  A 
building  had  been  completed  and  Chemical,  Botanical  and 
other  laboratories  had  been  arranged  and  fitted  with  the  most 
extensive  equipment  of  modern  laboratory  appliances.

The  plans  for  station  work  have  been  carefully  considered 
and  have  been  mapped  out  on  the  most  extensive  scale.  A 
comprehensive  series  of  crop  rotations  has  been  planned  and 
inaugurated,  a  series  of  feeding  experiments  has  been  ar- 
ranged, a  plant  of  lysimeters  has  been  completed  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  staff*  are  busily  engaged  in  preparing  bulletins  on 
economic  agricultural  questions.  Sixteen  bulletins  have  been 
already  issued  by  the  station  on  various  agricultural  subjects, 
and  others  are  in  press. 

The  growth  of  Purdue  University  during  the  past  live  years 
has  been  secured  under  the  most  unfavorable  circumstances. 
Twice  during  this  period  has  the  general  legislative  appropria- 
tion bill  failed,  and  for  the  greater  part  of  this  time  the  institu- 
tion has  been  kept  open  largely  upon  faith  in  the  future  gener- 
osity of  the  Legislature.  It  is  now  nearly  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  in  debt.  It  was  hardly  to  be  expected  that  the  institu- 
tion could  improve  under  such  circumstances.  Indeed  its 
many  friends  believed,  and  with  good  reason,  that  it  would 
make  a  retrograde  movement,  but  the  institution  has  made 
most  rapid  advancement,  and  has  steadily  grown  in  favor  at 
home  and  in  reputation  abroad. 

This  history  shows  that  Purdue  University  has  in  it  inherent 
vitality,  that  it  has  been  wisely  planned  and  that  it  meets  a 
public  demand.  If  it  has  done  so  well  under  adverse  circum- 
stances, what  can  it  not  do  if  it  is  properly  supported  and  fos- 
tered? What  it  most  needs  is  a  permanent  appropriation  that 
shall  be  adequate  to  its  increasing  importance.  What  the 
specific  wants  of  the  University  are,  may  be  gathered  from  the 
present  report  of  the  President.  The  Board  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  President  has  reduced  the  demand  for  money  for  cur- 
rent expenses  and  for  special  improvements  to  the  lowest  pos- 
sible figures  based  upon  present  pressing  demands. 

I  also  transmit  herewith  the  financial  report  of  the  secretary 
of  the  Board.

The  States  represented  in  the  Institution  during  the  present 
year  are  as  follows  :  California,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas, 
Maryland,  Massachusetts,  Mississippi,  Ohio,  Ontario,  Pennsyl- 
vania, Tennessee  and  West  Virginia.     Total,  13. 

I  call  attention  to  several  facts  which  may  be  gathered  from 
the  preceding  tables,  viz  : 

First.  There  has  recently  been  an  unprecedented  increase  in 
the  number  of  graduates  who  are  taking  advanced  work  with 
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us.  We  enrolled  twenty-six  post-graduates  during  the  year 
1887-8.  Ten  of  these  were  working  within  the  Institution, 
and  sixteen  were  working  outside  under  the  direction  of  the 
faculty.  Of  the  twenty-six,  twenty  were  candidates  for  an  ad- 
vanced degree. 

It  is  a  significant  fact  that  of  the  twenty-four  who  graduated 
last  June,  nine  have  returned  this  year  for  a  full  post-graduate 
course.  It  is  expected  that  the  total  number  of  post-graduates 
working  with  us  during  the  present  year  will  reach  thirty-five. 
When  students  who  have  graduated  from  any  institution  re- 
turn to  it  in  considerable  numbers  for  post-graduate  work,  it  is 
safe  to  claim  that  the  institution  is  doing  satisfactory  work. 
The  efi:ect  of  our  post  graduate  work  is  two-fold:  The  pres- 
ence of  a  large  number  of  post-graduates  acts  as  a  tremendous 
stimulus  to  the  under-graduates.  We  are  also  able  to  send  out 
men  who  are  better  qualified  for  their  work,  and  who  are  able 
to  reflect  greater  credit  upon  the  Institution. 

Second.  During  the  past  six  years  the  College  proper  has 
maintained  a  steady  and  rapid  growth.  While  there  has  been 
during  the  past  three  years  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  pre- 
paratory students,  the  increase  Ia  the  College  has  been  large 
enough  to  efl[:ect  a  considerable  general  increase  in  the  Uni- 
versity. The  enrollment  in  the  College  proper  for  the  last  six 
years  is  as  follows,  viz:

Third.  Purdue  University  can  no  longer  be  called  a  local 
institution.  During  the  last  year  it  had  representatives  from 
sixty- eight  counties,  and  during  the  last  two  years  it  has  had 
representatives  from  seventy-five  counties.  Besides  this  we 
have  enrolled  students  from  eleven  States  outside  the  State  of 
Indiana. 

The  Preparatory  Department  is  still  doing  an  important 
work  as  a  feeder  for  the  College.     The  decrease  in  its  num- 
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"bers  arises  from  two  causes.  First,  we  have  raised  the  standard 
of  admission ;  and,  second,  we  have  recently  limited  it  to  what 
it  ought  to  be,  viz :  A  fitting  school  for  the  Freshman  Class.  I 
may  add  that  the  proportion  of  those  who  have  entered  our 
Freshman  Class  this  year  from  commissioned  high  schools  is 
much  larger  than  ever  before. 

COURSE    OF    STUDY   AND    FACULTY. 

The  most  important  changes  which  have'  taken  place  in  our 
course  of  study  since  my  last  report  are  as  follows : 

1.  Post-graduate  courses  have  been  provided  for  resident 
students,  as  follows  : 

In  Mechanical  Engineering — Leading  to  the  degree  of  Mechan- 
ical Engineer  (M.  E.). 

In  Civil  Engineering — Leading  to  the  Degree  of  Civil  Engi- 
neer (C.  E.). 

In  Chemistry — Leading  to  the  Degree  of  Analytical  Chemist 
(A.  C). 

In  Agriculture — Leading  to  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Science 
(M.  S.). 

In  Industrial  Art — Leading  to  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Sci- 
ence (M.  S.). 

In  Literature — Leading  to  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Science 
(M.  S.). 

In  History  and  Political  Economy — Leading  to  the  Degree  of 
Master  of  Science  (M.  S.) 

In  Mathematics — Leading  to  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Science 
(M.  S.). 

In  Electricity — Leading  to  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Science 
(M.  S.). 

In  Biology — Leading  to  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Science 
(M.  S.).    - 

2.  A  plan  has  been  devised  by  which  graduates  of  Purdue 
University  may  pursue  post-graduate  work  under  direction  of 
the  Faculty  outside  of  the  Institution.  These  courses  embrace 
such  subjects  only  as  do  not  require  immediate  and  daily  super- 
vision by  the  instructors. 

The  various  courses  laid  out  can  be  accomplished  in  from  one 
to  three  years.  No  candidate  can  receive  a  post-graduate  de- 
gree for  non-resident  work  unless  he  has  held  a  graduate  degree 
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for  at  least  three  years,  nor  unless  he  appears  at  the  University 
and  passes  a  satisfactory  examination  upon  the  work  required 
and  presents  an  approved  thesis.  This  plan  has  been  received 
with  favor  by  our  graduates,  and  about  twenty  are  now  work- 
ing under  it. 

3.  A  School  of  Civil  Engineering,  with  a  full  four  years' 
course,  was  opened  in  September,  1887.  During  the  first  year 
it  enrolled  twenty-nine  students. 

4.  The  School  of  Domestic  Economy,  opened  in  September, 
1887,  has  proved  a  gratifying  success.  The  majority  of  the 
young  ladies  of  the  University  h'ave  had  instruction  and  prac- 
tice in  the  science  and  art  of  cookery  and  household  manage- 
ment. The  lessons  were  of  value  to  the  students,  and  were 
thoroughly  enjoyed  by  them.  They  were  given  one  each  week 
throughout  the  year. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  the  course  in  Domestic 
Economy  has  been  so  changed  that  all  the  instruction  given  in 
this  science  will  hereafter  be  given  during  the  winter  term. 
The  instruction  will  be  precisely  the  same  in  extent  as  hereto- 
fore, but  the  lessons  will  occur  more  frequently.  This  arrange- 
ment will  economize  the  time  of  the  instructor,  will  be  less  ex- 
pensive, and  will  prove  to  be  a  more  satisfactory  arrangement. 

5.  During  the  winter  term  of  1887-8,  a  short  course  in  Vet- 
erinary Science  and  allied  subjects  was  given  at  the  University 
by  a  special  instructor,  assisted  by  the  regular  college  faculty. 
Although  but  little  advertised,  fourteen  students  took  this 
course.  The  lessons  were  received  with  so  much  favor  that  it 
was  deemed  best  to  modify  the  course  of  instruction  in  Agri- 
culture and  Horticulture  by  the  introduction  of  a  thorough 
and  continuous  course  of  lessons  in  Veterinary  Science  through- 
out the  entire  year.  This  change  in  the  course  was  adopted 
by  the  Board  last  spring,  and  a  Chair  of  Veterinary  Science 
was  created. 

No  improvement  in  the  course  that  has  been  made  by  the 
Board  in  recent  years  has  been  received  with  more  favor  than 
this,  and  I  anticipate  the  most  beneficial  results  from  it. 

6.  The  increasing  importance  of  electricity  as  a  dynamic 
force  has  made  it  important  that  that  branch  of  physical 
science  should  have  more  attention  than  has  been  heretofore 
given  to  it. 

The  course  in  Science,  therefore,  has  been  so  altered  that  the 
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student  may  have  four  years'  instruction  in  Physics,  being  per- 
mitted to  devote  double  time  to  the  subject  during  the  Senior 
year.  Three-fourths  of  the  time  given  to  physics  can  be  de- 
voted entirely  to  electricity.  This  change  has  required  a  large 
outlay  in  the  purchase  of  electrical  apparatus,  but  I  think  it  will 
prove  one  of  the  most  profitable  investments  the  University 
has  ever  made. 

7.  An  examination  of  our  various  courses  of  study,  as  printed 
in  our  annual  catalogue,  will  show  that  we  offer  to  our  students 
instruction  in  a  greater  variety  of  subjects  than  is  afi'orded  in 
most  colleges,  and  that  many  of  these  subjects  are  highly  tech- 
nical. To  secure  the  ver}^  best  results,  the  technical  subjects 
must  be  taught  by  specialists.  A  comparison  between  the 
Faculty  roll  and  the  daily  program  of  instruction  will  show  that 
several  members  of  the  Faculty  devote  but  a  limited  portion  of 
their  time  to  instructional  work.  Some  of  these  are  non-resi- 
dents, and  come  to  the  institution  to  give  an  occasional  course 
of  lectures.  Some  others  spend  the  most  of  their  time  in  station 
work.  Each,  of  course,  is  paid  for  the  time  that  he  serves  the 
University.  This  plan  has  enabled  us  to  obtain  the  services  of  a 
larger  number  of  specialists  than  we  could  otherwise  have  ob- 
tained. The  plan  has  grown  out  of  our  necessities,  and  has,  so 
far,  produced  good  results.  But  as  the  school  increases  in  num- 
bers, and  classes  are  multiplied,  this  feature  of  our  work  must  be 
modified  so  as  to  conform  to  the  then  existing  circumstances. 

It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  we  have  been  able  to 
secure  the  services  of  four  details  from  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment. They  are  as  follows  :  (1)  Professor  of  Mechanical 
Engineering,  (2)  Professor  of  Military  Tactics  and  Assistant  in 
Mathematics,  (3)  an  Entomologist  of  the  United  States  Experi- 
ment Station,  and  (4)  an  oflicer  at  Indianapolis  who  manages 
the  Purdue  State  Weather  Service.  But  one  of  these  men  re- 
ceive a  small  compensation  from  the  University;  the  other  three 
are  wholly  paid  by  the  United  States.  Although  these  men 
serve  us  but  a  part  of  their  time,  their  work  is  highly  valuable, 
and  should  be  thoroughly  appreciated. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

Since  my  last  biennial  report,  owing  to  the  failure  of  the  Leg- 
islature to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose,  many  needed 
improvements  have  not  been  made.     The  buildings,  machinery, 
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and  apparatus  have  been  kept  in  fair^  condition,  but  beyond 
this  little  has  been  attempted.  Among  the  improvements  made 
however,  are  the  following,  viz : 

1.  Two  additional  forges  have  been  placed  in  the  blacksmith 
shop,  and  a  duplicate  outfit  of  edged  tools  has  been  purchased. 
A  three  hundred  dollar  dynamometer  has  also  been  purchased 
for  the  Mechanical  Laboratory. 

2.  Twenty  new  desks  have  been  placed  in  the  Chemical 
Laboratory  and  about  a  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  apparatus 
has  been  added  to  our  supply. 

3.  A  new  prescription  room,  for  the  School  of  Pharmacy, 
has  been  fitted  and  equipped. 

4.  About  two  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  electrical  appara- 
tus has  been  purchased. 

5.  Nearly  one  thousand  volumes  have  been  added  to  the 
Library,  and  the  Reading  Room  facilities  have  been  doubled. 

6.  The  main  building  has  been  thoroughly  repainted. 

7.  The  Greenhouse  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and  re- 
paired. 

8.  About  eight  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  blooded  stock  has 
been  added  to  the  farm  equipments. 

9.  Among  the  more  important  additions  to  the  University  is 
a  dynamo,  with  three  arc  lamps,  which  were  placed  in  the  me- 
chanical laboratory  by  the  Thompson-Huston  Company.  This 
gift,  worth  at  least  six  hundred  dollars,  came  through  the 
courtesy  of  William  Wallace,  Esq. 

THE    AGRICULTURAL    EXPERIMENT    STATION. 

The  passage  of  the  Hatch  bill  by  Congress,  in  March  of  the 
present  year,  by  which  fifteen  thousand  dollars  have  been  appro- 
priated to  the  University  yearly  for  agricultural  purposes,  has 
given  a  very  great  impetus  to  our  experimental  work.  It  has  re- 
sulted in  the  most  important  improvement  that  has  been  made 
at  Purdue  for  many  years. 

A  substantial  addition  has  been  made  to  the  agricultural 
hall  at  an  expense  of  about  fifty-eight  hundred  dollars.  The 
building  now  contains  twenty  rooms,  distributed  as  follows: 

Director's  office,  1  room. 
Library,  1  room. 
Chemical  Department,  5  rooms. 
2 — Purdue. 
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Botanical  Department,  4  rooms. 

Horticultural  Department,  2  rooms. 

Entomological  Department,  2  rooms. 

Veterinarian's  office,  1  room. 

Weather  Service,  1  room. 

Museum,  1  room. 

For  recitations,  2  rooms. 

Besides  these  are  vegetable  cellars,  storage  rooms  for  grains, 
and  a  temporary  dissecting  room. 

The  building  is  furnished  with  water  and  gas  throughout, 
and  is  heated  by  steam,  which  is  generated  by  an  independent 
boiler.  The  laboratories,  work  rooms,  and  offices  have  been 
thoroughly  fitted  and  supplied  with  the  most  modern  apparatus 
and  appliances. 

The  building  and  its  libraries,  apparatus  and  furniture,  cost 
about  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  A  detailed  account  of  expendi- 
tures for  this  improvement  will  be  made  by  the  Secretary  in 
his  annual  report  in  January  next. 

NECESSITY   FOR   A   PERMANENT   APPROPRIATION. 

The  greatest  necessity  of  the  Institution,  as  a  whole,  is  a 
continuous  and  permanent  annual  appropriation.  For  each  of 
the  two  years  1881-2,  3  882-3,  the  Legislature  appropriated  to 
Purdue  University  twenty  thousand  dollars  for  current  ex- 
penses. Bj'  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  Legislature  to  pass  an 
appropriation  bill  in  1883,  our  annual  appropriation  for  1883-4 
and  1881-5  failed,  although  it  was  clearly  the  intent  of  the 
Legislature  that  we  should  have  the  customary  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum. 

The  Legislature  of  1885  made  up  to  us  the  forty  thousand 
dollars,  and  appropriated  twenty-four  thousand  dollars  for  each 
of  the  years  1885-6  and  1880-7.  The  Legislature  of  1887, 
through  the  failure  of  the  appropriation  bill,  again  failed  to 
make  us  the  customary  appropriation,  although  it  was  clearly 
the  intention  as  before  to  give  Purdue  adequate  support.  These 
two  failures  jeopardized  for  a  time  the  life  of  the  University. 

When  the  iirst  failure  occurred,  it  was  thought  that  it  would 
be  impossible  to  keep 'the  Institution  open.  Some  of  its 
staunchest  triends  lost  courage,  and  many  students  left  its  walls 
never  to  return.  It  was  a  season  of  the  greatest  anxiety  to  its 
officers,  and  it  required  the   most  strenuous  elibrts  to  inspire 
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enough  confidence  to  prevent  it  from  going  to  pieces.  The  last 
failure,  the  second  within  a  period  of  four  years,  was  also  a 
source  of  the  utmost  embarrassment  to  the  officers  of  the  Uni- 
versity. Its  friends  became  again  discouraged,  and  for  several 
months  it  seemed  as  though  it  would  be  impossible  to  keep  the 
institution  open.  To  do  so  has  been  a  most  difficult  task. 
Through  the  encouragement  given  us  by  the  State  officers  and 
by  the  banks  of  Lafayette,  we  have  been  enabled  to  keep  the 
institution  running,  but  the  support  thus  received  has  not  been 
adequate  to  its  needs.  There  is  no  doubt  tliat  we  could  have 
secured  far  better  results  if  an  adequate  appropriation  had  been 
made  to  us. 

The  other  State  educational  institutions  have  what  is  known 
as  a  continuous  appropriation,  and  the  failure  of  the  appropria- 
tion bill  does  not  in  any  way  affect  their  income.  Is  there  any 
reason  why  Purdue  should  not  be  put  upon  the  same  basis? 
'No  institution  of  this  kind  can  be  expected  to  prosper  upon  an 
uncertain  and  fluctuating  income. 

What  should  that  annual  appropriation  be? 

I  have  tried  to  show  in  former  reports  that  a  technical  school 
is  necessarily  a  very  expensive  school.  It  must  supply  shops 
and  laboratories  with  special  machinery  and  appliances  that 
are  unknown  to  an  ordinary  academic  institution.  But  one 
man  can  work  on  a  milling  machine  at  a  time,  and  a  milling 
machine  costs  eight  hundred  dollars.  A  man  studying  ad- 
vanced electricity  must  have  an  individual  outfit,  and  this  out- 
fit costs  about  six  hundred  dollars.  We  must  supply  power 
and  material. 

Besides  this,  in  all  schools  of  applied  science  much  of  the, 
work  must  be  done  in  small  classes,  indeed,  in  a  great  deal  of 
the  work  the  students  cannot  be  put  into  classes,  but  must 
work  as  individuals,  and  each  must  have  his  own  place  and  his 
own  kit  of  tools.  One  man  can  lecture  to  one  hundred  stu- 
dents in  history  at  the  same  time,  and  he  requires  no  expensive 
apparatus;  but  one  instructor  cannot  supervise  the  work  of 
more  than  twelve  in  a  workshop  or  in  an  electrical  laboratory. 

Now,  this  requires  money  for  equipment  and  money  for  in- 
struction. The  State  is  able  to  do  the  best  kind  of  work.  It 
should  have  one  of  the  best  technical  schools  in  the  country,  or 
it  should  have  none.  It  should  make  adequate  appropriation 
to  Purdue,  or  it  should  withdraw  all  appropriations. 
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Purdue  University  has  been  run  with  great  economy.  Taking 
into  account  the  amount  and  character  of  the  work  that  is 
done,  it  costs  less  that  one-half  what  most  of  the  technical 
schools  of  the  country  cost.  It  should  still  be  managed  with 
the  strictest  economy,  but  there  have  been  many  things  which 
we  have  needed,  and  for  the  want  of  which  we  have  sufiered. 

I  believe  that  the  state  can  well  and  wisely  spend  thirty 
thousand  dollars  per  annum  upon  Purdue.  This  would,  in  my 
judgment,  be  sufticient  to  pay  all  ordinary  current  expenses, 
and  leave  a  fair  margin  for  such  small  improvements  as  a  grow- 
ing institution  will  always  require. 

SPECIAL  IMPROVEMENTS  FOR  THE  EXPERIMENT  STATION. 

There  has  been  for  several  years  a  necessity  for  a  new  stock 
barn  and  an  implement  house.  We  cannot  carry  on  proper  and 
needed  feeding  experiments  without  this  barn,  and  we  have 
farm  implements  that  are  being  damaged  because  they  cannot 
be  suitably  housed. 

2.  We  also  need  a  new  dairy  house  for  the  purpose  of  car- 
rying on  experiments  connected  with  dairy  interests. 

3.  The  increasing  importance  of  the  subject  of  veterinary 
science  makes  it  necessary  that  we  should  have  an  additional 
wing  added  to  our  experimental  building. 

4.  In  order  to  carry  on  our  experiments  in  botany  and  hor- 
ticulture we  must  have  a  series  of  propagating  houses. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  United  States  Government  has  re- 
cently made  an  appropriation  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  per 
annum  to  Purdue  [Juiversity  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on 
agricultural  experimentation.  I  have  heretofore  discussed  the 
importance  of  our  experimental  work,  and  I  need  not  repeat 
the  discussion  here.  It  is  sufficientto  say  that  this  appropria- 
tion is  regarded  by  the  agriculturists  of  the  State  as  the  most 
important  step  that  has  been  taken  in  the  interests  of  agricul- 
ture in  this  State  for  many  years.  Most  of  the  above  needed 
improvements  would  have  been  necessary  if  the  station  had 
not  been  established  at  Purdue.  They  all  become  doubly  im- 
portant in  view  of  the  present  condition  of  things. 

In  many  respects  our  station  is  admirably  equipped.  It  only 
needs  the  improvements  heretofore  referred  to,  to  make  it  one 
of  the  best  in  the  country.  I  think  that  the  improvements  I 
have  spoken  of  will  cost  from  twelve  thousand  to  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars. 
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SPECIAL   IMPROVEMENTS    FOR   THE    UNIVERSITY. 

1.  I  have  heretofore  stated  in  my  reports  that  we  must  have 
an  addition  to  our  shops.  We  have  more  students  now  than 
we  can  accommodate  in  them.  We  have  twenty  benches  in 
the  wood  shop — we  need  forty.  We  have  room  for  fourteen 
forces — we  need  twenty-four.  We  have  room  for  forty  draw- 
insT  tables  in  the  Mechanical  Drawino-  Room — we  need  one 
hundred  and  twenty  five.  We  are  obliged  to  divide  our  men 
in  the  shop  into  relays,  and  to  work  at  a  very  great  disadvant- 
age. We  are  now  obliged  to  put  three  students  at  the  same 
drawing  table  at  the  same  time. 

We  can  not  produce  the  best  results  in  this  way.  If  we  can 
not  have  more  room,  we  must  cease  taking  students  and  run 
the  risk  of  losing  some  that  we  now  have  because  we  can  not 
provide  adequate  accommodations  for  them. 

2.  The  number  of  students  in  our  School  of  Pharmacy,  and 
in  the  Department  of  Chemistry  has  become  so  large  that  we 
must  have  some  additional  room  for  them.  A  small  addition 
to  the  present  Chemical  Laboratory  is  necessary. 

These  two  improvements  will  cost  about  fifteen  or  sixteen 
thousand  dollars. 

3.  The  growing  importance  of  electricity  as  a  motive  force 
makes  it  important  that  we  should  increase  our  facilities  for 
giving  instruction  in  Electrical  Engineering.  Schools  for 
teaching  electricity  are  in  great  demand.  If  we  are  to  go  on 
with  this  important  work,  we  must  have  a  special  building  con- 
structed for  the  purpose.  This,  with  suitable  additions  to  our 
apparatus,  will  cost  from  fifteen  thousand  to  twenty  thousand 
dollars. 

4.  We  have  fifteen  buildings  at  Purdue  University  worth 
^300,000.  This  large  amount  of  property  is  not  adequately 
protected  from  fire.  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  matter  be 
placed  before  the  Legislature,  and  that  an  appropriation  for  the 
construction  of  a  system  of  water-works  be  asked  for.  I  think 
that  an  expenditure  of  four  thousand  dollars  would  give  us  fair 
protection. 

In  conclusion,  I  summarize  as  follows : 

1.  The  University  needs  an  annual  appropriation  of  thirty 
thousand  dollars  for  current  expenses. 
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2.  The  University  and  the  Experiment  Station  need  about 
thirty  thousand  dollars  for  permanent  improvements. 

3.  If  we  make  our  School  of  Electrical  Engineering  what 
it  ouffht  to  be,  we  shall  need  at  least  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
more  for  that  purpose. 

4.  If  it  be  deemed  wise  to  establish  a  system  of  water- works, 
the  University  needs  four  thousand  dollars  in  addition  to  the 
above.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF 
BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  the  Honorable^  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana :  ' 

In  compliance  with  section  4554  of  the  Statutes  of  Indiana, 
requiring  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Normal  School  to  make  a 
report  to  the  Legislature,  when  it  is  in  session,  we  have  the 
honor  to  submit  herewith  our  report  for  the  two  years  ending 
October  31,  1888. 

On  the  morning  of  the  9th  of  April,  1888,  the  telegraph 
brought  to  the  several  members  of  this  Board  the  information 
that  the  school  building  was  entirely  destroyed  by  fire.  The 
fire  caught  from  a  defective  flue,  and  had  made  such  progress 
when  discovered  as  to  defy  the  eflbrts  of  the  fire  department 
to  extinguish  it,  owing  to  its  height  and  the  large  amount  of 
inflammable  material  in  the  roof.  At  that  date  there  were 
six  hundred  and  twenty-four  students  attending  the  school, 
representing  from  seventy-five  to  eighty  counties  of  the  State, 
and  who  had  taken  about  one- third  of  the  work  of  the  spring 
term.  The  Trustees  met  immediately,  resolved  to  continue  the 
work  of  the  school,  and  accepted  the  use  of  Centenary  M.  E. 
Church,  among  many  generous  ofl"ers,  for  temporary  occu- 
pancy, until  the  second  story  of  the  Terre  Haute  High  School 
building  could  be  completed,  which  was  very  generously  ten- 
dered by  the  City  School  Trustees  for  our  use. 

And  here  we  desire  to  express  our  grateful  acknowledgments 
for  the  generous  tenders  of  rooms  from  the  churches  and  pri- 
vate citizens  of  Terre  Haute  for  temporary  quarters,  and 
especially  to  the  School  Trustees  and  Common  Council  of  Terre 
Haute,  for  their  liberality  toward  the  school  in  its  misfortune. 
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We  resolved  to  rebuild,  and  the  city,  recognizing  the  bind- 
ing force  of  the  original  contract  entered  into  when  the  school 
was  first  established,  to  pay  one-half  the  expense  of  all  neces- 
sary repairs,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  Board  the  sum  of 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  expended  in  replacing  the  building. 

After  employing  an  architect  and  adopting  a  plan,  we  have 
contracted  for  the  rebuilding  of  the  walls,  the  necessary  iron 
and  stone  work  and  the  roofing  (excepting  the  slate),  which 
is  to  be  completed  by  the  15th  of  December,  1888.  The  con- 
tract price  for  this  work  was  $47,200.  This,  with  $2,750  ex- 
pended for  cleaning  out  the  debris,  taking  down  the  damaged 
walls,  and  other  sums  for  architect's  services,  advertising  for 
bids,  etc.,  will  exceed  the  acnount  advanced  us  by  the  city  of 
Terre  Haute. 

In  view  of  the  annually  increasing  attendance  of  pupils  from 
all  parts  of  the  State,  the  thorough  work  done  in  the  line  of 
preparing  young  men  and  young  women  to  teach  in  our  com- 
mon schools,  and  the  increased  efficiency  of  the  public  schools, 
resulting  from  furnishing  trained  teachers  for  them,  there  can 
scarcely  be  any  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the  members  of  the 
Legislature  as  to  the  necessity  of  making  liberal  appropriations 
for  the  continuance  of  the  school. 

The  total  loss  to  the  State  in  building,  library,  apparatus, 
furniture,  etc.,  we  estimate  at  from  $200,000  to  $225,000.  To 
restore  the  building  according  to  the  plans  adopted  we  esti- 
mate will  cost  $70,000,  in  addition  to  the  amount  already  fur- 
nished us  by  the  city  of  Terre  Haute. 

As  a  measure  of  safety  against  a  future  similar  calamity  we 
propose  to  put  the  boiler  and  furnace  for  the  steam  heating 
apparatus  on  an  adjoining  lot,  which  has  already  been  secured 
for  the  purpose.  We  estimate  the  expense  of  the  boiler  house 
and  heating  apparatus  at  $13,000. 

The  needs  of  the  school  are  summarized  in  the  report  of 
President  Parsons. 

These  requests  are  fully  endorsed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
An  examination  of  the  report  of  Hon.  Joseph  Gilbert,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  hereto  attached,  will  show  that  for  the 
last  two  years  the  incidental  expenses  have  averaged  over 
$10,000  per  year.  We  will,  therefore,  require  that  amount  an- 
nually for  the  ensuing  two  years. 


THE    CONTRACT  WITH    THE    CITY   OF   TERRE    HAUTE. 

When  the  school  was  first  established  the  city  of  Terre 
Haute  gave  the  lot  on  which  the  building  was  erected,  valued 
at  $25,000,  and  also  $50,000  in  money,  and  furthermore  bound 
herself  to  pay  half  the  expense  of  keeping  the  building  in  re- 
pair. Since  the  destruction  of  our  building  the  city  has  gener- 
ously fitted  up  half  of  her  high  school  building  for  our  use,  at 
considerable  expense,  and  given  it  free  of  rent.  (Since  our 
last  report  to  the  Legislature  the  city  removed  her  high  school 
from  our  building.) 

As  before  stated,  they  have  furnished  us  with  $50,000  to  com- 
mence the  work  of  rebuilding,  and  propose  to  pay  half  the  ex- 
pense of  its  restoration.  When  this  is  done  we  think  the 
State  of  Indiana  can  afford  to  be  generous  enough  to  release 
the  city  from  its  contract  to  pay  half  the  expense  of  repairs. 

^Notwithstanding  the  calamity  of  last  April,  the  present  term 
of  the  school  opened  with  a  larger  attendance  than  ever  before 
at  a  fall  term.  The  report  of  the  President  of  the  faculty 
shows  a  prosperous  condition  of  the  school. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  report  of  the  Hon.  W.  R.  Mc- 
Keen,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  FACULTY. 


Hon.  Murray  jBriggs,  President 

Board  of  Trustees  Indiana  State  Normal  School : 

I  herewith   submit  a  scholastic  report  of  the  State  Norma:! 
School  for  the  two  years  ending  October  31,  1888. 


THE  FACULTY. 


Several  changes  in  the  faculty  have  occurred  since  the  last 
biennial  report  was  made.  Miss  Lucy  M.  Salmon,  who  had 
been  granted  leave  of  absence  for  the  school  year  of  1886-87, 
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resigned  her  position  as  head  of  the  departtnent  of  History  in 
June,  1887,  and  Mr.  Elwood  W.  Kemp  was  elected  to  the  posi- 
tion thus  made  vacant.  Mr.  Anton  Shide,  teacher  of  Music  in 
the  institution,  resigned  in  February,  1887,  and  was  succeeded 
by  Mrs.  Carrie  B,  Adams.  In  December,  1887,  Miss  Ruth 
Morris  resigned  as  teacher  of  Higher  English  and  Literature, 
and  Mr,  W.  B.  Woods  took  charge  of  the  instruction  in  this 
department  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the 
year,  June,  1888,  this  department  and  that  of  English  Gram- 
mar and  Composition  were  combined,  and  Mr.  Woods  was 
elected  to  the  charge  of  the  department  thus  created.  In  the 
Training  School  there  has  been  a  change  of  teachers  through- 
out, Mr.  Avery,  Miss  Cox,  Miss  Hill  and  Mrs.  Burt  in  turn 
resigning,  to  accept  positions  elsewhere. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  competent  persons  have  been  found  to 
fill  the  vacancies  which  have  occurred  from  time  to  time,  and 
that  the  instruction  in  the  Normal  School  proper  and  in  the 
Training  School  is  efficiently  carried  on.  In  this  connection  it 
is  proper  to  say  that  one  of  the  greatest  difficulties  experienced 
by  a  normal  school  ib  the  finding  and  securing  of  competent, 
professionally  trained  teachers.  A  normal  school  is  a  school 
for  the  professional  training  of  teachers.  Manifestly  the 
teachers  in  such  a  school  must  themselves  possess  the  high- 
est professional  ability  and  attainments.  A  general  scholar- 
ship and  culture,  such  as  the  college  or  university  confers, 
however  thorough  and  extended  this  piay  be,  does  not  of 
itself  prepare  one  to  render  the  highest  service  as  a  teacher 
in  a  normal  school.  And  this  for  the  reason  that  in  the 
normal  school  all  subjects  are  taught  and  studied  from  a  ped- 
agogical point  of  view.  The  object  is  not,  as  in  the  general 
school,  to  give  the  student  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  sub- 
ject and  to  train  him  most  efficiently  by  means  of  it,  not  this 
only,  but  in  addition  to  enable  him  to  master  the  method  in  the 
subject  itself.  The  normal  student  is  to  be  taught  how  to  teach 
the  subject.  A  normal  school  teacher,  therefore,  must  be  a 
teacher  who  has  added  to  a  liberal  and  accurate  scholarship  a 
thorough  understanding  of  the  history,  the  science  and  the  art 
of  education,  and  who  possesses  that  practical  skill  in  instruct- 
ing and  management  which  extended  experience  alone  can 
give.  A  normal  school  must  select  as  its  teachers  persons  of 
thorough  and  liberal  scholastic  training,  of  sound  educational 
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views  acquired  by  the  study  of  education  in  all  its  phases,  and 
of  ascertained  and  demonstrated  skill  in  the  actual  work  of 
the  Bchool-room.  To  do  its  work  most  efficiently  a  normal 
school  must  be  able,  whenever  a  position  is  to  be  filled,  to  com- 
mand the  services  of  the  most  scholarly  and  the  most  thor- 
oughly trained  teacher  to  be  found.  Such  persons  hold  the 
most  responsible  and  the  most  remunerative  educational  posi- 
tions in  the  country,  and  to  secure  their  services  the  normal 
school  must  be  able  to  offer  a  compensation  not  below  that 
which  can  be  obtained  by  them  elsewhere.

Of  the  358  graduates  and  4,977  undergraduates  of  the  insti- 
tution it  is  impossible  to  determine  what  proportion  are  now 
teaching,  but  a  large  majority,  it  is  known,  are  actively  en- 
gaged in  the  school  work  of  the  State.  It  is  doubtful  if 
there  is  a  township  in  the  State  which  has  not  at  some  time 
had  one  or  more  teachers  from  this  institution;  and  probably 
the  public  schools  of  no  county  of  the  State  are  at  this  time 
without  several  representatives  of  the  ISTormal  School.  Capa- 
ble graduates  and  undergraduates  experience  no  difficulty  in 
securing  positions  at  remunerative  salaries.  The  supply  oif 
such  persons,  qualified  for  systematic,  thorough  school  work, 
has  for  several  years  proved  quite  unequal  to  the  demand. 
Since  the  close  of  the  last  school  year,  June  8, 1888,  there  have 
been  calls  for  at  least  twice  as  many  teachers  as  the  school  has 
been  able  to  name  for  the  positions  that  have  opened. 

THE    OBJECTS    AND    METHODS    OF    THE    SCHOOL. 

On  the  20th  of  December,  1865,  it  was  enacted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  Indiana,  "  That  there  shall  be  established  and 
maintained,  as  hereinafter  provided,  a  State  Normal  School, 
the  object  of  which  shall  be  the  preparation  of  teachers  for 
teaching  in  the  common  schools  of  Indiana." 

This  statute  defines  clearly  the  object  of  the  State  Normal 
School.  Its  sole  function  is  the  preparation  of  teachers  for  the  . 
common  schools  of  the  State.  The  Normal  School  is  not  a 
school  for  general  culture,  for  its  own  sake.  It  is  a  profes- 
sional school.  Its  central  idea  is  to  confer  that  knowledge 
which  constitutes  the  science  of  education,  and  to  train  stu- 
dents in  the  art  of  instruction   and  school  management.     Its 
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leading  aim  is  to  give  that  knowledge  and  training  whieh 
belong  as  distinctively  to  the  teacher  as  does  the  science  of 
medicine  to  the  physician  or  the  science  of  law  to  the  legal 
practitioner.  A  school  is  a  normal  school,  in  the  sense  con- 
templated in  the  statute  quoted,  only  when  it  makes  these 
its  controlling  ends.  To  hold  the  State  !N"ormal  School  to  its 
one  object  as  a  professional  institution  only  those  are  admitted 
to  its  privileges  who  intend  to  prepare  for  the  work  of  the 
school  room.  To  the  work  of  preparing  teachers  for  the  com- 
mon schools  of  the  State  the  Normal  School  has,  during  the 
nineteen  years  of  its  existence,  addressed  its  entire  energies. 

By  what  means  does  it  seek  to  give  this  preparation  '{  The 
answer  may  be  made  as  follows : 

I.  It  seeks  to  lead  the  pupil  to  acquire  a  thorough,  scientific 
knowledge  of  the  branches  he  is  to  teach.  This  knowledge  is 
the  prime  condition  of  any  success  in  the  school-room.  The 
teacher's  instruction  in  a  given  subject  can  never  rise  above  his 
own  knowledge  of  that  subject.  No  knowledge  of  methods  of 
instruction,  however  excellent  in  themselves,  no  fund  of  general 
information,  however  accurate  and  extensive,  can  be  substituted 
for  the  specific  and  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subjects  which 
the  individual  is  required  to  teach.  He  must  at  least  know 
these.  General  culture  and  information  will  greatly  augment 
the  teaching  power  of  one  already  possessing  the  requisite 
knowledge  of  what  is  to  be  taught,  as  will  also  correct  methods 
of  instruction;  but  these  are  auxiliaries  to,  not  substitutes  for, 
a  definite  understanding  of  the  matter  of  instruction.  The 
teacher  must  himself  know  that  which  the  pupils  are  expected 
to  acquire  under  his  tuition.  His  mastery  of  these  subjects 
must  be  thorough  and  complete.  Other  things  equal,  he  is  the 
best  teacher  of  a  subject  who  has  the  most  thorough  and  com- 
plete knowledge  of  it.  Not  only  must  the  teacher  be  conver- 
sant with  the  facts  of  the  various  branches  he  teaches,  but  he 
must  know  these  in  their  logical  connections.  It  is  only  thus 
that  they  form  a  subject  of  study.  The  facts  of  arithmetic,  for 
example,  constitute  the  science  of  arithmetic  only  when  viewed 
in  the  necessary  relations  that  exist  among  the  facts  themselves. 
Knowledge  proper  is  to  be  distinguished  from  mere  informa- 
tion. The  latter  is  the  knowledge  of  facts,  as  facts;  i.  e.,  in 
their  isolation;  the  former  is  the  comprehension  of  facts  in 
their  organic  connections.     Information  is  not  education.     A 
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mass  of  information  systematized  by  thinking  it  under  the 
relations  which  inhere  among  the  facts  and  principles  them- 
selves becomes  knowledge,  and  as  such  has  great  educational 
value.  The  instruction  in  the  various  branches  of  study  in  the 
common  schools  must  result  in  this  latter  form  of  knowledge. 
This  alone  confers  real  power  upon  the  pupil.  Many  persons, 
under  the  usual  tests,  show  a  fair  degree  of  familiarity  with 
the  subject-matter  of  this  or  that  branch  of  learning ;  but  when 
required  to  think  the  subject  as  a  system,  independent  of  a  text- 
book treating  it,  they  are  found  to  possess  no  adequate,  coherent 
knowledge  of  it.  It  is  a  necessary  part  of  a  teacher's  knowledge 
that  he  shall  have  thought  the  facts  of  the  various  subjects  of 
instruction  into  a  coherent  and  systematic  whole.  While  such 
a  knowledge  as  this  is  the  only  true  one  for  any  educational 
purpose,  it  is  preeminently  the  teacher's  view.  Nothing  less 
than  this  orderly  knowledge  of  the  subject  will  suffice  for  the 
teacher.  As  the  primary  requirement,  then,  the  Kormal  School 
seeks  to  ground  its  students  thoroughly  in  the  knowledge  of 
the  branches  required  to  be  taught  in  the  common  schools  of 
the  State. 

II.  As  a  second  element  of  a  teacher's  preparation  for  the 
work  of  the  school  room,  the  Normal  School  endeavors  to  give 
its  students  a  knowledge  of  the  nature,  processes,  laws  and 
products  of  the  human  mind.  Mind  is  the  subject  of  the  edu- 
cating process.  The  teacher  is  in  the  presence  of  from  thirty- 
five  to  fifty  children  from  five  to  six  hours  per  day. 

It  is  his  function,  as  teacher,  to  train  and  develop  each  of 
these  individual  minds;  to  strengthen  them  in  every  correct 
power  and  habit  of  thought,  to  purify  and  chasten  their  feel- 
ings, and  to  present  such  motives  as  will  tend  to  the  discarding 
of  all  bad  habits  of  body  and  mind,  and  to  the  formation  of 
good  ones.  To  train  a  faculty  or  power  of  the  mind  it  must 
be  exercised  upon  its  proper  objects,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  of  its  nature.  Exercise  is  the  condition  of  mental 
growth.  But  mental  activity  without  the  guidance  of  a  ra- 
tional end,  and  not  in  obedience  to  the  proper  laws  of  the  fac- 
ulty exercised,  may  produce  a  distorted  and  abnormal  growth. 

The  human  mind,  in  its  natural  and  leading  forms  of  ac- 
tivity, with  their  conditions,  laws  and  products,  bears  a  relation 
to  the  art  of  teaching  similar  to  that  of  the  bodily  nature  and 
functions  to  the  physician's  art.     For  the  teacher  to  attempt 
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to  pursue  his  art,  with  all  its  complicated  and  responsible 
duties,  without  a  clear  knowledge  of  the  processes  and  laws  of 
mind,  is  hardly  less  irrational  than  would  be  the  practice  of 
medicine  without  an  adequate  knowledge  of  the  principal 
organs  of  the  body  and  their  laws  and  functions. 

Moreover,  the  teacher's  methods  of  instruction,  if  based 
upon  reasons  or  principles,  and  not  derived  from  mere  author- 
ity and  experiment,  must  spring  largely  from  the  study  of 
mind.  The  mind  is  to  be  educated.  The  instruments  of  the 
process  are  the  various  subjects  of  study.  These  two,  then, 
mind  and  matter  of  study,  must  be  the  main  factors  in  a  ra- 
tional or  scientific  method  of  instruction.  In  this  thought  the 
study  of  mind  in  all  its  manifestations  occupies  a  prominent 
place  in  the  course  of  study  in  the  Normal  School.  The  effort 
is  made  to  study  mind  itself,  in  its  conditions,  activities,  laws 
and  results.  Too  often  the  study  of  mental  science  is  made  the 
mere  learning  of  text,  without  verification  by  appeal  to  indi- 
vidual and  personal  mental  experience.  The  true  method  of 
pursuing  this  subject  is  by  introspection,  using  the  text  mainly 
as  a  guide.  For  the  teacher's  purpose,  it  must  be  chiefly  a 
direct  study  of  mind.  It  is  only  in  this  way  that  the  study  of 
mental  science  can  become  an  efficient  aid  to  the  teacher. 

It  must  ever  be  admitted  and  emphasized  that  knowledge  of 
the  subject  is  of  the  first  importance  to  whoever  would  teach 
the  subject.  The  teacher  must  know  that  which  he  is  to  teach. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  probably  true  that  more  failures  in  the  school- 
room are  due  to  ignorance  of  child  nature  than  to  any  other 
cause.  The  chief  weakness  in  the  public  schools  to-day  is  on 
the  side  of  mind,  not  ignorance  of  subjects.  Knowledge  of 
:motives,  conditions,  processes  and  laws  of  mind  activity  is  the 
key  to  scientific  instruction,  and  it  is  not  held  by  the  majority 
of  teachers. 

III.  But  the  teacher's  preparation  must  include  more  than 
the  knowledge  of  the  branches  to  be  taught,  and  the  nature 
and  operations  of  mind.  It  is  all  important  that  the  teacher 
have  clear  and  correct  ideas  as  to  the  true  ends  of  the  educating 
process.  His  theory  of  education,  i.  e.,  his  views  concerning 
the  main  results  to  be  accomplished  by  the  process,  will  go  far 
toward  determining  the  spirit  and  methods  of  the  school  in  all 
its  work.  If  the  teacher  regards  the  informing  of  the  mind  as 
his  chief  work,  this  view  will  manifest  itself  in  all  he  does.     If 
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to  him  the  prevailing  aim  of  the  school  is  to  lead  the  pupil  to 
acquire  a  large  fund  of  systematic  knowledge,  receiving  such 
training  of  the  intellectual  faculties  as  the  acquisition  of  this 
incidentally  and  necessarily  gives,  this  theory  will,  in  a  great 
degree,  determine  the  character  of  the  work  done  in  the  school. 
If  the  teacher  holds  information  and  systematized  knowledge, 
valuable  and  important  as  they  are,  to  be  necessary  means  only, 
and  the  quickening  and  unfolding  of  all  the  intellectual,  moral 
and  spiritual  faculties  to  be  the  abiding  aims  of  the  school,  the 
instruction  given  and  the  discipline  administered  will  look  to 
this  end.  The  Normal  School  holds  that  character  and  power 
are  above  learning.  While  in  nowise  underestimating  or  de- 
preciating the  value  of  knowledge,  it  yet  teaches  that  the  ulti- 
mate outcome  of  all  school  work  must  be  the  individual  with 
trained  powers  of  intellect,  acute  moral  perceptions  and  senti- 
ments, a  will  trained  in  the  habit  of  obedience  to  the  right  and 
a  reverential  spirit.  The  man  or  woman  rounded  and  trained 
in  every  natural  capacity,  must  be  the  aim  of  the  school.  The 
correct  theory  of  the  school  is  sought  to  be  imparted  by  a  study 
of  the  training  schools  in  their  actual  work,  by  an  extended 
study  of  the  history  and  science  of  education,  and  by  the  method 
of  performing  the  daily  class-work  in  all  the  departments. 

IV.  If  in  a  fair  degree  fitted  by  natural  aptitude  for  the 
work  of  instructing  and  managing  a  school,  a  person  trained 
in  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subjects  he  is  to  teach,  possess- 
ing a  theoretical  knowledge  of  mental  activities  and  laws,  and 
grounded  in  a  correct  theory  of  education,  will  ultimately  suc- 
ceed in  the  school-room.  The  problem  now  is  how  to  reduce 
the  period  of  actual  experiment  to  the  minimum.  The  person 
who  has  made  the  three-fold  preparation  indicated  is  prepared 
for  two  phases  of  work  which  should  precede  his  taking  charge 
of  a  school,  namely,  (1)  the  study  of  methods  of  instruction, 
and  (2)  a  period  of  actual  practice,  under  competent  direction, 
in  instructing  and  governing  schools.  To  these  two  lines  of 
work  the  Normal  School  gives  great  prominence.  It  has  a  de- 
partment of  Methods  and  a  system  of  Training  or  Practice 
schools.  Both  of  these  are  under  the  supervision  and  direction 
of  the  teacher  of  methods.  In  the  first  suificient  instruction 
is  given  to  enable  the  student  to  employ  his  knowledge  of  the 
subject  and  of  mind  in  determining  a  rational  method  of  pro- 
cedure for  teaching  the  subject.     Special  attention  is  given  to 
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methods  of  primary  instruction,  since  in  the  lower  grades  the 
foundations  of  knowledge  are  laid,  and  the  immature  mind  has 
less  power  to  seize  and  assimilate  knowledge  not  skillfully  pre- 
sented. The  schools  for  observation  and  practice  include  all 
grades  below  the  High  School.  They  are  in  charge  of  com- 
petent critic  teachers,  and  the  instruction  given  in  them  is  in 
harmony  with  the  theories  of  education  taught  in  the  iS"ormal 
School.  Students  are  ret^^uired  to  observe  and  interpret  the 
work  of  the  ipractice  schools  during  the  time  they  are  receiviiig 
instruction  in  methods,  and,  in  the  later  stages  of  the  course  of 
instruction,  they  are  required  to  spend ;a  considerable  period  in 
actual  teachijng  in  each  of  these  schools,  under  the  criticism  of 
both  the  regular  critic  teacher  and  the  teacher  of  methods.: 
They  are  thus  enabled  to  ileave  the  school  possessing  a  fair  d|e- 
gree  of  skill  in  the  instruction  and  management  of  classes  at- 
tained by  actual  experience. 

The  State  iN'ormal  School,  then,  undertakes  to  fulfill  the  pur- 
pose of  its  organization  by  (1)  leading  the  student  to  acquire 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  branches  required  to  be  taught, 
the  professional  aspects  of  the  subject  receiving  attention  dur- 
ing thisstud^^;  (2)  giving  a  comprehensive  knowledge  of  mim^i 
(3)  the  study^of  the  history  and  scienc^  of  education,  and  (4)1  a' 
system  of  instruction  in  methods,  and  an  extended  period  of 
observation  knd  actual  teaching  iii  the  training  schools  con- 
nected with  the  Institutioin.

DISCIPLINE    OF    THE    SCHOOL. 

The  end  of  all  school  government  and  discipline,  intelligently 
conceived  and  administered,  is  the  rational  self-control'  and 
self-direction  of  the  pupil.  This  is  to  be  the  outcome  in  the 
pupil.  The  eftbrt  is  made  to  derive  all  rules  of  government 
from  the  inherent  nature  and  purposes  of  the  organization 
itself.  This  is  the  true  basis  of  such  rules  ;  from  this  alone  they 
derive  their  authority,  and  not  from  the  teacher's  will  and  ut- 
terance.    A  system  of  school  regulations  which  aims  only  at 
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arbitrary  restraint,  without  leading  the  pupil  to  order  his  con- 
duct by  clearly  conceived  principles  of  right  doing,  lacks  the 
most  essential  educative  qualities.  The  formation  of  correct 
habits  of  thought  and  action — the  development  of  worthy  char- 
acter— these  are  the  true  aims  of  school  discipline.  The  disci- 
pline of  the  Kormal  School  is  administered  in  this  general 
thought  and  spirit.  Students  are  led  to  see  the  reasonableness 
of  the  requirements  made  of  them,  so  that  their  obedience  may 
be  intelligent  and  educative.  In  respect  of  discipline,  as  in  all 
other  particulars,  the  Normal  School  seeks  to  make  itself  in 
fact  what  it  must  be  by  definition — a  model  school. 

CONDITIONS    OF   ADMISSION. 

Students,  if  females,  must  be  sixteen  years  of  age ;  if  males, 
eighteen.  They  must  possess  good  moral  character  and  aver- 
age intellectual  ability.  If  residents  of  Indiana,  they  must 
promise  to  teach,  if  practicable,  in  the  common  schools  of  the 
State  a  period  equal  to  twice  that  spent  as  pupils  in  the  Normal 
School.  They  must  pass  a  fair  examination  in  reading,  writ- 
ing, spelling,  geography,  English  grammar,  and  arithmetic 
through  percentage. 

THE   BURNING   OF   THE   NORMAL   BUILDING. 

On  the  morning  of  the  9th  of  April,  1888,  the  building  of  the 
State  Normal  School  was  almost  totally  destroyed  by  fire.  It 
cost  originally  $189,000.  The  addition  of  the  extensive  heating 
apparatus,  some  years  later,  the  furnishing  throughout,  the 
library  of  about  4,000  volumes,  the  apparatus,  museum,  etc., 
swell  the  entire  cost  to  between  two  hundred  and  two  hundred 
and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars.  Of  this  splendid  equipment 
almost  nothing  was  left.  Only  the  walls  of  the  structure  were 
left  standing ;  the  library,  apparatus,  museum,  and  furniture 
were  all  lost.  Notwithstanding  this  blow,  the  school  resumed 
its  work  on  the  morning  after  the  tire,  and  all  classes  were 
regularly  conducted  till  the  year  ended. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Centenary  Methodist  and  other 
Churches  of  the  city,  and  the  kindness  of  private  citizens,  ample 
assembly  and  recitation  room  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Normal  School  till  the  second  story  of  the  city  High  School 
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building  could  be  put  into  condition  to  be  occupied,  which  re- 
quired about  three  weeks^  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  city 
schools  of  Terre  Haute  bore  the  expense  of  this,  and  offered  the 
JSTormal  School  the  use  of  these  quarters  until  such  time  as 
more  permanent  accommodations  could  be  provided.  This 
generous  tender  of  ample  room,  in  which  to  continue  its  work, 
was  accepted  by  the  Normal  School. 

The  city  of  Terre  Haute  has  recognized  fully  its  obligation, 
under  the  law  and  the  contract  with  the  State,  to  bear  one-half 
the  expense  of  repairing  the  structure.  The  City  Council  ap- 
propriated $50,000,  that  the  work  of  re-building  might  proceed 
without  the  loss  of  the  past  season.  With  this  amount  availa- 
ble, plans  for  repairing  the  building  were  made  and  adopted, 
and  a  contract  awarded  for  such  portion  of  the  work  as  could 
be  paid  for  out  of  this  fund. 

During  the  past  summer  vacation  the  city  completed  the  sec- 
ond story  of  its  new  High  School  building,  at  an  outlay  of  about 
19,000,  and  tendered  the  iMormal  School  the  use  of  this  for  the 
school  year  of  1888-89.     In  the  room  thus  provided  the  school . 
is  now  at  work  for  the  year. 

Express  mention  should  be  made  of  the  generous  treatment 
which  the  institution  has  received  since  the  disaster  of  last 
April,  from  the  city  of  Terre  Haute,  the  City  Board  of  School 
Trustees,  and  the  citizens  generally.  The  liberal  action  of  the 
city  Churches  made  it  possible  for  the  school  to  resume  its 
work  the  day  after  the  fire,  and  to  hold  its  more  than  six  hun- 
dred students  till  other  quarters  could  be  secured;  the  action  of 
the  City  School  Board  in  putting  the  High  School  building  in 
condition  to  use  temporarily  enabled  the  school  to  carry  out  its 
year's  work ;  the  further  action  of  this  Board  in  completing  the 
High  School  building  and  allowing  the  Normal  School  to  use 
the  new  portion  of  it  during  the  current  school  year,  and  this, 
too,  when  the  city  schools  greatly  need  additional  room,  place 
the  institution  under  very  great  obligations.  This  generous 
action  alone  has  made  it  possible  for  the  school  to  continue^ 
despite  the  loss  of  its  building  and  equipment. 

PRESENT  CONDITION  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

By  referring  to  page  11  of  this  report,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  attendance  has  been  gradually  increasing,  with  slight  varia-; 
lion,  from  year  to  year  throughout  the  history  of  the  schoolJ 
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It  opened  in  January,  1870,  with  fewer  than  a  score  of  students; 
during  the  school  year  ending  June  7,  1888,  the  enrollment 
showed  an  attendance  of  789  different  students,  with  an  aver- 
age term  attendance  of  492.  This  is  the  largest  average  num- 
ber of  students  the  school  has  ever  had  during  a  single  year. 
E"otwithstanding  the  loss  of  the  building  and  the  library,  fur- 
niture and  apparatus  accumulated  since  the  opening  of  the 
school  nearly  nineteen  yearc  ago,  the  fall  term  of  the  present 
year,  which  opened  September  25th,  shows  only  a  slight  falling 
off  from  the  attendance  of  one  year  ago.  There  are  at  present 
343  students  in  the  institution,  and  the  two  years  which  this 
report  covers  have  been,  in  every  educational  way,  the  most 
prosperous  in  the  school's  history.  'Not  only  has  the  institution 
grown  steadily  and  rapidly  in  numbers,  but  its  influence  on  the 
spirit  and  work  of  the  common  schools  of  the  State  has  been 
even  more  marked.  The  educational  views,  doctrines,  and 
methods  of  the  State  Normal  School  have  been  disseminated 
so  widely  as  to  become  in  a  great  degree  the  common  property 
of  the  public  school  teachers  of  Indiana.  Nearly  5,500  persons 
have  received  more  or  less  instruction  in  the  institution,  and 
more  than  two-thirds  of  these,  it  is  estimated,  are  now  actively 
engaged  in  public  school  work.  The  demand  for  teachers 
trained  in  the  Normal  School  has  been  for  several  years  quite 
in  excess  of  the  supply.  This  may  be  taken  as  a  decisive  indi- 
cation of  the  popular  favor  with  which  the  work  is  regarded. 
I  can  not  too  highly  commend  the  present  moral  tone  of  the 
school,  and  the  excellent  spirit  of  the  large  body  of  young 
men  and  young  women  for  the  past  year  in  attendance.  About 
seventy-five  per  cent,  of  them  are  the  sons  and  daughters  of 
farmers,  mechanics  and  the  laboring  classes  generally.  Most 
of  these  are  wholly  or  in  part  self-supporting.  They  have  by 
their  own  exertions  earned  the  money  with  which  they  are  now 
educating  themselves.  They  are  not  sent  to  school  by  their 
parents.  They  are  in  earnest,  and  they  know  the  value  of  time 
and  opportunity.  They  are  wholly  devoted  to  study  and  the 
performance  of  their  daily  tasks  as  students.  Comiog  largely 
from  the  farm  and  the  work-shop,  they  have  already  formed 
habits  of  promptness,  regularity  and  industry,  which  are  the 
most  important  conditions  of  successful  work  as  students.  It 
is  not  out  of  place  to  remark  that  they  come  to  the  institution 
possessed  of  sound  moral  character,  and  a  majority  of  them  of 
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a  rich,  religious  life.  While  studiously  avoiding  everything  of 
a  sectarian  character,  the  school  endeavors  by  all  legitimate 
means  to  foster  and  promote  these  moral  and  religious  qualities. 

Students  receive  instruction  in  the  principles  of  moral  con- 
duct, and  they  are  incited  to  employ  all  proper  means  for  deep- 
ening and  broadening  the  current  of  their  religious  life.  Two 
distinctively  religious  organizations  are  maintained  by  the 
students — -the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  and  the 
Young  Women's  Christian  Association.  These  are  active  in 
their  work,  and  are  important  agencies  in  the  religious  culture 
of  the  students. 

The  general  condition  of  the  institution  is  summed  up  in 
the  statement  that  both  faculty  and  students  are  at  work  earn- 
estly and  in  harmony  to  promote  its  highest  efficiency  and  use- 
fulness in  all  its  departments  and  in  every  phase  of  its  work. 

PRESENT   NEEDS   OF   THE    SCHOOL. 

To  provide  a  library  adequate  to  the  present  needs  of  the 
institution  would  require  the  expenditure  of  not  less  than 
$15,000.  The  library  destroyed  by  the  fire  cost,  it  is  estimated, 
about  $10,000.  Of  this  amount  Mr.  Chauncey  Rose  gave  $4,000, 
the  State  by  appropriation  $500,  the  Trustees  of  the  Ilopkins 
Memorial  Fund  $125,  and  the  remainder  was  expended  out  of 
the  appropriations  made  from  time  to  time  for  incidental  pur- 
poses. To  supply  the  needed  furniture  for  the  new  building 
will  require  an  appropriation  of  from  $4,000  to  $5,000,  and  to 
equip  the  science  department  with  the  apparatus  and  material 
needed  for  its  work,  will  cost  about  $5,000.

TRUSTEES'    REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  Isaac  P.  Gray, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

We  take  pleasure  in  subraittirig  to  you  the  tenth  annual  re- 
port of  this  institution. 

The  close  of  the  past  liscal  year  finds  us  with  much  to  be 
thankful  for.  Our  main  building,  which  was  under  contract  at 
the  close  of  last  year,  has  been  completed  and  occupied.  A 
good,  substantial  school-house,  with  a  chapel  attached,  has 
been  erected.  Also  two  industrial  buildings.  The  main  build- 
ing, school- house  and  chapel  are  heated  by  steam  and  lighted 
by  electricity.  In  the  industrial  buildings  natural  gas  is  used 
for  heating  and  lighting  purposes. 

A  complete  system  of  water- works  has  been  placed  around 
the  buildings,  and  we  have  an  organized  fire  company  (com- 
posed of  employes),  and  we  have  an  ample  supply  of  water 
and  hose  that  enables  us  to  throw  water  upon  any  part  of  all 
the  buildings. 

A  green-house  has  been  erected,  and  the  grounds  partially 
ornamented  and  beautified. 

No  appropriation  has  been  overdrawn,  and  only  one  (the 
school-house  and  chapel)  appropriation  exhausted.  All  of  the 
work  would  have  been  completed  by  the  close  ot  this  year  if  we 
could  have  obtained  the  money  appropriated  by  the  last  Legis- 
lature, Therefore,  owing  to  the  need  of  money,  many  of  the 
minor  matters  we  have  been  compelled  to  defer  until  next  year. 

We  were  directed  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  last 
General  Assembly  to  carry  insurance  upon  the  building  when 
completed.  There  was  no  money  appropriated  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  any  insurance  would  necessarily  be  taken  from  the 
maintenance  fund,  and  thereby  lessen  the  comforts  of  the  in- 
mates.    We  therefore  effected  an  insurance  of  $32,000  for  one 
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year,  paying  for  the  same  out  of  moneys  collected  from  the  in- 
surance companies  upon  the  old  buildings.  If  there  is  no  sep- 
arate provision  made  hj  the  next  General  Assembly  for  the 
payment  of  insurance  upon  buildings,  the  Trustees  will  feel  it 
to  be  their  duty,  under  the  law,  to  reinsure  the  buildings. 

We  call  attention  to  the  Superintendent's  report,  herewith 
submitted,  for  information  as  to  the  number  of  inmates,  their 
care,  education  and  training,  The  report  of  the  financial  offi- 
cer, Matron,  Principal  of  the  schools  and  physician  are  here- 
with submitted  for  your  information. 

We  also  submit  herewith  our  report  of  the  moneys  received 
under  the  general  appropriations,  and  the  manner  in  which  it 
has  been  expended.  Also,  a  report  of  the  miscellaneous  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures.  These  reports  also  show  the  amount 
of  moneys  undrawn.  This  money  will  be  expended  in  two  ad- 
ditional shops  that  are  very  much  needed  at  the  present  time. 

THE    NEEDS    OF    THE    INSTITUTION. 

The  object  of  this  institution  being  to  provide  a  home  and 
education  for  the  orphans  of  soldiers  and  sailors,  who,  through 
misfortune,  have  been  left  without  the  protecting  care  of  rela- 
tives or  friends,  it  is  important  to  ascertain  whether  all  such 
orphans  can  be  cared  for  at  the  present  Home.  The  Dormi- 
tory capacity  was  intended  to  provide  for  300  children  and 
fifty  employes.  There  are  now  340  being  cared  for.  You  will 
see  by  the  Superintendent's  report  that  one  or  two  divisions 
have  been  placed  in  the  old  school  building. 

There  are  one  hundred  applications  of  soldiers'  and  sailors' 
orphans  favorably  acted  upon  by  the  Board  with  no  provision 
for  them.  The  majority  of  these  orphans  are  in  very  poor  and 
destitute  circumstances,  and  many  of  them  are  inmates  of  the 
various  county  asylums.  The  Trustees  are  confident  from  let- 
ters of  inquiry  received  that  these  applications  would  be  raised 
to  two  hundred  in  a  few  days,  if  there  was  any  assurance  given 
that  we  could  provide  for  them  comfortably. 

Our  school  house,  chapel  and  industrial  buildings  are  large 
enough  to  accommodate  six  hundred  children.  To  make  this 
practical  we  should  have  six  cottages,  each  capable  of  receiving 
a  division  of  thirty-five  children.  To  build  and  furnish  these 
cottages  would  cost  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  each. 
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There  is  also  au  imperative  demand  for  a  hospital  building. 
Provision  for  such  a  building  was  omitted  in  the  general  law. 
When  children  are  taken  sick  they  should  be  separated  at  once 
from  the  well  and  strong,  for  obvious  reasons.  A  hospital 
building  will  cost,  to  build  and  furnish,  about  six  thousand 
dollars. 

An  increased  number  of  inmates  would  require  an  enlarge- 
ment of  our  dining  room,  at  an  expense  of  four  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

The  appropriation  already  made  will  finish  all  other  neces- 
sary buildings.  Should  these  buildings  be  completed  we  would 
have  a  complete  Home,  wherein  could  be  comfortably  cared  for 
five. hundred  and  fifty  to  six  hundred  children. 

An  objection  that  would  be  probably  urged  against  this  out- 
lay and  expense  is  that  in  a  few  years  the  number  of  soldiers' 
orphans  will  begin  to  rapidly  decrease,  and  that  twenty  years 
hence  no  orphan  of  that  class  would  be  existing. 

But  the  increasing  population  of  our  State,  the  sure  and 
rapid  growth  of  our  villages  into  towns,  and  towns  into  cities^ 
and  the  cities  manufacturing  centers,  render  it  evident  that 
within  our  State  may  be  always  found  many,  very  many,  des- 
titute children,  orphans  whose  care  and  education  would  be  a 
grand  and  noble  work  for  our  great  commonwealth  to  assume 
— deliver  them  from  a  life  of  want  and  misery,  and  secure 
them  from  the  purlieus  of  vice  and  crime.  The  outlay  and  ex- 
pense of  maintaining  such  an  institution  would  be  amply  repaid 
in  the  increased  standard  of  good  citizenship. 

The  site  of  the  Home,  the  present  buildings  now  finished, 
the  pure  and  medicinal  properties  of  the  water,  the  great  ad- 
vantages for  fuel  (the  Trustees  caused  two  gas  wells  to  be  sunk 
on  the  premises  at  a  cost  of  thirty- six  hundred  and  twenty-five 
dollars,  which  is  considered  suflicient  fuel  for  all  purposes)  ren- 
der this  place  eminently  fit  and  appropriate  for  the  permanent 
location  for  such  an  institution. 

We  trust  you  may  deem  it  wise  and  expedient  to  make  such 
recommendations  to  the  next  General  Assembly  as  will  enable 
us  to  eiect  the  foregoing  proposed  buildings.

All  the  building  would  have  been  completed  and  the  grounds 
put  in  order  by  the  close  of  the  year  had  the  Trustees  been 
able  to  draw  the  appropriations  made  for  that  purpose  Octo- 
ber 81,  1888.

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DESCRIPTION    OF    NEW    BUILDINGS. 


The  main  building  15  feet  by  63  feet,  three  stories  high  ;  and 
a  wing  45  feet  by  100  feet,  three  stories  high ;  and  a  wing  40 
feet  by  90  feet,  three  stories  high  ;  and  a  kitchen  30  feet  by  38 
feet. 

The  building  contains  seventy-six  rooms,  besides  halls,  cor- 
ridors and  presses.  The  footings  and  outside  walls  of  the 
building  to  the  top  of  the  water-table  are  made  of  stone ;  the 
other  walls  are  all  brick.  The  outside  walls  above  water-table 
are  stuccoed  with  English  Portland  cement. 

All  the  walls  are  heavy  and  built  in  a  substantial  manner. 

The  outer  walls  are  trimmed  with  terra-cotta  and  pressed 
brick,  and  the  building  is  roofed  with  slate. 

The  building  is  provided  with  three  broad  stairways  leading 
from  bottom  to  top  of  third  story  from  the  main  building,  and 
one  stairway  leading  from  bottom  to  top  of  one  wing,  with 
two  stairways  to  the  attic  from  halls  on  third  floor. 

The  building  is  ventilated  with  ventilating  stacks,  broad 
halls  and  large  doors. 

The  wood  work  of  the  interior  of  building  is  tinished  in  oil 
and  varnish.  The  floor  of  the  hall  in  first  story  is  laid  with 
encaustic  tile. 

The  school-house  and  chapel  are  two  stories,  with  stone  foot- 
ings and  foundation.  The  rest  of  the  walls  are  of  brick  and 
roofed  with  slate.  In  this  building  there  are  eight  large  school- 
rooms, with  cloak-rooms  and  halls  adjoining,  with  a  large 
chapel,  with  stage ;  also  a  Superintendent's  office. 

One  of  the  shops  is  a  two-story  building,  built  on  stone  foot- 
ings and  foundation.  The  rest  of  wall  made  of  brick,  and 
roofed  with  slate.  This  building  has  six  large  main  rooms, 
each  with  a  small  convenient  room  attached.  This  building  is 
used  for  the  industrial  school. 

One  other  building,  which  is  also  built  of  brick,  two  stories, 
slate  roof,  with  eight  large  rooms,  used  for  laundry  and  bakery. 

Green-house  is  32  feet  by  81  feet,  with  three  thousand  feet  of 
glass  roof.     House  heated  by  steam.

LAWS  GOVERNING  THE  HOME  AND  ITS  OFFICERS. 


Sec.  9.  The  Trustees  and  (under  regulations  and  a  form  of 
application  which  they  shaU  prescribe)  the  Superintendent  are 
authorized  and  required  to  receive,  as  pupils  of  the  Indiana 
Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home,  orphans  and  children  re- 
siding in  this  State,  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  who  may 
be  destitute  of  the  means  of  support  and  education,  in  the  fol- 
lowing order: 

First.  Orphans,  children  of  deceased  Union  soldiers  or  sailors 
in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in  the  late  civil  war, 
said  orphans  not  having  mothers  Living.  If  there  be  not  appli- 
cations for  the  admission  of  persons  of  this  class  sufficient  to 
fill  said  Home,  then  there  shall  be  in  like  manner  admitted: 

Second.  Orphans,  children  of  such  deceased  soldiers  or  sail- 
ors, said  orphans  having  mothers  living.  If  there  be  not  ap- 
plications for  admission  of  persons  of  said  two  classes  sufficient 
to  fill  said  Home,  then,  in  like  manner,  there  shall  be  admitted: 

Third.  Children  of  permanently  disabled  or  indigent  sol- 
diers or  sailors  of  said  service,  residing  in  this  State,  or  in 
National  Military  Homes,  having  been  admitted  thereto  from 
this  State. 

All  children  admitted  to  said  Home,  as  pupils  thereof,  shall 
be  supported  and  educated  therein  until  they  shall  be  sixteen 
years  of  age,  unless  for  good  cause  sooner  discharged.  Any  of 
said  pupils,  who,  by  reason  of  physical  disability  or  other  cause, 
may  be,  in  the  judgment  of  said  Board,  unable  to  earn  a  liveli- 
hood, shall  be  retained  as  pupils  of  said  Home  until  they  shall 
be  eighteen  years  of  age. 

Sec.  10.  Each  county  of  this  State  shall  be  entitled  to  have 
in  said  Home  a  number  of  pupils  proportionate  to  the  number 
of  soldiers  furnished  by  it  to  the  Union  service  in  said  war, 
which  proportionate  number  shall  be  fixed  by  said  Board  ac- 
cording to  the  capacity  of  said  Home.  Applicants  from  a 
county  already  having  its  full  quota  in  said  Home  shall  be  ad- 
mitted, if  the  Home  be  not  filled  at  the  time  of  making  appli- 
cation ;  but  in  the  admission  of  applicants,  when  all  applying 
can  not  be  accommodated,  preference  shall  be  given  to  those 
from  counties  not  then  having  in  the  Home  as  many  pupils  in 
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proportiou  to  their  quotas,  as  tixed  by  said  Board,  as  other 
counties  from  which  applications  may  be  pending  shall  then 
have  therein. 

Sec.  15.  The  pupils  of  said  Home  shall  be  so  taught  and 
treated  as  to  promote  their  physical,  intellectual  and  moral  im- 
provement and  shall  be  trained  in  habits  of  industry,  studious- 
ness  and  morality.  The  Trustees  and,  under  their  direction, 
the  Superintendent  shall  afford  to  the  pupils  of  said  Home  such 
literary,  technical,  industrial,  art  and  military  education  as  can 
be  provided.  For  the  literary  education  of  said  pupils,  said 
officers  shall  establish  and  conduct  at  said  Home  a  school,  which 
shall  be  divided  into  three  departments,  a  primary  department, 
an  intermediate  department  and  a  high  school,  which  several 
departments  shall  be  properly  graded.  The  Superintendent 
shall  prescribe  proper  courses  of  study  for  said  departments 
and  grades,  not  inferior  in  any  respect  to  the  courses  of  study 
in  like  departmeuts  and  grades  of  the  common  schools  of  this 
State.  He  shall  cause  to  be  provided  the  proper  books  for  use 
in  said  school,  and  shall  employ  the  necessary  teachers.  No 
person  shall  be  employed  or  permitted  to  teach  in  any  depart- 
ment of  said  school  except  such  as  shall  be  qualified  therefor, 
and  licensed  according  to  law  to  teach  in  the  common  schools 
of  this  State. 

Sec.  16.  The  Trustees  and,  under  tlieir  direction,  the  Super- 
intendent shall  establish  and  maintain,  within  the  grounds  of 
said  Home,  a  shop  or  shops  wherein  suitable  trades  and  arts 
shall  be  taught  and  practiced  in  a  thorough  and  comprehensive 
manner.  The  Superintendent  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
said  Board,  employ  properly  qualified  foremen,  instructors  and 
instructresses  to  teach  such  trades  and  arts  to  the  pupils  of  said 
Home,  and  shall  cause  to  be  provided  machinery,  tools,  materi- 
als and  books  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  sec- 
tion, and  shall  cause  the  productions  ot  the  pupils  to  be  dis- 
posed of  by  the  Steward  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  Home. 
There  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  State 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  be  drawn  by  the  Treasurer  of  said  Board  and 
expended  in  the  erection  of  such  shop  or  shops,  and  in  the 
purchase  and  preparation,  for  and  during  the  next  two  years, 
of  said  machinery,  tools,  materials  and  books. 
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Sec.  17.  The  pupils  of  said  Home  shall  have  the  right  to  select 
for  themselves  such  trade,  art  or  occupation  taught  therein 
as  thej,  being  qualilied  therefor,  may  wish  to  learn  ;  but 
every  pupil,  male  or  female,  remaining  in  said  Home  after  com- 
pleting the  thirteenth  year  of  his  or  her  age,  except  in  case  of 
disability  or  ill-health,  shall  be  required  to  devote,  of  his  or  her 
remaining  time  in  said  Institution,  some  portion,  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Superintendent,  in  learning  some  useful  trade, 
art  or  occupation  therein  taught. 

Sec.  22.  For  any  child  voluntarily  placed  in  said  Institution 
by  the  relative  or  other  persons  authorized  to  do  so,  said 
Trustees  may  secure  a  home  in  a  private  family  residing  in  this 
State,  when,  in  the  judgment  of  said  Trustees,  the  best  interests 
of  said  child  will  be  subserved  thereby;  for  which  purpose 
they  may  indenture  such  child  during  minority  by  articles  in 
duplicate,  to  be  executed  by  said  Board  and  the  person  to 
whom  such  child  shall  be  so  intrusted,  whereby  provision  shall 
be  made  for  the  physical,  intellectual  and  moral  welfare  of  such 
child,  and  it  shall  be  stipulated  what  education  such  child 
shall  receive,  what  trade  or  occupation  he  or  she  shall  be  taught 
and  what  compensation  for  services  shall  be  made  to  such  child 
during  such  apprenticeship  and  at  the  end  thereof.  Said  arti- 
cles shall  also  provide  for  the  making  of  reports  to  said  Trust- 
ees, at  such  periods  as  they  may  deem  proper,  by  the  person  to 
whom  the  child  shall  be  intrusted,  concerning  the  condition  and 
welfare  of  the  child.  And  the  Trustees,  in  said  articles,  shall 
reserve  the  right  to  replace  such  child  in  said  Home,  if  they 
shall  deem  this  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  child ;  and 
they  may,  in  their  discretion  exercise  the  right  so  reserved. 
The  Trustees,  in  their  corporate  name,  may  sue  at  any  time 
upon  said  articles,  and  may  recover  damages  for  any  violation 
of  the  provisions  thereof,  and  the  damages,  so  recovered  shall 
be  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  such  child. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIOnS  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  HOME. 

1.  All  employes  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, and  must  give  implicit  obedience  to  his  orders.  It  is 
made  his  duty  to  discharge  any  employe  who  shall  use  profane 
or  vulgar  language,  or  who  is  addicted  to  the  use  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquors. 
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2.  The  Superinteudeut  is  responsible  for  the  proper  use, 
care  and  disposition  of  property  belonging  to  the  Home,  and 
for  the  due  administration  of  its  affairs;  but  the  hearty  co  op- 
eration of  all  officers  and  employes  is  expected,  and  a  ready 
and  cheerful  compliance  with  all  orders  and  regulations  is  re- 
quired. 

3.  In  the  absence  of  the  Superintendent  the  Matron  is  to 
be  consulted,  and  her  wishes  faithfully  carried  out.  She  is  to 
exercise  to  the  fullest  extent  the  authority  with  which  she  is 
invested  on  such  occasions.  At  all  other  times  she  is  to  have 
the  supervision  of  general  work,  and  must  report  in  writing 
any  irregularity  that  may  occur,  or  any  neglect  of  duty  on  the 
part  of  any  employe  under  her  charge.  Willful  violation  of 
rules  will  subject  the  offenders  to  forfeiture  of  positions. 

•4.  In  cases  of  urgency,  absence  from  duty  will  be  granted 
by  the  Superintendent,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  Matron. 

5.  In  all  cases  of  sickness,  or  death  of  relatives  or  friends, 
reasonable  leave  of  absence  will  be  granted. 

6.  When  employes  are  unable  to  perform  their  duties  in 
consequence  of  protracted  sickness  their  wages  will  be  paid 
until  the  end  of  the  month,  but  discontinued  thereafter. 

7.  All  persons  residing  at  the  Institution  are  expected  to  be 
in  their  rooms  by  10  o'clock  p.  m.,  at  which  hour  the  building 
ordinarily  will  be  closed. 

8.  Ladies  may  receive  gentlemen  in  the  public  parlor,  which 
will  be  open  to  public  use,  until  10  p.  m.  When  the  ladies 
themselves  are  apprised  of  the  coming  of  the  gentlemen,  the 
Superintendent  must  also  be  informed  and  his  consent  ob- 
tained. 

9.  Lights  in  private  rooms,  dormitories  and  division  rooms 
must  be  extinguished  at  ten  o'clock  p.  m.,  except  by  special 
permission  of  the  Superintendent.  > 

10.  Entertainments  for  amusement  and  social  culture  will 
be  provided  for  the  children  as  often  as  twice  a  month,  to 
which  all  persons  employed  in  the  Home  are  entitled  and  in- 
vited to  attend. 

11.  Friendly  relations  should  be  cultivated  among  all  con- 
nected with  the  Institution. 
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12.  Any  fact  prejudicial  to  the  moral  character  or  standing 
of  any  officer  or  employe  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  another 
should  be  forthwith  communicated  to  the  Superintendent,  but 
espoinage,  tattling,  and  tale-bearing  are  forbidden. 

13.  Goverueses,  teachers  and  heads  ot  departments,  though 
subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent,  will  be  held 
accountable  for  the  efficient  and  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  that  respectively  devolve  upon  them.  They  must  main- 
tain proper  order  and  discipline  among  the  pupils  under  their 
care,  and  their  assistants  are  subject  to  their  direction. 

14.  I;^o  case  of  discipline  must  be  referred  to  the  Superin- 
tendent unless  beyond  the  control  of  the  governess.  Corporal 
punishment  may  be  administered  when  other  remedies  have 
failed,  but  excessive  punishment  is  not  to  be  inflicted  at  any 
time. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  officer  and  employe  to 
report  to  the  governess  of  the  child  any  misdemeanor  or  ir- 
regularity of  conduct  coming  to  their  knowledge,  and  such  in- 
formation must  be  given  and  received  in  a  spirit  of  kindness, 
and  with  a  view  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Institution. 

16.  Under  no  circumstances  will  an  employe  be  allowed  to 
apply  to  the  children  any  language  or  epithet  calculated  to  irri- 
tate, humiliate  or  degrade  them.  No  rough  expressions  or 
slang  phrases  must  be  employed,  but  on  the  other  hand  a  cor- 
rect and  discreet  use  of  language  in  the  presence  of  children 
must  be  observed. 

17.  Governesses,  teachers  and  others  having  charge  of  the 
children  must  give  attention  to  their  hygienic  training,  such  as 
the  manner  of  sitting,  standing,  walking,  manner  and  time  of 
studying,  etc. 

18.  The  children  should  not  be  addressed  by  their  last  name 
alone,  or  by  any  nick- name  or  false  names.  Correct  use  of 
words  and  language  should  always  be  encouraged. 

19.  The  head  of  each  industrial  department  shall  see  that 
the  industry  conducted  by  him  is  taught  and  practiced  in  a 
thorough  and  comprehensive  manner,  so  that  each  pupil  shall 
obtain,  as  far  as  possible,  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  same  in 
all  its  parts.  lie  shall  be  at  his  post  of  duty  at  the  beginning 
of  business  hour,  preserve  proper  order  among  his  pupils,  and 
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secure  close  aud  constant  application  to  the  work  in  which 
they  are  engaged.  If  a  pupil  tails  to  report  for  duty  at  the 
proper  time,  the  Superintendent  must  be  notified  at  once. 

20.  Whenever  it  is  possible,  the  governess  must  accompany 
the  children  to  the  play-ground,  give  direction  to  their  sports, 
regulate  their  conduct,  and  exercise  such  supervision  as  will 
prevent  accidents  and  misdemeanors  of  any  kind. 

21.  Governesses  shall  give  special  attention  to  the  condition 
of  the  children's  clothing,  and  see  that  it  is  kept  clean  and  in 
repair.  On  Sundays  and  holidays  the  children  shall  wear  their 
best  suits. 

22.  Governesses  will  accompany  their  children  to  all  chapel 
exercises  when  attending  services,  and  to  the  door  of  the 
school-room  when  attending  school.  The  teachers  will  accom- 
pany the  children  from  the  school-room  and  deliver  them  to 
the  governess  at  the  door  of  the  division  room. 

23.  A  general  attendance  of  all  the  employes  of  the  Home 
upon  the  regular  Sunday  services  is  required  as  an  encourage- 
ment to  the  children,  and  a  mark  of  respect  to  the  visiting 
ministers. 

24.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent,  the  Steward 
shall  purchase  all  articles  for  use  or  consumption  at  the  Home, 
when  and  where  they  can  best  and  most  cheaply  be  procured, 
and  shall  sell  and  dispose  of  the  surplus  productions  of  the 
Home  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  institution.  In  proper 
books  and  pay  roll,  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Board,  he  shall 
keep  the  time  and  accounts  of  all  employes  of  the  Home,  and 
accounts  of  all  sales  and  purchases  for  or  on  account  of  the 
Home. 

25.  Every  three  months  the  Steward  shall  make  a  careful 
invoice  of  all  the  property  belonging  to  the  Home,  and  the  in- 
voice so  made  shall  be  preserved  by  him  in  his  ofiice.  Such 
articles  as  can  noi  be  satisfactorily  accounted  for  from  time  to 
time  by  the  heads  of  the  various  departments  shall  be  charged 
up  to  the  proper  parties. 

26.  Due  courtesy  and  attention  must  be  extended  on  the 
part  of  officers  and  employes  to  persons  visiting  the  institution. 
Visitors  are  not  allowed  to  go  through  the  building  without  an 
attendant. 


SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT, 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees : 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  I  have  the 
honor  and  the  pleasure  of  submitting  to  you  the  tenth  annual 
report  of  the  Indiana  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  October  31,  we  were  oc- 
cupying the  south  wing  of  the  Home,  patiently  waiting  for  the 
completion  of  the  new  building.  We  were  thus  confined  to 
very  limited  quarters,  and,  as  a  result,  were  subjected  to  many 
inconveniences  and  hardships.  But  notwithstanding  the  ob- 
stacles that  we  had  to  encounter,  the  welfare  of  the  children 
was  in  nowise  disregarded.  The  various  agencies  for  the  social, 
intellectual  and  religious  advancement  and  education  of  the 
children  committed  to  our  charge,  were  faithfully  employed, 
and  through  the  combined  and  united  efl:brts  of  officers  and 
employes,  in  their  several  departments  of  service,  we  safely 
passed  through  our  period  of  privation,  and  with  the  new  year 
entered  into  the  new  building.  The  inconveniences  of  a  year 
and  a  half  enabled  us  to  appreciate  the  new  Home,  and  served, 
possibly,  to  prepare  us  for  greater  efficiency  in  the  work  com- 
mitted to  our  hands.  Our  best  efforts  were  put  forth  in  the 
reorganization  of  the  Home,  and  such  plans  were  adopted  as 
were  believed  would  best  fulfill  the  expectations  of  its  founders 
and  friends,  and  secure  to  the  wards  of  the  State  the  greatest 
and  best  results.  The  work  of  the  year  is  now  before  you. 
The  details  will  be  tound  embodied  in  this  report,  together  with 
such  information  in  reference  to  the  various  departments  and 
industries  of  the  Home  as  the  law  requires.  It  is  hoped  the 
condition  of  the  institution  may  be  such  as  to  be  gratifying  to 
you  and  all  others  interested  therein. 
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CARE    OF    THE    CHILDREN. 


The  children  are  under  the  care  of  ladies,  and  with  tew  ex- 
ceptions such  as  have  been  married.  It  has  been  sought  to 
place  women  of  experience  and  fitness  as  governesses  over  the 
children,  since  their  future  lives  depend  largely  upon  the  direc- 
tion given  them  by  these  constant  attendants.  The  work  that 
has  devolved  upon  these  governesses  the  past  year  has  been 
attended  with  many  difficulties,  such  as  are  met  with  in  the 
unpleasant  experiences  of  frequent  removals  of  a  family  from 
one  place  to  another,  but  through  patience  and  perseverance 
these  changes  have  been  accomplished  and  the  labors  connected 
therewith  successfull3'  performed. 


THE    HEALTH    OF    THE    CHILDREN. 

The  report  of  the  physician  of  the  Home  presents  in  detail 
the  cases  ot  sickness  and  the  various  diseases  treated  during 
the  year.  The  number  of  deaths  the  past  twelve  months  is  un- 
usual as  compared  with  former  years,  but  this  fatality  is  not  to 
be  attributed  to  any  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  physician  or  the 
nurse,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  to  the  fact  that  two  of  the  cases 
were  chronic  diseases,  another  was  an  accident  resulting  in  in- 
stant death,  while  the  remaining  cases  resisted  the  power  of 
medicine  and  the  closest  watch,  care  and  attention. 

Willie  Shipley  was  an  invalid  for  many  years,  and,  on  ac- 
count of  his  sufiering  and  his  great  patience  with  it  all,  excited 
the  sympathy  of  visitors  and  friends,  who  bestowed  upon  him 
many  tokens  of  their  atfection  that  ministered  in  many  ways 
to  his  comfort  and  enjoyment,  notably  among  these  being  an 
invalid  chair  presented  by  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

Frank  Thompson  was  discharged  from  the  Institution  De- 
cember 10,  1887,  on  account  of  his  being  past  sixteen,  but  at 
his  urgent  request  he  was  allowed  to  return  to  the  Home  April 
12,  1888,  and  here  remained  until  his  death,  June  2,  1888. 

The  other  three  pupils,  George  Luusford,  Effie  Overholser 
and  Francis  Whitley,  had  been  in  the  Home  but  a  short  time, 
but  sufficiently  long  to  endear  themselves,  on  account  of  their 
amiable  dispositions,  to  all  with  whom  they  came  in  contact. 
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The  accident  resulting  in  the  death  of  Georore  Lunsford  O'C- 
curred  in  the  laundry.  By  some  means  not  known  he  was 
caught  in  the  revolving  clothes- wringer  and  instantly  killed. 
This  sad  accident  was  greatly  deplored. 


EMPLOYES. 

In  employing  help  the  plan  heretofore  adopted  of  giving  the 
preference  to  the  soldier,  his  widow  or  his  child,  has  been  ad- 
hered to  as  far  as  possible.

THE    SCHOOL. 


The  new  school  building  was  completed  in  January  last,  and 
on  February  6th  the  term  opened,  with  Miss  Kate  Coffin,  Prin- 
cipal ;  Miss  Belle  A.  Powers,  Miss  Emma  Brown,  Miss  Stella 
Bebout,  Miss  Emma  Windier,  and  Miss  Laura  Wachstatter,  as 
teachers  in  the  respective  grades.  The  work  accomplished  was 
very  satisfactory,  and  the  same  corps  of  teachers  was  re- em- 
ployed for  the  present  year.  The  report  of  Miss  Coffin,  to- 
gether with  the  Course  of  Study  and  other  items  of  interest, 
will  be  found  elsewhere. 
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I  can  not  refrain  from  expressing  ray  great  gratification  that 
we  now  have  an  elegant  and  commodious  school  building. 
The  rooms  are  large  and  pleasant,  well  lighted  and  well  venti- 
lated, and  well  supplied  with  new  furniture  and  all  the  modern 
necessary  apparatus  to  enable  the  teachers  successfully  to  carry 
forward  their  work.  The  favorable  surroundings  have  served 
to  impart  to  our  pupils  new  desires  and  to  stimulate  our  teach- 
ers to  the  greatest  activity  and  zeal.  As  a  result  the  advance- 
ment of  the  scholars  has  been  marked,  and  the  progress  of  the 
school  work  has  been  most  excellent. 


INDUSTRIAL    DEPARTMENT. 

The  various  industries  contemplated  by  the  law  have  been 
inaugurated,  and,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  respective  reports, 
have  made  satisfactory  progress.  In  consequence  of  the  delay 
in  the  completion  of  the  industrial  building,  some  departments 
have  been  in  operation  only  a  part  of  the  year.  The  great 
benefits  of  these  industries,  however,  are  already  apparent,  and 
the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature  in  making  such  liberal  appro- 
priations for  .this  establishment  is  to  be  heartily  commended. 
The  pleasure  afforded  the  children  in  having  something  to  do, 
and  the  eagerness  and  cheerfulness  with  which  they  set  about 
their  tasks,  are  gratifying  features,  but  when  it  is  remembered 
that  habits  of  industry  are  being  formed,  and  a  trade  is  being 
learned  that  will  make  these  children  useful  to  society  and  a 
blessing  to  the  world,  a  devout  feeling  of  thankfulness  is 
awakened  that  these  avenues  of  pleasure  are  opened  up  to  the 
children,  and  that  these  opportunities  to  make  something  of 
themselves  are  at  last  afforded  them.  If  a  "cup  of  cold  water 
given  to  a  little  child  "  brings  its  reward,  surely  rich  blessings 
are  in  store  for  the  generous  hearts  that  .gave  to  these  orphan 
children  the  advantages  they  now  enjoy.  The  industries  now 
in  successful  operation  consist  of  the  printing  office,  tailor  shop, 
shoe  shop,  carpenter  shop,  bakery,  florist  department,  sewing 
room  and  dress-making,  together  with  the  work  belonging 
respectively  to  the  gardener,  farmer  and  engineer. 

Mr.  R.  A.  Martin,  a  practical  printer,  has  charge  of  the 
printing  office,  having  assumed  control  April  26.  He  has  had 
under  his  instruction,  as  half-day  pupils,  sixteen  boys,  whose 
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names  and  ages  appear  in  his  report.  The  first  issue  of  the 
"  Home  Journal  "  made  its  appearance  July  12,  and  received 
many  favorable  notices  from  the  press  throughout  the  State. 
The  class  of  work  that  has  been  done  has  been  excellent  in 
quality  and  considerable  in  quantity.  The  outlay,  while  seem- 
ingly great,  is  fast  bringing  in  returns  that  will  fully  compen- 
sate the  State  for  its  generous  appropriations.  The  same  is 
true  of  all  the  other  industries,  as  shown  by  the  reports  to  be 
found  elsewhere.

MILITARY    TRAINING. 


This  department  has  been  under  the  management  of  Captain 
H.  Richards,  and  the  good  eflfects  of  his  work  are  manifest  and 
pleasing.  All  efforts  to  secure  guns  have  proved,  however,  so 
far,  to  be  unavailing,  so  that  the  drill  has  not  included  the 
manual  of  arms.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  we  cannot  obtain 
from  the  proper  authorities  the  granting  of  a  few  guns  at  least 
for  the  use  of  our  boys,  for  certainly  no  feature  of  the  Home 
would  contribute  more  to  the  enjoyment  of  visitors,  and  espe- 
cially old  soldiers,  or  more  to  the  health,  development  and 
gentlemanly  bearing  and  appearance  of  our  boys  than  the  drill 
and  training  that  belong  to  the  military  department. 
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THE    LIBRARY. 


The  appropriation  of  the  Legislature  for  the  purchase  of  the 
library  has  been  sufficient  to  enable  us  to  place  on  our  shelves  a 
large  collection  of  valuable  and  interesting  books.  These 
were  purchased  from  time  to  time  with  great  care  and  caution, 
and  it  is  believed  the  selections  made  are  good  and  proper. 
The  volumes  number  seven  hundred  and  thirty,  and  embrace 
standard  works  of  fiction,  stories  for  children,  histories,  biog- 
raphies, cycloptiedias  and  miscellaneous  selections. 

It  will  be  necessary,  however,  to  make  provision  for  addi- 
tional purchases,  and  for  this  purpose  a  liberal  appropriation 
should  be  made  by  the  Legislature  at  its  coming  session. 


DONATIONS. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  make  mention  of  the  generous 
gifts  to  the  children  made  during  the  past  year  by  the  G.  A. 
R.  Posts  and  Women's  Relief  Corps.  The  great  interest  mani- 
fested in  this  substantial  way  indicates  a  due  regard  and  aifec- 
tion  for  the  children  which  is  gratifying  to  the  highest  degree. 
The  Home  has  been  favored  also  with  valuable  donations  in 
the  way  of  elegant  pictures  and  portraits  of  the  following  dis- 
tinguished soldiers  and  officers  of  the  war :  J.  W.  Gordon,  J.

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reltitIous  services 


Provision  has  been  made  for  the  religious  teaching  of  the 
children  by  the  erection  of  a  commodious  chapel  in  connection 
with  the  school  building.  On  every  Sunday  morning  at  10  o'clock 
the  pupils  assemble  for  Sunday- School,  and  one  hour  is  devoted 
to  the  study  of  the  International  Lesson.  In  the  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock  a  preaching  service  is  held,  with  a  special  view  to  interest- 
ing the  children  and  imparting  to  them  the  great  lessons  of  mo- 
rality and  Christianity.  The  clergymen  of  Knightstown  have 
been  very  kind  in  assisting  from  time  to  time  in  these  services. 
Mention  is  made  with  pleasure  of  Kev.  J.  B.  Carnes,  Dr.  Mc- 
Gavern,  Rev.  B.  F.  Brewington,  Rev.  T.  B.  McClelland  and 
Mrs.  Fulger,  of  Knightstown;  also  of  Elder  A.  H.  More,  of 
New  Castle,  Elder  J.  L.  Parsons,  Elder  Joseph  Wickara,  Elder 
Love  H.  Jamison,  of  Indianapolis,  all  of  whom  have  filled  our 
pulpit  upon  one  or  more  occasions.  Addresses  have  also  been 
delivered  to  the  children  by  distinguished  speakers,  among  these 
being  Chaplain  John  H.  Lozier,  Hon.  Fred.  A.  Douglas,  Dept. 
Commander  A.  D.  Varasdol,  Ass't  Adj't  Gen.  I.  ]Sr.  Walker, 
Department  Chaplain  Ira  J.  Chase,  Supt.  T.  J.  Charlton,  of  the 
Reform  School,  and  many  others  that  space  forbids  to  mention, 


THE    DISCIPLINE. 

To  secure  order  and  system  there  must  be  discipline,  but  it 
need  not  be  harsh  or  cruel.  It  is  believed  that  gentleness  and 
kindness  will  accomplish  far  more  in  most  cases  than  severity, 
and  our  discipline,  therefore,  is  mild  but  firm.  Any  miscon- 
duct is  carefully  considered,  and  if  moral  suasion  will  reach 
the  case  and  remedy  the  evil,  the  end  sought  has  been  accom- 
plished. By  the  aid  of  good  books  and  good  example,  coupled 
with  good  advice  and  an  appeal  to  his  pride  and  better  nature, 
the  ordinary  boy  may  be  successfully  managed  and  controlled. 
It  is  this  kind  of  discipline  we  employ,  and  any  departure  from 
it  is  the  exception  and  not  the  rule.  Subordinates  are  not 
allowed  under  any  circumstances  to  administer  excessive  pun- 
ishment, and  all  offenses  of  a  serious  character  are  referred  to 
the  Superintendent,  The  rare  instance  of  this  kind  is  proof 
conclusive  that  •'  It  is  better  far  to  rule  by  love  than  fear.'" 
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KECREATION. 


The  children  have  time  for  recreation  morning,  noon  and 
night,  also  on  Saturdays  and  holidays. 

They  are  always  allowed  the  full  benefit  and  pleasure  of  all 
National  holidays,  attending  the  exercises  or  services  conducted, 
and  invariably  are  provided  at  such  times  with  all  the  delica- 
cies of  the  season,  both  for  dinner  and  supper.  Privileges  are 
occasionally  granted  children  to  visit  for  a  day  or  two  some 
friend  or  relative.  This  practice  is  not  encouraged,  however, 
for  the  reason  that  on  their  return  they  are  discontented  for 
awhile,  and  the  peace  of  the  division  is  thereby  disturbed.  In 
favorable  weather  the  children,  in  companies  of  twenty  or 
thirty,  attended  by  their  governess,  take  frequent  walks  to  dif- 
ferent places  of  interest,  and  such  freedom  is  allowed  them  as 
the  child  nature  requires.  The  monotony  of  institution  life  is 
thus  relieved  as  much  as  possible  by  these  varied  seasons  of 
enjoyment. 


THE    HOSPITAL. 

A  frame  house,  remote  from  the  main  building,  is  occupied 
for  hospital  purposes.  This  removal  of  the  sick  from  the  other 
inmates  afiords  quiet  to  the  afflicted  and  prevents  the  annoy- 
ance arising  from  too  frequent  calls.  The  building  has  been 
made  as  comfortable  as  possible,  and  every  precaution  is  taken 
to  secure  the  best  sanitary  results.  A  new  building,  with  all 
the  modern  conveniences  for  the  proper  care  of  the  sick,  is 
greatly  needed.  The  house  now  used  was  once  abandoned  as 
not  suitable  for  occupancy  at  all,  but  by  repairing,  papering, 
whitewashing  and  other  improvements,  it  has  been  made  to 
answer  the  purpose  until  the  present.  Everything  has  been 
done  that  was  possible,  under  the  circumstances,  to  make  the 
suffering  of  the  sick  bearable,  but  with  increased  facilities  for 
bathing  and  other  necessary  conveniences,  the  arduous  labor  of 
the  nurse  would  be  greatly  lightened  and  the  restoration  of  the 
sick  to  health  will  be  far  more  speedy. 
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NUMBER    OF    CHILDREN. 


The  Qumber  of  children  in  the  Home  October  31  was  three 
hundred  and  forty.  Their  names,  ages  and  sex  will  be  found 
in  another  portion  of  this  report.  This  enrollment  of  three 
hundred  and  forty  is  by  far  ths  greatest  since  the  Home  was 
eBtablished.  You  will  also  find  elsewhere  a  roster  of  the  pupils 
admitted  during  the  year.  Their  number  is  one  hundred  and 
ninety-five.  In  connection  with  their  names  will  be  found  the 
•date  of  their  admission,  their  county,  date  of  their  birth,  name 
of  father,  company  and  regiment  in  which  he  served,  date  of 
his  death  if  dead,  the  name  of  the  mother  and  whether  she 
is  living  or  dead. 

The  number  thus  admitted  is  also  greatly  in  excess  of  any 
previous  year,  and  yet,  as  you  are  well  aware,  all  the  applica- 
tions made  for  admission  were  not  approved. 

The  new  arrivals  necessitated  forming  new  divisions  from 
time  to  time,  until  at  present  we  have  nine  of  these  divisions 
or  families.  Since  only  eight  rooms  in  the  new  building  are 
well  adapted  to  the  purposes  of  sitting  rooms  for  our  children, 
it  became  a  necessity  recently  to  fit  up  another  room  in  the 
frame  school  building  and  occupy  it  in  order  to  relieve  the 
other  eight  rooms  of  their  over-crowded  condition.  An  addi- 
tional room  in  the  same  building  is  now  being  put  in  proper 
order  for  the  accommodation  of  another  division  of  children. 
This  will  make  ten  groups,  and,  so  far  as  we  can  see  at  present, 
will  be  the  full  extent  of  our  ability  to  provide  accommoda- 
tions, unless  the  Legislature  shall  see  fit  in  its  wisdom  to  make 
appropriations  for  cottages.  This  would  be  a  wise  measure, 
since  all  the  indications  point  clearly  to  a  constant  demand  for 
admission  to  the  Home.  Indeed,  you  are  aware  that  over  one 
hundred  applications  are  now  on  tile  awaiting  your  favorable 
consideration.  This  number  will  be  greatly  augmented  when 
it  becomes  generally  known  that  the  institution  has  entirely 
recovered  from  the  eflects  of  the  fire,  and,  thoroughly  equipped, 
has  entered  upon  a  broader  and  grander  scale  of  work  than 
ever  before. 

It  would  also  be  eminently  proper  to  call  upon  the  Legisla- 
ture to  make  some    provision  for  defraying  the  expenses  of

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children  to  the  Home.  Since  only  such  as  are  ''destitute  of  the 
means  of  support"  are  admitted,  the  financial  embarrassment 
of  the  child,  or  the  relative  making  the  application,  often  de- 
lays forwarding  the  pupils,  and  in  some  instances  has  prevented 
the  child  from  being  sent  at  all.  Aid  must  be  sought  from 
some  source,  and  is  obtained,  possibly,  with  difficulty  from  the 
Township  Trustee  or  County  Commissioner,  or  some  charitable 
organization.  A  contingent  fund  ought  to  be  provided  for 
meeting  these  demands,  and  to  enable  the  Superintendent  to 
make  occasional  visits  to  the  families  where  homes  have  been 
provided  for  our  children  that  he  might  see  if  they  are  happily 
situated  and  are  receiving  proper  care  and  attention.  Reports 
are  sometimes  made  the  correctness  of  which  can  only  be  de- 
termined by  a  personal  visit,  and  to  meet  such  legitimate  ex- 
penses a  fund  should  be  provided. 

You  will  urge  upon  the  Legislature  the  great  necessity  for  an 
appropriation  to  build  a  Hospital,  and  I  desire  simply,  in  con- 
nection with  the  report  of  the  Physician,  to  emphasize  your  de- 
mand by  calling  further  attention  to  this  highly  important  mat- 
ter. It  should  receive  the  prompt  attention  of  the  Legislature, 
as  our  needs  in  this  direction  are  urgent  and  pressing.  You 
will  also  agree  with  me  that  we  need,  greatly,  a  commodious 
store-room  that  should  be  located  with  special  reference  to  the 
convenience  of  the  kitchen. 

Your  settlement  with  the  State  Treasury  will  enable  you  to 
determine  whether  the  appropriations  already  made  will  leave 
an  unexpended  balance  sufficient  to  meet  this  demand,  or 
whether  it  will  be  necessary  to  ask  the  Legislature  for  an  ap- 
propriation for  this  purpose. 

Our  farm  is  sadly  in  need  of  repair.  Considerable  new  fence 
must  be  built,  and  all  the  old  fencing  must  be  replaced;  other- 
wise the  crops  of  next  year  will  be  in  great  danger  of  being 
destroyed. 

The  extension  of  the  children's  dining-room  is  an  absolute 
necessity,  and  the  work  ought  to  be  done  at  the  earliest  moment 
possible.  In  order  to  accommodate  our  present  numbers,  we 
have  been  compelled  to  utilize  the  employes'  dining-room  tor 
the  use  of  one  division  of  children,  and  still  we  are  greatly 
crowded.     For  comfort  and  convenience  we  need  more  room.

NUMBER    OF    SOLDIERS     CHILDREN    IN    THE    STATE. 

An  erroneous  opinion  is  often  entertained  as  to  the  number 
of  soldiers'  orphans  and  soldiers'  children  in  the  State.  It  is 
unaccountable  to  many  good  people  "  where  the  soldiers'  or- 
phans are  coming  from  and  especially  to  come  from  in  the  fu- 
ture unless  we  have  another  war."  In  a  previous  report  we 
were  enabled  through  the  kindness  of  Hon.  Ben  D.  House,  now 
deceased,  Adjutant  General  of  G.  A.  R.,  Department  of  Indiana, 
to  submit  some  facts  and  figures  that  we  regarded  as  valuable 
in  ascertaining,  at  least  approximately,  the  number  of  soldiers' 
children  and  soldiers'  orphans  in  the  State.  From  the  official 
enrollment  required  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  it  was  then 
shown  that  in  sixty-five  counties  there  were  six  hundred  and 
seven  soldiers'  orphans ;  also  eighty-five  thousand  four  hundred 
and  sixty-two  soldiers'  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age.  It 
was  then  regarded  as  but  a  reasonable  supposition  that  if  all  the 
ninety-two  counties  were  fully  reported  that  the  number  of  or- 
phans would  reach  one  thousand  and  the  number  of  children 
one  hundred  thousand.  We  adhere  to  the  same  opinion  still, 
and  are  confirmed  in  our  opinion  by  the  actual  fact,  as  shown 
by  our  records,  that  from  October  31, 1887,  to  October  31, 1888, 
three  hundred  and  eighty-four  application  blanks  were  re- 
quested. These  alone,  if  all  had  been  filed  and  approved  by 
the  Trustees,  would  have  increased  our  enrollment  to  five  hun- 
dred and  fifty-one — two  hundred  beyond  our  present  capacity. 
The  necessity  for  making  immediate  provision  for  the  admission 
of  these  children  must  be  apparent  and  no  doubt  will  receive 
from  the  Legislature  the  attention  it  demands.

INFORMATION  RELATIVE   TO    THE   ADxMISSION    OF 

CHILDREN. 


When  it  is  desired  to  secure  the  admission  of  a  child  to  the 
Indiana  Soldiers'  and  Sailors"  Orphans'  Home,  blank  applica- 
tion papers  may  be  obtained  for  the  purpose  by  addressing  the  Su- 
perintendent. These  are  to  be  lilled  out  in  accordance  wiih  the 
instructions  given,  and  to  be  returned  to  the  Superintendent. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  next  after  the  appli- 
cations are  received,  they  will  be  submitted  for  approval  or 
rejection.  In  either  event,  official  notice  will  be  given  by  the 
Superintendent  as  to  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
if  the  action  taken  thereupon  has  been  favorable,  the  date  will 
be  fixed  at  which  the  child  may  be  brought  to  the  Home.  The 
Superintendent  should  be  informed  as  to  when  the  child  will 
arrive. 

While  it  is  very  acceptable  if  the  child  comes  with  a  good 
supply  of  clothing,  yet  it  is  not  required.  Everything  is  pro- 
vided by  the  Home  for  the  child  when  once  it  arrives  at  the 
Institution. 

No  fund  has  been  provided  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  chil- 
dren who  have  been  admitted  to  the  Home,  If  the  friends 
have  not  the  means,  aid  can  generally  be  obtained  from  the 
Township  Trustee  or  County  Commissioners. 

Mothers,  or  relatives,  are  allowed  to  visit  the  children  once 
every  six  months,  and  to  remain  twenty-four  hours. 

Children  may  be  taken  away  during  vacation,  but  the  Home 
can  not  bear  any  part  of  the  expenses  of  transportation,  and 
they  must  be  returned  in  due  time  to  enter  school  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  session. 
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Whenever  parents  desire  to  take  the  permanent  custody  of 
their  children,  application  in  writing  must  be  made  through 
the  Superintendent  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  their  consent 
obtained. 

Having  now  endeavored  to  present  to  you  the  condition  of 
the  Home,  and  having  made  such  suggestions  as  have  seemed 
to  me  proper  and  necessary,  with  sincerest  thanks  to  you  as  a 
Board  for  encouragement  and  counsel,  and  with  a  feeliug  of 
pride  in  the  prosperity  of  the  Home,  and  with  a  thankful  heart 
to  Him  who  has  preserved  us  and  so  abundantly  blessed  us  the 
past  year,  I  now  submit  to  you  the  Tenth  Annual  Report  of 
the  Indiana  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home.

REMARKS. 

The  "  Willie  "  spoken  of  as  receiving  a  rolling  chair  Christ- 
mas, 1885,  was  Willie  Shipley,  who  died  February  27,  1888. 
Born  January  28,  1868.  We  find  this  minute  on  the  records  of 
the  Home  : 

Mollie  and  Eddie  Shipley  presented  to  the  S.  and  S.  Orphans'  Home  the  in- 
Yalid  chair  given  to  Willie  Shipley  by  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  Indiana  with 
their  love  and  appreciation  of  the  kindness  shown  their  afflicted  brother.  Said 
chair  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  any  other  orphan  child  of  the  Home  who  may  be 
afflicted  or  an  invalid.  They  do  this  with  the  approbation  of  their  guardian,  -James 
Smith,  of  Greenfield.

Many  ladies  of  the  W.  R.  C.  rendered  whatever  service  they 
could  in  the  Legislature  of  1887.  Bringing  whatever  of  in- 
fluence they  had  to  secure  the  passage  of  the  McDonald,  Senate 
Bill  No.  6,  and  we  are  happy  to  record  in  this  paper  the  fact 
that  that  bill  passed  unanimously  without  amendment. 

The  feeble-minded  were  sent  to  Fort  Wayne,  but  located  now 
at  Richmond,  until  the  asylum  is  finished  at  Fort  Wayne. 

Owing  to  the  inattention  of  corps  in  making  reports  of  their 
donations,  and  the  committee  in  keeping  a  correct  record,  we 
have  but  very  little  data  from  which  to  make  up  a  report  of 
the  Christmas  of  1886. 

J.  B.  Mason,  W.  R.  C.  No.  62,  Knightstown,  sent  the  hand- 
somest and  most  valuable  box  to  the  children  Christmas,  1887. 
Value,  $44. 
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The  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home  as  it  stands  now  is 
one  that  every  Indianian  should  be  proud  of.  The  main  build- 
ing is  a  magnificent  structure  with  natural  gas  to  heat  and 
electric  lights  to  illuminate ;  with  eight  division  rooms,  con- 
taining 350  children.  A  beautiful  school  building  contains 
eight  school  rooms  and  a  commodious  chepel.  The  grade 
work,  second  to  none  in  the  State ;  Miss  Kate  C.  Coffin,  Prin- 
cipal. Wash-house,  laundry  and  bakery  in  another  brick 
building  with  all  modern  improvements  and  appliances.  An- 
other large  brick  building  containing  the  tailor,  dress- making 
and  shoe  shops  and  printing  office.  All  these  trades  have 
classes  of  boys  and  girls  who  work  a  half-day  and  go  to  school 
a  half- day,  thus  preparing  themselves  when  they  are  sent  out 
from  the  Home  to  be  good,  honest  bread-winners  with  the  tool 
in  their  hand  that  can  not  be  taken  away  from  them — a  good 
trade.  Many  boys  work  on  the  farm.  Many  employes  are  ex- 
pupils.  There  is  a  fountain  in  the  front  lawn,  many  flowers  in 
beautiful  designs.  There  has  been  flagging  placed  around  the 
spring  that  ever  flows  to  quench  the  thirst  of  any  that  may 
pass  that  way,  and  of  such  medicinal  quality  that  the  Home  is 
famous  for  the  good  health  of  its  occupants.  We  are  sorry  to 
say  the  appropriation  was  not  large  enough  at  last  Legislature 
to  build  a  new  hospital.  The  little  hospital  "over  on  the  hill" 
will  have  to  do  service  until  after  the  next  Legislature,  when 
we  hope  to  have  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  complete  the 
original  plans. 

The  W.  R.  C.  Visiting  Committee  is  happy  to  make  so  good 
a  showing  of  the  work  done  by  the  W.  R.  C.  of  the  State.

MATRON'S    REPORT. 


Pro/.  A.  H.  Morris,  Superintendent  I.  S.  and  8.  0.  Home: 

Sir — For  seven  months  I  have  been  Matron  of  the  Home. 
The  employes,  generally,  I  have  found  efficient,  being  kind  and 
willing  at  all  times  to  do  any  duty  assigned  them.  The  chil- 
dren are  well  and  faithfully  cared  for.  An  abundance  of  food 
is  carefully  selected  and  cooked  for  the  tables  each  day.  In 
order  that  a  good  variety  may  be  found  on  the  children's  table 
each  day  a  bill  of  fare  is  printed  for  each  week  so  as  to  insure 
a  nice  variety  at  every  meal.  The  tables  are  handsomely  fur- 
nished with  table  linen,  castors,  salts,  and  all  the  tables  with 
silver  knives  and  forks,  spoons,  and  other  necessary  articles. 
The  tables  are  waited  upon  by  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  teach 
good  deportment.  The  clothing  is  of  good  material,  well  and 
tastefully  made.  Many  of  our  girls  assist  in  the  making  of  the 
dresses.  Some  of  our  girls  are  becoming  experts  with  the 
needle  as  they  progress  in  their  trades  in  the  several  shops. 
The  boys'  clothing  is  handsomely  made.  They  all  present  a 
fine  appearance  when  seen  together.  Children's  sitting  rooms 
are  made  bright  and  cheerful  with  carpets,  matting,  pictures, 
books,  games,  and  all  that  go  to  make  up  a  home.  The  chil- 
ren  are  taught  to  keep  their  rooms  in  a  tidy  condition  by  their 
governesses,  thereby  learning  habits  of  good  order.  The  work 
done  by  Superintendent  and  governesses  is  worthy  of  all  the 
•praise  I  can  give  them. 

The  Hospital  is  in  charge  of  a  competent  Matron,  and  is 
kept  in  as  clean  and  healthy  a  condition  as  possible.  The 
building  is  poor  and  requires  constant  care  to  keep  it  in  a  good 
•ondition  to  live  in.  The  dormitories  are  kept  in  a  clean, 
healthy  condition  and  abundantly  supplied  with  clothing  for 
£ — Sold.  Obph. 
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the  same.  jSTice  mattresses  are  lurnished  for  all  beds,  witk 
plenty  of  clean  sheets,  pillow-cases,  blankets  and  white  spreads. 
We  use  single  beds  for  our  large  children,  and  double  ones  for 
our  babies. 

Our  children  are  very  happy  and  contented.  Nowhere  can 
children  be  found  more  happy  and  cheerful  than  ours.  Our 
sewing-room  is  like  a  hive  of  good  working  bees.  All  are  in- 
terested in  their  work,  cheerfully  doing  what  is  assigned  them 
to  the  best  of  their  ability.  Many  will  go  from  here  thor- 
oughly trained  as  seamstresses,  house-keepers  and  teachers, 
in  truth,  ready  for  practical  work  almost  anywhere  their  lot 
may  be  cast. 

The  laundry,  with  the  improved  machinery,  is  giving  good 
satisfaction,  some  of  the  help  having  years  of  experience  in  this 
branch  of  work.  The  constantly  increasing  number  of  chil- 
dren in  the  Home  makes  the  necessity  for  greater  improve- 
ments in  each  department.  Room  for  seating  at  the  table  is 
badly  needed;  also,  store  room  for  supplies.  Dormitories  are 
needed,  that  so  many  need  not  occupy  the  same  room.  Sitting- 
rooms,  too,  are  so  crowded  that  one  sees  the  necessity  of  more 
house  room  for  comfort.  I  can  not  drop  tbis  subject  without 
expressing  earnest  hope  that  something  will  be  done  in  the  near 
future  to  give  room  for  all  those  little  ones  who  need  this 
Home  life  and  training.  If  all  could  see  the  need  as  we  do 
here,  help  would  not  be  withheld  by  the  coming  legislature.

PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Superintendent  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  Sol- 
d.iers''  and  Sailors''  Orphans'  Home: 

In  comparing  the  health  record  of  the  past  year  with  those  of 
former  years  I  find  that  we  have  had  more  sickness  among  the 
children  than  for  several  of  the  preceding  years.  The  nature 
of  the  maladies  would  indicate  the  cause,  bronchial  and  pul- 
monic troubles  predominating.  Particularly  was  this  increase 
in  sickness  noticeable  during  the  early  months  of  the  year, 
when,  having  just  moved  into  the  new  building,  with  its  green 
walls  and  fresh  plaster  and  with  an  incomplete  heating  arrange- 
ment, the  children,  although  having  the  most  constant 
watching  and  careful  attention  from  every  employe  who  had 
anythiug  to  do  with  their  care,  were  unavoidably  exposed  to 
these  influences.  The  present  poor  excuse  for  a  hospital  being 
at  this  time  under  quarantine  on  account  of  the  importation 
into  the  Home  of  scarlet  fever,  we  were  compelled  to  treat  and 
care  for  the  sick  under  these  same  influences. 

We  were  visited  during  the  early  months  of  the  year  by  an 
epidemic  of  measles,  which,  on  account  of  our  inability  to 
isolate  the  first  cases,  swept  through  the  entire  institution. 
There  were  cared  for  during  the  months  of  October  and  l!^o- 
vember  of  1887,  and  March,  April  and  May  of  1888,  196  cases 
of  this  disease.  All  safely  recovered  without  any  sequelar,  ex- 
cept one  little  girl,  Frances  Whitely,  aged  four  years,  who  died 
from  capillary  bronchitis  as  a  complication.  The  invasion  of 
scarlet  fever  was  promptly  met  by  isolating  the  cases  on  the 
first  suspicion  and  other  prophylactic  measures.  New  children 
coming  from  suspected  localities  were  quarantined  for  a  sufli- 
eient  time,  so  that  in  all  we  had  but  fifteen  cases,  all  of  whom 
reeovered. 
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The  possible  introduction  of  a  case  or  two  into  the  Home, 
and  the  carelessness  of  the  barber,  gave  us  twenty -five  or  thirty 
cases  of  tina  tonsurans  (migworm  of  the  scalp),  which  caused 
no  little  trouble.  All  these,  however,  are  now  rapidly  improv- 
ing. 

We  have  to  report  five  deaths  during  the  year,  the  largest 
mortality  for  many  years.  Two  of  these  were  from  acute  mal- 
adies, being  the  first  deaths  from  acute  diseases  during  the  ser- 
vice of  over  three  years.  Two  were  from  constitutional  troubles. 
One  of  these,  Willie  Shipley,  aged  twenty  years,  who  had  been 
for  years  a  severe  suflPerer,  being  under  constant  treatment  in 
the  hospital.  He  died  from  a  lumbar  abscess  which  opened 
into  the  abdominal  cavity.  The  second,  Frank  Thompson, 
aged  sixteen,  was  returned  to  us  from  the  City  Hospital  of  In- 
dianapolis with  phthisis  pulmonalis.  The  fifth  death,  that  of 
George  Lunsford,  aged  fourteen,  which  was  the  result  of  a  very 
sad  accident  that  occurred  in  the  laundry.  This  boy,  in  some 
manner  which  will  never  be  known,  got  his  arm  in  the  clothes- 
wringer  while  the  same  was  in  motion.  This  wringer  is  of  the 
centrifugal  pattern  and  makes  1,200  revolutions  per  minute. 
The  arm  was  literally  twisted  ofi'  between  the  shoulder  and 
elbow.     He  died  immediately  from  shock. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Home  at  present  is  excellent, 
and  every  care  is  exercised  under  the  eflicient  rules  in  force  to 
keep  it  so.  One  fact  only  need  be  called  to  your  attention,  and 
that  is  the  crowded  condition  of  the  dormitories.  There  is  an 
actual  demand,  if  more  children  are  admitted,  for  additional 
buildings  for  their  accommodation. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  again  urging  upon 
you  the  great  need  that  exists  for  a  nursery  or  hospital  build- 
ing ;  one  suitable  for  the  care  of  the  sick,  deformed,  afflicted 
and  helpless  children  of  the  Home.  There  are  at  present  many 
and,  without  doubt,  the  years  will  bring  more  of  those  children 
into  the  Home  whose  infirmities  are  such  that  to  them  the  rules 
and  duties  of  the  division  room  are  an  injury.  For  their  mu- 
tual good,  these  children  should  be  provided  quarters  separate 
and  apart  from  the  healthy  ones.  We  need  a  suitable  place  for 
the  isolation  and  care  of  the  sick.  It  is  not  possible,  and  it  is 
not  right  if  it  were  possible,  to  attempt  to  treat  and  care  for  the 
sick  ones  in  the  division  rooms  and  dormitories.  The  children 
can  not  in  reason  have  the  care  and  attention  they  require,  to 
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say  nothiug  of  the  exposure  to  which  the  well  children  are  sub- 
jected by  sleeping  in  the  same  room  with  the  sick.  We  have 
been  very  fortunate  in  the  past  in  our  escape  from  epidemic 
diseases,  but  the  time  will  come  when,  notwithstanding  all  care 
and  precaution,  the  Home  will  be  visited  by  one  of  the  dread 
maladies.  If  a  malignant  type  of  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria, 
for  instance,  should  be  brought  into  the  Institution,  we  would 
be  almost  helpless  in  a  battle  against  it,  and  the  loss  of  many 
lives  would  likely  be  the  result.  To  the  nurse,  officers  and  em- 
ployes, I  am  under  many  obligations  for  the  aid  and  assistance 
extended  me.

COURSE  OF  STUDY 


ROOM  1. 


Reading. — Earliest  instruction  by  object  methods,  with  objects, 
pictures,  and  use  of  black-board.  Reading  lessons  should  be 
given  in  easy,  natural  tones.  McGufiy's  Elementary  Reading 
Oharts  to  be  used,  followed  by  McGuffy's  First  Reader  com- 
pleted, with  proper  supplementary  reading. 

Spelling. — Oral  and  written  ;  proper  names;  words  constantly 
used  by  pupils,  besides  those  used  in  reading  lessons. 

Writing. — Script  writing  on  slates. 

Arithmetic. — The  combinations  to  25.  Oral  analysis  of  origi- 
nal problems. 

Object  and  Language  Lessons. — Oral  and  written  descriptions 
of  pictures  and  objects. 

Drawing. — Copying  on  slate  of  simple  iigures.  Learning  to 
distinguish  colors. 

Vocal  Music. — Oral  lessons  from  black-board. 

ROOM  3. 

Reading. — McGruffy's  Second  Reader  completed,  with  one  or 
two  lessons  each  week  as  supplementary  reading.  Attention 
given  to  diacrital  marks  for  long  and  short  sounds  of  vowels. 

Spelling  ajid  Drawing. — Same  as  in  preceding  grade,  with 
diacritical  spelling. 

Writing. — Drill  on  slates,  giving  special  attention  to  position, 
and  holding  of  pencil. 

Arithmetic. — Reading  and  writing  of  all  numbers  of  three 
figures.  Roman  notation  to  C.  Adding  and  subtracting  of 
small  numbers.  Signs  of  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication 
and  division  taught,  and  combinations  of  numbers  to  50. 
Stoddard's  Primary  Mental  Arithmetic  to  compound  numbers. 

Lavguage  Lessons. — Oral  and  written  description  of  pictures 
and  objects.  Sentence  making.  Memorizing  and  reciting  of 
gems. 

Geography.— Jjooal  geography  of  the  Home,  and  oral  geog- 
raphy of  Rush  County. 

Vocal  Music. — Lessons  from  black-board,  and  Mason's  Music 
Charts. 
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ROOM  5. 


Reading. — McGuffj's  Third  Reader.  Supplementary  work 
as  in  preceding-  grade.

The  above  course  of  study  is  in  use  this  year  for  the  first 
time,  therefore  is  something  of  an  experiment :  but  the  end  of 
this  year  will  decide  whether  it  be  too  heavy  or  too  light.  The 
school  year  really  begins  with  September,  but  the  past  year  had 
to  be  an  exception  on  account  of  the  building  of  a  new  school 
house,  which  was  not  completed  until  February-. 

No  High  School  course  has  been  prepared,  because  there  are 
not  yet  any  children  in  the  Home  ready  for  it.  It  will  receive 
prompt  attention  later  on. 

Besides  the  regular  school  work  considerable  attention  has 
been  given  to  musical  and  literary  entertainments.  Lessons  in 
elocution  are  given  in  every  room  but  No.  1  two  days  in  the 
week,  the  work  consisting  of  elocution  in  its  practical  sense. 
It  is  the  intention  to  have  a  public  entertainment  every  two 
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weeks,  and  these  are  uot  only  interesting  but  instructive. 
During  the  year  some  very  entertaining  concerts  were  given 
by  the  music  teacher  and  her  private  pupils. 

In  July,  at  the  close  of  our  summer  session,  there  were  no 
pupils  to  graduate ;  therefore,  closing  exercises  of  a  different 
nature  were  prepared.  ISTine  pupils  from  Room  8  had  a  contest 
in  declamation,  at  which  Bessie  Reed  and  Eugene  Wickersham 
carried  off  the  prizes  of  three  and  two  dollars.  Another  enter- 
tainment was  given  by  the  smaller  children,  and  they  acquitted 
themselves  with  much  credit.  As  an  incentive  to  study,  a  prize 
of  $2.50  in  gold  was  offered  in  every  room,  to  the  girl  or  boy 
who  made  the  highest  general  average  for  the  year. 

These  prizes  were  taken  by  six  children  (three  boys  and 
three  girls)  who  were  very  deserving,  and  many  others  almost 
made  the  required  grade. 

To  you,  for  your  confidence,  support  and  great  kindness,  as 
I  have  been  in  your  employ,  and  to  the  other  teachers  who  have 
striven  hard  to  accomplish  the  best  results  possible,  I  desire  ta 
express  my  thanks.

Sir — Following  is  a  report  of  the  Musical  Department  for 
the  year  ending  October  31,  1888:

Time  for  vocal  lesson  in  each  room  is  15  minutes. 

No8.  1,  7  and  8  are  visited  twice  each  day,  on  account  of 
these  rooms  having  half-day  grades. 

Black-board  work  is  given  in  Room  1. 

Music  Charts  are  used  in  Rooms  3,  5  and  6. 

Loomis'  First  Steps  in  Music  No.  4  is  used  in  Rooms  7  and  8. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  breathing  and  proper  use  of  the 
vocal  organs. 

In  the  private  vocal  work  the  Italian  Method  is  used.  Studies 
by  Bassini,  Concone,  Lutgen,  Abt  and  other  standard  works 
are  used. 

The  private  pupils  are  all  females.  They  receive  one  lesson 
each  week,  and  are  allowed  from  thirty  minutes  to  two  hours 
each  day  for  practice. 

Those  preparing  to  teach  instrumental  music  are  given  more 
time  for  practice. 

As  a  study,  those  who  are  capable  are  allowed  to  give  in- 
structions to  some  of  the  smaller  girls.  The  works  used  in  the 
instrumental  work  are  Sudds'  National  School  of  Music, 
Czerup's  Exercises  in  Velocity,  and  selections  from  the  best 
musical  writers.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  PRINTING 
DEPARTMENT. 


Prof.  A.  H.  Morris,  Swpt.  I.  S.  and  S.  0.  Home: 

Sir — In  compliance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana 
making  it  the  duty  of  the  foremen  of  the  various  departments 
of  this  institution  to  make  out  an  annual  report  and  present 
the  same  to  you,  I  therefore  make  the  following : 

This  department,  which  is  now  about  complete,  was  estab- 
lished and  the  material  purchased  the  latter  part  of  the  month 
of  -April,  1888.  The  entire  outfit,  with  the  exception  of  the 
cylinder  press,  was  purchased  of  the  Franklin  Type  Foundry, 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  for  which  was  paid  to  them  $1,700,  more  or 
less.  The  cylinder  press  was  purchased  from  Cotrell  &  Sons, 
and  shipped  direct  from  their  manufactory  to  the  Home.  By 
doing  this  we  saved  one  profit — the  agent's  profit.  The  total 
cost  of  this  press  was  |900. 

I  began  my  duties  as  foreman  of  this  department  on  the 
26th  day  of  April,  1888. 

The  ofiice  occupied  for  the  first  five  months  a  single  room  in 
the  building  known  as  the  "  old  school  building,"  where  we 
w^ere  very  much  crowded,  and  unable  to  do  justice  to  the  boys 
employed,  or  do  our  job  work  in  as  satisfactory  a  manner  as 
we  wished  to.  From  this  building  we  moved  to  our  new  and 
commodious  quarters  in  the  "new  industrial  building"  in 
October,  where  we  have  four  rooms.  We  have  one  large  and 
one  small  room  on  first  floor,  and  the  same  on  the  second  floor. 
The  large  room  on  the  ground  floor  is  used  as  a  press  room. 
On  the  second  floor  the  large  one  is  our  composing  room,  and 
the  small  one  the  office. 


PRESS  ROOM. 


Our  press-room  is  a  model  one.  It  is  well  lighted,  having 
ten  large  windows — four  on  the  east,  four  on  the  west,  and  two 
on  the  north  side.  It  is  heated  with  natural  gas,  and  at  night 
lighted  with  the  same.     Water   is  furnished  for  washing  the

forms,  and  for  other  purposes,  from  the  artificial  lake,  being 
forced  through  the  water  pipes  and  mains  by  the  large  Dean 
pump  stationed  in  the  engine-house.  The  machinery  of  this 
room  is  driven  by  this  water  with  the  use  of  a  Bachus  water 
motor.  A  cylinder  press,  Gordon  half-medium  job  press  and  a 
Clipper  paper  cutter  constitute  the  principal  machinery  of  the 
room. 

COMPOSING    ROOM. 

The  composing  room  is  just  over  the  press-rooni.  It  is  the 
same  size  and  shape,  and  has  the  same  number  of  windows  and 
same  conveniences  .  as  the  press-room.  This  room  is  far  su- 
perior to  the  majority  of  composing  rooms  in  the  State,  not 
only  in  amount  and  quality  oi  material,  but  in  regard  to  the 
one  great  essential — good  light.  We  have  six  double  stands, 
which  hold  the  cases  used  by  our  young  printers,  each  being 
placed  by  a  large  window  extending  from  the  ceiling  to  within 
a  foot  and  a  half  of  the  floor.  This  gives  the  young  compos- 
itors a  good,  left-handed  light.  Ninety  fonts  of  job  type,  350 
pounds  of  brevier,  150  pounds  of  nonpareil,  50  pounds  of  long 
primer  and  twenty-five  pounds  of  law  italic  constitute  the  type 
of  the  oflice.  All  type,  rule,  metal  furniture,  leads  and  slugs 
are  made  according  to  the  latest  and  most  improved  system — 
the  point  system.  The  job  type  was  selected  with  the  aim  to 
do  all  the  Institution  printing,  and  do  it  in  a  better  and  neater 
manner  than  the  majority  of  State  work  is  done.  I  think  we 
have  succeeded  in  this  endeavor. 


OUR    PAPER. 

"The  Home  Journar*  is  a  five-column  quarto,  issued  every 
Thursday,  set  in  brevier  and  nonpareil.  The  composition  each 
week  amounts  to  about  110,000  ems.  All  the  work  is  done  by 
the  sixteen  boys  assigned  to  this  department,  under  my  super- 
vision. Seven  boys  work  in  the  forenoon  and  nine  in  the  aft- 
ernoon. In  the  near  future  we  expect  to  have  two  more  as- 
signed to  this  department.  Dossie  C.  Freeman,  one  of  the 
pupils,  has  charge  of  the  local  department.  At  the  present 
time  we  are  issuing  1,000  copies.     The  following  "Salutatory," 
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clipped  from  the  first  issue,  which  made  its  appearance  on  the 
12th  day  of  July,  will  explain  the  reasons  for  issuing  a  paper 
here  and  show  the  good  we  expect  to  accomplish  by  it : 

"It  affords  us  great  pleasure  to  present  to  the  many  friends 
of  the  Indiana  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home  the  first 
number  of  our  paper,  The  Home  Journal. 

"  This  enterprise  has  been  under  contemplation  ever  since  the 
last  Legislature  adjourned,  but  circumstances  have  not  been 
favorable  to  an  earlier  issue. 

"In  the  re-building  of  the  Home,  and  in  endeavoring  to  ar- 
range room  for  the  children  so  that  they  might  be  made  com- 
fortable, we  have  found  it  impossible  to  locate  the  printing 
office  until  the  present.  The  obstacles  that  stood  in  our  way 
having  now  been  overcome,  we  hope  in  the  course  of  another 
issue  or  two  to  be  able  to  visit  our  friends  promptly  and  regu- 
larly every  Thursday.  It  may  be  three  or  four  weeks,  however, 
before  we  issue  our  second  number,  since  that  length  of  time 
may  be  necessary  for  our  boys  to  acquire  such  a  knowledge  of 
the  art  typographical  that  they  can  manipulate  the  leaden  let- 
ters and  place  them  with  ease  and  skill  in  their  proper  places. 
We  invite  attention  to  this  issue  of  the  paper  as  a  specimen  of 
the  work  our  young  compositors  are  able  to  do,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  R.  A.  Martin,  foreman  of  the  office,  who  is  a  young 
man  and  a  son  of  a  veteran  soldier.  Aside  from  the  foreman, 
we  have  employed  no  hired  help,  and  hope  we  shall  not  be  com- 
pelled to  do  so,  since  one  of  our  objects  in  establishing  this  in- 
dustry is  to  teach  our  boys  the  printing  trade,  and  we  shall  rely 
upon  them,  and  not  upon  hired  help,  to  do  the  work.  We 
make  this  explanatory  statement  so  that  if  our  next  issue  is  de- 
layed the  cause  will  be  understood. 

"  Aside  from  the  benefits  that  this  enterprise  as  an  industry 
is  intended  to  confer  upon  our  children,  we  hope  to  furnish 
such  information  of  the  Home  and  its  workings  as  will  be  of 
interest  to  all  the  friends  of  the  institution.  We  hope,  also,  to 
reach  that  class  that  have  no  knowledge  of  the  existence  of 
the  Indiana  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home,  or  so  little 
information  as  to  the  object  of  the  institution,  and  the  work  it 
is  accomplishing,  that  they  have  no  interest  in  it  whatever. 
We  shall  aim  to  make  the  paper  a  medium  of  communicatioa 
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between  the  Home  and  its  friends,  and  its  columns  will  always 
be  open  to  such  contributions  as  will  further  in  any  way  the 
best  interests  of  the  soldiers'  orphans. 

"  We  shall  keep  the  paper  entirely  free  from  everything  of  a 
political  character,  but  shall  burden  its  columns,  to  the  Vtery 
utmost  of  our  ability,  with  such  articles  and  information  as 
will  be  calculated  to  bring  to  the  soldiers'  orphans  and  their 
Home  the  greatest  good  and  the  best  results,  and  thereby  bring 
honor  to  our  State  as  well  as  to  its  wards.  In  this  laudable 
undertaking  we  most  earnestly  request  the  hearty  co-operation 
and  material  aid  of  every  friend  of  the  Home.  Our  subscrip- 
tion books  are  open,  the  printer's  books  are  ready  to  receive 
manuscript,  and  we  are  now  anxious  to  hear  from  our  friends. 

"  The  size  of  our  paper  is  a  five  column  quarto,  and  suffi- 
ciently large  to  accommodate  all  the  friends  who  may  desire  to 
be  heard  through  its  columns.  Our  subscription  book  is  even 
larger  than  our  paper,  and  will  be  filled  with  the  names  of 
parties  sending  us  one  dollar,  the  price  of  the  paper  for  one 
year. 

"  We  publish  elsewhere  the  list  of  contributors  who  have 
been  invited,  and,  for  the  most  part,  have  consented  to  write 
regularly  for  the  paper.    Others  are  urged  to  do  likewise."

BAKER'S    REPORT. 


Prof.  A.  H.  Morris,  Supt.  of  1.  S,  and  S.  0.  Home: 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  bakery  for  the 
year  ending  Oct.  31,  1888.  I  have  four  boys  learning  the 
trade :  Eugene  Morand,  Daniel  Lunsford,  Henry  Smead  and 
Alvie  Homey,  two  in  the  morning  and  two  in  the  afternoon. 
These  boys  are  permitted  to  learn  the  trade,  not  to  stand 
around  and  pick  up  what  ideas  they  can  of  themselves.  They 
are  put  to  mixing  bread  dough,  rolling  out  pies,  setting 
sponges,  and  all  work  connected  with  the  baker's  trade.  Eu- 
gene Morand,  the  oldest  boy,  having  been  in  the  shop  some- 
time, is  capable  of  making  his  way  as  a  baker.  Daniel 
Lunsford  is  making  good  headway  considering  the  time  he  has 
been  in  the  shop.  The  other  two  are  doing  very  well  for  the 
time  they  have  served.  There  has  been  erected  east  of  the 
main  building  a  brick  building,  one  part  being  used  for  laun- 
dry purposes  and  the  other  part  for  the  bakery.  The  oven  is 
twelve  feet  by  twelve  feet  and  twenty- eight  inches  (12  ft.  x  12 
ft.  28  in.)  from  center  to  apex,  which  gives  us  a  very  good 
oven  for  the  fuel  it  was  intended  to  consume.

Superintendent  Indiana  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans  Home  : 

Sir — I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  work  done  in 
my  department.  We  have  fitted  up  our  new  laundry  with 
steam,  water  and  gas — fitted  up  the  drying  room  with  steam, 
and  also  run  a  two-inch  gas  main  along  north  side  of  building, 
connecting  bakery  with  said  main ;  also  laundry  and  ironing 
room,  also  the  industrial  building ;  connecting  gas  main  run- 
ning to  old  school  house.  We  have  fitted  up  and  piped  with  two- 
inch  pipe,  our  'No.  2  gas  well,  connecting  with  regulator.  We 
have  laid  three-inch  water  mains  for  driving  water  motor  and 
carried  water  to  tanks  in  industrial  building,  also  laid  water 
main  to  old  school  house.  We  have  laid  three  inch  suction 
pipe  for  boiler  feeder  with  our  lake.  We  have  placed  in  posi- 
tion our  pumps  in  boiler  room  and  piped  the  same.  Fitted  up 
green-house  with  heating  apparatus,  run  two-inch  steam  pipe 
to  same,  put  in  reducing  pressure  valve  for  controlling  the 
steam  in  same,  placed  water  service  in  green-house  connecting 
with  water  main.  We  have  fitted  up  Mr.  Kochman's  house 
with  gas  and  placed  the  same  in  his  stoves.  We  have  run 
blow-off  pipes  for  our  boilers,  also  steam  and  exhaust  pipes  for 
our  fire  pumps.  We  placed  in  position  our  header  and  con- 
nected the  same  with  our  hot  water  service,  also  run  steam  pipe 
to  new  laundry,  water  pipe  for  same  and  suction  pipe  for  in- 
spirator, also  laid  six-inch  sewer  pipe  for  carrying  rain  water 
away  from  down  spouts  from  roof  on  north  side  and  conveying 
to  cistern  under  old  laundry,  also  placed  eight-inch  sewer  pipe 
along  front  side  of  building  for  conveying  water  to  cistern  lo- 
cated on  south  side  of  building,  besides  making  numerous  re- 
pairs. This  work  has  been  mostly  done  with  the  help  of  the 
boys  placed  in  our  department  to  learn  the  duties  of  an  en- 
gineer and  pipe-fitter.  The  boys'  names  are  as  follows  :  Charles 
Crawford,  Roland  McGee,  Herbert  Veale,  James  Losey.
